Will not tire the Reader with. a long 
Flarangue in commendation of this 
> Hiſtory ; it will, I hope, ſpeak for it 
ſelf. Nor will 1 go about to vindicate the 
Tranſlation; let it take its Chance and fland 
or fall by the Vote of the Ingenious. My 
defign is firſt, to inform the Reader, that 


S 1 have reduced this Work to a much leſſer 


compaſs than the Original Spaniſh ; yet at 
the ſame time nothing of the Hiſtorical 
Part is diminiſhed, perhaps ſome df the 
Ornament. I have not omitted the moſt 
inconfiderable paſſage, nor leſſued any ma- 
terial circumſtances ; all that bas been cut 
off 25 only long Speeches, for the moſt part 
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never thought of by thoſe they are father- 
ed upon, only added by the Author to ſet | 
out his Work ; tedious Liſts of Officers 
and Gentlemens Names who were preſent 
at any Conſiderable Aftions, which Names 
are of no uſe to us ; thoſe of the Com- 
manders in Chief, and ſuch as particularl 
fignalized themſelves, being ſuffictent #4 
Hiſtory; and ſome flights and refletions ' 
of the Author, which only ſerve to make {| 
up the bulk of a Volume. "And thus much 
ſaid may ſuffice as to the bringing this 
Book into ſo ſmall a compaſs. The mext 
thing I have to offer is, that though ma- 
"uy of the Aftions this Hiſtory contains 
may at firſt fight appear incredible, yet 
we muſt not therefore immediately conclude 
it to be fabulous ; for upon ſecond thoughts 
we2 ſhall not only find thoſe very things 
poſſible but very pratticable, It is hard ' 
to perſuade ſuch ſmall numbers of Portu- | 
gueſes could defeat ſuch vaſt Armies, and 
rake Towns fortifed and ſtrongly Garri- 
ſoned'; but all wonder muſt ceaſe when we 
conficder the Portuguſes were Europeans, 
always much ſuperior to the Aftaticks for 
walour ; that thoſe were men enured to 
' continual Wars with the Moors, and con- 
ſequently well train'd and diſciplin'd, theſe 
raw and confuſed Multitudes ; that though 
| the 
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the Indians had Fire Arms, they were far 
 inferiour to the Portugaeſes in the handling 
of them ; that the Portugueſes overcame as 
much by Policyas by Strength, ſowing divift- 
ons among thoſe Princes, and dividing their 
own Subjetts from them ; that the Natives 
weary of their ſubjetlion to the Moors, were 
intlinable to change Maſters, and try whe- 
ther the Portugues Toke were lighter than 
that till then they had born. 7o be ſhort, 
every judicious Perſon will find reaſons 
enough to convince the poſſibility of thoſe 
Adions, finte it is allowed Alexander the 
the Great and many others overcame in- 
nmemerable Multitudes with handfuls of 
Men. Befides} though the Author ſets 
down the number of Portugneſes, I believe 
he does not always mention the Natives 
that aſſiſted them, becauſe the Glory of the 
Conqueſt belouged to the former, Tet if 
there be any ſo hard of belief as flill to 
' doubt, T will not be ſo poſitive or zealous 
in the behalf of my Author, as not to 
grant he may. have flrained ſome points, 
thereby to add to the Flonour of his Na- 
tion ; not ſo but in the main the Adion 
is real as is demonſtrable by thejr Poſſeſſi- 
ons in Aﬀia, bat ſo as the Circumſtances 
might be ſomewhat heightned, the more to 
raiſe the admiration of thoſe Vadertakings. 
Let 
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Let none upon this ſcore pretend to cow. 

demn him as Romantick ; for ſhould we 
examine our own, and all the Hiſtories of 
the World, we ſhould not find one which 
hatred or affeftion has not added to or 
diminiſhed. I will not be tedioas, and 
ſhall therefore ſay no more in relation to 
the Author ; and But one word as to the 
Tranſlation, which is, that if the Judici- 
ous or Learned ſhall find any fault with 
it, by any ſuch I ſhall be glad to be ins 
formed of its defefls, that they may be 
amended in the ſecond and third Tomes 
which will ſoon follow this, that is my 
firſt in this Nature , after ſeveral years 
ſpent in far different Imployments.

J with any diſgrace, having meaſured their 


ſtrength and capacity, found it neceſſa- 
ry toencreaſe their Dominions by adding 
to them at one time preat part of Mau-

another time that vaſt extent of Aja, 
and laſtly that not inconſideraþl@ Re- 
gion of America, called Brazi/ or New 
Luſitania. Having conquered the Weſt, 
they paſſed to the South, and having 
ſubdued this they went on to the Zaf.. 
All they attempted with their Arms, 
they perfected with their Fortune, who 
ſeemed to be liſted in their Service. 
Such was their Condu&t in the moſt 
dithcult Enterprizes, 'whereby they en- 
' larged themſelves ſo as to have room 
' to breath the preatneis of their Spirits, 
that what in other Nations by reaſon 
of its immoderate greatneſs would have 


threatned ruin,” in this ſeems a moſt | 


admirable Ornament of moſt various 
matrer wherewith the Temple of the 
Chriſtian Fame is illuſtrated and adorn- 
ed. Art length theſe Grear Spirits ſpread 
themſelves over all the Land and Seas, 
and to make the whole circumference 
of them their bounds, overrunning that 
vaſt diſtance that is from the Coaſts 
of Spain to thoſe of China, and filling 
both the Hemiſpheres with the Glory : 
of their Name. They foilowed the Sun | 
from his Setting to his Riſing, and 
equalled his Courſe. The Exploits per- 
formed in this wonderful Courſe - 

the 
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the ſpace of 233 Years are the ſubje&t 
of this Second Work, which I now take 
in Hand, purſuant ro what I promiſed 
in the firſt of our Europe; the general 
applauſe that has met with, calls on 
me for the performance of this. Here 
will be ſeen Actions, by how much 
the more admirable, the leſs Credible, 


- and indecd more truly real, than in ap- 


pearance probable. For though true, - 
it does not ſeem likely, that ſometimes 
100 Men indifferently Armed , ſhould 
encounter great Armies much better 
provided. Theſe are the Actions which 
may juſtly entitle the Performers to be 
ſtiled Heroes; a Name ſince given gra- 
tis to whom it was not due. . For a great 
number to ,overcome a leſſer, though 
equal in Arms and Courage, is rather 
the eftet- of Number than Valour, and 
ſeems to carry more of Cowardiſc than 


Virtue. Hence it is that thoſe who are 


ſo overcome, 'though they loſe the Field 


do «not loſe' the Glory ; bur if duly 


J weighed, merit the preater Eſteem, for

that they dared encounter at fo great a 
diſadvantage. We may therefore with 


reaſon affirm, that the Portugueſes on 


theſe occaſions merited admiration, c1- 


ther as Conquerors or Conquered ; as 
__Con- 
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Conquerors, for having overcome; as 
Conquered, for having dared much. 
"This had been before their Fate in Z- 
rope againſt the Roman and African Mul.- 
titudes that overrun all Spazn. Let us 
ſce whether the ſame Fortune attends 
them in 4/ia. Without doubt it does. 
Soon ſhall we ſee innumerable Mulrti- 
tudes flying from their ſmall Numbers, 
and looking back with amazement to 
ſce who purſues and deſtroys them. 
We ſhall ſee them drove by the terror 
of the Looks, not the Number of thoſe 
who preſs them. We ſhall ſee Bartels 
fought with ſuch reſolution, that nei- 
ther the Victor thall rejoice, nor the 
Overcome lament. In Sieges, ſuch bar- 
barous, obſtinacy , that deſpairing of 
Victory, they will burn themſelyes with 
all they hold precious, that their Ene- 
mics may reap no other Fruit of their 
Conquelſt bur the diſmal ſpectacles of 
the Flames. We ſhall ſee not only Va- 
lour, but Rage and Deſpair overcome. 
The toil of coming at the Enemies will 
be greater ſometimes than that of de- 
feating them. We may be ſometimes 
overpowered by Number, not overcome 
by Valour; for though upon ſome occa- 
{ions Fortune forſook all, yet few were 

| forſaken 
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forſaken of their Courage. Theſe Gene: 
rous Spirits looked upon the hardſhips 
of the Campagne, no otherwiſe than 
if they had been -the conveniences of 
cheir Houſes, and upon doubtful Barrels, 
as ſure Victories. With the firſt they 
began to raiſe, I will nor fay Forts, bur 
Draughts of thoſe they afterwards eret- 
ed. To theſe, and chiefly ro the Ca- 
pitol of Goa ſhall be brought by force, 
or come through fear, many Princes in 
Chains, and many by their Embaſſadors. 
Nothing will appear in that Noble Ciry 
but Triumphs. Nothing leſs in the 
Triumphs, than the People and Riches 
of all Afa; theſe in the Hands of the 
Conquerors, and thoſe in the Chains of 
their Captivity. Burt there is nothing 
in them we look upon with more de- 
light, than the Elephants loaded with 
Caſtles, and the Carriages with Guns, 
which nor long before were our Terror ; 
theſe for their Greatneſs and Number, 
thoſe for their Number and Rarity. Re- 
ligion, which we value above all, and 
which was the chief ground of all theſe 
Undertakings, will be more exalted, 
trampling upon Idolatry, for at each 
ſtroke of the Evangelical Sword fell a 
thouland Idols of the Pagods; and a 
(4) thouſand 
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thouſand Pagods in the Theaters of 
Battle, It will appear that many Fami- 
les held themtclves in greater account 
for bcing overcome by us, and in con- 
ſequence thereof the Conquerors and 
Conquered joined and united in the Sa- 
cred Bonds of frequent Marriages; and 
many overcoming thoſe by whom they 
had before been defeated, under our 
Enſigns ; and that the Monuments of 
our Victories are not now Broken-arms 
and Warlike 'Engines hanging on Trees 
upon Mountains, but Cities, Iſlands and 
Kingdoms, firſt groaning under our Feet, 
and then worſhipping our Government, 
Some warned with the Example of others 
Ruins, ſhall prevent their own, by ac- 
cepting of our Propoſals. For in the 
beginning we invited. all to embrace our 
Amity ; eſteeming it a greater happineſs 
ro gain voluntary Friends, than to make 
forced Slaves. By expreſs Order from 
our Kings, we endeavoured to heap great 
Riches, extend our Dominions, and ac- 
quire Glory rather with Politick Reaſon, 
than Odious Violence. We modeſtly 
courted thoſe, we could invade forcibly. 
In fine, we ſhall ſee the Portugues Arms 
not content with the Weſt, piercing | 
through and ſpreading over the Ea/t; 
ſailing ? 
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failing unknown Seas, trampling Provin- 
ces and incredible Difficulties ; diſcover- 
ing ſundry Nations, planting among 
them firm Fortrefles and other Build- 
ings: And laſtly, giving Honour to their 
Country, and Light to the World with 
their Diſcoveries and Conqueſts in ſo 
remote Regions. Thus taming various 
and obſtinate Spirits and Humours, with 
Perſuaſions when they prevailed , and 
with Valour when they refuſed to 
hearken to us, we ſhall of ſundry Ele- 
ments compoſe a Body worthy thoſe 
Noble Spirits that ſailed thicher, worthy 
the Zeal of thoſe Kings who ſent, and 
the Magnificence of the Captains that 
 Commanded them. All the Actions 
| ſhall be ſuch as deſerve not only to be 

_ equalized with the moſt Heroick of An- 
riquity, but eyen that theſe ſhould be 
forgot to celebrate thoſe, were not Man- 
kind ſubject to give more applauſe to 
. What he hears, than whar he ſees. What 
is paſt is cclebrared with Memory and 
Admiration, the preſent is treated with 
Oblivion and Envy. We are perſuaded 
the one leſſens, the other inſtructs us: 
and even in the preſent there arc Exam- 
ples as proper for our inſtructions; as 
the moſt famous in decayed Antiquity. 
| (a2) This 
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This Book without doubt will prove it. 
I will an{wer it. \ As the Power of Man 
is by ſo much the weaker, by how 
much God declares himſelf more offend- 
ed at them; ſo it 1s the morc power- 
ful, by how much he is the more pro- 
pitious. His Omnipotence ſeemed now 
to be pleaſed with theſe his Conquerors, 
( for indeed they were his) ſo that in- 
deed it will always be doubttul which 
| was moſt to be admired, whether their 
_. Conquering ſo much, being ſo few, or 
the daring Atrempr, -it being no greater 
_ a Number. Such was the ſucceſs where- 
with they gaincd every thing, it looked 
as if the World had choſe them ro be 
the Univerſal Lords. Nor did they ſeem 
to be fſert as Souldiers, with Arms to 
wage War , but as Leeo':rors, with 
power to give Laws. Who then will 
admire that the whole circumference of 
the Earth ſhould ſubmit to ſo ſmall a 
number of ſuch Heroick Spitits , they 
being rather lcd by Auſpicious Fares, 
than Valiant Generals z Never had they 
falien from this hcichrt, had nor their 
own overfights and diſtraftions been 
the cauſe of their fall, that Divine Good- 
neſs that had ſo much exalted being no 
longer able ro bear with them. _

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' will oblige me to relate ſome things, 
which it were more proper for the Ho 
nour of my Country ſhould be buricd in 
oblivion than publiſhed ; bur rhe ſince: 
rity of Hiſtory requires nakednels, and 
gives as good an Example to Pollerity, 
condemning vicious and baſe Actions, 
as commending the Juſt and Virtuous. 
Forrune having been laviſhly liberal! ro 
us, we had no leſs than reaton to {ulpect 
ſhe could not be very durable. For Huz 
man Afﬀairs havin? no fixc point, it is 
plain that thoſe who arrive art the height, 
mult again fall as low as the various ac 
cidents of volubility ir ſelf can carry 
them. As preat as the Exploits, were 
the Riches obtained by them, and as 
great as theſe rhe Vices they uthered in. 
The cauſe of thcſe great Evils is, thar 
there are Men, who not content to poſs

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CHAP. I. 


Diſcoveries under Prince Henry, from the 
Tear 1412. till the Tear 1448. 


IKE an Impetuous Torrenc 
did the Mahometans ſpread 
themſelves over the Leſler 
Aſia, after the Catholick 
Arms had expelled them our 

- Provinces. The Chriſtian 
Princes buſied in deftroying each other, 
looked on their Progreſs, without attempt- 
ing to put any ſtop to the Current ; when 

he Kings of Portuzal, as the firſt who had

Barbarians, and the firſt who paſſed over to 
cruſh them in Africk ( obeying the Decrees 
of Heaven which required it) undertook 
to be the firſt who ſhould ſtop their pro- 
ceedings in Aſia. : 
2. Prince Henry, fifth Son of King Fobrx 
the Firſt, accompanied his Father in the 
glorious taking of Ceuta, which was Anno 
1415. and had a conſiderable ſhare in the 
honour of this Victory, as well in regard of 
his Courage as ConduR, it being doubtful 
which was moſt predominant in him, and 
therefore the more to be admired, for that 
at this time he was but in the 21: year of 
his Age. At his return from thence, he 
brought ſo great an inclination ( being al- 
ready moſt skilful in the Mathematicks') to 
diſcover New Lands and Seas, that he ſpent 
above 4o years in this ſtudy, and vaſt Sums 
of Mony in bringing Maſters from all parts, 
and Diſcoverers, and ſending Veſlels to his 
Diſcoveries. Being very well read in Geo- 
graphy, and having examined many who 
had travelled much of the World ( chiefly 
the Moors of Fez and Morocco) he got 
fome information of the Arabs who border 
on the Defarts of Africk, and of the A4za- 
nagi and Kingdom of Falef, near the bor- 
der of Guinea, That he might more wholly 
apply himſclf co theſe affairs, he choſe for 
his abode the Town of Ternacabal in the 
Kingdom of Algarve, on Cape Sapres, 
whence the proſpe& of the Ocean ſtirred

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ſhaken off themſelves the Burthen of thoſe. 


up his Hopes and Endeavours. Going to , 
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Bed one night, with his thoughts fixt on 
theſe Deſigns; in the morning ( as if he 
had received fome heavenly aſſurance of 
ſuccefs ). he with all haſte gave Orders for 
 fitcing out two Ships , which , and ſome 


other, paſſed not beyond Cape B#jador, 60 1412. 


Leagues beyond Cape Nam,thten the Bounds 


of tne Spaniſh Navigation. This Cn WAS 14.15. 


ſo called by Gilianes, who firſt pafſed it, be- 
cauſe it ftretches it ſelf out fo far, viz. al- 
moſt 40 Leagues to the Weſtward, which 
in Spaniſh is called Bojar, and thence the 
Cape Bojador, Its running ſo far Weſtward 
was alſo the cauſe that none paſſed it be- 
fore; as alſo that off of ic for about 6 
Leagues, runs a ſtrong Current, which 
breaking upon the Sands, riſes high and 
makes a great Sea. This terrified all, not 
conſidering, that keeping off at Sea they 
might curn the Poinr. The Prince encoun- 
tring the greateſt difficulty, ſent Fobn Gon- 
zeles Zarco and Triſtan Vat in a ſmall Ship, 
with Orders to coaſt along the Barbary ſhore, 
till they had paſſed that formidable Cape, 
diſcovering all the Land, which according 
to the Opinions of Learned Men and Infor- 
mation of Arabs, was concluded to run on 


till under the Zquinodial. Before ana 1418. 


r2ached the Coaſt of Africk, they met wit 
ſuch violent Storms, they doubted not be- 
ing ſwallowed by the Waves. The Weather 
obliged them nor ca follow their Orders, 
and without knowing where they were, tell 
In with the Iſland, which they called 2erro 
Santo, or Holy Haven, for ſuch it appeared - 
B Y © 
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eo them after the Storm. This is a little 
Ifland, not far to the Northward : of the 
Madera. The Inhabitants they found nei- 
ther well Civiliz'd nor quite Barbarous, but 
the Soil very fertile. The Prince joyful with 
this News and the hopes the Diſcoverers 
gave him, ſent them again, and with them 
Bartholomew Pereſtrello, with three Ships, with 
Seeds to ſow, and Cattle to ſtock the Place. 
They put in two Rabbers, which increaſed 
in ſuch manner in two years ſpace, that the 
Corn and Plants being deſtroyed by them, 
ie was found more convenient to unpeople, 
than inhabit the Iſland. | 

3. Pereſtrello returned home. Fobn Gon- 
zales and Triſtan Vaz, making another Voy- 
age, diſcovered afar off ſomething like a 
Cloud, and direaing their Courſe to it, 
found an Iſland covered with all manner of 
Trees, whence they gave it the name Aa- 
ders, which in Spaniſh is Wood. This 
Iſland for Extent, pleaſant Air and Plent 
is the chief ir-that Weſtern Ocean. Eac 
Diſcoverer entred a different part of the 
Iſland, and each had a Grant of that Part. 
from the Prince, with the Title of Captain. 
Triſtan gave his name to that Point were 
he landed, and 7chn Gonzales took to him- 
felf the Title of Camara de Lobos, or Den 
of Wolves, becauſe of a Cave he found at 
landing, which ſeemed to be the habitation 
of thoſe Beaſts, The Prince gave the Iſland 
of Puerto Santo to Pereſtrello to people, which 
proved in vain by reaſon of the vaſt multi- 
tude of Rabbets. The Diſcoverers of Ma- 


| dera 
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d:ra beganto, ſettle their Plantarion,by firing 
part of that Wood that filled the Iſland ; 
and the Flame took ſuch polleflion, that ic 
burnt ſeven years continually, and was ſeen 
far off in Smoak and Sparks like Mount 
e/Etna; ſo that atterwards the Iſland being 
plentiful of Grain, the greateſt want the 
Inhabicants ſuffered was of Wood, there 
having been nothing elſe in it before. There 
were Churches buile, and now there is a 
Cathedral. King Duarte, Brother to the 
Prince, gave. him the Iſland, and after- 
wards the Spiritualities thereof to the Mili- 
. tary Order of Chriſt. 

4- The Prince had ſpent ewelve years en- 
deavouring the diſcovery of Guinea, and - 
was now much encouraged by the diſcove- 
ry of theſe two Iſlands, though many con- 
demned his undertakings, objeCting, "That 
the Land he looked for, was only Deſerts, 
like thoſe of Lib:iaz that it any reached 
thoſe Parts, they would turn black ; that 
King Fohn, his Father, had invited Stran- 
gers to plant in Portugal, fo far from ſend- 
ing out p2ople, of which the Country was 
in want ; that God had appointed thoſe 
Countries for the habitation oft Wild Beaſts, 
which might appear by that they were ex- 
pelled thac new Iſland by the Rabbetrs. All 
this time the Prince's undertakings were not 
only cenſured, but almoſt fruitleſs, till he 
ſent Galianez in a Barque, who paſſed that, 
till then , Invincible Cape Boxader, which 
action was then in the common Opinion 
looked upon not inferior to the labours of 
Hercules, B-4 5. 


6 
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5. Gilianes returned in his Barque with 
Alonſo Gonzales Balday, in a bigger Veſſel 
than the former, and paſſed 3o Leagues be- 
yond the Cape, where landing, they faw a 
great track of Men and Camels. Without 
any further knowledge they returned home, 
giving the name of Angra de Ruyvos to that 
Bay, ( in Engliſh, Bay of Gurnets ) becauſe 
they found there great quantity of that 
Fiſh. The next ycar the Deſign was conti- 
nued, and they paſſed twelve Leagues far- 
ther. Here putting aſhore two Men on 
Horſeback, who going ontill ths Afternoon, 
ſaw nineteen Men with Javelins, who fled 
and were purſued, and ſome wounded, and 
one of the Portugueles ; the firſt Blood fpilt 
in thoſe Parts. Baldaya having notice there- 
of, went aſhore, but in vain, for the Moors 
fled; in the Cave where the Moors had been 
were found ſome things of inconſiderable 
value, but eſteemed as an Omen of greater 
advantages, They run on twelve Leagues 


farther, where at the Mouth of a River 


they ſaw ſo many Sea-Wolves, they judged 
them to be 5000; they killed many, and 
brought the Skins, which being a novelty, 
were then had in eſtecm. Going farther in- 
to the Land, they found Fiſhing Nets dry- 
ing, but no People, and their Proviſions 
being ſpent, they were obliged to return 
co their Prince without any further pro- 


6. Antony Gonzales was ſent back to the 
place of the Sea-Wolves, with orders ta 
toad his Veifel with their Skins. One night 

| | he 
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he went up the Country eight Leagues with 
ten Men, and ſpying a naked Man with two 
Darts in his hand driving a Camel , he 
came up and took him, the Man with the 
fright neither defending himſelf, nor endea- 
vouring to eſcape. In his return he met 


a compa forty Moors,and one Woman, 
whom tIff-alſo took in their ſight with- 
out reſiſtafgies 3 theſe were the firſt taken on 
that Coaſts Returning aboard they found 
another Ship was arrived there from Ports- 
gal under Command of Nunno Triſtan; with 
this addition of ſtrength they wene aſhore 
again, and met people at night, and being 
fo cloſe that they loſt che uſe of their Wea- 
pons, claſped each other in Arms, and 
knew not whom they held, but by being 
naked and cloathed, and the ſtrangeneſs of 
the Language ; they killed three and re- 
turned to their Ships wich ten Priſoners. 
This Place they called Puerto del Cavallero, 
or the Knights Port, Antony Gonzales being 
there knighted by Nunno Triſtan. An Arab 
that was on board underſtood theſe Moors ; 
him and the Woman they put aſhore to per- 
{wade the Inhabitants ro redeem the Priſo- 
ners. Next day appeared about 150, ſome 
on Camels, ſome on Horſeback, provoking 
our Men to Land, but finding they did not, 
diicharged a Volley of Stones at them and 
went off. Antony Gonzales returned to Por- 
tugal with ſome Slaves. Triſtan having firſt 
careen'd, coalſted on as far as Cabos Blanco, 
or White Cape,where though he ſaw the track -

Blacks of ſeveral Countries, anda conſide- 
rable quantity of Gold Duſt, 'which was 
the firſt brought from thoſe pasts. There- 
fore a Rivulet that runs up about fix Leagues 


was called Ris del Oro , or River of Gold. 


This and a Shield of Buck-skin and. ſome 
Oſtriches Eggs they brought home, all men 
admiring the colour of the Slaves. The 
Gold ſtirred up covetous deſires, and en- 
couraged Nunno Triſtan to undertake again 
the Voyage, and paſling farther, diſcovered 


| the Iſland Adeget, one of thoſe of Arguim, 


and faw twenty Almadies or Boats pafling 
over fromthe Continent, four men in each, 
fitting in ſuch manner that they rowed 
with their Legs. Triſtan launching his Boat 
with ſeven men, chaſed them and brought 
fourteen aboard, and going back for the 
reſt, they had reached the Iſland. Hence 
they went over to another Iſland, which 
they called De las Garcas , or Iſland of 
Hauks, becauſe of the vaſt numbers they 
ſaw there, and took ſome. 

S. The Profit encreafing, the defire of it 
alſo encreaſed. Some came trom ſeveral 


parts to Portugal to admire thoſe Rarities 


- the Natives brought. Lancelot the Prince's 


Servant, Galianes who firſt paſſed Cape Bo- 
Jaaory 
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jador, Stephen Alonſo, Roderick Alvarez and 
Fobn Diaz erected a Company in the Town 
of Lagos, paying anacknowledgmentto the 
Prince, they asked leave to purſue: theſe dil 
coveries, and ſet out with ſix Caravels, 
whereof the firſt was Commander in chief ; 
arriving at the Iſland, de [as Garzas, Martin 
Vincent and Giles Vaſquez, with each fourteen 
Souldiers in their Boats, went over to the 
Iſland Nar, where falling upon a Town, 
they killed many and brought away 155 
Priſoners, all Moors. The Captain Lancelot 
Ceſiring to do the like, attacked Tider and 
other Iſlands, where he took above forty 
Priſoners, which he preſented to the Prince, 
and was well rewarded. 


g. Gonzalo de Cintra (et out with one Ship, 1445. 


and coming to the Iſland Arguim, run up 
a Creek at night, intending to go aſhore, 
but the Tide ebbing he ſtuck, and in the 
morning zoo Moors coming upon him, he 
was killed with feven of his company. 
Theſe were the firſt Portugueſes killed in 
theſe Attempts, and from the Captain that 
place took name , being called Angre de : 
Y Gongalo de Cimtra, fourteen Leagues beyond

and Gomez, Perez, ſet out in three Caravels 
bound for that River, with orders to treat 
of the converſion of theſe Barbarians, of 
Peace and Trade. The Propoſals were not 
received, and they returned, bringing back 
one of the People of the Continent who 
came voluntarily to fee our Country ; and 
one of. ours, called Fohn Fernandes remain- 
ed 
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ed there with the ſame deſign. Next Nanny 
Triſtsn made another Voyage, and brought 
ewenty Slaves from a neighbouring Vill \ 
Dinis Fernandez, in another Veſlel pafling the | 
Mouth of the River Senaga, which divides | 
the Atanags from Falof, took four Blacks 
who were fiſhing in an Almadie or Boat. 
Sailing forward, he diſcovered the famous 
Cabo Verde, and returned ſatisfied with this 
exploit, and having killed a great many 
Goats in an Iſland. 

10. Antony Gonzales, Garcia Mendez, and 
Fames Alonſo, though ſeparated by a Storm, 
met again inthe Iſlands of Argzim: Falling 
upon a Village they took 25 Moors, they 
flying, he that ran beſt took moſt, as Lau 
rence Diaz who took : ſeven, whilſt others 
took but one,and ſome none. They called this 
Point, Cabo del Reſeate, or Cape of Ranſom, 
becauſe ſome Blacks were ranſomed. there. 
The joy was the more for that they found 
os Fernandez, who was left there the laſt ! 

oyage, he was fat and in health, though | 


rough like the Inhabitants. He told them, ; 
that the Country being all plane and open ' 
they often loſt their way, and therefore 
were guided, as at Sea, by the Stars, the 
Winds,and by Birds, That the Inhabicants | 
lived miſerably, feeding on a certain Grain {| 
which the Earth PRION without cilling, 3 


on ſome Herbs, Lizards and Locuits, all 
ſcorched in the Sun, which is predominant, 
that place lying under the Tropick of Cancer. 
'That they uſed much Milk, not only as 
Meat, buc Drink, by reaſon of the _— 
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& of Water ; and therefore when they eat an 


Meat they never kill the Female, becauſe 
of the Milk ; thoſe near the Sea eat ſome 
Fiſh. When they were acquainted with 
our People, and they gave them Corn, the 
eat it whole. The Land is Barren being al 
Sand, bears a few Palm and Wild Fig-trees, 
they have no Houſes ' but Tents, their 
Cloaths are Skins, and the better and neater 
fort wear Alhaiques, which is not- unlike 
our Crape, and the beſt, ſome better ſort 
of Cloath, but none good; their Employ- 
ment is the care of Cattle, their Language 
and Writings the ſame with thoſe of the 
Coaſts of Barbary, with only about as much 
difference as is between the Caft:l:ans and 
thoſe of Galicia 3 they have no King, and 
live by Hords or Companies. Returning 
home with this Account of Fobn Fernan 
at Cabo Blanco they killed fome Moors a 
took 55. 3 
11. Dinifianez. da Gram, Alvaro Gil and 
Mafaldo de Setubal, with each a Caravel, 


landed in the Iſland Arguim, where they 
took ſeven Moors, and by the help of them 


forty ſeven afterwards. They ran along the 
Coaſt of the Continent eighty Leagues, and 
at ſeveral times took fiilry Slaves, lofing 
ſeven Portugueſes, whoſe Boat being lett 


dry by ,the Ebb in the Iſland de las Gartas, 
they were all killed. Cancels, who once be- 
fore had commanded a ſmall Fleer, ſailed 


irom Lagos again towards Arguim as Ad- 
miral of fourteen Veſlels At the ſame 


time ſet out from Maders, Alvaro and Dinis 
Fer- 
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Fernandez, and Fohn. de Caſtilla and others, 
who all together with the former fourteen, 
made up ewenty ſeven Sail: Nine of the Fi 
fourteen of Lagos came to Arguim, where |; 
Diniſianez was, who perſuaded them to de- | 
ſtroy the Iſland in revenge of the ſeven 
that had been killed, bue the Moors under- 
ſtanding the danger,fled; ſo that only twelve 
were found, whereof only four could be ta- 
ken, the reſt killed, as allo one of our men. 
Alvaro de Frejtas returned with his three 
Ships. Lancelot with his failed to the Iſland 
Tider, landed,and finding no People,return- 
ed aboard, where ſeeing ſome Moors from 
the Shoar jearing our men , becauſe they 
could not find them, two of our men were 
ſo provoked that they leaped into the Wa- 
ter with their Arms, and ſwam to ſhoar to 
the Moors, who ran down to receive them. 
Others of our men ſeeing the danger thoſe 
ewo were in, leaped after them, and on the 
ſhoar was a ſharp skirmiſh; many of the 
Moors were killed and ſixty taken, This 
done Swmero da Coſta and three more return- 
ed home. In a Village at Cape Blanco they 
took nine Moors, among them a Woman, 
who ,promiſing a great Ranſom, deceived 
Swero, for at the Iſland T:ider the bold Wo- 
man who could ſwim very well , leaped 
over-board and gained her liberty by ſwim- 
ming aſhoar. Lancelot and others unwilling 
co return without ſome Loading, as light as 
they came out, deſigned to fail to Zahars 
of the Azanags and Guinea, but after ſome # 
{mall attempts reſolved for the Iſland of * 
Palms. | 
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Palma. They touched at Gomera and were 
received by two Commanders Pifte and Bru- 
cho in acknowledgment of fome kindneſs 
they had received from Prince Henry. They 
diſcovered to them the deſign, and taking 
them along landed in Palma, all they got 
was ſeventeen Priſoners, but among them 
was a very large Moriſh Woman, who 
was ſaid to be Queen of part of that Iſland. 
They returned to Gomera, and Fobn de 
Coſtilla difſatisfied with the ſmall Prize, 


baſe and ingratefully carried away Captives 


about twenty Iſlanders who were his 
Friends and had affiſted him. Which 
wrong the Prince amended by ſending them 
back well cloathed. | 

12. Gomeras and Palma are of the num- 
ber of the Canary Iſlands. The Canaries 
were diſcovered foe King Henry the Third 
of Spain by Fobn de Betancuur a Frenchman; 
among them he conquered thoſe called 
Lancarote, Fuerteventara and Ferro. In them 
he left Maſiot de Betancour his Nephew who 


conquered Gomera , and exchanging them 


with Prince Henry for ſome Land in Made- 
74, he went and lived there. And becauſe 
the Iſlands being twelve in number, there 
remained eighe not conquered, viz. Gran 
Canaria, Palma, Gracioſa Infierno, Alegranca 
Santa Clara, Roche and Lobos; the Prince 
ſent a Fleet in which were 2500 Foot and 
120 Lances, commanded by Pen Fernando 
de Caſtro, who landing there, converted ma- 
ny Infidels. But there being complaints made 


from Spain to whom thatConquelt appertain- 
Cl 
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ed it was given over. Afterwards King Henry 
the Fourth of Portugal gave them to D. Mar- 
tin de Ataide Count of Atonguia. And laſtly, 
in the Treaty between Alfonſo of Portugal, | 
and Ferdinand of Caſtile it was agreed they 
belonged to Caftilee The Inhabitants of 
theſe Iſlands were governed by a certain 
number of Perſons, they varied in their 
Worſhip, in Fight they uſed no Weapons 
but Sticks and Stones, their Cloathing up- 
wards was Skins, the lower parta covering |; 
made of Palm-leaves of divers Colours ; they | 
took off their Beard with ſharp Stones, their | 
Governours had the Maidenheads of all 
Women that married, they feaſted their 
Gueſts with them at their vifits, the Chil- 
dren ſucked Goats, their common food 
Wheat and Barley, Milk, Herbs, Mice, Li- 
zZards and Snakes. 

13. Lancelot being homeward bound, dif- | 
covered the River Ovedec, which he catled * 
Sanega, becauſe a Black of that name was 
releaſed there. It was then believed to be 
one of the Branches of Nile, becauſe the 
were informed it ran far to the Eaſtwar 
Stephen Alonſo in a ſmall Boat went up the 
River, and took two Blacks with conſidera- 
ble oppoſition made by their Father. Ro- 
derick Anez and Dinis Diaz, were here ſepa- 
rated from the reſt by a great Storm and | 
arrived in Portugal. Lancelor ſteering to- : 
ward Caps Yerde, went aſhore upon an 
Iſland, where he found nothing but Goats, 
and theſe words cut on the Bark of a Tree,

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This was Prince Henric's Motto, whereby © 


he expreſſed his deſigns, and gave Lancelot 
ro underſtand the Portugueſes had been 
there before ; - it was Alvaro Fernandez, 
of Madera that was there. He ſtood along 
the Shoar, whilſt Gomez Perez going up 
cloſe in a Boat, threw a Looking-Glaſs and 
a Sheet of Paper with a Crucifix on it upon 
the Land to fome Blacks that were there, 
who breaking and tearing them to pieces, 
poured in a Volley of Arrows, for which 
our men defign'd to be revenged next day; 
but a great Storm which diſperſed all our 
Ships prevented the execution. Lawence 
Diaz got home firſt, Gomez Perez put in at 
Rio del Oro, whence he brought one Slave, 
and many Skins of Sea-Wolves, and found 
the people there ſomewhat traftable. Al- 
waro Freytas and Vincent Diaz in the Iſland 
Tider took fifty nine Slaves. Diniz, Fernan- 
dez, and Palacano at Cape St. Ann, took nine 
more; twelve of our men ſwimming aſhore 
for them. With theſe and ſuch like ſmall 
ſucceſies, they all returned home, having 
loſt one ſmall Veſſel, but the men ſaved. 
14. Nunno Triſtan run 60 Leagues beyond 
Cape Verde, and anchoring at the Mouth of 
Rio Grande, or the Great River, he run up 
in his Boat, and ſoon diſcovered eighty 
Blacks in thirteen Almadies or Boats, who 
ſurrounded him, and poured in their poi- 
ſoned Arrows in ſuch manner that they 
killed moſt of his men betore they couid 
get aboard, where he allo died, none eſca- 


ping without a Wound. Only four men 
that 
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were left in the Ship brought her homes 
after ewo months wandring in the Sea with" 
out knowing which way to. ſteer. Alvaro 
Fernandez proſecuted the ſame Voyage, and | 
went 4o Leagues beyond Triten, killing 
with his own hand the Lord of a Village 
whereby was put to flight a multitude that 
oppreſſed him. At their return to the Ship 
| they took two Women. He came to the 
River Tabite, where he was wounded, being 
attacked by the Blacks in five Almadies. 
G:lianes and others ſet out with ten Caravels, 
carrying with them the Priſoners unjuſtly 
ſeized by Fobn de Caſtilla. They pur. in at 
Cape Verde, where they were beaten and 
loſt five men. They throve better among 
the Moors, and therefore returned to Ar- 
guim where they made forty eight Slaves, 
and at their return in Palma, two Women 
which had coſt them dear, had not Fames : 
Gonzales with a Croſs-bow killed ſeven of 
the Iſlanders, and among them their King, 
who lead them with a Palm in his hand in 
token of his Soveraignty, and our Victory. 
15. Gomez Perez deceived-hy ſome Moors {| 
of Rio del Oro, who had protniſed a great 
ranſom, was revenged by bringing away 
eighty Slaves the ſame year. Next year 
ſer out Fames Giles Homen with orders from ! 
the Prince to ſettle a Trade with the Moors | 
of Meca or Meſſa, 12 Leagues beyond' Cape 
Gue, where he got fifty Blacks for eighteen 
he carried with him, and returned being 
drove away by a ftorm. Here was left be- 
hind againſt his will F«4» Fernandez, % 

who 
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who voluntarily ſtaid before among the 
Azanapi. They brought a Lion, which 
was then much looked upon in Lisboy. 
The Fame of theſe Atrempts flew fo, that ic 
brought from the King of Denmarks Courc 
a Gentleman called Ballarre; a perſon ca- 
pable and deſirous of great Deſigns. He 
was well recommended by his King to the 
Prince, who at his Suit fent him with Fer- 
dinand Alonſo who then went Embaſſador to 
the King of Cape Verde. They were rea- 
dy to receive him in hoſtile manner, hut 
were appealed when ewo Blacks, who were 
the Interpreters, told them our deſign, the 
chief points whereof were the ſhewing them 
the Lighe of the Goſpel, and teaching them 
a more civilized way of living. Their 
Farim or Governour, being informed here- 
of came 'down to the Shoar, and ſent an 
account of our arrival to his King. Meant 
while they began peaceably = 9 Some 
Elephants Teeth ſtirred up a defire in Baz- 
larte to ſee one alive. A Black offered to 
ſhew him one, and treacheroully flew him 
and ſome of our men, which obliged us 
not to ſtay the coming of that King. 
16. King Duarte reigned but a ſhort time: 
His Son Alonſo the Fitth ſucceeded him, 
being but ſix years of Ape; at ſeventeen 
ne tvok upon him the Government ; Prince 
Peter , Brother of the Ditcoverer , having 
ruled for him choſe eleven years Becauſe 
from this.time the Dilcoveries were mana- 
ged upon the King's account; we will 
conclude with a dcſc:iption of —_—— 
GC n- 
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Undertaker. Prince Henry, the Beginner 
and Author of the South and Eaſtern diſco- 
veries, was of a proportionable bigneſs, his 
Limbs groſs and ſtrong, his Skin white and 
fair, his Hair ſtrong and rough, his Coun. 
tenance was terrible to ſuch as were not 
acquainted ; for in the greateſt heats he was 
more governed by Meekneſs than Paflion ; 
he had a grave and graceful Gate ; he was 
very circumſpe& and cautious in his words ; 
plain in his Perſon, as far as ſuitable with 
his Quality ; patient in Troubles, valiant in 
Danger, skilled in Learning, the beſt Ma- 
thematician of his Age, very liberal, ex- 
tream zealous for Religion; he was not 
known to be given to any Vice ; he never 
married, nor was it heard that he ſinned 
againſt Continency; his Memory and Pru- 
dence were equal to his Authority : He 
died at Sagres in the year 1463. and the 
67th of his Age; he lies with his Father 
in the moſt noble Church of Batali. 
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CHAP, IL 


Diſcoveries under King Alfonſo the Fifth, 


from the Tear 1448. to the Tear 1471. 


a oo Alfonſo the Fifth took upon 


him the Government, and proſecu- 
ted as his Uncle had done, thoſe diſcove- 


ries. The firſt ſtep he gave was a grant 1448, 


to the Prince, that none without his leave 
ſhould paſs Cape Bejador 3 and allo the fifth 
andtznth of all things brought from thence. 
The differences between the King and his 
Uncle Prince Peter, were a great ſtop 


to theſe affairs Leave was granted the x 


Prince to plant the Iſlands Azores, diſco- 
vered by Gonzalo Vello ; they are feven in 
number, their Names St. Michael, St. Mary, 
Feſus or Tercera, Gracio/a, Pico, Fayall, Flores 
and Ceervo, which lies fartheſt to the Weſt- 
ward, as does the firſt to the Eaſtward. 
They difter not much in Latitude, being 
about the ſame with Z:i5bovw. The reaſon 
why they were ſo called, is from a great 
number of Hauks, which they call Azores, 
that were ſeen there when firſt diſcovered. 
In the Jaſt was found the Statue of a Man 
on Horſeback,with a Cloak, but no Har, his 
Lefe Hand on the Horles Main, the Right 
pointing to the Weſt ; there were ſome Let- 
ters carved on the lower Rock, but not un- 
derſtood. It ſremed to point out America. 
Becauſe in the Iſlands of Arguim there was 
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trading for Gold and Blacks ; the King or- 
dered a Fort to be built in one of the 
Iſlands, and called by the ſame name ; ie 
was erected by Suero Mendez, who was Com- 
mander of it. At this time alſo were diſco- 
vered the Iſlands of Cape Verde by Antony 
Nole a Genoele, ſent by that Republick to 
Portugal. He alſo diſcovered the Ifland 
called Mayo, or May, becauſe he arrived 
there the firſt day of that Month. Next 
day he ſaw the other two, which he named 
St. Philip and Sr. Facob. The names of 
thoſe not yet mentioned, are Fuego, Brava, 
Boavifta Sal, St. Nicholas, St. Lucy, St. Vin- 
cent, St. Antony, in all ten. They are com- 
monly called of Cape Verde, for that they 
lie 100 Leagues to the Weltward of it. 
* Pedro de Cintra, and Suero de Coſta went ay 
far as Sierra Leona. 

2. So great were the hopes of the Guinea 
Trade, and the returns ſtirred up covetouſ. 
neſs, fo that the King tarmed this Trade 
to Fernando Gomes tor 500 Ducats, a fmall 
ſum in compariſon of their preſent great- 
neſs. He was obliged to continue the diſco. 
veries 500 Leagues tarther in five years. He 
tortunacely diſcovercd the Trade of Oro de 
la XMina,0r the Goid of the Mine by Fobn de 
Sanutarey and Peter de Eſcobar. They went as 
tar as Cape St. Catharize 37 Leagues beyond 
Cape Lope Gonzales in two Degrees and half 
ot Souto Latitude. For this diſcovery was 
audcd to him the Sirname of Mine, and he 
was made Noble. Ferdinand Po diſcovered 
the Iſland which he called Hermoſa , or 

Beautitul, 
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* Beautiful, which name it changed for the 


Diſcoverers. The laſt diſcovery during the 


reign of King Alon/o, was that of Cape 
St. Catharine, ſo called becauſe diſcovered 
on her day. There were other-diſcoveries 
before this, as the Coaſt from whence was 
broughe the firſt Cochinila, which the Irali- 
ans (knowing the Value, but not the Name) 
call Grana-del Paraiſo, or Scarlet of Paradiſe, 


they had it from the Moors of this part of 


Guinea, wha croſſing the Country Mandin- 
ga and Deſerts of Libia, brought it to the 
Port Mundibarca in the Mediterranean. Now 
were found the Iſlands St. Thomas, Anno 
Bueno, and Principe, all negle&ed, the King 
being wholy bent upon Africk. How little 
theſe places were minded, may appear by 
this,that a Spaniſh Fleet commanded by Gar- 
cia de Loayſa,Knight of Malta.arriving ar the 
Maluco Iſlinds the year 1525. he found there 
were Portugueſes there before it was known 
in Portugal, and found in two degrees of 
South Latitude, the Iſland of Sr. Mathew not 
inhabited, but with footſteps of the Portu- 
gues, ſeveral Fruit-trecs, and tame Cartle, 
carved on the Bark of a Tree, that our 
men had been,there 87 years before, and 
the French Motto of Prince Henry, Talent de 
bien Faire. It was the cuſtom of thoſe Sailers 
to leave this Magto 1n all places where they 
landed. 
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CHAP. JIL 


Diſcoveries and Congueſts under King John 
the Second, from the Tear 1481. tif 
the Tear 1495. 


1. JING Feobs the Second, who fuc- 

ceeded his Father Alonſo, confider- 
ing ihe Riches of the Countries diſcovered 
encreaſed his Revenue, and finding the Na- 
tives inclined to receive the Faith, ordered 
a Fort to be raiſed in that part where was 
the Trade of Gold called Ming. To this 
end he fitted out twelve Veſſels laden with 
all Materials for the Work, from the Stones 
of the Foundation to the Tiles, with Pro- 
viſions for 600 Men, 500 of them Souldiers, 
the reſt \ orkmen. The Commander was 
"Fames de Azambuja. At his arrival he con- 
firmed the Peace ſome time before conclu- 
ded with that People. He acquainted the 
Prince of it ( called Camaranſa ) with his 
arrival and intention. He landed to take 
poſſeſſion, and ſet up the Portugal Colours 
upon a Tree ; at the Foot of ic he made 
an Altar, and cauſed to be "celebrated the 
firſt Maſs that had been in thoſe parts. He 
prepared himſelf to receive.the Black King, 
who came attended with Many of his Sub- 
jects naked , fave that from their Waſte 
downward, hung Monkies Skins or cover- 
ing made of Palm-Jeaves: All armed, fome 
with Shields and Javelins, others Bows and 
ri beret Oe Knpis: 
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Arrows ; fome had Skins for Helmers, in 
ſuch manner they appeared more ridiculous 


than terrible. The Prince's Legs and Arms. 


were covered with plates of Gold ; on his 
Neck a Chain, with many ſmall Bells, and 
Tags to his Beard. Before him wene a great 
number of Inſtruments, more noiſie than 
harmonious ; all that were known were 
Tabors, Horns and Bells. He met the Cap- 
tain with a grave and pleaſing Countenance; 
the Captain received him with Gravity and 
Magnificence. The Black took his hand in 
token of Peace, the ſame the chief Men 
about him : After the Ceremonies (differenc 
in the Nations, but all vain and imperti- 
nent) 4zambuje laid open his Kings deſign, 
which was firſt ro inſtruct him in the Chrt- 
ſtian Faith, and conceal our Covetouſneſs, 
asking leave to build a Houſe for our Men 
to live in, which was to be a Fort to offend 
them upon occaſion. I do not pretend to 
perſuade the World, our only delign was to 
Preach, on condition it be believed it was 

not only to Trade. | 
2. The Portuges Captain was heard with 
wonderful attention, and the propoſal of 
Religion admitted, but that of the Houle or 
Fort rejected ; for they are Barbarians in 
our Cconceir, but not for their own Intereſts. 
Azambuja preiled, and Caramanſa yielded 
and retired. The Workmen began to break 
| a Rock for the Work, and the Blacks who 
adored it (taking that as an Atfront) drove 
them away. Azambuja took the wileſt 
courle, and running to them, pacified them 
C 4 with 
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with many Gifts, not of value, but ſuch as 
pleaſed. The Fort finiſhed was called $t. 
George, for the particular devotion the Kin 
had to that Saint. As itencrealed ir gaine 
the name and priviledge of a City. Azam- 
buja remained there wich 60 men, and ſent 
back the Fleet laden with Gold. He held 
that Government three years, he gaveirup 
with Honour ( athing rare among the Por- 
tugueſes ) and was honourably rewarded. 
3- The King began to take the Title of 
Lord of Guines. The Cuſtom till now had 
been to ſet up Wooden Crofles in all the new 
Diſcoveries; the King ordered for the future 
to carry them of Stone with the Kings and 
Captains Names, the Time when, by whom, 
and by whoſe Order ereted. The firſt of 
theſe was Fames Cam, who palling Cape 
Catharine (the laſt of King Alonſo's dilico- 
veries ) came to the River Congo in the King- 
dom of the ſame Name, by the Inhabitants. 
called Zagre. He went up the River, and 
ſaw on both ſides Blacks, but were not un- 
derſtood by thoſe he carried with him. By 
ſigns he found chey had a King, and that he 
reſided far off. . He ſent him Preſents ( the 
moſt powertul Arguments of Embaſladors) 
but finding the Men that carried them ffay 
long, he let fail, bringing ſome Blacks home 
with him, King Feby was well plealed to 
ſee them, and diſpatched again the ſame 
Fames Cam, ſending back with hjm the 
Blacks joyful, with many Preſents he gave 
them, but above all with the recovery of 
their Liberty. The fuſt part of his In- 
{tcucions 
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ſtructions was the Converſion of thoſe Infi- 
dels. At his arrival he reſtored thoſe Blacks 
to their Prince, and received the Men he 
left behind, wich mutual admiration. Fol- 
lowing on the Diſcovery, he ran 20 Leagues 
farther, ſerting up the Croſs he called Sr. 
| Aupuſtin, in 13 degrees of Sourh Laticude, 
and another in 22. At his return to Congo, 
having ſeen the King, he found in him ſuch 
| an attection to our People and Religion, 
thathe ſent with him to Portugs! ſome Sons 
of his Chief Men, deſiring they ſhould be 
baptized, and being made Chriſtians return- 
ed, and with them Miniſters to inſtru&t 
them in the Faith. They were baptized ac 
Beja, where the King and Queen were God- 
father and Godmother to the chief of them, 
and he called D. Fohn, his Heathen Name 
being Zacuta; the ſame was done by the 
Nobility, with the others, whoſe Namesand 
Sirnames they took. Betwixt the Fort of 
St. George and Congo, is the Kingdom of Bens. 
The King hereof covetous of the advantages 
he ſaw others reap by our Trade, feigned 
he would be converted, and deſired Prieſts 
for his inftruion ; but they being ſent, 
the deſign was diſcovered, and fo the etfect 
ceaied, but not the coverouſneſs; for thoſe 
Heathens bought Chriſtned Slaves, and we 
with the fame avarice fold them, after be- 
' ing baptized, knowing their new Maſters 
would again make them fall into Idolatry. 
This. laſted till the Religious King, Jobs 
the Third, forbid irc, though to his great 
loſs ; but God who gives an hundred for

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' One, to requite him ordered that another 
Gold Mine ſhould be diſcovered below thac ll 
of Sr. George,whence much more was gather- 
ed without a Crime, than had been before 
by that ſo ſcandalous a Trafick. 

 - 4 King Fobn was informed by the Beniz 
Embaſſador, who came to defire the Prieſts 
ſhould be ſent them, chat 250 Leagues be- 
yond them was the moſt powerful Prince 
of all thoſe Countries, called Ogane , by 

. whom the Kings of Benin for their ſecurity | 
were confirmed, receiving of him a Staff 
with a Head and a-Croſs like that of Mars, 
all of Braſs curiouſly wrought. An Embal- 
fador went with Rich Preſents to ſolicit 
theſe Enſigns of Royalty, who never ſaw 
Ogane, becauſe he ſpeaks from behind Cur- 
eains, but at their departure ſhews a Foot, in 
token that he grants their Requeſt. Our 
King imagined this Prince might be he that 
ts vulgarly called Prefer Foby, by compa- 
Ting theſe Formalities with what he had 
Heard reported of him. He fitted out three 
Ships, commanded by Bartholomew Dias; he 
fet up a Croſs in 24 degrees of Sourh Lati- 
eude, 120 Leagues beyond the other Dil- 
coverers in Sierrs Parda. He ſailed in ſight 
of the Bay they called de los Vaqueros, or of 
Herdſmen, becauſe of the many Cows they 
law there; beyond this they touched at the . 
ſmall Iſland Santa Cruz, or Holy Croſs, fo 
called from one-he ſet up : 25 Leagues far- 
ther they came into the mouth of a- River 
which they called del Infante, the Sirname 


of the ſecond Captain, who was the _ 
- that 
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that ſaw ie. - Being abour returning they Ui 
covered that fo many Ages unknown Pro- 
montory, which they called Tormemtoſo, or 
Stormy, becauſe of a great Tempeſt they 
met with there; bat our King gave it che 
name of Czho de Buena Eſperenga, or Cape 
of Good Hope, for the great hopes it gave 
of diſcovering the Indies. There was fer 
up the Croſs St. Philip. The two firſt Ships 
coalting along met the third with only three 
men aboard, having loſt it nine Months be- 
fore with nine Men in it then. With meer 
joy of ſeeing the others ( a ſtrange, but not 


unheard of death ) one of the three died, 


the other ſix had been killed by the Blacks. 
With\various fortune obſerving the diſcover= 


ed Country they arrived in their own, the: 


extent of Land till then found out, being 
750 Leagues. 
5. Whilſt theſe Diſcoverers conquered 


the difficulties of the Seas; Peter de Cou:llams 


and Alfonſo de Payua travelled by Land, who 
came firſt ro Naples, then to Rodes, to Alex» 
andria, Grand Cair, then with a Caravan of 
Moors. to Toro on the Coaſts of Arabia. 
Here they parted, Paywe towards Indis and 
Covillam for Ethiopia, having appointed a 
time when to meet again at Grand Cair. Co- 
vilam went to Cananor, Calecut and Goa (fa- 
mous Cities in the Ezff) paſled thence to 
' Zofala 1n e/Athiopiz, then to Aden at the 
Mouth of the Red See on the ſide of Arabie, 
and at laſt to Grand Cair, where he found 
his Companion had died. After theſe had 
been ſent out two Jews, Rabbi Abrabem of 
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Bejs, and Foſeph of . Covilam ſent 
back the "ex age- inform the King of his 
ſucceſs, with the other he embarqued for 
Ormuz, where having obſerved what was 
moſt remarkable, he left the Jew to follow 
the Caravans of and returning to 
the Red Ses came to diſcover the Court of 
Preſier Fobn, who detained him there as 
a Spie. But while he was detained, travel. 
Jed fromRome, Luke Mark, an «Ethiopian 
Prieſt, ſent by Preffer Fobn to our King, 


 *This Prieſt's information revived the Kings 


hopes and deſires, and he: was ſent back. 
wich an Account of what means had been 
uſed to ſettle a Correſpondence, .and Pro- 
jeas for the perfecting of ir. 

6. Before Luke Mark parted from Portugal, 
was arrived Bemei Prince of Falof. He 
came with State, and was received accord- 
ingly, being conducted to Court by Don 
Franciſco Coutinnuo Count of Marialva. His 
ſtrangeneſs did not cauſe ſo much admirati- - 
ON, as he conceived of the Majeſty and 
Grandeur with which the King received 
him under his Royal Canopy. This was 
the cauſe of his coming. Biren who reigned 
in Falof, giving himſelf up to all manner of 
Vice, refgned the Kingdom to his Brother 
Bemos, with the reputation of delivering it 
ro a Perſon in all reſpets worthy of the 
Royal-dignicy. But C:ibi#sb the elder Bro- 
ther, envious of Bemis happineſs, kills Bi 
rev, and ſeizing the Government , mike 
War upon Bemwez, who with the afliſtance of 
Genzslo Coello, tent by King Fobn, _

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ſome reſiſtance. This relief was ſent him 
reaſon of the hopes he gave of receiving 

e Faith. But it being ſuſpected he __ 
defigned ro make uſe of the Portugues a 
Gſtance, the Captain was ordered fo leave 
him, which was a great grief to Bemwoi. He 

ave ſuch excuſes for not. being preſently 

aptized is ſeemed ſufficient,and loſing ſoon 
after 2 Battle, he went to Portug el to feck a

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7. It was no ſmall part of his Fortune to 14.89. 


be received by ſob great a Prince, but above 
all to the hopes of Eternal Happineſs, being 
ſoon after - baptized by the name of Fobs, 
which he took from the King who was 
Godfather. Next day he gave him Arms, 
Purpure a Crofs Or within an Orle of Por- 
tugal, He in return did homage to che 
King for all the Lands he ſhould be poſle(- 
kd of, Twenty four Gentlemen of his Re- 
tinue were baptized wich him. There was 
great rejoycing, our People ſhewing their 
grandeur in ſuch divertiſements as were 
moſt in uſe then 3 and Bemoi with his Re- 
tinue giving a viewof their Activity in Ri- 
ding, Alighting, and Mounting upon a 
Speed, ſtanding upright on the Saddle Gal- 
loping, and ſome in their Career took up 
Stones off the Ground, and much more, 
worthy admiration. The King furniſhed 
him with twenty Caravels well manned and 
armed, as well tg forward his Reſtoration as 
to build a Fort on the River Zanags. 

8. The Province of Falof lies between 
the ewo famous Rivers Gambes, or rather Rio 
Grands 
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' Grande and Zanage, fo called by the Portu- 


aeſes from a Prince of that Name, whom 
Gon ſpoke wich when they diſcovered it; 
it has other names in the ſeveral Countries 
it runs through, and makes many Iſlands, 
moſt as being uncooth, inhabited ohly by 
Wild: Beaſts. It. is navigable 150 Leagues 
up, where a ridge of perpendicular Rocks 
croſſes it in ſuch manner, that the Water 
falling down, forms an Arch, under which 
Travellers paſs dry, and pleaſant to behold, 
but makes a hideous noiſe with the fall. The 
Gambea, or Rio Grande, runs 180 League, 
and carries more Water ; it is not all Navi 
gable, but runs with lefs noiſe, though fill- 
ed with many Rivers that water the Coun. 
os Mandings. Both theſe Rivers flow out 
of the famous Niger, and may as well be 
eſteemed but fo many Mouths thereof. 
There is great variety of Fiſh in theſe Ri- 
vers, and ſeveral other Creatures along 
them, as Horſes, Crocodiles and Serpents 
with Wings ; the other Beaſts that abound 
are Elephants, Ounces, Wild Boars, and a 
many more. Great are the numbers of them, 
and wonderful their variety and different 
forms. The Waters of the two Rivers mixt 
cauſe Vomiting, yet each aſunder does not. 
In this part is that great Cape called Cabo 
Verde, by Piolome C. 4ſſmarium, in about 14 
degrees of Norrh Latitude. The Count 
runs 190 Leagues Eaſtward, is moſt fruicful, 
and has many populous Cities. T'o Tombets the 
Mart of Mandingo Geld,refort the Merchants 
of Grand Cair,Tunez,Or en,Tremiſen, Fez, Moroc- 
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co, and other places. This trade moved King 


Foby to build the Fort on the River Zenogs. 
The 20 Caravels were commanded: by Peer, 
Vaz de Cunng, who landing with D. Fore, 
Bemoi the King, and beginning to raiſe the. 
Fort in the place afligned, either ſuſpeRing, 
that he deceived him, 'or fearing to die in; 
that Country, baſely killed the King, en, 
deavouring with that Foul Crime to, hide 
another not ſo hainous, which was to return, 
without finiſhing.the Work, and in fine. he 
came back without. any effect,

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Shoulder hung a curious Horfe-taif, a Royal 
Badge among them ; on his Head a thin 
like a Miter, of a delicate Webb, made of- 
Palm, which reſembles wrought Velvet. AC 
ter the Ceremonies, he deſired to ſee the 
Holy Veſtments : He viewed them with de. 
liberation and reſpe&t, in preſence of his 
—_— Children and the Chief of the Court. 
Then he gave leave to build a Church, 
which was done in few days, of the invoca- 
tion. of the Holy Croſs, becauſe begun the 
day of that Feaſt in May. In this Church 
was baprized the King, and ſome of his Peo- 
ple, there being . above 100000 preſent, as 
well for that they flocked to ſee the Novel 
ty, as becauſe they were preparing for a 
Neighbouring War. The King was called 
Fobn, and the Queen E/lenor, in honour of 
our Sovereigns. Afterwards were baptized 
the greateſt part of thoſe had flocked thi- 
ther. The New Chriſtian King went to 
meet his Enemy, relying more on his Con- 
verſion, and the Croſs in the Colours he had 
received from Rwuy de Souſa,, than in 80000 
men he had in Arms, nor were his hopes 
vain, he returned with Victory, and Ruy de 
Souſes to Portugal with the honour of having 
compleated one of the moſt famous under- 
takings of this Crown, leaving in that King- 
dom People capable to labour the New 
. Vineyard. | 
:..10. Afterwards was baptized the Prince, 
who had been abſent in the Wars, and call- 
ed Alfenſo. Panſo Aquitimo, the King?s Se- 
cond Son, \would not receive the Fait _ 
the 
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the Father falling off, becauſe as a Chriſtian 
he could be allowed bur one Wife, reſolved 
to leave the Crown to the Heathen Aquitimoy 
in wrong of the Prince who continued con- 
ſtant in the Faith. A/fonſo was abroad in 
baniſhmene when his Father died, bue re- 
curning to Court was received as King. 
Aquitimb having recourſe to the Sword, fell 


upon him when he had but thirty ſeven 


Chriſtians, as well -Portugueſes as Blacks ; 
yetyunder the Banner of the Croſs Alfonſo 
ns a vaſt multitude of Infidels, 4qui- 
timo being taken and then ſlain. A Gentle- 
man that accompanied Aqaitimo deſired to 
be baptized immediately , declaring they 
had been overcome by a Glorious Army 
that was lead by a Crofs, and not by the 
thirty ſeven Chriſtians. Alfonſo eſtabliſhed 
in peace, deſtroyed all Idols; and propaga- 
ted the Faich wich great zeal. He ſent his 
Sons, Grandſons and Nephews to Portugal 
to ſtudy. Two of them were worthily af- 
terwards Biſhops in thoſe parts. In memory 
of that Victory, and of the firſt Colours 
ſent this King, as alſo that the Faith was 
firſt planted on the day of the invention of 
the Croſs; he took for his Arms, Gules, a 
Croſs Fleury Argent between two Crofles 


 Pattee, charged with the Arms of Pori«- 


gal. 
'11. The beginning of the Year 1493, 
came into the River of Lisbon, Chriſtopber 
Columbus, who brought from an Iſland 
( gueſſed to be thar of Sipango ) ſome Men, 
Gold, and great tokens of Riches, This 

D Great 
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Great Man ſome time Refore had -offered 
his ſervice to King Fob», who having 
flighted him then, looked on him now with 
ſome regret, and he provoked him with 
ſome extravagant words in revenge of the 
ſmall regard made of him. There were 
fome- who offered to kill him, as well to pu- 
niſh his Boldnefs, as to conceal from Spain 
his Diſcoveries. But the King ſent him 
away with honour: Columbus was a Genoeſe, 
and learned Navigation in Portugel ; he was 
employed by the King of Spain,and he had 
ſent him to the Diſcovery he now came 
from. King Fobny did not envy the For- 
rune of Spain, but feared that Diſcovery was 
rt of what the Portugueſes had been fo 
ong in queſt of, This cauſed him to fit 
out a Fleet commanded by D. Franci/co de 
Almeyda in order to oppoſe thoſe proceed- 
ings, judging he had right on his ſide, but 


it proved not ſo. Several Embafſies paſſed 


on both ſides to agree the buſineſs, and at 
laſt came to a concluſion. 

'» 12. Though Prince Bemoi was dead, the 
hopes of making a farther progreſs in that 
Country about Zanaga died not with him. 

They who went in that Fleet had not per- 

formed what they were ſent for, but dif- 

covered more Land, and gained the good 

will of the Natives. The Trade was after- 

wards continued, and a good correſpon- 

dence between our King and thoſe Princes. 


" Peter de Evora and Goncalo Anez went to 


thoſe of Turucel and Tomboru! Roderick Re- 


belo, Peter Reynel,and Fobn Colaco and others 
Car: 
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carried Preſents to Mandimanſas and Temgla 
of the Foxls, the moſt warlike of all thoſe 
People. The King had alſo correſpondence 
with him of the Moſes, very famous in that 
Age ; and with Mabormet Ber Manzugal, 
Grandſon of Muzs, and King of Songe ( a 
populous City. of andinge ) who receiving 
a full account of our King faid, That none 
of 444 from whom he was deſcended, had 
any knowledge of more powerful Kings 
than four, which were thoſe of Alimacn, 
Baldac, Grand Ceayre and Tucurol, Art this 
fame time the. King laboured to ſettle 2 
Facory in the Ciry Huadem, 70 Leagues to 
the Eaftward of Arguim, as well for the 
Trade of Gold, as to have ſome intelligence 
of Preftker Fobn , which he ſolicited by all 
means. Many were ſent to theſe Diſcove- 
ries by Land. But Death put a-ſtop to King 
Fobn®s farther progreſs in theſe affairs; bue 
cannot obſcure the Glory due to him for 
propagating the Chriſtian Faith in ſo remote 
parts, | building the Forts of Arguim and 
St. George de la Mina, which fixed the Sove- 
— of Portugal in Guines that abounds in * 
Gold, Ivory and all other Riches and Plen- 
ty, and the Gate that opened a way to the 
moſt Heroick Acions afterwards periormed 
by the Portugues Arms.

; ING Emanuel inherited not only 
this Predeceſſors Kingdom, but his 
earneſt deſire of finding a ſhorter paſſage by 
Sea to the Ezft Indies, This attempt was 
ry, condemned by the greater num- 
, but carried by the more prevalent Judg. 
ments. The King being in the Town of 
Eſftremoz,, when he appointed Vaſco de Gama 
to Command the Fleet he deſigned to ſend. 
This was a Gentleman of ſufficient Quality, 
Ability and Spirit for ſuch a difficult En- 
terpriſe. The King honour'd him expreſ- 
ſing the great confidence he had in him, 
delivered the Colours he was to carry, 

on which was the Croſs of the Military 
Order of Chriſt, and on which this worthy 
Hero took the Oath of Fidelity. | 
2. Having received Letters for the Princes 
of the Eaſt, among others Preſter Fobs, and 
Zamori or the King. of Calicut ; he failed 
from Lishbon upon Saturday the 8th of Faly 
with only three ſmall Ships and 160 men. 
The Names of the Ships, St. Gabriel, St. Ra- 
phael and Berrio ; the Captains Paul de Gama, 
Brother to Vaſco, and Nicolas Nunnez ; there 
went alſo a Barque laden with Proviſions, 
| Com- 
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Commanded by Goncalo Nunnez. Having 
ſſed the Seas already known to Portugues 
ilers, they diſcovered others, and after 

five Months fail, landed on the Sands of a 

Bay, now called Angre de Santa Elena, be- 

cauſe firft ſeen on that Saints day. Here 

they took one of two Blacks who were buſie 
gathering Hony in the Mountain, little 
chinking how far human Boldneſs carries 
men. This man pleaſed with ſome Glaſſes 
and ſinall Bells, broughe ſome others from 

a Village, in hopes of getting ſome. of thoſe 

things, and theſe being. furaiſhed brought 

many more. 

3- Fernando Veloſo, a daring Young Man, 
asked leave to go ſee the habitation of the 
Blacks ; but he returned with more ſpeed 
than he went, being purſued to the ſhore, 
and a Shower of Arrows following as he got 
into the Boat. Vaſco de Gama endeayouring 
eo appeaſe them, was wounded in the Leg, 
and bocaul they would not hearken.to him, 
he revenged himſelt wich Croſ-bows from 
aboard. The third day being the twentieth 
of November, he weighed and paſſed the 
Great Cape of Good Hope. On St. Catharines 
day they touched at Angra de San Blas, 
which is near the Iſland, where are found 
the Birds called Soliticairos made like a 
Gooſe, but with Wings like Batts; this is 60 
Leagues beyond the Cape. Here they ex- 
changed ſome Merchandiſe, and oblerved - 
the People garding their Cattle, ſome Wo- 
men riding on Oxen, and ſome dancing to 
Pipes that made no contemptible Muſick. 
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But becauſe as they coaſted in order to find 
ſome Port, they found the Blacks appeared 
in greater numbers and warlike manner, 
he terrified them with firing ſome Guns. He 
took all the Proviſions out of the Barque 
and burnt it. On St. Lucies day hapned a 
Storm, the more terrible becauſe it was the 

. firſt. On Chriſftmas-day they ſaw the Land, 
which for that reaſon they called Terra de 
Natal, or Chriſtmas-land, as alſo the River 
they named de los Reyes, or of the Kings, for 
being firſt ſeen on the day of Epiphany. 
Here Gama left two Men to inform them- 
ſelves of the Country, and give him an ac- 
count at his return. To this purpoſe he 
carried fome MalefaQors, their puniſhment 
being changed for. theſe dangers. Afﬀer 
dealing for ſome Ivory and Proviſions, fo 
much co the ſatisfaRtion of the Blacks, that 
their King came aboard, he went on as far . 
as Cabo de Corrientes, and without ſeging the 

| Town of Zefala, paſſed 50 Leagues farther, 

and went up a River where were ſeveral 
Boats with Sails made of Palm. Ic was an 
encouragement to our Men to ſee theſe Peo- 
ple, for that they underſtood ſomething of 
failing, a thing they had not ſeen in all 
thoſe Coaſts, and becauſe they were not fo 

| black as the others, and underſtood the Ara- 
bick Letter. They concluded them more ci- 
vilized by their Habit of ſeveral Colours, 
and divers ſorts of Stuffs both Cotten and 
Silk. They faid that to the Eaſtward lived* 
White People, who failed in Veſſels like 
#zr2, .This River Gams called de Bons Sinay?,

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or of go, Signs, for the information he got 
of Bog he looked for; though he' loſt 
ſome Men, and many ſickned, their Gums 


ſwelling out of their Mouths, and thers was 


no cure but cutting, which proceeded from 
the badneſs of the Proviſions. Sailing hence 
chey again caft Anchor among the Iſlands of 


St. George, oppoſite to Mozambique, whence 


came ſeveral Zambucos or Boats in jovial 
manner, the Muſick of ſeveral Inſtruments 
ſounding in them. As they came near were 
ſeen ſome Black others almoſt White, all 
had Perfian Veils, and were cloathed with 
Zotton of ſundry Colours. They asked our 
Men boldly who they were, and what chey 
wanted. Games anſwered to the firſt part, 
and ſaid he would anſwer to the reit when 
he knew whoſe that Town was. They ſaid 
the Lord of ic was Zacoeja, to whom all 
Veſſels ſent notice of their Arrival Then 
Gama replied, that his Voyage was to India, 
and wanted a Pilot to condua him to Ca- 
licat, that this was what he deſired of the 
X:que or Lord. He ſent him ſome Preſents, 
though not of great value, valuable for their 
Iarity. | | 
4. A Moor who carried the advice, re- 


turned with many thanks for the Preſents 


with ſome freſh Meats, making excuſes that 
the great diftance was what hindred the 
Lord from viſiting him. 'Theſe Lucky be- 
ginnings moved Game to attempt entring 
the Harbour, but meeting ſome danger he 
Anchored above the Town , which lies in 
14 Degrees and half of Sourb Latitude,and is 
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encompaſſed by the Sea; the Land abou 
It is low and unhealthy, the Houſes of 
Hurdles, that of the Lord and the Moſque 
of Mud Walls ; the Inhabitants were Stran- 
gers and Moors: this being between Quilos, 
which lies above, and the Mine of Zofals 
below it. This place was ever much ac- 

. counted of by our Seamen, being a moſt 
ſecure place to Winter in. The Natives of 
the Continent are Black. Here came aboard 
Gama three Ethiopians, who as ſoon as they 
Ipied Sr. Gabriel painted on the Poop, fell 
on their Knees, as thoſe who had always 
preſerved Chriſtianity, which was preached 
among them in the Primitive times, though 
now with ſome corruption. Vaſco de Game 
ſent other Preients to the Lord, and they . 
concluded a Peace, which was confirmed 
on our part bv erecting a Croſs there -by 
the name of $:. George. But the Barbarians 
having deccii:ully ' concluded this Agree- 
ment, our Nicn going for Wood, fourteen 
Boats fell upon them, pouring in abundance 

off Arrows, but being anſwered by our Croſs- - 
Bows and Guns, they never ' offered to nio- 

| teſt usa ſecond time. They failed hence 
the 11th of arch with one Moriſh Pilot 
he had hired ewo, but the other fled.

Weather obliged him to come to an Anchor 
again at St. Georges Ifland. He took in Wa-

ving many in our hands.

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5. The Xeque or Governour at firſt re- 
fuſed a Pilot, he they had being fled, bur 
fearing it might be revenged, ſent another 
ſo wicked, that he run the Ships among 


ſome Iſlands, which were called del Atorado, 


becauſe the Pilot was there ſeverely whipped 
for this fault. This puniſhment inſtead of 


amendment, provoked him to another fraud. 


He perſuaded Game ta take the Port of 
Quilos, by telling him there were Chriſtians 
there; but believing our Ships mighe be de- 
ſtroyed.The Currents drove the Ships off, and 
they came to aniAnchor at the City Mon- 
bazs, which is an Iſland made by a River 
that falls intothe Sea by rewo Mouths : The 
Buildings like thoſe of Spam; the Inhabi- 
eants all Moors, without any mixture of 
Chriſtians, as the Pilot affirmed. Our Com- 
mander ſent a Preſent to the King, and he 
deceittully offered a kind reception. This 
inclined Games to enter the Port, but it be- 
ing God's Will to- deliver him, the Ships 
fell off, and our Seamen making ſome 
extraordinary cry to bring them about , 
fome Moors, who were aboard, thought 
they were diſcovered, taking this for a fig- 
nal of Battle'; they all leaped overboard, 


which undeceived the Commander, who - 


ſailing on, and chaſing ewo Boats, he took 


one with 193 Moors. By them he was in- 


formed that not far off: was the City Me- 
linde, and chere ſeveral Veſlels from Indis.

7. Whilſt our Diſcoverers rejoice at their 
arrival in India, let us give a general def- 
cription of it, referring the particulars to 
the arrival of our Ships in thoſe partes. The 
Region properly called India, is that which 
lies beeween the two noble Rivers, Indus of, 
the Weſt, and Ganges on the Exeff. Of the 
firſt it takes Name, as does the moſt Anci- 
ent Kingdom of Delh;, the belt and moſt 
powerful of this Country. Hence the Per- 
fians call ic Indoſton. On the Soweh it is all 
girt by the vaſt Ocean. Encom 
thoſe Rivers it makes a fort of Peninſula, 
almoft in the form of a Lozenge, or Rhom- 
bus of equal Sides, but not equal Angles. 
The two moſt diſtant oppoſite Angles: lie 
North and South; the latter is made by Cape 
Comor;, the other towards the Fountains of 
the Rivers, which though diftant in. the # 
Mountains, called by Prolomy Imas, yet run- 
' ning down the Rivers come almoſ tomeet. 
The diſtance between theſe Angles in 2 
ſtreight Line is abouc' 400 Leagues. The 
other two oppoſite Angles, which lie Eaf 
and Weſt, and are diſtant 300 Leagues, are 
formed by the Mouths of the Rivers. They 
encompaſs as much Land on their rwo 
ſides, as dees the Ocean'on the other two. 
Though all this Country be inhabited by 
Heathens and Mahometans, yet they differ 
in their Opinions and Cuſtoms, as they are - 
divided into ſeveral Kingdoms, as an, 
Delis, Coſpetir, Bengala, Orixa, Mando, _ 

an 
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and Guzarat , commonly called Cambaye 
The Kingdom of Decen is divided into ma. 
ny Sovereignties, with Character of Kin 
with that of Pale divided between both, | 
That of Biſnagg:, to whom are ſubje& ma. 
ny Petty Princes; and all the Province of 
Malabar divided into ſmall Territories, 
ſome abſolute, ſome ſubje to thoſe already 
named. Had not Nature fer Bounds to Hy- 
man Ambition, ſeparacing theſe Countries 
with vaſt Rivers, Mountains, Lakes, Woods 
and Deſerts, inhabited by ſundry and in- 
numerable Wild Beaſts, they had all doube. 
leſs been under the Command of one Lord, 
"The moſt remarkable Bounder of this vaſt 
Continent, is a long Ridge of Hills, which 
the Natives call Gare, that is, Mountains; 
they run about 200 Leagues from Norrb to 
South : on both ſides between the Sea and 
the Hill run two long, but narrow Plains 
for about $80 Leagues, that on the Weſt is 
called Malabar, on the ſhoar whereof is 
feared the City Calicur. It was then inha- 
bited by Pagans, and reſorted to by Maho. 
metan Merchants. Their Kings were al- 
ways of the Family of the Bramenes, am 
them eſteemed moſt Religious and 
and great Obſervers of the Do&arine of Pj- 
thagoras, "The People is divided into two

Poleas ; and the Nobles called Nayres, who 
are yaliant and skiPd in the Arms they uſe, 
and always wear Sword and Buckler ; fo 
proud, that if but touched by a Commo-

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of Caliesst is the moſt powerful of all the 
Coaſt, and therefore for ,diſtinftion called

dom took its name from the Metropolis, in 


which are many Stately Buildings of the 
Natives, for the Merchants do not mind it. 


It has no ſhelter for Ships, which are forced 
to Ride it out at Anchor in the Road. This 
is the place where we left the Diſco- 
Verers. 

8. Gama arrived here on the 20th of May; 
he gave advice to the King, who was not 
chen in the City, but ſent him a Pilot co 
bring the Ships to a ſafer place.

Thus they 
were carried, many flocking about them, 
to a Pagod or Temple, equal, including all 
its Offices,to the greateſt of our Monaſteries.

A Grave Perſon by his fide held a Gold 
Plate with ſome Leaves of Betele, an Herb 
comfortable to the Stomach, which the 
Eaftern Princes much uſe,chewing and ſwal- 
lowing the Juice of it, The eldeit Brawes, 
who was next the Bed , and whoſe Age, 
Grey Hairs and Garb were Venerable, aroſe, 
and taking YVaſco de Game by the Hand pre- 
ſented him to that Great Emperor , who 
looked upon him friendly, but fluted him 
fo ſcantly, that the motion of his Head 
could ſcarce be perceived, and made figns 
to the Bramen to make him ſit down on the 
Steps of .the Aſcent whereon the Bed ſtood. 
He heard. him, and anſwered in general 
Terms ; then cook the Lecrer ſent by Ki 
Emanuel, which was writ in Portugues 
Arabick, keeping it to conſult wich his 
Miniſters about the Anſwer, promiſing ic 
ſhould be ſpeedy.

9. The Moors underſtanding this Agree: 
ment, envious of our ſucceſs, and feari 
the damage muſtenſue ro their Trade, made 
many Obje&ions againſt our admittance, af. 
ſuring, that we who came now luing, would 
ſettle our ſelves forcibly in time to come. 
They bribed the Catual or Governour, and 


he perſwaded the King, our Men were Pi- 


rats and not Embaſſadors. It was wonder- 
ful that the King , not knowing how to 
proceed, becauſe there was none could fx 
tisfie him of the truth of this BuſineG, he 
reſolved to rely. upon the Faith of him 
whom his Miniſters accuſed ; for, as if he 
had known how odious a Lie, though to 


_ their advantage, was to the Portugueſes, he 
ſent for Vaſco de Game, declaring to him at

his Ships, was detained by Order of the Go- 


vernour, and finding himſelf Prifoner, left 
ven of the twelve he had brought as Hoſta- 
es. He complained, but to no ecffe, the 
aithful Moor Monceyde ſolliciting for him 
with all poſible diligence. Geme being 
abroad and finding no fair means could pre- 
vail to have hismen reſtored, having called 
a Council, it was refolved co apply' force 3 
accordingly he ſent our after ſome Fiſhermen 
and rook twenty of them: Immediately he 
ler fly Nis Sails, making ſhew of departing, 
that Ling might ſend to ftay him.

11. As he was leaving the Sea of Calicw,

the Merchandiſe taken from. him, but asan 
earneſt. that he would return with them, 
when he had ſhewed them to his Princy 
and they informed him of the ſtate of their 
Country ; and that in recompence he would 
bring a perfet account of Spaiw.

The Fleer paſſed on, 
200 nchored upon Eafter Eve in a Port 
they called-Szpurd, or Safe, becauſe it pro- 
ved fo to them, The People being affable, 
our Men landed and 'fet up an Ahar 
vunder a Tree, where there was Maſf ſaid 
and 2 Sermon preached, to which thok 
Heathens were preſent with yonderfal at- 
eention: { The Admiral fent a Velſiel to ad. 
vertiſe the King of this diſcovery, and 
erected a Croſson'a great Tree, calling the 
Country Santa Cuz, or Holy Crofs. He 
alſo lefe there two Portugueſes to enquire 
into the Cuſtoms, Language and Produd of 
the Country. This 'is that large Province 
of America, called Braezill, for the abun- 
dance of that Wood which it produces, and 
hicher had he been drove by Storms. Ha 
ving left this Port, on the 12: of May he 
faw a Comet ftretching its Tail to the 
Cape of Good Hope, which vaniſhed ineight 
days, and was the forerunner of a terrible 
Storm, infomuch that the day growing dark, 
they« could not fee each 'other 'or hear 
with the horrid noiſe 'of the Winds; 290 
days this Tempeſt lafted, and ſwallowed four 
Ships. The Admiral arrived with only fix 
Ships of all his Fleet upon the '1 6b of Fu 
on the 'Coaft of Zofala. He chaſed - two 
Ships, the one was ftranded, the other ta: 
ken, they belonged to Moors, and came 
7 h trom 
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from the Mine of Zofales, commanded by 
Xeque Foteyma. The Admiral created him 
courteouſly, reſtorjng all that was taken, 
becauſe he was Uncle to the King of Me- 
linde, who deſerved well of the Portugueſes 
for the kind Offices Vaſco ds Gama had re- 
ceived of him in time of need. Having 
quitted the Moor, he arrived at Mozambique 
on the 20th of Faly, where he reficted and 
held on his Voyage. 

2. Coaſtingalong, he came to an Anchor 
before the antient and noble City Quiloa. 
Abraham, a Man renowed among his Peo- 
ple, and rich with the Trade of Zofalz, 
then reigned there. - The Admiral ſent him 
word, he had important Afﬀairs to commu- 
nicate to him from our King. The Anſiver 
was, that he ſhould come aſhoar and he 
would hear him. - He replied, That ac- 
cording to his Inſtructions it was not per- 
mitted him to land, unlefs to fight ſuch as 
refuled the Friendſhip of. Portvge/; but that 
in reſpe& to ſuch a Prince, he would meet 
him in a Boat in the middle of that Bay. 
This Anſwer was ſurpriſing , and Fear 
wrought more than Kindneſs. Several Boats 
were ſer out on both ſides, richly adorned 
and filled with Muſick. - Our Commander 
propoſed Amity, Trade and Religion. The 
Moor gave good | words, but diſguiſed ill 
. deſigns. This known, a Councel was held, 
the Reſolution was to go on, leaving the 
Revenge for a fitter opportunity, and thus 
they arrived at' Melinde the ſecond of Au- 
guſt, where they were received with all 

E 4 kind- 
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- kindneſs, not only uport account .of the 
Friendſhip eſtabliſhed with aſco de Games, 
bur alſo for the Generoſity wherewith Xeque 
Foteyma had been treated. They viſited and 
preſentey each other. Ours which was con- 
ſiderable, was carried by the FaQor Ayres 
Correa, together with a Letter from our 
King, writ in Arabick, which was ſo highly 
priſed by that King, that to the end he 
might keep the Bearer aſhoar that night, 
he ſent the: Admiral the Ring whereon was 
his Seal, the greateſt ſecurity of thoſe Kings. 
Ale told how much he was infeſted by the 
King of Monbage for having admitted our 
Friendſhip, renewed and confirmed it with 
words and actions. Soon after our Ships 
ſailed, having taken in ewo Guzerat Pilots, 
and ſet aſhoar two Men in order to diſco- 
ver Prefter Jobs's Country, the antient de- 
ſire of our Princes. 
|  4- On St. Bartholomew Eve they reached 
Anchediva., The Vellels were waſh'd and 
callow'd, they watered and dealt with the 
People by ſigns, and lefr them ſatisfied. 
Then they ſtood over for Calicut, and dif- 
covered it the 17:h of September. The Na- 
tives beheld us with Pleaſure and Admira- 
tion; our Cannon was fired for joy, but 
ſrucka terror into the People on the Shoar, 
who fled. Ayres Correa, who had this em- 
gs at Melinde, went to advertiſe the 
King Zemori, He fetled the manner how 
che King and Admiral ſhould meer, which 
was done with much circumſpe&ion. There 
were given as Hoſtages for the ſafety of 
, p the 
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the Admiral, and ſuch as ſhould land. with 
him, fix of the Kings principal Miniſters of 
the Family of the Bramenes, whoſe Names 
he eng from Portugal by the advice of 
Moncayde. The Priſoners that Vaſco de Ge- 
ma took, were alſo returned in performance 
of what he had writ to Zamors, and-that 
they might give an account of what they 
had ſeen in Portugal. <-> 

5. -The Embaſhe was delivered with much 
ſtate, ic tending only to the ſertling Peace 
and Commerce. Aﬀer much delay pro- 
ceeding from Jealouſie, Peace was conchud- 
ed and ſworn to, and a Houſe in the Town, 
with much difficulty, granted for the con- 
veniency of: Trade. Ayres Correa took pol- 
fion of it with ſixty able Men. The Mer- 
chants of Mece obſtrukted our getting 1a- 
ding, complaint was made to the King, but 
no redreſs. | | 

6. The cauſe of it was the enmity be- 
tween two Mooriſh Governours, one of the 
Sea, the other of the Land Afﬀairs, the firſt 
Called Coje Bequi, the other Coje Cemprecs. 
This laſt was offended that our Factor had 
made greater application to the other-than 
to him, and contrived to be revenged, as 
follows. He was informed there ſailed from 
Gchin, a City diſtant about- 3o Leagues, a 
very great Ship of Ceylon, bound for Cam- 
baya with Elephants, who muſt paſs before 
us. He therefore told the Factor, that the 
King having deſired one of thoſe Beaſts, 
was refuſed it by the Owners ; that if our 
Men would take the Ship they would wo 
T4- 
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lige the King, forward their own buſineſs, 
and” poſſeſs themſelves of a great _ of 
Spice which the Merchants of Aeca had 
there. - His defign was, that we ſhould re. 
ceive-damape in the attempt, that Ship be- 
ing of great bulk; and to this purpoſe gave 
notice to the Owners, that they mighe be 
the better provided ; end in caſe that did 
not ſucceed, at leaſt hereby we ſhould dif. 
oblige the Merchants of Cochin, The Ad- 
miral ſent after the Ship, Peter de Ataide in 
the St- Peter, who gave her chaſe, ſhe made 


no account of our Veſlel till ſome of our 


Balls reaching her, ſhe bore upon us pour- 
ing in her ſhot, then made away,” and was 
urſued and taken out of the Bay of Canener. 
here. were aboard ſeyen Elephants, where- 
of one was killed by a Cannon Ball, and 
eaten by our men. This contrivance 'was 
of advantage to diſcover the Author, to 
terrifie the King, ſeeing ſuch a Veſſel taken 
by one that was not above the fixth pare of 
her bulk, and to gain the Friendſhip of the 
King of Cochin; for tha Admiral diſcover- 
ing the fraud, reſtored the Ship to the 
Owners, making ſfatisfaQtion for the gam- 
age. 'Here it was that Duarte Pacheco Perera 
gave the firſt marks of that Heroick Va- 
lour, which after made him renowned in all 
the World. CE : - 
75. This evil deſign turned to our advan- 
tage, but notthe next ; for the Ships having 
been there three Months, there were bur 
ewo laden, and at a dear'rare; and the

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laded by night, which -hindred aurs, COm- 
plained to the Inge who ordered him to 
make Ptize of ſuch Boats. They entred 
and found nothing, for it was a contrivance 
of the Moors to incenſe the People againſt 
che Portugueſes, and fo it: fell our, for the 
attempt being divulged, the Rabble riſes in 
ſearch of the Factor and his Company, 
whereof they ſuddenly ſlew forty-; the others 
with five Franciſcan Fryers eſcaped that 
Storm. The Admiral before the blood of 
thoſe ſlain was cool, in a rage burnt fifteen 
great Veſſels in the Port, and battered the 
Towy two days from the Ships, doing 
great*damage, and killing above 5oo men. 
8, Then ſailed to Gebim the Metropolis 
of the Kingdom, of the ſame Name, ha- 
ving by the way burnt»two Ships they met 
belonging to Calicur. The King lived out 
of Town. The Admiral ſent to advertiſe 
him of his coming by a Bramen, a Religi- 
ous Malabar, one of thoſe who wander na- 
| ked, girt with Chains and daubed with Filth, 
who, if Heathens, are called Fogues, and if 
Moors, Calendars ; this man was afterwards 
baptized and called Michae/. TFhe King re- 
turned -a favourable anſwer, and permit- 
ted us to lade Spice. It was done ſlowly, 
but without interruption. At Cranganor WEre 
tound ſome Chriſtians of St. Thomas, under 
Armenian Biſhops. Two were brought to 
Portugal, one died and the other returned. 
Zamors of Calicut had gained the ill will of 
the Neighbouring Princes by his ill manner 
of proceeding with our men. Thoſe =

Cochin and Cananor deliring an opportunity 
of breaking with him, ſtrove co draw the 
Portugues Fleet to their Ports. The-Go- 
vernours of Coulen, on the South of Cochin, 
ſent to this eftet to the Admiral, he return- 
ed thanks, though the Offer was not ac- 
cepted, having already ſufficient lading. 
He left Goncalo Gil Barboſa as Factor at Co- 
chin with others, to provide lading for the 
next Ships ſhould come. _- 
9. He had promiſed to take in ſome Gis- 
er at Cananor, he went 'thither to perform 
Fils ward, and ſhew he was not afraid to 
appear before Calicut ; he found that King 
well affeted towards us, who ſent with him 
an Embaſſador (he of Cochin ſent two) to 
King Emanuel wich Preſents, and offer of a 
Free Trade. About the middle of Fanuary 
the Admiral fer out in order to return 
home. On the Coaſt of Melinde, one of 
the Ships was drove by bad Weather upon 
a Bank, the men ſaved. -At Mozambique 
the reſt were reticted, and: one ſent to let- 
cle a Trade ac the Mine 6f Zofals, At 
\ Cabo Verde they found Peter Diaz, and his 
Veſlel, which had been parted from them; 
he had eſcaped many dangers by Sea and 
Land, chiefly in Port Magadoxs near Cape 
Guardafe. After the Admiral arrived alſo 
in Portugal, Peter de Ataide, who had been 
parted, and the other ſent co the diſcovery 
of Zofals, with an account of it. | 
1o. In March before this Fleet returned, 
ſailed out of Li:bon four Ships with 400 
men , commanded by fobn de News, _n 
able 
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ble Seaman. In eight Depfees of Seurb La- 
ends he found the Ifland he called of the 


Conception. Beyond *the Cape: of ''Good 
Hope, at the place called Agoado de Sr. Bras, 
they found in a Shoe”a' Letter wrie by Pe- 
ter de Ataide, who Atichored there after the 
Storm before ſpoken of ; it gave an accounc 
of the Voyage of Peter Abyerez Cabrall. In 
Auguſt they arrived at Mozambique, then at 
Quiles, having found an' Iſland, which from 
the Commander was called of Fobn Je 
Nows. Short of Melinde they gave chaſe 
to two great Ships, one was n, lighe- 
ned and then burnt. Ar _—_ they arri- 
ved at Cananor ; and that King defirous 
they ſhould Ray there, to oblige chem dil- 
covered that the King of Calicut was ſend- 
Ing againſt him forty great Ships. This 

which he ch6ught would derain them, haſt- 
ned their departure; for Fobn de Nova, leit 
the King ſhould think he ſtaid for fear, 
ſailed on towards Cochin, leaving aſhoar 
four Factors, to prepare Goods againſt his 
return. In the Road of Calicut they found 
the Fleet ready, and falling on it loſt ne- 
ver a Shot, pouring it in all that day and 
night, and part of the next; there were 
ſunk five great Veſſels and nine Paraos, 
which are ſmall ones, the reft fled to the 
City with the news. Art Cchin, Nove took 
in his lading wich ſpeed, it being provi- 
ded by the Officers Cabral had left there 
to that purpoſes, He returned to Canenor and 
took the reſt of his lading; at his entrance 
1nto that Port he took a Ship of —_— 
piun- 
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plundered and burnt it ; the ſame hapned 
to another as he came oue. In his return 
having paſſed the Cape of - Good Hope, he 
found..the Iſland of St. Helens not inhabi- 
ted ; it has proved ſince a moſt advanta- 
ious place to all that uſe the Indis Trade, 
ing provided with moſt excellent Wa- 
ter.

F H E Account Peter Alvarez Cabral 
brought , ſhewed ie was requiſite 
either to attempt making a great For- 
rune with a great Force ,*or elſe to quit 
the attempt. Some were of Opinion to 
defift, but the credit of ſo great an Acion 
prevailed; and though many were loſt, the 
ezin of thoſe who returned was 16 great, 
that it outweighed the conſideration of the 
damage. The King was inſpired with the 
hope of carrying on what the Apoſtle St. 
Thomas had begun, and, planting the Chri- 
ſtian Religion itz thoſe Countries, and en- 
larging his Royal Titles by adding to them, 
as he did; thoſe of Lord of the Navi- - 
gation Conqueſts and Trade of Ethiopia, 
Arabia, Perſia, and India, which were con- 
firmed by the Pope. * _ 
2. The King was fenfible, that to obtain 
a Great Name among ſo many, ſo pow- 
ertul and fo diſtant Nations, it was requi- 


Gte co ſhew great Power ; therefore in 1593- 


March he ſet out . Three Squadrons; the 
firlt of ten Ships, commanded by Faſco 4 
Game , now on his.Second Voyage. The 
ſecond of five Ships under Vincent Sodre, 
which was to ſcour the Coaſt of of *<hiv and 

Cananor, 
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Cananor, and hinder the Trade of the Ships 
of Meca, watching the Mouth of the Red 
Sea. The third was under Stephen de Gam, 
bur all ſubordinate to Vaſco de Game.: The 
whole conſiſted of twenty Ships, and were 
gone before Fobn de Nove arrived. The 
Kirfp delivered to Yoſco de Gama'the Flap 
with great Honour in the Cathedral 
Church, giving him the Title of Admiral 
of the Eaſtern Seas. With him returned 
the Embaſſadors of Cochin and Cananor, much 
honoured by ofir King. They met off Cabv 
Verde a Caravel-bound for Lizbon, with 
much Gold from the Mine. Don Veſo 
ſhewed ſome. to the Embalſadors, and they 
ſurprized, ſaid it did not agree with the 
account the Venetian Embaſiador in Ports 
gal had given them, that the Portugueſe 
without the help of Venice could ſcarce put 
Ships to Sea. This was envy, becauſe they 
were like to loſe their Trade with Grand 

Cajre. | | | 
 3- The Admiral arrived the 12th of Fu- 
ly at Quiloa, having loſt two Ships in bad 
eather. He entred furiouſly, firing all 
his Canon, and btering the Town in re- 
. venge of the ill uſage others had received 
trom that King. But he co prevent his to- 
| tal ruin, came in a Boat to appeaſe the 
Admiral, offering to be ſubjet, and pay 
Tribute to King Emanuel. Thus the Storm 
was converted into Joy, Sailing thence he 
was put by the Port of Helinde,and forced to 
anchor 8 Leagues below ic ina Bay, whence 
Ipreadinzg his Fleet that no Ship ___ 
eſcape 
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eſcape him, he took ſeveral, but was moſt 
ſevere with thoſe of Calicut. A Ship of 

reat bulk called Meri, belonging to the 
ok of Cayre, molt richly laden, and full 
of - many Moors of Quality, who went Pil. 
grims to Mecs, fell ſo unexpefedly into our 
hands, that ſhe was taken without the leaft 


reſiſtatice, and all the Goods ſhifted into 


our Ships But when £60 Moors perceived 
we were going to force the Veſſel, in which, 
beſides them, were above' 5o Women and 
Children, laying hold of what Weapso 
were at hand, they beat the Boats from 
the fides; a Ship coming to her affiſtance 
was almoſt taken, till another relieved it, 
and the Admiral coming up, the Enemies 
Veſſel was boarded, and after a couragious 
reſiſtance taken and burne with all thar 
were in her, except ewenty Children who 
were afterwards baptized. | 

4 The Admiral failed to Cananor,and had 
a meeting with the King upon the Shoar, 
and Perſons were appointed to confer a- 
bout the bufineſs of Trade. Then he fenc 
a Letter to the King of Calicst, ſignifyitig 
to. im, that the 260 Moors burnt in the 
Ship, were upon account for the Portuzueſes 


killed by his People; and the twenty Chil- 


dren made Chriſtians, for one :Portugues 
rurned Mahometan. That- this was bur the 
earneſt of revenge he would ſoon take up» 
on his City. Mean while they differed ac 
Cananor about the Price of Spice, and at 
laſt ſome few men were left there fo agree 
the matrer, and many Threats ſent the 

; F _ King 
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King for this uſage. Then he fet forward 
to perform what he had promiſed at Ce 
icat. 
. 5. As he coaſted along, there met him a 
Boat, and in it four Noblemen ſent by Z- 
mori with offers extorted by fear. Don Vaſco 
thought they might be advantagious ; but 
reſenting that the Propoſal was to reſt con- 
tent with the duſtruction of almoſt 3oo 
Moors and a rich Ship, in fatisfation for 
the loſs of the Portugueſes, he returned 
anſwer , that at his arrival he would 
burn and deſtroy the City. The Fleet 
ſpread, and took one Ship at anchor, and 
mo Boats. 'The King prepared himſelf, 
but to no purpoſe ; for the Cannon playing, 
there was great diſtraction and contuſion. 
He hanged thirty Moors at the Yard Arms; 
then cutting off rheir Heads Hands and Feet, 
threw them into the Sea to be caſt upon 
the Shoar by the Tide, warning them it 
was but a merciful death to what he de- 
ſigned for the Murderers of the Portugueſes. 
Next, the Ship taken was fired, and then he 
ſailed, leaving that Prince and City in a 
Conſternation. 
| 6. The King of Cananor, through fear, 
granted all he had denied to Entreaties, 
And the Admiral arriving at Cochin , and 
having ſeen the King, perceived it was true 
(as he had been informed ) that thoſe three 
Kings had. combined to make him winter 
_ there by fraud, hoping thereby to deſtroy 
him, finding a Fleet of 200 Sail they had 
ficted out for that purpoſe was utterly fo: 
Y 
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by Storms. At length Peace and Amity 
Was concluded Wit the King of Cochin, 
which proved not. only - advantagious then, x 
but afterwards durable. Don Vaſco among 
other Preſents, gave him a Crown of Gold; 
and he beſides many other things of value, 
ſent the King a Stone of great. worth, as 
being a Sovereign Antidote againſt all Poy- 
| ſon. This Stone of che bigneſs of a Hazle 
Nut, is found in the Head of that Creature 
the Indians call Bulgodalf. The Kingof Ca- 
 nanor underſtanding the good Correſpon- 
dente there was between YVa/co de Gama and 
him of Cochin, and fearing our Fleer would 
not return to his Port, declared he was as - 
ready to comply with the Admiral as the 
other, and received a ſatisfactory anſwer. 
Here Don Vaſco received Embaſſadors, who 
| faid they came from ſome Chriſtian Inhabi- 
tants of that Neighbouring Country, the 
Metropolis whereof was Cranganor, and they 
to tle number of 30900 : That St. Thomas 
had preached to their Forefathers; that 
they were ſubje& to the Patriarch of Arme- 
yis ; that they were infeſted by the Pagans ; 
that they knew he was an Officer of the 
molt Catholick King of Europe, to whom 
they wubmicted themſelves, dclivering into 
his hands the Rod of Juſtice. This Rod was 
Red, abour the length of a Scepter, the ends 
tipe with Silver, with three Bells ac the top. 
They were diſpatched with hopes of a pow- 
erful afhiſtancs.

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. Whilſt the Ships were lading at Cochin, 
 # [Ads of Now: » with his Son and Ne- 

hew, offered, himſelf to Don Vaſco, ſigni- 
Fring '2 defire of coming to Portzga} to be 
inſtruaed in the Faith, and _m_ Ing me- 
cthods of reconciliation with King of 
Calicut. He found credit, becauſe his Son 
and Nephew were to remain as Holſtages ; 
and the Admiral ſailed for Calicwe ina great 
Ship, accompanied by only one Carayel, 
hoping to meet Vincent Sodre, who was 

to ſer the Embaſſadors aſhore. But he be- 
ing attacked by the Moors, though he worſt 
_ them, was gone to Cananor. The Bre 
men was landed, and carrying ſeveral Mel 
ſages back and forward, gave time for 'fit- 
ting 100 Paros or great Sa which ſud- 
denly one morning hemmed in the Admiral 
{o boldly, that many offered to board him 
with Fireworks to burn the Ship. It began 
co take fire , when cutting the Cable ſhs 
put off the Fireſhip, and the Boats to avoid 
it were diſcovered, but much more by our 
Cannon, which being at good diſtance took 
etfet. Sodre Teceiving advice by the Cara- 
vel the Admiral had ſent, when firſt he mif- 
ſed him, came in good ſeaſon, and all toge- 
ther charged the Enemy in ſuch manner, 


| they were put to flight with great loſs. The 


Hoſftages were hanged at the Yard Armsin 
ſight of the City, and then put into a Boat 
with a Letter for the King, deſiring him to 
accept of that Preſent in return for his Meſ- 
{engers contrivance. The Admiral returned 

to Cochin, and being diſpatched, left there 
| in 
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in 2 wooden Honſe built for that purpoſe 
with the King's leave, a FaQor and 32 Por- 
eugueſes.® Then failed with his ten Ships 
for Canenor ; not far from Paxdarane there 
met him twenty nine of the King of Calicur. 
He ſent out three Veſlels ro engage the two 
foremoſt of the Enemies, which.was per- 
formed with ſach vigour, that when the 
Admiral came up, the two were taken, the 
reſt fled, 300 Moors killed, , The oty was 
conſiderable , the chief thing an Idol of 
Gold, weighing 3o potind, of monſtrous 
ſhape, his Eyes were two Emrauds, on his 
 Breaft wasa very large Ruby, and part of 
him covered with a Cloak of Gold ſet : with. 
Jewels. Sodre was lefe there to guard the 
Coaſt and Facories ; the Admiral continued 
his Voyage. * He arrived at L:sbon with nine 
Ships richly laden, and with publick pomp 
carried the Tribute he with much honour 
had received of Quiloa, whereof the King 
ordered ro be made a Cuſtodium of Gold 


for the Church of our Lady of Bethlehem, 


and gave all his ſhare of ſuch Prizes as 


ſhould be taken, to the uſe of that Structure.

C ongueſts wider King Emmanuel, from the 
| Tear 1503, tifl the Tear 1505. 


I, HE King of Calicut envying the ad- 

& vantage he of Gchi made of our 
Trade, got together 50000 men at Patane 
16 Leagues from Cochin, with other prepa- 
rations for War. The People of Cochin fear- 
ing that Power, were for delivering up the 
Portugueſes to him of Calicut, who demand- 
ed nothing more. But Trimpara, . King of 
Cochin, refuſed, and went out with three 
Nephews, and ſmall force to meet the Ene- 
my. Art the firſt charge he was forſaken 
by ſome of his Nobles, yet afliſted by the 
Portugueſes , valiantly maintained a Paſs, 
til] his Nephews being killed, whereof one 
was General, he was forced to fly and ſe- 
cure himſelf in the Iſland Vaips, near to 
and more tenable than Cochin, which was 
burnt ; and he perſiſted in not delivering 
up the Portugueſes ; a notable example of Fi- 
delity in a Heathen, ſcarce to be parallel'd 
among Chriſtians. 

2. Whilſt the People of Cochin were be-- 
ſeiged in the Iſland, there failed from L:/- 
bon nine Ships under three diſtin& Com- 
manders, The firſt was Alfonſo de Albur- 
querque, the ſ:ccnd Francis de Alburquerque, 
and the third Antony de Saldanna. The __ 

| a 
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laſt were to cruiſe in the Mouth of the Re2 
Sea againſt the Ships of Meca; the, pthers 
to return with their lading. Francis de Al- 
burquerque arrived firſt with more Ships than 
he brought out, having met with choſe of 
Vincent Sodre, who was cruiſing upon the In- 
dian Coaſt and diſtreſſed by Storm; as alſo 
a Veſſel that had been ſeparared from D. 
Vaſco de Gama. Sedre had taken four Ships 
of Calicut, whici he carried to Cananer, and 
burnt ſeveral ſmall Veſſels; but this hapned 
before the invaſion of Cochin, to whoſe King 
he had offered his afliftance, but was nor 
admitted ; and failing thence rouched at Zu- 
cotora and Guardafu, and on the Coaſt of 
Arabia took ſome Veſlels of 'Cambaye and 
Calicut. Winter Coming on he took ſhelter 
in a Bay near the Iſlands Curiamuria, and 
found the Moors of that Coaſt called B4dwiir, 
who live by their Cattle, were tractable ; 
and after tewo Months they adviſed Sodre to 
ſeck a better Harbour, becauſe about that 
time there aroſe ſuch Storms in that place 
that he would be loſt. He would not cre- 
dit them, believing they ſaid it only to be 
rid of him, but found they ſpoke truth, be- 
ing loſt 'with his Brother, and all the men 
in a ſudden Tempeſt, the other Veſſels with 
great danger, and ſuffering much through 
hunger and thirſt eſcaped, met Francis de 
Alburquerque, and arrived with him at Co- 
chin. The Commander ſenct_ the King a 
Preſent into the Iſland, part whereof was 
10-00 Ducats in Mony. Then going aſhoar 
the King ran and embraced him, crying, 
F 4 Portugal, 
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Portugal , Portugal; and all the People with 
great Cries repeat Portugal, Portugal ; and 
che Pdreugueſes to return the civility, cried 
Cochin, Cochin. The Commander comfort- 
ed the King, giving him, aſſured hopes in 
the aſliſtance of his Ships and the others he 
expected. - Not to loſe time, he fell upon 
thoſe who held the Iſland of Cochin for the 
King of Calicut, and killing many expelled 
the remainder; then paſſed to Vaips, reſto- 
ring that Country to its lawful Prince. The 
Lard of Repelim his Lands were waſted with 
Fire and Sword, and only four Portugueſes 
loſt in this ation. The joy Triumparscon- 
ceived in being reſtored by our aſliſtance, 
moved him to grant us leave to build a Fort 
in Cochm, The work was begun when A1-

ed the Fort of St. Famer, and a Church 


_ then built, dedicated to St. Bartbolomew.

Stiort of the Cape of 
Good Hope was made famous a place by the 
name of Aguada del Saldanna, or Saldanna 
watering place, not for any Water he took, 
but the Blood of his Men ſhed there, en- 
deavouring to land. At this time a Storm 
had parted from him Ray Lorengo, driving 
him up to Mozambique, whence he held his 
courſe to Quilos, where he took ſome ſmall 
Prizes. An ambition of doing ſomething 
more remarkable, carried him to the Iſlan 
Zanzibar, 20 Leagues ſhort of Monbes 
where he took twenty ſmall Veſſels. Then 
he appeared before the Town of that name. 
The King of ic deſfigtied to take the Ship 
with a number of Paraos, of Boats; but our 
Long Boat going out with thirty men, killed 
ſeveral, and took four Paraos. The King 
appeared on the Shoar with 4000 men com- 
manded by his' Son, who was killed with 
ſome others by the firſt Volley. Their loſs 
produced our ſafety, for one of them run- 
ning from their Croud, with Colours bearin 
the Arms of Portugal, Peace was conclud 
that King agreeing to pay 100 Meticfles of 
Gold yearly,as tributary to Portugal.

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7, Great were the ations the King 
of Calicut made, and the mean time fa- 


tigued Pacheco with feveral ſtratagems and 


creacheries. The Bremen Conjurers propo- 
ſed the making. a Powder, which being 
thrown in our mens Eyes, would blind them, 


and fo they would be eafily ov : be- 
| ſides they had a new invention of Caſtles 


that were to deſtroy them ; and the Moors 
of Cochin were underhand — t am 
the water of the Iſland. The Powder was 
looked upon as ridiculous, bue great” care 
was taken by Pacheco to prevent the Poy- 
lon. The Caſtles began to appear, and 
were eight innumber, fifteen foot high, and 
placed upon two Boats each, and carried 
many men. Pacheco had a 160 men divided 
into four parts, the Foord, the Fort, the 
Caravels and the Ship, and herein conſiſted 
the principal ſtrength of the Kingdom of 
| Cochin; for of the 30000 men the King had 
at firſt, there were now but 8000 left, ma- 
ny of che Principal Men having deſerted. 
Zemori had brought 80000 men, and loſt 


20000, Whilft che Towers were preparing * 


Pacheco was attacked by a number of Paraos, 
in one attack he killed ſome men, and took 
five Boats; in another eight with "thirteen 
Cannons. Six bold Nayres offered to kill 
him,. and in order thereco came over as De- 
ferrers, but he having intelligence, appre- 
hended and ſent them to the King. Zamors 
gave out that the Portugueſes at Cochin were 
all killed, to the' intent choſ2 who reſided 

at Cananvr and Coulam ſhould be deſtroyed ; 
= chey 
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they were in great danger, one.or two kil- 
hed: a man hen The King of Ce 
chin, though he ſaw. the great yea. In that 
threatned him, was reſolved to endure the 
utmoſt - miſeries, rather than abandon the 
Portugueſes, but feared thoſe few muſt at 
laſt be overpowred by the multitude of the 
Enemy, ad the danger of thoſe brave men 

rieved him more than his .own ; he there- 

re moſt earneſtly entreated Pacheco to quit 
that encerprize, and ſave himſelf and men 
for ſome opportunity wherein he might do 
his Prince greater ſervice. But Pacheco bid 
the King be of good courage, and not diſ- 
| hearten his Subjects with any ſigns of fear, 
but exhort chem to ſtand firm, and thereby 
they ſhould overcome all difficulties. And 
fearing leſt ſome Portugueſes, by his exam- 


ple, might faulcer in his reſolution of dying 
or conquering, he went aboad the Ship, 

made to them a moſt learned, copious and 
reſolute Speech, which gave new vigour to 
chem all ; but much more his Ipecgy Orders, 


and Couragious Adivity ſhewn at that very 
time; for ſcarce was the Speech ended, 
when the Enemy came to aſlail him; the 
Enemies deſign was to burn our Ships, and 
therefore thoſe Caſtles were drove towards 
them, all the Front flaming. But Pacheco 
who perceived their intent, threw over long 
Beams, one end whereof reſting againſt the 
Ship, the other hindred the approach of 
choſe burning Caſtles. 

8. The Enemy appeared with 290 ſmall 
Veſſels, well ſtored with Men and Arey 
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and eight Caſtles, one carrying 40 men, two 
35 each, and every one of the other five 30 
men, before all came the Fireworks. The 
Shoar was covered by 3ooo00 men, with 
good Artillery ; at the Head of them che 
Lord of Repzlim, with a vaſt number of Pio- 
neers. The Fight began, the odds being al- 
moſt 300 Veſlels to three. Ar firſt the Ar- 
tillery wrought no effe&, but being conti- 
nued tore thoſe Towers, and the Smoak be- 
ing ſomewhat allayed, the Sea appeared 
covered with broken Boats, Arms, dead 
Bodies, and others ſtrugling with Death ; 
the Fight was renewed with great loſs to the 
Enemy, and not one Portugues killed, Next 
day Zamorj returned, and was beaten off 
with greater damage, having loft 18000 
men in the ſpace of five Months that this 
ſervice laſted. The King by the advice of 
his Bramens, retired todo Pennance, and 
by conſent of his Councel deſired a Peace, 
which the King of Cochin granted. Ac this 
time Pacheco received a! Meſſage from che 
Factor at Cou/arm, deſiring he would come to 
afliſt him againſt five Ships of Moors who 
obſtruted his Market of Pepper. Pacheco 
went with all ſpeed, and they ſubmitting, he 
took the Pepper at their own rate, without 
doing them any harm. He hindred others 
| from coming into that Harbour, and return- 
edto Cochin with the Glory of having ſtruck 
a general terror through all chat Coaſt. 

9. King Emanael being informed by D. 
Vaſco de Gama, how neceſfary it was to ap- 
pear with a greater Force in Indiay mo oue

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2 Fleet of 13 Ships, the biggeſt had yet 
been built in 2 al, and gaye the "hog 


mand of them to Soarez, and in them 
1200 men. The firſt Land of India he 
couched at was Anchediva, where Antony de 
Seldanns and Ruy Lorenco were refitting, in 
order to cruiſe on the Coaſt of Cambays up. 
on the Moors of Mece. But Lope Soarerz, 
took them along with him to Cananocr, where 
he ftaid to give the neceflary Orders, and 
chen appearing before Calicut, had ſome 
Priſoners, who were taken in the late War, 
delivered to him ; bur becauſe they did nor 
give up all, he battered the City ewo days, 
wherein he ruined great part of it, and kil- 
ted 3oo Inhabitants, and then failed to Ce 
chin at the time that Pacheco was _ his 
return from Conleom. The King informed 
him of the damage he received from Crew 
anor, a Town but 4 Leagues diſtant, and 

ortified by Zamors. 
19, we: Soarez with great ſecrecy provi- 
ded 20 Veſſels, and failed with them up the 
River, where he found 5 Ships and 80 Pa- 
raos well manned ;. which two Ships of ours 
who had the Vanguard, burne after a ſharp 
engagement.

CHAP. VIIL 


Con eſts under King Emanuel, from - the 


ear 1505, and beginuing of the Go 
vernment of Don Feancileo de Almey- 
da, firſt Governour and Viceroy of In- 
dia, till the Tear 1509. 


' 1. JD Efore theſe Diſcoveries, the Spice was 


brought to Exrope with vaſt trouble 
and charge. The Clove of Malxceo, the 
Nutmeg and Mace of Baxds, the Sandal of 
Timor, the Camfir of Borneo, the Gold and 
Silver of Luconis, and all the other Riches, 
Spices, Gums, Perfumes, and Curioſities of 
China, Java, Siam, afldl other Kingdoms 
were carried to the Market of the City Ms . 
lacs, ſeated in the Golden Cherſoneſw, 
whence the Inhabitants of all the Weftern 
Countries as far as the Red Sea, brought 
chem, dealing by way of barter; for no Mo- 
ny was uſed, Silver and Gold being of leſs 
value there, than with them that traded 
thicher. This Trade it was enriched the 
Cities of Calicut, Cambaya, Ormuz and Aden 
adding to what they brought from Melacs, 
the Rubies of Pegs, the Stuffs of Bengals, = 
| Pear 
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Pearls of Calicare, the Diamonds of Na#- 
fings, the Cinnamon and richer Rubies of 


Ceylon, the Pepper, Ginger and other Spice | 
of the Coaſt of Mealebar, and other places 


Nature had enriched therewith. From Or- 
muz, they were brought to Europe up.the Per- 
ſian Gulph to Bacors at the Mouth of Eu- 
pbrates, and thence diſtributed in Caravans 
through Armenia, Trebiſond, Tartary, Aleppo 
and Damaſcus, and then at the Port of Bg- 
rut upon the Mediterranean, the Venetians, 
Genoeſe and Catalonians laded with them to 
their reſpe&ive Countries. Such as came up 
the Red Ses were lagded at Toro or Swer, 
Towns at the bottom of that 'Streight, 
thence went in Caravans to Grand Cayre, 1o 
down the Nile to Alexandris; and thence 


ſhipped off, Many Princes, and particular- 


ly the Soldan of Care, being greac loſers by 
this new way found by the Portugueſes,they 
endeavoured to drive them out of India. 

2. The So/dan endeavoured to work his ends 
by a Wile,and therefore gave out,that he was 
going to deſtroy the Temple and Holy Places 
of Jeruſalem. Father Maurus of Mount Sinaiy 
tearing the execution,offered to goto Rome to 


the Pope to procure an accommodation. The » 


Soldan, who deſired nothing more, gave 
him a Lecter to the Pope, fgnitying that his 
Reaſons for deſtroying thoſe Places, were 
in revenge of the damage done to his Trade. 
The Pope ſent the ſame Father Mawrus to 
Portugal. But the Purport of his Meſſage 
being already known before his arrival;the 
King made ſuch Preparations, that he re- 

G 2 turned 
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turned with admiration, carrying more 
from Portugal to relate at Cayre, than he 
brought thence to recount here. However 
the King gave conſiderable Alms for the 
Convent, and anſwered the Pope, ſhewing 
that his Intentions in thoſe Eaſtern Diſco- 
veries tended to the Propagation of the 
Faith, and extending the Juriſdifion of the 
See of Rome. = 

3. On the 25th of March failed from Lis 
bon a Fleet of twenty two Ships, eleven of 
them were to return with Merchandiſe, and 
eleven to remain in * India; they carried 
1500 fighting men, gnd were commanded 
by Don Franciſo de Almeyda, who went to 
govern in India with the Title of Viceroy, 
and gave great demonſtrations of his Pru- 
dence and Courage. The ſecond of Fuh 
hapned a terrible Storm, which tearing to 
pieccs the Sails of Diego Correas Ship, carried 
three men overboard; two were loſt,the third 
cried from the Water they ſhould have an 
Eye atter him,tor hewould keep above water 
ill the next morning, and the next morning 
the Storm ceaſing,they took him up, his name 
was Fernando Lorenco, Don iFranciſco de Al 
meyda arrived at Quiloa with only eight Vel- 
{2!s, the others were ſeparated by ttreſs of 
Weather, and one loſt, but the men faved. 
He entred that Pore and ſaluted as uſual, 
but was not anſwered, whereupon he come 
plained tothe King. He at firſt framed ex 
cuſes, and avoided coming to a Conference, 
though Dun Franci/co attended in the place 
; appointecl, which ſet him upon ſtudying r& 
: Venge. 
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venge. Afﬀeer a Council held, it was refol- 
yed to erect a Fort in that place, as was de- 
fired by King Emanuel. Having promiſed 
ſome deſcription of all»ſuch places as we 
took poſſeflion of, it will be fit to inlere 
here that of the Country, City and Fort of 
Quiloa. | 
4. From Cape Guardafu,: the moſt We- 
ſtern point of Africk, to Mocambique are 
550 Leagues, .a hollow Coaſt like a Bow 
when bent. From Cape Mozambique to Cape 
Corrientes 170 Leagues; thence to the Cape 
of Good Hope 34.0 Leagues; hence the Coaſt 
runs bowing to the Weſtward as far as the 
Borders of the Kingdom of Congo ; but by 
reaſon of its great length, appears to the 
Eye to run ſtrait to the Northward. Draw- 
ing a Line from the Southern borders of 
Congo croſs the Continent Eaſtward, there 
remains to the Southward that great porti- 
on of Africk, to which the Barbarous Inhabi- 
tants have given no name, but was called 
by the Perſians Ceaffaria, and the Inhabi- 
tants Cafres, which ſignifies a Rude People, 
without Law or Government ; and our late 
Geographers call it Erh:opis Inferior. Above. 
this on the Eaſt, runs for above 209 Leagues 
that Coaſt which we call- Zanguebar ; but 
the Arabians and Perſians give this name to 
all the Coaſt as far as the Cape of Good Hope. 


Above Zanguebar-as far as Point Guardafi, 


and Mouth of the Red Sea, is that which 
the Arabs call Aiam, or 4iana, inhabited 
by the ſame Arabs, and the Inland by Hea- 
then Blacks. Moſt of this Coaſt: is very 
73 low, 
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low, and ſubje&t to inundations, covered 
with impenetrable Woods, which made it 
exceflive hot and unhealthy. The Natives 
are black, of curled Hair, Idolaters, ſo ji. 
given to Superſtition, that upon frivolouy 
motives they give over the moſt important 
Deſigns, as 1t hapned to the King of Quiles 
at this time ; who becauſe a Black Cat crof. 
{ed him at his coming out, failed of meet. 
ing Don Franciſco de Almeyda. The Cattle, 
Fruit and Grain is anſwerable to the wild- 
neſs of tha Conntry. The Moors who in- 
habit the Coaſt and adjacent Iſlands, are 
lictle given to Tilling, and feed upon Wild 
Beaſts, and ſome loathſom things ; thoſe 
who live in the Inland, and have commerce 
with the Barbarous Cafres, make uſe of ſome 
| Milk. Nature has ſtored the Country with 
much Gold, that thoſe Peqple might inhes 
bir it, and our Covetouſneſs, though at ſuch 
cliftance, find them out. Ir was Covetoul- 
neſs that firſt drew thither the Arabs, call 
ed Emozaydii, that is, lubjeds of Zayde, who 
buile two conſiderable Towns, only ſuffici- 
ent to ſecure them »gainſt the Cafres. Thele 
continued fo, till grzat numbers of other 
Arabs, who were Neighbourers of the City 
Lagah, 4o Leag'tes trom the Iſland Baherew 
in the Perſian Gnlph, came over thither, 
whoſe firſt Plantation. was Magedexs, and 
after Brava; the former became the Metro 
polis. The firſt Arabs ſeparated from theſe, 
and mixing with the Cafres, were called &« 
daiiz, The firſt that had the Trade of the 
Mine of Zofals, were thoſe of Mogedias, 
_ 
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who diſcovered it accidentally. Thence 
chey ſpread themſelves, but never durſt paſs 
Cape Corrientes, a Point oppoſite to the 
Weſtermoſt part of the Iſland Madagaſcar 
or St. Laurence, and takes its name from the 
violene Current of Water which often en- 
. dangers Ships there. But along theſe Coafts 
chey poſſeſſed themſelves of Quiloa, Mon- 
bec;a, Melinde, the Ifles of Pemba, Zanzibar, 
Monfig, Comoro, and others. Quiloa was the 
chief of all cheir Plantations, and thence 
many were ſpread, particularly on the Coaſt 
of Madagaſcar. The Sea by degrees wear- 
ing away both ſides, made Qu:los an Ifland. 
It bears many Palm and Thorn-trees, and 
divers Herbs and Plants ; Cattle, Wild Beaſts, 
and Birds, much after the ſame manner as 
Spain ; the Buildings alſo after our manner, 
 flatac the Top, wich Gardens and Orchards 
behind. On one fide is the Royal Palace, 
built in the manner of a Fore; the Gate to 
the Sea oppoſite to the Anchoring place, 
'where ours at that time were. 

5. Don Franci{co de Almeyda, having reſol- 
ved to land, was the firſt that touched the 
Shoar with 5090 men. He and his Son Lau- 
rence at the ſame time attacked the City in 
ewo places. 'Our men had enough to do to 
cover themſelves with their Shields from 
the ſhowers of Arrows that flew, yet they 
advanced ; but finding the greateſt damage 
they received was from the tops of the 
Houſes, they entred and gained ſome of 
them, and thereby ſo much advantage, that 
che King fled, and fer up in the Field Por- 
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tugues Colours, which ſtopt the Current of 
the Conquerors, till he had got over to the 
Continent with his Wives and Riches. The 
City was plundered, and not one man loſt 
in this Action, though a conſiderable num- 
ber of the Enemies was killed. 

6. Mir Abraham now overcome, was but 
an Ulurper, but the 44th Poſleſlor of that 
Iſland,. of which number many were Ty- 
rants like him. A Kinſman of this Abre- 

bam, called Mabomer Anconii had been very 
faichful and ſerviceable to the Portugueſes ; 
to requite him Don Franciſco ordered when 
the City was plundered, that nothing ap- 
pertaining tohim ſhould be touched. And 
atter all was ſetled, ſent for, and declared 
him King of that place, putting a Crown 
of Gold upon his Head with much Pomp 
and Ceremony. Ir was a wonderful a& of 
Moderation in this Barbarian, that as ſoon 
as the Crown was on his Head, he declared, 
that had the lawful King Alfudail, murder- 
ed by tne late Uſurper, been living, he 
would have reſigned that Crown to him, 
but ſince he could not do it, he deſired the 


Son of the ſaid A!fudail might be ſworn here- 


dicary Prince, though he himſelf had Chil- 
dren ior whom he might covet that Inhe- 
ritance. This Example in a Heathen might 
confound the inhuman infolence and barba- 
Tity in Chriſtians ( at leaſt thoſe who pre- 
tend to the name) who wade through Seas 
_ of Blood, end the moſt. Sacred Bonds of 
Conſanguinity and Alliance; ſpoil Provin- 
ces, Opprgls the Good, exalt the er 

make ' 
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make Honeſty, Treaſon ; and Perjury, Duty ; 
and Religion, a property to work their am- 
bitious curſed ends, -to wit, to ſnatch Scep- 
ters and Crowns from the Hands and Heads 


where the Eternal Providence has moſt 


worthily placed them. . 

7, All things being again ſetled , © Don 
Franciſcoin twenty days raiſed a Fort, the 
Gentlemen, Captains and he himſelf work- 
ing at it. He put into it 550 men, and left 


a Caravel and a Brigantine to cruiſe there. 


The 8th of Auguſt he ſet ſail for Mombage, 
and arrived there with 13 Sail. The Cit 

Mombaga is ſeated in an Iſland , which is 
about 14 ay 09 in circumference ; it is 
beautiful and ſtrong ; before it is a large 
Bay capable of many Ships. Before he en- 
ered, two Veſſels were ſent to ſound the Bar, 
which is commanded by a Platform with 
eight Pieces of Cannon, which began to 
play upon them that were fadoming, bue 
they repaid the Courteſie ſo fortunately,thac 
a Ball falling among the Enemies Powder 
did great harm, and they quitted the Work. 
The like ſucceſs was againſt two lefſer 
Works, ſo that our Fleet entred withour fur- 
ther reſiſtance. Don Franciſco was told the 
King was prepared, and had hired 1500 
Archers of the Cafres beſides his own men. 
He ſent a meſſage to him, but was not 
hearkned to, and only anſwered, that the 
Moors of Mombaga were not to be frighted 
with the noiſe of Cannon, like thoſe of Qui- 
| bog. Don Franciſco enraged that ſome men 
had been wounded, attempting to-burn the 


Ships 
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Ships of Cambays in the Port, without fuc- 
ceeding, landed his men and marched to 


che Ciry. ; 
Bo Hoentred the Town the 15th of Au. 
guf, and drove the Enemy out at the other 
end, and among them the King , whoſe 
Pallace he had poſſeſſed himſelf of, and 
planted thereon a Croſs, and here received 
the News of the Vieory at Sea, the Ships 
having been burnt as he ordered. In this 
AQtion were loſt five Portugueſes; of the 
Moors 15 13 killed, and 1200 taken, where. 
of he kept but 200, diſcharging the reſt, 
the Ships being heavy with Plunder ; after 
which the City was burne to the ground, 
Some ofthe Ships which had been ſeparated 
by the Storm, joyned the Fleet here. De 
Franciſco diſpatched two before him to car- 
| the News of what he had done, and 
the neceſſary Orders till he came. He ft 
out for India with 14 Ships, and anchored 
in the Bay called Angra de Santa: Elena, 
where he found Fobn Homem, Captain of a 
Caravel, who having been diſtreſſed by 
Weather had diſcovered ſome Iſlands, and 
met ſome of the Ships that had loſt the 
Fleet. Sailing thence, the firſt Port of Indie 
where he touched, was Anchediva. 

9. Anchediva ( as was faid before ) is the 
chiefeſt of five Iſlands, where the King had 
ordered a Fort to be buile, which was now 
put in execution. Hither the King of Ow 
fence Embaſſadors to Dos Franciſco with Pre- 
ſents. Hither came to meet him Conſid 
 rable Men, though Merchants, m——_— 
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Aﬀetion of their Prince 


of the G ; to 
the P efes. Hither the Neighbouring 
Moors Cincators brought Gitrty to him. 


All was the effeas of 'Fear, produced by 
the Fame of his Actions. He was imformed 


there was not far from him a Fort, ſfrong 
by Nature as well as Arr, buile by the Prince 
Sabage,and garrifoned with 800 wo ce. 
ſeated on the Banks of the River Age 

Borders of- Omer; he ſent his Son Don Lo- 
rengo on pretence of a Friendly Viſit to take 


a view of it, which he effeted, remaining 


there ſome days. 

10. The Fort being finiſhed, he put a 
Captain and 80 men into it, leaving a Ga- 
leon and two Brigantines to cruiſe there, 
and then ſailed to the Port of Omer. He 
was ill received, and reſolved to ſhew him- 
felf as terrible there as he hac>done at Moms- 
ba;a and Quiloa. The Inhabitants percei- 
ving it, amuſed him with excuſes cill chey 
' had ſecured their Wives, Children and 
Goods in a neighbouring Mountain, and 
then appeared with ſhouts and motions, en- 
deavouring to terrifie rather: than 
fearful. Don mo__ marched by land, 
3nd ſent his Son with 150 men in Boats to 
burn ſome Ships; and though innumerable 
Arrows flew, and Dor o—_ was wound- 
£d with one, the Town and Ships were fired 
at the ſame time. The Wind being in our 
mens Faces, the Smoak of the Fire did them 
much harm ; but Dox Lerengo taking a com- 


" Pals avoided it, and fell upon 1500 of the 


Enemy, The confuſion was great on both 


ſides, 
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ſides,but more on ours,our men beginning to 
give ground, till Dos Franciſco Coming up, 
they took heart and drove the Enemy to 
the Mountain. Time Governour of the 
City, and Owner of ſome of the Ships that 
were burnt, und a man of Graceful Pre- 
ſence, with diſcreet words appeaſed Dex 
Franciſco, and ſtopt the enſuing ruin. He 
_ excuſed his King, and in his Name offered 
Vaſlalage to Portugal. This done Don Fran- 
ciſco ſailed to Canancr. - 
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CHAP. IX 


Congueſts under King Emanuel in the Tear 
1506, and Government of the Viceroy 
Don Franciſco de Almeyda. 


1. TD Ecauſe the Government of Don Fran- 
ciſco de Almeyda was the Foundation 
of our Security and Conquelts in India, it 
will be neceſſary here to ſay ſome things of 
its Ports and Chief Places along the Sea 
Coaſts. 4/ia is divided from Evrope by the 
River Don or Tanais, and the Euxineor Black 


Sea, and Streights of the Dardanels. From 


Africk by the Red Sea, and a Line drawn 
from Suez , the utmoſt Port thereof, to 
the Mediterranean, croſs that narrow Neck 
of Land which joyns theſe two parts of the 
Wogld, and is 24 Leagues in length. The 
different Religions there practiſed, may be 


reduced to four principal ones, the Chriſti- ' 


an, the Mahometan, the Pagan and the 
Jewiſh That part of Af which makes 
moſt to our purpoſe, may be divided into 
nine parts, as it runs along the Coalt. The 
firſt beginning to the Weſtward, commences 
at the Mouth of the Red Sea in 12 d. 40m. 
of North Latitude, and reaches to the Gulf 
of Perſia. From the Mouth of the Red Sea 
to the City Aden is 4.4 Leagues, thence to 
Cape Fortaque in 14 d, 30m. Latitude 109 
Leagues, with theſes Towns Abian, Ax, Ca- 
PAcAan, 
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nacen, Brun, Argel, Zehel the Metropolis, 
Herit, Cayem, Fartach.

There are other Ri- 
vers which all have their Springs in the

vers is called Gangs, or Guengs, and falls in- ©

 Emperour of Calicut, and Chatus the laſt 


Bound of this Empire. Next is the little 
Kingdom of Cranganor, which borders on 
that of Cochin, then that of Coulan, and laſt- 


ly Travancor, {ubjet to Nar/imga. Near 
| Trevancor is the Famous Cape Comori, the 


ſouthermoſt Inland of this Province of 
Indoſtan or India, within Ganges, and 7 de- 


@orecs and half of North Latitude, where 


ends the Coaſt of Malabar, and the fourth 
of the nine diſtricts I now divide the Cov 
of Aſia into. From Cape Comors in the 
Weſt, to Cape Cincapura in the Egft, which is 
the Southermoſt Land of the Aurea Cherſo- 
neſus, or Malacs, are 400 Leagues; and 
within this interval is contained the great 
Bay of Bengala, called by ſome Sinzs Gar- 


geticus, becauſe the River Ganges, after wa-

This River is wonderful for the abundance 
of water it carries, and eſteemed Holy by 
the Neighbouring People, who imagining 
it conduces to their Salvation when given 
over, are Carried and die with their Feet in 
its water, Which brings the King a great 
Revenue, fur none muſt waſh .there with:

Mouth of Gawges or Chatigen, and ends at 
Cape Cincapwra, in lictle more than one de- 


gree of North Latitude. This Coaſt cons  - 


tains about 380 Leagues to Cape Negraes, 
In the Latitude of 16 degrees 100 Leagues, 


and theſs Towns, Sore, Satatolu, Arracem;

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Metropolis of rhe Kingdom fo called, and 
Dwnadiva upon the Point. Hence to Tavay 
in the Latitude of 13 Degrees 16 Leagues. 
This is the bounds of the Kingdom of Pega, 
From Tavay to Cincapura 220, the chief 
Towns along this Coaſt are Martaban, Lu 
gor, Tanacerin, Lungar, Pedam, Queda, Solon- 
gor and Malaca, Head of the Kingdom. At 
Cincapurs begins the ſeventh Dilſtri&, and 
ends at the great River of Siam, which falls 
into the Sea in the Latitude of 14. Degrees, 
and has its riſe in the Lake Chiammay, call. 
ed by the Natives Mena, that is, ſource of 
waters; upon this Coaſt are the Towns 
Pam, Ponciam, Gglantaon, Patane, Ligor, Cui, 
Peyperii, and Bamplacot on the Mouth of the 
River. The eighth Diſtri&t contains theſe 
Kingdoms, that of Eambodia, through which 
runs the River Mccon, whole Springs are in 
China; that of Champs or T ſ/iompa, whence 
comes the true Aloes ; on this borders the 
Kingdom of Cechinchina; then that of Ching, 
divided into fifteen Provinces or Govern- 
ments, each of which is a great Kingdom; 
thoſe on the DOCea are Luantung 5 Fokien, 
Chekiang, where ends the eighth Diſtrid, 
— The ninth begins with the Province Nan- 
king and continues that of Xantung and Pe- 
chels, running to the fartheſt diſcovered 
Land of the Coaſt of Tartary. I ſhall ſpeak 
of the Iflands that lie along this tract as 
they are diſcovered, but the Names of the 
chief are theſe, the Maldivy Hands, Ceylon, 
Sumatra, fawva, Borneo, Banda, Timori, Ct- 
lebegy the Moluccoes, Mmadanao, Luconia and

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Jet us now ſee by whom inhabited, and 

what it produces. 
 _ 2. Though there be many, and very dif- 
ferent manners of Worſhip in A/ia, as well 
as ſundry Nations ; the chiet Religions there 
may be reduced to theſe four Heads, the 
Chriſtian, Jewiſh, Mahometan and Gentile. 
The firſt two, for the moſt pare, under the 
{avery of the latter. With the two latter 
the Portugues waged War ; their Power is 
thus divided. All that tra from the River 
Cintacora, oppoſite to Anchediva towards the 
North and Weſt, is fubjet to Mahometans, 
thence Eaſtward, to Pagans, except the 
Kingdom of Malacs, part of Sumatrs, and 
ſome parts of Fawa and the Molucco Ilands, 
held by the Moors. In that tra which is 
ooverned by theſe, are the following Sove- 
reign Princes. The Kings of Aden, Xael 
and Fartaque, who have many Ports of greac 
Trade, and their Subjects, the Arabs, are 
couragious and warlike, Next the King of 
Ormuz, greater than the other three toge- 
ther ; and then he of Cambays, equal to 
Xerxes, Darius,or Porus 11 grandeur and war- 
like power. Frþm Chaul to Cincators be- 
longed to Nizamaluco and Hidalcan, two 
mga Princes, not infteriour to great 
ings, who maintained great Armies com- 
poled of ſundry warlike Nations well arm- 
ed. The Moors of Sumatra, Malaca, and 
the Moluccoes were well diſciplin'd, and 
much better ſtor'd with Artillery than we 
that attacked them. The Heathens were

Fapan. Thus much of the Coaſt of 4a ; 
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the Kings of Biſnagar, Orixa, Benpala, Pe 
Siam —_ bo "I ( but chiefly the *y 
ſo Powerful, it is not to be expreſled, and 
if related ſcarce credible. Siam extends 
above 500 Leagues, and has ſeven King- 
doms ſabjedt; which are Cambodia, Com, 
Lenchaam, Cheneray, Chencran, Chiamay, Cam- 
buris and Chaypumo. The King has 30000 
 Elephants,whereof he carries outzoo0 armed 
to War, and 50000 men only of the City 
Udia, Metropolis of his Empire. "The King 
of China alone in extent exceeds them all, 
and all the Princes of Europe i" together, 
China is above 700 Leagues in length, it has 
abundance of all forts of Metals, and ex- 
ceeds Earope in Manufactures ; ſome of their 
Works ſeem beyond Human Wit ; the Silks, 
Provifions and Pleaſures wherewith it a- 
bounds, are beyond computation. 

3- All the Heathens of [-dis, chiefly be- 
tween Indus and Ganges, write upon Palm 
Leaves ( without Ink) with Wooden or 
Steel Pens, which eaſily cut the Letters on 
the Leaf, whereof I have ſeen ſome in 
Rome curiouſly folded ; what they deſign 
ſhould: be laſting, they carve on Stone or 
Copper ; they begin on the.left Hand ; their 
Hiſtories are fabulous. 600 years before the 
arrival of the Portugueles in Indie , there 
was a King ſo powerful in Malaber, that 
the People began their Era or Computation 
of Time from his Reign, as they did af- 
terwards from our arrival. He was per- 
| ſuaded © Sou Moors that traded in his Ports, 


to turn Mahometan, and gave them leave 
co 
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to build Calicut. Being old, he divided his 
Kingdoms among his Kindred. To the 
| Chief he gave that of Conan, where he 
placed the Head See of the Religion of the 


Bramens, and called him Cobritim, that is, 


che ſame as High Prieſt ; to his Nephew he 
gave' Calicut, with all the Temporal Domi- 
nion, calling him Zamors, that is, the ſame 
with Emperour. ' This laſt Dignity conti- 
nues in the ſame place, the other was tranſ- 
| lated to Cochin, Having diſpoſed of his Do- 
minions, he reſolved to die at Meca, but 
was drowned by the way. Calicut is a plain 
| Country, well watered, plentiful of Pepper 
and Ginger ; all other Spice it has from. its 
Neighbours. The People are very Superſti- 
tious, and do not ſuffer thoſe of one Trade 


or Profeflion to marry into another, or put 


their Children to Learn. The Nayres who 
are their Nobles, if they chance to touch 
any of the Commons, cleanſe themſelyes by 
waſhing, as the Samaritans and Jews. The 
Women of the Nayres are common to them 
all, but chiefly the Bramers, therefore know 
no Father, nor is any bound to maintain 
them. "They are moſt expert at their Wea- 
pons, beginning to*exerciſe them at the age 
of feven years. They uſe all the antient 
manners-of Augury and Divination. 

4+ The Viceroy, Don Franciſco de Almey- 
ds, had an interview aſhoar with the King 
of Cananor, who brought with him 5000 
men well armed. He acquainted him he 
came to reſide fome time in India, by rea- 


ſon of ſore troubles that were fo inflamed 
.H 3 with 
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with the Zamori King of Calicut. He asked 
| leave to! build a Fort in the Harbour, and 
ic was granted. Having begun it, he left 
there Lorengo de Brito to command with 150 
men, and two Veſſels to cruiſe upon the 
Coaſt. Being arrived at Cochin, he received 
the News that the Factor of Coulan with all 
his men, were killed by the Moors. He 
ſent his Son Don Lorengo with three Ships 
and three Caravels, with Orders to procure 
Lading, without taking notice of what had 
paſt, but in caſe of denial, to revenge the 
Naughter. The Meflenger was anſwered by 
a Shower of Arrows, and twenty four Ships 
of Calicut and other places prepared to re- 
.ceive ours. Don Lorengo alter pouring 1n his 
Shot- liberally, burnt them all, only a few 
of the Moors were ſaved by ſwimming. 
Don Lorengo then went to load in another 
Port. 

5. He returned to Cichin, where his Fa- 
ther, according to his Inſtructions, was pre- 
paring to Crown Triumpara, that King, in 
recompence of the Gallantry wherewith he 
had defended the Portugueſes againſt their 
Enemies. But he being retired to follow a 
Religious Life, and his Nephew Nambeaders 
left Succellor, it was thought fit to beſtow 
the ſame Honour upon him. He was Crown: 
ed with great Solemnity with a Crown of 
Gold ſet with Jewels, carried from Portugal 
for that purpoſe. This was a ſecurity tor 
that Prince, and a terror to others; fix Ships 
were now ſent home richly laden. 


6, King 
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6. King Embnuel, to ſecure the Trade of 
the Gold of Zofala, had cated a Fort to be 
built at Quiloa, another at Mogambique, and 
a Factory at Melinde. Aﬀer Don Franciſco 
he ſent out Pedro de Annaya with ſix Ships 
to build a Fort at Zerfala ; three of the Ships 
were to go on to India, and return with 
lading , the other three to cruiſe: on the 
Coalt of Zofala, One of the Captains fell 
overboard, and was loſt ; another had 165 
men killed in an Iſland where he landed. 
The others found Don Pedro de Annaya in 
the Port of Zofaia. He obtained leave of 
that King, and raiſed a Fort, whereby the 


Trade was ſecured, which that King never 


intended, imagining that the Country being 
unhealtchful, the Portugueſes would be obli- 
ged to quit it. Here Arnaya found rwenty 
Portugueſes in a miſerable condition, aftor 
travelling with great hardſhips from »Cape 
Corientes, where they were forced to run 
their Ship aſhoar, being no longer able to 
keep above water, Their Captain was Lope 
Sanchez, whom they would not obey aſhoar, 
but dividing, travelled in ſeveral Companies 
through thoſe unknown Countries. They 
were all loſt except theſe twenty, and five 
tound by Antony de Magallanes in the River 
Luxoame, who brought them to Zofala. 
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CHAP. X. 


'A Continuation of the Conqueſts the ſame 
Tear 1506. and the Government of the 
ſame ' Viceroy Don Franciſco de Al- 


meyda. 


; 7 HE Kingdom of Zofals is a large 

tract of Land, of 750 Leagues cir- 
cumference, ſubje& to the Monomotapa, that 
is Emperour of that South Part of Africh, 
called by the ſame Name, or Echiopia Infe- 
r4r ; it is watered by theſe two Famous Ri- 
vers, Rio del Eſpiritu Santo, and Cuams, the 
latter Navigable 250 Leagues. Theſe, and 
many other Rivers that fall into them, have 
Golden Sands. Moſt part of the Land en- 
joys a Temperate Air, pleaſant, wholſom 
and fruitful. In part it bears great flocks of 
Sheep, of the Skins whereof the Natives are 
Cloathed, becauſe of the cold Sourh Winds. 
Along the Banks of Cuama, the Country is 
| Monuntanqus, covered with Woods, and 
watered with many Rivers, which make it 
dclightful, and therefore the beſt Peopled, 
and the common reſidence of the Moxnome- 
pats. It is abundantly ſtocked with Ele- 
phants, and conſequenty Ivory, and Mines 
of Gold encompaſſed 3o Leagues about, 
with Mountains, on the tops whereof the 
Air is ſerene and clear. They are _ 
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the Mines of Manice 5o Leagues South-weſt 


of Zofals, there are others 150 Leagues di-. 


ſtant, none then much valued by their 
Owners, Here are ſome Buildings of won- 
derful Struture , with Inſcriptions of un- 
known Characters, but the Natives know 
nothing of their Foundation. They belieye 
in one God, under the Name of Mozime, 
and uſe no Idols. Witchcraft, Theft and 
Adultery are moſt ſeverely puniſhed by 
them. They have as many Wives as they 
can maintain; the Kings are above 1000, 
buhe firſt commands the others, and her 
Children inherit: In their Funerals they 
are ſuperſtitious; their Cloathing Cotton, the 
better ſort mixed with ſome Gold Threads ; 
_ the Houſes of Wood. The Kings Actten- 
dance is more ceremotuous than great; his 
Guard 200 Dogs, and is always fallowed by 
50o Jeſters. He is Sovereign oyer many 
Princes, and becauſe they rebel, always 
keeps their Heirs about him, There are no 
Law Suits among them ; they fight a foot; 
their Arms are Arrows, Javelins or Darts, 
Daggers and ſmall ſharp Hatchets. The 
Women are ſo much reſpeed, that if the 
King's Son meets one, he gives her the way, 
and ſtops till ſhe paſs. 

2. The Moors of Magadexs were the firſt 
that poſſeſſed theſe Mines of Zofala; after 
them, thoſe of Quiloa, whoſe Kings were 
polleſſed thereof, till Tguf, one of their Go- 
rernours rebelled, and uſurped the Sove- 
reignty to himſelf, with the Title of King, 
and was the ſame with whom Pedro de Annaye 
now 
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now treated ; and in this place he built the 
Fort fo much defired by King Emanuel, 
ſtrong though of Wood. The three tra- 
ding Ships failed toward India, under the 
Command of Peter Barreto. Franciſco de 
Amnnayes was ordered by his FRher to ſecure 
the Coaſt up to Cape Guardafu with rwo 
Ships ; both Veſſels were loſt, and the Cay- 
tains ſaved in their Boats. | 

3. Whilft the Sea ſwallowed the Guard 
of the Coaſt, the Moors ſtudied the deſtru- 
&ion of Peter de Anneya at Zofala. The 
King's Son-in-law perſuaded him to get rid 
of them, at ſuch time as they were ſo weak, 
thronoh Diſeaſes contracted by the ſtrange 
Air, that they joined fix of them to bend 
a Croſs-bow. The King laying hold of 
this opportunity, ſurrounds the place with 
$000 Cafres, and fills the Dicch with Faggot; 
then gives the aſſault, darkning the Sun with 
Showers of Arrows; but our Cannon being 
well played made ſuch havock, that they 
filled wich their Carcaſes the part of the 
Dicch they had not levelled with Wood. 
 Oaly 35 Portygueſes, who were able to 
carry Arms, did all this execution. After 
wards Peter de Annaya allied with 15 or 20 
Moors and drove the Cafres firſt ro a Wood 
of Palm-trees, and then to their Dwellings, 
with ſuch conſternation, that they cried, 
Out, the King of Zofala bad called them i 
fight againſt God. Peter d: Annaya with 1 
few men attacks the Town by night, and 
entring the King's Houſe, he ſtood behind 


the Door with a Cimiter, and as Aznays a 
$6.7 
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tred, wounded him in + the Neck, bur was 
ſoon killed with many more. Next day his 
Sons with all the Moors affaulced the Forr, 
but in vain, for the fright cured many of 
the ſick, who joyning in the common de- 
fence, the Enemy was repulſed. The two 
Brothers fell out about the Succeffion to the 
Crown, and Solyman gaining Annaya, was 
by him Crowned ; and for his own ſecurity 
made a ſtrong Alliance with, and ſupport- 
ed the Portugueſes. 

2. Whilſt theſe things hapned at Zofala, 
in India, the Zamori of Calicut had ſtirred 
up the Soldan of Cayre, and hoped with his 
afliſtance to drive us out of theſe Seas; this 
was not ſo private but the King of Cochin 
had intelligence of it, and advertiſed the 
Viceroy Don Franciſco, who ſent his Son 
Laurence with 11 Sail to prevent or put a 
ſtop to the deſign. As he viſited ſome Ports, 
news was brought him, that in the Road of 
Cananor was a Fleet of 260 Paraos, where- 
of 60 exceeded our Ships in bulk.He direas 
his courſe towards them, and after a very 
ſharp engagement they were put to flight, 
purſued, and fome taken, but many ſank 
and obliged to run aground, with great loſs 
to the Enemy, and of his own only five or 
ſix men ; the chiefeſt part of the Booty was 
four Ships laden with Spice. Don Lorengo 
had ſcarce time to breath after this Vieory, 
when he underſtood the Fort of Anchediva 
was beſet by 6o Veſſels of Moors and Gen- 
ties well armed and reſolute, commanded 
by a Renegado. The beſieged behaved 
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themſelves gallaruly, and no lefs the Beſje. 
gers; but having loſt ſome Veſſels tore by 
our Cannon, and hearing of the relief 
Don Lorengo was about to bring, they wene 
off with all poflible ſpeed. 

5. The Moors perceiving their Trade was 
cut off by the Portugueſes, thought to ſhun 
them by keeping our at Sea in their Voya. 

es to Samatre and Malaca where they went 
þ Spice, ſtriking through the Maldivy 
Iſlands, and bearing away South of Ceylan, 
The Viceroy ſent his Son from Cochin with 
nine Ships to infeſt that Courſe. But the Pi. 
lots wandring through unknown Seas, dil- 
covered the Iſland Ceylon, formerly called 
Trapobans. They anchored at the Port 
Gel: where many Moors were lading Cin- 
namon, and taking in Elephants for Cam 
baya. They fearful of Dow Lorengo's anger, 
preſented him .in the name of the King 
with 450 Bahares of Cinnamon. He well 
natkvod the contrivance, but thought it 
at that time better to diſſemble and content 
himſelf with the Preſent, and diſcovery of 
the Iſland, planting there a Croſs, with an 
Inſcription, ſignifying his arrival there. In 
his recurn to Cochin he fell upon the Town 
of Biramjam, which he burnt down, putting 
all to the Sword, in revenge for the Portu- 
gueſes killed at Coulan, becauſe this Town 
belonged to that Crown. | 

6. Cide Barbudo and Peter Quareſma com- 
ing with two Ships from Portugal, after ma: 
ny misfortunes, arrived at Zofals, where 

they found Peter de Annay, and molt of hs 
| mull 
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men were dead, and the reſt ſick. Quariſma 


remained there to relieve the Fort, and Bay- 


budo ſailing towards India, found Quiloa in 
the ſame condition whereof he gave the 
Viceroy an account. He ſent with all ſpeed 
| Nunno Vaz, Perera to the relief of the Fort, 

who having repaired it, and given neceſſa- 
ry Ocders, went on to Zofals. Neverthe- 
leſs the Fort of Quilos was afterwards razed 


by the ſame handsthat built it, after _ |

coſt many Lives, all the effe&t of the 


uſage of the Portugueſes towards the Natives, 


proceeding from their unlimited Pride and, 
Boundleſs Avarice. 


End of the Firſs Part of the Firſt Tome; 
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CHAP. I. 


Conqueſts in India under Xing Emanuel, 
from the Tear 1506, till the Tear 


1508, the Viceroy Don Franciſco ſtill 


Governing, and entring upon the Glori- 
ous Exploits of the Great Alfonſo de 


Albuquerque, and the Famous Triſtan 
de Cunna. . 


I. HE King had reſolved to ſend 
Triſtan de Cunna to Command 
the Trading Ships, and Alfonſo 

de Albuquerque to cruize on the Coaſt of 

Arabia, when Fames Fernandez DPiteyra dil- 


Coyerer of the Iſland Zocorora 1g the Mouth 


of 
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of the Red Sea arrived. Being by him in- 
formed there were Chriſtians there who 
were ſubje& to the Moors, he ordered the 
two Commanders to dire their courſe thi. 
ther, and endeavour to polleſs themſelves 
of the Fort, to the intent our Fleets might 
afterwards winter there, and fo the Nayi. 
gation of that Gulf might be ſecured. They 
carried with them a Wooden Fort to be 
up there, in caſe that which was there were 
not found ſerviceable. On the 6:b of March 
they ſailed from Lisbon with 13 Vellels, and 
I 300 Fighting-men, whereof ome ( being 
infe&ed, the Plague at that time raging in 
the City ) died by the way. When they 
came under the Line the Sickneſs left them, 
They had a ſight of Cape St. Auguſtin in 
Braſil, and in crofling the vaſt Ocean be. 
tween that place and the Cape of Good Hope, 
Triſtan de Cuma run ſo far tothe Southward, 
that ſome of his men periſhed with Cold, 
and diſcovered the Iſlands ſtill called by his 
Name ; where being aſlaulted by a Storm, 
all the Ships were parted, each running a 
different courſe, till they met again at Ms» 
Lambique, EXCept Alvaro Tellez, who at Cape 
Guardufu took 6 Ships ſo laden with all ſorts 
of "Goods, that from them to his own Vel- 
fel he made a Bridge of Bails thrown into 
the Sea, over which the men palled as on 
dry land. Ruy Perera, who fell into Me 
ftatanna, a Port in the Iſland Madagaſcar ; 
being informed ic abounded in Spice, cps 
cially Ginger, invited thither Triſtan « 


Cunna, He came and anchored in a Bay 
| | wht 
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which Nuwno de Cunne his Son called Je Do- 
na Maria de Cunna, a Lady he courted ; 
others nimed it of the Conception, fo it 
retained the name of Mary, either Religious 
or Profanely. Some Blacks appeared upon 
the Coaſt ; he ſent a Moor to ſpeak to them, 
bur they hearing he ſpoke of Chriſtians, 
had killed him, had nor our Cannon from 
the Ships forced them to retire. Sailing 
three Leagues farther, they fell upon a Vil- 
lage on the Bank of a River, where, among 


others, they took the Lord of it, whom - 


they call Xeque. This man the next night 
carried our Commander to another Town 
in a cloſe Bay, which receives the grear 
River Lulangan. This was inhabiced by 
Moors, ſomewhat civilized, who fearful of 
our Fleet, fled over to the firm Land in 
Boats fo overladen, that many periſhed by 
the way.” Burt our men encompaſling the 
Iſland, took 500 Priſoners, whereof only 20 
Men, the reſt Women and Children, among 
them their Xeque or Lord, a man of Ape 
and a reſpectful Aſpect. The Morning 
diſcovered the Sea thronged with Boats with 
about 600 armed mien, who came to releaſe 
the Women and Children. The Portugues 
Commander notified his deſigns to them, 
and they with very diſcreet words perſuaded 
him to reſtore their People. He was ſatisfied 
to underitand the Iſland Madagaſcar was 


_ Peopled by Cafres, moſt of them Black, and 


produced little Ginger, to the contrary of 
the accounc he had received. Afcerwards 
he would have entred the Town they call 

I Zada, 
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Zada, but it being an unſeafonable hour, 
the People in a fury fer fire to it, which ra- 
ged fo, that from the Sea it appeared gs if 
the whole Mountain had burnt. 

2. Hence he ſent Alfonſo de Albuquerque 
with 4 Sail to Mocambigne, becauſe, he de. 
ſfgned againſt ſome places on the Coaſt of 
Melinde, whilſt he with 3 Ships went round 
to Matatana, where was Clove, Ginger and 
Silver. One of Triftan's Ships was loſt, the 
Pilot and only ſeven men ſaved, this forced 
him to Stcer for Mocambique, bur the Wind 
carryed him to the Iſland Angoxa. At 
night he diſcovered the Light of rhe Ship 
St. James, which he had lett at Mogcambrque, 
whither they both returned, and ſoon atter 
arrived ch de Newa, who had wintered in 
Angoxa, laden with Pepper. Hence he fail- 
ed after meeting Alfonſo de Albuquerque, and 
ſending him before to Melinde, He met 
two other Ships at Quiloa, and went on to 
Melinde, The King obliged him to fall up. 
on Oja, a City, that with the afliſtance of 
the King of Mozbaga infelted him. The 
Arabs inhabited this Country, where are ſeen 
fome antient and wonderful Structures. 
Each City, and a'moſt Village has a King 
whom they call . eque; the Chief are Qu- 
loa, Zanzibar and Monbaca ; but he of Me 
linde pretends to he the antienteſt, deducing 
his Pedegree from thoſe of Quiran, a City 
18 Leagues trom him, though ruined, ſhews 
the tootſteps of its former Grandeur, bar 
been ſuperiour to all its Neighbours, whic 
are Luziva, Perimunda, Lamon, facs, Os 


_, 
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and others. The Country is watered by the 
River Gulimanja. George Alfonſo going up 
this River in the term of five days, ſaw on 
the Banks * impenetrable Woods, and in the 


water an infinite number of Sea-Horſes. 


Triſtan de Cunna (with ſeven Ships leſs than 
he brought from Portugal, whereof one loſt, 


ſome were ſeparated by Storm, and others 


ſent away ) appeared before the City 0/a, 
17 Leagues from Melinde, on an open Shoar, 
ſecured with a Wall, which hides it from 


* the Cafres towards the Land. He ſent word 


to the Xeque he had important affairs to com- 
municate with him. Who anſwered, Thathe 
was 2 Subject of the Soldan of Cayre, head 
Calif of the Houſe of Mabomer, and there- 
fore could not treat with People that were 
ſo much his Enemies. Triſtan conſidering 
the danger of delays, as ſoon as day appear- 
ed, divided his men into two parts in Boats, 
one part commanded by Alfonſo de Albu- 
querque, the other by himſelf: And though 
the Sea ſeemed to favour the Moors, who 
ſtood on the Shoar to hinder our landing, 
they were forced tofie to the ſhelter of the 
Walls, and not truſting to them, entred at 
one Gate and run out at the other. . Nunno 
de Cunna and Alfonfd de Noronhe. finding the 
King fled with many of his men toa Wood 
ot Palm-trees, purſued and killed him in the 
midſt of them. George Silveyra perceiving 
a Grave Moor who led a Beautiful Young 
Woman through a Path in the Wood, made 
at him, and the Moor making ſigns to the 
Woman to flie whilſt they fought, ſhe fol- 

I 2 towed 
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lowed him, ſignifying ſhe had rather die or 
be taken with him, than eſcape alone ; and 
Sylvena ſeeing them ſtrive who ſhould give 
the greateſt demonſtrations of Laye,let than 
both go _ ſaying God forbid my Sword 
ſhould part ſo much love. The Town tz 
ken, was plundered, and then burnt with 
ſuch precipitation, that ſome of our men 

riſhed in the flames. The City Lamo, 15 
Leagues diſtant, knowing what had hapned 
to irs Neighbour, ſubmitted to the Porty. 
pueſes ; and to make it the more acceptable, » 
the Xeque came tro make the ſubmiflion, and 
offer a Tribute of 600 Meticales of Gold 
yearly, and paid the firſt year in hand; Me. 
ticales are a Coin of about a Ducate value 
each. The Fleet went on to the City Bra- 
Va, a populous place, before conquered, 
but in rebellion, and vain-glorious now with. 
6000 armed men it expoſed on the Shoar. 
But Cunna and Albuquerque next day landed 
in wo Bodies, and in ſpight of Showers of 
Arrows, Darts and Stones, ſcaled the Walls 
and routed the Moors, after waſhing the 
Streets with their —_ and killing ſo ma- 
ny, their number was not known ; of ours 
42 were loſt, not half by the Sword, bur 
through Covetouſneſs, for overloading a 
Boat with the Spoil, they were drowned 
with it. Theſe were they, who blind with 
Avarice, barbarouſly cur off the Hands and 
Ears of Women to take off their Bracelets 
_ Earings, to ſave time in taking them 
off. 


3. The 
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2. The City Burnt and Plundered, 7riffam 
d: Cunna ler 1ail, and met off of Cape Guer- 
dafu, Alvaro Tellez, who had been in a 
Storm with the rich Booty before ſpoken of. 
Having diſcovered the Cape, he ſtood for 
Zocotora. ' Zocotora is an Iſland 20 Leagues 
in length, and 9 in breadth, it lies almoſt 
Ezft and Weſt, in the Latitude of 12 De- 
grees 40 Minutes. It is the biggeſt about 
the Mouth of the Red Sea, but has no Ports - 
fit for any great number of Ships to winter. 
Athwart the middle of it runs a ridge of 
Hills as high as the Clouds, yet not free + 
from the Sand of the Shoar, which is carri- 
ed up to the very top by the Norrb Winds, 
and is therefore barren, not only of Plants 
but Trees, only ſome fmall Valleys that are, 
under ſhelter of thoſe Winds. Ir is diſtance 
from the Arabian Continent 5o Leagues, 
and 3o from Cape Guardafu. The Ports 
moſt uſed by us, are Zoco, inhabited by 
Moors ; or Calances to the Weſtward, and 
Beni to the Eaſtward. The Natives are 
unpoliſhed. Thoſe Valleys that are ſheltred 
from the Sand, produce Apple and Palm- 
trees, and the beſt Aloes, which for its ex- 
cellency is called Zocotrorinos, The Com- 
mon Food is Maiz or Indian Wheat, Ta- 
marins and Milk. They are all Jacobite 
Chriſtians, as the Ethiopians ; the Men uſe 
th2 Names of the Apoſtles, the Women 
chiefly that of Mary, They worſhip the 
Crofs, which they wear on their Cloaths, 
and ſet up in their Churches, where they 
pray thrice aday in the Caldean L1nguage 

> 1 alter- 
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alternatively as in a Choir ; they receive but 
one Wife, uſe Circumciſion, Faſting and 
Tythes. The Men comly, the Women fo 
manly, that they follow the War, and live 
like Amazons 3 ſome of them for Propaga- 
tion making uſe of ſuch Men as arrive there, 
and even bringing ſome by Witchcrafc, 
Their Cloathing, ſome Cloath and Skins; 
their Habitation in Caves, their Weapons, 
Stones and Slings, They were ſubje& to 
che Arabian King of Caxem. Canna found 
here an indifferent ſort, not ill manned or 
unprovided. He ſent a Meſlage to the Xeque, 
and his Anſwer provoked his Anger.. He 
reſolved (though it were dangerous) to 
land with Albuqazerque, but the firſt who 
leaped aſhoar, was his Nephew Dow Alfonſo 
de Noronha ; who to prove himſelf worthy 
the choice the King had made of him to 
Command that Fort, if gained, advanced 
with a tew, but brave men. 'The Xeque re- 
ceived him with no great number, though 
much Gallantry, maintaining his ground, 
and threatning Cunna,who,through a ſhower 
of Bullets and Stones made his approach to 
the Fort, and was briskly repulſed by the 
Aeque, whom then Don Alfonſo ſtruck down 
with his Lance. There was a ſharp skir- 
miſh, the Moors endeayouring to carry him 
off, and ours to hinder it, till he and eight 
more were ſlain.” The Enemy fled to the 
Caſtle, which was ſcaled, and thoſe who 
entred opening the Gate, gave entrance into 
a very large Court, preſently poſſeſſed by 
our men. About the inward Fort was 4 


bloody | 
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bloody Fight, .the Moors fighting to the laſt 
man, ſo that of eighty there was but one 
left alive, beſides a Blind Man who was 
found in a Well, and being asked how he 
could get in there ; an{wered,that Blind Men 
ſaw only one thing, which is the way to li- 
berty, and which even, Blind Mzn covet. 


Hz had his liberty given him. We loſt fix 
men. The Natives who had kept off, hear- 
ing of our ſucceſs, came with their Wives 


and Children to thank our Commander for, 
delivering them from the Heavy Yoke of 


thoſe Infidels; and he, to their great (atis- 
aRion received theny under the proteRtion 
of the King of Portugal. The Moſque was 
cleanſed and made a Church of the Invo- 
cation of our Lady, of Victory, and many 
were there baptized ; in which Pious Work 
the Labours of F. Antony of St. Francis Were 
very remarkable. Cunna gave the Com- 
mand of the Fort, now called St. Michael, 
to Don Alfonſo de Noronha, who had well de- 
ſerved ic by his Valour, though he had not 
been appointed for it by the King; he na- 


med his other Officers, and gave him 100, 


men. Aﬀer this he wintered, though with 
inconveniency, in thoſe Ports, and then fail 
ed for India, and Albuquerque for the Coaſt 
of Arabia. 

4- Whilſt theſe things hapned at Zocorora, 
the King of Calicut was arming afreſh againſt 


the Portugueles, relying on the promiles. 


_ of his Sourhſayers and Wizards, who tind- 
ing the arrivalof Triſtan de Cunna was de- 
layed, aflured him of ſucce$ in that lucky 

c I 4 oppor: 
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opportunity, and on account of a preat ' 
change of Aﬀairs, which they ſaid muſt ne- 
ceſſarily follow, as foretold by a great Earth- 
quake and Eclipſe of the Sun which hapned, 
and was ſo great, that the Stars appeared 
for a conſiderable time, which were inter- 
preted as Omens of our deftrugion. But 
the Viceroy Don Frenciſco ſhewed him a 
greater Power than he imagined to defend 
the Trade of Malaber, compoling a Squa- 
dron. of ten Ships, whereof he gave the 
Command to his Son Den Lorengo. There 
remained behind at Cananor, Gonzalo Va 
with his Veſſel, taking in Water, who fol- 
lowed, and meeting a Ship of Canenor with 
a Portugues Paſs, he ſunk it, and all the 
Moors ſewed up in a Sail, that they might 
never be ſeen. A wicked action, for which 
he was broke, if. that could be reckoned a 
ſufhcient punilment for ſo great a Crime, 
as violating the Publick Faith ; ſuch Enor- 
mities producing the Calamities that after 
betel us in India. Don Lorengo lay before 
the Port of Chaul, when ſeven Ships arrived, 
which taking no notice that he ſaluted. 
them, ſtood in without making any return. 
He followed them in his Boats, and the 
Moors leaped overboard to gain the Shoar, 
but he was fo ready to receive them, that 
many periſhed by the way. The Ships 
were laden with Horſes, and other Goods, 
in the ſale whereof ſome of the Moors 
dealing deceittully, Don Lerengo ordered them 
all co be burnt, to their great admiration, 
becauſe Coverouſneſs had not moveq him 
eo 
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to ſave any part' thereof. —_— he - 

| ſhould find the Fleet of Calicut at Dabul, he 
filed thither, and anchored at the Mouth 
of the River, where diſcovering the Fleer, 
and the narrowneſs of the place to engage, 
+ was Carried in Council to deſiſt, contra- 
tothe Opinion of Dox Lorengo, who was 
infamed with a deſire of fighting. He paſ: 
ſed on 4 Leagues, and a Brigantin and Parao 
that had the Van, ſaw a Ship failing up the 
River. They purſued till it caſt Anchor 
over againſt a Town, where were many 
other Veſſels. Don Lorengo ſeeing the fwo 
| Veſſels follow the Ship, ſent after them a 
Galley, and they three topether began to 
clear the Shoar with their Shot, of- many 
Moors who flocked thicher. The noiſe of 
Cannon called upon Dos Lorenco. He made 
hafte, but before his coming up, the others 
had gained the Veſſels in the Harbour, and 
aſhoar burnt a Houſe full of confiderable 
Merchandiſe. All the Ships in the Har- 
bour were burnt, except two they carried 
away laden with Riches from Ormuz. At 
his return to Cochin with Victory and Spoils, 
he expeted to be received by his Father 
with joy, and applauſe ; buc he on the con- 
trary deſigned to puniſh him ſeverely for 
not fighting the Fleer of Calicut, and was ex- 
cuſed only, becauſe it appeared he was over- 
Iwayed by the Votes of all the Captains, 
contrary to. his own Opinion. The Vice- 
roy immediately broke, and ſent them all 
tO Portugal, This ſeverity much troubled 
his Son, and obliged him afterwards, endea- 
_  vouring 
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vouring to reſtore himſelf to his Father, 
eſteem, to loſe his Life with as much Raſy 
nefs as Valour. ; | 

| 5. The King of Canaxer defiring to break 
wich the Portugueſes, was encouraged by 
the Zamori, and grounded this Rupture up. 
on finding on the Shoar the Body of a Ne 
phew of Mamale, a rich Merchant of Malz 
| bar, which was one of thoſe Gungale Vas 
had thrown into the Sea fowed up in the 
Sail. "This Action was not known there, 
and the blame was laid upan Laurence a 
Brito, Captain of the Fort, whole Pals that 
Ship carried. Brite having diſcovered the 
deſfign, and finding himſely weak, advert 
ſed the Viceroy. The Mellage was deliver 
ed him at Church, whilſt he afliſted ar the 
Service of Maundy Thurſday, and he imme. | 
diately lefr the Church, and went about ta- 
king up from every ons what Provilians | 
they had, and ſhipped the men_ with ſuch 
haſte, thac thoſe who had lenc their Aras 
to them who watched at the Sepulchre (a 
the cuſto.n is) went to the Church to dif 
arm them. - Dow Loreng» was Captain, and 
had Orders when he came to Cananur to 
obey Laurence de Brito. But Brito inlilted, 
that the other, as 'Son of the Viceroy, and 
ſo Famous an Oihcer, ſhould command; 
Don Lorenco was politive, he would obey 
Brito, as bzing Commander of the Fort, and 
in pirſuance of - his Fathers Orders, But 
finding Brzzc reſolved to perfiſt in that Cour- 
relic, and that it might prove dangerot 


he left the Relief, and recurned alone t0 
Cochin. 
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Cochin. The Belieged fortified and entren- 
ched themſelves, the ſame was done by the 
Beſiegers: who were 20000 ſtrong. Much 
Blood was ſpilt about the Water of a Well, 
but our men by the help of a Mine, made. 
themſelves Maſters of it. The Moors after 
this loſs retired to a Wood of Palm-trees, 
to prepare Engines to batter the Fort. Our 
Commander had intelligence of it by means 
of a Nephew of the King of Caneror, who 
endeavoured to gain our” Friendſhip. He 
prepared to receive them, and when the 
gave the afſaule, ſucceeded fo well, firſt wit 
his Cannon, and then with the Sword, that 
he filled the Digch with their Bodies, which 
they intended to have done with Faggots. 
They retired to the Wood, and Brito ſend- 
ing out by Night 80 men, commanded by 
one Guadalajara a Spaniard, who was his 
Lieutenanc, che Sally was ſo vigoroully ex- 
ecuted by the firing of fome ſmall. Pieces 
firſt, in a cold rainy Night, that, the Ene- 
my in a conſternation knew not where to 
fave themſelves, 30o were killed. Bur this 
Joy was abated by the Magazine of Provi- 
tions raking fire, ſo that Hunger began to 
rage, and all Vermin was eaten. The Gar- 
riſon, part ſick and part famiſhed, was re- 
duced to extremity ; but the Sea being then 
rough, left abundance of Lobſters when it 
'7ent off on the Point of Land where our 
JLhappel was, which were the only re- 
lief our men had. The Zamori ſent a pow- 
erful ſupply to the King of Cananor, who 
gave the laſt aſſault to the Fort by Sea and 
Land, 
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Land, with above 50000 men, who were 
vigorouſly received and repulſed with great 
loſs, not one of our men being killed in this 
action. But now arrives Triſtan de Cunna 
and the King of Cananor terrified with his 
coming, and the defence made by Bri, 
ſues for Peace, which was concluded with 
great honour to the Portugues Valour. 

6. Triſtan de Cunna was upon his return 
home wich the Merchant Ships, and the 
Viceroy bore him company in order to fall 
upon Panane, a Town lubjet to Calicw, 
where our Enemies laded under the ſhelter 
of four Ships of the Zemori, Commanded 
by Cautiale a Couragious Moor. The Vice- 
roy and Triſtan anchored at the Bar, held 
a Councel, and then ſent both their Sons 
in two Barques with ſeveral Boats, and they 
in a Gally followed them. They all went 
up the River through Showers of Balls ſent 
from the Shoar, whichis high. The Moors 
run into the Water to meer our Boats, and 
killed three men. Bur the diſpute was now 
come to their Trenches , which ſome of 
ours mounted, and Peter Cam fet upon them 
Don Lorengos Colours. The Colours were 
flying, when the Viceroy ſeeing his Son Dn 
Lorengo climing wich ſome difficulty, cried 
out Ah! Laurence, Laurence, what lazinels 
is that; and he very readily anſwered, 1, 
I give way to him that has gained the Ho- 
nour. A large Moor encountred and wound- 
ed Don Lorenco, and he gave him ſuch a 
ſtroke, as clove his Head to his Breaſt. The 
Town Leing entred, all were put to the 
Sword. 
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Sword. Then all the Ships in the Haven 
and Docks were fired. We loſt 18 Portu- 
oueſes, none of Note ;. of the Enemy above 
500 periſhed. Thou h the Plunder was of * 
oreat value, it was a burnt to Aſhes, and 
only the Artillery ſaved. Afﬀer this Victory 
they returned to Cananor to take in ſome 
lading, and Triſtan de Cunna et fail for Por. 
| tugal, At Mogambique he met ſome Ships of 
12 that came trom Li:bon the year before. 
Seven were to return with lading, and 
five under the Command of Vaſco Gomez, de 
Abreu, to cruiſe on the Coaſt of Melinde, 
who was allo ro Command the Fort of Ze- 
falsa, There were alſo two Ships to joyn 
Albuquerque on the Coaſt of Arabie. Foby 
Chanocs, with his Ship, was loſt in the River 
Zanaga; John Gomez, and his, in another ; 
Vaſco Gomez de Abreu was caſt away with 
four Veſſels going for Mogambique. Others, 
with great danger and Storms, were driven 
to ſeveral places. Misfortunes, terrible, even 
in the remembrance, but none ſufficient to 
curb Human Ayarice and Boldnelſs. 
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CHAP. 11. 


Conqueſts under King Emanuel, the Ter 
1508. during the Government of the 
Yiceroy Don Franciſco de Almeyda, 

and continuing the Exploits of Alfonſo 

de Albuquerque. 


"us Fter the taking of Zoecotora, on the 

20th of Auguſt, Canna and Albi 
geerque parted, the former for Indis, the lat 
ter for the Coaſt of Arabia annd Perfia, in 
purſuance of the Orders they had from ths 
King. Albxquerqae "had with him 7 Sail; 
and 460 Fighting-men. The firſt _ 

* where he rouched in the Kingdom of Or- 
ut, Was Calajate, a Town once more Po- 
pulous, ſtill Beautiful and ſtrong, the Build- 
ings after the manner of Spain. He ſent a 
Meſſage to the Governour, who offered him 

Refreſhment, and eſtabliſhed a Peace. He 
went on to Curzate, 10 Leagues farther, and 
was 1II received, and ſtorming the Town, 
mer with a Vigorous Oppoſition, but entred 
with the death of 80 of the Enemy, and lob 

* of three Portugueſes ; after the Plunder, the 
Place was burnt, and with it 14. Veſſels that 
were in the Harbour. Hence he failed $ 
Leagues farther to Maſcate, a placeſtronger 
than any of the others, and well man 

- with People, who reſorted to it "__ 
arts; 
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Parts, hearing the deftru@tion of Curiete. 
The Governour fearing the like diſaſter, 
made Peace, and ſent great ſtore of Provi- 
fions, and our mgn went aſhoar for Water ; 
hut on a ſudden the Cannon. of the Town 
began to do great execution upon our Ships, 
which drew off haſtily, not knowing the 
cauſe of this rurn, till ſome time after they 
underſtood 2000 men, ſent by the King of 
Ormuz for the defence of the place, were 
newly arrived, and their Officers refuſed to 
ftand to the Peace. Albuquerque had recei- 
ved no ſmall damage from the great Can- 
non, Which was plaid very ſmartly, buc 
landing his men at break of day, he affaulc- 
ed the Town ſo couragiouſly and fortunate- 


ly, that as our men entred in at one Gate, 


the Moors ran out at another. The Place 
was plundered, all except the Governours 


Houſe, ſaved becauſe he received our men * 


friendly, and gave them notice to retire 
when the Relief came, though he was kil- 
kd in the confuſion, not being known. 
This done, he pafled to Soar, all the Inha- 
bitants whereof fled, except the Governour, 
and ſome of the Principal Moors, who of- 
fered it up to Albuquerque, and received it 
back to hold of King Emanuel, paying the 
fame Tribute he had given to him of Orm«z; 
15 Leagues farther is Orfucam, where he 
found little to do, the Inhgabicants having 
deterted it ; he ſent after t@m his Nephew 
Don Antonio, with 100 men, who having 
received almoſt equal damage to what he 
Lid, the Moors being numerous, and fight- 

ing 
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ing for their Wires and Children, returned 
with 22 Priſoners. The Town was plug. 
dered for the ſpace of three days, during 
which time he prepared to enter into the 
Harbour of Ormuz, which was the Principal 
End of this Voyage, and to which theleex. 
ploits were but a prelude, being ſmall in hi 
eſteem, though to others they might appear 


conſiderable. | 
2. The City Ormus is l[eated in a lit 


Iſland, called Gerum, at the Mouth of the 
Perfian Gulf, about 3 Leagues in compak, 
ſo barren, that it produces nothing but Salt 
and Sulphur. The Buildings of the City 
are ſumptuous ; it is the great Market of all 
Goods, brought thicher from the Eft, Wef 
and North; which is the reaſon, that though 
it have nothing of its own, it abounds in 
411 things, and is plentifully ſupplied from | 
the Province M:goffam, and the Iſland 
Quixome, Lareque and others, About the 
Year 1273, King Malec Caez polleiled all 
the Land trom the Iſland Gerum, to that of 
Babarem, and bordered upon the King of 
Gordunxa, of the Province of Mogaitam; 
this King ſubtilly obtaining of Mele the 
Iſlagd of Gerum,as a place of no worth ; after 
he was fortified therein, drove him our of 
all his Country. And tranſlating the City 
Ormuz, where the King kept his Court be- 
fore, to this Iſland, he grew 1o formidablk;, 
that the King Bf Per/:a, fearing he would 
refuſe to pay the Tribute the other had dong, 
prepared to invade him. Burt he of Ga- 
duuxs prevented him, by impoſing on uy 
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him Homage by his Embaſladors every five 


years. In this Tyrant began the City and 
Kingdom of Ormuz, afterwards polleſicd by 
' his Heirs and others; for the moſt part vio- 
lently. When Albuquerque arrived there 


Ceyfadim, a Youth of 12 years of age reign- 


ed, and over him his Slave Gje Atar, a man 
ſubtil and couragious. Who hearing whax 


had been done by Albuquergae, made prepa-_ 


rations, laying an embargo upon all the 
Ships in the Harbour, and hiring Troops 
from the Neighbouring Provinces, Perſiahs, 
Arabians an 
querque came, there were inthe Town 30000 
- Fighting-men, among them 4000 Perſians, 
moſt expert Archers, and in the Harbour 
400 Vellels, 60 of conſiderable bulk, with 
- 2500 men. | 

3- Albuquerque was not ignorant of 'the 
reception deſigned him ; but to ſhew thoſe 
People the greatneſs of his Reſolution, he 
entred chat Pore about the end of Seprems- 
| ber, and came to an Anchor between fiveof 
their greateſt Ships. For the more terror 
he fired his Cannon, and the Shoar was ſoon 
covered with above 8000 men. Seeing no 
Mellage came from the King, he ſentaboard 
the biggeſt of thoſe Ships, which was of 
Cembays, and ſeemed to ride Admiral, the 
Captain whereof preſently cams to, and 
was received by him with Civility and State. 
He told him he had Orders from his King 
tO take him of Ormz into his Protection, 
and grant him leave - Trads in thoſe Seas, 


pro: 


others, ſo that when Albu-_ 
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provided he paid a reaſonable Tribute ; but 
if he refuſed, his Orders were to make War, 
Tre was doubtleſs no ſmall Prefſumprion to of. 
fer a King the liberty of his own Seas, and 
impoſe Conditions upon him, with that 
handful of 460 men againſt 33000, and ſe. 
ven Ships to 400 ; but the ſucceſs juſtified 
theſe proceedings, and verified thoſe Ai. 
ons, which to ſome have appeared fabulous. 
The Moor delivered this Meſlage to the 
King and his Governour Ceje Atar, and pre- 
ſently returned one .Coje Beyrame, exculing 
their not having ſent to know what we de- 
manded in that Port, and promiſing the Go- 
vernour would come next day to treat. He 
came not, but the Mcſſages continued, only 
In order to gain time to fortifie che City, 
and receive further Supplies. Albuquerque 
ſaw into the drift, and told Beyrame, he need 
only return with the acceptation of Peace 
as offered, or the declaration of War. He 
brought anſwer, that City uſed not to pay, 
but receive Tribute. Night coming on, it 
appeared they prepared to fight by the noiſe 
of Warlike Inſtruments, and Shouts that was 
heard from the Walls and Ships The 
Morning diſcovered the Walls, Shoar and 
Veſſels covered with Armed Men; the Win- 
dows and tops of the Houſes filled with both 
_ Sexes and all Apes, as Spe&tators of what 
ſhould enfie. WHlbuquerque having held 2 
Council, and given neceſſary Orders, be- 
gan to play his Cannon furiouſly, and was 
 aniwered by the Enemy. They taking the 
adyantage of the Smoak, which _— - 
14 (1 
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ſipht , attacked our Ships with 130 Boats 
well manned, which did ſome damage with 
Showers of Arrows, but received more, ma- 
ny being ſunk, and the reſt forced to retire 
by our Artillery. Yet they made a ſecond 
onſet, but were ſo received, that the Sea 
was coloured with. Blood. By this time Al- 
baquerque had funk two of the great Ships, 
and taken a third, though with great op- 
poſition, forcing the Moors to leap into tha 
Sea. The mean time the other Captains 
had maſtered other Ships, and perceiving 
chemſelves victorious, ran along the Shoar, 
and ſet fire to above 3o Ships, which cur- 
ting their Cables, were drove flaming upon 
. the Perſian Coaſt, where they burnt Abe 490 
that lay aground. This ſtruck fo great a 
terror into all that multitude, that they fled 
to the ſhelter .of the City, and Coje Arar 
ſent to offer all that Albuquerque had de- 
manded. He ftopt further proceedings, but 
perceiving the deceitfulneſs of the Moor, 
threatned a greater effect of his Anger in 
caſe he perſiſted in his Wiles. And compa- 
ring the damage, found, that with the loſs 
of 10 men, moſt of the Enemies Vellels, 


with vaſt Riches, were either ſunk, burnt 
or torn to pieces, and 1700 of them killed. , 


The dead Bodies floating upon the Water, 
many were ſeen with Ornaments of beaten 
Gold, which our men fiſhed for, and obſer- 
ved that many were wounded with their 
own Arrows, there being none-uſed among 
the Portugueſes,

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4. Coje Atar, conſidering the damage re. 
ceived, and what might enſue, called x 
Council, where it was agreed to ſubmit to 
what was demanded by Albuquerque. The 
Articles were drawn, and ſworn to by bath 
Parties ; their ſubſtance was, that the King 
of Ormuz, did ſubmit himſelf to King Ema- 
nel, with the Tribute of 15000 Xeraphines 
yearly (a Xeraphin is worth about half a 
Crown ) and ſhould affign the Portugueſe 
place to build a Fort. The Fore was im- 
diately begun, and much advanced in few 
days, but Coje Arar could not bear with it, 
He feigned Embaſſadors were come to re- 
ceive the Tribute they uſed to pay the King 
of Perſia, and therefore deſired Albuquerque 
to give them an Anſwer, ſince his King was 
now ſubje& to the Crown of Portugal. He 


_ gueſſed at the deſign, and bid Coje Arar ſend 


ſomebody to him who might carry the Ar 
ſwer; the Meſſengers being come, he put 
into their Hands Bullets and Spears, tellin 
them that was the Coin the Tribute ſho 
be paid in. Coje Atar finding his Plot fail, 
endeavoured to corropt our Men with Mo- 
ny. He prevailed with five Seamen, one 
of them a Founder, who caſt ſome Cannon 
there; and another who informed him, that 
our men were not compleat 460 ; whereby 
animated he ſtudied to break che Peace, re- 
fuſing to deliver up thoſe men, and pretend- 
ing at the ſame time, it was Albuquerque 
that broke it. | 
5- Albuquerque began to revenge this af- 
Iront, but with lictle ſucceſs, bocauls the Cap- 
tains 
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_ tains employed, oppoſed ict. Coje Atay per- 


ceiving this, at Night fired a Boat we were 
building on the Shoar, and one of the Por- 
rugues Deſerters cried from the Wall, A/- 
fenſo de Albuquerque, defend the Boat with 
your 400 men, and you ſhall meet 700 Ar- 
chers. Nor was it to be admired, thoſe 
vile Wretches ſhould offer theſe and other 
Reproaches, ſince ſome of the Captains 


ave intelligence to the Enemy, and per- 


uaded thoſe five to deſert. Albuquerque burn- 


ing with. Rage , attempted to fire ſome - 


Ships in the Arſenal, and failed. He re- 
ſolved to beltege the City, and having ta- 
ken ſome that carried in Proviſions, cut off 
their Hands,” Ears and Noſfes, and ſent them 
in to the great terror of all. There was a 
hot diſpute about filling up ſome Wells chat 


ſupplied the Beſieged, in ſo much that they. 


were filled with Carcaſſes of Men and 
Horſes, the Captain and Guard that main- 
tained them being all ſlain. The King and 
Cye Atar came to ſecond this Action, and 
Albuquerque was in great danger, his retreat 


being cut off, but a fortunate Cannon Ball 


opened a way, putting the Enemies Horſe 
into confuſion. Albuquerque in thele Ati- 
ons found his men ill diſpoſed to obey ; 
. among the reſt, three Captains reſolving to 
| kave him and fail for Indis, drew up a Pa- 
per of Reaſons, why he ought to deliſt from 
that Enterprize, which he gave to one of 
the Maſons to lay under a Stone in the 
Work, ſaying, he had anſwered, and would 
be glad to ſee who durſt remove the Stone 
R 3 19 
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to read his Anſwer. None replied. But 
offended ' with this, and each fearing he 
ſhould not have the Command of the Fort 
when built, the three put in execution their 
deſign of quitting him. This troubled A. 
buquerquez yet he reſolved not to deſiſt, 
though two Captains that ſtaid with him 
oppoled him , deſirous to accompany the 
others ; but he uſed them with ſuch ſeverity, 
that they were forced to obey him. From 
Baharem to Que:xome lailed a Fleet with re- 
lief of Men and Proviſions. Albuquerque 
having purſued, and mifling of it, fell upon 
a Country Houſe of the Kings, guarded by 
300 Foot and 60 Horſe, and beat them out, 
killing $80 with the Joſs of one man. He 
returned to Queixome, and fell upon 500 
Archers fent to the King of Ormuz by him 
of Lara, under the Command of his two 
Nephews, and ſlew them and moſt of their 
men, having but 80 with him, the Brothers 
he ſent to Coje Atar as a Preſent. The 
Town was burnt, and there being taken 
among the Plunder a Carpet, fo big, the 
Souldiers were about cutting it for conyeni- 
ency of carriage; Albuquerque bought, and | 
ſent ir after to Santiago in Galicia, Finding | 
he had but few men left wherewith to con- 
tinue hisencerprize, and thoſe harraſed, and 
Winter coming on, he reſolved to go to 4+ 
cotora, and gave leave to Fohbn de. Novs © 
{il for India. 
6. Whilſt this hapaed at Ormuz, the Sol- 
dan of Cayre ſet out a Fleet of 12 Sail, and 
1500 Men, Commanded by Mir Hozem, to 


oppoke 
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oppalſe the Portugueſes in /ndia. By the way 
| he attacked Imbo, and killed the Xeque ; the 
ſame he did at Toda, and got great Plunder ; 
then (ailed to Diu, where Meiaque Az Com- 
manded for the King of Cambaye, whom 
he was tn joyn, and treat with, in order to 
o27oſe the Portugueles. The Timber where- 
of thoſe Ships were buile, was cut in the 
Mountains or Dalmatia, by Procurement of 
the Venetians, (as was faid ) becauſe the 
Soldan and Turk were at variance. A Ne- 
phew of the Soidan carried ir in 25 Ships, 
with 800 Mamalukes beſides Seamen. Aru- 
drew de Amarall, a Portugues, commanded 
then theGalleys of Mara; he knowing that 
Timber was deſigned againſt us in India, at- 
tacked the 25 Ships of the Enemy, with 
600 men in four Galleys and fix Ships ; and 
after a ſharp engagement that laſted three 
hours, took ſeven and ſunk five, the reſt fled 
to Alexandria, whence the Timber was car- 
ried up the Nile to Cayr, and thence on Ca- 
mels to Sues. 


7. At this time the Viceroy, Don Fran- 


ciſco de Alm+yds, was upon the Coaſt of Ma- 
labar, and had ſent his Son Don Lorengo to 
puard thoſe of Canyanor and Cochin, and ran 
as far as Chaul with 8 Ships. On his way 
he took ſome Ships of the Moors. Chae 
1s ſeated on the Bank of a River 2 Leagues 
from the Sea; nne of the chief of that Coaſt 
tor Greatneſs and Trade, ſubje& to the Ni- 
Lamaluco, by whoſe Order Don Lovrengo was 
well received. They had ſome intelligence 
of this Fleet of the Soldan, but gave no cre- 
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dit to it, till it appeared in fight as Don Li. 
renco was diverting himſelf aſhoar with his 
Dikicrs They haſted to the Ships, giving 
ſuch Orders as the ſhortneſs of the time per- 
mitted, and were ſcarce aboard when the 
Enemy entred the Harbour, with many de. 
monftrations of Joy; tor Mir Hozem thought 
himſelf ſecure,of Vicory by ſurprizing our 
Ships. He dehgned to board the Portugues 
Admiral, and th: reſt of his Ships to board 
the others. Ours were ſo placed, that the 
Enemy paſſed between them, and Mir He- 
zem coming up with Don Lorengo, poured 
in Ball, Arrows, Granadoes, and other Fire- 
works, but was ſo well anſwered, that he 
gave over the reſolution of boarding, though 
the Portugues Veſſel was much lefs than his. 
The others had the like ſucceſs, 'and ſo paf- 
{ed on, and 'Night approaching, they pre- 
pared themſelves for the next Morning. 

' 8. Day appearing, Don Lorengo gave the 
ſignal of Battle, and endeavoured to board 
Mir Hozem, the like was done by the other, 
but only ewo Galleys ſucceeded, which took 
two of the Enemy , having put all their 
men to the Sword.. Mean while the Cannon 
was furiouſly plaid on both ſides. Don Lo 
rewz0 ſeemed to have the upper-hand, when 
 Melique Az, Lord of Dru, came with a great 
number of ſmall Veſſels well manned, to the 
aſliſtance of Mir Hozem. Don Lorenco ſent 
ewo Galleys and three Caravels to hinder 
the approach of that iRelief. They exect- 
red it ſo etfeQtually, they obliged him to fly 
110 another place for ſhelter, and the Fight 
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continued till Night parted them, each ſtri- 


ving to conceal his loſs from the other. The 
Portugues Captains met in Council, the Re- 


ſult, that it was arafhneſs co. perſiſt in that 


enterprize, Melique Az being fo near with 
chat powerful afhiftance, that it was conve- 
nient to take the open Sea, either in order 
to eſcape, or to fighe with leſs diſadvantage. 
Don Lorenco remembring the anger of his 
Father for not fighting the Fleer of Calicut 
in the River Dab«l, and fearing his retreat 
might be termed a feartul flight, reſolutely 
expected the Morning, only making ſome 
motion to ſave the Ships of Cochin that were 
in great danger. AMelique Az. imagining this 
motion was in order fly, lanched out from 
his retreat, not at alldaunted to ſee many of 
his Veſlels torn in piecgs by our Cannon, 
and Charges briskly ; then Don Lorengo's Ship 
running foul of fome Stakes that were drove 
in the River, made ſo much water, there 
was no preventing her ſinking, though Dor 
Lorengo laboured indefatigably till a Ball 
broke his Thigh, and ordering himſelf to be 
ſet againſt the Main Maſt, where he ſtood 
encouraging his men, till another Ball broke 
his Back. The Body was thrown under 
Deck, and followed down by Lawrence Freyre 
Gato his Page, who bewailed him with Tears 
of Blood as well as Water,being ſhot through 
the Eye with an Arrow. After a vigorous 
refiltance the Moors entred the Ship, and 
tound the Page by his Maſters Body, who ri- 
ling to defend it, killed as many as covered 
, and then died upory them. The _

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_ ſunk at laſt. Of above 100 men that were 
with Don Lorengo, only 19 eſcaped, in all the 
Ships were loſt 140, of the Enemy 600, 

9g. The other Captains got to Cochiy 
( where the Viceroy was) with the News of 
his Sons death, which he received with 2 
wonderful reſolution, Thenumbers of mea 
ſlain and taken being yet doubtful; he en- 
deavoured by all means to get ſome intelli- 
gence, and at that time received a Letter 
trom Melique Az. This Man, born in Slz 
very, and deſcended of the Heretick Chri- 
ſtians of Roxia, role by degrees to that 
height wherein he was then placed. The 
Principal Action that advanced him wa, 
that a Kite flying over the King of Cembays, 
dunged upon his Head, whereat in a Pation 
he ſaid, I would giveall I am worth tha 
| Bird were killed." M:lique Az, who was a 
moſt expere Archer, no ſooner heard this 
but he let fly an Arrow, which brought 
down the Kite. The King rewarded this 
Action fo bounrifully, that Melique Az came 
to be made Lord of Diu, a moſt Famow 
City, which being ſeated on a triangular 
Peninſule, joyned ro the Continent by a ve 
Ty ſma! Iſtmus, is commonly reputed an 
Iſland. This man endeavoured politickly 
co ſecure himſelf at one time, borh with the 
King of Cambays, and the Portuguels, 
whoſz Power he feared, and hated for the 
damage they brought to the Trade of Da. 
And to this effet he affiſted Mir Hozemn, ſent 
the 19 Priſoners to the King of Cambeys 


and writ to the Viceroy, condoling the 
death 
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death of his San, extolling his Bravery, and 
offering to ranſom the Priſoners. Thus he 
endeavoured to appeaſe the Wrath he knew 
he had provoked by afliſting Mir Hozem, 
which was the Cauſe of all our Lofs. ; «

the Government to Alfonſo de Albuquerque, 

and return home in one of the Trading - 
Ships. But he ſuſpended the execution of. 
this Order, becauſe already engaged in ta- 

king revenge of - Mir Hezem. Albuquerque 

prelied him to obey the Order, Don Fran- 
| ciſco 
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tiſco excuſed himſelf, ſaying the Ships were 


_ gone, and that he had in hand that enter- 


rize upon the Rumes or Turks who had 
killed his Son. The other anſwered, there 
were more Ships ready to fail, and he would 
undertake to drive the Turks out of India. 
Almeyds replied, that he had taken up the 
Sword, and had never reſigned it to ano- 
ther to revenge his Wrongs. Albuquerque 
offended hereat, went to Cochin; and this 
was the beginning of ſome mens protracing 
the time of their Command, and others prel- 
ſing them ro quit, wherein theſe ewo Illuſtri- 
ous Men diſcovered much of Human Frailty. 
2. Precedent to this were the Actions of 
Albuquerque at Ormuz and Zocotors, where 
he wintered and relieved the Portugues, 
who were there oppreſſed by Famine. To 
this effet he went himſelf with his Shipto 
Cape Guardafu, and ſent Francis de Tavers 
towards Melinde, and two Veſlels to Cape 
Fum, to make prize of ſome Ships for their 
Proviſions; they all found what they ſought, 
and ſo puta ſtop to the growing Evil. He 
then reſolved for Ormuz, though too weak to 
efte& what he intended, yet at leaſt to ſound 
the deſigns of that King and his Friend Gy 
Atar. * By the way he reſolved to be revet- 
ged. on Calayare for injuries done to ſome 
Portugueſes. This Town is ſeated beyond 
Cape Szagro, called alſo Cape Roſalgate, at 
the Mouth of the Perſian Gulf. On the 
Back of ic is a Mountain, which has only 
ſome Paſſ2s, that open a Communication to 
the Neighbouring Country. One of ao 
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Paſſes is juſt oppoſite to the Town, through 
which is managed moſt of the Trade of that 
Province of the Arabs call Ayaman, becauſe 
(as they ſay) firſt inhabited -by Name, 
which Cenifie Plenty or Abundance, a Son 
of Lot ; and this Land is full of Populous 
Cities, Fruitful, and of great Trade. Al- 
baquerque no ſooner arrived, but he landed 
and entred the Town, ſome of the Inhabi- 
rants flying to the Mountains, and others 
being ſlain in the Streets. Albuquerque ſtaid 
there three Nights, upon one of which 1000 
Moors entred the Town by ſurprize, and 
did much hurt ; but our men gathering, kil- 
led many, put the reft to flight, and burne 
all the place. They got great quantity of 
Provifions, which was moſt of the Booty,and 
arrived at Ormuz the 13th of September. Al- 
on de Albuquerque preſently advertiſed the 

ing and Cope Atar of his arrival, and they 
anſwered, that as for the Tribute of 15000 
Xeraphins they were ready to pay it, but 
would not conſent to build the Fort. He 


therefore refolyed again to beſiege the Iſland, * 


and ordered Martin Coello, with his Ship, to 
guard the Point Twrumbace, where the Wells 
afe; fames de Melo he poſted oppoſite to 
the Iſland Queixome, he and Francis de Ta- 
vrs lay before the City. Thence he view- 
the growth of the Fort, for Coje Atar had fi- 
niſhed ir, making uſe of what the Portu- 
gueſes had began, the berter tooppoſe them.

3. The Viceroy having ſent Albuquerque 
to Cochin, and diſpatched the "Trading Ships 
homeward-bound, under Fernando Soare, 
and Ruy de Cunna, who periſhed by the way, 
and ordered other letler matters, he ſailed 
on the 12:bh of December from Cananer to- 
wards Diu in purſuit of Air Hozem. He 
had with him 19 Veſſels of ſeveral ſizes, and. 
in them 1600 Souldiers and Seamen, 
whereof' 400 were Malabares. All Indis 
was alarmed at this motion of the Viceroy, 
but chiefly Zamori, and Melique Az, who 
had nfed all neceffary precautions to ſecure 
himſelf againſt this danger. The Viceroy 
being landed with his Officers in the delight. 
ful Iſland Anchediva, made to them a grave 
and learned Speech, touching upon the great 
Actions performed, and refle&ing upon the 
damage received from the Turks; ſhewed 
how much they were obliged to God, their 
King and Country, to revenge that defed, 
and the death of his Son, with many more 
circumſtances, and concluded, that the more 
to terrifie the Enemy it were convenient 
firft to fall upon the City Dabul their Neigh 
bour. All that were preſent unanimouſly 
approved of his reſolation.

It is on the- Boders of the King- 
dom of Decan,ſubjet to Sabayo the King,and 
was then held by a Governour of his,;wich a 
ood Garriſon, being in fear of our Power, 
Upon notice of our approach 600n men 
were ſent in, new Works raiſed, and much 
Artillery planted. The Viceroy appearing 
before ir, the Inhabitants, though well pro- 
vided, began to fend away their Goods, the 
Governour forbid it upon pain of death ; 
and the more to encourage the People 
brought into the 'Town his own Wife, who 
was in a Country Houſe ; this example was 
followed by many of the Place Men, 
whoſe Wives were abroad in the Country. 
On the 30th of December our Fleet entred ._ 
the Port. The Viceroy ordered Peter Bar- 
reto to poſt himſelf among the Ships that 


- were in the Harbour, and following cloſe, 


endeavoured to be the firſt that landed ; buc 
every one being inflamed with the ſame de- 
fire, it was all confuſion, leaping over ons 
another, ſo thac all, or none was firſt ; of 
the Viceroy's Boat, the firſt were Fernando 
Perez "de Andrade, and Toby Gomez. The 
Works being high, the Shot flew over our 
Men. Our Cannon plaid not on the Ene- 
my becauſe our Men were under it. The 
Portugueſes having gained the Shoar, divi- 
ded themſelves in order art once to attack 
three Gates, which the Moors perceiving, 
made ſo brave a reſiſtance at ail three, that . 
the dead Bodies cauſed a greater ſtop than

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Place was narrow, and the Confuſion great 
every one thronging for fear of being aſt, 
The Viceroy cleared all by ſending Ninw 
Vaz Perera to gain entrance another way, 
who after a hot diſpute, though the Moors 
came on in great numbers, put them tg 
flight, ſome retiring to a Moſque, other 
flying to the Mountain.

their flight, ſeeing only ten Portugueſes pur. 
ſue a Multitude, who through haſt falli 
over each other, retarded their own ef 
The Fight laſted about five hours, in which 
time, with the loſs of 16 Portugueſes, wero 
killed : 500 Enemies, all hand to hand, for 
the Cannon on neither ſide was plaid. The 
Viceroy remained that Night in the Moſque; 
he diſtributed ;his men about the Town 
with Orders to keep Guard. George de Meh 
and his Company, ſtood all Night at their 
Arms, expeding the Enemy that fled to the 
Mountain would return, Nor was he de 
ceived, for they by the favour of the Night, 
ſtole into the Town, hoping to recover their 
Wives, Children and Goods. Little was done 
eill Morning, when the Viceroy gave kar if ; 
to Plunder, which was hindred by the ſudden IM & 
firing of the Town, ſo that in few hours it MW | 


was only a heap of Aſhes, and thereforethe MI « 
Booty exceeded not 15cooo Ducats, I if « 
was afterwards known thatthe Viceroy wa 
the cauſe of that Conflagration, fearing the 


retard his other Deſign. The Ships in tht 
Harbour had the ſame end, with no fmal 
; Gait 
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confuſion among ours, ſcarce able to en- 
dure the Flames ſo near them. The Vice- 
roy had laid in no great ſtore of Proviſions, 
not doubting to get enough along "that 
Coaſt ; but very little was found here where 
moſt was expected, the furious Flames, per- 
haps fiercer than expected, having devour- 
ed all. He thought tor remedy this by ſend- 
ing to the Neighbouring Villages, but rono 
effte&t, becauſe all was deſtroyed by multi- 
tudes of Locuſts, whereof they found ma- 
ny kept in Pots, that were Food to the Na- 
tives, which ſome Portugueſes taſting tound 
pleaſing to the Pallate, not unlike our 
Shrimps, which made them conclude theſe 
were Shrimps of the Land, as the others of 
the Sea. So in fome places, particularly 
the Vineyards about Rome are found Crabs, 
not unlike thoſe of the Sea. So that if thoſe 


Creatures came not ſo numerous as to de-_ 


ſtroy the Harveſt, they mighe be covered 
as Food, not dreaded as a Plague. Such 
were the Locuſts the Scripture mentions the 
Baptiſt fed on in the Deſert. 

5. The Viceroy parted from Dabul with- 
out Proviſions, -hoping to get them along 
the Coaſt. Payo de Souſa run up a River in 
his Gally, having ſeen ſome Cattle upon 
the Shoar, and hoping to take ſome of it ; 
the Owners oppoſed, and killed him and 
George Guedez, Fames Mendez fucceeded in 
the Command of the Gally, and met ano- 
ther paſling from Diu to Debul ; this was 
well manned, and commanded by a Cou- 
ragious and Expert Turk, who no ſooner 
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diſcovered our Gally, but keeping his men 
cloſe, ſo that only they that rowed werein 
fight, he drew on James Mendez to board 
hint without ſuſpe&ing any danger, when 
immediately the Turks that were hid, ruſh. 
ing out had almoſt gained our Gally ; bu 
our men recovering themſelves, gained their 
Gally with the death of all the Turks, with- 
out loſing one of ours. 'The Chief Prize 
was a Noble Beautiful Hungarian Young 
Woman, who was brought to the Viceroy, 
and by him given to Gaſpar de la India, who 
gave her to Fames Pereyra of Cochin, and he 
married her for her Virtuous Qualities, $6 
well fuicing with her Birth and Beauty ; Per. 
feQions ſeldom to be found together in the 
World. Farther on they took in the River 
of Bombaim, a Barque with 24 Moors of 
Guzareite, by whoſe means the Governour 
ſenc ſome Sheep and Rice, whilit Cattle was 
brought from other places. The ſame ws 
done at the Fort of Maim ; for the People 
terrified with what had hapned at Dabv, 
fled to the Mountains. The Viceroy arri- 
ved the 2d of February at Diu, which ap 
pearing high at Sea, girc with Walls and 
Towers, beautiful and * ebay populous and 
well governed, after che manner of ours in 
Spain, renewed in our men the memory of 
our Country, and that inflamed their Cove 
rage and Vigour. Aclique Az, Lord of ths 
City, was abſent 20 Leagues off, with bis 
Army againft the Resbrrti, bur had ſtill ad: 
vice of the motions of our Fleet, which 


{carcg anghored before the City, when with 
wot 
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wonderful celerity he flew thither. He had 
already uſed precuation, that Adwr Hotzem 
might not perceive how little he was in- 
clin'd to affiſt him; and that he might nor 
altogether exaſperate the Viceroy, and bath 
of them _— feared him. The Viceroy 
conſidered the ſtrong ſicuacion of the Place, 
much improved by Art, the Courage and 
conduct of Melique Az, and Mir Hotem, 
and the number of above 200 Veſſels well 
manned, and furniſhed wich all things ne- 
celſary. Having called a Council, . it was re- 
{tved, that Nunno Vas, Pereira (hould be the 
Forlorn Hope with his Ship, in which were 
120 Fighting-men, moſt Gentlemen, and 
of known Valour. He was 'to be ſeconded 
by George de Melo, with the like number, 
who was to be followed by Peter Ba-reto de 
Magallanes, and he by Francis de T avera, then 
Garcia de Souſa,and {o the other Vellels, car- 
rying from 25 to 80 men each. The Night 
was ſpent particularly on our ſides, in pre- 
paring their Conſciences and Arms, for the 
danger was tg be encountred next Morn-. 
ing. 

6, Between 9 and 10o in the Morning, 
when there was Flood enough for the Ships 
to ſwim, the Admiral gave the fignal for en- 
tring the Port. On a ſudden all moved 
with loud Shouts, and ſound of Warlike 
Inſtruments on both ſides. Adelique Az his 
Veſſels ran to hinder the entrance of ours, 
Showring Bullets and Arrows, which im- 
mediately flew 10 men in fames Perez his 
Gally, that led the way to Naunno Vaz. Yet 
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Nunno pierces forward, and pouring his Shoe 


among the Great Ships, ſunk one to rights. 
He was in great danger between two of 
them, when George de Melo came up with 


ſuch fury, thar running foul of one of the 


two, he drove it upon that of Nunno Vaz,and 
thereby gave way to Sebaſtian de Mirandg 
to board it, which he performed. Then 
George de Melo went on to another, in like 
manner the other Captains. The Viceroy 
in the midſt of the Enemies Veſlels, gave 
them a ſufficient diverſion, that they might 
not hinder what the others were acting ; and 
tho? they did him ſome damage with their 
continual Shot, he deſtroyed them with his, 
till the Paraos of Calicut fled, ſpreading the 
News along the Shoar, that the Rumes or 
'Turks were victorious. Mir Hozem beipp 
wounded, in deſpair {lipt out of his Ship 
diſguiſed into a Brigantine, and thence to 
Shoar, where taking Horie, he never ſtopt 
Ull he came beiore the King of Cambays, 
noleſs fearful of our Fury, than the talſhood 


' of Melique Az, who had afliited him with 
his Veilels, bue not with his Perſon. The 


abſence of Mir Hoezem did not diſcourage 
thoſe in his Veſſel; tor being boarded, th 

never yielded, but were all ſlain. A great 
Ship belonging co Melique being attempred 
by ſome of ours, and not able to carry her, 
the Viceroy diſcharged all his Cannon upon, 
and ſunk her. Antony de Campo took a Gale: 
on. Ruy Soarez, one of the laſt in order of 
Battel, bur not in Courage, running chrough 
all, placed himſelf before che City,and plying 
| mo 
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moſt dexterouſly, took ewo Gallies, having 
forced the Detendants to quit them, in ſuch 
manner, that the Viceroy ſeeing him at a 
diſtance, in a glorious emulation cried our, 
Who is that who ſo much excels the reft ? 
O that I were he ! The Vidory being now 
no longer doubtful, becauſe ſome harm was 
done us by the Artillery on the Shoar, the 
Viceroy made up to the Ships, where ouc 
Gallies and other leſſer Veſſels killed all thac 
leaped into the Sea, ſo that the Water was 
turned to Blood. This Vitory was not cheap, 
for we loſt near 40 men. Of the Enemy above 
1500 were killed. TheShips being plunder- 
ed, there were great Riches found in them ; 
and by the great variety of Books in ſeveral 
Languages, was judged, the men were of 
ſundry Nations; among the Books were 
ſome Latin, Italian and Portugues. The 
Soldan and Mir Hozert's Colours were ſenc 
to Portugal, Of all the Veſſels that were ta- 
ken, the Viceroy ordered four Ships and two 
Gallies ſhould be preſerved, the reſt were 
burned. The Victory had been more Glo- 
rious, had not the Conquered been treated 
with ſuch Barbarous Cruelty , that many, 
not withour reaſon, judged the unhappy end 
of the Viceroy and other Gentlemen, to be 
2 juſt puniſhmenr of that Crime. We ſhall 
ſoon ſee it. 

7. Next Morning Melique Az pretending, 
to be much pleaſed with the Viceroys Vidto- 
ry, lent Cide Ale, a Moor of Granads to 
wiſh him joy. There was a Report that 
the City was in a great Confſternation, fear-

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ing the Conqueror would aſſault it, and that 
many were filled with chis apprehenſion, 
Our men ng, 4, Viceroy inclined to ad- 
mit Melique Az his deceitful Congratulation, 
began to mutter, and complain that he ſtop. 
ped the courſe of his Good Fortune, whic 
the Enemies began now to fear.He calling to- 
gether the Principal Men.told them, that he 
1ad no regard to Melique Az, hut the Kin 
of Cambaya, who was our Friend, and who 
City that was that the Town was ſtrong 
and they tired ; that of 1200 men he Com- 
manded, only 500 were able to bear Arms; 
that though the Town were taken, it could 
not be maintained; and that they might be 


_ revenged againſt Melique Az on his Trading 


Ships. All agreed there ſhould be no more 


' faid of the Aſſault, .nd ſhould give ear to 


the Moor. The Viceroy received him cour- 
teouſly, and told him, that two Motives 
chicfly brought him to that Port, the one 
to be revenged on the Rumes, the other to 
recover the Portugeſes that were taken, and 
who were to him inſtead of a Son. The 
firſt Point he had obtained, and the ſecond 
he muſt gain by having them delivered to 
him ; that he ſhould alſo deliver co him all 
the Artillery and Munitions belonging to the 
Rames that were in the Ships haled in, and 
they burned, and ſell him Proviſions. All 
this ſeemed little to Melique Az, and was 
performed with fuch expedition and exat 
neſs,that it ſerled a profitable Peace with the 
Viceroy, who left one of the Priſoners there 
to load two Ships with ſuch things as were

wanting at Cochin and Canancr. He diſpatch- 
ed Don Antonio de Noronha with Proviſions, 
and ſome of the Booty of the Ships, to re- 
lieve his Brother, Don Alfonſo, at Zocetora. 
Then the Viceroy ſailed, and arriving at 


Chas]; that King terrified with the late _ 


Victory, became tributary. Pafling by Ca- 
nanr, he was there received with Honour, 
and at Cochin in Triumphant Manner; but 


before he had laid afide his Feſtwal Orna-' 


ments, he was accoſted by Alfonſo de Albu- 
querque, prefling to deliver up the Govern- 
ment according to the King's Orders. The 
Anſwer was, he ſhould give him leaſure co 
ut off that Heavy Robe, and there would 
time afterwards. Albuquerque preiled and 
the Viceroy delayed. h 
8. Some Gentlemen perſuaded the Vice- 
roy not to refign the Government, whilft 


Albuquerque made inſtance to have it deli- 


vered up, Evil Spirits fomenting theſe Feuds. 
The King of Cchin, urged by theſe Diviſ- 
ons, delayed the lading with Pepper, two 
Ships that were to return home, till Albu- 
que were poſſeſſed of the Government. 

1 fine, the Viceroy ſent Albuquerque Prifſo- 

ner to Cananer, where he was courteouſly 


entertained by that Governour, who ther . 


was Laurence de Brito, to whom in few days 
the Viceroy writ, that he ſhould treat his 
Priſoner as one who ſoon muſt Govern 
India. 

9. King Emanuel being informed of the 
preparations made by the Soldan of Cayre 
& Sage, reſolved to fend a powerful Relief 
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to India. This conſiſted of 15 Sail, Com. 
manded by Don Fernando Coutinno, who had 
an extraordinary Power given him, the 
King ( as was thought ) having fome ink- 
ling of che diſagreement was like to be be. 
eween the Viceroy and Albuquerque. No- 
thing of note hapned him till he arrived at 
Cananor, whence he carried Alfonſo de Al. 
buquerque to Co:bin, treating -him as Gover- 
nour of Ingia. Though there palled ſome 
Acts of Civility between the Viceroy and 
Cautinno , the reſt was not ſuitable ; for a 
Ship he had prepared to paſs to Portugal 
was denied him, and he obliged to take 
another he had no mind to. He failed with 
two mare on the 19:h of November, and 
had fair Weather till paſſed the Cape of 
Good Hope, when he faid, now ( God be 
praiſed ) the Witches of Cochin are Liars, 
who ſaid we ſhould not paſs this Cape, 
Near there . he put into the Bay of Saldanne 
to take Water ; and ſome men going to ex- 
change Goods with the Blacks,: a Servant of 
the Viceroy treated two of them fo il}, that 
they knocked out his Teeth, and ſent him 
away bloody. Some Gentlemen looking 
upon this as an Aﬀeront, periuaded the Vice- 
roy to yo aſhoar, when they ought to ad- 
viſe him to puniſh his Servant for abuling 
People where they ſought Relief. This had 
bezn yon” He yielded, bur ſo much 
againſt his Will, that as he went into the 
Boat he ſaid, Ah! whether, and_to what 
end do they now carry the 60 years? Hereby 
d=claring, that was an Action of Raw Lo 
| | = ere 
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There went with him '150, the Flower 
of the Ships. They went on to a miſe- 
rable Village, and returned with ſome Car- 
tle and Children, when 170 Blacks coming 
down from the Mountain , whither they 
had fled, attacked them in defence of their 
Children, caſting Stakes with ſharp Points, 
hardned at the Fire, ſo furiouſly, thar in a 
little rime they killed 5o Gentlemen, and 
among them the Viceroy, who died kneel- 
ing on the Sand, with his Eyes lifted up to 
Heaven, ſtruck through the Throat with 
one of theſe Stakes. George de Melo return- 
ed with the wounded Mcn to the Ships, 
and when he thought the Blacks were 
withdrawn, went aſhore and buried the 
Viceroy and the reſt. This was a manifeſt 
judgment of God, that fo few unarmed Bar- 
barians ſhould overcome thoſe who had 
done fuch Noble Actions in India. George 
d: Melo carried the News to L:isbon, where 
It was received with great Grief. The Vice- 
roy, Don Franciſco de Almeyda, was ſeventh 
Son of - Don Lope de Almeyda , Count of 
Abramtes,, and of Donna Beatriz de Sylva 
his Wife, He was married to Dozna Foan- 
ne Pereyra; he was Knight of the Order 
of St. Fames; He was of a Graceful Pre- 
lence, Ripe Councel, and Obliging Carry- 
age; he was very Continent, an Enemy of 
Avarice, very Liberal and Grateful. D:» 
Franciſco wore the Coat or upper Garment 
(which then was inſtead of the Cloak uſed 
now ) Black, the Doubler of Crimſon Sat- 
in, the Sleeves whereof appeared ; the 
Breeches 
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Breeches alfo Black, which were Breeches 
and Stockins reaching from the Feet to the 
Waſte, over them 'Boots, a Truncheon in 
the Right Hand, the Lefc upon his Sword, 
which hung almoſt before. He was the 
firſt Viceroy and Governour of dis. 
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Congqueſts under King Emanuel, the Tew 
1510, Alfonſo de Albuquerque »w 
Governing India, who held it from the 
Teax 1509, till the Tear 1515. 


FP Lfonſo de Albuquerque, now poſlelled 

of the Government, prepared to 
fall upon Calicut, with Don Fernando Coutimn. 
The Defign was kept private, but Zewn 
provided, as did all the-Princes of that Coaſt 
when the Portugnes were in motion. They 
ſet out from Cochin with 3o Veſſels and 1800 
men, beſides ſome Boats of Afalabares, who 
followed in hopes of Plunder. They art 
ved at Calicut the 2d of Fanuary, and weigh 
ing the difficulties of Landing, conſulted 
about the manner; and Ordered that part 
of the Fleet which belong.cy co Albuquergn 
ſhould be committed ro the care of his Ne 
phew Dow Antonio de Noronha ; and the pat 


of Continyo to Rodrigo Rabel, __ on 
- roVsy 
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firove to be fo poſted as to land firſt. Our 
Men were at Arms all Night, and 1o tired 
in the Morning, they had more mind to 
fleep than to land, though the defire of 
landing had kept them from ſleep; but 
they ſoon recovered, the ſignal being given, 
and the Cannon Playing. Coutinno had 800 
men, and ſome Field-pieces : Albuquerque 
had the ſame number, and beſides chem 
600 Malabares. They marched with more 
Confuſion than Order, each ftriving to be 
foremoſt ; the firſt that atracked the Bul- 
wark of Cerame were George de Cunna and 


who made a vigorous reſiſtance, till 4/b«- 
querque coming up, they quitted it. Albu- 
querque being fearful of the diſorder of his 
men, gave notice to Coutinno, who running 
with all ſpeed to his relief, and our Colours 
being already ſer up, judging it had rather 
been a contrivance of the Governour, than 
diforder of the Men, took the liberty to 
fay unto him, What means this Sir? Was 
you ambitious the Rabble of Li:bon ſhould 
report you were the firſt at taking Calicut, 
which you ſo extol to the King? But I 
ſhall go to Lisbon and tell the King I could 
have entred it with only this Cane in my 
Hand. And ſince I find no body to fighe 
with, I will not be fatisfied till I enter the 
Pallace of Zamori, and dine in one of his 
Rooms. This ſaid, without expeQing the 


marched with his men towards thac Pallace, 


where Zamors then was not. He was tired 
when 


Francis de Souſa ;, they found there 6oo men, - 


Anſwer Albuquerque was about to make, he. 
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when he reached it, being above Leagug 


from the Shoar, the Road encumbred with 
Palm-trees,. and having marched hard, and 
met with oppoſition by the way, he reſted 
a while in a Plain before the Pallace. Which 
being then attacked, though well defended, 
was entred, the Moors flying to the Moun- 
tains. Our men now poſſeſſed of the Pal. 
lance, fell to plundering, without ſhame or 
ſenſe of honour, and with as much dior. 
der as if they had been on the Shoar, and 
their Enemy deſtroyed, The Enemy now 
reinforced, returned, and falling upon our 
diſordered men, put all into great confu- 
fion, killing many under theis Burdens, and 
doing great harm, though Vaſco de Sylveyrs 
ſignalized himſelf,killing two of thier Chiefs, 
whom they call Caymales, In the mean 
time Albuquerque had entred the City, and 
fired it; and having nothing to divett him, 
marched to ſee what Coutinno had done. He 
found all about the Pallace thronged with 
Armed Men, and that Coutinno was within 
in eminent danger. Finding it beſt co hinder 
the Enemies from preſſing upon him, he 
ſent him word he waited his coming, Cou- 
tinno anſwered not till the third Meſlage, 
and then returned, that Albuquerque might 
march, and he would follow, being buſie in 
gathering his men, who were diſperſed 
about the Houſe. Albuquerque marched, and 
the Enemy preſſed him doing much damage, 
till News was brought, Coutmno's life was 1n 
great danger. He endeavoured to return 


co his relief, but was hindred by the mut 
_ ritude 
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titude of the Enemy, who flew. many of his 
men, and wounded him with a Dart in the 
Throat, and a Stone in the Head, and in 
ſuch manner thac he was carried ſenſlels to 
the Shoar. By this time Coutinnoand many 
more were ſlain in the Pallace, and ſeveral 
on the way, being oppreſſed by the multi- 
tude, and ſpent with the labour and heat, 
and ſtifled with the great Duſt. Doubtlefs 
they had all periſhed, if Fames Mendez Vaſ- 
concellos, and Simon de Andrade, whom Al- 
buquerque lefe in the City with 2000 men, 
had not ſtopt the fury of the Enemies, and 
obliged them to retire. There hapned as 
great a conteſt about being the laſt on Shoar, 
25 had been about landing firſt, not conſi- 
dering all their misfortune had proceeded 
from that fooliſh diſpute. At laſt they fail- 
&d, having loſt 80 men, among them many 
of Note, whereof Coutinno was one. Alba- 
querque being come to himſelf, gave out ſe- 
veral Orders at Sea, and diſpatched the 
Trading Ships homeward-bound ; and when 
arrived at Cochin, made preparations for a 
third attempt upon the Iſland Ormuz. While . 
he is employed about this Buſineſs, we will 
give ſome account of what was done by twa 
of the Captains ſpoken of in the beginning 
of the third Chapter, which could not con- 
reniently be inſerted before. ; 
2. One of theſe two Captains was Duarte 
& Lemos, who, after a Storm, arrived at the 
place called Medones de Oro, thence he wenc 
to Madagaſcar, or the Iſland of St. Lawrence, 
and thence co Mozambique, where the gr 
fs 
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of his Squadron joyned him. George 4 
Aguiar being loft, he took upon him the 
Command of the Coaſt of Erhiopia and 414 
bia, given him by the King, that Govery. 
ment being then divided into three Par 
From Mezambique he lailed to Adelinde ; then 
ſet out to viſit ſome Iſlands of that Coaf 
that had negleaed to pay the uſual Tribute 
to Quiloe ſince it was taken. AMonfie tub 
mitted immediately ; Zanzibar made ref. 
ſtance, but they were drove to the Moun- 
tains, and the Town plundered. At Pemis 
hapned the ſame, the Inhabitants flying t 
Monbazs, leaving nothing in their Houtes; 
but ſome Jittle plunder was taken in a Fqn 
whether the Xegue had conveyed ſuch thing 
as he had not time'to ſecure otherwiſe, Lemy 
gave the necellary Orders at Melinde, par. 
ticularly in relation to. the Factory for the 
Trade of Zofala., Hence he ſet out with 
ſeven Sail for the Coaſt of Arabia ; one Vel 
{el Commanded by Gregory de Quadra, in 
ſenſibly was ſeparated from the reſt in the 
Night on the Coaſt of Magadoxa, and car- 
ried by che Current to the Mouth of the 


- Red Sea, where the City Zeils is ſeated, and 


was there taken. Lemos reſolved to take a 
view of Ormuz, and managed the Townsdf 
that Coaſt more with cunning than force 
The ſame at Ormuz, where he received of 
the King and Coje Arer the i5a00 Netw 
phens, impoſed on them as Tribute by Aw 
quergque, and was well treated. Hence Ie 
ſent to India, Vaſco de Sylyeyrs, who ws 
killed at C/icur. Thea he failed to _

and gave the Command of that Fort to Pe- 
ter Ferreiras ſending to India, Don Antonio de 
Neronha, who took a Rich Ship of the Moors, 
which being manned by ſome Portugueles, 
was Caſt away in a Storm between Dabul 
and Gee, and the men' made Priſoners: His 
own Ship was ſtranded in the Bay of Cam- 
baja, where he and ſome others endeavyour- 
ing to elcape* in the Boat, were all loſt; 
about 3o that remained in the Ship were 


| taken by the Moors and ſent to the King 


of Cambays. Lemos, on his return to Me- 
linde, took a Veſlel richly laden. The Wiz- 
zer being paſſed, he returned to Zocotora, and 


| found there Francis Pantoja, who came from 


India with Provitions, and had taken a rich 
Ship of Cambays, the great wealth whereof 
he ſhared with Lemos his men, ſaying they 
had right to it, as being taken in the Pre- 


_ cincts of his Government. A rare example 


of Bounty. Lemos finding himſelf unprovi- 
ded for other undertakings, failed to India, 
and was received by Albuquerque with great 
Pomp and Civiliry. 

3. The other of the ewo Captains menti- 
oned was James Lopez, de Siqueirg, who was 
entruſted with the diſcovery of the Iſland of 
Madagaſcar and Melaca. In the Iſland Sr. 
Laurence he arrived in the Port of St. Se- 
bation. He run along the Coaſt, making 

of a Portugues as Interpreter, who had 
been left there, and forced by neceflity to 
learn the Language. He ſpoke with a King 
called Diaman. and was by him civilly treat- 
ed, but had no intelligence of any _ or 
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Silver, the great end of his Voyage. Hz 
ving had much. trouble and no profit, he 
failed to India. Don Franciſco, then Viceroy, 
received him well, and to affiſt in the diſco 
very of Malaca, gave him another Ship, 
Commanded by Garcia de Souſa. He palkd 
by Pedir, and that King ſent him ſome Pre. 
ſents, and made him great Offers. The 
ſame the King of Pagem ; in both places he 
erected Croſſes. At laſt he anchored in the 
Port of Malaca, and terrified the Coaſt with 
the thundring of his Cannon, fo that all the 
People running to the Ships and Veſſels in 
the Harbour, ſhewed the apprehention chey 
'had of their new Gueſt. A Boat came to 
- Lopez. his Ship: to enquire who they were; 
he anſwered, there was an Embaſlador from 
the-King of Portugal, who came to propoſe 
ſuch things as might be advantagious to that 
City. There came backa Meſlage fromthe 
King in doubtful language, ſuch as is uſual 
when the deſigns are pernicious; for ſome 
forrcign Merchants, Enemies to the Port 
gueſes, had perſuaded him and his Favou- 
rite Bandara, with the Powerful Argument 
of Rich Preſents, to deſtroy Fames Lopes. 
The third day Lopez ſent Hierom Teixeyrs 
with a handiome Retinue as Embaſlador, 
who was well received on the Shoar, and 
placed upon an Elephant, fo carried tothe 
King, from whom he returned well pleaſed. 

4. All this was but a Bait co enſnare our 
People, and theretore the King gave outhe 
would do Lopez the Honour to dine with 
him in Publick. He ſent to invite ey 
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the Invitation was accepted, till he was in- 
formed by a Friend of ao Urimutiraje, that 
the Invitation was to murder him. Then 
he gave credit tothe advice ſent him from 
a Perſian Hoſteſs by Duarte Fernandez, after 
the had endeavoured to come aboard at 
Night, and was not adrnitted by Sequeyra, 
judging it ſome Love Intrigue, bur it pro- 
ved one means to fave thoſe Ships. Lopez 
excuſed himſelf by counterficcting an indiſoo- 
firion. Another way was contrived to carry 
on the Treachery, which was by offering 
lading of Spice, ſaying it was requiſite to 
ſend for it to three ſeveral places. This 
took ſo well, that 30 men were ſene accord- 
ing to agreement, whilſt a Fleet of ſeveral 


Veſſels was behind a Point of Land, ready 


to aſſault our Ships, at the ſame rime the 3o 
were killed in the Town. Mean while a 
Son of Utimutiraje came to viſit Lopez, and 
found him playing at Draughts, He per- 
ſuaded Lopez to continue his Game, that he 
| might the leſs obſerve him, who offered a 
thouſand times with a Dagger to kill him, 
and only waiced the ſign from the Town, 
when a Seaman, who was Centinel upon 
one of the tops ſeeing a throng, and hear- 
ing noiſe, cried out, Sir, Sir, Treachery, 
Treachery, they kill our ,men. Lopez threw 
away the Draught-board with ſuch fury, * 
that Utimutiraja's Son and thoſe with 
him, in a conſternation leaped into their 
Boats : All was done that could be expeR- 


ed upon a ſudden, and having ſunk ma- - 


ay of the Enemies Boats, and forced the

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reſt to retire, and ieft 60 of our men in fla- 
very, and 8 killed, they failed , and ſoon 
after took two Veſſels bound tor Mala, 
Lopez arrived at Cape Comori, {ent Teixeirg 


and Souſa with their Ships to Cochin ; refy]. 
ving, though ill provided, to return to Porzy. 
gal alone, being fearful of Albuquerque, be. 
cauſe he had ſided wich the Viceroy. With 
great hazard he arrived at the Iſland Te. 
cera. 

5- Albuquerque had now fixed every thing 
for his deſign upon Ormuz, diſpatched the 
Trading Ships, and other affairs with great 
expedition. About the end of Fanuary hg 
Gifed from Cochin with 1700 men in 1; 
Veſſels of ſeveral forts and ſizes. Albuquer- 
gue at the River Owor, ſent for the Pirat 7+ 
-216ja ( before ſpoken of ) who deſirous of 
our Friendſhip, and being Powerful, came 
preſently with much, Proviſion, He being 
Skiltul in the affairs of Aſia, Albuquerque 
communicated his deſign ro him. Bur he 
diſſuaded, ſhewing how much better it waz 
to attempt Goa, that was unprovided, and 
would be more advantagious. This pleaſed 
Albuquerque, and hereupon calling his Cap 
tains to Council, it was propoſed to them 
by the ſaid Tia, and the Deſign appro 
ved. of and commended by all. 7s 
furniſhed 12 Ships, giving out he wouldac- 
company the Portugueſes to Ormuz, to the 
end that Goa might be leſs provided. 7:mej 
had been diſpoileiſed of his Forcune, and 
Yl treated by his Kindred and Neighbour 
'The delire of reyenge, and recovering "wo 
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that it may always appear, that private In- 


tereſts are the ruin of the Country. On 


the 25th of February they came to an anchor 
in the Port of Goa. 


CHAP. V. 


A continuation of the Conqueſt of the ſame 
Tear 1510, Albuquerque Governing, 
and King Emanuel Reigning. 


1. FF Tcvars is an Ifland on the Coaſt of 

| Canare, formed by rwo Mouths of 
the River Gacim, its length from Eft to Weſt 
3 Leagues, the breadth one. There is in it 
Hill and Plain, has good Water, very Fruit- 
ful, Pleaſant, Beautiful and Healthy. On 
the Northern part of it is ſeated the City 
Goa, which formerly was on the South. 
"This now 1n being was built by Melique Ho- 


zem, a Moor, 40 years before the arrival of 


the Portugueſes. The Old is not known 
when founded; but ſome Authentick Wri- 
tings have been found, wherein is mentio- 
ned, that Mantraſat, King thereof, above 
100 years before , confeſſes one only God, 
the Incarnation of his Son, and the Trini- 
ty and Unity ; whence appears they had 
knowledge of the true Faith ; co which may

he had loſt, cauſed his Love to our People, 
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be added, that when the City was taken, 
there was found in a Wall a Copper Cruci- 
fix. Theſe might be the fruits of the Apo- 
ſtle St. Thomas's Preaching. 

2. About the year 1300 the Moors be. 
gan to conquer India. The firſt that at. 
rempted it with great Power was Xa Noſa- 
radin, King of Delbi; with a Powerful Ar. 
my he came down from the North, conque- 
ring all the Gentiles as far as the Kingdom 
of Canara. Thence he returned to Dell; 
leaving Habedxa to proſecute the Conqueſtz, 
who by his Valour and Condu& became 6 
great, that he coped with his Maſter, which 
beginning, his Nephew Madura proſecuting, 
pollefled himſelf of the Kingdom of Canars, 
and caſting off his Allegiance to the King, 
he called the Kingdom Decan, from the ſun- 


Ie dry Nations wherewith he Conquered it, 


this Word ſignifying ſo much in that Lars 

guage. Too great an Empire always threa- 

tens ruin. Mamudxs tearing this, uicd great 

induſtry to ſecure himſelf, which was &þ 
tecual for ſome time ; but at length ſeve- 
ra] Governours intruſted with Provinces of 
this Empire, erected them into Sovereigntics. 
The preateſt of theſe was he of Goa, about 
the time of four coming into 1n4:a, called Sa 
bajodeceaſed about the time of Albuquergue's 
deſign upon Goa; and Cufo,King of Hidalcan, 
had-poſleſſed himſelf of the City, and put it 
into the Hands of his Son I1/mael. The other 
Princes were Nizamaluco, Mudremaluco Melic 
Verido, Coje Mogadan, Abexeiapado and Cotama- 
Inco, all great, ſome very great. TO 
rn 
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born at Saba, a City of Per/ia, of very mean 
extraction, bur ſerved the King of Decan fo 
fortunately, that he gave. him the City Cal- 
 bergs. Thence he extended his Conqueſts 
of the Pagans of Biſnagar, and after over 
the Iſland of Goa, lately poſſeſſed by the 
Moors come from Onor, Melique Hozem be- 
ing then Lord of it, who detended it with 
1200 men, and was killed in the defence. 
Goa had ſeveral dependencies, and with 
theſe and others he gained Sabayo, became 
the moſt Powerful of choſe Princes, and 
conſequently hated of them all. He main- 
tained himſelf againſt all whilſt he lived, 
ſometimes by Policy, ſometimes by Force ; 
but his death produced great alteration. 

2. We left the great Albuquerque at an- 
chor before the Bar of Goa, let us ſee what 
he ated. It was neceſlary to fail up the 
River, on whoſe Bank the City. is ſeared ; 
therefore he ſent his Nephew Don Antonio 
de Noronha and Timoja to lound it. Alighe 
Veſſel leading the way, ſpied a Brigantine 
of the Moors, and giving it chaſe, found 
they drew under a Fort well ſtored with 
Artillery and 4oo men, Command- 
ed by Tagu Gorgi, a valiant Turk, to (e- 
cure the entrance of the River. Don An- 
zonio ſeeing the other in the chaſe, preſled 
after him; and though the attack of the 
Bulwark ſeemed difficult , they attacked, 
and after a ſtout reſiſtance took it, the Com- 
mander having almoſt loſt a Hand, and not 
able to ſtop the flight of his men, retired 
to the City. Mean while Times, not to be 
M 3 out« 
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out-done, took another Bulwark on the 
Continent, defended by ſome Artillery and 
20 men. Then they ſounded the River. 
Next day as Albuquerque entred the River, 
he was met by Mirali, and other Chief 
Men of the Cjrty, who came to ſurrender 
it, upon condicion their Lives, Liberties and 
Eſtates ſhould be ſecured. The reaſon of 
" this ſurrender was, that the Turk Yags had 
terrified them with the relation of what he 
had ſeen a few Portugueſes do, and that a 
Fogue ( theſe are Religious Men am 
thoſe People, eſteemed Saints and Prophet 
not long before had declared , that place 
ſhould ſoon be ſubjet to Strangers. Albs- 
querque accepted the offer, and anchoring 
before the City on the 17th of February, was 
received on the Shoar as if he had been 
their Natural Prince. He mounted on a 
Horſe, they brought him, with Rich Fur- 
niture, at the Gate received the Keys, and | 
went on to the Pallace, buile by Sabayoe. He 
found there much Cannon, Arms, Tackle, 
and many Horſes. Next he gave fuch Or- 
ders as were to the fatisfa&tion of all the 
City, then diſpatched ſeveral Embaflies to 
divers Kings, which produced no effect, on- 
ly ſhewed the greatneſs of his Thought. 
4. The Neighbouring Towns depending 
on Gog, cams inſtantly to make their fub- 
miſlion,and were kindly received, The Com- 
mandof the Fort was given. to Don Antome 
de Noronna; the Government of the Infidel 
to Timeja, and ſo the other Poſts to the ge- 
neral fatisfation. Underſtanding that _ 
|  - | 0 
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of Ormuz, and the Goalt of Arabia were la. 
ding at Baticala, four Veſſels were ſent thi: 
ther, which rook and carried them to Co-. 
chin, 1:1ding plenty of Proviſion to Albu- 
verge. Now our Fortune begins to frown: 
The Moors begin to exerciſe their Treache- 
ry. Thoſe whom Albuquerque moſt relied - 
upon confþpire, and after four Months revolt, 
notwithſtanding the moſt faithfil 7imeja 
blamed his confidence. They had deliver- 
ed themſelves up ſo eaiily to ſhun their own 
ruin, and gain time till I/mael Hidalcam pre- 
pared to come to their relief, So it felt out, 
and hecame on with great Power,ſending be- 
fore his great General Camaicam, with 1500 
Horſe and 8000 Foot. - Albuquerque diſpoſed 
his men with great diligence and order to 
receive him. | | 
5. The firſt ſtep was to ſecure the Heads 
of the Conſpiracy, and the chief being Mir 
Cazem, to whom he had given the Com- 
mand of 400 Moors, and his Nephew, they 
were hewed to pieces by his Guards, others 
were hanged in publick places, and others 
kepe Priſoners, there being 100 convicted. 
This diſcovery, with the puniſhment, terri- 
fied the City. Camalcarm attempted to pals 
over to the Iſland, having prepared Boats 
to that effet. Don Antonio oppoſed him, 
and took 12: Boats. Many of the Enemies 
were killed, many devoured by the Croco- 
diles, wherewith that River abounds. Ne- 
vertheleſs Camalcam landed in the Ifland, 
which was quitted by our men, and ſome 


Cannon had been loſt, had not two Maſons 
M 4 main- 
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maintained it, though our Gentry fled, till 


they were killed, and it brought off. Aﬀer 
ſome reſiſtance, all retired into the City, 
Camalcam encamped about it, playing his 
Cannon effecually 3 Albuquerque did what 
the Place permitted, and now comes up H;- 
dalcam with 60000 Men , whereof 5000 
were Horſe. Part of this Army paſled the 


| River, and the reſt was divided into two 


parts, one Commanded by a Famous Of: 
cer, the other by his Mother and Women, 
who maintained their Souldiers by the gain 
of 4000 Common Women they had with 
them ; ſo that the Women lived upon them, 
and they-upon the Women. The ſiege was 


| cloſed by the coming of the King, and no 
_ Place left Albuquerque to at any thing con- 


ſiderable. Ir is prudence ſometimes to yield 
to neceſfity. It was reſolved in a Council, 
before day to abandon the City. This was 
Executed with great hazard, for the way to 
the Ships began to be ſtopped by Hidalcam, 


and Albuquerque had his Horſe killed, yet - 


got oft without loſs, after a ſiege of 20 days. 
_ 6. Ic was reſolved to winter in that Sea, 


- and to this effe& drew into a Bay; though 


not commodious, the beſt thereabouts; and 
becauſe the Fort of Paygi with much Ar- 
tillery incommoded them, there was no re 
medy bur gaining of it; 300 Portugueſe 
were appointed for the attack. Don Antonio 
de Noronha, with a Party, was 4ppointed as 
a reſerve, 'to relieve where there was moſt 
need, and Albuquerque to guard the Shoar. 
Ar the ſame time they prepared by Night 

SO to 
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t, appear with the day before the Fort; 
there marched 500 men, ſent by Hidalcam 
to reinforce it. They Joy of theſe People 
was ſo great, that thoſe without, as well as 
thoſe within being all drunk, they miſtook 
our Men, one ſide thinking it was the Relief 
ſene them, and the other believing it was 
the Garriſon came out to receive them. 
They were undeceived by the execution 
done upon them, 340 being ſlain, rhe reſt 
routed, with the loſs of one man acciden- 
tally drowned. The ſame hapned at the 
Bulwark Timoja had before gained at Bardes. 
Hidalcam hearing of this, was ſo terrified, 
that he went from the City, and his fear 
was the more, becauſe ſome Conjurer had 
told him he ſhould be killed by a great Shot 
near ſome River. He ſenc ſome ceremoni- 
ous Meſſages to Albuquerque, to diſcover what 
was doing aboard the Ships, and he anſwer- 
ed, ſtill adding to his fear. By this means 
he exchanged thoſe Moors he had kept Pri- 
ſoners, for the Portugueſes that were left in 
the City at their abandoning of it. 

7. Albuquerque had intelligence ſome Vel- 
ſels were preparing to burn his Ships, and 
he reſolved to anticipate by firing them, 
nd they being drove up the Harbour , Dor 
nonio de Norowha was killed in this action. 
s man uſed to moderate the Violent 
allions of his Uncle Albaquerque, who im» 
nediately after ſhewed the effect of his rigid 
xrerity, by hanging a Souldier becauſe he 
und him with one of the Slaves he called 
pughters, that he uſed to give in Rs 
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And when ſome of the Officers asked him 
what Authority he had to put this in exe. 
cution, putting them under Deck, he' lifted 
his Sword over them, ſaying, That was hi 
Commiſſion againſt all that were di{ohed;- 
ent, and then broke them all. They all 
ſuffered much hardſhip this Winter, eſpeci- 
ally Hunger. Sailing hence they diſcovered 
four Sail, which were judged to be Turks; 
but coming nearer, appeared to be ſome of 
the Fleet come from Portugas. 

8. This year King Emanuel had diſpatch 


the other of four Ships; after them wentout 

two Ships more, and a third to ſettle a Trade 

at Madagaſcar. The four Ships under foam 

Mendez, were thoſe Albuquerque met at bs 

ſetting out from Goa, and gave him the Wl: 
News of the other Ships that were on theit 
way, which was a great ſatisfaction to hin, 
being the betrer enabled to proſecute hs 
great deſigns. Gongalo Siqueirs with the & 
ven Ships arrival at Cananor, ſoon after 4 
buquerque , who communicated the entr- 
prize upon Gos, but was over-ruled by & 
queira and went to Cochin, By the way It 
obtained a Viory over the Malabare 
Calicut, who oppoſed our lading Pepp#) 
then k2 diſpatched Siqueira with the Tt 
ding Ships homeward-bound, and ſfoon# 
ter Duarte de Lemos with four more, 0 
then turned his view again to-the affair 
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Goa. Fames Mendez, who commanded Why Fi 
four Ships, and was before inclinable toWfor 
n 


deſign, now excuſed himſelf Albuque 
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finding this, commanded him and his Cap- 
tains, upon the ſevereſt penalties, not to ſtir 
without his Orders. It croubled them be- 
caule chey feared lofing the opportunity of 
going to Malaca, whither the King ſent 
them; but they obeyed. Albuquerque (et out 
from Cananor with 2 3 Sail, and therein 1500 
Fighting-men. He paſſed by Onor to joyn 
Timoja, whom hg found buſted in his Wed- 
ding, being to marry the Daughter of a 

een, and he deſiring to be honoured 
with the Preſence of Albuquerque, obliged 
him to land, which proved very dangerous, 
for a Storm riſing kept them aſhoar three 
days, and when he returned to his Ships, a 
Boat with 30 men was loſt. Timya ſent 
with him chree Ships, and promiſed to join 
him at Goa with 6000 men. 

9. On the 22th of November Albuquerque 
anchored the ſecond time before the Bar 
Calling to mind the dangers he had there 
eſcaped, and the diſcontent that was among 
ſome of his Officers, he thought fic to ſooth 
the Principals with an obliging Harangue, 
and therewith won all their Inclinations. 
At break of day, on the Feaſt of St. Catha- 
rme, the City was affaulted with greac 
laughter of the Enemy that caciacd the 
Shoar, but (though it ſeem ſtrange ) not 
one Portugues killed. The Enemy fled to 
recover one of the Gatcs of the City, and 
our men to enter with them. Here the 
Fight was renewed, till many Portugueſes 
forced their way in, doing great execution 
n the Streets. They cleared all to the 

Pallace

Pallace with great danger, and lofs of fire 
Men of Note ; and there was a moſt furious 
Conteſt begun with equal Valour on both 
ſides. Now Albuquerque having done what 
became him, came up, and Fortune appear. 
ing wholly on our ſide, the Moors fled, and 
abandoned the City,endeavouring to get over 
to the Continent, but through haſt and con- 
fuſion periſhed in the River. Afﬀer the 
Victory it was found, that of gooo Fight. 
ing-men who defended the Town, 6000 
had periſhed, and 5o Portugueles. Me 
deorgo , who commanded the three Ships 
ſent by Timoja, behaved himſelf well. 7+ 
moja with 3000 men came too late, he ws 
only Witneſs to the Slaughter. The booty 
of Horſes, Artillery, Arms, Proviſions and 
Ships was exceffive, and ſuch as was nece(- 
ſary for the great deſigns Albuquerque had 
_ conceived. - 

10. Our Dead were honourably buried, 
thoſe of the Enemy inthe Bellies of the Cre 
codites of that River, into which they were 
caſt, Not one Moor was left alive in the 
Iſland. The Gentiles, who were Country- 
men, were reſtored to their Farms, and 
Government of them given to 7:mja, and 
after tro Melrao, a Nephew of the King df 
Onor. Whilſt Albuquerque ſetled theſe Ab 
fairs, he received many Embaſſadors with 
Congratulations of his ſucceſs from ſeveral 
Princes of Malabar. Many of Hidalas' 
Officers, then, and afterwards made inroab 
as far as Goa, but always returned with lok. 
"Fames Mendez and his two other Co_ 
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deſirous to go to Malace, ftole away out of 
the Pore by Night, contrary to Albuquergue's 
Orders. He fent after them, and being 
brought back Priſoners, he Ordered they 
ſhould be ſent to anſwer itin Portwgal,and two 
Pilots condemned to be hanged at the Yard- 
arms. Some were ſuſpicious that Albuquerque 
detained Fames Mendez, leſt he ſhould 
take Malaca, which Action he deſigned for 
himſelf 3 others ſaid, he kept him from the 
danger Siqueira met with there, that Enter-- 
prize requiring a greater Power. 

11. Albuquerque providing for the fafet 
of Goa, laid the Foundation of a Fort, whic 
he called Emanuel, being the King's Name. 
He cauſed the Naines of the Captains who 
were at the taking of it, to be carved upon 
2 Stone; but becauſe every one would be 
named before the others, he turned down 
the Stone,. hiding the Names, and on what 
Wl was viſible put this Inſcription , a_ 

quem reprobraverunt adificantes ; and thus 
hey were all pleaſed ; for the Portugueſes 
had rather their own Praiſe ſhould be for- 
ot, than that another ſhould partake. 
e coined Mony, that of Gold he called 
Emanuels, that of Silver, Eſperas, and half 
ſperas that of Copper. He married ſome 
'ortugueſes to Women of the Country, gi- 
ng them in Portion, Lands, Houſes, or Em- 
0yments, the better to ſecure his Colony. 
;ne Night that ſome of theſe Weddings 
ere Celebrated, the Brides were ſo mixc 
d confounded together among the People, 
at ſome of the Bridegrooms went to Bed 

ro 
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to thoſe that belonged to others, and nex 
Morning finding che miſtake, they changed 
them,cach taking his own,and all equal as ty 
the point of Honour, 'Ihis gave the more 
occaſion to ſome Gentlemen to ridicule the 
tare of Albuquerque.But he perſiſted with fach 
Conſtancy, that he brought to paſs whx 
he intended, which was, to make Gog the 
Portugues Bulwark in India. King Emanul 
was very deſirous of, and recommended ty 
Albuquerque, with much inſtance, the taking 
the City Aden, and railing a Fort there 
He now polſleſſed of Goa, thought time lof 
while he attempted not ſomething; he 
therefore counterfeits the carrying on thi 
Enterprize, and ſent ſome Ships towards thy 
Red Sea, when at the ſame time his 
was upon Malacs. He went to Cochin, hz 
ving firſt ſecured and ordered all things x 
Goa: Where was left for the defence of i 
Rodrigo de Caſtello Branco with 400 Ports 
gueſes and 5000 Gentiles, under Melraty 
ſecure the Country and Revenue. He f& 
out of Cochin for Malaca on the 24 of My 
with 19 Sail and 1400 ah a9 res $00 
of them Portugueſes,the reit Malabares. 
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CHAP. VI. - 


A Continuation of the Conqueſts ander King 
Emanuel, the Tear 1511, and the Go- 
vernment of Alfonſo de Albuquerque. 


FFTHE City Malace, whither Alb«- 
querque now dire&ed his Courſe, is 
ſcated on that part of Land, being a Penin- 
ſula, commonly called by the name of Awes 
Cherſoneſus, and upon that Channel which 
parts the Iſland Sumerrs from the Continent 
Wl of 4s, about the middle of that Channel, 
in 'fomething more than two Degrees of 
MW North Laticude, ſtretched along the Shoar 
about a League, in the ſame manner as Lis- 
bas, It is divided by a River, and the two 
parts joyned by a Bridge. The Buildings 
of Wood, except the Moſque and Pallace, 
which were of Stone. It afforded a plea- 
lant Proſpe& to the Sea, and was well ſecu- 
red with Fortifications. 'The Port was fil- 
kd with abundance of Ships, as being the . 
reat Market of all thaſe Parts. It was firſt 
lt by the Celates, a People for tne moſt 
imployed in Fiſhing, who joyned them- 
lves to the Malayes, that before inhabited 
the Mountains. They were affhiſted by Pa- 
\! ramora, ſubmitting to him. This Man had 
1 great in the Iſland of Favs, and ex- 
pelled by a Tyrant who uſurped his Lord- 
lup, fled ro Cincopurs, where being well 
eN- 
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entertained by that King, he rebelled againſt 
him, and was again caſt out by the King of 
Siam, and ſo forced to wander about Mgle. 
ca; 2 juſt puniſhment for his ingratitude 
He having increaſed the new Colony, gaye 
it the name of his Fortune; for Malacs.in 
that Language ſignifies a Baniſhed Ma 
The firſt King of Malece was Xagque Dar, 
or as another Author ſays, Rasl Sabs) Songf 
Paramiſora, ſubjet to him of Siam, from 
whom his Succeſlors revolted. The Cour 
try of Malacs is ſubje& to Inundations, fall 
of thick Woods, | ſtored with hurtful and 
dangerous Creatures, — Tigers, which 
_ obliges many people to paſs the Nights an 
the tops of high Trees, becauſe they fetch 
chem off the low ones with a leap. The 
Men are couragious, the Women wanton, 
The Trade of the Ea#f and We/# make Ms 
lacs moſt Rich and Populous. Mabonet 
reigned at this time, againſt whom the 
King of Siam had ſent an Army of 40000 
men, moſt whereof periſhed by ſundry ac 
cidents, and partly ty the treachery of Ms 
bomet, which he practiſed with Fames Loe, 
de Siqueira; but now came Albuquerque 0 If 
revenge them all. Aabomet feared the re Ml 
ward of his baſeneſs, and therefore brought Ill 1 
to his aid the King of Pam with a greu ff « 
Force, and had now 30000 men and ooo ff c 
pieces of Cannon, and yet his fear ws Mt 
greater than his preparations. 

2. Albuquerque ſailing from Cochin, bf 
the way he took five Ships of the Moon 
bound for Malacs, off of Ceylon. The =_ 
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of : Pedir, In the Iſland Sumatre , ſent 
ſome Moors to viſit him, and with Fobn 
& Viegas, one of the Portugueſes lefe bes 
hind by Siqueira, who, with others, flying 
from Slavery, arrived at Pedir, The ſame 
was done by the King of Pagem. Neboada 
Beeguea, of the Principals of the Treachery 
of Malaca, was fled from Pedir, and being 
beaten and taken at Sea by Ayres Pereyrs, to 
the general aſtoniſhment of all chat beheld 
him, he ſhed not one drop of Blood, though 
pierced with ſeveral mortal Wounds ; buc 
ſcarce had they taken off his Arm a Bracelec 


of Bone, when the Blood guſhed out. The 


Indians diſcovered the Secret, ſaying it was 
the Bone of a Beaſt that breeds in Fava, 
which has that virtue; it was eſteemed a 
great Prize, and brought to Albuquerque. 
Next they met a Veſſel with 3oo Moors, 
Þ reſolute, Albuquerque was forced to come 
up himſelf to take it, not without ſome dan- 
ger. In this Veſſel was Genzal, the rightful 
King of Pagem, banifhed by the tyranny of 
the preſent Poſſeſlor.” Three other Vetlels 
were taken ſoon after, whereof one gave itt- 
telligence of the affairs of Malaca, in which 
Port our Fleet anchored on the 1 of Fuly 
with much ,noiſe of Warlike Inſtruments 
and Cannon, terrifying all the People that 
covered the Shoar ; for the guilt of whacr 
they had before ated, made then ſenſible 
what this Fleet was defigned for; there be- 
Ing no ſurer toretellec of cheir puniſhm<cne 
to wicked men, than their own Conſci- 
once, 
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3. Next day came a Gallant Moor, with 
a deceitful Meſſage, from the King to 4}. 
buquerque He received him with great 
ſtare, the greateſt was that of his Perſon and 
Venerable Beard, which had never been 
cut ſince he was at Ormuz, he ſaying it 
ſhould never be cut cill he ſat to that pur. 
poſe upon the Back of Coje Atar; lo it grey 
to ſuch a length, that he knotted it to his 
Girdle. He treated the Moor courteouſly, 
whoſe Meſlage contained, that if he came 
for Merchandize it was ready. The &r- 
ſwer was, That the Merchandize he ſought 
for, were ſome Portygueſes that were in 
the City ever ſince Siqueirs went away ; 
that having got them, he would let the King 
know what more he demanded of the King 
and City. The Moor at his return ſpread 
the terror of this Anfwer, and it was gene- 
rally agreed to buy off that danger by re 
ſtoring the Portugueſes, and paying a ſum of 
Mony. Prince 4lodim and his Brother-in- 
law the King of Pam prevented the execu- 
ting this, and made ready to defend thene 
ſelves. Albuquerque began ſome military ex: 
ecution, whereupon the King reſtored the 
Captives. Other Meſlages were ſent by the 
King in order to appeaſe Albuquerque, who 
anfwered, That he offered him Peace upon 
condition he permitted him inſtantly co raik 
a Fort there,” and repayed the Charge of 
his and S:queira coming to that Port, linc 
his Falſhood had: been the cauſe of all the 
damage ſuſtained ; and that he muſt imme 


diately return an anſwer, whether he <_ 
| | cace 
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Peace or War. The King deſired an Ac- 
commodation, but his Son and the King of 
Pam oppoſed ir. At laft they all made the 
neceſſary preparations to repel the danger. 
4. On the Eve of St. Fames the Apoſtle, 
the Signal was given for landing, with grear 
Shouts and noiſe of Guns; immediately the 
Portugueſes leap aſhoar, and mix with the 
Enemy. The hotteſt of the diſpute was 
about gaining and maintaing the Bridge, 
which Albuquerque had undertaken himlelf, 
and was vigorouſly defended till the Ene- 
mies preſſed, leaped into the River, where 
many were killed, 'and many drowned. 
The Prince and King of Pam bravely with- 
ſtood another party of ours that would 
make their way to the Bridge. King Mabe 
met Came out on a bulky Elephant, with 
two more carrying Caſtles on their Backs, 
whence flew a great number of Darts. Our 
men attacking the Beaſts, fo wounded them, 
that they fled, crampling their own meng 
and making way for ours to joyn thoſe ar 
the Bridge. Albuquerque then fortified him- - 
ſelf there, and becauſe much harm was done 
with poiſoned Arrows from the tops of 
neighbouring Houſes, he cauied them to be 
burnt. Albuquerque beſtowing great Praiſes 
on his Captains for their Valour, and per- 
ceiving they were ſcorched with the heat, 
and faint for want of Meat,retired with them 
to the Ships about Night, where ten died of 
poiſoned Arrows. The Enemies loſs was not 
known, The King of Pam went away, on 
pretencs of bringing a recruit, but returned 
not, | N a © 5. Whillt 
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5. Whilſt Albuquerque reſted in his Ships re. 
freſhing his men, the Xing harraſed his, un- 
dermining the[Streets to blow us up, and co. 


 vering 'them with poiſoned Thorns tha 


might gore us at coming in; he planted 
more Artillery in many places, and ſecured 
the Bridge. Albuquerque lent Antony de Abryy 
in a Veſſel well manned, to gain it ; from 
the Bridge flew Showers of Bullets, and 
Deniz, Fernandez de Melg 1zeing him near 
killed, endeavoured to carry him off to the 


" Ships to be dreſſed, but he with wonderful 


conſtancy ſaid, Though I have neither ſtrength 
zo Fight, nor woice to Command, 1 bave fil 
life to keep my Poſt, Floats of Wildfire were 
drove along the River to burn the Veſſ|, 


| and no remedy to prevent it, till Albuquer 


que eifected it by gaining the Bridge; then 
the Veſlel had liberty to act. Our Con: 
mander enters the City through Showers of 
Bullets, Arrows and Darts. Undertftanding 
the danger of the Mines which were in a 
broad Street, he took another way andgain 
ed the Moſque; and at laſt with vaſt ſlaugh- 
ter of the Enemy, took entire poſleflion of 
the City, having with him in this Action 
only 800 Portugueſes and 200 Malabares. 
6. In nine days time all the Moors were 
killed, or driven out of that great Place. It 
was Peopled again by Strangers, and ſome 
Malayes, to whom leave was granted 
Among them came that Powertul Nats 
ot Fave Utimutiraja, whoſe Son had like to 
kill S$iqueira. The Souldiers had three days 
liberty to plunder. There were found E 009 
oc 


pad 
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Pieces of great Cannon ; of 3ooo that Kin 
Mabomes relied upon, being wich the re 
retired to Binram, where with Prince lo- 
dim he fortified himſelf. This would be of 


dangerous conf2quence, therefore Albuquer- 


que (ent out 400 of his men, and with them 
went 400 of Utimutiraſay and 300 belong- 
ing tothe Merchants of Pegs, theſe put the 
Prince to flight, took ſeven Elephants with 


coſtly Trappings, And retired. The King 


now wandred the Woods, blaming the ob- 
ſtinacy of his Son and the King of Pam; 
ſo the Father and fon fell out and parted, 
each ſhifting for himiclf. Albuquerque in- 
ſtantly buile the Fort, which he called Fa- 
moſa for its beauty, and a Church dedicated 
tothe Viſitation of our Lady. He Coined 
Mony (as had been done at Goa )) of fſe- 
veral Names and different Value , which 
was proclaimed about the Streets, :nd ſome 
ſcattered among the People. By theis and 
other honourable AdGions he gained the 
Hearts of the Straugers, and fecured this 
moſt Important Place. | | 

7. Albuquerque, though he ſaw into the 
Soul of Urimutiraje, knowing it ſometimes 
convenient to truſt an Enemy, gave him the 
Command of the Moors who remained in 
the City. But he kept private Correſpon- 
dence with Prince Alodim, on pretence to 
reſtore him, but in reality to the intent to 
kt himſelf up. This was not © private but 
twas diſcovered, and he, hisSon, and Son- 
in-law were apprehended, and publickly 
(after Conviction ) executed on the ſame 
N 3 Scattold 
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Scaffold they had ereed for Siquerra. Thi 
was the firſt piece of Publick Juſtice execy 
ted by the Portugueſes in India. One Fire 
is followed by another. Pate Quitir, a Ns 
tive of Favs, to whom SEE gave that 
Government, took a ſum of Mony of the 
Wife of Utimutiraja ( whom he had fuc. 
ceeded ) and: a promiſe to give him her 
Daughter, upon condition he would reve 

the death of her Husband on the Pony: 
gueſes,to whom ſhe had offered 10cooo Dy: 
cats for his Life. Pate accepted the Offer, 
with the ſame intention of ſeizing the City. 
The King of Campar alſo having this deſign, 
ſent to Congratulate with Albuquerque, of- 
fering his Service, and asking the Command 
of Pare Quitir. But this had no effect now, 
In its time it ſhall be related. Albaquerqu 
received here ſeveral Embaſlies, particularly 
from the King of Siam, who rejoyced to 
ſee his Quargel revenged, though by another 
hand, He allo ſent Embaſladors to Sian, 
to Pegu ; and two to diſcover the Iſlands of 
Malaco and Banda. They had all Ordersto 
publiſh every where what had hapned at 
Aalaca,and offer the Trade of that Place on 
better terms than it was before. All thing 


being ordered, the beſt the time would per- 
mit, he reſolved to return to Coch1n, leaving 
Rny de Brito Patalim to Command in the 
Fort with above 3oo men. The like num 
| ber to guard the Sea, in ten Ships, under 
Fernando Perez, de Andrade. 
r1ed with himſelf four Sail.

Chap. VI. The Portugues Aſia. 


8. Whilſt this paſſed at Maleca, there 
broke out a Rebellion of many of the Na- 
tives at Goa, and Pulate Cam, an Officer of 
Hidalcam, appeared before it with a good 
Body of Men; he patſed over into the 
INand and beſieged the City. One of the 
Principal Exploits was a Sally made by our 
Commander. Rodrigo Rebelo, in which was 
done much execution. But ſoon after he 
was killed, and with him Adanuel de Cunna, 
ſo that things were in a bad poſture. To 
remedy this, by Publick Conſent Fames 
Mendez de Vaſconcellos was choſe Com: 
mander. 

9. Pulate Cam gave ſome jealouſie, that 
he deſigned to uſurp this Terricory, to pre- 
vent which Hidalcam ſent his Brother-in- 
law Rotzmmo Cam, who overcame him with 
the afiſtance of Fames Mendez, whom he 
drew to his Aid, and after would drive out 
of the City, finding himſelf gvich a power 
of 7009 men, there being then not above 
' 1200 in the Town, whereof the third part 
only were Portugueſes. He laid ſiege, and 
Hunger began to preſs within, and ſome of 
our men deſerted, whereof part repenting, 
returned, which gave the firſt hopes to the _ 
Beſieged 

10. Next came Emanuel de la Cerda, lefc 
to cruize upon that Sea, and had wintered 
at Cochin; then James Fernandez, de Beja, 
who had been demoliſhing the Fort at Zoco- 
fora, and receiving the Tribute at Ormuz. 
'The abundance of Proviſions and Recruits 


of Men they brought, gave new life to the 
N 4 almoſt 
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almoſt diſmayed beſieged After theſe arrived, 
Fohn Serram, who came from Portuga! the 
year before with Payo de Sa,in order to ſettle 
ſome Trade in the Iſland Madagaſcar, where 
they made ſeveral attempts ro no effe. - 
Chriſtopher de Brito, who was at Cananor with, 
one great and four ſmaller Ships, hearing 
of the condition of Goa, went thither, car- 
rying many Men and much Proviſion, and 
PA the Town which had ſuffered much 
that Winter.

F; Lbuquerque ſailing from Malacs to 
Cochin, off Cape Timia , of tlie 
Kingdom Aru, in the Iſland Sumatra, his 
Ship ſer upon a Rock, which ſo fplit it 
athwart the Keel, that thoſe in the Poop 
could not come at them in the Forecaſtk, 
and the contrary ;. neither could the orher 
Veſſels, by reaſon of the darkneſs of. the 
Night, come to relieve them. Till day ap 
pearing Albuquerque was een holding in his 
Arms a Girl, Chance had conduced to him 
in 


of 
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up, though wich much danger, ſaved him. 
The loſs he moſt lamented was that Bone 
which hindred the wounded Moor from 
bleeding, and ſome Iron Lions of curious 
Work, which he had deſigned for Supporters 
to his Tomb. Some men were loſt. Albuquer- 
que went into Alpoem%s Ship, and proſecuting 
his Voyage, took two Ships of Moors, 
which, though Rich, made not amends for 
his great loſs. Immediately upon his arri- 
yal at Cochin,being informed of the diſtreſs of 
Goa, he diſpatched thither eight Veſſels with 
Men and Proviſions, and a Promiſe of his 
ſpeedy coming in Perſon. There were then 
in the Town 1000 men, and the Beſiegers 
were 20000 ſtrong. 


2. Six Ships arrived in India from, Portu- 1512, 


gel, Commanded by Don Garcia de Noronha, 
who had a tedious Voyage, having ſpent a 
whole year without touching in any Port : 
And though the men were tired and ſick, 
yet they relieved ſome places. The mean 
while failed from Portugal to India a Fleet 
of 13 Ships, whereof one periſhed at the 
Iſlands of Angoxa. 

3- This Fleet containing 1800 men, an- 


chored at the Bar of Goa on the 151th of Au- 


gut. They preſently viſited the Enemy in 
their Fort of Benaſftarim, and then Don Gar- 
ca, and George de Mels with their Squadrons 
paſſed on, carrying with them Fobn Macha- 
a and others newly delivered from the ſla- 
very of Cambays. Albuquerque rejoyced more 
than at his Vidtories co ſee his Nephew 
Dow 


i875 
in the Confuſion; Peter de Alpoem coming 
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Don Garcia with that Command, the great 
ſuccour he and Melo brought, the Captive 
releaſed, and all things concurring to fur 
cher his deſigns.. His fatisfa@tion was in- 
creaſed by the arrival of Antony de Sadenn 
with the Garriſon of Quiloa, which Place 
being of ſmall importance, they had quie. 
ted. At the ſame time came an Embaſſz 
dor from the King of Per/ia, and one from 
him of Ormuz to go to Portugal. Albuquer- 
que ordered the affairs of Cochin to pals to 
Goa, and by the way left George de Melo in 
the Fort of Cananor. 

4. He was received at Goa as a publick 
Father, and being informed of the paſt a 
well as preſent.poſture of Afairs; he viſited 
the Fortifications, and ſtudied how to drive 
Rotzompo Cam from his Works. The ſixth 
day from his arrival, being on an eminence 
with ſome Gentlemen viewing 4000 Moors 
and 200 Horſe, who diverted themſelvesin 
the Field, ic being Friday, which is their 
Sabbath, he could not hinder our menfrom 
ruſhing upon them, and driving them up to 
. their Fortifications, where was a hot Skir- 
miſh, and our men viRorious with ſome 
| Booty, having killed above 100, and loſt 
one Captain and another man, and ſome 
wounded. 

5. Albuquerque reſolving to take that For- 
treſs from the Enemy, gave the aſſault by 
Land and Sea, and thinking it was not vi 
gorouſly carried on by Sea, he leaped into 
a Boat, and came ſo near that a Cannon Ball 


killed a Canara that ſteered the Veſſels, daſh 
10g 
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ing his Brains and Blood on his Beard. This 
{ inflamed him, that he promiſed a reward 
to any that ſhould break that Cannon, and 
immediately one of our Gunners directed a 
Ball into the Mouth of it, wherewith it 
flew in pieces and killed the Canonier. This 


made way for our-men to come up the Ri- ' 


ver and lay the fiegE Toſer, when Zufulari 
appearing on the Continent with 5900 men 
coming to the relief of it, but finding no- 
thing could be done, he retired with ſome 
loſs fuſtained by our Cannon. Albuquerque 
ſet down before the place with 4000 men, 


whereof 3000 were Portugueſes, in two Bo- - 


dies, one Commanded by himſelf, the other 
by his Nephew Don Garcia de Noronha.At firſt 
we received ſome damage, but afterwards 
did ſo much, that Rotzomo Cam ſurrendred 
upon condition to leave the Fort with all the 
Cannon and Ammunition.and deliver all the 
Slaves and Renegadoes, which laſt Albuquerque 
puniſhed by cutting off their Noſes, Ears, 
Right Hands, and Thumbs of the Lefr, and 
ſending them ſo maimed to Portugal. One 
of theſe was Ferdinando Lopez, who to do 
Pennance for his Sins, voluntarily ſtaid with 
a'Black in the Iſland St. Helena, where he was 
atterward ſerviceable to ſome Ships, and 

began to ſow that Iſland. 
Albuquerque endeavoured to bring Rotzo- 
mo Cam over to the Portugues Service, but 
ſucceeded not. Bur this his Fortune terrified 
many Princes. The King of Calicut - con- 
ciuded a Treaty with Don Garcia de Noronha, 
whom his Uncle had ſent to Cochin to take 
| charge 
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charge of Aﬀairs there. Thoſe of Nr 
ſinga and Biſa , Hidalcam and others ſent 
"Embaſſadors, to all which he anſwered, ex- 
colling the value of the Portugueſes Amity, 
and the terror of their Arms; and being 
diſpatched, ſent after them Meſſengers of 
his own to inform thole Princes, and pain 
intelligence of them. Now arrived at Gog, 
Mathew, Embaſſador from Preſter Fobn, in 
order to go to Portugal ; he brought with him 
a piece of the Holy Crofs, and Letters from 
Queen Helena, whoGoverned that Kingdom 
during the minority of her Son David. The 
deſign of this Embaſlie was to ſettle Amity 
with our King, and ask Aid againſt the 
Moors, who ever infeſted that Empire. The 
Embatllador ſaid, that at his Maſters Court 
there were then three Portugueſes, one call- 
ed 7obn, who fſtiled himſelf Embaſlador of 
the King of Portugal, and two who faid 
they had been lately ſec afſhoar at Cape 
Guardafu to diſcover the Country. Theſe 
were fobn Gomez and Fohn Sanchez, ſt 
aſhoar there by Order of Albuquerque hinr 
ſelf, with a Moor for that diſcovery. 
7. Finding the Afﬀeairs of Goa in 1o good 
a poſture, he reſolved to put in execution 
an Enterprize he had been charged with by 
King Emanuel. ' This was the Conqueſt of 
the City Aden. He fitted 20 Ships, with- 
- out acquainting any body with the deſign 
When ready to fail he acquainted the Cap- | 
cains with his intentions. The number of 
the men was 1700 Portugueles, and' 800 
Canaras and Malabars. They ſet fail = 
| 18; 
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18th of February, and arrived fafe at Adex. 
Miramirzan, Governour of the Town, ſent 
to complement Albuquerque, and a Preſent 
of Proviſion. Several Meſlages paſling, and 
no hopes of a ſurrender appearing, it was 
reſolved to give the aſlaulr. 

8. The City Aden is ſeated on the Coaſt 
of Arahia Felix, near the Mouth of the Red 
Sea, called by Prolomy, Modocan. Over it 
appears the Mountain Arzzra, all a barren 
Rock, in many Cliffs. The Town from the 
Sea looks beautiful and ſtrong. It is rich 
and famous for the great reſort thither of 
many Nations. 'The Soil ſo ſcarce of Wa- 
ter, that it has only a tew Wells and Ciſterns. 
Even from the Clouds it 1s ſcarce watered 
above ofce in two or three years; whence 
itis void of all Trees, Plants and Orchards, 
the delight and pleaſure of other Towns. 

9. Albuquerque tound the Enterprize was 
more difficult than it had been repreſented. 
On Egfter-Eve in the Morning our men 
landed with Scaling Ladders, this being 
thought the proper method for gaining the 
place. It was doubtful who ff 
the Wall, but feveral being already upon it, 
the Ladders, overburdened with the multi- 
tude that preſſed to get up, broke ſeveral 
times, ſo that there was no hope of relie-, 
ving thoſe who had gained the top, anf 
[tood in great danger, and Albuquerque was 
forced to order them down, making one 
out of the broken Ladders, ſome fighting 
while the others came off. After four hours 
 Ngagement, they retired with great _——— 

| an 
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and loſs, more ſuſtained by the accident | 
than the Enemy. George Silveyra and five 
men were killed, ſome died after of their 
wounds, and ſome with the fall from the 
Wall. 

' 10. Albuquerque complying with his ill 
fortune, and the perſuahons of his Captains, 
and to ſave time, reſolved to give over that 
attempt, and fail towards the Mouth of the 
Red Sea. But firſt they crook a Bulwark that 
guarded the Port, where many Moors were 
killed, and 37 great pieces of Cannon found, 

The Ships were all firſt plundered, and 
then burnt. The fourth day after their ar- 
rival they ſailed out of this Pore, and arr; 
ved at the Mouth of the Red Sea, next the 
Coaſt of Arabia, which was much celebrated 
with great ſigns of Joy by Albuquerque, x 
being the firſt of our Nation that had entred 
thoſe Seas. |

Sea, from the Colour it takes of the Bottom, 
2s was experienced by the Viceroy Don Fohn 
4 Caſtro, who cauſed to be taken up in fome 
places a matter Red, like Corral; in others, 
Green ; and in others, Whitez and in each, 
theWater ſeemed of that Colour,but the moſt 
is Red, and the Water taken up is as clear as 
any other. There are ſome fiſheries of ſmall 
Pearl in many parts of this Sea; it abounds 


[not in Fiſh. The Mouth lies between 12 and 


13 degrees of North Latitude, and is as ic 
were locked up by ſeven ſmall Iſlands, the 
greateſt called Mehun, and /Perantonomaſians 
Ifland. From the Mouth of the ſtreight cill 
Suez, along the Coaſt of Arabia, for the firſt 
44 Leagues, are ſome Ports of ſmall note, ill 
we come to the Iſland Camaran, ſubjet to 
King of Aden. _Fhence to Gezan, a great 
Town 60 Leagues, whete are ſeven conſide- 
rable Ports. From Gezan to Imbo 130 Leagues, 
al the Dominion of Meca, wherein are good 
Towns and Ports ; among which Ziden, a 
famous Town, then Toda, much known, and

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here 3 Leagues over; hence to Suez 40 
Leagues, and there ends the Coaſt of Arabia, 
Let us now return from Sxez to the ſtreight, 
where we began, running along the oppolite 
Coaſt of Egypt and Ethiopia: 20 Leagues from 
Suez is Grand Cayr, the valt Metropolis of 
Egypt, but it lies upon the Nile, not the Reg 
Sea; 45 Leagues from it to Alcozer ; thence 
135, in which ſpace are _ Ports to the 
City Zuanquem ; 70 Leagues farther Mazay, 
in a {mall Iſland, as is the other, and oppoſite 
to it Arquico ; hence 85 Leagues to the Mouth 
of the Sea. Behind a ridge of Mountains 
that runs along this Coaſt lies the Empire of 
Preſter Fobn, which has always preſerved 
Chriſtianity after their manner, and has of 
late been much ſupported therein by the 
Portugues Arms. 

2. Albuquerque failing along this Sea, arri- 
ved at the Iſland Camaran, abandoned byits 
Inhabitants for fear of his coming. Here he 
| took four Ships richly laden, one belonging 
the Soldan of Cayr, rwo more he had taken 
by the way. From this Iſland he viſited 6 
thers, and now appeared in the Sky, viſibly 
co all, a Red Crols very bright, ſeeming tobe 
about a Fadom athwarc, and of a proporty 
onable length. They all knelt, and Alts 
querque made a devour Prayer, and the Vil 
on was Celebrated with Joy and ſound of 
Muſick, and Cannon, till by degrees it ws 


covered by a bright Cloud. He returnedto. 
Camaran, deſigning to winter there, the. 


Wind having tailed him to fail to 1oda, as 
had deſigned. | | 
3 Hers 
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3. Here they ſuffered extreamly by Fa- 
mine, and after many died by ſickneſs, cau- 
{ed by the ill Food, Albuquerque parted hence 
when the Weather would permit, which 
was in Fuly, refolving to appear again be- 
fore Aden, He touched at the Iſland Mehuy, 
at the Mouth of the Streight, and called ic 
Vers Cruz,, becauſe he erefted there a very 
high Croſs on an Eminence. He diſpatch- 
ed two Ships ro diſcover the City Zeyla, 
where they burnt two Velkls in the Har- 
bour and joyned him again at Adey. 

4. Albuquerque found this City newly for- 


' tiked. The Cannon on both ſides was 


plaid with almoſt equal damage. Nothing 

conſiderable was performed, but ſome Ships 

taken and burnt, and then ſailed for India. 
5. About the middle of ' Auguft he ancho- 


redoff of Diu; the Lord of it Melique Az, 


more out of Fear than affe&tion, ſent him 


ſome Proviſions, and a courteous Ms | 


Albuquerque knowing him, dealt cautiouſly, 


and demanded leave to raiſe a Fort there; 


he excuſed himſelf with the King of Cam- 
bsje; at the ſame time adviſing him co deny 
tif acked. However it was agreed a Factor 
and ſome others ſhould be left there to lettle 
Trade; and at parting Melique treated Al- 

que with ſuch civility and cunning, 
that he after ſaid he had nor ſeen a more 
perfe& Courtier, or fitter to deceive, and at 


the ſame time pleaſe an underſtanding man. - 


Aterwards leave was obtained of the King 
of Cambaye to raiſe a Fort at Dis, upon con- 
dition he might build another at Melace, 

and 
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and other reaſonable Propoſals which were 
admitted. 

6. Now arrived in India two Ships from 
Portugal, a third being caſt away, but the 
men ſaved, and taken up by the others at 
Melinde ; the Captain of her was after loſt 
in a Boat. Albuquerque went to Gea, and 
ſent his Nephew Norenbg to diſpatch theſe 
ewo, and three other Ships liomewards 
Theſe Ships carried an Fmbaſllador trom 
Zamori to King Emanuel, he being now in 
amity with us, and having permitted a Fort 
to be erected where it was deſired. They car- 
ried allo the offers of ſeveral Princes, and 
many Captives taken in War, as Teſtims- 
nies of what he had ated. There wental- 
ſo a Portugues Jew, an Inhabitant of Jew 
ſalem, ſent by the Guardian of the Francil- 
cans there, to acquaint Albuquerque, that the 
Soldan of Cayr threatned the deſtruction of 
all the Holy Places, 


CHAP 1X 


A Continuation of the Congqueſts, the Tear

ws fn Powerful Native of Favs, I: 
Ouitir, who had been honourel 
and preferred at Malaca by Albuquerque, and 
at the time of his departure was in - 
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lion, improved his abſence to carry on his 
Treaſon. One Night he killed a Captain 
of ours, and took ſome Cannon, and fortifi- 
ed himſelf therewith and with what* he had 
before, and 6000 Men and two Elephants. 
Ferdinando Perez and Alfonſo Peſſos with 32.0 
Men atracked him, one by Land, the 
other by Water ;- after a vigorous defence, 
many of his men being ſlain, he fled to the 
Woods. In his Fort was found much Artil- 
lery, Ammunition and other Riches, and all 
that part where he lived was burnt to the 
ground. 

2. Pate Quitir having received ſuccour 
from Fave, and King Mahomes who loſt 
Malaca, begins to raiſe- another Fort in a 
convenient place, \appearing Powerful by 
Sea and Land, in hopes to uſurp the Domi- 
nion of the City. Ferdinando Perez wenc 
again to oppoſe him, blit though he fought 
with the ſame reſolution, had not the ſame 
ſucceſs as before, being forced to retire with 
loſs of three Captains and four private men. 
Licſamana, a Commander of King Mahomer, 
now enters the River with many Men and 
much Cannon in ſeveral Veſſels. Ferdinando 
Perez, goes to meet him with three Ships, 
the Fight laſted very furious the ſpace of 
three hours, with much advantage on the 
Portugues fide,  Lacſamana with wonderful 
celericy that Night, chrew up a notable For- 
tificacion, whilſt Perez guarded the River, 
fearing he ſhould fly from him. Jr was 
thought a raſhneſs in their condition to at- 
tack him, fo they retired to the City to 

O 2 COn- 
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conſult their own ſafety, but before they 
conſulted their relief came unexpeced. 

3. Juft then entred the Port three Ships 
from I»dia with Ammunition and 150 Men. 
Whilſt they conſidered how to put in execu- 
tion the Orders ſent by Albuquerque, Lacſama- 
24 took all the Veſſels that carried Proviſions 
to the Town. Hunger ſo preſſed the Town 
that ſome fainted about the Streets, the ſame 
Plague attended Pate Quitir in his Quarters, 
The Weather being fit to fail, FerdinandoP.. 
res ſet out wich ten Ships and one Gally, 
As they Giled toward Cincapura, the Gally 
going before, diſcovered a Sail and kept it 
in play till the Fleet coming up took and 
found it ſtored with Proviſion and Ammu- 
nition, deſigned for Pare Quitir. Pere, 
brought the Captain and Principal Men over 
to his own Ship, who reſolved to kill our 
Men, and began to*execute it, running Pe 
7e% into the Back with a Poniard ; ſome of 
them were taken, others leaped into the Sea. 
Being put to the Rack, they confeſſed there 
was a Son of Pate Quitir among them, and 
that they were followed by three Vellels 
with the like lading, which were alſo taken, 
and all carried to the Ciry. At the fame 
time arrived Gomez de Cunne with his Ship 
laden with Provifion; he came from Pegs, 
where he had been ſettling Peace with that 
King. The Famine being appealed, and 
Men recovered, Ferdinando Perez, with his 
Fleet attacked Pare Quitir, and fortunately 
burnt his Force, obliging him to fly to Jovs. 


Lacſamana icing this ſucceſs, drew - 
t 
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But at Fave a great Fleet is preparing to fall 
upon Malaca. 

4- Fava is an Iſland S. E.of Sumatre, 
they are divided by a Streight 15 Leagues 
over, it is long and narrow, the length lying 
from Eaft to Weſt, is almoſt 200 Leagues. 
All the length of it runs a Mountain ( like 
the Apenzine in Italy) which hinders the 
Commerce between thoſe People: Ir has 


ſome Ports and good Cities. The Inhabi- - 


rants came from China. Afterwards Moors 
from Malzca poſleſled themſelves of the 
Coaſt. Pate Unuz, who was after King of 
Zands, was now Lord of the City Fapera. 
This Man now prepared a Fleet of go Sail 
to fall upon Malaca 3 among theſe, fome 
equal in bigneſs to our Galeons, and that 
which he was to go in, greater than any of 
them. Hz had been ſeven years making this 
preparation, and kept private intelligence 
with the Natives of fave that were in Ma- 
lacs, He had 12000 men and much Can- 
nog, On a ſudden they appeared before the 
Town. Ferdinando Perez with 17 Veſlels, 
nd in them 350 Portugueſes and ſome Na- 
tres, met them, had a ſharp engagement, 
and did much execution. 
5- The Night parted the Fleets, and was 
hentin conſulting what ſhould be done next 
Morning. Pare Unuz endeavoured to gain 
tbe River Muar. Perez, purſues and piercesin- 
tothe middle of the Enemy,playing his Can- 
non and Fire works with ſuch ſucceſs,that ma- 
by Ships were ſank and fired. The Fight was 
rry furious, till Pate Unus fled;and was pu - 
O ; ued 
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ſued in wgin, for he never ſtopt till in Favs, | 
where he preſerved that vaſt Veſſel as a me- 
morial of his eſcape, and the grandeur of his 
Fleet, not without reaſon, for a Merchant 
of Malacs offered for it 10000 Ducats in 
caſe it were taken. This Victory coſt ſome 
Lives and much Blood, few eſcaping with. 
out ſome Wounds. Thus were thoſe of 74 
a for ever baniſhed from Malaca. Perdines. 
fo Perez laden with Spice and Vidory failed 
to Cochin, in Company of Lope de Azeveds 
and Antony de Abreu, who came from the 
diſcovery of the Maluccoes with three Shipg, 
 Aﬀeer them arrived Antony de Miranda from 
Siam, to the great Joy of Albuquerque, ſeeing 
the good Fruits of his Labour and Care for 
Malacca, and happy return of thoſe he had 
ſent ro other places. 

6. King Mahomer who had loſt Malay, 
had not yet loſt the hopes of being reſtord 
coit. He drew near, and having triedal 
ways by force,relolved to make uſe of a Strz 
tagem. He ordered that Tuam Maxeliz, 2 
Favourite of his, ſhould imirate the. great 
Zopirus of Babylon. With his conſent he did 
him ſome great injuries. He then fled to 
Malaca with ſome Companions, giving out 
he fled from the tyranny of his Prince. Rk 
de Brito who commanded the Fort, gave 
credit to him, and by Preſents and Policy 
he gained ſuch freedom, that he had admit 
fance at all times, till he came prepared to 

| kill Brzeo, the King at the ſame time being 
. ready to fecond and bring him off; fix men 
were ſuddenly flain by his followers : oo 
chen 
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then opened his Eyes (for he was ſleeping ) 
and gathering his Men, drove the Traitor 
out at the very time that a Party of Maho- 
mts Came up to the Fort. The Comman- 
der of the Party Twuam Calaſcar underſtand- 
ing the miſcarriage, with a ready wit coun- 
terfeited he came to the aflfiſtance of Brite, 
and retired. Now arrived Peter de Faria from 
the Streight of Sabam, bringing with him 
Abdela, King of Campar, who no longer able 
to endure his Son-in-law Mabomer, came to 
live under the Portugueſes in Melaces. This 
was in the Month of Fuly, and George de 
Albuquerque was come from Goa to Com- 
mand in this City, with inſtruQions what to 
do with the King of Campar, which ineffe& 
were to give: him the charge of Bendara 
(that is, Governour of the Natives) ill "_ 
poſſeſt by Ninachetu, on whom for his go 1 

Services Albuquerque had before beſtowed it, 
and now took it from him for ſome miſcar- 
riages. This Heathen fo much reſented it, 

that he reſolved to give a wonderful demon- 

{tration of his Conftancy and concernment. 
He was very-rich, and ordered ina Market- 
place a Scaffold to be erected, adorned with 
Rich Silks and Cloath of Gold; in the middle 
he placed a great hap of ſweet Aromatick 
Wood, and ſtrewed the Street from his 
Houſe thither with ſweet Herbs and Flowers, 
and hung it anſwerable to the Scatiold. He 

invited his Friends, and clad himfelf and Fa- 

mily richly. Then mounting upon the Scaf 
told, whilſt by his Order that Rich Pile was 
| tiredand kindled,he madea long Harangue, 
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_ proteſting his Innocence and the Zeal where- 
with he had ſerved the Portugueſes, and ſay. 
ing he would fly up toHeaven in that Flame 
and Smoke, he caſt himſelf into thae Fire, 
co the great admiration of all the Beholders, 
7. The King of Campar was gone home, 
deſigning to return and take upon him the 
charge of Bendars, but was hindred by the 
King of Biztam and Mahomet. They fitted 
out a Fleet of 70 Sail, and 2500 Men, un- 
der the Command of the King of Lings; 
they beſieged Campar, and 8 Portugues Vel. 
ſels ſet out to ſhut them up, with ſome Boats 
equipped by the Town. The King of Lage 
obſerving them ſomewhat careleſs, on a 
ſudden fell upon George Botello the Com- 
mander, with his Gally, all the Fleet fol- 
ons him, but he was well received, his 
LAliy taken, the Fleet put to flight, and the 
King forced to leap overboard.

The 
Enemy engourag'd by the King who looked 
on, mounted -ouri Works, and were as ſoon 
fhrown down by the Defendants, The King 
ina rage ſtamp'd and blaſphem?d, and ſeeing 
three days furious Aſſault had not gained a 
foor of Ground, he utterly deſpair?d of Suc- 
ceſs; therefore with great Secrecy Shipping 
off all his Army and Train, except Four 
thouſand Men that were killed, he ſet fail, 
icing the Ships that were to ſpare by the loſs 
of thoſe Mem» This great Succeſs coſt us 
but three Portugueſes. 

8. The Commander, D. Leon;s, beſtow'd 
not only Praiſes, buc Money and Jewels on 
all that had fſignaliz'd themſelves, to the va- 
hae of 15:00 Crowns. The Viceroy re- 
ceiving advice'oſ the danger the City was in, 
ſent to its relief Fobs de Silva Pereyra with 
Men and Ammunition in ſeven Ships, but 
be came when the Siege was raiſed, So the 
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Satl, who viſited our Captaia in the F 
and was received with Royal Magnificence, 
rejoycing at our Succeſs not without trouble 
that he had no ſhare in it. 


9, The Viceroy offended at the Infoletice 


of the Natives of the Iſland S2/ſece, who per- 
fecated the new Tonverted Chriſtians, fitted 
ont a Fleet againſt them withour letting his 
deſign be known. When thoſe of Salfer 
teaſt thought of it, he fell upon them, and 
deftroyed 2co of their Idolatrous Temples,

ro. Inthis IſNand 1s a high Mountain, wind:

- {vc our fbr the 1ſſand Cebu, where ſome Spa- 


zizrds had ſextted utider the Command of 
Michael Loft% de Lagaſpa 2 Biſcaincr, and a 
Man fo valiaut and ubtle, that he amvzed 
out Captain, till he got together his Men 
that were diſperſed, and then expelled him 
the INand with ſhame, for that if atcacked 
at ficſt, the Spaniard had beenutterly defeat- 
&d. To add to this Misfortune, he loſt al- 
moſt Three hundred Men by a Sickneſs gatu-

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great Diſorder in plundering. The Captaig 
rectified all by firing the Booty, and man

Enemy retired to a Mountain, and there 
compounded only for Life, laying down their 
Arms, But the People of Amboina having 
been the firſt among thoſe Iſlands who ad. 
mitted the Portwgueſes offering SubjeRion ty 
our Crown, Lands, and Irave to ere ; 
Pillar in their Metropolis with the Royal 
Arms of Portugal, andyfinally embracing our 
Religion; and contratting Marriages with 
us, it will be convenient to look a little back 
in order to proceed in the relation ef theſe

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' no other account but that they received the 


Partug weſes, admitted their Religion, and con- 


tracted Marriages with them. Hereupon they 


reſolved to expel not only the Portugueſes, 
bat even the Natives out of the I{land,accord- 
ingly on a ſudden came vponthem with a great 
Power. Thoſe of Amboina had been ruin'd, 


but that the Portzgues ſtood by them, and' 


to be ſhort, utterly defeated their Enemies. 

2. The People of Amboima, to ſhew their 
Gratitude to thoſe who had defended them, 
invited them to a ſplendid Entertainment. 
The Wives of thoſe who made the Feaſt 
came abroad to ſee the Portagusſes enter- 
tain'd, One of theſe (doubtleſs he was drunk) 
was ſo charmed with the Beauty of one of 
thoſe Women, or ſo blinded with Luſt, that 
ksping ſuddenly from his Seat he catched 
her in his Arms with ſuch inſolence, aftec 
being three times admoniſhed without de- 
iſting, that if -Gezulius, a Man of great Au- 
Lority, had not interpoſed, the Portugueſes 
tad there been all cut to pieces, And well 
they had deſerved it ; for it appears they 
ad not hinder or obſtruct ſo inſolent anf 
publick a laſtful Extravagancy, which open- 
lyin the ſight of che World, durſt ferce a 
Hand to thoſe Parts, which even with con- 
kat are not touched bur in private, and with... 
ot Witneſſes. 


« Revenge for the affront they had receiv'd, 
ad look*d upon as moſt hainous. Nor conld 
"ulus appeaſe them, but by exfelling the 
opadeng Gueſts, which he deſir'd as muck 
. R 3 ay 
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_3. Thoſe People burned with the deſire 
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as any, looking upon himſelf equally con. 
cerned in that Injury : and knowing it was 4 
new offence every time the injured ſaw him 
that gave the wrong , he therefore reproach. 
ing them with the hainouſneſs of the Crime, 
and ſhewing how greatly they were favour'd 
in having their Lives ſpared, ordeted them 
inſtantly to depart the Iſland, and never more 
preſuine to fer their feet upon 1t. 

4. The People overturning the Table 
with furious Countenances, gave them to 
underſtand they would by force execute what 
Genulizs had direfted, if the Portugueſe 
doubted doing of it by fair means. There 
was nothing to do hut ſubrit, fo they went 
away to their Ships full of ſhame ; their pe. 
neral Confuſion paying for the Impudence of 
one in which ail had a ſhare, becauſe none 
reproved it. — 

5- Scarce had the Portwgueſcs left the Shore, 
when thoſe of Amboina preſcribed the ſame 
Laivs to the People of Atire and Tavire, 
that the Carons, or Cerams, had done to 
them before. That was, they threatned 
them with War if they received the Pate: 

weſe; 1nto their Ports : But thoſe People 
anftiver'd, That they were Chriſtians, and 
as ſuch would admit to their Ports and Routes 
the Pcrtwgxeſes, though it were with hazard 
of their Lives. 
«&, They of Amboina were fo irritated 
- with this Anſwer, that falling. ſuddenly upoi 
| them, they routed and pur to the Sword 
moſt of thg Inbabitants of thoſe two Place, 
bringing under their Subjection thoſe _ 
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that had ſubmitted to the Crown of Portugal, 
ſuch as refuſed were reduced by Fire, and 
Sword, and Slavery. They were not con- 
rent to put to Death thofe who were con- 
ſtant in the Faith, upleſs they did it with 
barbarous and crue] Tortures. One may 
ſerve as an Example of all their other Bar- 
barities. 

7. Alittle King of El/ate was taken, who 
becauſe he would not renounce the Chriſtian 
Faith, was tied toa Stake, and Pans of Fire 
being ſet before him, they cut off pieces of 
his Fleſh, broiſed and eat it in his fight : 
Some they made him ear, and asked whe. 
ther he liked it ? He with much patience 
anſwer'd he did, and was pleaſed to do 
that for Chriſt, who had ſuffer'd for him: 
That if after he was dead, they- would 
put a piece of his Fleſh into a new Pot , 
within twenty four hours they would find it 
converted into Oil, in teſtimony of che 
Truth of the Chriſtian Do@rine, and, in 
fine, that the Portzgueſes would revenge his 
Death. | 

8. They continued the Torments till he 
died, and then to try what he had ſaid, pur 
2 piece of his Fleſh into a new Pot covering 
it , and the Twenty four hours being ex- 
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piced found 1t full of moſt ſweet Oil. They 


were aſtoniſhed, but did not repent ; and 
- after the Prophecy was fulklled by theis 
vine. 
9. Gongelo Pereyra (as was before ſaid } 
coming thither defeated them and their Suc- 
cors they had from Javs and other Places, 
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and reduced them, notwithſtaading they for. 
tified themlelves ja the Mountains. In this 
Action five Portugueſes were loſt, and Pereyss 
left D. Duartes de Meneſes to command 
there. 
xo. At this time Fawes L opez; de Meſquits, 
a moſt wicked Man, commanded at Terxate 
Aeyro King of that Iſland, who had been (© 
unjuſtly treated by D. Dwarte Degas, had al- 
ways carried himſelf reſpectfully to the pr. 
tugueſes without any Merit. of theirs, but 
was now At variance, becauſe they killed his 
Nephew. He began to revenge it, killing 
three of them, becauſe they refuſed to do 
him Juſtice. This difference was compoſed by 
ſome weli meaning Perſons, and the King and 
AMeſquita ſolemnly ſwore to the Reconciliati. 
on. But it being all deceit 1n the latter, before 
ſix days were expired he murder'd the King 
as he viſited him, This was done at parting, 
he waited on him to the Door, and his Ne- 
phew Martin Alfonſo Pimentel ſrabbed him by 
the Unkle's Qrder. | 
11. When this King the laſt time Em- 
braced - that falſe Friendſhip, he took to 
witneſs. of his fincerity the Scutcheon of the 
Portugueſes Arms, which repreſent the 
Wounds of our Saviour. . As he was ſtabb'd, 
he laid hold of a Cannon about the place 
where thoſe ſame Arms were, ſaying, 4b 
Genilemen, why do you thus kill the beſt Subjel 
your King my Maſter by + Neither theſe 
words, nor the ſacredneſs of the Place, it 
being hallowed Ground, aflwaged their fury. 
There they ſtrip'd . and cut him in R_ 
whic 
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which being ſalted and put into a Cheſt 
were Caſt into the Sea in ſight of his Queen 
and Daughters, who begged only for leave 
to bury him. Such was then the Portugues 
Government, that theſe and other the like 
Cruelties and Villaintes paſſed unpuniſhed by 
them. But God did not fo, who firſt with 
ſhame deprived them of thoſe Dominions, 
and afterwards of a Prince of their own, 
Gui Chil Babu, Son to the deceaſed, ſucceed. 
ed him in the Crown, and juſt defire of Re- 
renge for ſuch inhuman Oppreſſion, He for- 
tied himielf, and entred intoa League with 
_ dithe Neighbouring Princes againſt us, be. 
ginning the War with the ſlaughter of ſome 
Portugucſes, and perſecution of the new con- 
verted Chriſtians in all thoſe Iſlands. But 
this happened later, we ſhall ſee it in its 
proper place. 

12, The Viceroy order'd D. Lnis de Al- 
mezda in the Spring to Cruize in the Sea of 
Suratte, to examin what Ships ſailed there 
without our Paſles. He had fix Ships with 
him, and was joined by fourteen more, they 
took three great Ships richly laden, and 
brought two of them to Damam, ohe having 
foundred at Sea. This was the laſt publick 
Attion of the Viceroy, He embarqued to 
return home and died in. the Voyage. It 


was ordered in his Will, that his right Arm 


ſhould be cut off, and preſerved, to be bu- 
ried with his Unkle D. Nanne Alvarez at 
Cents, and that the Body ſhould be caſt into 
the Sea, It was accordingly performed, and 
lome obſeryed that the 'cutring off this Arm 

GE . Was 
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was the Execution of the Sentence he ha 
given agaioſt himſelf, when a Relation pre. 
vailing upon him to fign an unjuſt Pape; 
he ſaid, The hand that figns ſuch a thing g.. 
crues to be cut off. Such is the torce of Af. 
feftion, it makes a Man do the very thing 
he abhors. 

13. D. Anton. de Noronua was a Man of 
a good Diſpoſition, Judgment and Incline. 
tion. He was Viceroy the term of four Years 
the 11th of that number, and twenty-thirg 
of the Governours, the firſt of chat Nane, 
and third of the Sirname. 

14. During the Government of D. Ate.

more, and four in 1567. 

15. This Year our great Poet Luis de Camp. 
ens was at Zofala. Being very poor in India, 
where he ſerved ſixteen Years, Peter Barret 
who was going to Command at Zefals pro- 
miſed him great things, and Camoens find. 
1ag nothing came of them, after waiting long 
he reſolved to come for Pertuge! in a Ship 
that had touched there, in which was He- 
Gor de Silveyra and other Gentlemen, Be- 
Ing about to depart, Peter Barreto who had 
wade thoſe Promiſes not to prefer him, but 

_ divert himſelf, demanded Two hundred 
Ducats he ſaid he had ſpent upon him; 
and thoſe Gentlemen paid the Money and 
brought him away. So it _ be faid, 
L2is de Camoens his Perſon, and Barrettohis 
Honour, were at once ſold for that Money. 
He arcived at Lisbon the Year 1569, "= 
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the Plague raged in that City ; fo that fa- 
mous Man always flying one Plague fell into 


another. 


CHAP. V. 


The Government of the Viceroy D. @uis de 
Ataide, Count de Arouguia ; from the 


Tear 1568, #4 1571, in the Reign of 


King Sebaſtian. 


I, O D. Anton. de Noronns {ucceeded 
with the ſame Title of Viceroy D. 
Luis de taide, Count de Atouguis, a Perſon 


meritorious ot this Government, or of a 


greater, if ever any greater was committed 
by a Prince to one ſingle Perſon. He was the 
firt who carried. Orders that a Gentleman 
ſhould be bare when they ſpoke to the Go- 
vernor, and be ſeated on a Chair without a 
Beck. He was the firſt alſo ſent by King 
Sebaſtian after he was out of his Minority. 
2. With him went five Ships with a great 


number of Men, and great part of them of 


Note. He arrived at Goa in Odober, and way 
received in the City with a general Satis- 
faction of all Men. Though he found the 
zumber of Shiping but ſmall yet in few days 
he ſet gut ſo many Sail, as cauſed admira- 
tion ; and good Squadrons were ſent to .fe- 
yeral Expeditions. > 


3. Lais de Melo de Sylva went in February , $59 
ae ; 


nich ehirceen Sail to relieve D. Leuns + 
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Pereyra at Malacs, the News of his Succek 
not being yet come to Goa, Alfonſa Pereyrg 
de ls Cerda failed towards the North with 
ſix in November : And Martin Alfonſo de Mj. 
yauda with thirty ſix to ſcour the Coaſt of 
Malabar, infeſted with Pyrats. The Natives 
were ougwith a conſiderable Strength, and 
loft five great Veſſels, many Men and much 
Ammunition ; but Martin being wonnded 
with a Cannon Ball was carried to Cochjx, 
and died there, D. George de Mentſes ſet 
out with two Gallies ds five ſmall 'Veſſels 


ro ſeek the Pyrate C anatale, whom he found 
not ; but diſcovering many Velſlels in the 
River Carapatay he made to them, and 
came up himſelf with a Gally in which 186 
Mores fought ſo deſperatcly, that none being 


left alive but a Father and Son, the ſormer 
killed the latter, and ſtabbing himſelf lcapd 
over-board. 

Ayres, Telles de Meneſes ſet out with 
ſeven Sail, and D. Pawl de Fima Pereyra with 
eight for the North. Jn the River Bands 
near Goa he found four Catures, or Barges 
of Malabares, who after loſing many Men 
eſcaped. Then he held on his Voyage, 
which was to relieve Roſtzmecan, beſieged by 
the Mogols in Baroche, which *place he had 
Uſurped, laying hold of the Confuſions of 
Cambaya, ſince the Death of the King Badu 
inthe Sea of Dix. Ttimican now held that 
Government in his Hands by great Subtilty 
and Artifice, having perſwaded the Guzs- 
rates, that a young Man his own Son way 
the laſt King's, and therefore he ſecured that 
Crown in him for himſelf. 5. Whilll 
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5. Whilſt Ayres Telez ſailed, D. Peter de 
Almeyda Commander of Damans went to Sx- 
ratte, tO call to an account Age/achem Lord 
of that Town, by the ſame Title as Roftu- 
mecan, for loading two great Ships without 
the Viceroy?'s leave, the Ships were taken, 
and valued above rx00000 Duccats. As Al- 
meyda had done, Tellez began to play his 
part, which was to force the Moyols from 
Baroche, He performed it effeCtually : But 
Rotumecan being out of danger, forgot his 
Promiſe to the Viceroy, which was to be- 
come Tcibutary to us, So ecaſlie it is to make 
promiſes in danger, and to break them when 
dclivered. 

6. D. James de Meueſes on the Coaſt of 
Malabar did fuch Execution, that Zamors 
was not in a condition to relieve Agaluchem, 
who ſent from Zwratte to beg his aſſiſtance, 
being diſtreſſed > Nunno Vello Pereyra, who 
was come from Da 
Cambaya of Enemies, He burnt two Villages 
and ſome Veſlels, and brought away many 
Priſoners. Then with 400 Men he purſued 


a Body of Afogels who were fied to a Moun- 


tain (called Parxel) almoſt impregnable by 
Art and Nature, and three Leagues diſtant 
from Damam., Nunno neither knew the 
ſtrength of the place, ;nor number of the 
Enemies, who were aboye 800, and ſo be- 
gan to Mount that difficult aſcent, whence 
great Stbnes were rowled down to higgder 
the Paſſage. But the Souldiers climing upon 
Hands and Feet, reached the firſt Intrench- 
cnt, which after a vigorous oppoſition

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was entred. Then they aſfavlred the Fort, 
where both Parties fought deſperately. 1g 
fome places they came 1o near as to lay hold 
of one another's Weapons. Antony de For: 
fee was lifted up by his Lance which tome of 
the M-gols held, and he never quitted it but 
Jaughed. Bring afterwards asked what he 
langhed at, he ſaid, To think the Batbarian 
b: lievea they could get the Lance out of my h:n4). 
At length they let him fall. Nunn Vell Tee. 
ing he ſtrove in vain, retired after loin? 
ſeven Men, having killed above thirty of the 
Enemy, and taken much Proviſion, fifty 
Hocſes, ſome Camclsand Oxen, with which 
he drew eff not without danger, being purſy- 
ed by 500 of the Erecmy, whereot i co where 
210rle. 

7. He conſulted this Aﬀair with Atvare 
Perez, de Tavora who had the Command of 
Damam ; the reluit was, that Nunn march: 
cd with 160 Portugues and 50 Moriſp Hoke, 
650 Foot, halt Por:ugues, half Mores. They 
went up the Mountain with great Labour, 
chrough ways never before trod, catrying 
three pieces of Cannon. They met with 
conſiderable oppoſition, five Cannon playing 
vpon them from the Fort, and ſo:ne Hori 
breaking out of the Woods ; fo they loll 
eight Men, fix killed and two taken. Three 
days were ſpent incliming the Mountain, be- 
ing got to the top Nunno plantgd his Can- 
non, and batter?d the Work with ſuch fury, 
that the Enemy the ſixth Night abandoned 
ir.

The great importance of the impreg- 
cable Fort of Azarim, moved the Kings of 
Coles 2nd Sarcetas tO attempt the gaining of 
t They entred the Country of Bacaim, in 
which it is, and after doing great harm, ſer 
town before it ;” but Andrew dc Villalobys3 who 
commanded there, bravely defended ir rill 
he Viceroy ſent Relief. Being then Eight 
hundred ſtrong they fell upon the two Kings, 
2nd not only rtorced them from the Siege, 
but following into their Countries put al} 
to Fire and Sword, and returned Vicori- 
ous, The Viceroy now ſent out D. Rode- 
ich de Souſa with fix Ships from Cambaya; 
Peter Lopez Rabelo and Giles de Goes with 
two Ships and three Galleons ſor der ; 
D. Fames de Meneſcs with twelve Gallies and 
thirty ſmall Vellels for AZalabar ; Peter de 
Silva de Meneſcs with thirteen Sail for Bra- 
calor. Bracalor 1s a new Fort between Goz 
:nd Malabar, upon the Mouth of a River. 
The Viceroy ' offended :t the King of Tolar 
dſigned ro poſſeſs himſelf of it, and agreed 
vith him that commanded to hetray it. Pe- 
tr de Silva going to take poſſeſſion of ir, by 
the way entred the River Sangriſe, which 
runs through the Lands of Higdalen, where 
be burnt two Towns and ſome Vellels. 
The Commander of Bragalor according to 
promiſe delivered up the Fort by Night, 
ad our Men falling upon the Town, killed 
and took above Two hundred of the Inha- 
bitants, The Kings of Tofar and Combotim 
ame up that Night with 1500 Men, and 
be next wigh goo, in a bot Engagement 
| they 
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they loſt many Men, and we five. The place 


not being judged tenable, was quitted with 
Honour, bringing away twenty Cannon, and 
a great quantity of Ammunition and Artns, 

9. Mem Lopez Carraſco failing for Sunds 
with only one Ship, and only forty fighting 
Men in it, paſlled in fight of the Port of 4. 
chem at ſuch time as that King in perſon was 
ſetting out againſt Malaca with 20 Gallies, as 
many Galleons, and 169 other Veſlels, Car. 
raſco finding it impoſſible to ſhun them, reſo. 
ved to {ell his Life as dear as he could, The 
whole Fleet attacks them, and tears all theic 
Rigging to pleces, Night parted, and Morn. 
ing brings them together again, three Gal- 
lies board them and are beaten off, The 
Fight laſted ttiree days ; the King having 
loſt forty Veſlels and many Men returued 
into his Harbor. As much of our Ship got 
to Malaca as was hid by the Water, all that 
was above being ſhattered to .picces; and 
thus for that time was Malacs, delivered of 
that trouble, 

10, Miray, a King between the Mog! and 
Cambaya, deſign'd to poſleſs himlſelt of the 
Crown of Ca:baya, to which he thought he 
had the beſt Ticle, fince it had been ulurped 
from the lawful Heirs upon the Death of 
Badur.

| Hilft the Viceroy was buſie in theſe 

V Preparations , four Ships from 
Licbon arrived opportunely at Goa. D. Paul 
& Lima with one Galleon and fix Ships, 
and Martin Alfonſo d: Melo Commander: of 
Bcaim meditating Revenge agalnſt the Kings 
of Cole and Sarcetas, got togerher One hun- 
dred and thirty Horſe, and Eight hundred 


Portugues Foot, The Enemy had Four hun- 


ated of the former, and Two thouſand of 
tte latter, yet were put to flight, and even 


lathe tight cut off Emanuel Perera and all” 


tis Men. So much is an Enemy to be fear'd 
men when he flies. The Cities of Darila 
UlVarem were deſtroyed, and all the Coun- 
7-4 tries 
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tries about them. D. Paul in his return took 
two Ships of the Enemy, though forſaken 
by ſome of his own Veſlels, and thoſe that 
left him had afterwards the Impndence to 
boaſt of the Vitory. The Viceroy receiy'q 
D. Paul with much Honour; and one of 
thoſe that had forſaken him coming to kiſs 
(as was the Cuſtom ) the Viceroy's Cloak, 
he ſaid to him, Keep off, go hifi your Mother"; 
hand, 

2. In November the Viceroy ſet out of Gog 
with above One hundred and thirty Sail, ſome 
ofthem were Tenders, and ſome Merchants : 
1n the fighting Ships were Three thouſand 
Portugueſes beſides Indians, He entred the 
River of Onor, and landed Two thouſand 
three hundred Men, not without oppoſicion, 
The place ſcem*d impregnable both by Art 
and Nature, yet our Men with great diff. 
culty beginning to aſcend the Hill, notwith- 
ſtanding the Bullets that fell from above, 
ſoon diſcovered the People flying out of the 
City, and the Queen of Gwearcopa retiring 
to the Inland, as deſpairing the Fore could 
hold out, though Garriſon'd with Five hun- 
dred reſolute Men, and well ſtored with Ar- 
tillery and Ammunition, 

3. The City which was rich and beautiful 
was firſt Plundered, and then reduced to 
Aſhes. Our Forces ſat down before the Fort, 
and batter'd it without intermiſſion four days, 
without the Jeaſt moleſtation from a Body 
of the Natives who came to hinder their 
Progreſs : Which the Beſteyged percelving, 
furrendred upon condition to march away. 
SE Dues n= or O00” wn 
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without Arms. The Booty was ſmal}, the 
moſt conſiderable parr of it Cannon and 
Ammunition. The next day being St. Ca- 
tharines, A place was Cleanſed to ſay Maſs 
in, The Command of it was given to George 
4: Mcxre with Four hundred Men, half of 
them Portuzueſes. 

4. Herethe Ingenter Simon de Rean fought 
alone with thirty of the Enemy till he fell 
as was thought dead, but as they put him 
into a Shroud a ſmall motion was perceived, 
and ſoon after, to the admiration of all Men, 
he recovered. In this Action we loſt twenty 
Men, Next the Viceroy palled to Bracalor, 
which is much like the other in ſtrength and 
ſruation. The Landing was ſomewhat more 
diſiculte, betog obltcudted by 11:00 Men, 
but at length Two hundred of them being 
kited (with the loſs of nine on aur fide) our 
Men pollcſied themſelves of a Work which 
much diſmay'd the Enemy. 

5. Thoſe in the Fort, before the Viceroy 
could be:iege, abandon'd it, Soon afcer the 
Kings of Tolar and Cambolim attack the Fort 
Ma very dark Night, but found Peter Lopes 
Rabelo who commanded it with Two hundred 
Men fo ready to receive them, that they loſt 
Ehree hundred, killing only five of his, and 
dſpairing of any Succeſs, concluded a Peace 
mich the impoſition of a greater Tribute 
than they paid before. The Viceroy had 
at Interview with thoſe two Princes and the 
Qeen of Cambolim, and they parted very 
$26 Friends, Above a Month was ſpent 18 
building a cew Forc in a conyenient place, 
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which was the mid-way between the City 
and the Mouth of the River. The Com- 
mand of it was given to Antony Botello, who 
ſpilc the ficſt Blood in this Action, 

6. The Viceroy was in great care, that he 
received no anſwer from Miray. But there 
is no ſecurity in humane Policies, Miray 
thought to tie the Mego! to his Intereſt, by 
marrying his Brother to the Aogot's (Siſter. 
But ſcarce did the Brother, aſliſted- by his 
Father-in-law the Mopol, fee Miran march 
towards Cambaya, when he enters his King- 
dom with a great Power ; and Miran having 
notice hereof, was forced to ſtay to ſecure 
a certainty of his own, rather than to go to 
4 doubtful Purchaſe. The Viceroy was much 
concern'd at this News, and having no pre- 
ſent [Imployment for ſo great a Fleet, divi- 
ded it ito {ſeveral Squadrons, and ſent them 
_ upondiftcreat Expcditions. DD, Peter de Cafto 
had one to {:cure the Ships trading to Goa; 
Ferdinand Tellez, who not not long before 
had taken {ome Ships of the Enemy, went 
with another to the North, Of his Squa- 
dron. were Ruy Diaz, Cabral, and D. Hewy 
ae Meneſes, who being ſcparated from him, 
mct fifty Sail of Mialabars, and ralhly fell up- 
on them. Ray Deas aud ſeventy Men they 
both commanded were all killed ; D. Henry 
from among the dead was carried into flaye- 
ry, and after ranſom*d, D. Emanuel Perera 
and Fobx de Silva Barreto came too late to 
prevent this Misfortune, but not to put the 
Enemy to flight afreg receiving and doing 
much harm, 

3. The 
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- The Viceroy reſented this Ioſs not fo 
,nuch for its greatneſs, as becauſe it was the 
firſt time Fortune had frowned on him. He 
went to /Manpgaler, Uwelve Leagues to the 


Guthward, to appeaſe ſome Diſturbance | 
that leſſened the King's Revenue, and was 


prejudicial to Trade, This proceeded from 
the Enmity between the King of Bangu 4 
2nd Queen of 07:12; the Dominion of the 
latter lies to the South, and that of the o- 
ther to the North of that Place. The 
Viceroy being better received at Mangalor 
than be expected, had a meeting with thoſe 
two Prinecs, and agreed their Differences. 
In his return to Goa, he left with Amoany 
Bello CommanGer of Bracalor for the Secu- 
city of that Pace, ſix hundred freſh Men ; 
2nd Antony Cabrall at Seca with three Veſllcls 
well provided. At Oxor he added to George 
d Moxra Five hundred Men, and left on 
that Sea Francis and Rocque de Mirands , 
Brothers, with ſix Ships, who with Fire afid 
S#ord deſtroyed ſome Towns and Ships, bhe- 
cauſe they rebelled as ſoon as the Yiceroy 
izd turned his back. ' | 

$. At the end of this Year arrived at Gog 
've Ships from Portugal, The Queen of 
Cuarcopa WaO was fled to the Mountain, ra- 
ner for tear than good Will, came now to 
a Accommodation.

15. The Confederate Kings fet out to 
meet Pereyra with fifty Coracoraes, which are 
great Gallies. Pereyra receives them, and 
they fought with much bravery : The King 
of Tidore attacks our Admiral Galley, but 
being almoſt-killed, drew back with his Gal- 
ley quite diſabled, The Enemy gave way, 
and Pereyra came to the Fort, and brought 
freſh vigor with thet Succeſs. 'But thoſe of 
Ternite were ſo intert upon Revenge, that 
they continuzd the Siege five Years, and 
our Men were forced to abandon the ha 
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The King of Tidere received thoſe that would 
ſtay with him, the reſt diſperſed into ſeveral 
Countries.

Hzidalcan marched 
to beſiege Goa, Nizamaluco to Chanl, with. 
out any reſpect to the Peace which had been 
no way infringed, 

3. The Viceroy upon this occaſion ſhewd 
anundaunted Spirit, It was generally agreed 
Chaul ſhould be abandoned, for the greater 
ſecurity of Goa, but the Viceroy reſolved 
t 2 Enemy ſhould have nothing but what was 
dearly bought. He immediately ſent D., 
Francis Maſcarenaas with 600 Men in four 
Gallies and five ſmall Veſſels to the Reilef of 
Chaxl. Among theſe went many Gentlemen 
of Note, to ſerve as private Soyldiers. They 
ſet out about the end of September. 

4. Next the Viceroy applied himlelf to 
Provide for the defence of Goz, He poſted 
Ferdinand de Souſs de Caſtellobrance, an old 
Souldier in Aſia, in the Paſs of Benaftarmm 
with 129 Men; D. Pau! de Lima at Rachel 
with 6o, and thus in other places he diſtri 
buted x5co Natives of the Iſland. There 
were not compleat 700 Portugueſes 1N It, 
theſe he reſerved to relieve where ever the 
greateſt danger threatned. The City he 
Put into the Hands of the Dominicans, Fran: 


eiſcans and Clergy, who exceeded not 300, 
| aflifte 
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aſſiſted by 1000 Slaves, Captain Foby de 
Souſa with 55 Horſe was to be ready to ap= 
car where ever there was occalion, D. 
Georze de Meneſes, krnamed Barroche was to 
keep the River with 25 Sall, At the ſame 
time the Viceroy cauſed Ammunition and 
Provilions to be brought from all Parts, the 
Works to be repaired, and about the mid- 
dle of Necegber he took his Poſt upon the 
Bank of the River. | 

No ſooner was he there, than ſeveral Bo- 
dies of Men appeared coming down the 
Mountain Gate, and encamping at Poxds, 
commanded by Norican, H:dalcan's General, 
About the end of December he advanced, and 
encamped over-avainſt the Paſs of Bexaſta+ 
1m, pitching his Maſter*'s Tents, who ſpent 
eight days in coming down the Mountain 


by reaſon of the greatneſs of his Army. 


At night he lighted ſo many Fires to dif- 
cover the Paths of the Mountain, that at a 
rreat diſtance the multitude of his men could 
he ſeen. Being come to Ponds he covered 
thoſe vaſt Plains with rich aud coſtly Tents, 

6, This Army conſiſted of 1oco000 hght- 
inz Men, beſides an infinite number of Fol- 
lowers; 35000 Horſez 2140 warlike Ele- 
phants; 350 pieces of Cannon, moſt of an 


extraordinary bigneſs,and ſome great Barques 
brought upon Myles,to be lanched for all occa-- 
ions upon the River, The chief Commanders: 


of this multitude were, Norzcan called Hexer 
Maluco, of ſuch quality, that he never a 
peared with his Prince but in the Field ; 
Rumercan and Copercan, who for their qua- 
lity 
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lity had diſtant Quarters on the edge of the 
Water. The Army encamped in fuch man. 
ner, it looked rather like a regular City 
than a Camp. Their order of Battle was 
thus : Hidalcan at Ponda with 4c Horſe, 
6000 Muſqueteers, 300 Elephants, 220 Can. 
nons ; Cogercan, Kumercan, and Mortazacan 
near the Mouth of the Channel Gaxjz with 
3000 Horſe, 130 Elephants: and nine 
Cannons. MNericax Oppolite to the iſland of 
obs Lopez with 7000 Horle, 180 Elephants, 
aid eight great Cannons. Carmilcan and 
Delirracan facing the Paſs of Benz/tarim with 
00009 Horſe, 200 Elephants, and 32 batter. 
ing Pieces. So/zyman Aga on a height above 
Benaſtarim with 1500 Horle, and two Field 
Pieces. Axjozcan oppoſite to the lfland of 
Fobx Bauget with 2500 Horſe, 5oElephants, 
and fix Cannons, Fatiarviatzr: 1n ſight of 
Sepal with 15950 Horle, 5 Elephants, ard 
6 Cannons. Danlatecan, Natiatimanaique, 
Chitican, and Codemenacan facing the Pals of 
Agagaim with g0co Horſe, 200 Elephants, 
and 26 Cannons. The reſt of the Army 
covered the . Mountains capable to ſtrike a 
Terror into the boldeſt Spirits. 

7. The Viceroy viewed all the Poſts, of. 
fering his Perſon to the greateſt danger. 
The ranging of the Enemies Army cauſed 
him to alter his firſt method, being now 
reinforced with forme men come from ſeveral 
Parts, he pofted his men thus : The dry: 
Pafs which he had deſigned for himſelf, he 
committed to D. Peter de Almeyda, and D. 


George Degas with 120 men, 2nd went gn

8. Several Veſlels with ſmal} Guns were 
to run along the River to relieve all theſe 
Poſts, Thus the number of the Viceroys 
Men was not above 1600, and he had but 
30 Cannons in all thoſe Poſts, This was 
the force we had to oppoſe that great Power, 
the like was at Chand, 
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9. For Nizemeluco ſet down before it at 
the ſame time, as Hidzlcax did before Goz, 
They two being ſuſpitious of each other, 
kept time in their Preparations, Setting out 
and Marches. But that we may not con. 
found the Actions by mixing them, we will 
firſt relate thoſe at Goa, and then proceed 
to Chaul. The Cannon began to play, the 
flaſhes whereof enlightned the Night, and 
the ſoak darkned the day. The Enemy 
ſpent their firſt Fury on the Fort and Works 
of Benaſtarim, anddid great harm, but could 
not perceive it ;- for whatever they ruined 
by day was repaired by night, They pour. 
ed in ſhowers of Bullets, for only in Alvaro 
de Mendoga his Poſt 600 were found, ſome 
of them of two Spans diameter ; we could 
not anſwer with the like number, but ceuld 
ſee we did great execution, And our Veſſels 
failing nimbly abou, plied their ſmall Guns 
with good eifet. Ferdinand de Souſa de Ca. 
ftefſobrauco one night by the help of a great 
number of Torches that went before ſpied 
an Officer of the Enemies croſing, a height 
oppoſite to him with young Women a dan- 
cing before, Soſa deſirous to untune their 
harmony, cauſed a Cannon to be fo luckily 
levelled at them, that the Officer, ſome of 
thoſe that lighted, and two couple of the 
young Women were ſeen to fly inkp the Air, 

_ mY was the time for the __— 
tO fail for Portwpal, dmiay gvery Body adviled 
the Viceroy to ſop them, barge they wogld 
carry 400 Men that might be a great helpin 
the preſent diſtreſs, But the ay 
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bicious of making his Glory the greater, by 
conquering the greater difficulties, anſwer'd, 
There 945 want of them in Portugal, and be 
tufted thoſe that remained were ſufficient for the 
gok be bad in band. So the Ships ſet fail. 
11, Hitherto the Portugueſes did much 
more harm than they received, having killed 
many of the Enemy, and among them ſome 
of Note, and loſt no number nor any perſon 
confiderable, only ſome were dangerouſly 
wounded, D. Francis de Sylva being wound- 
ed with a Cannon Ball fo that his Guts hung 
out, continued encouraging his Men*holding 
them up with his hand. Peter Homem de 
Silbs loſing much Blood at three Musket 
Shots he had received, and being perſwaded 
to go off, ſaid, _ It could be no matter of 
moment ſince he felt it not. Our Veſſels did 
rood Service, and the Enemies were not 
de, carrying their men from one place to 
mother. Our men had the iboldneſs often 
toland and attack the Enemy in their Poſts, 
ad till brought away Priſoners, the heads 
o thoſe they killed, Colours and Arms. 
D. George de Meneſes Barroche in his Vellels, 
and D. Peter de Caſtro by Land with 200 Por- 
teveſes Made ſuch a ſſavghter, thai the Vice» 
roy to animate the City, and ſhow them 
what was done abroad, ſent them two Carts 
kaded with Heads. Gaſpar Diez and his 
brother Laxceloe running up the Country one 
wht a League and half with 8c men, burnt 
tro Villages and many Farm Houſes, and 
bweht away many Priſoners, heads of the 
Gi, and of Cattle, 
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12 Another time theſe two Brothers wich 
130 men, attack the Quarters Ol Copergay 
and Rwmergan, and making a great havock, 
deſtroyed all they had provided in order to 
paſs over into the land of Fob L:pez, bn 
this Action Francis de Cunna Contino, Ser. 
vant to the Viceroy, going alone before the 


' reſt, came ſo cloſe up to 500 Morey, that he 


threw two Granadoes among them, which 
did fome execution, and retired withoat 
hurt. The Enemy adinired the ſmallref 
of our number, and greatneſs of our Actions; 
but was more ſurprized when he heard, thar 
in the heat of all this fury, the Viceroy had 
order'd D. Fames de Meneſes who cam: from 
the Coaſt of Malabar with his Squadron, to 
return hither , and D. Ferdinand de V aſcon- 
celos tO © with four Gallies and two ſmall 
Vellels ro deſtroy the City Dghul, to ſhow 
Hida!can, whoſe it was, how little account 
he made of all his Power. D. Ferdinand 
burat there two great Ships of Mecs, and 
many ſmall Vellels; then landing fired ſome 
Villages, and had done the fame to the City, 

had not his own Captains oppoſed it. 
13. He returned ro Goa, and attacking 
the Quarters of Agoſcer, a principal Man 
among the Enemy, three Miles diſtant from 
the Viceroy, entred them with great ſlaugh. 
ter. But his Men with the ſacceſs falling 
into Diſorder, the Enemy rallied and fell 
upon them, killing ſome, the reſt fled leaving 
their Captain, who, weakned with loſs of 
Blood, and tired with. the weight of his 
Arms, could not get into a Boat, but fought 
ow FREY 0I0Y 1 
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in the Water till he fell down dead. His 
Enſign Auguſtin Fernandez, died honourably 
with his Colours in the left hand, which he 
bravely defended with the right, Forty 
were killed, their Heads with the Colours 
were Carried to Hidalcan. The Viceroy 
immediately ſent Barroche with 100 Men 
more to burn D. Ferdinand”s Vcllel taken by 
the Enemy, which he performed, bringing 
away the Cannon that was left in it by the 
Enemy, believing no Body durſt come wherc 
It lay.

Continues the Siege of Goa, and Governmen 
of D. Luis de Ataide. > 


1. A T this time Zamori made Propoſals 


. of Peace to the Viceroy, cither to 
amnſe him while he went upon other deſigns 
purſuant to the Articles of the League, or 
el: hoping to gain ſome adyantage in that 
preſſing Conjunucture. The Viceroy gave 
tin to: underſtand be would not yield the 
leaſt point for tear, and continued firm in 
this reſoluticn , notwithſtanding Hidalcan 
had prevailed with the Queen of Guarcopa to 
declare War at Ozxor : That Prince was 
altoniſhed to ſee him ſend relief thither, 
wen he thought there was not force to 
lupply Gag, The Viceroy at this time alſo 
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relieved Marramaque at the Malxcos, and 
Francis Barreto at Mocambique. 

2. The grand defign of Hidalcan was to 
get over into the liland, ia order to it his 
General Noricen began to lay a Bridge over 
the River witha vaſt number of Workmen, 
The Viceroy falling upon them made a great 
havyock. There was a Report that Hidalcay 
deſ:gned to paſs over to the Iſland in Perſon, 
and carneſtly deſired a fine Horſe the Vice. 
roy had, for which he had before offered z 
great Sym of Mony. The Viceroy ſent it 
bim for a preſent, aſluring nothing ſhould be 
more pleaſing than to fee him come over to 
Goa. Hidalcan accepted of the Horſe, and 
cauſed him to lie npon filk Quilts under 
Canopies of Cloath of Gold, to be covered 
with embroidered Dammask, and his Trap- 
pings to be adorned with maſly Gold, and 
his Provender was mixed with Preſerves and 
other Dainties. The Horſe enjoyed it not 
long, being killed by a Cannon-Bail. At 
this time ſuch a violent Storm of Rain fel, 
that moſt Poſts were abandoned ; the Vice- 
roy deſired to take a Standard that was lett 
in one; a French Gunner with only ore Man 
went over in a Boat to fetch it, and were 
doth killed. 

3. It was now the beginning of March, 
and the Sicge had laſted two Months, with- 
out abating any thing of the Fury, Many 
of our Buildings were ruined by the Enemics 
Cannon, many of them killed by ours. A» 
tony Cabral run up the River Chapors with 


four Veſſels, and landing fifty Men, burnt four 
| Villages 
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Villages, andabove ſiity Soil, bringing away 
ſome Booty. D. Pau! de Lima with forty 
Men did as much at Rachol, The Viceroy 
laying hold of a Rope at the Pals of Bexa- 
farim to draw a Cannon, others refuſing for 


fear of the many Bullets that flew, one hit 


him upon the Arm, and only pierced the 
ſleeve withour doing him any harm, After- 
wards being in the Church of Santiago, the 
Roof of it was beat down and hung over his 
head, Emannel de Seuſa Continne [ſtepped up 
to fave him, by receiving the Blow, but he 


acknowledging the Kindneſs reproved the - 


Action. 
4. The Viceroy uſed all poſſible means to 
have Intelligence from the Enemies Camp. 
He bribed ſome Renagaco Portnupueſes that 
ſerved there, but what is more, he corrupt- 
& Hidalcan's moſt beloved Wite, and by 
her means knew The King's ſecret Thoughts, 
which he could not conceal from her. 
| 5. Hidalcau now began to conſider the 
8 damaye done by fo few Men to fo nume- 
rous an Army, that now the Por:!#gueſes i0- 
Wl creaſed in ſtrength by the arrival of ſeveral 
| W Squadrons that had been abroad, among 
WW vhich James de Meweſes returned victorious 
irom Achem, and Lnis de Melo de Silva from 
WM Malabay. He deficed Peace, but was loath 
to propoſe it. T he Viceroy who knew his 
Thoughts ordered it fo, that a Treaty was 
8 a manner ſet on foot, fo that no; bociy 
could diſcern who was the Author of it. Yec 
a length Hidalcan ſtooped ro make the ict 
"cOpoials. But ſtil! the Siege was cattied 
s =: 
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on, and April was began. Seven hundred 
Mores attack a Paſs, Two hundred Porty- 
gueſes at firſt oppo:ed them, but ſeeing they 
were relieved, fled in ſuch Diſorder, thag 
reither their Officers nor the Viceroy could 
rally them. Their two Captains were kill. 
ed. ; 

6. The Action of D. Famer de Meneſes 
relating to Z-mori, ſhall be referred to the 
Chapter of Chaul ;, that of Luis de Melo is 
fit for this place. He ſet out with Fourteen 
Sail in fearch of the Fleet of Achem,, and 
met it near that Port; it conſiſted of Sixty 
Sail well Manned and provided with Cas. 
non, commanded by the Kings Son and 
Heir. Azlo and he met firſt, and our firſt 
Shot kiited him and ſeveral of his Men. The 
Fieets met and fought reſolutely on both 
ſides ; but the Enemy was utterly deſtroyed, 
three Galleys and ſix {mall Veſſels taken, all 
the reſt ſunk bur one. We loft not, one 
Man; of the Enemy Twelve hundced were 
killed, and Three hundred made Priſoners. 
44cl» returned tro Malaca with the Vellels 
and Cannon he had takev, and thence ſent 
tome Men to the Malxcos, and came to Gos 
with Fifteen hundred, and Yaſco Lorenge 
de Barbuda whom he found at Cochin preps 
Ting to bring ſome Relief.

$. During ghis time, before Winter came 
on, ſeveral Attempts were made vpon the 
Enemies Quarters and Inroads into the 
Country always with ſucceſs, Cne Night 
One hundred and fitry Men beat the Enemy 
out of a Polt at BenaFarim and ater another 
at 4ngoeſcan, Tuining ail the Works they had 
raiſed. They did the ſam? at Xatiarras, 
Cbatigan and Rechol, burning Villages deqzo- 
liking the Works, and killing very many. 

9. Hidelcan, though almoſt in deſpair, 
began to plane Gardens, and other Worss, 
25 1' he deſigned either to take Gog, or live 
in that Field : He reſolved to enter the 
Iland with Nine thouſand Men at tie Pals 
of Mercantor, which was not guarded, be. 
cauſe the River is viide there, Our Men 
bearing a Drum, which never beats buf 
when that Prince inarches in Perſon, run 
thither, and ſaw him on the other {ide cn- 
couraging his. Advice beg brought to the 
Viceroy, he ſent ſeveral Partjes and follow- 
ed himſelf. In ſpight of all oppoſition Fivg 
thouſand Men got over under the Command 
of the Turk Soliman Aga, Captain of the 
Guard, Freſh Men till flocked to the yice- 
roy, till he was Two thouſand ſtrong, AL 
the Poſts which tended two Leagues wegp 
In Action, 

19, All the Thirteenth of April, from 
Morning till Night the attack laſted, and 
lrog the next Morning till the Day follow- 
lg. Hidglcgy all the while looking go,

11. F. Georze de St. Lucia a Dominican 
and Biſhop of Malacs, foretold this Succels 
to tle Viceroy.  Hidalcan raged, and in 
Publick vowed not to ftir thence, but in 
privete wiſhed a concluſion, but uſed not the 
means. He propolcd a Peice, and deipair- 
ed of concluding it upon tne Terms he of- 
icredsz one Cf them was the Surrender of 
(302, 2S if the Portugueſes had 2! this while 
touuht ſor any thing but ro kcep it. Orr 
Viceroy Wreated with Norrcan about kiliirg 
re King, offering him either the Crown oc 
creat Power 1n the Government. Noricax 
admits the P:opoſais, end as the blow was 
ready to be given, the Treachcery was diſco- 
vered, he ſecured, and fo the othet Conſpi- 
rators Cefiſted, This was about the end oi 
Fpril. 

12. Thetreaty of Peace failing, the Siege 
vent on, but not with the vigour as beloc:, 
Tne Enemies Cannon ruined our Buildings, 
Ours their Men, and Parties of ours burnt 
gl the Country, OY de Reſende with 
only four Men attempts a Poſt of the Enc- 
mtes, and killing ſome, would have brought 
away one alive, but he making much oppo- 
ſition, Reſenge was forc'd to kill him. Lon

13. Hidalcan to divide.and weaken the 
Viceroy, again perſwades the Queen of 
Cuarcopa to attack Ono, She conſents, and 
joining Three thouſand Men of her own to 
Two thouſand ſent by him, belieges the 
Forte, It was the middle of 7uly, the dead 
of Winter there, when the Viceroy received 
Advice thereof. He ſent inſtantly - 4#tony 
Fernandez, de Cbale with two Galleys and 
eight Veſſels, and what Men they could con- 
tain : Antony in five days enters that Port, 
and joining with George de Moxra command- 
ing there, falls upon the Enemy and puts 
them to flight, kiiling many, and bringing 
all the Cannon into the Fort.

_ gins, and the Enemy might better keep the 
Field, the number of Tents was ſeen to 
decreaſe, then the Men, and laſtly the Can- 
non vaniſhed, without coming to any ac- 
commodation, after a Stege 'of ten Months, 
wherein. the Enemy loſt Twelve thonſand 
Men, Three hundred Elephants, Four thou: 
ſand Horſes, and Six thouſand Oxen,-

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dred Men in four Gallies and five ſmall 
Veſſels, 2nd ſome Barques loaded with Am- 
monition and Proviſion, 

3; The Fort of Chaxl is ſeated in about 
183 deg. of N. Lat. on the Bank of a River, 
not twelve Miles from the Mouth of it. 
There were in it but fifty Horſe, and a ſmall 
number of Foot, The firſt bold Attion 
done here was by Sebaſtian Gonvxaler de Al- 
velos, who pafling over a ſmall Creek alone, 
challenged any of that number of Enemies, 
- and none durſt anſwer him. Then Alxander 
de Scuſa went over with fifteen Horſe to 
diſcover the Enemy, and ſtayed ſo long till 
5000 came upon them, among which they 
killed a conſiderable Officer. At this time 
Faretecan was marching down the Mountain 
Gate with 8000 Horſe, a great number of 
Foot, and twenty Elephants ; he fat down 
before Chaul, and began to plant Cannon, 

4+ Faretecan deſiring to do ſomewhat be. 
fore his Prince came, ſet the Caſtles upon

All turned to his Loſs 
for he was repulſed by Sea and Land, and 
forced to retire as far as the Church de /s 
Madre de Dios, or: Mother of God, where 
bis men rallied.

5. Rere it is ſaid ſome Miracles were ſeen, 
8 that a Bullet hitting a Sovuldier on the 
hand, rebounded from it as a Ball ſtruck 
with a Racket, The fight laſted three hours 
with great ſlaughter of Mores, and loſs of 


three Po tugueſ \ 
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6. The Evemy having lodged themſelyes 
about the Town, it was thought convenient 


to demoliſh all the Buildings that were ag 


ching diſtant, Nothing remarkable happeneg 
till after December. Some Mores being then 
gathering Fruit in an Orchard, Nanxo Ved, 
Went out with five Soldters, and killing one 
of them, others came on {ill till they made 
up Six thouſand, and ours encreaſfed to two 
hundred ; who behaved themlelves with ſuch 
bravery, they drove that multitude, Killing 
One hundred and cighty, with the loſs of 
two. 

7. Nizemaluco came before Chal in the 
beginning of Fannary with the reit of his 
Army , which now together conſiſted of 
34020 Horſe, 100000 Foot, 160co Pioniters, 
40co Smiths, Maſons and other Trades of 
ſundry Nations, as Turks, Coragons, Perfian 
and Ethiopians, 360 Elephants, an infuite 
number of Bufalos and Oxen, aud forty pieces 
of Cannon moſt of a prodigious bigneſs, 
ſome carrying Balls of 100, fome 208, and 
even 300 welght, and had Names auſwet- 


able, as Crxel Butcher, Devourer, Orlendo Fi 


rioſo, and the like, Thus 15co00 Mean fo 
well provided, planted themſelves beforea 
Town that had only a ſingle Wall, a Fort 
like a Houle, and a handful of Men. Fer 
zecen lodged himſelf in the Vicar's Houk 
near the Chapel of the Mother of God 
with 7000 Horſe and twenty Elephants, 4 
galaſcan in the Houle of James Lopes 

6000 Horſe ; Ximirican between that 


upper Chau with 2000, fo the City ws

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hefet from Sea to Sea, At the ſame time 
zooc Horſe ravaged the Lands of Bayarim. 
The King took his Quarters at the farther 
end of th2 Town ; thus the ſpace of two 
Leagues was covered with Tents, 

8. The Portugueſcs at firſt being but few, 
and the Works inconſiderable, had no par- 
ticular Poſts, but were wherever the danger 
threatned. Soon after the News of the dan. 
g?r of Chan! being ſpread abroad, many 
Gentlemen flocked thither with ſupplies of 
Men, ſo that in a little rime there were 
20co Men in the Town. It was reſolved 
to maintain the Monaſtery of St. Frencis, 
and it was committed to Alexander de Souſa. 
Some Houſes were alſo judged fir to be de- 
fended. Nuno Alvarez Pereyra with forty 
Men had thoſe on the Shore, thoſe between 
the Miſericordia and St. Dominick, D. Gongalo 
de Mcneſes, others near Nanno Vello Pereyra, 
and lo in other Piaces. 

9. Mean while it was generally voted at 
Goa, that Chant ought to be abandoned , 
but the Viceroy reſolutely oppoled, and was 
ſeconded by Ferdinaud de Souſa ds Caſtello- 
braxco, Be immediately ſent thither D. Du- 
arte de Lima and Ferdinand Telles, de Meneſes 
with their two Gallies, and ſome Mea in four 
other Veſlels, Let us ſee what was done at 
Cbaul whilſt they are under Sail,

polite Guns ; the Gunuers were io dextros, 
that Bullets were ſeen to meet by the way. 
On the Eve of St. Sebaſtian a Party of ours 
ſallied vpon ſome Houſes where the Myrer 
had fortified themſelves, and killed a great 
number without laſing one Man. | 

11. Nizemaluco enraged at the laſt re. 
pulſe deſired Revenge, and that ſame night 
aſtacks the Fort of St. Fraucis with Five 
thouſand Men. The Mores thought to far. 
prize ours, but were ioon undeceived by the 
Execution done among them. The attack 
laſted very furious the ſpace of five hours, 
The Portugneſes luſpected the Enemy work- 
ed under the Wall, and could not ſee by 
reaſon of the darkneſs, but Chrijtopher C uroo 
three ſeveral times put half his Body out of 
a Window, with a lighred Torch in one 
hand, and a Buckler in the other, to dil. 
cover what was doing, The noiſe was very 
great, and thoſe in the City fearing for 
thoſe that were aſſaulted, ſent them Relief 
tnough with great hazard, The Morning 
diſcovered the Fort ſtuck with Arrows, and 
under it above Three hundred Mores ſlain, 
without the loſs of one Portwower, | 

12, Next day the Enemy repeated the 
Aſſault, and continued it five days with 
great reſglution, with\as great bravery oy 
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they received by the Pecrtzugueſesr, who often 
fallying covered the Field with dead Bo- 
dies and took ſeveral Colours. However it 
was at laſt judged expedient to quit that 
Fort, and withdraw the Men into the City, 
ſt the loſing of it ſhould prove more pre- 
judicial than the defending it could avail. 
ceventeen Men were killed in it One of 
theſe being on a high place to give notice 
when the Enemy fired their Cannon, faid 
to thoſe that were below : 1f rbey ſhoxld now 
fire Raſpadillo (that was a Cannon eighteen 
Foot long lo called) without doubt they would 
feud me all in pieces to ſup with Feſus Cbriſt, 
to whom | commend my ſeif, for the Gun points 
«t me, Scarce had he ſpoke the words when 
he was torn' in pleces by a Ball from thar 
Cannon. 

12. The Mores being poſleſſed of the Fort 
and Monaſtery of St. Francis, fired a whole 
Street, but attempring to gain ſome Houſes 
loſt Four hundred Men. Three of them 
challenged a Iike number: of ours, who 
thinking it a diſparagement ts anſwer them 
-bpon equal terms, only two went out, 
which were Gomez Freyre and Luis del Yale, 
who carricd a great Hanger. The Aferes 
refuſed the odds, and one of them with. 
drew, Vale with the advantage of the 
Hanger overcame his - Adverſary, and then 
alliſted Freyre to kill the other. So both 
lides might be faid to be conquer*d, the 
Mores loſing their Lives, and ours their 
Honour by takivg the Adyantage.

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14. Chaxl being now ſtreighrned, Ruy Ga 
de Camara was (ent to Goa for Relief» 
which he brought in two Galleys. At this 
time appeared here, and before 1Mavgely, 
the Melebar-Ships, ſent by Zamoeri, purſuant 
to the Articles of the Confederacy.

only Forty Men, Caranja is a ſmall, incon- 
{iderable Work, between Chas! and Daman, 
on the Edge of the Water, and is, in ſome 
meaſure, an Iſland, being encompaſled by 
ſmall Brooks, As the Enemy fate down be- 
fore it, Emanuel de Melo came with Thirty 
Men. Being now Seventy ſtrong, Pereferel: 
falls apon that great Number, with fach 
Succeſs, that after covering the little Iſland 

with dead Bodies, the reſt fled, leaving their 
Cannon, and a conſiderable Quantity of Arms 
and Ammunition. 

16. But to return to Chau! : The Ment 
fucioully batter'd ir with Seventy Pieces of 
large Cannon, for the ſpace of a Month; 
the leaſt that was ſpent every Day bells 
x60 Balls.

7.*ccumion there, This Batte- 
ry be252 22aialt the Baſtion of the Croſs, 
and w:.- c-iried on to the Place where Peter 
Ferreyrs and Mem Dornclas were poſted, le- 
velling all with the Ground, The Beſieged 
worked inceſſantly to cover themſelves ; but 
the Enemy's Gunneits were ſo expert, they 
mounted their Balls ſo, that they fell among 
thoſe that thought they were within Sheiter. 
Auguſtine Nunez, found an Expedient to a- 
yoid this Dangers which, thongh thought 
dificult at ficſt, was afterwards their only 
F&curity. 

17. Our Commander ſecing the Battery 
on the other ſide of St. Dominick never cea- 
ſed; thought fit to attack the | nemy's Quar- 
ters oppoſite tO it. Alexander de Souſs and 

ine Nunez undertook it with One 
Hundred and Twenty Men, and, though vi- 
gorouſly oppoſed, drove'the Enemy thence ;

of Camvaya, whereof he was now poſſeſſed; 
and by this Means Sultan 1Marmus, Heir to 
the late King of Cambaia, was left to the

fican and Madremaluco, Each of theſe envy- 
ing the others Fortune, ſtrove to make him- 
felt Maſter of the young King : And he 


_ finding all their Aim was Power, fled from 


Madremaluco, where he'thought himſelf in 
danger, to 1:imitican, and totally loſt him- 
ſelf. They were ail three bad, but this was 
the worlt of all. Therefore, conſidering 
the young King might flee from him, as he 
had ene from the others, he reſolved to a 
alide ali Shame, and betray him. Ge 
Alnzer Hecbar Taxa, King of the Mogals, 
was now in great Power; to. him he otters 
wo deliver the King 3 by which means, wit 
a ſnali Army, hz mighe poilef himſelf of 
that Kingdom, Whereof he ſhould be Vice- 
roy, as a Reward of his Treachery. Hechat 
agreed, 
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agreed, fet forward with a good Army ; 
and at the City Amiadeba, the Traitor deli- 
vered up his Prince to him ; and fo the 44s. 
gol, without drawing Sword, was ſeated in 
the Throne of Cambais. 

8. H:char not ſatisfied with what he had 
got , reſolved to recover the Lands and 
Towns of Bugaim and Daman. This'Deſign 
being known, D. Luis de Almeda, Com- 
' mander of Daman, gave Advice to the Vice- 
roy; who-immediarely fen: ſomes Succours, 
and prepared to follow in Perſon. He fer 
out from Goa the: Latter End of December, 
with nine Galleys, five Gallions, eight Gal- 
liots, and ninety other Veſſels. 

9. The Viceroy being come into the Ri- 
ver of Damam, ſtruck ſuch a Terrour into 
the Enemy, who was encamped two Leagues 
off, that the King immediate!y ſent an Am- 
bafſador_to the Viceroy, to treat of Peace. 
The Viceroy, reczived him in his Galley 
wich great State, and fuing all the Cannon 
of the Fleer 3 and having heard his Propo=- 
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fa's, fent back with him 44m:hony Cabral, who © 


concluded the Peace to the'Content of both 
Parties. The Vicezoy returned to Ges, and 
the Mogol Tetted hiraleif in the Poſleſlion of 
the Kingdom of Cambaya, cutting off the 
Head of the Traitor Himmiicer, a juit Reviard 

of his Villany. | 
__ 10. The fora of Breealr were of- 
ſended ar che For lately bit c by vs there ; 
they befieged it to the number of 6000. Rup 
Gongalcz de Camara, who commanded there, 
gave Advice to the Viceroy, and provided

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co make a good Defence. Five Sail came 
immediately ro his Relief; then ewelve more, 
under the Command of D. George de Meneſes, 
who by the Way deſtroyed the Town of the 
Naique of Sanguiger, with great Slaughter of 
the Enemy, and Lofs of two Men. With. 
out the Bay of Bragalor he took a Ship of Me. 
ca; and.entring, found all was fafe, with the 
Succour of the firſt Ships. 

11. D. Henry de Meneſes ſailing to the 
Korthward with one Galley and\ ſeven other 
Veſſeis, near the Iſlands of Angerala, eight 
T.cagues from Chaul, took two great Ships be. 
longing to Hidalcan; but a Storm ariſing, they 
were all drove aſhore, and taken by Mala. 
bars, who carried them to Hidalcan ; and he, 
cauſe the Ships were taken after the late 
Concluſion of Peace, (though the Fault was 
theirs, for aniwering with their Cannon, 
when they were required to ſhew Portugueſe. 
' Paſles, as had been agreed) cauſed D. Her- 
ry, arid all the Portugueſes then at his Court, 
ro be put into the Caſtle of Bilgam, and it 
colt ſome trouble to releaſe them, and ap- 
peaſe char Princes. - 

12. It was the Middle of OFober when the 
King of Achem (thoughlate, yet purſuant to 
the great League before ſpoke of ) appeared 
before 11z/aca, with almoſt 100 Sail, 7000 
Men, and a vaſt quantity of Ammunition. 
He landed the fame Night of his Arcival, 
and fuldcnly tet fire tothe Town of LIer

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them, and he could not but give ear to their 
Intreaty, though it ſeemed a Raſhneſs toen- 
gage a Fiect of an Hunered Sail with Ten, 
whereof Nine were almoſt rotten, and un. 
rigged. Among theie were diſtributed 300 
Soldiers, as naked as hungry. The Captain, 
who might repoſe much Confidence in his 
own Vaiour, acknowledging, in ſuch Caſes: 
there ought, to be no Truſt but in God, gave 
the Example, and cauied'all his Men to con: 
feſs, and prepare themſelves for Death. 

3- About the End of November he ſailed, 
and diſcovered the Enemy?*s Fleet in the Ri- 
ver Ferme/e.; He gave the Command of his 
own Ship to Emanuel Ferreyra, and went 
himſelf into a Galliot with his Sword in his 
Hand, to encourage the Men, ſecing him 
expoſe himſelf to the greateſt Danger with 
them. - The Signal being given, and the 
Cannon furiouſly aticharged, our Captain 
lays the'Enemy's Admiral on Board, makes 
great Havock among 290 Men that were in 
her, beats down her Flag, and ſhe getting 
looſe, ſhews him her Stern.

4. Mean while, Ferdinand Perez,, with ot 
ly thirteen Men, in a ſmall Veſſel; took a 
Galley. Ferdinand de Lemos runs his Ship 
with ſuch force againſt another, that he over- 
ſet and ſink her. Francs de Lima having ta- 
ken another, burnt it, to be at leiſure to re- 
eurn to the Fight, that ſtill continued. Ema. 
nuel Ferreyra, who was in Vegs's Ship, funk 
three Veſlels, unrigged others, and killed 
many Men. To be ſhort, Every one fought 


to admiration, the whole Enemies Fleet fled,

Whilſt Gongalo Perezra Marramaque, 
our Admiral in thoſe Seas, carried Relief to 
Ternate from Amboins, this Fort was Beſiegd 
by the Fleet of Ternate, ſent by the King ei.

our Men whom he held in great Diſtrefs, or 
if he were gone to polleſs themſelves of thoſe 
Iſlands.

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6. Antony Pereyra Brandam, who at the 
Melucos had committed Crimes that deſerved 
the ſevereſt puniſhment, in Portugal was con- 
demncd to bamſhmeat into Africk; he de- 
ſired the Governor he might be permitted 
to go with him to Aſonomotapa 3 he did It, 
and being come ta Mogambique, gave him 
the Command of that Fort. Brandam, though 
Eichty Years of Age, and under ſuch obli- 
eations, reſolved to ſecure himſelf in the 
Fort, and defame Francis Barreto with falſe 
informations ſent tothe King; the Original 
Papers fell into the Goyernor's Hands, who 
being come to Mocambique, ſhowed them to 
him, ard he falling down and kiſſing his 
Feet begg*d Pardon; Barreto lifted up and 
forgave him, then giving the Command of 
the Fort to Lawrence Godiuo, returned to 
proſecute his deſign, 

7. Oar Governor being come tH the Fort 
of Sena, F. Moxclaroy came out in a great 
rage to teil him, he ſhould deſiſt from that 
Conqueſt, wich which he had impoſed upoa 
the King, that no more Men might be loft, 
for he ſhould be anſwerable to God for what 
bad, and ſhould die, It was moſt certain, 
Barrcto was not the promoter of that Con- 
queſt, and Monclaros was in fault for all the 
micarriage that had been committed ; Bar- 
reto took Tis infolence ſo much to Heart, 
tat he died within two Days without any 
ther Sickneſs, breathing out his Soul in 
highs. Douhtleſs the Jeſuit had more to ane 
wer for his death, than he, for the miſcarri- 
bes Gne Jeſuit was guilty of. 
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8. King Sebaſtian much reſented this loſs, 
and particularly expreſſed ic by the honoy- 
rable Reception he made to his Body when 
brought to Lizhow. So this great Man ha. 
ving eſcaped fo many Bullets among the 14 
dians, ſto many Darts and Arrows amon 
the Cafres, and the Malice of a Villain, fel 
by the Words of a religious Man,

The Government of Vaſco Fernandez Ho- 
mem i» Monomotapa, 7» the Reign of 
King Sebaſtian. 


1. EB HE Governor Francs Barreto being 


dead, an order of the King's found 


among his Papers was opened, by which 
Vaſcs Fernandez, Homem his Major, was ap- 
Pointed to ſucceed him. The Perſwaſions of 
F. Monclaros, who now diſliked the Conqueſt, 
ſo far prevailed with him, that forgetting 
his Duty he returned to Mocambique, There 
ſome underſtanding Perſons, and chielly 


Francis Pinto Pimentel his Kinſman, repre i 


ſented this Afﬀair in ſuch manner to him, 
that he returned to Mouomotaps. Being non 
delivered of chat religions Man, who well 
away to Portugal, he ſet out by the way of 
Zefala, a5 Francis Barreto would have dove, 
That being the propereſt Road for the De 
hg in hand : He marched directly m_ 
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the Mines of anchica of the Kingdom Chj- 
cangz, bordering by the Inland with that of 

vteyve, the next in Power to Monomotapa. 
With him was che ſame number of Men, and 
forts of Inſtraments his Predeceſſar had. 
To oblige the King of Dwiteyve, he Com- 
plemented and ſenc him Preſents, and tho? 
cheſe are the molt efficacious means to make 
a] things eaſie, that Prince grew fo jealoys 
of theſe Solicitations, that he received all 
very coldly. | 

2, The Governor not making much ac- 
count of his Anſwer, marched into his Kiug- 
dom. Several Bodies of Cafres attempted 
to ſtop his Paſſage, but were routed with 
great Naughter. The King ſeeing he did 
not prevail by force of Arms, had recourſe 
to Policy. He cauſed al} the People and 
Proviſions to be Withdrawn from the Towns 
and Country, fo that our Men ſuffered ex- 
tream want till they came to Zimbaoe his 
Court, whence he was fled, and had forti- 
bed himſelf in 1nacceſſible Mountains. Vaſes 
burnt the City, and marched on to Chicange, 
the King whereof rather through fear than 
love, received him with exterior ſigns of 


 Aﬀection, and gave him free paſſage to the 


Mines. Our Men marched to them, many 
believing they ſhould gather Gold by hand- 
fuls ; but ſeeing the Natives with much dif- 
ticulry gather*d but little in a long time, 
and not being expert at that work, and that 
tomake any thing of it, more Men and Ma- 
terials were requiſite. they return'd the 
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way they came, and parted Friends with th; 
King. - 

2. Though they obtained not what wz; 
{ought this way, yet the eale wherewith 
they came to the place deſigned, evinceg 
how great an Error it was to impoſe x 
Mouc/aros as DireCtor to the late Governor 
who, only to follow his own extravagant 
Humour, lead him a'way ſo dangerous ang 
tedious. Vaſce returned to ©xiteyre, and 
that King did now for fear what he refuſe 
before, permitting the Port»gueſes to march 
to the Mines of Maninnas, Only upon cor. 
dition they ſhould pay him Twenty Cromn; 
yearly. Vaſco palled thence to the Kingdon 
of Chicova, bordering upon Monomatapato 
the Norward along the Inland. The cauſe 
of undertaking this March was, the Account 
he had of rich Silver Mines. Having er. 
camped, he ask the Cafres for the Mine, 
and they ſeeing it was in vain to reſiſt, and 
fearing the diſcovery of the Mines would t& 
their Ruine, ſcattering ſome Ore far enougi 
from the Mines, ſhewed ir, telling them, 
there they were. 

4. By this means the Cafres got time to 
eſcape; for our Men giving credit to ther 
let them go, perhaps not deſiring the) 
ſhould fee what Trealire they got. Ik 
Governor cauſed all round about co be due 
and after much labonr it was no wonder bt 
d:4 ::0t ſind what was not there. Proviſion 
growing ſcarce, and finding no Feuit of i:

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ired Men, and Necellaries to continue there » 
ome Days, to examine into the Truth 
fl 7 that ſo much coveted Corner of the 
Earth, 
Nl <. Y:ſco being gone, Cardeſo ſuffered him- 
ſelf to be again deceived by the Cafres, who 
had before impoſed upon him. They of- 
fered, fince he could not find a Vein there, 
they would ſhow him a place where he 
might; and leading him the way of Death 
rather than that of the Mines, killed him 
and all his Men, after they had defended 
themſelves with incredible Bravery. This 
'E may conviace thoſe who affirm, numbers of 
' Cofres would fiy from a Gun, as not having 
'f before ſeen them, ſince here Two hundred 
M Men fighting with them for.their lives, were 
'Y al! ſlain by their Darts and Arrows. F 
' 65. This was the end of that Govern- - 
ment, ſcarce begun ſooner than ended, and- ol 
poſſeſt by two Governors, who ' no ſooner | 
law, but they loſt ic.

Of the Viceroy Ruy Lorenco de Tayora, 
and the Government of D. James de 
Meneſes, from the Tear 1 576 till1578, 
zn the Reign of King Sebaſtian. 


. 1. N the beginning of this Year failed 


from Lisbon Ruy Lorengo de Tawng, 

to ſucceed Antony Moniz Barreto, with the 
Title of Viceroy of India, and four Ships: 
He died at Mocambique, and was the fuſt 
that came ſhort, being appointed for that 
Government, The Ships arriving at Gos, 
the Royal Patents of Succeſſion were opet- 
ed, and D. Fames de MMeneſes there preſent 
was the Perſon named in the firſt, $0. he 
was rather Sncceſſor to Antony Mons, thap 
Ray Lortnco, However, ſince he was de- 
ſigned for ir, we- will reckon Tavors the 
Twelfth of the Viceroy's, and Twenty- 
Teventh of Governors, and-Firſt of the Name 
and Sirname: : 
2, D: James de Meneſes having. held this 
Command near two Years, there is 0 
doubt but there bappened more remarkadk 
Paſſages than I heer relate, bor I could-find 
no more, having ufed all poſſible endeavours 
to get ſome farther Mernoirs of his Time. 
Certain it is there are ſome, but our. Ports- 
gues Gentleinen, though they make no uſe 


of, keep them as cloſe -as Miſers do theil 
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Treaſure. The little I could gather is 
thus - 

2. As ſoon as D. James took upon him 
the Government, he titted out ſeyeral Squa- 
drons for the ufual purpoſes, At that time 
ſome Captains were upon the Northern 
Coaſt upon their own account, as D. Hie- 
rome Maſcarennass, D. Fames and D. Antony 
d: Silveyra Brothers, and Francis Peſſag, They 
anker*d in the River of Dabul, that City 
being then at Peace with us, and were re- 
ceived by the Tanader Melique Tocan with 
feigned kindneſs, He proterred to furniſh 
them with what they wanted, and invited 
them home to dine with him, having Men 
ready to murder them in the height of their 
Merriment. All, things ſucceeded as he de- 
led, for they put themſelves into his Power 
- unarmed, except Maſcarennas, who forbo- 

ding ſome Treachery ſtayed in the River. 
Thoſe that accepted the invitation were 
killed, except a few who fled to the Shore, 
aud the Murderers after them had like to 


have entred Maſcarenna his Veſſel, but that

Order of St, Francis, to inſtruct him 1n the 
Chriſtian Religion : They being come to 
him he recanted, F. Fohn de Villa de Conde 
was this Year at his Court, and had ſeveral 
times confuted the Bramenes diſputing of 
Religion. Yet they refuſing to yield them- 
ſelves overcome, he offer'd with a lively 
Faith, that he and one of them ſhould be calf 


into a River full of great Crocodiles, -

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into a great Fire, and that his Religion, who 
came out unhurc, ſhould be allowed to be the 
true. They refuſed, and the Franciſcan im- 
mediately reaped the Fruit of this Victory, 
baptiſing D. Fobn Parea Pandar King of Cots, 
in the ſame Iiland. 

12. The Kingdom of Angola is near Mo- 
nomatapa , whereof we lately ſpoke, and 
therefore will relate what happened there 
this Year, becaule it is a remarkable Paſlage. 
Paxl Diaz, undertook to War with that King, 
who had treacherouſly kill'd a number of ouc 
Men : This. Captain with only two Galleys 
did Wonders on the Banks of the River Co- 
anzs, till he fortified hjmſelf in an Iſland 
formed by this and the River Lxcu/a. Then 
joining the King of Conge and other Princes 
with only 150 Portugueſes he ſeveral times 
defeated the Enemy. But the moſt remark- 
able is the Battle wherein that King had a 
Miliion of Men, which were put to flighc in 
{uch Confuſion they kilPd one another. 

13. At the beginning of this Year, when 
the Ships failed for India, our Kingdom, by 
the Death of the old Cardinal, King Henry, 
was under the Direction of five Governors, 
who diſpatched them. They were four, 
wacreof one was forc'd back to Lisbon, the 
laſt ſent under a Portxugues Government, and 
the laſt our Viceroy ſaw : For he having 
done no more than what is related, or if he 
did, having left no memory of it, died the 
beginning of the Year, having in ſome man? 
rer foretold it For ſome time before leave 
dcing aked of him to bury his Couſin _— 

Botells 
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Botell by his Brother D. Fob de Ataide, he 
refuſed it, ſaying, He bead long fince difigned 
t#bat place for bimſelf. 

14. Ar theend of his firſt Governmeg: 
ſomething was ſaid of his Qualities and Merir 
and I have referred it to this place to tpeak 
of his undaunted Courage, as a virtue moſt 
peculiar to him. Some Proof of it has been 
given in the former Pact of his Life, | wil 
now give another Inſtance. At the atrack 
(as I think) of O»or he ſailed in a Brigantine, 
ſirting on a Chair, and a famous Muſician 
by him playing upon a Harp. The Enemy'

Meneſes, who was named by the Go- 
wernors of Portugal, «por the _ 
of the Cardinal King Henry, in the 
Tear 1581. 


I, H E Ships diſpatched by the Gaver- 

nors of Portugal the laſt Year, car- 
ried 2ew Patents of Succeſſion. In the firſt 
was named Ferdinand Tellez, de Meneſes, The 
Biſhop of Malacs, D. Fobn Ribeyro Gaye, 
was Preſident at this Ceremony, which was 
celebrated with ſuch Demonſtrations of 
Joy, 3 if there had been no Memory of their 
freſh Subjects of Tears. 

2. Whilſt the Afﬀairs of Portugal were in 
this miſerable Condition, thoſe 1a the King- 
dom of Viſapor were no better, the Succel. 
fien being uncertain vpon the deceaſe of 
Hidalcan, who died without Heirs in the 23d 
Year of his Reign, and 5<th of his Age. 

| Be ſtudied leſs ro have Wives to get Chil- 
dren, than yoang Men inſtead of Wives.

from above Five hundred Leagues diſtance, 
of all Sexes, Ages, and conditions, and all 
a foot. Above all others, the Gangs of 
Bengala, is held in veneration for this wal- 
Ing. | 
n o. Aſhes of Eows dung is their chi 
Purgation, powdering their Forehead, 
Shoulders and Breaſt with it ; the more of 
it their Togzes, or Religious Men, have upo2 
them, the more Holy they are reputed; the 
carry it. in purfesto recompence the Alms that 
are given them : The Reaſon they eſteen 
' this Powder is this, Txors was ſanCtihed b 
the Aſhes of Gevelings, Viſtnu deſiring to 
partake of this bleſſing, and impart it { 
Mankind, carryed a Cow to Clays, Wi

W Takes fatisfation with a Sum of Money. 
They make another Tryal in the River that 
mus from Cochim to Cranganr, where is the 
Wd of the Crocodil. The Bramenes by 
W'icic ſorceries bring one of them to the 
ol four, the perſon accuſed leaps upon his back, 
il ke is carryed over ſafe, they account him 
C63 ingoccnt, 
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innocent, if devoured, guilty. Both thek 
Experiments have been made uſe of in pre. 
ſcnce of one People of late Years. 

13. They have yet another manger gf 
Tryal, which is by putting the Hand into 
8 pot full of Adders, to fetch out a Ri 
thereby the more to provoke them. If x 
ſting, the party Is guilty, if not, clex 
This is uſed in Crangeror, Mangaler, and 
other parts of Canara, A King of their 
coveting a moſt plentiful Wood of Coco 
that belonged to a Poor Woman, took it 
from her by force, and ever aſter it bore 
none but hollow empty Coco's; there ar 
ſome living who are Eye witnelles of this 
wonder. 

14. They have ſeveral Faſts, one called 
Egadegi, which 1s kept the eleventh Dayc 
every Moon, on this Faſt they Eat nothing 
but Fruit: That called Grveraſeri begins by 
Night in February, and they neither Ex, 
Piuuk, nor Sleep, in Twenty four Houn, 
They walk round the Pagod rehcarſiog ſto 
ries out of their Scripture : If any happe 
ro ſhut his Eyes, overcome witia {leep, bs 
waſhes himſelf as oftas it happens, aud cot 
tinues his former exerciſe, In the mornung 
they offer ſome Money to the Idol : Tis 
Faſt Tirivadirs belongs only to the Wome! 
That for the Dead, which the kindred 
the Deceaſed keep, laſts a Year, durity 
which time they do not Fat, Fiſh, Fla | 
Eggs, drink Wine, or chew Betele. 

£5. The Faſt Maſs Vpaſa is the moſt rel 


gious of chem all, and tew accquat = 
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ſelves ſo happy as to obſerve it, He that 
does, begins the laft Day of OAber, he waſh- 
« himſelf, puts on clean cloaths, and viſits 
de Pogod of Viflns. On the firit of Novem. 
ber he goes round it One hundred and one 
imes, (the devonteſt One thouſand and one) 
x each turn In the nature of a Prayer, re- 

ing the name of Vifuz, One hundred 
2nd one times: This muſt be done every 
Day of November, and the ten firſt of De- 
cewber. He muſt Eat only Eggs and Milk, 
not look upon Women, he muſt think on 
pothing but that name, add praiſes of it, 
Next Year he muft do the ſame, beginning 
the firſt of December, and ending the tenth 
of Janwary, ſo he muſt go on every Year 
till twelve be over ; and then begins again 
the firſt of November, and faſts the forty 
Days ; after this he is canonized for a Saint, 
in ſuch a manner, that only the fight of him 
s forgiveneſs of Sins. |

CHAP. VI. 
Continues the ſame Subjcet. 


4 x matters of Matrimony they have fe- 
' & veral cuſtoms. The Bremenes may 
have as many Wifes as they can main- 
tan, though they be not of their Race; but 
the Bramwene Women can have but one Hus- 
band, and muſt not mix with the Nayres, 
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on pain of loſing their quality. They coq- 
ſult Foretune-tellers about a happy time to 
Marry ; they chooſe a Husband of their own 
race born under the ſame Planer, and the 
ſame Day of the Moon, as themſelves, to 
which purpoſe the times of Nativities are 
punCtually abſerved. The Zramen that does 
the duty of Prieſt, is called Odcon, or Ca. 
yical; he for four Days ſacrifices in a-Deq 
Rice, Butter, Cows, and ſuch like things; 
he lights a lamp, and ſets aſide a portion cf 
Rice for Gargpatiz, and for the Epicurean 
Elephant, that he may not diſturb the Feaſt, 
The Bridegroom ties about the Brides neck, 
a thread on which hang three little pieces 
of Gold, in honour of the three Gods; 
this is called Tale, and is the mark of z 
Marryed Woman. Hence among the Mz 
labars Matrimony is called Q#e Fa, which 
fignifies binding ; if the Husband dies fiſt, 
the Woman throws away the thread, or 
Tale, in token of liberty. 

2. The Prieſt takes the couple by the 
Hands and ſays ſome Prayers, thea they po 
co feaſt; they do rot lie together till fome 
happy PlanetaryCohjunction, when that hap- 
pens, they go to the door of the Room 
which is half put too, and therewith the 
Prieſt ſay ſome Prayers, and withdraw ; the 
next Day they go to a- Cauldron of Water, 
in which are live Fiſh, and each holding the 
end of a cloth, draw it through - like 1 
Net, the Fiſh taken they _——_ 
their Heads, with the right Hand ; if .wafly 
be taken, they believe they ſhall have Wal) 
Caldzen, and the contrary. EL, 
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3. If any dies a Maid, they caule ſome. 

r Man of the family, ( an uakeard of 
beaſtlineſs) to deflour her though very 
young ; him chey pay well for ſo doing, and 
25 ſoon as done, throw ſtones at him till he 
runs Out of reach, Thoſe of the family Ex- 
afri, and the Kings that are not Bramenes, 
make no Royal Marriages, ſo theic Wifes 
are not Quezns, but Concubines, called N a- 
tiars, and all of chem may have Gallants. 
Th:refore the Sons do nor inherit, but the 
Nephews born of Siſters, Of theic manner 
of Marrying we have ſpoke before. 

4 The Tale among the meaner ſort of 
Women, ſerves to tie them to one Husband, 
nd among Ladies, to turn them Jooſe ro all 
laiciviousnels, Oaly the Bramenes have liber- 
ty to lie with all ſorts of Women, from the 
meaneſt ro the Queen, The others if they 
have to do with inferiors are killed, if Woe 


men, fould. The. Nayres differ not from 


the others, in the manner of their Weddings. 
Among the meaner ſort as Tradeſmen, oge 
of them puts the Tale upon the Youny Wo- 
mn, who is thereby capacitated to follow 
whom ſhe pleaſes, or be taken up. by who. 
ever likes her, Among Silver-ſmiths, Black- 
imiths and Founders, four Brothers, or as. 
maiy as there are, keep one Wife betwcen, 
them, and have particular Days aſligned for. 
each, that the inheritance may not be cc: 


founded. Till a Maid is licenſed by :i:: 


Tale, ſhe may be abroad among Men, 2:1 
Lane dare preſume to meddle with her.

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5. The Bramenss of the North do not on. 
ly celebrate their own Weddings, but thoſe 
of Beaſts and the Elements. In our. ape 
there was a great Man of that Family, why 
ſpent above 15000 Ducats at the Wedding 
of a Bull anda Heifer. There was alſo a 
Baneane who making a Well in the Village 
Caleganifor the uſe of paſlengers. and refoly. 
ing ta Marry this Water with ſome other, 
deſpiſed*all that was near, and Marryed it 
to the River of Swrart, above 30 Leagues 
diſtanr, and ſpent above 5000 Crowns in 
the Wedding. i, 

6. The Chatines Marry as the Bramenes, 
but their Widdows cannot throw off the 
Tale, becauſe they muſt not Marry again, 
nor keep a Gallant: When they want Heirs, 
they adopt one, by drinking to the adopt- 
ed, who pledges in Coco-milk dyed with Sa. 


Fray. If he is a Man they give him one 
of the names of the Sun, if a Woman, of 


the names of Gods Wife. : 

7. The cauſe the families do not mix, is 
becauſe the Bramenes deſcended from the 
God Bremaface, thoſe of Charrier ( that is 
Kings) from the right Hand, thoſe of Yaix- 
er from the Belly ; thoſe of Chaarer, ( they 
are the Nayres) from the Foot. At firſt 
they uſed to mix, but afterwards the Bro 
wenes Obtained a priviledge of King Chers- 
-2a8 Perimal to the conrrary ; hence they 
are fo much ſaperior to others, that they 
are polluted by coming near as well as touch- 
ing them ; they muſt not Eat with thoſe of 
2 lower race, aor any thing dreſt by _ 
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ror out of any Veſſel of theirs; if any of 
them Marties, Or has to do with inferiors, 
they burn on his Forehead a mark like a 
caws foot, and his kindred making a ſtatue 
like him of ſtraw, and the Herb Dorpe, burn 
it with ceremonies, as if It were a dead 
Man, The Bramencs looſe their birthrighe 
of their Family, by Eating Fiſh, Fleſh, or 


s; and by Drinking Sura or Orracs, 
by ſtealing or killing another Bramex, pro-j 


vided it is not in Wars among the other 
Families, there are divers cuſtoms about 
beigg defiled. 

8. Saniade Or Saxiaſfi is a dignity greater 
then a King, of which only the Bramenes are 
capable, the ele is inſtalled by another 
Sanioffi in this manner. The Image of the 
elect is made in Straw and burnt, tro ſhow 
he is dead to the World ; then the Maſtec 
lads him to a Bath, cuts of his Coromdi, and 
dips him-72 times, then takes off his piece 
of Net, the mark of a Brameve, cloaths him 
In red, and he can never after wear white, 
only on his back a Foza. He delivers him a 
rod with a ptece of the ſame cloath, and a 
ſtraw Hat ; for three or togr Days he is un- 
der the Maſters thirion, muſt not Eat Fiſh, 
Fleſh, chew Betle, nor ſo muchas look upon 
a Woman, and if accidently he meets one, 
he purs his Hat over his Eyes, and goes on 
till the is out of fight. He is to take what 
5 given him without complaining, lives inor 


near the Paged, ſucceeds and is Heir to his 
Maſter. He bows only to che Idol, and even - 


ite Kipg and Bramence do to him, all his 
; defence 
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defence-is in curſes, ſo much dreaded, that 
every one endeavours tO appeaſe him; he is 
not to handle Money ; none can carry his 
Hat when he goes a foot : If he does any 
thing contrary to his inſtitution, the Brg. 


_ mexes accuſe him before the King; if con- 


victed, they ſtain him with Szfrar and de. 
poſe him, but he buys it off with bribes, 

9. They uſe noceremony with thoſe that 
die under the Age of 7 Years; thoſe that are 
above this Age, are burnt towards the South 
from their Houſes, where lives Femen King 
of the Devils, that he may the ſooner carry 
away the Soul. For mourning they ſhave 
their Heads and Beards, which they do not 
cut for a whole Year after, nor have to do 
with Women : Lye x5 Days on a mat, ad 
enter not into the Pagods; the 15 Days ex- 
Pired, they caſt the Aſhes into the- Sea, if 
near, if not into ſome bye place, and. plant 
a Fig-tree where the funeral pile-was; then 
they waſh and pur on clean cloaths, caſt out 
all Earthen Veſſels, and one comes to purify 
_ Houfe, ſprinkling it with Cows piſs and 
Milk. 

10. Every Day of the Faſt, he that pu- 
rifies the Houſe puts a little Rice upon 2 
Fig leafe, which the Rooks Eat, or if they 
fail, which is looked upon as a great misfor- 
tune,'tis caſt into theWater for the Fiſh, The 
Anniverfary. is a Feaſt at which there mu[: 
be no Poor. On the Coaſt of Coromanae!, 
Gea, and Cambaya the Women burn them- 
ſelves with their Hnsbands, unlefs fuch 


as have ſucking Children, IC any refule, to; 
© relations 
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relations hold it as an affront to them, and 
force her. 300 burnt themſelves with the Nai- 
ve of Madure. The manner of 1s is thus, 
he Woman 1s carryed on Mens ſhouldersto 
the Pagod, In her beſt attire, and anointed 
with Sandal, after praying to the Jdol, ſhe 
dances all the way to the place; where her 
Husband was burnt, and caſts her ſelf into 
the Fire ; the relations ſtanding round with 
forks to keep her in, and making a noiſe 
with ſeveral iuſtruments that her cryes may 
not be heard and move compaſlion. 
' 11. The Original of this Cuſtom was 


from King Pandues Wife, who voluntarily - 


burnt her felf with him, and'it is upheld to 
ſecure the lives of. the Husbands ; it having 
been obſerved, that more died- by means of 
the Wifes, then by Sickneſs. The Sexiade 
or Saniaſſi is not burnt, but buryed whole in 
the Pagod where he ſerves; they make a hole 
and ſeat him in it upon the bench he uſed 


before he is quite Dead, with a little Rice, 


and ſome without. for the Idol, then cover 


him with Clay without any farther ceremo.. 


nies, believing be is ſuddenly gone to Hea-:

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CHAP. VII. 


Of the Empire of Athiopia, and frſt of 
the Kingdoms and Provinces into whith 
it is divided; of the Progreſs of Chrp 
ſtianity therein, and of the Produtt of 
the Land. 


1.  Thiopia was the Second of onr Three 

great Diſcoveries (which were India, 
Ezbiopia, and China} and-thexefore-ſhall be 
the Second deſcribed. The Reader may be 
aſſured of its Truth, as being delivered by 
an unbiaſſed and learned Perſon, that ſpent 
a conſiderable time there, travelling and exa- 
mining into the Truth of things, anq being 
an Eye witneſs of the greateſt part. 

2. The City Danoes was the Metropolis 
of this Empire, ſeated on the topof a Moun. 
tain : The Country about it is divided into 
Diſtcicts, fome mountainous, but all fruit. 
ful. Three Miles to the Northward is 0- 
gara ſo fertile, that the green and ripe Fruit 
hangs at once upon the Trees. Weſtward 
is Dambia, not inferioe to the other ; then 
Amfras, where our Patriarch reſided, and 
had Lands. Next follows Dars and others, 
till you come to the Nzle. 

3. In all theſe Diviſions are many Monz- 
ſteries and Churches, with Prieſts and Friars. 
Etbiopis knew not the Sacrament of Con- 
firmation. The Country Tacsſſa was belt 
diſpoſed to receive Chriſtianity , _ 
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many Pertugweſes lived there, and that of 
Gorgorro by the Labours of the Jeſuits who 
had a Church there. So the Heathen Agoas 
gave ear to our Doctrine ; theſe are a war- 
like People, and poſſeſs a plentiful Country. 
The Damotes, though more polite, received 
not the Goſpel ſo well, till being overcome 
io a Battle by their Prince, they ſubmitted 
and entertained the Religious Men, and 
there are now theremany Churches and Mo- 
vaſteries. | oe 

4. The Kingdom of Gojao was the firſt that 
admitted the Obſervation of Lent, and kept 
' the Catholick Holy-days. It contains a great 
pumber of Monaſteries, among them thoſe * 
of Gonge and Salalo are famous, The Je- 
ſuits had three Reſidences here, Colels, Sorcd, k 
and Neb:(ſe. The firſt two have good  » 
Churches finiſhed, the third one very mag- ; 
nificent begun. The Scone they are built of 
is blew, ſo light it is more like Wood, but 
yet hard. The Kingdom of Bagemidri re. 
ceived ſome Catholick Fathers, and there are 
ſtil] Chriſtians there. 

5. The Kingdom Amara began to incline | 
to Chriſtianity at the time the Emperor re- A. 
jeted our Doftrine. The Viceroy Fdas 
Chriflos and many of the People continued 
fhicm, The Faith was not ſpread into the 
Kingdoms of Narea and Zemen, or Provinces 
of Abargale, Bord, Salod, Cafta, Bugua, Orc- 

Jate, Sarte, Anubas, Sera and others. 

6, It took moſt root in the Kingdom of 
Tigre, which being the chiefeſt of Ethiopia, 
the Deſcription of it will ſerve to __ 
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what relates to all the others. The King. 
dom of Tigre is almoſt round, its exten 
One hundred Leagues North and South from 
the Borders of the Amaceny to thoſe of Fy- 
derate, with the ſame diſtance Eaſt and Wet 
from Dangali at the mouth of the red Sea to 
the River Tacaſſe near Semen. It. is divided 
into ſeveral Governments, called Xumets, 
and the Governors X«mos, ſome of them in 
ſome caſes not ſubject to the Viceroy, but 
immediate to the Emperor. In Sire, Ende. 
rats, Agamea, Serave and ſome others, the 
X«mos muſt be Natives of the Province, and 
of certain Families to which thoſe Command; 
are peculiar. Their Law-ſuits are like ours 
in Europe, there lies an Appeal from the 
Judge to the Viceroy, and from him to the 
Emperor, except in ſome Caſes, in which 
the Judge finally determines. | 
7. The Goveraments are ſold, and he 
that bids moſt carries them. A Governor is 
declared, by putting on him the Caþaya, ty- 
ing a red Ribband about his Head, and he 
walking about the Catama, or Court, aCryer 
proclaims ; We have made this our Slave Gr 
vernor of the Province of Bugna (or any other.) 
Then he returns to Court, and takes his 
leave of the Emperor, having firſt laid afide 
the Ornaments uſed at this af, for the ſame 
ſerve all upon that Occaſion, Then he ſends 
a Servant with ſuch a Riband, to make It 
known in the Town where the Governors 
reſide, The Viceroy of Tigre for his Place 
pays 'Chree hundred Oqueas yearly, which 


is about Two thouſand Ducats. Tlie 3--

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gw (corruptly Barnagan) which fignifies 
King of the Sea ; for Bor is the Sea, and 
Nogus a King, pays Two hundred, The X= 
mos or Governors according to the value of 
their Commands, there being no ſer Rates, 
but all pay. 
$. Along the Coaſt of Miſſnwa Northwards 
is the Country of the Dobeyras, ſubjet ta 
the Turks ;, Southward lie the Xios; up to- 
ward the Inland near Enderata and Ojerate 
the Dobss, all Mahometans ſubje@ to the Em- 
peror, Ncxt thoſe are the Dorbeyts, Chri- 
ſtians only in name, Rebels to the Empire, 
defended by their inacceſſible Mountains. 
The Mampſus follow their Example, and 
have been often attacked withour {ſucceſs. 
Along the ſame Coalt are theſe Provinces ; 
Cantibz the Upper and Lower, Serave, Sa- 
licit, Sama, Tedexerez, Tcrates and Gala : 
Weſtward is Sire, and its Deſart on the 
Banks of the famous River Tacaſſe bordering 
on the Cafres ; then Nader and Addis, From 
the Weſt Southward. Tamben, Gralta, Sart, 
Ojerate, Enderata, the Bupnas, Dobas, and 
Sera .a plentiful Country peculiar to the 
Queens, Turning again to the Weſt Sengfe, 
both Mambarata's, Agamea, Ambacenete, Bus 
the greater and lefler, Gala, and many other 
Governments. The Center of all is Tremona 
between the famous Church of Accxm, where 
the Emmperors are Crowned, and the Fa- 
mous Monaſtery of Abbs Guarima. In cach 
of cheſe Diviſions there is a Fair every week, 
and ſeveral Cuſtom Towns, as Barava, Scrave, 
Fre, that yield a conſiderable Revenue. 
| 9. There 
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9. There are two Winters, the firſt of 
the Sea, and reaches about two days Jour. 
paoing at Maſſa, and 

ending beyond the Monaſtery of Brizay. 
It begins in December and ends in Mar, 
From that place forward towards the Inland 
it is Summer. The ſecond Winter begins 
near the famous Church Aſmara near Bizey, 
where the firſt Winter ended, and reachs 
over all Ethiopia, The Commencement of it 
is in Jwxc, as in India and Coalt of Arabi, 
but not ſo ſevere, It Rains the Afternoons 


only with Thunder and Lightning before, 


which gives notice to Travellers and Shep. 
herds to get to ſhelter ; for ſoon after fall 
flaſhes of Fire, and ſuch Hail as kills all i 
meets. 

10, There are alſo two Summers, the fic 
temperate, the other inſupportable, for the 
burning Wind, which they call Urur, ſtrikes 
vown People, and ſometimes they riſe a0 
More. In ſome Places, as Marebo, Tacaſſe, 
Nor and others, as ſoon as Winter expire, 
peſtilent Fevers. Rage, proceeding from 
Vapors the Sun exhales from Bogs, Though 
the Roads are full of Woods, mountainy and 
loneſom, they are,not ſo much infeſted with 
Highway-men as in Ewrope. : 

x1. There never was the Plague in this 
Kingdom, and when ic happens in the other 
Pcovinces, it kills not many, becauſe there art 
no great Towns. Such as are InfeCted, 0r 
fearful, go from the Towns into Cottages 
about the Mountains, and if any dies, he 
burnt together with the Cottage, _ _ 
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daring to bury him. The People are long 
lived, and know hot what thi Pleuriſie or 
btone is : They have abundance of good and 
wholſom Springs. From them and what the 
Country about moſt produces the Provinces 
take name. There are alſo hot Springs doubt. 


cs Medicinal, if rhey knew the uſe of them. 


The Cattle drinks of them, and thereby be- 
comes larger and fatter. They have othet 
Syrings and Rivers eſteemed miraculous, 

12, As there are two Winters and Sum- 
mers, ſo the Product of the Earth is two- 
fold : They have abundance of Wheat and 
Barley, Peaſe, Lentils, Bears, Kidney- beans, 
Indian-wheat of ſeverl Sorts, Hemp, where. 
of they make no uſe, Nuga, an Herb with 
mqrl; mage) whereof they make Oil, Zufo 
or the ſame uſe, and ſeryes tro die Cloath 
of a Saffron colour; Aja, a Grain between 
Wheat and Rye, but has a ſcattering Ear, 
a particular ſort of Grain whereof they make 
Sava anſwerable to our Beer, though not fo 
clear, yet ſerves to make them drunk. 

13. They have white Role.trees, white 
and red Lilles* very beautiful, Jaſmin won- 
cerful for ſmell and greatneſs, Hony-ſuckles, 
a Certain odoriferous Flower that dies by 
day, and recovers at night. Theic Hills, 


Valleys, Meddows, and Shores are cover'd - 


with variety of Flowers of of all Colours. 

All ſorts of Herbs are there abundantly pro- 

duced, and ſome bur little Ginger. 

' 14. For Fruit-trees they have the Tam3- 

fine, Peach, Pomgranate, Ancoy a ſort of 

Pear, Fig, Oica like the Fig, the Free cf

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bigger bulk, but the Leaves leſs; another 
fort of Fig-tree, called Muſs, which gromy

Theic chief Stocks conſiſt in Cattle, and 
ſome Men pollels from two to 10000 Head 
of great Cattle, Some of them divide their 
Herds by the Colours, and thoſe that have 
Horns from thoſe that have none, for there 
are naturally many here without them ; none 
of the Bulls are fierce, There are maly

the Wine moſt in eſteem; both Men and 
Women glory in being drunk with it. Where 
tzſe ſwarm, there reſorts a little Bird that 


loves Honey, and fearing the Bees, goes out 


to meet Paſſengers, and attratts them with 
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his Note, and leaping from Tree to Tree to, 


the place where the Honey is; the People 
knowing this, follow him, take the Honey, 

and he remains fatisfed with what is lefr. 
17. It 1scercain there are gold Mines here, 
but not made uſe of, left they ſhould provoke 
the Turks and Other Nations to cover the 
Country, They: lie Eaſtward, and oa the 
right hand of tne way from 47aigoge to Ta. 
mvem, Oa the top oi a neighbouring Moun- 
tain is to be ſeen a Waii, believed to have 
been a Fort to defend the Mines; tncuzh 
they are ſtopped up, ſome Gold 1s taten a- 
bout the Skirts of them.

18, Between Baraoa and Maſſua, there is 
abundance of a fort of bright Stone which 
opens in Leaves like Izinglaſs, and being 
burnt turns to a white Pouder like Ceroſe 
uſed by Painters, but not with Oil, for that 
turns it black. Between Dangali and Sengfe 
is agreat Mine of Salt of great value, be. 
cauſe there is no other there but what is made 
with Sea-water between Aaſſue and Defaty, 
The Salt dug out of the Mine is cut into 
Bars about a Span 1n length, and between 
two and three Fingers broad and thisk,which 
ſerve for Money in other Parts. Not fat 
from it in a Mountain is a fort of Salt that is 
a Cure for ſome Diſeaſes. 

19. The Empire of Ezbiopia has never a 
good Sea-port'Town, becaule it reaches not 
to the Sea, only ſome little Part of the King. 
dom of Tigre. The Port Bacler, the firſt 
within the mouth of the Red Sea belongs to 
the King of Dangali a Mabometan, and ts 
pot conſiderable, being incapable of great 
Ships, The Port Defalo between that and 
Arquico where the Turks have a Fort is yet 
worſe. The beſt Port on the Coaſt is r- 
quico, where the Twrks have raiſed another 
Fort: Between it and. Defzlo are two large 
Bays, where any Ships may ride.

Of the Lams Cuſtoms and Religion of the 
Empire of Ethiopia. 


1. T N Echiopia there are no written Laws, 
but ancient Preſcription is preſerved 
by Memory, and ofcen proclaimed at the 
Courts of Kings and Governors. There are 
no Priſons. When a Maa is accuſed, they 
faſten a Chain to his cignat kand, and to the 
left of the Accuſer, or one of his Servants, 
and fo they continue till Sentence 1s given , 
ſo that it is as dangerous to accuſe as be aCc- 
« culed, When a Man is condemned to death, 
they deliver him over to the Party ag- 
greived, to kill him as he pleaſes, without 
Jlowinz the leaſt time for preparation. 

2. The Witneſſes may be accepted againſt, 
and ſuch as are allowed pive their Evidence 
Vins voce, for nothing is writ, They nave 
a ſort of Judges called VUmbares, which they 
bold to be deſcended from thoſe ſent by Sq+ 
kmon with the Queen of Fabs, and her Son 
David, when ſhe returned from Hierwſalem. 

3, The rich wear Shirts of Bofera lined 
with the ſame, ar another ſort of Linnen, 
they reach to the Ankles, the Sleeves long 
and cloſe to the Arm with abundance of ga- 
thers, the Neck high and ſtitched, with 
flver and filk Buttons of ſeveral Colours, 
and Loops of the fame inſtead of Button- 
aples. Others wear them blew, and all girs 
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themſelves with ſilk or Linnen Scarfes ; they 
uſe no Belts, but ſuch as are faſtned to their 
Swords, which they ſeldom wear ; their 

\ Breeches as long as the Shirt and narrow ; 
from the mid-thigh downward of Velver, 
Damask or Sattin, upward of Linnen, be- 
cauſe of the heat. Over all they wear Ce- 
bayas, which are like Sheets (called alſo Fe. 

 tetes) thrown over their Shoulders, to do 
Reverence to any Body they opea theſe, for 
they wear nothing on their Heads ; but if 
they do Reverence to the Queen or Prince, 
they let fall the Foterte to the waſte, If any 
wear Veils on their Heads they do not take 
them off. 

4. They wear Periwigs, which they call 
Gatonas, made of ſundry ſhapes, ſome like , 
the brims of a Hat one over another, ſome 
round, others like Horns, and fo other ſorts. 
It is a Trade to make them, and they ſpend 
a whole day in ordering one ; they are oint- 
ed with Butter whereon the Duſt ſettling 
makes them look monſtrous. 

5. Some over their Cloaths hang careleſly 
tcertain Skins like Sables with little Bells of 
Gold or Silver ; about their Necks golt 
Chains with Croſſes, Bracelets of the ſame 
Metal, and: Silver Rings. © The poorer fort 
cloath much 'in the ſame Nature, but with 
Apparel of leſs value, For the moſt patt 
they go barefooted; or if they wear a 
thing, it is only a ſort of Buskins ſo {freight 
the Foot never goes to the bottom, and {0 
they drag them. The meaneſt ſort of 


wear Cow.Hides either with or RON

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*Hair , dreſſed as ſoft as any Cloath. 
6. The Women of great Qualigy,- as the 
Oiſoros, that are of the- Blood-Royal, and 
others wear Shifts of Silk, or rich Indian 
Linnen, they cover "the whole Body,. very 
cloſe at the Wriſt, but the reſt of the ſleeve 
ſo wide it harigs down to the ground. They 
uſe Bracelets of Gold and Silyer, Necklaces 
_ of Glaſs of ſeveral Colours, from the Shoul- 
| ders downwards they are covered with filk 
Veils of ſeveral Colours, or white as the 
Men, and they let them fall like them whea 
they make Reverence; they put nothiog 
on their Heads, theic Hair hanging in many 
breadths, or looſe and divided, faſtned to 
the Skin ointed with Butter, the ends are 
knotted. Men and Women to ayoid diſcom- 
poling this ſo tedious dreſs, when they lleep 
reſt their Neck upon ſticks ſo framed, thac 
the Head lies hollow : They always carry 
Bodkins of Ivory, Ebony, or other things 
well wrought to ſcratch themſelves with, 
and are always ſtuck in the Hair, 
7. Round their Eyes and Lips they lay 
Colour, makes them rather blew than black. 
The Brides on the Marriage-day die their 
Hands blacker' than they are naturaliy ; for 
3 among us whiteneſs is beauty, ſo black- 
neſs among them : They wear Rings on their 
fingers, on the little one. they lex the Nail 
grow ſo long, It exceeds all th er fin- 
gets, in their Ears great Rings of Gold or 
ver. 
8. Their Weapons are Firelocks, which 
they ahave from. the Tarks, Darts of ſeveral 
Dd 4 ſorts, 
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ſorts, Maces, Slings, Swords, Hangers, Pj. 
niards, and for the defenſive Coats of Mail, 
Helmets, and Bucklers of Bufalo and $ez- 
Horſes Skins, The warlike Inſtruments, 
Trumpets and Kettle-drums, the Muſical Ta. 
bors, great and leſſer Guitars, the firſt of 
five, the others of three ſtrings. 

0. They love Feaſting, and make more 
account of the Wine than the Meat ; the 
Tables round; for Table-cloaths Cakes of 
Bread of ſeveral ſorts of Grain, generally 
three cover the Table, and ſometimes one, 
Their Food much the ſame as ours, When 
they waſh thetr hands, every one wipes on 
the Cloath he wears, and when they eat on 
A - of Bread, The greateſt Dainty, 
without which the Feaſt is not compleat, is 
Beef jult killed and eaten” raw, and for the 
more delicacy, inſtead of ' Maſtard, dipped 
in the Excrement of a certain Gut of the 
ſame Beaſt, The Deſert is parched Peale 
and other Grain, Whilſt they eat they 
drink little or nothing, but as ſoon as dinner 
is done they go to another place to drink, 
in which they ſpend more time than in the 
former. The drink is Sevs, or Beer, and 
that . Liquor of Honey- before-mentionel. 
They drink and talk, til! being hot-headed 
they go one brandiſhing their Swords, and 
promiſing to ikHl all: the Maſter ofthe Feaſt's 
Encmie® The. Feaſt is eſteemed moſt ſplcs- 
did, whence - moſt came- our drunk. The 
Women go to Feaſts with their Husbands, 
od the Ooſeree without them if they pleat:

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19. The Sons of Women of the Blood- 
Royal, that is thoſe Oiſoros, can never iahe- 
rit the Crown, nor they marry with Men of 
the Family, though removed a hundred De- 

orees. In this the 5 agree with the Chineſes. 
Al Men deſcended from the Male-Line Can 
pretend to the Crown, and he that is de. 
kended from a King that Reigned 200 Years 
ago, has as good a Claim as the Son of the 
laſt, The Oiſoros Women pay no Reyerence 
coapy Body, not to their own Husbands. In 
this pacticular we have many Oiſoros among 
Bs, 


11. There can be no fix'd Callendar of 
their Feſtivals, for they are many according 
to every Man's Fancy ; thoſe univerſally re- 
ceived are Saturday and Swnday in every 
week, {ix days of every month, one of the 
moſt 'holy Trinity, another ot our Saviour, 
one of Our Bleſſed Lady, one of St. Michael, 
one of the Apoſtles, and one of a Saint they 
call 'Guebramaniſaſcoduſt. Eaxfter they keep 
ffreen days ; all the Feſtivals of the Year 
they obſerve "according to the old Stile, on 
the Feaſt of the Epiphany they alſo cele- 
rate the Baptiſm of Chriſt, and Men and

If the Wife knows the 
Husband has to do with another Woman, 
ſhe recovers of her forty of every Creature 
ſhe has upon the ground, as Forty Coms, 
Sheep, Goats, or any other thing ; and if 
ſhe will, the Husband is fined for her ufe 
many Cloaths which are delivered to her, fac 
the Wives have their Goods apart. Adul- 
tery is not puniſhed with death. 

14. Tn their Funerals they uſe the ſame 
Muſick and Dancing as in the Weddings, to 
ſignifie it i the ſame thing to die as to he 
born.

Diſciple to one that was fo to 4bbs fre 
gavi, one of thoſe 9 RomanSaints and Preach, 
ers, The religious of theſe Monaſteries.are 
of two ſorts, thoſe of Abbe Tuls Aymani 
and thoſe of Abba Statenus the foundery 
They live not in community, but every oe 
where he pleaſes with Servants; they obſerve 
no noviceſhip, nor make any vow; fuch as 
will Marry and have 2 or three Wives; moſt 
of them have Miſtreſles, and think it no fin. 
Such as do profeſs Chaſtityare much eſteem'g, 
all their buſineſs is to gather Riches, and 
get Governments. Their Habit is white 
Shirts, or ſtriped with ſeveral colours, over 
them, a black $capulary before, a narrow 
round hood of the ſame colour; they never 
take it of, not even when they conſecrate, 
Cloaks or Mantles as every one can afford, 
the Pooreſt or moſt obſervant wear Cow 
hides, like the meaneſt of the People. All 
carry croſſes in their Hands; the Maſters who 
are not Marryed bigger thea the others; but 
they want not for Women even of thoſe 
they call Nuns. 
19g. The Nuns make no Vow, live where 
they will, and wear hoods like the Fryarss 
ſometimes they retire into Deſerts, where 
they ſay the religious Men follow them. The 
Men are well read in Scripture, the Clergy 
Fad much the fare Life, bur muſt not Mary 
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wice, if they do, they are excluded the 


Church. The Abzgnas who give the Holy 


Orders ſcarce do it gretis. They uſe no 
ceremonies, nor examine thoſe who are to 
te ordainzd; they Pay more reſpect to the 
Altar ſtone on which they lay the bleſſed Sa- 
cramene, then to the the Sacrament it ſelf ; 
their Chalices are made of Tip, or Copper, 
rety large, that they may hold much Wine 
for the People to whom it 1s given in little 
The Prieſtto fay Maſs puts nothing 
orer his cloaths, but as it were a plece of 
1 Coſula which hangs. behind and covers 
his back.

City Ormuz, a Kingdom more famous for 
its Trade than extent.

along the Coaſt of Caramaxia lubjet to Per: 
fin for the ſpace of Two "hundred Leagyes, 

to the City Dil ſeated on the Welternan 
Mouth of Indus, Which River makes one of 
the ſides of that Continent which. is pro- 
perly called [x4ia;""and is in the form of a 
Lozenge. 

' 2. Ofits moſt diſtant Angles, the one lies 
North between the Fountains of Indzs and 
Ganges on Mount Imavs ; the other South, 
and is the famous Cape Comori, the* diſtance 
between theſe two Angles is Four hundred 
Leagues. The other two Angles which lie 
_ Ezaft and Fft, at Three hundred Leagneyin- 
terval reach the Mouths of the ſame two 
Rivers. This.vaſt Continent, . called by the 
Natives Indsftan, is divided -into ſeveral 
Kingdoms and Dominions, as are ( to begin 
at the Mouth of, Indus where we left oft ) 
theKingdoms of Gurzarate Or Canmbays, De- 
can, Biſnagar ; thoſe of Malabar, viz.

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the Cape, the Coaſt runs again toward the 
Nzerth till the Mouth of Ganges, where taking 
2 great round it makes the Bay of Bengala, 
and runs again towards the Soxth, to the 
other famons Cape of Cingapara, the South- 
ecomoſt of all the Eaſtern Continent. Op. 
poſite to Cape Comori is the Ifland Ceylon, 
that of Sumter to C:ingepara + But begin+ 


ningat Cape Comari, Two hundred Leagues - 


of the Coaſt belong to the Kingdom of Nar- 
finge, Or Biſnagary, the reit to thaſe of Orixe, 
Bengals, Pegu and Siam. Beyond. Cingapure 


are thoſe of Cambodia, Tſtompa, Cochincbina, 


and the Great China. 

3- The Iſlands of this great Archipelago 
are innumerable ;: But not ro mention thoſe 
oppolite to Indeter, there are Faves, Timor, 
Borned, Bands, the Molkcos, Celebes, Maza- 
car, Sunda,  Lequis, and thoſe of Fepen, 
without ſpeaking of many more of Note. It 
is certain the Goſpel was in the time of the 
Apoſtles Preached in many: of theſe Pro. 
vinces, if not in all. For the Ethiopians 
- valoe themſelves upoh receiving it from a 
Servant of Queen Cendace baptized by Saint 
Phitip, and from the Evangeliſt St, Martbew. 
There is no doubt but Arabia and Perfis 
flouriſhed with many Saints and Martyrs, 
and the People of Bezora, where Tigris and 
Evupbrates fall thto the Sea, bavea Tradition 
that the beloved Diſciple preached to them. 
But the-moſt ſingular Apoſtle of thoſe Parts 
of 4/6 Was St. Thoms, the memory of whom 
is ſtill preſerved in Crongener, Conlam; and

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Meliapor, with evident Teſtimonies that he 
travelled over all thoſe Countries, even as 
far as Chir, whence he returned to the King. 
dom of Coromande!!, whete he ended his 
Preaching with his Life. 

4. Chriſtianity being now utterly corrupt 
in ſome Parts of Afia, and quite loſt in o- 
thers, the Portugues Arms, accompanied 
by Apoſtolical Miniſters, went thither ro 
reſtore ir. The firſt who Baptized in that 
Part of =—_ was F. Peter de Cubillones of 
the Holy Order of the Bleſſed Trinity; and

Captain Antony de Payva, who in the ſame 
Ifand*Baptized two Kings and their Courts 
tn one Day.

+6. This was the Eſtate of Chriſtianify'in 
Aſia, when its: new Apoſtle'St, Francis Xa- 
verias, of the Society of Jeſiis came thicher. 
He travelled more than'is creftible, and 'did 
more than hyman'Works. He was born of 
a Noble Family at Pamplona in Navarre in 
the Year 1459, ſtudied and taught Philo- 
ſophy and Divinity at Paris , whence he 
went Companion to St, Ignatius Lows: = 
' lowe 
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lowed his Rule, anJ received Holy Orders at 
Venice. 

7. He came to Portzgal in order to paſs 
into India in the Year 1540, and the Reign 
of King Fobx the Third, who ſent for him 
Apoſtolical. Nuncio in the Eaft ; 
and during the Voyage, and in India, was 
called Holy Father. He Preached in the 
Iſland Zocotora, at Goa and Travancor, where 
he was perſecuted. Ir coſt him no leſs Pains 
to reclaim the Portwgueſes, debauched with 
the Riches of Afis, than td convert Infidels. 
In the Iſland Ceylon he Converted the King 
of Candea, went thence to the Molzco's, 
and gained many Souls. After ſeveral times 
traverſing the Iſlands, India, and other 
Parts, he went to Fapex, and, with the 
Prince's leave, Preached at C angexims, and 
ſuffered many AMiCctions, then went to' Fi- 
rando, Tamanguchi gnd Miaco, where with 
great pains he planted the Faith. Then he 
returned to Zgaltacs, after converting the 
King of Buxgo, who ſoon after died a Chri- 
{tian, being called Francis in Baptiſm. 

8, Next he prepared to go into Chia,

'The 
cauſe why the Chriſtians and their Churches 
were quite extinct, and no footſteps of them 
remains, is that they having favoured the 
Tartar when he invaded Ching about Three 
hundred Years ſince, he being overcome by 
the Chineſes, many of them were killed, 
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the reſt fled, and all that had been theirs 
was totally extirpated. | 

11, In the Year 1625, digging for a 
foundation near Siganfs, Metropolis of the 
Province of Xenfi, there was found a flag 
ſtone above 9 ſpans in length, 4 in breadth, 
and one in thickneſs; one end of it goes off 
ſharp like a Pyramid, on it is cut a Croſs, 
the ends of ic adorned with Flower de Juces 
likethat found in the Tomb of St. Thomar 
the Apoſtle, about. it are Clonds, and ax 
the foot of it three lines, each containing 
three Chizeſe Letters, all the ſuperficies of 
the ſtone is full of thoſe CharaCters, and the 
edges, only that on theſe are ſome Siriax 
Characters, containing the names of the 
Biſhops then in being. The Governor of 
the Town fer it up there, under an Arch 
within the incloſure of a Temple. The 
three firſt lines have theſe words, ** A Mo- 
« nument in Praiſe and Eternal Memory, 
« of the propogating the law of light; 
© and Truth come trom 7udea into China. 
** Then over the reſt of che writing is this 
* Title; the Prologue made by the Prieſt 
* of the Kingdom of Jxdea called Yai. 
«© mewn. | 

12. The Subſtance of the Inſcription is 
this : * That the moſt Spiritual, Incom- 
<«c prehenſible and Etecnal is without be 
« ginning or end ; That the beginning is 
< three and one without having a begin- 
** ning. Lord Ola ;, That he formed the 
&« four Parts of the World in the hgure of 
es 
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« a Crols; That he fs all Creatures 
« and Man : That Man perverted from his 
« Innocence, fell into the Snares of Satan ; 
« That hence ſprang Three hnndred ſixty 
« five Sets 3 That ſome aſſigned Divinity 
« to Creatures, and others believed all was 
« 2 meer nothing 4. That all was full of 
«© Errors and Can > That then the 
« Meſliah, concealing his Majeſty by be- 
« coming Man, appeared to the World ; 
«& That an Angel coming to declarethe My- 
« ſtery to a Virgin, ſhe brought forth the 
« Holy ; That a Star appeared, denoting 
<« his Birth, and thoſe of the Kingdom of 
« Poxu went to offer him Tribute, all ſui- 
« table to what the Twenty-four Saints had 
« ſaid; That he propoſed to the World - 
«* the moſt pure Law, and filled it with 
* Light and Virtues, opening the way to 
* Life, and ſhutting that of Death; Thar 
«+ he overcame the dark Seat, and che Devil 
* was deſtroyed, and Man made capable of 
* aſcending to the bright Seats ; That at 
* noon Day he aſcended into Heaven, and 
** there remained T wenty-ſeven Books of 
« the Holy Scriptures ; That he opened the 
« Gate of Converſion by the Water that 
« purifies ; That his Miniſters uſed the 
« Holy Croſs, and ſtayed not in one Coun- 
« try, nor had Servants, nor looked for 
«* Riches ; That they ſeven times offered 
« Sacrifice of ſweet Odor, wherewith they 
*< helped the living and dead ;; That every 
* {even Days they offered and PR the 
earl 
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« Heart to receive the Holy Innocence , 
< That no proper Naime could be given to 
< thetrue Law,and for want of another they 
« called it, 7b: Lew of Ligbt ; That in the 
_ « Year of Chinquon Kicigay there came from 
« Fudes a Man of great. Virtue, called 01s. 
© 2uem, with the true Doarine ; That this 
&« was received throughout all.the Kingdom, 
<« and Churches erc&ed:; that afterwards 
« fome change of Aﬀairs happening, it 
« grew weak, but in the Time of the Great 
&« 7am, the Holy Goſpel returned to:Chins; 
&« That in the Year of X:imbie, the Prieſts 
« Fobu and Paul redrelled all, and new 
«© Churches were erected ; That in the 
« Reign of. the Great 7am, the ſecond Year 
& Kienchum, on the ſeventh day of the Month 
© of Autumn, this Stone was ſet up, Kingin 
«* Governor of the Church of Ching being 
* Biſhop. 

13. By this venerable Piece of Antiquity 
it appears, that the Chiriſtian Faith was 
planted in China about the Year ix hun- 
dred thirty-one. From italſo may be inferr'd, 
that St. Thomas firſt Preached there, but that 
Chriſtianity beiag almoſt forgot, thoſe Prieſts 
of Judea and Kings of Chine reſtored it, as 
has beeg ſhown it happened in Jzdis. So 
| that what the Portugweſes, aſſiſted by other 
Enropeen Religions Men now” perform, 15 a 
fecond Re-eſtzbliſhment of the Faith. 

14. About the Year 1543, Fernen Men- 
dez, Pinto had this following Information in 
China, He was Travelling from ”_ we

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Mindoo to that of Peking, and ſecing by the 

way the Ruins of another, was informed, that 
about Twohundred Years before it was a moſt 
flouriſhing Place. That a Holy Man coming 
chither raiſed ſome deadito life, and Preach- 

ed of Jeſus Chriſt, and his Vicarupon Earth ; 

that the Heathen Prieſts deſigning to burn 
him, he quenched the fire, making the figa. 

of the Croſs over it ; that they ſtoned him 

to Death, and being thrown into a River, 

the Stream ſtood ſtil five days, the holy Bo- 

dy being born upon the Superficies all the 
time ; that this occaſioned the Converhon = 
of many People, of which there was a great 
number in that Province. Further upon a 
Mountain was a Stone Croſs, which this 
Writer ſaw ſore People Worſhip , pro» 

' nouncing theſe Words : Chrift Feſus ; «Mary 
conceived bim being a Virgin, brongbt bins forth 

o Virgin, and remained a Virgia, Theſe 
were Diſciples deſcended from a Weaver, 
called John, 1n whoſe Houſe that Holy Mar- 

tyr was entertained. They preſerve a Book 

of his Life, which ſays his Name was Mat- 
thew Eſcendel, by Birth an Hangerian, and 

had been an Reremite on Mount Since, That 
Hiſtory relatcd, that he being taken out of 

the River and buried nine days after, the 
City was ſwallowed upwith Four thouſand 
Zonz0s, who only duritſtay-in it, the People 
having abandanedit, by reaſon of the Earth- 
quakes that happened before. | 

- 15. At the ſame time the ſame Writer 
found in the Cities Sampitay and Quiengſs 
ro EE TP Oe Ba ED ; O 
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of China, many Chriſtians who had been 
converted Twenty-five Yeats before, which 
was Sixty Years before the Jeſuits entered 
Cbina, which is now One hundred and four. 
teen Years ſince. And this is the Reaſon 
thoſe Fathers found ſome Monuments of 
Chriſtianity, but ſo obſcure that little could 
be made out by them. 

16, The ſame Fernand Mendes, relates, 
Thatin the City Timplan, the Court of the 
Emperor of Caminam , a Borderer on Chi- 
a, he found moſt ancient Monuments of 
the Chriſtian Faith, and ſome account of 
the Holy Scripture. Thoſe People faid, 
« That the Creation of the World was the 
« work of the Will of the Creator; That 
« he was not viſible, nor to be felc : : That 

there were Elghty-two thouſand - Moons 
« ſince the Earth was ſeparated from the 
« Water ; That on Earth God had crea- 
<« ted a moſt delightful Garden, and pla- 
« ced therein the firſt Man called Adds, 
&« and his Wife Baragom : That he forbid 

them the Fruit of the Tree Hiſaforam, 
and they tranſgreſſing this Command, all 

Men became liable to the Puniſhment of 

that Guilt : That the Man broke the 

Precept, being deceived by the Woman, 

and fhe by the Serpenc Lupantoo: That 

for this Diſobedience they were caſt out 
of that delightful Place : That by reafon 
<& of the Sinfulneſs of Man, God had drown- 
« ed the World; That only one juſt Man 


« with his Family eſcaped in a Wooden 
« Houſe, 
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« Houſe, and by them Mankind was reſto 
« red: That God would puniſh: the Wicked, 
«* and reward the Good ;* That one 'Foby, 
« a Diſciple of Thomas Modeliar, (x Servant 
« of God, whom the Citizens of 'Dignre 
« killed, becaufe he preached that God be= 
« came Man, and ſuffered Death for the 
« Sins of Men) had Preached the ſame in 
« that Country, and loſt his Life for fo 
« doing. Thomas Modeliar is the Apoſtle 
St. Thoms, The People of Calaminem own 
the Bleſſed Trinity ; when they Sneeze they 
ſay ſome Words that declare it, and they 
make the ſign of the Croſs, 

17. The laſt Teſtimony was diſcovered 
in the Year 1635, but the thing in it ſelf is 
at leaſt as antient as the Stone already ſpo- 
ken of, Some Heathens paſſing through a 
Street in a Village near the City Civenchen 
of the Province of Fokzen, by Night ſaw 
Lights on ſome Stones that lay there, and 
turning them np, found on that part which 
had Iain next the Ground Croſſes carved. 
A Jeſuit, examining intQ1it, caaſcd the Stone 
on which the greateſt Light appeared to be 
fixed in a decent place, as a Monument of 
the Miracle, and of our Religion in thoſe 
Parts. | 
18. We ſhall ſpeak of what was done by 
the Religious of the Society of Jeſus in order 
to the Reparation of Chriſtianity in this 
Empire in the proper place, and Third 
Tome of this our Afia. They entred upon 
this undertaking in the Year 1579, which 
was 
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was the the laſt under our Portugues Princes 
who yet expired not wichout this' Glory, 
In the Year 1583, they Founded the firſt 
Church at Xa«kinz. T be reſt of their pro. 
ceedings we reter to the Third Tome, be. 
ginning under the Spaniſh Monarchs, as this 
has ended with the:Portugueſes.

2. Though this Fleet was fitted out chiefly 
to oppoſe the Turks, who now opprefled 
Indis; yet the Vice:Roy ſuffered them to 
batter Dis , without relieving it farther, 
than with the hopes of Reliet. Antony de 
Sylva Meneſes was the ſecond that was ſent 
thither with 24 {mall Veſlels, and came late ; 
yet contended with the Great Antony de Sil- 
wejra for the Hbnour of chat Victory : So 
much he valued, having been only a Witneſs 
of it, The Vice-Roy was ready to Sail -for 
Din with a Fleet of 160 Sail of ſeveral forts, 
and” in them five Thouſand fighting Men 
and a_ 1060 Pieces of Cannon , when the 
Advice came that the Turks had raiſed the 
Siege. Hewas overjoy'd: (it is not known 
for what) and diſcharging the Merchant- 
Ships that were ready to attend him retained 
Ninety. With theſe he ſet our for Dis , bur 
+ failed fo ſlowly, that it appeared as if ſome 
11} Omen threatned his ruin there , ſince he 
avoided not only ſeeing of it in danger, 
but even now in Peace. Its quiet was di- 
iturbed by Lurcan and Coje Zofar , who 
ranged about with Fire and Sword. .. The 
ViceRoy heard of this at Dabul , and ſenc 
againſt them Martin Alfonſo de Melo with his 

alley, and the Veſſels that went with A4»- 
zony de Sylva. He went; but being hard fer 
by the Enemy , was forced to take ſhelter 
under the Fort. "The Vice-Roy at the ſame 
flow rate removed .co Bacaim, nothing 
moyed with the News he received from gs 
| . 
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Te was murmured, he either confulted his 
Safety or his private IntereltyBuc when leaſt 
expected, he Steered thith the firſt of 
Fanuary ; when a Storm riſing, which laſted 
eight days, diſperſed the Fleer into ſeyeral 
Ports ; two Gallies, and ſome other Veſſels, 
periſhed. 

3. The firſt thing the Vice-Roy attended 
to , was to hear D.Gonzals Vat, Confine, who 
came with five ſmall Veſſels from Omor ; 
whither he had been ſent by the late Go- 
vernor Nuno de Cuna upon this occaſion: 
One of Solyman's Gallies, that had been at 
Diu, was forcod into that Port; and 'twas 
chought Queen (then a Widow) violated 
the Peace concluded with us by proreQing 
it.Gongalo Vaz calling her to account,the An- 
ſwered, The Gally was there againſt ber Will 
ſhe not being in a conduton to binder it; but ſhould 
be plad it were taken by our Veſſels.The Captain 
attempted it, and after a ſharp Engagement 
was forced to deſiſt , having loſt 15'Men, 
and among them his Son Bees He (uſe 
pected the Queen had afhſted the Enemy, 
and refuſing fome Refreſhment ſhe ſent for 
the wounded Men, returned ſome raſh 
Words mixed with Threats. The Queer 
cleared her felf, and again offered Peace, 
which was concluded, and: ſome Portugneſes 
left in that Port, to obſerve what the Queer 
did towards expelling the Turks.

5.This Year Peter de Faris the ſecond time 
was made Commander of the famous Fore 
of Malaca. Immediately reſorted to him 
Embaſladors from the Neighbouring Kings, 
to congratulate and confirm Peace with us. 
The firſt was of the Bates in Sumatra, up- 
on the Ocean where the Iſland of Gold was 
imagined to be , and which we earneſtly 
deſired to diſcover; but that Deſign being 
later, we will then ſpeak of this Embally. 
The ſecond was of Aaru in Sumatte ;- both 
demanded Afiſtance againſt Ht WE deers, 
Faris had not yet taken poſleflion of the 
Command, which ſtill D. Stephen de Gama 
held for a few Weeks. Oneexcuſed himſelf, 
becauſe his Power was expiring ; the other, 
becauſe he had not yet commenced. 
Whereas both ought ta joy! in relieving 
thatKing, as well becattls his Fidelity me- 
rited it, as becauſe his Kingdom lay between 
Malaca and Achem, and ſerved us for a 
Bulwark. Gama. was moſt in fault , being 
in poſleflion, and much preſſed by Faria to 

rant it. But we ſhall ſoon ſee him more 

lameable, refuſing then what he now urged 
ſhould be granted, Such the Inconſtancy 
of Man. 

6. Aﬀerwards Peter de Faria ſent that 
King ſome Relief; but ic was inconfſidera- 
ble and came late. The King of Acbem 
{nc againſt him his Brother-in-Law Do 

Mabo- 
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Mabomet with 160 Veſlels, all of Oars, and 
12000 Fighting Men. He from the Mouth 
of the River Puneticam battered Aaru?s For. 
tifications , Þut to. no effe& ; ſo he Landed 
andentred the Works: But was again beaten 
out, with loſs of Men and Canon. The Be- 
Gegers perſiſting ſome days, loſe 300 Men. 
They bribe an Officer of the Befieged, who 
treacherouſly Jed the King to a dangerous 
place, where he was killed by a Mutquet- 
\ Ball. The Enemy enters the Works, and 
putting all (even the Sick) to the Sword, 
flew 20090. The Body of the dead King 
was carried to Him of Achem, who cauſed it 
to be cut in pieces and boiled in Oil. 

7- The Queen of Aaru, who was in a 
Wood, hearing the Death of her Husband, 
would have burnt her {elf alive; but being 
hindred, with about 300 Men fell upon the 
Achems ,.. who were plungpring 606 City, 
and ſlew 290. Being too we: proceed, 
ſhe retarned' to the Woods,and from thence 


made Excurſions 3 but not able to hold out, 
went over to Malaca with about 600 per- 
ſons in her Retinue, in 16 Veſlels. Peter de 
Faria ſent his Son Alvaro, who had the 
Command ofthe Sea, to receive her upon 
the River with pomp and grandeur. 

8. Faria treated her with much Reſped ; 
but kept her four Months with only Pro- 
miſes of Succour, till ſha Deſpairing, pub- 
lickly reproached him for this Neglet, and 
he without any regard gave no other An- 
fwer, than Turning his Back. Private In- 
tereſt drew away the Commander from 
B 3 the 
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the performance of what he owed to a 
Royal Macron, who for her Husbands fake 
deſerved our Aid , for her Mistoitunes our 
Pity, and for her Merit, Reſpect. —- 
Fhe afflicted Widow went to the |} 
King of Ujamiana , then at Bintam, who - 4 
ſcandalized at Peter de Faria%s Proceedings, 
offzred Aſſiſtance, and Married her, to have 
. the betcer Title to pretend tothe Kingdom 
of Aeru. He ſent his Embaſſidor to Acherm, 
to demand that Crown as his Right by Mar- 
riage., The Tyrant would not hear the 
Embafſador , nor receive the Preſent he 
broughr , which is the greateſt Afﬀront a- 
mong thoſe Princes ; but ſent a Letter full 
of Reproaches, ſaying among other things, 
His Letter had been writ upon the Wedding- 
Table. 

10. The King of Ujantans provoked by 

this Afﬀront , immediately ſet out. 200 Sail 

under the Command of his Admiral Lac- 
xemens, Who Anchored before the Fort of 
Puneticam, and carriedit at the firſtAſſault, 
killing 1400 Achews, and their Commander 
Morat Arraez a Turk. 

11. By this time Heredim Mahomet was 
Sailing 'that way with fuch another Fleet, 
and in it 12000 Fighting Men. The two 
Fleets met, and after a ſharp Engagement, 
Heredim being killed by a Canon-Ball , his 
Men diſmayed, and moſt of the Fleet was 
taken by Laecxemens , moſt of the Achems 

Llain, and only 14 Vellels got off. 
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12, The King of Achem cauſed the 74, 
Captains to be Relieaded , becaule they fled,

Dachs Rups, 
Heirto the deceaſed, was not only deprived 
of Means of Revenging this Villany , bur 
even of maintaining himſelf, | for many of 
his Subjects rebelled. Para Mandara, Xing 
of the Brame's, deſiring to enlarge his Em- 
pire, and ſeeing that his Pickaxes and Sho- 
vels had opened a Way to his Cimiters and 
Standards, ruſhes out with that Violence, 
and over-runs the Kingdoms of the Lanjoes, 
Laos, Fangoma's, and others, that like his - 
were Tributaries to Pegu. Thus this Ty» 
rant pollelſgd himſelf of his ancient King- 
dom of Avs, that extends two Months:Tra- 
vel at ordinary Journeys , | and contains 
62 Cities. On the N. E. a Months Jour- 
ney, is that of the Turks , containing. as 
many. Cities, which che King of Pegs had 
taken from him of Cathay. The Kingdom 
of Bimir lies Weſt of 4va, of the ſame 
extent, and has 27 populous Cities,” North 
of this that of Lasjam, of equal greatneſs, 
has 38 Cities, and »great ftore of Gold. and 
Silver. On the Eaſt is that of Mdamprom, as 
great, bur has only Þ$ Cities; on..the Eaſt ic 
borders on Cochinchina , on the South with 
Siam, aiterwards conquered by Brama ; and 
Eaſt of this is. the great Kingdom of Cam- 
bodis. All the Inhabitants of theſe Kingdoms 
are Fagans, and the moſt Superſticious of ” 
ne 
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the Eaſt, They believe in one only God; 
but in time of need have recourſe to many 
Idols. Os thelg. they have ſome dedicated 
tothe ſecret adts and neceflities of Nature, 
inthe ſame'formthey are performed. Fhey 
hold the -Immortality of the Soul 3 are 
zealous in giving Alms, and bear great Re- 
verence-to their-Religious Men. Theſe are 
very numerous, follow a Rule , and keep a 
Choir much like ours ; they live upon what 
is given them that day , withour keeping 
any thing for the nexce; they eat neither 
Fiſh nor Fleſh, becauſe they kill nothing 
that has Life ; their Cloaths are yellow 
Caſlocks and Cloaks , with Hats of oiled 
Paper ; they obſerve Lex and Eafter after 
the Chriftian manner. Whence may be 
Inferred, That theſe are ſome Remains of 
the Do@rine of St. Thomas tue Apoltle, 
though mixed with many Errors. The 
People are all whice, the Women very 
beautiful. Their' Bodies are all wrought 
Blue with hot Irons down to the Knees. 
In general, they are not only not Civilized, 
buc very Brutal. | 
5. The Vice-Roy being at Goa, D.Fobn 
de Albuquerque, 2 Spaniard , preſented him 
Kin Jabw's Patent , by which all rhe Con- 
queſts ftrom the Cape of Good Hope, to India, 
were made fſubje& tothis; Dioceſs , with 
liberty to ere& the Church of St. Carberime 
of that City into a Cathedral. The Patent 
was obeyed, and-thus a Spaniard was the - 
firſt Prelate of the.

7. The late ſuccels of our Arms, chiefly 
in Cambaya, terrified all the Eaſtern Princes, 
our Enemies; ſo that Nizamaluco and 
Hidsleam. immediately ſent their Embaſſa- 
dors to _ confirm the laſt Peace concluded 
with them, Zamori,, to obtain the more 
fayourable Reception with the Vice-Roy, 
took Emanuel de Brzo , Commander of the 
Fort of Chale, for his Mediator. Brito pro- 
miſed his Ilatereſt, and accompanied the 
Embaflador China Cutiale, who came to Goa 
wich a ſplendid Retignue. The Vice-Roy 
received him with Courteſie and Grandeur. 
The Peace. was :Coneluded much to our 
Credit. Had not the, Vice-Roy. fallen ſick, 
he deſigned to go. to Calicut, to;perform the 
Ceremony of Swearmg taiths-ebſervari 


where that Prince expected them , accom- 
panied by the: Kings of Chale and Tanr. 
They met with great demonſtrations of 
Joy ; the Peace was fworn, and laſted 3o 
years,which was one of the greateſt Bleſkngs 
we enjoyed in India. Pars 
.-$. About the beginning of Fanuary this 
Treaty was Concluded, angithe Vice-Roy 
towards Cambays , D. Peter de Caſtello- _ 
branco, with 14. Sail , who. I 
wichout any Action of -Þ 
pulvedgs coming from Or 
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that Ruy Lorenfo de Tawora was ſtreightned 
by the Inch in Bagam, relieved him with 
diligence; and they forced the Bgemy to 
leaye the Field. Antony Carvallo, with 8 
ſmall Veſſels, 'went to ſeek ſome Pirates that 
courſed between Baticala and Anchediva. 
They fled ;-bur being overtaken, were de- 
ſtroyed, their'Ships burne, and the Coun- 
ery laid whe. Carvalls returned with Ho- 
nour to Goa, whereathe Vice-Roy growing 
ſo weak, he.could not attend the Govern- 
ment, he propoſed a Worthy Perſon mighe 
be choſe to ſiipply his place , and then ſaid, 
It ſhould be:no other than his Son D. Alvaro.

Ghriftopher, young in years, but not in abi» 
licy, to attend the Repairing the Ships ac. 
Cochin, He ſent Advice to ſeveral Com- 
manders, in order to be in a readinels to 

oppole the Remes, who, it was ſaid, were 
Sailing towards our Coaſts. D. ChrifFopher 

ſee out with 600 Men againſt the King of 
Porca and a Caymal of his, becauſe they had 
robbed Seba#tian de Soſa coming from Mal- 
divia, and refuſed to make Reſtitution. He 
marched up the Country , ſlew many of 
the Enemy, and routed the reſt ; Beheaded 
the Caymal , and laid the Country waſte ; 
which produced an advantagious Peace, and 
an Agreement between this King and him 
of Pimienta. 


2. Being advertized, That the Rumes . 


could nor ſet out this Year , he attended 
other Afﬀairs. Emanuel de Vaſconcelos was 
ſent with 20 Sail to the Coaſt of Malabar 3 
and Antony de Caftelobranco with 3o to Cam- 
 baya. Scarce were they gone, when y_ 
arrived from Portugal. They carried new 
Ocders from the King, as dangerous as 
they were new; for whoever deprives Men

The Ships being 
ſent to Cochin, to load and return home ;

Sea, 1n order to burn the Turkiſh Gallies at

3. When Badwr, King of Cambaja, made 

» over the Lands of Bacaim to the Portu- 
ueſes, he rook them from Bramaluco, a 
brave Man, to whom he had before given 
them. He thought the deatH of the Vice- 
Roy D.Garcis , furniſhed him a convenient 
opportunity to regain them by ſurprize. 
He ſet out of Damam, 'in the dead of 
Winter, with 300 Horſe and 5000 Foox. 
Rnuy Lorengo deTavora, Commander of that 
Fart, conſidering if the Enemy once took 
footing, it would be hard to remove them ; 
ſets out with 650 Portugueſes , the [later 
nutyber were Horſe and Men of known 
Valoor.

much Bravery, given a check to their 
Fury. Antony de Sotomayor relieved him , 
already wounded in the Leg,” was himſelf 
wounded and loſt fome Men; but did great 
Execution. This gave Tavoatime to make 
ready , whoſe furious coming up made 
great havock. Our Men turning Back to 
Back, and facing the Enemy round , did FI 
Wonders. Ruy Lorenco , with his Horſe ; 
ranging ' about, did them great harm , cill 
falling on their Flank many were ſlain, the 
reſt fled without hopes. 

4 Next, he reſolved to take a Great 
Ship of Bramaluco's, that was newly finiſhed 
in the Dock of Agacaim. He marched 
thither by Land, and D.Luis de Ataide went 
by Water. The latter by force of Arms 
made his way to the City , at ſuch time as 
the other was reducing it to Ruins, break- 
ing through a Multicude of Enemies , who 
endeavoured to ſtop his Fury , each of 
them loſt ſix Men.. D. Luis Landed , and 
both together cleared the Field , un- 
peopled the City , and then ſet Fire to 
it. The Ship was carried to the Port of 
Bagaim, and for many years 'Traded to - 
Lubon. Bramealuco ſued for Peace, and he 
being a ſuſpeted Subjet of Cambeys , our 
Governour treated with that King , and by 
this means ſecured the former Peace , 
obtained a Grant of half the Cuſtoms, 
orhgeoof only the Third part was offered 
ore, 
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|" The Fleet conſiſted of 8© Sail of ſundry 
" forts and ſizes, and carried two Thouſand

6. While this Fleet was fitting , the King 
of Achem falling upon the King of the 
Bataas unexpeftedly , made a great flaugh- 
ter of his People , killing among the reſt 
three Sons he rather adored than loved 
The King deſirous of Revenge , ſent his 
Brother-in-Law Embaſſadour to Peter de 
Faria , then Commanding at Malaca. The 
Embaſly was to confirm the Peace before 
concluded, and delire aſhſtance of Arms 
and Ammunition; and the better to obtain 
it, ſent him a rich Preient, and offered a 
free Trade in his Dominions, which abound 
'In Gold, Pepper, Benjamin and Camphir. 
Faria, who was intent upon Profit, as well 
as his King's Service , plentifully __—_ 
him with Arms and Ammunition , offering 
his utmoſt afliſtance, and entertaining the 
Embaſſadour with ſplendour. The King 
of Batas attacked his Enemy with Reſo- 
lution ; but was beaten after having almoſt 
gained the Vitory , and retired with great 
Grief to his City Panaaju. Here he dif- 
patched Pznto,ſent thither by Faria to Trade, 
who narrowly eſcaped being loſt in: the 
River Parlgs of the Kingdom of Queds, by 
reaſon of the Revolution had then hapned

that Prince, who had murdered his Father 
and marrjed his own Mother. The firſt 
he denyed , and pretended he had dons. 
the latter in Honaur to her, having refuſed 
many conſiderable Matches. Pinto brought 
News of the Ifland de! Ore, or of Gold, the 
great motive of his Voyage. 
7, But now our Governour enters the 
Red Sea with his Fleet. He found moſt of 
the Iſlands and Cities abandoned , .the Peo- 
ple having had notice of his coming. The 
chief Iſland was Magus; The principal 
City Suanquem , in about 19 Degrees of 
North Latitude, well built and rich. The 
King, who was fled a League up the Coun- 
try, entertained the Goyernour with ſhews 
of Peace , that he might not deſtroy the 
Iſland. Bur the greateft damage was , that 
hereby he prevented the burning the Ships 
at Suez, gaining ſo much time as carried 
cthither che ' News of this' Deſign. The 
Governour in Revenge , marched with his 
Brother D..Chriftopher and 1000 Men, made 
a great ſlaughter , was Maſter of che Field, 
and took a great Booty : Then turning to 
the City, it was plundered, and private 
Men got four or five thouſand Ducats each . 
then it was burnt to the ground. [The 
Waters being ſhoal, the Governour reſolved 
to go over to Alcoger , and-otfier places, 
with only ſixteen Catures or Barges, the 
reft of the Fleet he ſent to Magus, under 
the Command of Lionel de Lima. There 
was 8 great diſpute about who ſhould go 
with D.Srephen, and = had much difficulty 
3 wo 
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to compoſe it. They ſet out of the Bay 
for this Reaſon called De los Agraviades, 
of Of tbe Offended. Many Gentlemen went 
inthe Barges as private Souldiers , accepting 
any place fo they were admitted ; ſuch was 
their deſire to be in this Action. The 
number of Men was Two hundred and 
fifty. At Alconger, which is in the Latitude 
of 25 Degrees, they did the ſame as had 
been done before at Suanquewm. Croffing 
over to Tor or Toro, they took ſome Vellels 
of the Enemy. The Turks at firſt oppoſed 
the Landing, but ſome being ſlain, fled and 
abandoned the City , in which nothing of 
| Value was found. The Governour would 
not burn ic in reverence of St.Catharine, and 
a Monaſtery found there with Religious 
Men under her Invocation , which at their 
Inſtance he viſited. To his great glory , he 
was the firſt European Commander that took 
that City, where he Knighted ſeveral, who 
held this Honour done them there in great 
eſteem; and it was afterwards envied by 
the Great Emperour Charles the Fifth , as 
ſhall appear in its place.

He 
faw' them , and deſiring to do ſomething 
conſiderable, Landed 3 the Enemies Shot 
flew from the Town, and 2000 Turkiſh

this Voyage was diſappointed. The Go- : 
vernour returned 'to his Fleet at Magna, 
where he found the Severity of Emanuel de 
Gama had cauſed a Mutiny, which gave 
ocoafen | to 8 Men to run __ _ a 
Ship, defigning to go over to Erbiopre. They 
were met by my yo wc of the King« of Zeila, 
and after a vigorous Reſiſtance » moſt of 
them killed. On a Gallaws hung five, 
whom Games had Executed, for concealing 
the deſign of the other 80; they at Execu- 
tion ſummoned him to anſwer before the 
great Tribunal, and he within a Month run 
Mad, and died.

Goes on with the Government of D. Stephen 
de Gama. 


7. A T this time Grada Hamed , King of 
the Country, called by ſome Geo- 
raphers, Troglod:tis,, vulgarly Adel; having 
ubmitred himſelf to the. Turk , to obtain 
Afliſtance of Men, caſting off the Obedi- 
ence he owed to the Emperour of Erbiopia , 
began furiouſly to over-run that Country 
with a Powerful Army. To excuſe his 
Ambitious Deſigns, he laid hold of the 
Opportunity his Sovereigns tender years 
offered, and in a ſmall tive made himſelf 
Maſter of mach park of Abaſſia , that the 
Emperour Atenad Sagad , or Claudins , was 
obliged to Tetire towards the Kingdom of 
Gojame, and his Mother Saban, or Elizabeth, 
with 'the Barnagais, - got into the rugged 
Mountain Dama, a place naturally impreg- 
nable, which rifng to a prodigious height 
over a valt Plain, on its 'Top forms another 
almoſt Round and about a League over, in 
which is an indifferent 'Town', with Fruic 
and Cactel thac maintains it. On one ſide 
only'is painful Aſcent, till near the Top ;

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5. Nizemoxa ſends 6000 Men more, 
1000 of them Muſquetiers, and $00 Horſe, 
well Armed. They beſer Sangacs, and gave 
ſeveral Aſſaults that Day, wherein-many of 
them were killed. "The Portugueſes ftood 
Al Day and Night at their Arms," and 
with much difficulty ſent Advice to D. 
Francs at Bazaim, who came to their Relief 
with 160 Portugueſes, 20 Horſe and ſome 
Naiques, with 2000 Indians. Don Francis 
received a Letrer from the Governour of 
Chaul, giving an account of the great 
Strength of the Enemy 3 and ſome of his 
Men coming to hear the Conrents of it, he 
read quite the contrary to what really was 
in it, and marched on. A ſmall Party of 
the E@&my attacked the Van, to draw 
them into two Ambuſhes, each of which 
. contained a Thouſand Men. Some of the 
Portugweſes fled. D. Francis with his twenty 
Horle reſolved to keep a Paſs , and he with 
ſome Gentlemen killed ſeveral. Thoſe of 
the Ambuſh coming on, the Portugueſes were 
forced to fight Back to Back. Thoſe who at 
firſt fled fell into the ſecond Ambulh ,' and 
endeavouring to ſhun it returned to the 
firit, with whom the others were engaged. 
The Moors thinking this had been a freſh 
Relief, fled; our Men took heart , and 
ftrack ſuch Terrour into the Enemy , that 
running to Cangasa, they raiſed their Camp, 
leaving all the Ground about the Fort 
 ſtrowed with all forts of Weapons and 
Ammunition. D.Francis returning from the 
Purfakx, found they had ſlain about 500, 
; an 
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and loſt 20 Men. He ſtored the Forts, and 
went back to his Command. 

6. I ſhall relate a thing ſcarce Credible, 
but moſt true: In this Action a Giant-like 
Portugues of prodigious Strength , called 
_—_ , ſeeing a Moor well wrapped in 
Large Veil falling from his Head , laid hold 
of him thereby, asif he had been a Buckler, 
and ſo carried him before his Breaſt , re. 
_ ceived upon him all the ſtroaks of the Ene- 
mics Weapons, and thus continued, making 
him his Shield till che Fight was ended. 

7. However, conſidering the keeping of 
thoſe Forts was of greater Charge and Dan- 
ger, than Advantage could be made of 
them; and becauſe Nizamoxa , our Confe- 
derate , offered for them 5000 RAgrdao's, 
beſides the 2000 he paid before, the Go- 
vernour rehgned them up to him, to the 

reat Regret of D. Francis de Meneſes , who 
Bad gained and maintained them with fo 
much Honour. The Garriſons marched 
out with all the uſual Ceremonies. 

8. When this hapned the Governour 
was at Chayl, in order to Viſit the Nor- 
thern Forts, he furniſhed them with all 
Neceſlaries. Being returned to Goz, he pro- 
vided the Loading for the Ships that were 
detained at Mogambique, and received Em- 
baſſadors from Xeque 1/mael of Perſia, the 
Kings of Calicut and Cambaya, about impor- 
tant Aﬀeairs, and were anſwered to their 
ſatisfaction. 7 | 
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ChapIV. Zhe Portugaes Aſia. 
9. Peter te Faria , who Commanded at 

| Malacs, had received, ſome Information of 
the Aﬀairs and Seat. of the Iſland de} Oro, 
or of Gold, which was ſaid to be in the Sea 
of the River Calender, in five Degrees of 
South Latitude, 150 Leagues from the Point 
of Sumaira, encompalled wich great Banks 
of Sand and ſtrong Currents. He adver- 
tized the King, who ſent co that Diſcovery 
and Conqueſt Francis de Almeida, that died 
by the way. One Fames Cabral of Maders 
ſucceeded him , and the Governour Martins 
Alfonſo de Souſa diſplaced him, to give thac 
Charge to Hierom de Figuereds. He 1et out in 
the Year 1542, with 80 Mea in three Ships, 


and laying afide the Enterprize , frogs: 


Covetouſneſs, went in ſearch of ſome Ships 
of Mecs on the Coaſt of Tanaugarim, took 
them, and in chem-a rich Booty; but re- 
fuſing chem their ſhares, they tied his 
Hands'and Feer and lefr him on the Sands 
| at Goals, in the Ifland Ceylevw. Thus for that 
time was the King diſappointed of that Diſ- 
covery. 

10. The King of Aars, as well as he 
of the_ Bataas , was firſt Vieorious againſt 
him of Achem , then beaten and killed. He 
had alſo received ſupplies of Arms and Am- 
munition from Peter de Faria, This King 
of Achems Deſign was to Conquer this 
Kingdom ,. which hindred his paſlage to 
 Malaces by Land , being now convinced ic 
was impoſiible to take it by Sea. 
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It. Some time after Faria ſent his Fa- 
Qor Pinto with a Preſent and Letter to the 
King of Patane , defiring him to procure 
the liberty of five Portugzeſes , then Slaves at 
Siam, to his Brother-in-Law. He was alfo 
to deliver Goods of the Value of Ten | 
thouſand Ducats to his Factor at Pam. | 
They had made up Fifty thouſand Crowns 
in Diamants, Pearls and Gold, and were | 
ready to Sail next day , when a ſudden | 
Confuhon hapning that Night, they loſt all, 
There refided in that City an Embaſſadour 
from  the' King of Borneo, with his Wife. 
He catched the King of Pam lying with 
her, and killed him. 'The Death of the 
King being noiſed , the People ran abour, 
not fo much for Revenge , as to Rob. 
About Four thouſand Men were preſently 
butchered; the two Fa&ors being robbed, 
and ſome of their Companions killed, eſca- 
ped and fled to Patane. They, andother 
Portugueſes, asked leave of that King , to 
make Reprizal on three Veſſels belonging 
to the Merchants of Pam,which came richly 
laden from China, and were then at Anchor 
18 Leagues off in the River Calavtam. He 
conſented ; they ſet out to the number of 
60 in Three Ships, and after a ſharp En- 
gagement , took and brought the Veſlels 
into Patane., The Prize was worth above 
Three hundred Thouſand Ducars. The 


- People of Patane preſſed the King to take 


them from the Portugueſes ; but he urged the | 
Fifty thouſand Crowns ought to be made 


good. The Merchants accepted the Con- 
dition, 
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dition, paid the Mony, and continued their 
Voyage. 


CHAP V. 


Sundry Exploits of Captain Antony Faria, 
from the Tear 1540, tiff that of 1542, 
during the Government of D. Stephen 
de Gama. 


Hile what is above-related hap- 
pened the Three years laſt paſt, 
Antony de Faris and Souſa, did Acions de- 
ſerving Eternal Fame; which I ſhall relate 
without affe&tion to our Kindred , but with 
my uſual ſincerity. X 

2. Peter de Faria, Commander of Malacs, 
ſent his Kinſman Antony de Faris and Souſa , 
to the King of Patane, to treat of impor- 
tant Aﬀairs, and preſerve the Peace, which 
was very beneficial to that place. He car- 
ried with him Goods to the Value of 
Twelve thouſand Ducats, and finding no 
Sale for them there, ſent them to the Porc 
of Lugor, in the Kingdom of Siam , a'place 
of great Trade, where he was informed - 
they would go off to great advantage. He 
committed this Atfair to Chriſtopber Borallo, 
who being come to an Anchor in the 
Mouth 
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Mouth of that River , was ſurprized by 
Coja Hatzem, a Moor of Guzerate, in a 
Veſſel well ſtored with Artillery, and 
Manned with 8o Turks agji Moors. This 
Coja was a ſworn Enemy.to the Portugweſes 
ever ſince He&or de Silveyra took a Ship of 
his in the Sea of Dia, killing his Father and 
two Brothers, and had kept his Oath, 


robbing and mucthering all he met. 
. Borallo thought himſelf happy that he 


ale fallirig. into the-Pyrats hands , lea- 
ving his Veſſel atd ſwimming aſhoar. He 
carried the News to Antony Faris at Patane, 
who Vowed, never to deſiſt till he, had 
deſtroyed that Moor. This was the Motive 
that led him to all thoſe brave Actions. 
He fitted a ſmall Veſſel with 5o Men, and 
rang from Patane on Saturday the 86 of 
ay. : 
4- He ſteered North-Eaſt, towards the 
Kingdom of Champa, to examine that 
Coaſt, and faw the Iſland Paulo Condor , in 
the Latitude of 3 Degrees, 20 Minutes, then 
to the Eaſtward rounded one ſix Leagues 
from the Continent of Cembedia. Entring 
the Port of Bralapiſam, he found there a 
Veſſel of the Lequis , that had on board 
an Embaſſadour from the Prince of the 
Iſland Ls, in the Laticudeof 36 Degrees, 
tothe King of Siam. As ſoon as this Vellel 
ſpied ours, they weighed Anchor and failed. 
Faris ſent after them a Chineſe Pylot with 
a Ciyil Meſſage , who brought back this 
remarkable Anſwer : We return Thanks ; The 


time will come when our Nation ſhall bave 
cpmmerey 
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commerce with that Captains in real Friendſhip, 
. through the Law of the Supream God , whoſe 
Clemency is boundleſs , fince by bis death bg 
gave life to al Mankind, and remains an 
everlaſting Faith in the Houſe of the Good : 
We confidemly hold this will be when _ the 
Times are paſf, He alſo brought a rich Ci- 
micer in a Caſe of beaten Gold , the- Hilc 
and Scabbord of the ſame ſee with ſome 
Pearls of value. The Captain would have 
made ſome Return; but the Veſſel could not 
be overtaken. 

5. Thence he Coaſted to the River Pulo 
Cambier ,, which divides the Kingdoms of 
| Cambodia and T; 0” Ac the Town Ca- 

timparn, he was informed that great River 
had ics beginning in the Lake Pinator (260 
Leagues Weſtward in the Kingdom of 
| Quitiroam) encompalled with high Moun- 
tains, about which were 38 Towns, 13 of 
them conſiderable , one whereof was Xin- 
cales, where was a Gold Mine which 
yielded yearly 22 Millions of Crowns 
le belonged to four Lords, who had con- 
tinual Wars about it. At Beuquerim, ano- 
ther Mine of the beft Diamonds. Treaſures 
( according to- the diſpoſition of thar 
Country ) might be cafily conquered by

6, Coaſting along ſtill, he Anchored itn 
the Mouth of the River Toobaſoy , fearing 
to go up it, Suddenly they ſpied a great 
Veſſel, to which making ſigns of Peace, 
they received a rude Anſwer. Night com-

| but in the Dark they diſcovered firſt one, 


then three Veſſels, and Counterfeiting, they 
leapt £0 out of the firſt Veſſel, doarded them, 
who were all ſlain, and their Veſlel taken, 
the others burnt. A Black that was taken 
declared, He was a Chriſtian and Slave to 
Gaſpar de Melo, whom (with 26 Portugueſes) 
that Pyrat had taken and daſhed out their 
Brains, and that he had left another large 
Veſſel richly laden in the Port with only a 
few Sea-men. This Pyrat was found to be 
Similau, and he (with the other Priſoners) 
were put to the ſame Death they delighted 
to give to others. As ſoon as Day appeared 
he took the other Veſlel, and found the 
Booty in Silver only amounted to 60009 
Ducats, beſides other Goods. | 

7. Thus increaſed , he goes on to the 
River Tzinacoren, or Varelz, where the Siam 
and Malaca Ships, Trading for China, bar- 
ter their Goods for Gold, Calamba and 
Ivory, with which that Country abounds. 
He Anchored off of Tayquiles, a ſmall 
Town; the Inhabitants called them the. 


Bearded People; not but thoſe People have 


Beards, bur theirs are ſhort and thin , ours 
then were at their full growth, and ſome 
reached to the' Waſte. By them the Cap- 
tain was informed, that River was formerly 
called Tawralachima, that is, Great Stock, to 
expreſs its Greatneſs; it is deep fer Eighty 
Leagues up to Moncalor , then ſhallower and 
wide, where 1s a Country for Eight days 
Journey Unpeopled, by a multitude of 
Birds, 40 years before the great = 
O 
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of the Chintaleuho's. In the middle of it is 
the great Lake Cunabetee,or Chiamay, whence 
ſpring four great Rivers. Ir is 180 Leagues 
in compaſs, beſet with Mines- of Silver, 
Copper, Tin and Lead. | 

$. Hence he direted his Courſe for the 
Iſland Haina», paſſed in ſight of Champilos, 
in the Laticude of x5 Degrees, and at the 
entrance of rhe Bay of Cochinchina. Far- 
ther on he diſcovered the Promontory P«- 
Jocampas, whence is ſeen the Point of Hai- 
yan: Weſtward is a River , up which Bor- 
rallo was ſent in a ſmall Veſſel with 16 Men, 
who diſcovered at leaſt Two thouſand Sail, 
and a large Walled Town. On their Re- 
eurn they ſaw a large Veſlel at Anchor. 
The Captain thinking it was Cos Hazers, 
fell upon and took it : Buc among the Pri- 
foners he found an ancient Chriſtian of 
Mount Sinai, who told him, it belonged 
to Quiay Tayjam a Pyrat , who had killed 
above a Hindred Portugweſes, and now laid 
hid in the Fore-Caſtle wich fix or feven 
others, who were all killed there. In that 
Veſſel were found 70000 Quintals or Hun- 
dred weight of Pepper, much other Spice, 
Ivory, Tin, Wax and Powder, all valned 
at 60000 Crowns, beſides good Cannon , 
Paggape and fome Plate. In the Hold 
were nine Children, the biggeſt about nine 
years of Age, loaded with Irons and ftar- 
ving with Hunger. N 


D > g. Coaſtin 
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9g. Coaſting along the Iſland Hainan, he 
met ſome Fiſhers of Pearl, whom he uſed 
courteouſly. They told him , the Iſland 
belonged ta'the King of China. Hence he 
went to the River Tananguir , where two 

reat Veſſels ſuddenly fell upon Faria ; 

h which, after a long Diſpute, he took, 
having killed 80 of their Men, and loſt 14, 
whereof one Portugues. After a while they 
heard lamentable Cries in the Hold of one 
of thoſe Veſſels; where they found ſeven- 
teen Priſoners, two of them Portugueſes , 
One of which laid, thoſe Veſſels belonged 
to Necoda Xicaulem, who after turning Chri- 
ſtian at Malacs, and marrying a Portugues, 
had killed her and many more of - her 
Country. His Body being found; was cut 
in pieces, The Booty was valued at 50000 
Crowns. One of the Veſlels was burnt, 
for want of Men to fail it ; in both were 
ſeventeen Braſs Guns, moſt of them with 
the Arms of Portugal. 

10. He Anchored forty Leagues farther 
at C.Tilawmere, where came up with our 
four Veſlels four others, in which was the 
Bride of a Noble young Man , who had 
promiſed to meet her there with a like 


number of Ships, and this: miſtake brought 


them to our Veſſels. Three of them were 
taken, and in one of them the Bride. Some 
Seamen were choſe, the reſt ſet aſhoar. 
They came to Mutipinam , and found it a 


moſt convenient place to fell their Prizes. 


The Governour of the City ſomewhat ob- 
ltructed the Sale, fo they were c—_ to 
halten 
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haſten ic ; the Goods were paid for in Silver 
uncoyned, and amounted to Two hundred 
thouſand Crowns. This was the beginning 
of the Year 1541. 


CHAP. YL. 


Continues the Exploits of Antony de 
Faria. 


Io Neony de Faria failed on in ſearch 

of the Pore of Made, in the 
Iſland Hainan, and by the way took ſome 
Prizes. Here he met Hinymilau, 'a bold 
Pyrat and a great Enemy to Chriſtians , 
whom he delighted to put to cruel Deaths. 
They had a bloody Fighe with, and at 
length took him. He gave a bold Relation 
of the Cruelties he had exerciſed againſt 
the Portugueſes, and was therefore with 
four more immediarely killed. The Prize 
was valued at 50000 Ducats. 

2. This Action ſtruck ſuch a Terrour 
into many of thoſe that were there in that 
River , that they ſent a Meſlage to Fariay 
offering him 30000 Crowns to take them 
into his Prote&jon , calling him King of 
thoſe Seas, and deſiring of Rim Paſſes for 
their fafe Trading therein, received 
the Mony , and gave the Paſſes by onl 

D 3 wW rich, 
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Writing, of which in Twelve days time a 
Servant of his got 6000 Ducats. The Go- 
vernour of the City offered to make him 
Admiral of thoſe Seas for the King of 
China , with a Penſion of 9000 Crowns, if 
he would ſerve. Such a Name had he 
already got in thoſe parts. 

3- They run all along this Coaſt with- 
out any remarkable Occurrence , only ſaw 
many, though not large Towns, and a very 
fruitful Country ; and were informed, there 
were there Mines of Silver, Tin, Salc- 
Peter, and Brimſtone. The Souldiers now 
weary of looking after the Pyrat Coja Ha- 
zem,demanded their ſhares of the Prizes, to 
be gone. They agreed, and directed their 
Courſe for the Kingdom of Siam. By a 
furious Storm they were wrecked upon the 
IHland De los Ladrones, where of Five hun- 
dred Men,only Eighty fix got aſhoar naked ; 
of theſe Twenty eighr- were Portugueſes. 
Here they were fifteen days almoſt without 
any thing to ear. A Bird flying over them 
with a Fiſh, dropt it, and afterwards they 
faw many others, that frighted at their 
Shouts, let fall their Prey ; this, and a Deer 
they found: killed by a Tyger, kept them 
awhile, but ſome died with Want. Being 
thus in deſpair, becauſe the Iſland was not 
Inhabited , they diſcovered a ſinall Veſlel 
making to the ſhaar , where they caſt An- 
chor, and preſently Thirty Men landed ; 
ſome carried Wood and Water, and others 
diverted themſelves. They were Chineſes. 
_ Men*agreeing together upon a ſigh, 
: run 
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run furiouſly, and poſſeſſed themſelves of 


the Veſſel, -and-*'with the ſame ſwiftneſs 
put to Sea. The Chineſes were aſtoniſhed 
ac that unexpected Misfortune, and our 
Men overjoyed, finding in the Veſſel good 
Proviſion and much Silk. In the Barque 
chey found only an Old man and a Child, 
whoſe Father was left aſhoar. 

4. Sailing for Liamp» in Port Xamoy, they 
took a Veſſel of Chineſes, and went to the 
Ifland Lexit«y, where they ſtayed fifteen 
days, went over-to the great Veſlel, and 
Reficted the ſmall one, and then went on. 
Upon the Coaſt of Lamar they diſcovered 
a great Veſſel, which as it came near be- 
gan to fire Fifteen great Guns it carried ; 
bur coming cloſer, they diſcovered Crofles 
and Portugues Habits on both fides ; fo they 
hailed each other , and the Vellel appeared 
to belong to Quiay Panjau, a Chineſe, and 
great Friend ro the Portugueſes,, whereot 
he had Thirty Souldiers aboard. He came 
to Fariass Veſſel, and brought a preſent of 
Amber, Pearls, Gold and Silver, worth 
Two thouſand Ducats. Afﬀeer other Dil- 
courſe our Captain told him he was bound 
for Liampo , to furniſh himſelf with Necel- 
faries, in order to attempt the Mines of 


Quamjaperu, where he was told he might 


get a Treaſure. Quisy Panjau offered to 
accompany him , demanding for himfelt 


only the Third part of what ſhould be. 


taken; which was agreed. 
D 4 5. At 
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5. Art the River Any they Refitted , and 
came to Chincheo ; where: Faria hired 35 
Portugueſes he found there. Putting to Sea 
again, he found cighe Portugueſes naked 
and wounded in a Fiſher-Boat. They told 
him, the Pyrat Coje Hazem had taken their 
Ship inthe Port of the Iſland Cumbor , that 
it was worth Two hundred thouſand Du- 
cats, and that they with difficulty had 
eſcaped in that condition. - Faria was over- 
joyed to hear News of that Pyrat, and 
eurned eight Leagues back to Layloo,, to 

rovide for the Fight. There he changed 

is Old Veſſels for New, provided Arms, 
Ammunition and Men, paying generouſl 
for every thing. He had in his four Veſlc 
Five hundred Men, whereof 95 Portu- 
gueſes, 40 Pieces of Cannon , 160 Muſ- 
quets, 6000 Darts, other Arms and much 
Ammunition. In a day and half he came 
to the Fiſheries, where Coja Hazem had 
robbed thoſe Portugueſes, and was informed 
by Fiſhermen, that he was two Leagues off 
inthe River 7:#/au. To be ſure, he ſent one 
todiſcover him. 

6. Before Day began a moſt furious Fight, 
and the Pyrats four Ships were reduced to 
great ſtreights, when four ſmall ones came 
to their relief. One of our Cannon was 
ſo well pointed, that it fank the firſt of 
them downright, and killed ſome Men in 
another. The Fighe was renewed, and 
Cojes encouraged his Men, till Faris board- 
1ng, gave him ſuch a Cut over 'the Head 

_ as ſtruck him down without ſnle , _ 
| | wit 
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with another ſtroak Ham-ſtrung him, that 


he could not riſe. His Men gave ourCap- 
tain three Wounds ; but he being relieved, 
the Victory was compleats it coſt 43 Men, 
eight of them Portugueſes. Of the Enemy 
almoſt 400 died, above half drowned, leap- 
ing over to ſave them{clves. 

| 7. Faria Landed , and buried: his dead. 
He found in a Houſe 96 Men left there by 
Coja Hazen tobe cured ; theſe, though they 
cried tor Mercy , he deſtroyed , firing the 
Houſe. Here he performed a moſt Mag- 
nanimousa&, which was, That he reſtored 
the Portugues Ship to the Owners , and 
gave liberty to the Slaves, paying theic 
Maſters, as he had Vowed when he wenc 
on this Deſign. What booty remained to 
him was worth 100000 Crowns. 

8. Sailing hence that Nighe , roſe ſuch a 
violent Storm,that Farie's Ship and anocher 
were caſt-away, and moſt of the Goods of 

the others. was thrown Over-board, to the 
Value of Two hundred thouſand Ducats. 
One hundred and eleven Men were loſt, 
the Eleven Portugueſes, Thirteen that eſca- 
ped drowning were carried Friſoners to 
Nauday , where Faria with the five remain- 
ing Veflels came to an Anchor. He offered 
the Governour of the City Three thou- 
ſand Crowns for the Priſoners. The An- 
ſwer was ſuch , as obliged him to reſolve to 
hazard all, to obtain by force what he 
could not effe& with Courteſie and Mony 
Our Men were fearful of the greatneſs of 
the Enterprize; but he ſo encouraged _ 

that 


- — 
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that they reſolved to follow him. He had 
in all 410 Men, 60 of them Portugueſes ; 
out of the whole he choſe 3oo for this 
Action , which hapned the beginning of 
the Year 1542. os 

9. Aﬀer ſending another Civil Meſlage , 
to which the Governour anſwered by hang- 
ing the Meſſenger, he Landed ; as they 
marched, Twelve thouſand Foot and an 
hundred Horſe came out of the City to 
meet them 3 our Muſqueteers killed at leaſt 
Three hundred of them , and purſued the 
reſt to a Bridge that led into the City. 
The Governour was within on Horſeback 
with 'Six handred Men, maintaining the 
Paſs till killed by a Shot ; at that Goh his 


Men fled ; Faria purſues them with great 
* flaughtercill chey run out ar the other end 
of che Town. The City being plundered, 


he that leaſt was Rich ; the remainder 
was confumed to Aſhes. Out ViRorious 
G_ returned, carrying the Priſoners he 
had recovered , and many beautiful Wo- 
men. He loſt eight Men, one a Portugues, 
and many wounded. Now he proſecutes: 
his Voyage towards the Mines. 

10. The Courſe was to Pulo Hinder, an 
Iſland not inhabited, where he deſigned to 
Winter and take ſome Reſt; ic was fifteen 
Leagues off. About the Iflands of Comme- 
fem he was attacked by two great Ships, in 
which were Two hundred Reſolute Men, 
Commanded by the Pyrat Premata Gundel, 
a mortal Enemy to the Portugueſes, to 
whom he had done great harm ; but 

thought 
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thought now theſe had been Chineſe Mer- 
chants. One of the Pyrats boarding one 
of ours, Quiay Panjau came to his Relief 
with all his Sails abroad , and run ſo furi- 
ouſly foul of the Pyrat, that they both ſunk 
down right. Quiay and moſt of his Men 
were faved by the care of our Men. The : 
Pyrat himſelf had boarded Faris, who was : 
indangerof being loft ; but at lengtl was 4Y 
Victorious, killing 9o Moors that had en- 
tred his Ship. Then he boarded the Ene- 
mies, and put all to the Sword. This coſt 
us17 Men, five of them Portugueſes, above 
forty were wounded , and Faris himſelf 
had two great Cuts and a hurt of a Spear. 
The Prize was valued at 120000 Ducats. 
They ſtaid 2o Days in the Iſland Buncales, 
to cure the Wounded men. Thence they 
ſteered to the Gates of Liemps, which are 
ewo Iſlands three Leagues diſtant from the 
City of that Name, built by the Porcu- 
oueſes, who there Governed in the nature 
of a Commonwealth, 
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CHAP VL as 
Continues ſtill the Exploits of Antony 
de Faria , in the Government of D. 
Stephen de Gama , and the Tear

b Nntony de Faria being Anchored at 

thoſe Gates of Liampo, ſent to ask 
teave of the Inhabitants to enter the Port : 
They returned a courteous Anſwer, praying 
him to defer it ſix days , till they had pre- 
pared a Houſe to entertain him. The term 
expired upon Sunday Morning , when he 
| hoiſed Sail and went up accompanied with 
many Boats ſent from the Town to receive 
him, with Three hundred Townſmen, who 
faluted and welcomed him , the River re- 
ſounding with the noiſe of Muſical Inſtru- 
ments. 

2. About Two hundred Ships then in the 
Port were placed in two Lines, and made 
a Lane, through which as Faria paſſed , all 
the Cannon of the Vellels and aſhoar were 
fired. Some Chmeſes ſecing this great Re- 
Cception, asked, Whether that was the King + 
of PortugaPs Brother, or near Kinſman ; 
and were Anſwered , He was his Smiths 
Son; which ſo ſurprized them , they con- 
cluded the Ringdom of Portugal to be the 
greateſt in the World. From his Ship 

Faria 
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Faria went into a Barge ſhaded with a 
Natural Cheſnut Tree, the Fruit hanging 
on the Boughs , and wasſeated on a Silver 
Chair placed upon fix” Steps adorned with 
Gold. On the. ſides were” ſix beautiful 
Maids richly clad, who-ſang and play'd 
ſweetly; and thus he was carried to the 
Key. 

4 Where was a richer Chair carried 
upon Mens ſhoulders , covered with a rich 
Canopy ; about it 60 Halberdeers, and 
before it went 16 Men mounted on fine 
Horſes, before theſe eight with Silver 
Maces, all in moſt rich Attire. Faria long 
refuſed to be thus carried, but was forced: 
to ſubm@, and in this manner came to a. 
large Scaffold, covered with fine Tapiſtry. 
There he was placed on his Chair , and 
received the Complements of the Magt- - 
ſtrates in- the Name of the City , 'and of 
others for the Gentry. He received them 
ſtanding, and returned their Courteſie with 
great Civility. 

4. From the Key to the City, which was 
a conſiderable diſtance, was a Lane in 
nature of an Arbour of Cheſnut, Pine and 
' Laurel Trees, the Ground ſtrewed wich 
Flowers; at diſtances many Pertumes, ſe- 
veral Companies of Dancers, and multi- 
tudes of People all the way. Ar the En- 
trance of the Town was a Caſtle builc for 
this Occaſion. * On the Front of it, the Arms 
of the Faris's, which are Sanguin, a Tower 
Argent , in Baſe a Man torn to pieces. 
Faris being come hither , was received by 
2 
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2 Reverend Old man ( attended by four 
Mace-Bearers ) who after ſome Ceremonies 
made a long Speech in praiſeof his Family, 
and concluded extolling his own Actions, 
and welcoming him to that place. 

5. The Speech ended, the old Orator in 
the Name of the City, offered him five 
Cheſts full of Silver Bars, to the Value of 
Twenty thouſand pieces of Eight , which 
he could not be prevailed with to accept 
of; but returned his Thanks, and promiſed 
to endeavour in part to deſerve the Honours 
they did him. Then he went on foot 
through many ſightly Arches to our Ladies 
Church, where (under a Canopy ) he 
heard Maſs, and a Sermon of Ws own 
Praiſes. 

6. Hence he was conducted by above 
a Thouſand Portugueſes, to a large place 
that was before the Houſe, provided for 
' his Entertainment . This place was ſhaded 
with variety of Trees ſet, as if they 
had grown there, the Ground ſtrewed 
with Flowers and ſweet Herbs. In che 
middle were three long Tables richly 
covered , and Side-boards.s Faria being 
ſeated , all departed, but about 8o who 
were to Dine there, and 50 Souldiers, Ar 
a diſtance ſtood the Halberdeers to keep off 
the People. As ſoon as ſeated , the Mulick 


began to play., 


7.Preſently 
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7. Preſently eight beautiful Maids ap- 
peared playing on Inſtruments and Danc- 


ing , eight others ſtood by him ſinging. 


The Diſhes were brought by fine Women, 
and ſet on by Men. The Plenty and Coſt- 


lineſs was great. Aﬀter Dinner they went - 


to another place, where there was a Bull- 
Feaſt, and ſome wild Horſes among them ; 
at the death of every one followed Danc- 
ing, Muſick, and other Divertiſements.

I. Ere Faris continued five Months 


always entertained with great 
ſplendour , and had Dogs and Horſes to go 
a Hunting, that place being ſtored with all 
forts of Game. The time being come to 
ſet out for the Mines of Quemgiparu , the 
Chineſe Quiay Panjawv, who was to accom- 
pany him in that Voyage , was ſnatched 
away by a violent Sickneſs. All things 


were in forwardneſs when the Chineſe, 


Similau, diſluaded Faria from, that Enter- 
prize, repreſenting the great Difficulties, 
and propoſing other Undertakings much 
more caſfic , and no leſs beneficial. A” 
ne 
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The Portugues Alia! Part] 
the reſt he ſaid Great things of the Iſland 
Calempluy, where were the ancient Monu- 
ments of the Kings of Chine, and in them 
great Treaſures. To this he ſoon gave Ear ; 
for Coyetouſnels is 'of great force to per- 
ſwade, even in a Man fo generous and un- 
derftanding as he was. Happy if he had 
returned to Indie , ſatisfied with his paſt Vi- 
Aories and Triumph. | 

2. About the middle of May he ſet Sail 
with Simlas in two Galliots, in which were 
146 Men, 52 of them Portugueſes, and 

; among them the Prieſt Fames Lobato. Next 
day they diſcovered the \Iſlands of Nar- 
guitur , and then entred Seas till then un- 
known to Portugueſes. Crofling a Gulph 
of 4o Leagues, they diſcovered the high 
Mountain Nangalaci, and held on their 
Courſe Northward. At the end of Ten days 
they Anchored in a River where they faw 
White People, like the Chineſes, but differing 
in Language, and could never preyail to 
have any commerce with them. -Aiter ' 
Eight days failing they entred the PY 
of Silcapaquim, in which they ſpent five 
days in fight of many populous Towns. 
Bur this Courſe appearing dangerous, they 
ſteered another by the advice of Simla 
This was up the River Humbepadam , which 
they entred , and to the Weſt faw the 
Mountain #angw , and thirteen days after 
the Bay Buxipalem, in the Latitude of 30 
Degrees, which produces Fiſh, Serpents and 
Crocodils of wonderful forts and greatneſs 
and many Sea-Horſes. Farther on they

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came into the Bay of Calindam, girt with 
high” Mountains covered with Trees, from 
chem four great Rivers fall into the 
SEA. 

3. Next they failed under Botinaſora, a 
Mountain abounding in Lions, - Abada's, 
Tygers, Ounces, and other wild Beaſts; 
then Gangitens, the habitation of rhe Giga- 
hui, a witd Gigantick People , fone ter, 
ſome eleven Spans high, of which they faw

Complexions; being white and'red ; bur ill 
| " Faria gave them ſome Porcelane 
Diſhes and Silk, for which they appeared 
thankful, but cottld not be unde , and 
brought ſome*Cows and a Deer. -Arlength 
they eame- into the Bay of Nexking , and 
within fix days eo the great City Pamor 


pn ting was almoſt hid under Three 


_ thouland- Veſſels. Fearing Dn here , 

they ſtood off ' and came to Tangquiler , 
where” Similau and Thirty ſix Chineſe Sex- 
men run away for fear; becauſe our Cap 
taitt weary of the Voyage , and findi 4 ie 
could give no good Account where: they 
were, had threatned to kill him: | He was 
not fo Tpnorant ; but terrified with che' ill 
Uſage 'of the Portugueſes he ' knew not 
what he ſaid, and they feared enher he 
knew not the Coaſt , or defigned ro betray 
them. It was a great Error, 'to believe 
him at Liampo, and uſe him ill at Nanking, 
where they had moſt need of him. In fine, 
They gave themſelves for loſt , not know- 
ing where they were, till ſome of the Na- 
tives 
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tives informed them, they were but Ten 
Leagues from the Iſland Calemyluy , which 
made them repent the wrong they had done 
S imilan. af | 
4. Turning Cape Guinaytaras (alter a te- 
dious To a two Months and a half ) 
they diſcovered in the middle of the River 
the Iſland. -. It is plain, and to appearance 
four Miles in compaſs. - It was then Night: 
Next Morning Feria went about ic with his 
Galliots, and faw it was encloſed with a 
Wall of Jaſper Stone, which were joyned 
fo cloſe, it appeared all of a:picce. It rofe 
about 19 Foot above the ſuperficies of the 
Water , and was terrafſed within... The 
Top of - the. Wall was a \maſly Twiſts 
Upon it were Braſs Rails, and at diſtance 
lictle Columns, on which were the Satags 
of Women with-Balls in their Hands, all 
of the ſame Metal. Ac ſomediſtaneg from 
theſe appeared ſeveral Figures of. Iron of 
Monſtrous ſhape , that ſeemed to give. one 
another their Hands. Farther yet were 
ſeveral curious Arches of Stone of many 
Colours: Within was ſeen afterwards'a-de- 
_— variety of ſmall Woods of Or: 
rees; among which were 366 Chapin 
dedicated to the Gods of the Year. On one 
ſide a great Building , not all of a piecs, 
but divided into ſeven parts , all over glit 
tering with Gold, : 


5. In 
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the Iand at one of its eight Gates , with 
fGxey Men, four of them Portugueſes. En- 
cring one of the Chappels, they ſaw an Old 
Man, in appearance an hundred years of 
e, who with the fright of ſeeing | 
down ; but recovering , and ſeeing 
Souldiers take out the Bars of Silver out of 
the Tombs, he rebuked the Captain, givi 
him Advice to be ſaved.

next day to erthem all, he retired to 
his Ships wich the Silyer caken in this, which

upon the Top of the Great Building , aad 
Bells to. ring throughout the Iſhnd. 
Faria was adviſed to be gone, being they 
were diſcovered; but he returned to the 
Iland with only fix Men , and could ſee 
no more than what he had from his Veſlels. 
Being returned aboard , all proteſted he - 
ought. to- retire, and he no longer able 
OR the _— ray ark Was 
obliged in» Honour to [ae woat ve 0s 3 
and went aſhoar again with the ſame fix 
Men. He entred a Chappel and found two 
Old Men , whom he brought away with 
ſome Candleſticks and a Silver Idol he 
tound , and immediately lefr that place. 
He underſtood by the Old Men, that the 
Alarum was given , and the Iſland would 
ſoon be relieved ; that che firſt Hermit had 


given Notige, Then Faria found,. how 
Sx  - much 
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much hehad erred in not bringing him away, | 
as he was Adviſed. 

7. He went away in a Paflion, that he 
ſhould loſe that Treaſure through his own 
fault; and having ſailed almoſt a Month, 
one Night, being the fifth of AuguFf, there 
aroſe ſuch a terrible Stormo, that his Galliot | 
was ſwallowed up, as was gueſled by thoſe 
in the other by the miſerable Cries ; for 
they could not fee it. A fewdays after the 
other alſo periſhed , only fourteen of them 
elcaping. Thus ended that brave Com- 
mander ; doubtleſs a juſt Judgment for the 
Robbery he deſigned cocommit. 

8. No leſs Unfortunate was the End of 
the City Liampo , where this Captain had 
been ſo Nobly received , and was the effe& 
of a baſe and inſatiable Avarice. Lancelot 
Pereyrs, a Judge of that City having loſt a 
Thouſand Ducats by the Chineſes, went out 
with a Body to rob and plunder others, as 
if this might be done though they hare 
been the Debtors. This barbarous, helliſh 
Action, brought the Governourof that Pro- 
vince with Threeſcore thouſand Men upon 
that City, which in four hours time was 
burnt, with Eighty Ships that were in the 
Port; Twelve thouſand Men killed, of 
them a Thouſand Portugueſes, and three 
Millions of Gold loſt. Scarce any thing was 
left, but the bare Memory of Liampo ; but 
it appeared that whatever the Portugueſes 
gained by their Valour , thev loſt by their 
Covetouſneſs. It was adriirably ſaid of 


one of thoſe we call Baroarians , a" 
the 
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the Afions of the Portugueſes in 4/ia cele- 
brated : His Words were theſe ; Ler them po 
on 7 for whatever they gain as Couragious Soul- 
diers, they will loſe as Coverous Merchants : 
They now conquer Alia, Alia will ſon conquer 
them. Who was moſt Barbarous; he that 
ſaid this, or they who did what he 
ſaid ? 

9. Liampo had above Three thouſand- 
Inhabitants, all Eatholicks, and almoſt half 
Portugueſes. Thoſe who eſcaped that Storm, 
though quite diſcredited among the Chi- 
neſes, obtained leave witlf great Preſents, 
in the Year 1547, to Settle in the Pore of 
Chincheo ; where there was a Village, which 
began to flouriſh with a rich Trade ; but 
came to the ſame End as the other, as ſhall 
appear the Year 1549.

Ts Hilft this hapned in India and 
| Y Chins, Don Chriſtopher de Game 
marched through Erhiopis, led by that Bar- 
megar, who came as Embaſſadour from the 
Queen Mother, to deſire favour of the Go- 
| vernour D.Srephen. 'The Heat the Men en- 
dured was exceflive, though they lay by the 
Day , and marched by Night. A Week 
was ſpent in paſſing over a Rugged Moun- 
tain , whence they deſcended into a moſt 
pleaſant Plain Country , watered by many 
Rivulets. Through this they marched intwo 
days to the City Barue , Metropolis of the 
Province Barnagaſſo ; though damaged by 
the late Invaſion , yet of fightly Buildings, 
divided by a great River, encompaſſed with 
good Villages and Country-houſes. Ar the 
Gates they were received by ſeveral Reli- 
gious Men ſinging a Litany, one of which 
made a Speech to Welcom them, and 
extol their Generofity in coming to their 
Telief; after which our Men viſited the 
Church, and Encamped. | |

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2. Don Chriffopber ſent Advice of his Ar- 
rival to the Emperour , who was far off: 
and to the Queen Mother,who was near. He 
deſired of her, to leave that Mountain and 
pur her ſelf under his guard. Barnagas was 
ſent ro Conduct her with two Companies 
of Portugueſes. She came with \a great 
Retinue of Women and Servants. Our 
Men were drawn out to receive her , and 
the Cannon fired. The Queen fat upon a 
Mule, whoſe Trappings reached the ground, 


and ſhe was hid by Curtins fixed to the 
Saddle; her Choathing was white , on her 


Shoulders a - ſhort black Mantle with gold 
Fringes ; and from her white Head-Cloaths 
tell a Veil that covered her Face. Barnagas 
led the Mule, his Arm naked, and a Tygers 
Skin upon his Shoulders, (a Token of Re- 
ſpet) a Lord on each fide in the ſame 

arb. She opened the Curtains to fee the 
Portugueſes, and lifred her Veil to be feen 
by D. Chriftopher. The Reception on both 
ſides was Courteous. Afterwards D. Chr:- 
ftopher went to Viſit Her , and by Advice 
of the Erhiopians it was reſolved to Winter 
there, and expet the Emperour?s An- 
Iwer, | 

3. The Anfwer came, expreſling his Joy 
for the Arrival of the Portugueſes, and 
defiring D.Chriftopher to march the begin- 
ning of Summer, It was put in execution: 
Some Light Horſe led the Van to diſcover; 
then followed the Artillery , next the Bag- 
gage; after it the Queen, guarded by 
hfty Portugues Muſqueteers. D. Chriftopber 
E 4 broughe 
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brought up the Reer; Barnagas and his | 
Officers made up the Flanks. In eight days 
they came to the Mouncain Gaze, of moſt 
difficult aſcent; on the Top of it was a 
City, and an the higheſt Cliff-a Chappel 
near which a Houſe, hung round with 
Three hundred embalmed Bodies ,- ſewed 
up in Hides, which being rent with Age 
ſhewed the Bodies white and uncorrupt. 
Some were of Opinion they were Roman 
Conquerors of that Country ; others, and 
among them the Patriarch, ſuppoſed them 
to be Martyrs. At the fight of the Por- 
tugueſes, many of the People reforted to 

the Queen. 
4+ Don Chriſtopher marched on to the 
Mountain Carere, well Watered and ſtored 
with Cattle , impregnable by Nature , and 
yet ſtrengthned by Art. Formerly the Em- 
 perours were Crowned here; now it was 
held for the T'yrant by a Thouſand Men, 
who at times came down to Ravage the 
Country. D. Chrzſtcpher, contrary to the 
Advice of the Quecn and her Counſel, 
reſolved to aſſault thast Den of Thieves. 
He divided his Men into three parts , and 
ſed the one himſelf, and boldly affaulted 
the Three Paſſes that led co it; but were 
forced this day to deſiſt , by reaſon of the 
great Stones the Enemy rouled down upon 
them. Having heared Malſs on Candlemaſ- 
day, thzy returned co the Aſſault, playing 
their Cannon , and loſt ſome Men by the 
Stones thrown down; yer they came to the 
fi:1t Gates and broke ther open, making 
| £ their | 
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Ss their way with much flaughter and lofs 


of three Men to the fecond Gates. Thoſe 
who were within theſe and the third Gates, 
ſeeing ſo few of our Men, opened them, 
and the Portugueſes as freely ruſhed in ; 
where was 2 hot Diſpute, till D.Chrifopher 
and the others coming up., preſſed the Ene- 
my ſo hard, that many of them threw 
themſelves headlong down the Rocks. 
Many Women and Children were taken, 
and there was a conſiderable Plunder. The 
Queen and her Retinue went up with a 
general Admiration; the Erbiopians having 
always held that Fort to be impregnable. 
The Patriarch bleſſed a Moſque, dedicating 
it to our Lady, where Maſs was cele- 
brated with great Joy to both Peo- 
ple. 

5. The Mountain being provided, and 
garriſoaned under the Command of an 
Ethiopian, the Army marched: As they 
entred .the Country of the Rebel Farſe , 
he ſubmicred himſelf to the Queen, and 
brought his Men to her Service, thinking 
nothing could withſtand thoſe who had 
conquered Nature; in ſuch Eſteem did 
they hold the taking the Mountain. The 
King of Zeila came on now, covering the 
Plains and Hills with Fis Numbers, and 
joyful to have to do with our Mer. 
D. Chriſtopher Encamped in good Ordec 
near a Mountain , both Armies in 6vtght. 
Palm Sunday and Monday were ſpent in 
Skirmiſhing with equal Loſs, | only the 
Portugueſes had ſo much che Advantage, 

that 
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that the Enemy retired to their Works. | 
D. ChrifFopber was forced to move his Camp 
for want of ſome neceſfaries , chiefly Wa- 
ter. The King of Zeile perceiving their 
motion from the higher Ground , came 
down to encompaſs our Men, who marched 
in good Order, pouring their Shot in upon 
_ the Enemy: Who preſling on, D. Chrifte 
her ordered Emanuel de Cuna with his Men 
co face them, who performed it ſo ſuc. 
cefsfully , that he obliged a Body of Turks 
to retire, after loſing many of their Men. 
They rallied , and coming on again had 
ſomewhat diſtreſſed him , till D. Chrifepber 
came in perſon to their Relief , fighting 
- with fſach Refolution, that he felt not he 

was wounded in the Leg. The King him- 
ſelf came on, thinking to put an end to 
the days Action, and it turned to his Joſs; 
for our Cannon cut off many of his Men. 
D.Chriftopber was in danger of being lain, 
bue ſtill loſt no Courage , and the Fight 
continued till the Tyrant was ſtruck down 
by a ſhot which pierced his Thigh. His 
Men furked their Colours, and fled with 
him, as they thought dead , though he was 
alive. This Vigory coft eleven Portu- 
gueſes, two of them Men of Note. The 
Queen her felf with great alacrity tend- 
ed Don Chriſtopher and all the wounded 
Men. 

6. Aﬀer a Weeks reſpit , the Army 
marched towards the Enemy , who was 
Encamped at no great diſtance , and came 
co meet them, carrying cheir King in an 

open 
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open Chair. It was Refolutely fought on 
both ſides. A Turkiſh Captain wich fifty 
Horſe thinking to recover the Honour loft 
the other day, Charged in the midſt of our 
Men , and was entirely cut off. D#Chri- 
[+ a mounting on Horſeback , led his 
en with ſuch fury into the Heat of the 
Battle, that he obliged the Enemy with 
great ſlaughter to turn their Backs. The 
King had infallibly been taken , had there 
been more Horſe to purſue him. Ei 
Portugueſes were loſt in this Aion: The 
Victorious Army marching down to a plea- 
fant River, found it polleſied by the Enemy, 
who immediately quitted it, the King flying 
at the ſight of our Men. | | 
7. The King ſent an Embaſly to the 
Bafla of Zibit, acquainting him with his 
Diſtreſs: He mollified by Preſents , fenc 
him almoſt a Thouſand Turkiſh Muſ- 
| queteers. D. Chriftopher Wintered in the 
City Ofar, expecting the Emperour. Here 
a Jeu propoſed, That if he wanted Horſes 
and Mules, he would ſhew him a Moun- 
tain not far off inhabited by Jews , where 
there was ſtore of both. The King of 
Zeyla had a Garrifon of Four hundred | 
there. D.Chriftopher having enquired into 
the truth of this Information, marched with 
two Companies of his own, and ſome 
Ethiopians, to the Foot of the Mountain , 
which is twelve Leagues abouc. In the 
Aſcent fome Moors, who guarded the 
Paſſes, were killed. On the Top mer him 
the Captain with all his Men. D.Chriſfopber 
1mme- 
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immediately rnnning at, ftruck him down 
dead with his Lance. Our Shot being 
poured in among the Moors, they ſoon 
_ the place and fled, leaving many 

ea Great quantity of Horſes and Mules 
| were found, and about eight Thouſand 
Jews, who lived in ſix or feven Villages on 
that Mountain , were brought under Obe- 
dience. There was a Tradition, That theſe 
Jews diſperſed about Erbiopia and Nubia, 
are deſcended from ſome of the diſperſion 
of the Ten Tribes. 

8. The Jew, who led our Men, aſtoniſhed 
at their Valour, was Converted and Baptized, 
and by comman Conſent appointed Go- 
vernour of that Mountain , which being 
called before Caloa, was after known by the 
Name of the Fews Mountain. The ſecond 
day after D. Chriſtopher returned to the 
Army , the King of Zeila appeared now 


more bold with the increaſe of the Turkiſh 


Muſqueteers. D.' Chriſtopher's Youth. now 
tranſported him as well as his Valour:}, For 
whereas he ought to have retired To a 
Mountain till the Emperour joyned him , it 
being impoſſible ro withſtand fo great a 
torce, he never conſidered it till it was too 
lace. On the 29th of Auguſt the Turks gave 
the Onſer, and were repulſed by D. Chriſto 
pher , who loſt four Men and went off 
wounded in the Leg: Emanuel de Cuna did 
the like Service, with loſs of three Men. 
Francs de Abreu fighting like a Lion was 
killed , and his Brother Humphry going to 


terch him off, fell down dead upon him. 
D.Cbri- 
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Chap.IX. The Portugues Aſia: 
D. Chrifopher returns like a furious Tyger, 


and performed Wonders, till a Muſquer- 


Ball broke his -Arm-; a couragious dier 
carried him off. He was fcarce dreft, when 
he heard Fon/eceand Velo were killed , and 
the Enemy entred the Works. He cauſed 
himſelf to be carried where the preateſt 
Danger was: But the Tyrant beipg now 
undoubtedly Vidcorious, ſome of our Men 
fled, as did the Patriarch and the Queen on 
Fleet Mares, each taking a different Way, 
he for fear and ſhe by choice. D. Chrifto- 

ber ſent after and obliged her to come 
back , becauſe her abſence brought utter 
Ruin. But at length ſeeing all loſt ,*in de- 
{pair he graſped his Sword in the Left Hand 
and faid, Let who will follow me , for 1 am 
going to dye amidſt the Enemies. He was 
drawn from that Reſolution by meer force, 


and carried out of the Field with only _ 


fourteen Men , and the Queen and Barna- 


W gs among them, ſeeking ſome place 


of Refuge. The Night being dark they 
loſt the Way ; but the, Queen and Bar- 
_ nagais hit it better, taking up a Moun- 
tain.

Ic is faid, Where the Head fell there guſhed 
out a Spring , the Water whereof drank 
cured many Diſeaſes: The ſame hour, the 
Air being calm, a Tree was tore out by the 
Roots in the Garden of certain Religious 
Men; and afterwards the ſame Hour the 
Emperour having vanquiſhed this Tyrant, 
cauſed his Head to be ſtruck off ; the Tree 
that was then dry, re-planted ir ſelf in 
the fame place, and was covered with 
Leaves. | 

10. Moſt of the Portugueſes that were 
taken, periſhed in Slavery or Dungeons. 
Alfon(o Chaldeira, with Thirty, followed -the 
Queen. Emanuel de Cuna, with Forty, got 
to Barzagaſſo, and was well received, Others 
followed the Patriarch; they made up in 
all One hundred and thirty : Whereof 
Ninety (becauſe Cuns with his Forty Men 
were too far off) went to the: Emperour,

I. Tz Governour D, Stephen perceiving 

| the Ships from Portugal ſtayed long, 
and ing they were at Mozambique, re- 
folved to make uſe 'of the Merchandize 
they brought. To this purpoſe he ſent Lux 
de Mendes, to Vaſconcelos, in a Galley, to give 
Orders about it, and to Advertize him, 
Whether a Succeſſor was ſent him in thoſe 
Ships. He- gueſſed not ill ;' for Aerts A4t- 
fonſo de Souſa ſent to. ſucceed him with five 
Ships, was detained at Mozambique by the 
Weather, and a tedious Sickneſs. 

2. This Fleet was happy , in that it 
brought over to India one of the firſt Fa- 
thers of the Society of Feſw; az well in 
8 reſpet of Time, as that he was one of 
che Chief in Picty and Virtue. This _

the Famous St. Francis Xaverius , who la- 
boured much, and was very ſucceſsful 
in converting thoſe Infidels. 

. St. Francs was the firſt that had in the 
Eaſt, the Dignity of Apoſtolick Legate in all 
Afia. But becauſe we ſhall hereafrer have 
occaſion to touch upon his great Virtues, 
and wonderful Actions, ler this ſuffice here 
as to the timeof his coming. 

4. Moſt of them that enter upon the 
Government of India, look upon it as no 
ſmall happineſs, if they can fend off their 
Predeceſior with Diſgrace , and therefore 
endeavour to come upon them by way of 
ns roms Martin Alfonſo deſiring to com- 
paſs that, commanded Lewis Mendez not to 
acquaint D. Stephen, that he had found him 
at Mozambique. But Mendez, who was 
D.Stephens Kinſman, and refolved to do his 
Duty , ſent a man to carry him Advice. 
Martin Alfonſo heard of it, and imprifoned 
him. He mer with 'bad Weathet* in his 
Way to Gos, and light upon Fames Suarez 
de Melp, called the Galego, who flying a Sen- 
tence of Death he had incurred, was paſſed 
to India, and with 120 Men in two Veſſels, 
was become a Pyrat. Him Martin Alfonſo 
received and pardoned, becauſe he pretend- 
ed he could ſay much againſt D. Stepher, 
Much he might have ſaid that was honou- 
rable, very little to his Diſcredit, - What 
ought to have procured him ſeverer Puniſh- 
ment, was the cauſe of his favourable Re- 
ception. Lec us remember this Suarez , cn- 
deayouring to Rile more than 'was due to 

him, 
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obtained leave, and went to live at Venice; 
for Portugal was always ready to deſpiſe or 
baniſh Great Men. The Emperour Charles 
- the Fifth perſaaced him to return to his 
Country, afſuring him of his Prince's Fa- 
vour. He returned and found none ; for 
Princes are more fixed in puniſhing a little 
omitted to pleaſe, than in rewarding much 
done to ſerve them. 

7. This is what D. Stephen did in India ; 
this the Reward he had for Governing it 
well. He was of a middle Stature , thick 
and ſtrong, a thick Beard and black Hair, 
his Complexion ruddy. He was very Libe- 
ra), and not a little Poſitive, but not with: | 
out cauſe : A great Horſeman.

Homaum Paxa, King of "the 
Mogols proſecuting his Ambitious Deſigns 
of enlarging his Empire , undertook th 
Conqueſt of the Kingdom of Patane , then 
poſſeſſed by Xz Holan , whom Fortune had 
once much favoured, and now ſeemed to-- 
neglet.

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River, and then dammed it up; and as the 
Floods began to fwell he broke the Damms, 
which cauſed the Waters to nog abroad 
with the greater violence. us all on a 
ſudden, when the Mogol leaſt thought of 
it, they guſhed out upon his Army, and 
before he imagined it ſwallowed up 50000 
of his Men, and an infinite quantity of Bag- 
gape.

He had Or- 
ders to aſliſt Geliato de Gomo Conora, who 
beſieged a Fort of his own that was in 
Rebellion.

upon a Truce for cight Months, in which 
time they might conſult their Superiours; 
and during this time there was to be no 
Correſpondence between them. The Spa- 
niards fell out among themſelves in fuch 
manner, that manyof them went over to 
the Portugueſes at Ternate. F. Hierome of 
St.Stepben, Confellor to Villalobos, affirmed, 
He was Excommunicated for entring the * 
Portugues Limits; but he remained obſti- 
nate. 

4- Freytas, (ent along with D.George, who 
was going to Goa , Aero the preſent King," 
to make room for him he had left at Ma” 
laca, not knowing he was ſince dead, and 
had made the King of Portugal his Heir. 
His Mother and Father-in-Law , who kad 
been with him, went to Ternate with Fer- 
dinand de Souſa, who carried Reliet to that 
Fort. Freytas received them in Mourning, 
and then took poſleflion of the Kingdom; 
che Government whereof he'commirred to 
the Father-in-Law and Mother , till other 
Orders | 
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Orders came from Portugal. Afterwards the 
Governour D. Jobn de Caſtro ſent back Aeiro 
with the Titleof K ING, to prevent che 
Diſorders that happen by many Heads. 
This laſt belongs to the Year 154.5 ; but I 
inſert it here, not to break the Series of theſe 
Afﬀairs. 

5. About this time -in Erbiopia, the Emi- 
| perour marched againſt the King of Al, 
or Zeila, He was followed by the Portu- 
gueles who eſcaped the former Defeat , 
except 40 who were with Emanuel de Cuna 
in Barnagaſſo, who being ſent for could nat 
come time enough. Thoſe with the Em- 
perour were Ninety, by whoſe Advice he 
marched towards the Enemy , giving them 
the Van of his Army, for the great Opinion 
he had of their Valour. In the Province 
Ambea, at the Foot of the Mountain Oena- 
dias, they met Seven hundred Horſe and 
Two thouſand Foot , led by x"Captain of 
Zeila, to joyn the King. Fifty Portugues 
Horſe advanced to attack them, the formoſt 
Antony Cardoſa , who killed the Enemies 
Captain the firſt ſtroak of his Lance ; the 
others following his Example, flew many ; 
when Barnagais firſt, and then the Emperour 
coming up Charged furiouſly, and killing 
Eight hundred put the reſt co flighe, who 
went rather to terrifie the Tyrant with this 
Relation, than Reinforce him.

Twenty , another with the like Number 
in a ſmall Work; reſerving Fitty for hint 
felf ro be wherever the greateſt Danger 
called. This was the Number of Men he 
had, and thus ordered, when Coje Zofwr 
came on with all Is Power, refolving to 
attack the Baſtion of the Sea, with three 
Caſtles built upon a Ship of Poe I 
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bigneſs, well ftored with Cannon to batter 
the Wall. Within the Caſtles were Two 
hundred Turks , who were to diftrat the 
Defendants by pouring in continually all 
forts or Artificial Fire-works. This Deſign 
ſucceeded nor, for our Commander having 
# nocice of it , ſent Facome Leite to burn thac 
! Ship. He took twenty Men in two Vellels, 
Z and though he ſet out by Nighe , was dif- 
Y covered ; yer did not deſiſt, but coura- 
| giouſly went on and ſet fire co it ; then re- 

tiring, ſaw a great part of it fly into the Air, 
with moſt of the Turks, the Remainder 
caſting ſuch a Flame, as at a diſtance diſco- 

g vered che Enemies Army running in Bata- 
F lions to quench the Fire. Facome' ſecing . 
Jthem in Cluſters, lee fly his Cannon and 
killed many of them. In this Aion he 
had feven Men wounded. He went on to 
the Mouth of the River, and took from the 
Enemy ſome Veſſels of Proviſion , with 
go he returned to the Fort, much admired 
dt all. 

6. Coje Zofar began to build the Wall, 
that had been, before beat down , which 
ould not be hindred , though our Cannon 
led many of the Workmen ; but was 
Drought to ſuch perfe&ion , that he planted 
hereon Sixty great Cannon, behdes many 
mall, and one of ſuch extraurdinary big- 
els, that it ſhook the whole Iſland, and 
aade pieces of the Fort fly ; it was managed 
dy an expert French: Renegado. Ar this 
ime arrived D. Ferdinand de Caiiro, Son to 
Fre Governour , ſent by him with tome

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Relief of Men. Maſrarenbas wanted fome 
Intelligence from the Enemies Camp. Fame 
de Anaya Comtins, a Gentleman of Note and 
Man of great ſtrength ,. knowing of it, at 
Night putting a Helmet on his Head, with 
a Sword by his fide and Spear in his Hang, 
let himſelf down the Wall, and lying clok 
at ſome diſtance from the Fort), diſcovergd | 
two Moors, who being come up to him, F 
he killed the one with the Spear, and taking |} 
up the other in his Arms run with him t þ 
the Gate of the Fort, and calling threw | 
him in, to the great admiration of thek | 
that beheld it. This was much ; but whit 
follows is more : He had borrowed the Hel Þ 
mer he'earried , and promiſed on the word ; 
of 2 Gentleman to reltore it, or dye. in 
chis Scufffle it fell off, and he milt it not cit 
the Owner asked for it. He ſaid nothing; 
but letting himſelf off the Wall again, went 
to look for, found and reftared ir. Nothing 
could be more brave ; nothing more hon 
rable. 

7. The King came from Champane! with 
Ten thouſand Horſe, to fee ( as Coje Zofar 
ſaid) thar place taken. This cauſed an ex 
traordinacy Motion in the Army, and D 
Foby deſired to know the cauſe of it. Six

Afs/- 
carenas appeared wherever there was dan- 
ger, as hopiriy' to gain no tefs Honour than 
Antony de Silveyrs had done there a tew 
years before; ' He was no lefs:Portunare in 
couragous Women's for. thoſe that were 
in the Fort : eh Men; ated 
and relieved them at che work. And when 
the Turks entred the Walls, one of them 
hearing they were got into a Houſe, run ih 
with a Spear and fought till Maſcarens: \ 
came and put them all to the Sword. 
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9. Ceje Zofar omitted nothing that could IU 
be deviſed to fill che Ditches, and lay open 
the Fort.

ruined at Night, and repaired by Morning, 
CojeZofar was aſtoniſhed to ſee all he deſtroy. Þ 
ed reſtored.

All Goa admired the Conftancy wherewith 

he received the News of the Death of his 

Son D. Ferzendo ; for though he highty re- 

ſented it he diſſembled his Grief , and 

drefling himſelf gayer than ordinary, went 

in Proceffion , to give God Thanks, Thar 

Diu was ſtill in the poſſeſſion of the Portu- 

gueſes; and then wene to a publick Feaſt, 

g which is an Imitation of a Fight, wherein 
they uſe Canes inſtead of Lances. 


2. The 
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2. The Fleet conſiſted of above Ninety 
Sail , beſides three of the Ships that then 
came from Portugal ; and ſeveral Gentle. 
men that came in them , went 1n other 
Vellels. 

3- The Governour being come to Bacaim, 
waited the coming up of the Veilels that 
were ſcattered , and the mcan while fſene 
D. Emanuel d: Lima to {cour the Coaſt. On 
the Coalt of Damam he took ſeveral Ships, 
and cutting the Moors that were in them 
in pieces, threw them into the Mouths of 
the Rivers, that che Tide carrying them up, 
chey might ſt;jke a Terrour in all char Coaſt, 
Entring the River of Suratt, after a vigorous 
Reſiſtance made, he deſtroyed all that 
belonged to the Town called, Of the 
Ethiopians. The fame was done at the 
City Anſote, not far diſtant, without ſparing 
Beauty, the fineſt Women of the Bramens 
and Baneans being ſlaughtered. So in other 
Neighbouring Towns; and then D. Emanuel 
withdrew, leaving an Univerſal 'Terrour all 
along that Shoar. 

4- The Fleet appearing in the Sea of Dis, 
the Enemy ſtood amazed, though they had 
juſt then received a ſupply of Five thouſand 
treſh Men ſent by the King. The Gover- 
nour went privately into the Fort, and 
atcerwards Landed his Men. He propoſed 
in Council, Whether it was fit preſently to | 
march out and fight the Enemy? The | 
Queſtion was debated, till the Experienced | 
Garcia de Sa put anend to it, ſaying, They 


vught ro figks, They marched in this order: 
:  D.Fobn 
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D. Fobn Maſcarenas , Commander of the 
Fort, led the Van, conſiſting of Five hun- 
dred Men: D. Alvaro led as many: Don 
Emanuel de Lima, the like number. The 
Governour led the reſt, which were One 
thouſand, and a Body of Indians. Among 
the Men were ſome Portugues Women in 
mens Cloaths , ro affiſt the Wounded. In 
the Fort was left the Lieutenant with Three 
hundred Men. That Night they fixed their 
Arms, and next Morning prepared their 
Souls. "The Governour appointed Rewards 
for thoſe who firſt mounted the Enemies 
8 Works. 

5- At Break of Day, on the 1 1th of No- 
vember , this ſmall Army marched qur to 
attack the numerous Forces of the Enemies, 
who were well intrenched and provided 
with Cannon. Our Men gave the Onfer 
$ with much Bravery, and ſome fell. Two 
Gentlemen, who had Challenged each other, 
now agreed he ſhould be owned as Victo- 
rious over the other, who firſt mounted the 
Enemies Works ; both honourably ſtrove 
tor this Glory , and both died gloriouſly in 
the Attempt. At length our Men mounted 
the Works; ſuch was each man's eagernefs 
to be the firſt, that ir could not be known 
who really was fo. Payvae having loſt a 
Leg, fought on his Knees till he was killed. 
The Tanaday cut down a Turk, and ftoop- 
ing to make an end of him , was ſlain by 
another Turk. Francis de Azevedo was kil- 
ed, after having made a great flaughter. 
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6. The brave Maſcarenas and D. Alwar, : 
de Caftro, having taken a Bulwark , make 
themſelves room in the Field. The Go- 
vernour comes up and enflames the fight, 
He orders his Enſign to fix the Colours an 
the Enemies Works, and is immediately 


_ obeyed by him. Twice was the Enſign 


thrown down, and twice he remounted, 
Our Men encouraged by the Governauy, 


preſs forward, and the Enemy gives way; 


The Portugueſes enter their Works pell-mell 
with them, and Rumecan comes on with the 
whole Body of his Army ; but after a hat Þ 
diſpute retires, leaving his Enemies Maſters 


_ of his Works. 


7. Rumecan joyns Juzarcen, who on the 
other fide was worſted by Ms{carenas. The 
Governour marches out of the Works to 
meer them, giving the Van to his SonÞD, 
Alvaro. The Portugueſes were much dl. | 


ftreſſed, when F. Antony del Cazal appeardd 


before them with a Crucifix on the Point | 
of a Lance, encouraging them with godly 
Words. They take Courage, and covering 
the Field with dead and wounded Men, put 
Rumecan to flight ; but he rallying, forced 
the Portugueſes to retire in great diforder, 
The Governour expoſing himſelf ro admi- 
ration , renewed the Fight, and reſtored 
good Order : At this time a Stone broke as | 
Armeof the Crucifix, and the Prieſt calling 
upon the Men to revenge thar Sacriledgs | 
they fell on with ſuch fury , that having | 
done incredible Execution, they dreve the | 
Enemy to the City , who ſtill gave way þ 

| | facing 
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facing us. The firlt that encrred the Cicy 
with chem was D. Fan, then D. Alvaro, and 
D.Emanuel de Lima and the Governour, all 
ſeveral ways, making the Streets and Houſes 
run with Blood. The Women eſcaped not 
che fate of the Men, and Children were 
{lain at their Mothers Breaſts, one fſtroak 
taking away two Lives. The firſt part of 
the Booty was Precious Stones, Pearls, Gold 
and Silver other things, though of value, 
| were ſlighted as cumberſom. 

8. Rumecan'. and his General Officers , 
rally their. Men ,*and appear again in the 
Field wich Eight thouſand. The Gover- 
nour and his Son, and D. Fohn Maſcarenas 
encompaſs them , the Fight was bloody ; in 
the heat of it Gabriel Teyxeyra killing the 
Bearer, took the Standard of Cambaye and 
dragged it about the Field , proclaiming 
Vicory. George Nunez , from among the 
Dead , brought out Rumecans Head , and 
preſented it to the Governour. Others took 
Fuzarcan, Who was Wounded. Our Men 
were left ablolute Maſters of the Field. 
Of the Portugueſes One hundred were kil- 


led, others ſay only Thircy four 3 of the. 


Enemy Five thoutand , and among them 
Azedecan, Lucan and other Mcn of Note. 
Free Plunder was allowed, ſome were en- 
riched; many got much, and all were 
ſatisfied. There were raken many Colours, 
forty Pieces of Cannon of an extraordinary 
bigneſs, which with the leſſer made up Two 
hundred, and a vaſt quantity of Ammuni- 
tion.

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9. Many particularly fignalized them. 
ſelves in this Action. The Governour play. 
ed the part of a Souldier, as well as a Ge 
neral. D.Fobn Maſcarenas, after a Siege of 
eight Months , did more (with reſpect to 
ſach Merits) than all. D. Alvaro de Caftr, 
of whom it is enovgh to ſay, He did like 
his Father. The Enſign Barbado, who being 
ſeveral times thrown down, as often mount. 
ed the Works. F. Antony, who with the 
image of Life, baniſhed the fear of Death, 
And many more, as well of thoſe who were 
killed, as they that ſurvived. The Enemy 
confeſſed , that ons day during the Siepe 
they faw over the Church of the Fort, x 
beautiful Woman cloathed in White , from 
whom proceeded ſuch Nagy that blinded 
them; and this Day, in the Field , ſome 
Men with Lances, who did them the greateſt 
harm. The King in a Rage for this Lok, 
cauſed Twenty eight Portugueſes he had in 
Cuftody, to be torn to pieces in his pre 
lence. 

10. Whilſt the Governour was employed in 
Repairing the damage received, D. Emanue 
de Lima by his Order ſcowred the Coaft 
of Cambaye with thirty Ships , extirpating 

all the Towns on chat ſhoar. The City} 
Gega, one of the Chief of that Kingdom, 

was taken without any reſiſtance , the Inhs 
bitants flying to the Mountains. It ws} 
plundered and burnt; then purſuing the In- 
habicants , they were found at Night about 
a League off aſleep, and all put ro the 


Sword. All the Cattle in the Fields wereF 
citherſi 
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either killed or Ham-ſtrung. The City 
Gendar had the very fame face. The fame 
was done in ſeveral other Towns, and 
with many Ships along the Coaſt of B«- 
roche. 

11. Great was the Joy at Ges, for the 
News of what had hapned at Dis, carried 
thicher by Fames Rodriguez, de Azevedo, by 
whom the Governour defired the City to 
lend him Twenty thouſand Pardao's for 
the uſe of the Army, ſending a Lock of his 
Whiskers in pawn forthe Mony. 'The Cicy 
returned the Pawn with Reſpe&, and ſent 
him more Mony than he demanded ; and 
the Women their Pendants, Necklaces , 
Bracelets, and others Jewels. .[The Gover- 
nour punQually reſtored all, as it was ſent; 
being the day before ws 0g by 2:zich 
Ship of Cambays , taken by Antony Moni 
Barreto on the Coaſt of Mangalor. - 

12. The Fort being Repaired , and put 
4 into a better condition than it was betore 
the Siege , and Five hundred Men into it, 
and D.George de Meneſes with fix Ships upon 
the Coaſt, and the Ciry better inhabited 


through the good Uſage of the Governour 


to the Moors, he failed for Goa, and ar- 
q rived there on the 11:h of April, He was 
received with. loud. Acclamarions, and a 
ſplendid Triumph prepared by the City, in 
imitation of thoſe of Rome. The Ciry Gates 
and Streets were hung with Silk, che Win- 
dows thronged with fine Women ; all places 
reſounded with Muſick and noife of Can- 


non, and the Sea was covered with Veſſels 
"KY richly 
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richly adorned. The Governour entred 
under a rich Canopy , where taking off 
his Cap , they put on his Head a Crown 
of Laurel, and a Branch of it in his hand. 
Before him went the Prieſt with the Cry. 
Cifix, as he carried it in the Fight, and next 
to him the Royal Standard. Then Fuzar- 
can, his Eyes fixed on the Ground , perhaps 
that he might not ſee his Pringe's Colours 
dragged and ours flying, and among them 
Six hundred Priſoners in Chains. In the 
Front the Cannon, and all other forts of 
Arms in Carts, very delighttul ro behold, 
The Governour walked upon Leaves of 
Gold and Silver, and rich Silks. "The 
Ladies from che Windows ſprinckled him 
with ſweet Water, and threw Flowers on 
him. Our Queen Catherine hearing che 
Relation of his Victory and Triumph , ſaid, 
D. John 4ad Overcome like a Chriftian , and 


Triumphed like a Heathen, 
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a 


Continues the Government of D. John de 
| Caſtro, and Reign of King JOHN 
the Third. Es 


| 1. C\Carce was the Triumph over , when 


the Governour ſent Fames de Almeyda 


| Freyre with One hundred and twenty Horſe, 
Eight hundred Foot, and a Thouſand 7»- 
dians, to drive out of the Lands of Salſete 
and Bardes, ſome Troops ſent to Hidalcan 
to polſeſs themſelves of them ; becauſe the 
Conditions upon which he delivered them 
were not performed. The Enemy appear- 
& ar Cowl to the number of Four thou- 
ſand, who fled at the News of our approach: 
So the Lands were recovered without draw- 
ing Sword. Hidalcan {ent the ſame Troops 
again , with Nine thouſand more, and a 
Company of Renegado Portugueſes, Com- 
manded by GonzaloVat Coutino, who flying 
the puniſhment of his Crimes, defended 
himſelf by committing greater. Fames de 
Almeyda marched again with the ſame Force 
as before ; but being too weak , was forced 
to quit what before he had regained. The 
Governour marched in Perſon with Three 
thouſand Mea in five Batalions. Francs az 
Melo joyned them with abour Fifteen hun- 
dred. The Enemy hearing of it , though 
| £4 (3, 
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ſo numerous , retired to the Fort of Poxda. 
Our Army followed , and D. Alvaro de Ca 
ffro, who led the Van, took a Ford de- 
fended by Two thouſand Muſqueteers. The 
other twelve or thirteen Thouſand were 
drawn up in good Order about the Fort; 
but fled , after receiving our firſt Fire, 
leaving the Fort ſo clear , it appeared they 
had no deſign to maintain it. 

2. The Victor never wants Friends, 
Cidoga, King of Canara , ſent to Congratu- 
late D:Fobn de Cafiro upon this Victory. He 
propoſed a New League with Portugal; 
which was concluded upon Honourable 
Terms, as always happen to thoſe who are 
ſent to. This Kingdom of Charnataca , 
corruptly Canara, had no Sovereign Prince 
till the Year of Grace 1200. It began then 
in Becca a Shepherd, who ſtiled himſelf Rao, 
that is, Emperour , a Title that contiued in 
all his Succeſlors. This King , as a Memo- 
rial of the Defeat given to the King of 
Delij, built the famous City Vi/ajanager, 
corruptly allo called Biſnager. The Crown 
continued in his Line till uſurped by Nar- 
finga, from whom this Kingdom took that 
Name, as alſo that of Bi/nager , from the 
Cury. Afterwards King Melique ſent alſo 
ro ratifie and confirm the Peace with us, 
rather through Hatred to him was defeated, 
than Love to the Conquerours. | 


3.D.George 
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3. D.George de Meneſes, who was left in 

the Sea of Cambaya with fix Ships, was in- 
formed that Madremaluco, Son-in-Law to 
Coje Zifar and Lord of Baroche, was gone 
from thence with ail the Garriſon. Baroche 
is a City ſeated in the higheſt part of thoſe 
Plains , encompaſſed with a ſtrong Wall, 
very populous and well built. Meneſes 
| marched by Night, and at Break of Day 
| hadentred the Houſes, killing many aſleep, 
and the others as they awaked. Such as 
| eſcaped with the Fright, they knew not 
whicher they ram, leaving Wives and Chil- 
| dren behind only to fave cheir own Lives. 
The City could not be: maintained, and 
therefore was plundereþ,and burnt, and 
the Cannon "that could*not be ' carried 
Aboard;were burſt. To D.George's Sirname 
was added that of Baroche. 

4. The Governour was informed , che 
King of Cambeya would come upon Diu 
with a greater Power than before, and with 
all diligence prepared to relieve it. The 
City of Goa advanced Mony for this Enter- 

rize, and the Women again ſent him their 
jewel) by their little Daughters , complain- 
ing he had not made uſeof them the la 
time, and defiring he 'would now : Bat he 
ſent them back with Preſents. The Fleet 
conſiſted of 160 Sail. 

5- They. failed co Becaim, and thence to 
Suratt , wheres D.Alwero, who ſet out eight 
days before, had taken a Work, killed ſome 
Moors and got Cannon. Next,they entred 
the Port of Baroche , whence they dilco- 
I 4 vered 
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vered the King of Cambaya covering the? 
Plain with 150000 Men, and 80 Cannot 
in the Front; the Army made a Semi. 
circle and covered a League of Ground. 
D.Fobn boldly leaped aſhoar , not only tt, 
ſhew he feared him not, but with deſign, Þ 
to fight him. The moſt Experienced Oth-. 
cers difſuaded him , repreſenting it was a 
raſhneſs for 2000 to attack 150000; that 
it was enough that he had Landed, 2nd 
drawn off with as much leiſure, as if Vidto- 
rious. He was forced againſt his Will, to 
ſubmit to the Advice of his Elders. He 
went onto Diu, and giving the Command 
of tharFort to Lux Falcam, becauſe D.Fobn 
Maſcarenas was ' returning to Portugal , he 
run like an inundation along the © Coaſt 
of Por and Mongalor., The beautiful and 
itrong Cities of Pate and Patane were aban- 
doned by the Inhabitants, and by us de- 
itroyed , near Two hundred. Veflels burnt 
112 their Ports, and a rich Booty take 
The fame hapned to Dabul, but with ſome 
oppolition. This was done in revenge for 
Hidalcan's ravaging the Lands of | Salſete 
and Bardcs. 
| 6. Calabatecan, his General , had lately 
polteſſed thoſe Lands with Twenty thou- 
jand M2n. The Governour went to meet 
thein with Fifteen hundred Horſe and Four 
thouſand Foot ; but the Enemy ſcarce 
heard them, when they fled tro the Moun- 
tains of Cowly , kaving their Tents and 
Baggage tor haſte, . Our Army reſted, and 
2t Break of Day marched to give a good 
| Morrow 
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Morrow to Calabatecan, who ſlept not , but 
came down with Two thouſand Horſe to 
maintain- the Ford. But Almeyda paſling 
with a few Horſe, ſtruck him down with 
his Lance; yer he riſing nimbly had killed 
| our Captain with his Cimiter , had not his 
Page again caſt him down with a fſtroak 
of a Lance. He again roſe, and was again 
heat down by Almeyda, and cut to pieces. 
His Arms, Horſe and Furniture were of 
ſuch value, that the ſhare of George Madera, 
one of thoſe that killed him ( being the 


Cimicer, Dagger, Chain and Rings) were 


worth Eight thouſand Crowns. The Moors 
and Chriſtians: fell ro it deſperately ; but 
the former knowing their General was 
killed, ſoon fled, loſing almoſt Three thou- 
land Men. | 

7. Soon” after the Governour marched 
to the Coaſt, where he left neither Town, 
Wood , nor Flock or Herd of Cattle that 
could be ſeen, but what he deftroyed with 


Fire and Sword. He was 'fo pleaſed with + 


this Succeſs, that he entred Goa in manner 
of Triumph, giving the beſt ſhare of ir to 
his Son D. Alvaro. Theſe were rather de- 
monſtrations of Joy , than Triumphs ; 
if otherwiſe , the Triumphs were too 
many. 

s. Sometime before F. Antony del Padron 
(the firſt Commiſſary of St. Francs in 1ndia) 


with ſome Companions had entred into the . 


Iſland Ceylon , and Preaching had wrought 
no ſmall cffe& along the Coaſt. F. Paſcals 
was ſo well received by the King 7avira 

Fandor 
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Pandar of Candea, that deſiring to become 
a Chriſtian, he was only deterred for fear 
of his Subjes rebelling , and therefore de. 
fired affiſtance of the Governour in cafe 
of any Commotion. Antony Moniz Barrety 
was ſent to this effet Mean while the 
King of Co:a perſuades Tavirs, That he 
ſhould no ſooner be a Chriſtian , bur the 
Portugueſes would deprive him of his King. 
dom. The King giving Credit to this 
wicked Device, reſolved to kill all the Por. 
cugueſes ſent to his afliſtance, Bur the 
better to execute it , feigned himfelf till 
of the ſame Mind, Barreto (it 15 not known 
how) had Intelligence of the Deſign , and 
finding more danger in Returning to the 
Ships , than going on to Cqitavace , where 
that King was our Friend, he cauſed thoſe 
One hundred and ewenty Men he had 
Landed to burn all they had , except ſome 


lictle Provifion , to let them know they 
were to ſave nothing, bur "their Lives, 


Three days they. marched ,, fighting with 
Eight thouſand Men ſo fartunately , that 
they arrived at Ceitavacs Without - loſing 
one Man: To the great Honour of their 
Captain. 

9, Our irreconcileable Enemy, the King 
of Achem, about this time ſent againſt Me 
laca a Fleer 'of fixty Sail , and in it Five 
thouſand Land-men 3 among which were 
Five hundred Orebelones, commonly called, 
Of the Gold Bracelets; becauſe they weatl 
them, and are very brave ; but his belt 
Regiment was of Turks and —_ 

is 
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This Body was Commanded by a Valiant 
Moor, who had the ſtyle of Dr. King of 
Pedir. He Landed by Night at Malaca, 
and found nothing but.ſome Geeſe, which 
he took to ſhew his Frince, as a Teſtimony 
of his Landing : But thoſe Fowl alarming 
the City (as formerly the Capitol,) cauſed 
all to be in readineſs, which was bue lit- 
tle, the Town being then very ſcarce of 
Men. - 

10, However, the Enemy was forced to 
retire and imbark, having burnt two Ships 
of ours that were ready to fail Without 
they took ſeven, Fiſhermen, and cutting off 
their Noſes Ears, and Feet, fent them to the 
Commander Simon de Melo, with a Chal- 
lenge writ with their Blood. The Chal- 


knge was made a Jeſt of, becauſe there was 


no Force there to Anſwer it. But the Great 
St. Francis Xaverizs , who was zealous for the 


King's Honour , as well as the Service of , 


God, being there then, he diſapproved the 
ſit, and adviſed to meet the Enemy at any 
rate, The Governour and others excuſed 
themſelves , urging there were in the Port 
but eight ſmall Veſlels , which, as being rot- 
ten and unfit for ſervice, lay aground. 
This was true , but the Cauſe of it was 
the Negle& and Avarice of the Govyern- 
ment, 

I1. The Great Xaverizs took {6 much 
pains, that he prevailed with ſome Mer- 
chants to fit out thoſe Veſſels, propheticaliy 
promiſing two Galliots would come to their 
Aid. The time prefixed was near expired, 

when 
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when they appeared ſailing for Patane, and 
came into Malasca, though they had not 
defigned it. The Saint went aboard, found 
they were Commanded by fames Suarez, & 
Melo, called the Gaflego, and his Son Bal. 
ztaſar; he perſuaded them to have a part in 
that Action. Theſe Ten poor Veſlels being 
fitted and manned with Two hundred and 
thirty Men, failed to find out the Enemy 
under the Command of D. Francs Dega. 

12. Being about to return Home, after two 
Months ſpent in ſearch of the Enemy, they 
found him inthe River Parles, and Engaged 
upon a Sunday Morning. The Fight was 
deſperate; our Men behaved themſelves 
with incredible Bravery , and had a moſt 
compleat Vidory, killing Four thouſand of 
the Enemy, ſinking feveral of their Ships, 
and taking moſt of the reſt , whereof they 
carried away but Twenty five, ſor:want of 
Men, and burnt the reſt. Three hundred 
Pieces of Cannon were taken , and almoſt 
a Thouſand Muſquers. This Vi&ory colt 
us but Twenty five Men , ſome ſay , only 
four. 

13. At the time of this Fight St. Francs 
was Preaching at Malaca, and pauſing, on 
a ſudden related all the particulars of it to 
his Auditory, who were in great Care for 
thoſe Ships, having had no News of them 
in two Months. His Predi&ion was verified 
a few days after by their Arriyal. 
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14. In September arrived five Ships from 
Lizhon : Six ſet out, but the one was Caſt- 
away at Angoxa, the Men ſaved and diſtri- 
buted amongſt the other Ships. 


CHAP - V. 
The End of the Government of D. John 
de Caſtro. 
I, He Governour began this Year with 


| the utter deſtruction of the Coaſt 
ſubje& to Hidalcan. He had the ſame Fleer 
as before, and began in 7anuery at the River 
Charopa, two Leagues from Goa. He ſpared 
neither Living Creature, Vegetable, nor the 
very Stones ; but burnt and ſlaughtered all 
as far as the City Dabul, which was reduced 
to Aſhes, the Inhabitants being fled with 
the beſt of their Goods. Hence he ran in 
the ſame manner to the» River C:fardam, 
which parts this Kingdom from that of 

Melique. | 
2. The King of Campar, who had taken 
the City Adem from the Turks, being 
threatned by them, had recourſe to the 
Portugueſes, ſubmitting himſelf to our 
King; and to this effe&t D. Payo de Norona 
was lent to him with a Supply by the Com- 
mander 
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 mander of Ormuz. D. Payo behaved no 
himſelf as he ought to have done on thi 
Occaſion ; for the King marching out tg 


fight the Turks , by whom he was beatgy 
and ſlain, and having left him to guarg 
the City!, he (over-fearful of 'Treachery) 
retired to his Ship, and returned not t 
he ſaw the Town Aſlaulted. Some Turkif 
Galleys came and beſieged the place, and 
D.Payo having promiſed the Prince aſſiſtance 
feft him, carrying away the few Portugueſs 
he had brought. Emanuel Pereyra reſolved 
to ſtay there, and Francis Viezra , who wy 
raiſing Men at Campar, made his way in, 
Both behaved themſelves bravely ; bur the 
Turks entring by Treachery , the Prince 
and one of his Brothers were killed ; the 
Portugueſes with another retired to Campar, 
to expe the Succours were to come frop 
India. | | 

3. D. Alvaro went with Three hundred 
Men in Thirty Veſlels, loaded with Ammu- 
nition. The Governour was overjoyed with 
the News of the ſubmiffion of Adewm. But 
this Joy was ſoon allayed by a dangerow 
Fever, and a violent Mutiny raiſed for way 
of Bread. Emanuel de Souſa & Sepulujll 
prudently appeaſed it; and the Governout 
being recovered , cauſed his Hand to be 
cut off who Beat the Drum to Call the Peo- 
ple, and two qthers of the Chief , to be im- 
priſoned. | 


D.Jobx 
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4. D. Jobn de Ataide , or Meneſes , ſent 
before by D. Alvaro to Adem, entring boldly 
25 believing ir to be in the poſleffion of 
D.Payo, loſt two Veſſels and all the Men 
that were in them , who were either killed 
or made Slaves by the Turks. Noronha met 
D. Alvaro at Canequirim, and carneſtly la- 
boured to repreſent how great the Danger 
was that obliged him to quit that place, 
But the dead Kings Embaſſadour and his 
own Silence, when accuſed, were Witneſſes 
againſt him. He came afterwards to Gos', 
and one of his Servants having taken a Hen 
from a Slave, the Slave was complaining at 
the Door they would not reſtore ic: When 
a Portugues pafling by gold him 5 Leave of}, 
for in that Houſe they lowe Hens : If ut were 
Adem they would ſoon part with it , but not a 
Hen. Now, in Portugues by a Hen they 
fhgnifie a Coward, as well as the Fowl; and 
the word Azem [tgnifies a Duck, and was the 
name of the place he quirted. D.Alwvaro 
finding the poſture of Atfairs ſo changed , 
defiſted from the Enterprize. 

5. He had Orders ,.. as foon as he con- 
cluded at Aders to goto Caxem, that firſt 
being laid aſide, he went to the ſecond. 
The King of Caxem impatiently expetted 
his aſſiſtance againſt che. Turks, who had 
taken his Caſtle of Xael. They aſſaulted 
it, and thoſe within (being only Thirty) 
offered ro ſurrender upon Honourable 
Terms. The Portugueſes againſt the Incli- 
nation of the King and D. Alvaro, refuſed 
tO give any Conditions, and wrongfully 
caine 
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tained them that came to Treat. Pride and 
Injuſtice ſeldom go unpuniſhed. "The Por. 
tugueſes attack .the Fort, and the Beſiepe( 
eurning | their Submiflion into Rage, died 
couragiouſly , killing Five hundred Porty. 
oueſes: The reſt returned in Triumph to 
Goa , Which was no ways grateful to the 
Governour ; and 'tis thought the Cowardize 
at Adem, and Raſhneſs at Xael!, were two 
great Caulcs that carried him to his Graye, 
tor all he endeavoured to diſſemble ir. 

6. The News of the Victory at Diu being 
brought this Year to Libor , the King re 
folved ro ſend a greater Fleet than uſual to 
India, and to Honour D. Fobn with unuſual 
Favours; for they were the firſt that any 
Governour of 1ndia ceived from his Prince, 
for good Service performed. The Fleet 
conſiſted of ſeventeen Sail. D. Fobn had 
the Governiment continued to him with the 
Title of Vice- Roy, a Preſent of Mony , and 
his Son D. Alvaro made Admiral of the In 
dian Seas. | 

7. D. John was almoſt dead when theſ 
Bounries reached him, and he died of a 
Diſeaſe that nowadays kills no man , though 
it did formerly ; for even Diſeaſes dye. & 
was grief for the miſerable eſtate Indis 
was reduced to, without any means of re- 
drefling it ; and the Actions of ſome Gentle 
men, among them that of his Son at Xael. 
He publickly begged pardon of many for 
Writing againſt them to che King, that it 
may appear , even Great Spirits purchak: 
Favour by mean Whiſpers. 
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$. D. Fobn find ing himſelf unable ro ma- 
nage the Government, appointed a Council 
of ſele& Perſons to ſupply his place. And 
when he ſaw there was no hopes of Life, 
he called them before him,and fome others, 
and ſaid , Though be neither hoped nor defired 
to live , yet while be continued in that condi- 
tion ſomething muſt be (pent : That be bad 
nothing , and deſired that (they would order 
ſomething out of the King's Revenue , that be 
might not dye for want. Then he ordered a 
Maſs-Book to. be brought, and laying his 
hand upon it, his Eyes lifted up to Heaven, 
fwor2, That be bad no way made uſe of the 
Kings , or any other mans Mony: That be had 
not drove any Trade, to increaſe bis own Stock ; 
and defired that this Ae of his might be 
Recorded. Soon after he gave up the Ghoſt 
in the Arms of St. Francis Xaverius , on the 
6th of Fane, in the 4.874 year of his Age, 
having Governed two Years and cighr 
Months. In his private Cabinet was found 
a Bloody Diſcipline, and three Royals, which 
was all his Treaſure. 


9. He was buried in the Church of Saint 
Francis. In the Year 1576 his Body was 
brought to Portugal, and laid in the Church 
of Bemfica of the Dominicans, on a Hill nor 
far from Li:bon. He is painted Crowned 
with Palm-branches, and cloached in Red. 
He was a great Latiniſt , and well skiiled 
in Mathematicks. Being defirous ro know 
why the Red-Sea appears of that Colour, 
he made Men Dive to the bortom and 
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bring up what they found, whereot he writ 
a Treatiic, 

Io. D. Fobz Governed without ſuffering 
himſelf to be over-ruled by Price, as others 
did before and after him. He asked na. 
thing for himſelf as a Superiour ; what the 
Neceflities of the Government required, he 
asked as an Equal. He valued Men accord- 
ing to Merit, not Fancy. He fo much loved 
every one ſhould look like what he was, 
that ſeeing a fine Suit of Cloaths as he 
palled by a Taylors, and being toid it was 
his Sons , he cut it in pieces, ſaying, Bid 
that young man provide Arms. He was the 
14th in the number of Governours, and 
may be accounted the 44h Vice-Roy, and 
firſt of the Name. | 

11. It is tit ſomething ſhould be ſaid of 
this Great Man?s deſcent and firſt Actions 
He was born the Year 1500, and was Son 
of Alvaro de Caſtro, Governour of the 
Chancerj,and of D.Leoncr de Noronha, Daugh- 
rer.ot D. fcbn de Almeyda , Count of 4 
branes. In his Youth he ſerved in Tangier, 
and rctuining home had a Commendary, 
valued at 500 Ducats a year conferred on 
him, which was all a man of his Birth and 
Merits was ever worth. In thoſe days the 
Revenues were ſmall, and Men great; 
afterwards the Revenues grew great, and 
the Men lictle. A Great Soul then did 
much with a little; now they do nothing 
with a great deal. The Year 1505, when 
D. Francis de Almeyda went firſt Vice Roy of Þ 
| Indie, his Salary was but 15000 Royals 

year. 
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year. D.Conſt antine fifty years after, becauſe 
he was of the Blood Royal, had 4oo0o. 
Now they have 100000. See who per- 
armed whe greateſt Exploits in chat Poſt. 


12. He ſerved afterwards under the Em- 
zrour C HARLES the Fifth, in the Expe- 
dition of Twniz, , and refuſed his part of a 
Preſent in Mony that Prince made to the 
Porrugues Officers, ſaying, He ſerved the 
King of Portugal , and of him expetFed bis 
Reward. After this he commanded a Fleer 
upon the Coaſt , and was ſent with another 
to the Relief of Ceuta, which joyning wich 
that of Spain ; the Spaniard hearing the 
oors were drawing near, would draw off 
0 Conſult concerning the manner of giving 
Battle; but D. Fohn refuſed ro ſtir. The 
oors not knowing the Fleets were parted, 
tired, and D.Fobn remained with the Ho- 
our of this Action.

13. When the Vice-Roy D. Garcia de No- 
mhe went to India, D. foby was Captain of 
ne of his Ships. Being ready to go aboard, 
e King ſenc him a Grant of the Com- 
ind of Ormuz, and 1ooo Ducats a year 
ll he was in poſſeſſion of ic. The laſt he 
ccepted, becauſe he was poor ; and refuſed 
e firſt, ſaying, He bad not yet deſerved it, © 
le went to Suez With D. Stephen de Gama, 
nd up to Mount Sinai, where his Son 
). Alvaro was Kniglited. Being reiurned ro, 
otugal, he lived retired in a Conntry- 
ule he built near Cintre , giving himſcif 
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altogether to his Studies. Thence he wy, 
called by the Advice of the Infante D. Lu, 
and ſent Governour to 11414. 


CHAP. VI. 


The Government of Garcia de Sa, fron 
the Tear 1548 till the Tear 1549, in 
the Reign of fig JON N th 
Third. 


I. HE firſt Patent of Succeffion being 

KK opened, named D. Fob» Maſcarmba 
who after the long Siege of Diu was gone 
for Lisbon, to ſeek the Reward which now 
he miſſed in India, The fecond named 
D.George Tello, abſent alſo. In the third we 
Garcia de $4, a Perſon well verſed in the 
Aﬀeairs of India. At his firſt Entrance upon 

the Government he gave ſufficient Tokes 
of his Zeal for the Publick, and uſed ſome 
Liberaliry to gain'the Hearts of the Soul 
diers, much dejeted with the leſſening thar 
Pay. 

L He received an Embaſſadour froft 
Hidalcan to Treat of Peace, which 
concluded much to our Advantage. Aboit 
the beginning of 4uguſt came in eleven of tt 
ſeventeen Ships ſent from Portugal this _ 
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The other ſix were arrived before. In this 
Fleet were the firſt Fathers of the Order of 
St. Dominick, that went to build a Convent 
at Gea ; they were ſix, and their Chief F. 
Tames Bernardez a Spaniard, and a Learned 
and Pious Man. 

2. The Governour ſent 1artin Correa de 
Silva to Diu ; haſtned the departure of the 
Trading Ships, and failed for Bagaim with 
ſome Men in thirty. Veſſels, deligning to 
gain ſome advancage over the King of 
Cambaya. He was diſappointed ; but it was 
ſome fatisfaRtion that he had Advice there, 
That the King of Tanor being Converted, 
deſired ſuccour againſt ſuch as ſhould rebel 
upon his change of Religion. Garcia de $46, 
the Governours Nephew , was ſent with 
Threeſcore Men of Note, who had guod 
ſucceſs, as ſhall appear in its place. 

4 At this time the Governour ſplen- 
didly received the Embaſſadours of Zamori, 
Canara, Nizamaluco, Corumaluco, and other 
Princes, who came to confirm the former 
Peace. At laſt Sultan Mamud, King of 
Cambaya, made Overtures, tired with il} 
lucceſs, and the Peace was eſtabliſhed to 
our Credit. | 

5- The Spiritual Conqueſt was now very 
ſucceſsful. Xaverizs ereted Churches, and 
Converted many among the Patavea's, and 
ewo Kings with a multitude of People in 
Malaca. TFobn Soarcz, , Vicar of the Forc 
of Chale, converted the King of Tanor , 
wich his Queen and Children. He defiring to 


{ce the Othces of the Church folemaly per- 
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formed at Goa, and be confirmed by the 
Biſhop, came to the City , was nobly re. 


- ceived, and departed well ſatisfied , promi- 


ſing to make his Subjects follow his Exam. i 
ple. The Perſuaſions of Zemeri wrough: iÞ 
no effe& upon him now ; but afterwards i: | 
ſeems they prevailed, for we ſhall ſee him 
in Arms againſt thoſe who received him || 
with ſuch Honour. | 

6. One Biſlala, an Ethiopian and Favou- Þ 
rite of the King of Ormuz, rebelled againſt Þþ 
him at Manojam. The King ſent againſt 
him a good Body of his Men, ſupported by | 
120 Portugueſes, to which were afterward; 
added 1000 of the firſt , and 180 of the Þ 
Jatrer ; but all co no purpoſe, for he ſtill kept 
himſelf out of reach. D. Emanuel de Limg 
finding he could not do any thing by open 
force, reſolved to reach him by Craft 
He agreed with a Gallego, That he ſhould 
counterfeit he tled from him , and getting 
into Beſ{ala?s Camp, kill him the firſt oppor- 


- tunity. 'The Gallego ſoon performed , and 


all was quict. 

7. This Year we ſhall ſce a bloody War 
beeween Pegu and Siam, for an Elephant. 
The King of Siam had a white Elephant, 
a Beaſt coveted by all the Princes of the 
Eaſt. h The King of Pegu demanded it by 
way of Superiority ; and he of Sam refujed 
it, not ſo much for the value of the Beaſt, 
as for the manner of asking. He of Peg» 
entred his Dominions, and reduced him to 
deſire a Peace upon any Terms, fo the Ele 
phant were not comprehended. They

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agreed the King of Pegs ſhould have the 
$:am's Daughter and a Noble Woman every 
ear, a5 an acknowledgment: But the larter 
not pertorming , the other returned with 
1520000 Men, 4cco Elephants, and an 
iacredible Train ; with him came the Kings 
| that depended on him, and Fames Scare 
| de Melo with 180 Portugueſes. Above two 
Thouſand Workmen went before, who 
every Night ſet up a ſtately Wooden Palace, 
richly painted and adorned with Gold. 
| He made a prodigious Bridge of Boats over 
| the rapid River Adenam, a Leagueover, ro 
| paſs his Army. In his Way was a-narrow 
| Paſs, where the Siamite had railed a ſtrong 
Wall, guarded by 25000 Men. Fames Soares, 
was ſent to gain ir with 30000, which 
he performed with ſome loſs tro himfelf, but 
utter deſtruion of the Enemy. Ar length 
he ſat down with his wonderful Army be- 
tore the Ciry Odia, the Court or the King 
of Siam, who was within with 60000 Men, 
and 4000 Cannon, ſome of a prodigious 
| magnirude. Odia is eight Leagues in com- 
paſs, about it a ſtrong Wall, and round that 

a wide and deep Water. 

$. The Battery began. In the Town 

were 5o Portugueſes, Commanded by Fames 

Perezra, who behaved themſelves to admi- 
ration. The King of Pegu endeavoured 

to corrupt them with Bribes; bur they re- 

k&Red all his Offers. The King aſtoniſhed, 

deſpaired of gaining by the Sword , whac 

could not be bought with Gold, and 

removed to the City Camambee, Where WEre 

R 4 the 
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the Siamites Treaſures; the Place ſtrong, 
and defended by 20000 Men. After many 
Attempts this vaſt Power was forced tg 
march off without doing any thing. 

g9. Xemindoo rebelled againit the King 
of Pegu, who ſent Fames Soarez with Two 
hundred Portugueſes to ſupprels him. He 
followed him to the Cirty Cewads; and he 
ſlipping by, got into Peg, becauſe the City 
ſided with him. The Queen fled to the 
Caſtle, where ſhe was detended by twenty 
Portugueſes, till the King came and put the 
Rebels to flight. The Army entred the 
City, and put to the Sword not only Men, 
Women and Children, but evenithe Beaſts; 
nothing eſcaped, but what was within chelh 
berty of Fames Soarez his Houſe, which-tht 
King had ordered ſhould be exempted;above 
Twelve thouſand faved themſelves therein, 
ThePlunder was unaccountable, FemesSoaret 
alone got above three Millions. Ac his I 
terceflion the King pardoned a Portugues, 
who had furniſhed Xemindoo with Ammu- 
nition. 

10. 'Though the King eſcaped the hands 
of Xemindoo , he could not the Villany of 
Xiu de Zaatan , ( Ximi is equivalent to a 
Duke, and he really was one of Satan's 
creating) who mutdered him in the de- 
lighttul City Zatan. The Traytor was im- 
mediately proclaimed King , and falling 
among the murdered Princes Men, killed 
three of thoſe that belonged to Famer 
Searez, , who fled to the City Owe , and 
afterwards at Pegu was reconciled to this

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New King, till Xeindeo , who fled before, 
came on again with a powerful. Army. 
| Ximi commanded Fames Soarez,and his Por- 
| twgueſes, to march with him againſt the 
| Enemy; but before he came thicher, the

| 11. Zatan was taken and 
Xemindoo, who gave out it was for the kil- 
| ling of Soarez , as if the murder of” the 
| King had not been a.more juſtifiable-Mo- 
tive. Thus the firſt Rebel poſſeſſed himſelf 
| of the Crown, till Mandaragri , the late 
Kings Brother-in-Law , claimed ic in righc 
of his Wife; and coming to a Battle, gave 
him ſuch a total Defeat, that Xemindoo fled 
to the Mountains, where he married a poor 
Fellows Daughter. He diſcovered himſelf 
to her , and ſhe revealed ic to her Father, 
at ſuch time,.as great Rewards were pro- 
poſed ro ſuchias ſhould diſcover him. The 
Father-in-Law delivered him up to the King, 
| who cutoff his Head, 


{ doms. But another Rebethon breaking our 
| at Pegu, the Queen was forted to fly to the 
| Caſtle, chiefly relying upon 39 Porcugueſes, 
who defended her ll the King came and 
vanquiſhed the Rebels. Then the King ſent 
an Officer to bring thoſe Men, who had de-

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brought him ſome Moors of Note ; but the 
King knowing the Portugueſes were the 
Men, ſaid in Anger , 1 ſent you for Mev, ay, 
you bring me Cowards; Go, bring me Mey 
The Porcugueſes being broughe , he hig 
_ them ask whatever, Reward they would 
and they with the Surprize doubting , the 
King loaded them with Riches, Praiſes and 
Honours. 

13. Now were the Inhabitants of the 
City Chincheo, the ſecond Portugues Colony 
inChima, in a flouriſhing condition , and 
ſeemed ro have forgot the fad Fate of 
Liampo, deſtroyed through their Wickedneſ 
and Avarice. Ayres Coello de Sou(a came 
thicher to be Judge of the Orphans, and 
Proveditor for the Dead ; his Intention 
being ro rob the Living and. Dead , his 
Countrymen and Strangers. He commitrted 
many Villanies to lay hold of 12000 Dy 
Cats, belonging to an Armenian Chriſtian, 
who died there, and Sooo more of ſome 
Chineſe Merchants, upon pretence they be- 
longed to the dead Man. Theſe and other 
Infolencies provoked the Chineſes to do , as 
they had done at Liampo; to wit , to raze 
the Town, and deſtroy all the Inhabitants 
Only Thirty eſcaped of Five hundred Por- 
eugueſes that lived there. Theſe, and ſome 
others they gathered , went over to the 
Iſland Lampazau ; and afterwards, in the 
Year 1557 , obtained of the Chineſes that 
of Geoxam, where they built the City now 
called Macao, as ſhall be ſeen in its place. 


14. Our 
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14. Our Governour ſtudying ſome Means 
to relieve the great Wants of the Souldiers, 
was ſuddenly ſnatched away by Death, 
abour the beginning of Tuly. He was 
much regretted for his Prudence, Afabilicy 
and Integrity ; for being Seventy years of | 
Age, and having born conſiderable Offices, £ 
he was forced to give all he had ro Match 
two Daughters , and yet the beſt part of 
their Portions was their Beauty, and thac 
He was their Father. He had a graceful 
Preſence; a comly Countenance , always 
Smiling, without leſſening his Gravity : 
For it is not neceſſary to be like a Statue, 
ro appear like a God. He was of the firſt 
Quality of his Country: His Beard very 
white and full, falling upon his Breaſt : 
Governed a Year and a Month, and was the 
15th in that Rank; the ſecond of the Name, 
and firſt of the Sirname.

from Portugal to ſucceed him, he ſhould lok 
the great Advantages he might have made 
of the Command he was in, and which he 
was to hold four Years. With him was his 
Wife D.Lucretia Fiallo, who had double Pre: 
tenſions to be vain, as a Woman, and as a 
Beauty, and had now a third,in the News of 
- being Wife to the Governour of India ; {o 
ſhe laughed to fee her Husband doubt, whe: 

ther he ſhould receive what was offered. 


2.Cabral 
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2. Cabral revolved a thouſand Thoughts 
with himſelf, not knowing whether to ad-_ 
mit or refuſe the Government, and theſe 
Cares ſo diſturbed him,that he could not Reſt 
at Night. His Wife finding him ſo dubious, 

fl and fearing to be diſappoyged of the Pride 
| of ſitting, though never 10 thore a time in 
the Throne of .India, took him one Nighe 

to task , and ufing all Arts of an ambitious 
Womans Tongue , and the Allurements of 

| that place, prevailed with him to lay afide 
all Doubt ,and accept of the Honour offered, 
which he had ſeemed averſeto, and which 


ſhe ſo ardently deſired. 


3- He admired her efficacy in Perſuading, 
no leſs powerful in the beauty of her Lan- 
guage, than that of her Perſon. Though 
he always thought her a Woman of Senſe; 
(for Beauty and: Folly are not always inſe- 
parable) yet he i not but conclude, the 
defire of Greatnels is 'a great matter of Elo- 
quence. Whocould refift a reſolute Beauty ? 
Had it been to draw on Mankind another 
Univerſal fin, he muſt have been an Adam 
to that Eve; much more to accept of a 
Command for which he was ſufficiently qua- 
lified. In fine, The New Govern@r failed 
to Goa, in this only Governed by his Wife; 
| for India might vie with her in the deſire of 
| Teeing him poſſeſs that Throne many years :

4- At our Governours coming from Ce. 
' chin, there was not a right Underſtanding 
berween that King and him , becauſe he 
ordered Francis de Silva to attemp to Plun- 
der the Pagod of Palurie , which was dif.

t Amori, and the King of Pimients, 
4 were joyncd in a League againſt 
him ot Cochin , which threatned that State 
with dangerous conſequences. The Go- 
rernour fer out to prevent them with a 
Fleet of 9o Sail ; but returned to Gog with- 
out doing any thing, becauſe the Seaſon was 
unfit. He only'conſulced with the King of 
Cochin about the manner of carrying on 
the War. againſt thoſe Confederates, finc? 
they could not be brought:to a Peace. 
2. The Weather being -ſeaſonable, the. 
King of Pimienta took the Field at Bardels 
wth 10000 Nayres, the King of Cochin did 
the ſame with his Men;and 600 Porcuguelſes, 
Commanded- by the raſh'. Francs de Sylva, 
Captain of that Fore. The: Armies being 
drawn up in ſight, the King of Pimiema, ar 
the Requeſt of Sy/va, gave him a Meeting 
derween them. Sylva prefſed for an Ac- 
commodation, which the King condeſcend- 
ing to upon reaſonable Terms , was broke 
of by our Captain; who having more 
natural Strength than natural Reaſon, acted 
mores ljke a Brute than a Man” The Armnes 
charged 
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charged each other Couragiouſly , and the 
King of Pimienta was carried off Wounded, 
and died before he knew the event of the 
Battle. His Men fled, and were purſued 
into their City with great ſlaughter ; the 
Royal Palace was fired, which among theg 
3s the hainouſeſt Afﬀront ; whereupon they 
Rallied, and fell upon the Viftors with {uch 
Fury, that they obliged them to retire in 
greatdiforder. Sylva diſcharged ſome fey 
that ftood by him, and ruſhing into the 
thickeſt of the Enemies, was killed. Ahpy: 
fifty Portugueſes were Jolt here, wh 
abundantly countervailed tor our Vide.

23. Five thouſand Nayres, all fworn to 
Revenge the death of their King ,. or dye, 
entred the Country of Cochim, killing many, 
and forcing others to fly to the Fort.

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eighteen in number , and among them the 
King of Tanor, lately ſo fond of us and 
our Religion) with the other 40000, where- 
of 5000 had devoted themſelves to pats 
over into the Ifland Bardel/a. Our Gover- 
nour, upon the firit Advice, prepared 
to meet this Storm. He ſent before Ema- 
wel de Souſa & Sepulveda with four Ships, 
and Orders, That having joyned thole thac 
were at Cochim , he ſhould ſhur up thoſe 
Princes in the Ifland cill he came, being 
reſolved to follow at his Heels. Sepulveda 
did his part, and the Governour his, for he 
lailed immediately ; the Cities of Goa, 
Chaul, and Bagaim , furniſhing what they 
had offered for the Expedition againſt the 
Turks, which came to nothing. The Fleet 
conlifted of above 100 Sail, and almoſt 
4000 Landmen. The firſt Execution was 
at Tiracole, where many Houſes, Ships and 
Goods were burnt. Cowlete futfered the ſame 
Fate, after a vigorous Reſiſtance, which coſt 
the Lives of many of them, and ſixteen of 
ours. At Panane the ſame, and we loſt

5. Our Governour Landed at Cochirm, and 
tound that King with Forty thouſand Men ; 
he had himſelt Six thouſand , Two thou- 
land having joyned him there. The Iſland 
being beſer , and Signal given to fall on, 
thoſe within began to waive a white Flag, 
for a Parley. It was concluded , thoſe 
eighteen Pringes ſhould put themſelves into 
the Governows' hands , upon promiſe of

fight them the next day , but was hindred 
by a great Flood; yet he concluded he 
might put his deſign in execution the 
after.

Cabral was almoſt in poſle{fon 
of one of the moſt glorious Actions thy 
had been ſeen in India, when the ſudden 
Arrival of the Vice-Roy D. Alfonſo de Ne 
ronbs raviſhed this Honour from him, ne 
ſuffering him to proceed , nor concluding 
himſelf what was fo well begun. On the 
contrary , he ſuffered all thoſe Princes to 
eſcape with their whole Army. 

6. St. Francis Xaverins ſceing how mary 
great Encerprizes were diſappointed through 
the Malice or Envy of the Governourg, 
wrote a Letter to the King , acquaintihg 
him therewith, and advi6ng to puniſh ſuch 
 Miſcarriages with ſeverity , whereby they 
might for the future be prevented. But 
Miniſters ſerve as they pleaſe; Saints advik 
well, and Princes Eyes are never opened. 
Commonly, the want of due Puniſhment 
the cauſc of publick Calamities. 

7. Whilft George Cabral was at Cochim, 
waiting to embarque in the Ships that-were 
| bound to Portugal , one Night about the 
middle of Febraary there was a Report, 
Fhat Eight thouſand ſworn Nayres would 
enter the City.

8. Let us ſee what was done during” this 
time by the Captains, ſent by the Governour. 
to ſeveral parts. The King of Cora had 
asked Succour againſt his Brother Madune 
Pandar , King of Ceitavaca , who endea- 
youred to expel him his Kingdom ; he 
offered in requital for theRelief, to pay a 
greater Tribute than before. Carales Pan- 
dar, Prince of Candes ( not following the 
Example of his Father, who was bent 
againſt the Religious Men, wha:made him 
a Chriſtian ) deſired to be Baptized , and 
fled with the Priefts to a Fort, from whence 
he ſent to beg the Governour's afhſtance. 
Both theſe places being in the Iſland Ceylon, 
he ſent thicher D. George de Caftro with 
ſix hundred Men. Madure ſcarce faw him, 
when he raiſed the Siege he had laid to 
Cita, where his Brother was. The King of 
Cta and D. George: followed him ; and he 10 
fortified the Pallets, they were forced in 
ſome places to fight their way. through 
ſhowers of Bullecs, Stones and Arrows, with 
ſome loſs of Men, and no ſmall flaughrec 
of the Enemy. Being come in fight of the

9. D. George did not meet with the like 
ſucceſs at Candea, whither he went after this 
Victory.

more grief for this Loſs, than honour by 
the lare Viftory. For it is certain , we are 
more ſenſibly grieved at Misiortunes, than 
pleaſed with Succeſs. | 
10. Bernardin de Scuſa, at the Malnco's, 
continued the War againſt the King of 6G 
lolo, and drew oft with a rich Booty , after 
. deſtroying ſome Towns on the Coaſt with 
Fire and Sword.

11. George Cabral imbarqued well pleaſed 
with his good ſucceſs 'againſt the ſworn 
Nayres , and was well received in Portugsd 
for his great Merit , contrary to the Cuſtom 
of this Kingdom, He was generally & 
ſteemed one of the beſt Governours of 
India, He was the ſixteenth of that num- 
ber, and held ic a year and four —

12. This Year was born at Goa (the

Ships ; one had been ſent before, to give 
Advice why the reſt ſtayed , and D. Alvaro 
d: Gama (Son ro the Great Ya/co) ſailed fo 
late, it was never expected he would get 
thither ; yer he overtook the others, the 
Seas being favourable to all that deſcend 
from his Father; for it was never” known 
any of them was Caſt-away. The Vice- 
Roy was received at Ges with the uſual de- 
monſtrations of Joy, proceeding rather 
from the hatred they bear him chat lays 
down the Sward , than love to him that 
takes it up. ; 

4. He immediately fent Advice of his 
Arcival to all Parts , and diſpatched Com- 
manders to..ſeveral Forts:, and for-- Sea. 
Lys Figuejra was ſent to the Red Sea with 
five Vetlels, where they met the Turk Cafar 
with five Galliots. Figueyrs attacks Cafar's 
Galliot, and was ſlain, naych admired by 
the Enemy for his Valour. The four ſub- 
ordinate Captains ſtood looking on and 
ſaw him killed , without coming to his Re- 
licf. One of them, Geſper Nunez, aſhamed 
of what he had done, went away with all 
his Men into Erbiopia, and was never more 
heard of. Soveral, another of them , met 
one of thoſe Galliots , fought , and they 
parted upon equal Terms. After he met 
the other two , and they all returned with 
| diſgrace to Gog. 


L 4. 5. The 
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5. The Arabs of Catife delivered up to 
the Turks the Fort of that City , which 
highly offended the King of Ormuz. The 
Turks had alſo expelled his Kingdom the 
King of Bacora,who yet kept the Field with 
Thirty thouſand Men, in hopes to recover 
his Kingdom with the afliſtance of the 
Portugueſes. To this effet he ſent an 
Embaſly to the Vice-Roy , oitering leave tg 
build a Fort in his Harbour , and other 
Advantages to the Crown of Portugal, 

- D. Antonio de Noronha, Nephew to the Vice- 

| Roy, was ſent to affiſt theſe two Kings, with 
Twelve hundred Men in- nineteen Veſlels, 
Being come to Ormuz, they marched with 
_ Three thouſand of that Kings Men, and 
ſet down before the Fort of *Geiifa. Four 
hundred Turks that were in thats Garrify 


behaved themſelves bravely ; but finding it. 


In vain to reſiſt, fled by Night, and being 
diſcovered were purſued and routed. The 
Fort was taken, and the Captain of Ormu 
not daring to maintain it, it was thought 
fit to be razed. A Mine was made, which 
taking fire before the time, and blowing up, 
the Work buried 40 Portugueſes. 


6. After this Victory Noeronba ſailed to 


the Mouth of the River Eupbrates, in order 
to relieve the King of Bagora. Here 4 
cunning Baſſa perſuaded him , he was ſent 
for to be delivered up to his Enemies; 
ay rncy, 90 he returned Inglorious to Ormaz, 
where being come he underſtood the De- 


Ceit, but it was too late. 


7. The 
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7. The Vice-Roy had fe nt D. Garcia de 
Meneſes to Command at: Ternate , at the 
Requeſt of that King , who could not en- 
dure Forde de Freytas , that fent him Pri. 
fner to Goa. The Aﬀairs of Malaca hin- 
dred Meneſes from going thither. Bernar- 
lm de Souſa , who had ſcarce reſigned thar 
Poſt to Chriftopber de S4, returned , with 
Orders to continue there , in caſe the Spa- 
niards encroached upon thoſe places. $4 
refuſed to admit him, becauſe the Spaniards 
were quiet, and his Order conditional ; but 
Souſa preſſed to be reſtored , becauſe he had 
not made ſo much of that Command as hs 
expected, Ar length Sa, to prevent Mil- 
chief, ſubmicted. Souſa immediately ſets 
out with 180 Portugueſes, and fails for 
Gilolo, to deſtroy the Fort was raiſing there. 
The King of Ternate,and Prince of Bacham, 

followed with 5000 Men. f 
8. The King of Gilolo Couragiouſly ex- 
pected the coming of his Enemy in the 
the Fort, with 1200 Men and many Pieces 
of Cannon. Baltaſar Veloſo led our Van ; 
the Prince of Gilolo breaking out of an 
Ambuſh with Four hundred Men, fell upon 
and diſtrefled” him ; but Veloſo , though fe- 
rventy years of Ag#®, made fach havock 
among the Enemies , they.,were forced to 
fly. Our Captain received-ome damage, 
continues his Battery , and-fits down to be- 
fiege the place. He cut off their Water,

Siege, which was profecuted by the Queen 
of Fapera, with the Men of Favs, til 
Giles Fernandez, de Carvallo coming uner- 
pecedly with Two hundred: Men , there 
enſued a bloody Fight ; and at length the 
Enemies were put to a ſhameful flight, ha 
ving loſt above Two thouſand Men, many 
Ships, and all their Cannon and Ammw- 
nition, whereof was a great quantity , and 
it was of great conſequence to the City. 
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What the Enemy could not execute by 
force when preſent, they did by perfidiouf. 
neſs after their flight. They poiſoned 2

rery turbulent poſture; for Madune , con- 
rary to the Agreement, dititrefſed the King 
of Cota, who had recourſe to Gaſpar de Aze- 
ode, Commander of Co/umbe, and he (with 
che King's Men and 100 Ponwgueſes) de- 
ſeated the Enemy. But the King of Cora 
being killed by a Muſquet-ſhot, he of Cey- 
tvace renewed his Pretenſions. The ſac- 
&& was not anfwerable to his expecation3 
for the New Prince , affilted by the Portu- 
gueſs, gave him a rotal Rout. At the be. 
ginning of September the Vice-Roy prepared 
tgo in Perſon to remedy theſe Diſorders. 
kt the ſame time arrived from Portugal five 
Ships, and ſoon after two more. One was 
forced back to Lsbon by ill Weather. The 
Vice-Roy ſet out the beginning of Ofoher, 
wich 3000 Men in 70 Sail. 

13. The firſt ching he did after his Arrival 
at Ceylon , was to put upon the Rack ſome 
Subjects of that King he went to ſuccour, 
that they might diſcover where their Princes 
Treaſure was buried, as if he had been an 
Enemy, or had fent for him co make him 
his Treaſurer.

| Months and a half they came to the Cox.

ewenty left, and that his Wife D. Leon 
could hardly go farther , taking her turn 
with the Slaves in carrying her little Chit 
dren, he began to ſhew ſome figns of Di 
ſtration, which was an incredible Grief td 
his Wife, who doted on him, Being come 
to Ofumo's Country , forgetting the Wart 
ng Oinhaca had given, he cruſted him , and 
refolved there to wait for Portugues Ships. i #| 


Ofumo deſigned to rob him , but feared his IN tt 
Mens 
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Mens Arms. He perſuaded him to deliver 
them up, and he ſhould have all Neceſſaries 
abundantly provided ; pretending his Sub- 
eds did nor ſupply him for Fear. Novt- 
withſtanding all Perſuaſions to the contrary, 
he delivered them, and had fcarce done ic 
when he was robbed of all his Jewels, and 
only their Cloaths lefr chem. Ar this he 
.run quite Mad , and his Wife taking him 
one hand and her Son in the ocher, her 
Slaves following, and fome few Men, they 
went on till the Cafres fell upon and ftrip- 
ped them. D.Leonor endeavoured to defend 
her ſelf ro no purpoſe, and with hazard of 
her Life , till her Husband perſuaded- her 
to chooſe the lefſer Evil 3 but ſhe thought 
it lefs 11] to dye, than be ſeen Naked by 
ny, but her Husband. As foon as ſhe was 
{tripped , ſhe made her Slaves ſtand abour 
her, and fitting down on the Sand, made a 
Hole , where ſhe covered her lelt co the 
Waſte: Then looking upon the Pylot , An- 
arew Vaz, (aid, Yow ſee how God permits, as & 
puniſhment of my ſins, that my Husband, Chiles 
dren and I periſh in thit miſerable manner. 
If you get ro Portugal , or India, give an ac- 
cont of it, The Pylot not able to recurn 
an Anſwer for grief, went whatever way 
Chance guided him. Emanuel de Souſa had 
run to the Wood, to gather ſome wild Fruit 
for his Wife. and Children, who were pe- 
nhing with Hunger, and returning found 
Me dead, and her with the other ſcarce 
alive. He: buried the dead Child, and re- 
urned for: more Fruit, but tco late 3 for 
M when 
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when he came they were both dead. Aﬀer 
pauſing a while, he made a Hole and buried 
his Son, and then his Wife; after which 
he ran into the thickeſt of the Wood with. 
out once looking back. Three of his Slave 
got to India, who gave this Relation, x 
others who reached Mogambique did, of 
other Paſſages. Among theſe was Sebaſtian 
de $4, who in this Miſery experienced two 
Notable things : One , That the Gravity 
evenof a Portugues Gentleman (as he was) 
muſt yield to Misfortunes; for he, to oþ- 
lige the Cafres to give him ſome Suſtenance, 
played the Antick, or Buffoon. The other, 
That this ſort of Life is the fſureſt in the

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CHAP. A. 


Continues the Government of the 4 Fice- 
Roy, D. Alfonſo de Noronha. 


I. HE Great Turk offended at what 

| we had done at Caxem, or Catifa, 7 
and attempted at Bagors, ſtudied Revenge ; 
and to execute it fet out Pirbec, an Old 
Pyrat, with Sixteen thouſand Men in ſtrong 
Galleys and other Veflels. D. Alvaro de 
Noronba, Commander of Ormuz, concluded 
this Storm threatned him. He-ſent ſome 
co diſcover the Enemy , and among them 
Simon de Coſta, who met Pirbec's Son ſent 
alſo before in a Galley to diſcover.” Our 
Barque ſlipped under his very Oars fo fwift- 
ly, that two of the Men were left hanging 
at them ; the Galley purſues, but Simon icar- 
tering Mony among his Men , may be ſaid 
to have got off with Golden Oars.' The 
young Man raged that this Prize ſhould 
eſcape him; but was ſomewhat appeaſed 
when he met another Barque , in which was 
the Wife of Fobn de 'Laboa, Commander of 
Maſcate,and thoſe of fome other Portugueſes 
that lived there, with two Old Men , all 
ſent away to Ormuz, for fear of the Enemy. 
The Women were ſecured,and the Men pur 


to the Oar. 
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2. The Enemies Fleet came before Maſ: 
cate, which held out alnffoſt a Month againſt 
that great Power ; but was forced to fſubmir 
and capitulate. Pirbec broke the Articles, 

ting the Captain and ſixty Men to the 
Oatz Home of them were afterwards ran. 
ſomed. This done, Pirbec goes on to Ormux, 
D. Alvaro de Noronha had Nine hundred Men 
in that Fort, and in it was the King, his Wife, 
Children, and the Chief of their Court,who 
had taken Sanctuary there. He laid up am: 
munition for a long Siege, and ſecured forty 
Sail that were in the Bay, among them one 
of thoſe that the year before went from 
Portugal. The Turk being come to an An- 
chor, preſently Landed and Encamped. He 
Intrenched, raiſed Batteries, planted much 
Cannon, and played ir furiouſly without in- 
termifiion for a whole Month. Finding he 
ſuſtained much Loſs, and laboured in vain, 
he plundered the City and went over to the 
Iſland Bueixome, whither many conſiderable 
Men of Ormez had withdrawn themſelves; 
here he got a great Booty, and retired, 

3. Before Firbec departed' from Ormaz, 
he offered our Commander to ranſom the 
Priſoners taken at Maſcate, and ſent him as a 
Preſent the Wiſe of Fobn de Lzboa, the two 
Old Men, and the two. Souldiers that hung 
to the Oars of his Sons Galley. D. Alvaro 


. received the two laſt, and ſent back the 


others with ſome Preſents, and this Meſlage; 
That the Preſent was in return for the Men be 
received : That the Old Men he ſent , becauſe 
they bad not rather choſe to loſe their H_

| it being the beginning of September. He 
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than Liberty > and the Woman (7 hough Innocent) 
to puniſh her Hushands guilt, by [ceing ber return 
| into ſlavery. This' Proceeding was no ways 
juſtifiable; and Pzirbec to ſhew he did not 
| again receive. what he had once given, or- 
dered them to be left uponthe Shoar. 

4. The Governour informed of the dan- 
ger that threatned Ormyz , but not'of its 
deliverance, with great diligence fitted a 
Fleet to go in Perſon to reheve it. All Ranks 
| vied in aiding him towards: this Work , ar 
ſuch time as ſix Ships arrived from Portugal, 


| failed as far as Din, and hearing Ormuz was 
out of danger , returned to Goa, At this 
time D.Duarte Dega failed for Ceylon, to ſuc- 
ceed D. Fobn Enriquez, deceaſed ; with him 
went St. Francs Xaverizs, carried by the de- 
fire of making a Spiritual Conquellt. 

5. A bold Turk, by Conſent of Zamur:, 
Koured the Seas vih fifteen large Velſlcls 
well Manned. He fell upon Pwnicale,where 
Emanuel Rodriguez, Commanded with ſeventy 
Portugueſes. The Fight was ſharp,till Antony 
Franco taking the Enemies Colours,they fled. 
The Turk enraged ſent again Fifteen hun- 
dred, who put all our Men to flight, except 
the Captain and ſeventeen,and theſe made 2 
deſperate reſiſtance ; but at laſt were ob- 
iged to quit the Town and fly to Bi/me 
Naique, a Subje& of Canars,who made them 
all Slaves. The Turk, afccr plundering the 
Town , returned to his Ships Vidorious. 
The News being brought to Cocbims , ſtirred 
up a general deſire of Revenge. Whilſt 
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things were debating, Giles Fernandez, 1; 
Carvallo offered himſelf ro go, and bear all 
the Charge , deſiring only Shipping. Al] 
was provided with great diligence , andhe 
ſer out in ſearch of the Enemy ; . but by ill 
Luck Lawrence Coells fell into their hands, 
and was ſlain with all his Men,having fought 
bravely, Carvallo being no way able to come 
to his Relief, by reaſon of the contrary 
6. On the 5th of Auguſt he fell upon the 
Turks with great Fury, and was received 
with no leſs Courage. The Fight laſted 
ſome hours with much bravery; all the Enc- 
mies Ships were boarded and taken,but much 
ſhattered ; many killed in them, and others 
ſwimming to the Shoar. Then Giles Fer 
nandez, went to ranſom the Priſoners, and 
reſtored Emanuel Rodriguez, not only his Li- 
berty, but alſo Goods of great value the 
Turk had taken from him at Punicale. 

7. At this timethe two Brothers, D. Alvaro 
de Ataide. and D. Pedro de Silva , at Malaca, 
were at Variance about that Command; 
the former was molt to blame, endeavouring 
to Removethe other before his time. Tome: 
de Melo Coutino and D. Duarte Dega ated i 
worle in Ceylon; for, after the Example of 
the Vice-Roy, having taken Mony of that 
Prince to afliſt ' him with each firy Men 
againſt his Enemy, the King of Ceytavacs;

8. At Cenftantinople Pirbec?s Head was cut

Kowever Pereyra ſtood firm, and 
did much Execution among the Enemies, 
but receives more harm ; for almoſt all that 
was above Water of the Galleon was torn 
in pieces.

Our Admiral raved 
that . he could not relieve and.ſhare with 
him in that Honour , and after making his 
Vows to Heaven, without being heard, even 
railed at Providence , ſtamped and tore his 
Beard for madneſs, He ſent fome Boats, 
but they could not reach the Galleon , be- 
cauſe the Galleys compaſled it round. To- 
wards Night the Wind began to freſhen, 
and the Admiral to move. The Turk not 
daring expect him , retired. The Admiral 
came up to the Galleon, admired the Bra- 
- very ; but ſcarce knew the Men, they were 
fo diſguiſed with Wounds, Blood and 
the Smoot of the Powder. He embraced

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1 0.Pereyra his Galleon and Men were not 
in 2 condition to proceed, fo they were ſent 
ro Ormuz with fome Barques.

Our light Veſſels forced 
a Ship that had been taken by Pirbec to run 
aground; the Men leaped Over-board to

He was met at Sea by D. 7ames de Noronks 
and. his Fleet, with whom came Gongal 
Pereyra Marramaque, who was received wich 
much Joy, for his great Bravery in the late 
Action with the Turks, Ir was agreed,after 
ſome Conſultation, to land in the Iſland; 
called Alagade's, belonging to the King of 
Pimienta. The Natives in crowds oppoſed 
our Men landing wich ſhowers of Arrows; 
bue the Cannon made way. Afﬀter a vigo 
rous Reſiſtance all was deſtroyed with Fre 
and Sword; only one Man was loſt on our 
ſide.

This ſaying was 
remembred when he was in ele&ion to be 
Vice-Roy of india,and deprived him of chat 
Poſt ; becauſe ir was thoughe, ſo great a 
Truſt could not with fafety be repaſed'upon 
ſo raſh a Man. 

16. The Great Turk hearing Miradobec 
was come off worſe than the Unfortunate 
Pirbec, and Alechelubijy making great boaſt 
of what he would do, gave him the Com- 
mand of fifteen Galleys. D. Ferdinand, who 
was Come out of the Red-Sea , went after 
them. On the 25th of AuguFt he had ſighe 
of them near Maſcate. Alechelubij not da- 
ring to give Battle, endeavoured to get off 
with all his Galleys; but fix of them could 
not eſcape, being taken by our Caravels. 

17. D., Ferdinand put into Maſcate, re- 
fitted the Galleys ,: bought the Slaves, and 
appointed them Caprains.

I. On Peter de Maſcarenhas was of one i 
the beſt Families of Por:ugal , and 
had born the moſt confiderable Offices i 
the Kingdom , and was 7o years of Ag 
when named Vice-Roy of India. He ſerout 
of L:sbon with ſix Ships, one of them ws 
droveback, and that in which he went, 3 
ſoon as he Landed ar Goa, funk downrig} 
In theſe Ships were Two thouſand Lat 
men. The tirſt thing the Vice-Roy - 
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he appointed his Nephew Ferdinand Marti- 
ws Admiral, to the great diſſatisfaction of 
all Men. Martinez, had 32 Sail given him, 
and Orders to bring to Goa the 7 Turkiſh 
Galleys that were blocked up at Surarr. 
Caracen , Commander of that place, would 
not permit it, and gave good ſufficient Rea- 
ſons for his refuſing ; fo by confent of both 
hides they were taken to pieces, and the 
Torks fled into the Woods and Mountains: 
The late Vice-Roy D. Alfonſo de Noronhba 
now failed home with the Trading Ships ; 
whereot that Commanded by Belchior de 
Souſa was loſt, with all the Men. 

2. The Great Turk (as it were) fore-

ſeeing the Fate of Alecheluby, immediately © 


ſent after him Zafar , a Janizary, to take 
upon him the Command of the Galleys: 
But too late; for he only came time enough 
to hear the News of their Deſtruction.

Fulgentizs Freyra. of che Society of 
Jeſus, to perſuade the Emperour of Erhiopia, 
to redrefs the Abuſes introduced among his 
People in Matters of Religion, and with 
them went Fames Diaz, well verſed in the 
Aﬀairs of that Empire. The Emperour 
could not be moved to admit our manner of 
Baptiſm, and aboliſh Circumciſion ; the

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5. The Vice-Roy returned ſo fick to Goe, 
that he died in a few days; and it was be- 
lieved if he had continued in that Govern- 
ment ſome years, he had re-eſtabliſhed 
Truth, Juſtice and Honeſty in India. It is a 
mark of his Juſtice , That he gave no Em- 
ployment to any of his Servants ; becauſe 
he would not deprive them of it to whom ic 
was due by Merit. A Friend of a Court- 
Favourite, complaining he did not diſpatch 
him afrer ferving Three years; He An- 
ſwered, I am now buſie about thoſe that bave 
ſerved rwenty, fifteen, ten or five years ; as ſoon 
as 1 come to thoſe that have ſerved three, I pro- 
miſe I'le remember you. 

6. D.Peter Maſcarenas had fuch an awful 
Preſence and  majeſtick Deportment, that 
no Body before him durſt do or fay any 
thing undecent. He is famous. on ſix ſeveral 
accounts, any one whereof might give ano- 
ther a Name after-death: He was a Valianc 
Souldier, a Wiſe Commander, a Magnitfi- 
cent Embaſſadour, a Singular Tutor, a juſt 
Vice-Roy, and what is beſt of all, a very 
Good Chriſtian. He was Tall, andghough 
lean, Graceful ; his Complexion brown : 
His Gravity no ways made him intraQable. 
Ot Vice-Roys he was the 6rb, of Governours 
the 18h ; held it ten Months, and was the 
ſecond of the Name and Sirname. He is 
Buried in the Church of Alcazar do Sal, 
where he had built a Tomb worthy of him.

bs Rancis Barreto ſucceeded D.,Peter Maſ- 
carenas With the Title of 'Governom, 
He was a Gentleman of Merit, and qualitigg. 
for this Poſt, and had gained much Eſteem, 
being Commanger-of Bezaim. His Govers 
ment began with a Fire kindleg by a Squib, 
which burnt Ten the fineſt Vetiels in Izd; 
notwithſtanding .he uſed the utmoſt dil 
gence, and promiſed -greatRewards to fav 
them : Yet this Care ſaved the reſt of the, 
Fleet. He foon repaired this Damage, 
building others no lefs beauriful. eh, 
2. He went to Ponda, to carry on what: 
his Paggecetſor had began , by Inſtalling 
Mealeacan King, and appointed Officers to 
receive the Revenues about Ponds , leaving 
D. Ferdinand de Monroy in that Fort, and 
ſending D. Antony de Noronha, who had it 
before, to receive the Revenues at Conrom. 
Xacolrm Ages , who'was gathering the ſame 
tor Hidglcan, with Seven thouſand Men pr 
vented him. The Governour ſent a ſu PIP:

11. Antony Moniz. Barreto was' ſent to 
take poſſefiion of this place ; he left there 
a Caprain and 60 Portugueſes, and went 
totake the Fort of Manora, not far diſtant, 
which the Inhabitants abandoned ; he liek ll 
there George Manhbans with 120Men, and il 
returned ro Bazsim , where he found the 
Governour receiving an Embaſly from*the 
King of Cinde, whodefired Succour againſt: 
Tyrant that infeſted him. We were de 
rous of this Princes Friendſhip, and thought 
fic co purchaſe ic by Relieving him. Seven 
hundred Men were ſent to him in Twenty 
cight Veſſels, all Commanded by Perer Ber 
reto Rolim.

12. The Fleet arrived ſafe at Tetd, the 
Court of the King of Cinde. The Prins, 
who was there, viſited Barreto , 'and ſen 
word of- his Arrival to his Father , who'ws

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our Commander ro wait till he Adviſed 
what was fit to be done. Barret ſtayed, 
and ſoon after hearing the King was agreed 
with his Enemy without giving him notice ;

-, The Governour having ſetled Aﬀeairs 
at Goa, was wholly employed in ficring out a 
mighty Fleet againſt the King of Acbem,who 
is the only Terrour of Maiace.

Months he provided 25 Galleons, 10 Gallies, 


and $0 Galliots, all fo well furniſhed, ic re- 
newed the hopes of fixing our Empire in 
India. But all this Induſtry falls to nothing; 
for now a new Governour comes, and the 
New ones never proſecute the deſigns of the 
Old. However this Force was well employ- 
ed, though not as our Governour defigned. 
8. Francis Barreto pabons g to Litbon a 
Jewel wrought by the hand of Nature. A 
Portugues Souldier on the Coaſt of the 
Iſland Ceylon, met a Fogue (that is, a ſort of 
Penitent Heathen,) who among other things 
had picked up a brown Pebble, of the ſhape 
and bigneſs of an Egg, on which were re- 
preſented the Heavens in ſeveral Colours, 
and in the midſt of "them' the Image of our 
Bleſſed Lady with our Saviour in her Arms. 
The Souldier gave him ſome ſmall thing for 
this Stone ; and afterwards it came to the 
hands of Frencis Barreto, who preſented ic 
to Queen Catherine, and by virtue of it Gad

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9. Francis Barreto was a Couragious , if 

_ creetand generous Gentleman , and- ſuch , 
Governour as India now mourns for, Hþ 
afterwards returned as Governour and Cag. 
querour of the Empire of Monometepa, when 
he died , as ſhall be ſeen in its proper place, 
He had a ſtately Preſence, his Complexiay 
tawny,and black Hair. He Governed thre 


years, was the 19th Governour, and ſecond 
of the Name. 
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CH AP. XIV. 


The Government of the Vice-Roy D. Con. 
ftantine de Braganza , from the Tear 
1558, till 1561, in the Reign of King 
SEBASTIAN. Y 
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I. Bont the End of the Government: 
| of Francis Barreto, died King Jobs: 
the Third. In him ended the good For- 
tune of Portugal, as did that of India in the 
Vice-Roy ſent thither , after his death , by 
thoſe who managed the State during the: 
Minority of King Sebaſtian. D. Confantin, 
Brother to Theodeſius, Duke of Braganca, was 
39 years of Age when he accepted this 
Charge. What he wanted in Ape for 6 
great an Employ, was made up by. being of 
the Blood Royal, and by his great Parts and 

natural Endowments. — 

2. He 
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2. He failed from Lisbon on the 71th of 
April, with four Ships and two Thouſand 
Men,and arrived at Goa about the beginning 
of September. Three things remarkable hap- 
ned in his Voyage and ar his Arrival ; the 
firſt, that he had nor the leaſt bad Weather 
in his Paſſage ; the ſecond,the great demon- 
trations of Joy wherewith he was received 5 
and che third, thar he no way affronted the 
Governour that went off, as was always uſed” 
in India. | 

3- Our Vice-Roy commenced as uſual, by 
ſending .Commanders to Forts. D. Payo de 
Ncronha went ro Canawor , and by his Ingra- 
tirade in receiving ſome Preſents ſent by 
that King (though not with ſincere mean- 
ing) gave accafion to his reſentment , ſigni- 
fied by not ſuffering the Portugueſes to re- 
fort to the: City. The Vice-Roy ſent four- 
teen Sail to their -afliſtance, and gave the 
Command of them ro Luis de Melo de Silva. 
he Vice:Roy was bent upon poſleffing him- 
ſelf of the Town of Damam, a place of 
conſequence, to ſecure the Lands of Bagaim, 
and whereof Francis Barreto had obtained 
a Grant from the King of Cambeye. The 
difficulty lay in wreſting it outof the hands 
of Cide Bofats, who was in Rebellion againſt 
his Prince , "which was the chief Motive 
why he fo treely-gave what he could nor 
zt for himſelf.” Bofata was well provided, 
and with a Reſolution not to ſell the place ac 
an caſte rate.” The Vice-Roy having held a 
Council abourtt, the reſult was, he ſhould go 
thicher in perſon. 


4 He 
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4. He ficit diſpatched the Trading Ship 
for Portugal, in which went his Predeceſſor., 
the Ships were ſeven, and only three offi 
chem came to L::how. One was loſt at th: 
Iſland St.Thomas : Two were forced backt 
Mozambique , in one of which was the lar 
Governour Francis Barreto : The Captain 
a fourth finding her finking,got into a Long. 
_ Boat with 60 Men, and came to Goes, the 
reſt of the Men all periſhed. Francis Barray, 
at Mozambique , ſpent 20000 Ducats of hi 
own in refitting the two Ships. They ſetou 
again, and being in diſtreſs, the other Shi 
ungratefully forfook him ; yethe afterward 
ſeeing her periſhng ſaved all the Men, & 
that he had x 137 Perſons aboard. In thi 
condition, not able to go forward, he almoſ 
miraculouſly returned again to Hozambi 
This yearended with the Foundation of 
Fort, and return of Barreto to Goa. 

5- Luis de Melo, at Cananor, being aſlaulted 
in his Trenches by 3000 Moors , put them 
to ſhameful flight; and while he ſent for 
Succours to the Vice-Roy, followed Fortune 
_ that now ſeemed to Favour him. Mean 
while the Vice-Roy ſet ouc with the Fleet, 
had been. fitted out by Berrero , having in 
creaſed it ro-200 Sail. 

6. The Vice-Roy arriving at Daman, ſent 
 D.Fames de Noronba to: take a view of the 
Works; he found them ſtro d . 
by 4000 Men. Notwithſtanding#all ts 
Preparation , no ſooner our Men landed but 
the Enemy fled, abandoning both City and 
Fore. The Vice-Roy entred, and ons 
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Thanks to Almighty God tor this Blaodleſs 
| Viaory, blefſed the Moſqueunder tie Invo. 
'M cation of the Purification of the Billed Vir- 
gin, on which day it was taken. | 

7. The Enemy,after their flight, encamped 
at Parnel, two Leagues oft, and thence 
with 2000” Horſe infeſted the Vice-Roy. 
Antony Moniz Barreto offered with 500 Men 
to remove them. He marched all Night to- 
wards the Enemy, and being come up with 
them, found that he had but 12o Men, the 
reſt wandring in the dark through unknown 


ways ; yet thus he attacks and puts them to 


flight, as believing the Vice Roy was there 
with his whole Force. The Morning dilco- 
vering from how {mall a number they had 
fled, Bofata and his Men come down trom a 
Hill, whither they had retired, and falling 
upon Barreto preſſed him hard, till thoſe thac 
were ſcattered coming up, he again routed 
the Enemy, killing 500 of them. In their 
Camp were found 56 good Pieces of Can- 
non, ſome Cart Loads ot Copper-Mony, and 
other Plunder. | 


8. The Vice-Roy with Liberality and 


good Ulage attracted the Country People, 
who were fled for fear; and confirmed ro 
the Neighbouring King of Sarcers the Du- 
ties he had in Damam. For the more ſecurity 
he reſolved to poſſeſs himſelf of the Ifland 
Balzar, nor far diſtant. He intended to go 
thither in Perſon, but ſent before D. Peter de 
Almeyda with 150 Horſe, and as many Foor. 
The People of Balzar abandoned the Town, 
which D.Perer entred, and the Vice-Roy 
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being core, left Alvaro Gonzales Pinto tg 
Command there with 120 Men, and for: 
_ Cannon. Being returned to Damamhe ſen 
D. Alvaro de Situeyra with 20 Sail to the Rea. 
Sea, being informed Cafar was fitting out hi; 
Gallies. This Fleet was diſperied by Storgs, 
and put into ſeveral Ports of India, without 
effeing any thing. Y 
9. D. Fames de Noronha was appointed 
Commander of Damam, and had 1200 Ma 
_ given him under five Captains , who wer 
to keep Tables for them. Tables are kept 
in India for ſuch as have not any thing of 
their own 3or if they have,yet will accept of 
this Liberality. L admire there are me 
that will ftoop to receive this, bur- much 
more there are any thar give it; forthe 
fame Men when they come to Spary , har, 
not the Heart to give a ſtick of Wax, which i ; 
there is worth nothing , and here a Ha 
peny. The Vice-Roy after this ſucceſs re 
eurned to Gog. | 
10. In the City St. Thomas , or Meliapy, 
. a Portugues , one of thoſe who more religt 
ouſly worſhip their Intereſt , than the Hez 
thens their Idols, and of thoſe rhere are many 
in India; perſuaded Rama Rajo , King of 
Biſnagar, to march againſt the City , t _ 
him the Plunder would be worth two Mil 
lions, and ic would be a great Service t0 
the Idols he worſhipped , which were ther 
thrown down by the Chriſtians. He we? 
= Chriſtian, that was ſo' zealous ſit 
dols. The King hearkning to the hops 
of Gain, ſet ont with 500000 Men. Pan 
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de Ataide encouraged the Inhabitants to 
ON defend themſelves; but they, to palliate 
"| their Fear ſaid , It was but Reaſon the King 
; ſhould be admitted to what was bis own. 
Ataide went away to Goa; the Townſmen 
MI prepared for the reception of the King, and 
"M ſent him a Preſent of 4000 Ducatrs, where- 
' with he was ſomewhat appeaſed. He En- 
camped and would not enter the City ; bur 
Þ ordered all the Inhabitants of both Sexes, 
El and all Ages, and all their Goods, to be 
BK brought to his preſence. Which being per- 
formed, he found the whole Value did not 
exceed Boooo Ducats. Enraged at the 
Wickedneſs of the Informer, he ordered 
him to be thrown to the Elephants, who 
tore him to pieces. He diſcharged the Citi- 
zens, and reſtored. all their Goods lo pun- 
Qually, that only a Silver Spoon being miſ- 
ſing among them all, it was fought and re- 
ſtored. p 
11. Lus de Melo de Silva, who failed laſt 
year for the Coaſt of Malabar, did much 
harm there, and ruined the Trade of the 
Moors. At Mangalor he ordered two Cap- 
tains to bring him a Veſſel belopging to our 
Enemies of Cananor, that was in the River, 
but the Owners and ſome of the Townſ- 
men coming to defend ic, our Men were 
worſted. Melo enraged herear afſauked the 
Town, and pur all Living Creatures to the 
Sword ; then fired ic. An old Moor lead- 
ing a Company of the Inhabitants that fled, 
with a Dagger in his hand met our Com- 
mander, and ftruck him through the m_ 
: Oz : 
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He laying hold of his long Hair, deliverg 
him to thoſe that were near, ſaying, Tak, 
away that Devil. He had ſcarce ſaid it, when 
the Moor was cut in pieces. Melo havin 
burnt the City with loſs of ſome few Men, 
returned to his Ships. 

12. Thirteen Ships of Calicut and Can 
»r were coming up to attack Melo ; but he 
weft out to meet them with only ſeven, 
He was formoſt in his Galliot, and the Ag. 
miral of Calicut, 4 Turk , -advanced before 
the reſt to meer him. As ſoon as they came 
within Cannon-ſhor, our Gunner made one 
ſo fortunate, ic {wept him from Stem w» 
Stern, and in a Minute the Keel of the Ship 
appeared above Water', all the Men periſh. 
ing. Three other Ships board the Gallic, 
and kill many of the Men ; but Melo ſtep 
ping forward , not only cleared his own 
Deck, but purſued into:the Ships , in which 
not one Man was left alive. Our other Veſ 
ſels took the other three 'Ships of Cali, 
ſo that not one of thernt eſcaped ; and the 
Admiral of Cananor fled with his ſeven, ha- 
ving only ſtood by as a Witneſs of what 
the others did. The Enemy loſt above 
400 Men. For along time after the People 
along that Coaſt would not eac Fiſh, begaule 
a man's Fingers were found in the Belly of 
One. 

T3. Luis de Melo went thus Vidoriousto 
Goa, and the Vice-Roy confined him; bt- 
cauſe hz had done thoſe Actions when his 
Preſence was required at Cananor. His Con 


finement was cenſured , -and TINY 
ing 
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being none of thoſe that will obſtinately 
rhſt in their Opinion, though it do never 
F much miſchief; he went in.perſon to bs 
Friends with Meloat Pangim, where he was 
in Cuſtody. Melo knowing well how to 
eſteem ſuch Favours from Superiours, was 
abundantly fatisfied , and returned with his 
Fleet, by che Vice-Roy's Order, to Cananor , 
becauſe D. Pajyo de Noronha , was in ſome 
diſtreſs there. Emanuel de Vaſconcelos went 
to Ternate with three Ships, and other ſmall 
Veſſels. 
14. Luis de Melo was the Life of Neronha: 
who was in great danger at Cananor , being 
chreatned wich a Siege by all the Princes of 
Malabar ſtirred up by Ade Rajao, not with- 
out ſome provocation given by Noronba. 
Rajao with 1000092 Men atracks the Fort, 
and enters the Trenches. Melo, who was in 
them with 60 Men , flew abour like Light. 
ning; Anmony de Vilena, with Fifty, did 
Wonders among the Moors, whoghad entre 
his Houſe. In fine,the whole number,which 
was 500 Men,did more than human Actions 
among that multirude of Enemies. lt is faid, 
A Religions Man at hu Prayers ſaw the Holy 
Ghoſt in the form of a Pigeon on a Beam of the 
Chirch,and ſhewed it to many others. Our Men 
hearing of ic tell on with 6<-w Vigour, and 
ſo effectually that they pur the Enemy to 
flight, having killed 15000 of them. Of 
the Portugueles 25 were Joſt, The fighc 
laſted 12 Hours: Lux de Melo played the 
part of a Soutdier as well as Commander. 
Francis Riſcads , a Man of ordinary Extra- 
O 3 tion, 
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&ion ; performed extraordinary acts of V4 


lour. The Enemy went home admiring the 
Valour of our Men, and Peace was reſtored 
to Canenor. 

15. It is ſtrange, that among all the 
Churches erected in d:ia,none till this time 
had been dedicared to its Apoſtle St. 7h, 
was. Our Vice-Roy taking this into Conf. 
deration, began to build at Goa a ſumptuoy 
Church to him, which was not finiſhed, he 
cauſe the time of his Government expired, 
and remains to this day as a heap of Ruins, 
none of his Succeſſors having put his Hand 
to advance ſo good a Work. 


CHAP. XV. 


Continues the Government of the Vie 
Roy D. Conſtantin, i» the Reign of King 
SEBAS TIAN. 


I. T this time the Emperour of Ethi- 
| pia was much moleſted by the 
Turks and Moors, and obtained ſome Vi- 
Aories over them, having ſome Portugueſe 
in his Service. Our Biſhop could not work 
upon aim to leave hi: Heretical Cuſtoms, 
and therefore refolved ro leave him ; but 
ſtayed at the Requeſt of the FR 
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The Emperour being Invaded by the King 
of Mallaſſays, contrary to the Advice of the 
Portugueſes, marched ro meet him, and they 
followed. He was flain by Maleſſays ; and 
they ſeeing his SubjeAs fly, caſt themſelves 
among the Enemies, and after doing more 
than is credible,were moſt of chem killed. 

2. The Turk detbiring to poſleſs himſelf 
of the Arabian Pores on the ſide next Perſia, 
ſent this Year an Officer with ewo Gallies 
and ſeventy Barques, with 1200 Turks and 
Janizaries, againſt the Fort of Babarem. 
Rax Morado, a relolute Commander, was in 
it, who provided the beſt he could, and ſent 
Advice of the danger he was in to the King 
of Ormuz, , and D. Antony de Noronhba , then 
Commanding that Fort. D.Fobn de Noronha 
wen9to relieve him witch ten Ships; he was 
near taking the Turkiſh Galleys, but miſſed 
for want of purſuing, and the next day they 
obliged him to rake ſhelter in the Creeks 
along that Shoar. D. Alvaro de Silwera re- 
ceiving Advice from Ormuz, came up, and 
joyning D.Fobn took the Galleys. The Baſſa 
having loſt them, concluded he was alſo 
loſt, it he took not the Fort, and therefore 
prelſed on his Artacks. Rax Adorado and 
D. Alvaro had a Meeting, and agreed it was 
not convenient to fight, but beſiege the Be- 


| liegers ; yer ſuch was the Infolence of the 


Sou Jiers,that Mutinying they obliged chem 
to give Battle. Rax joyned the Porrtugueſes 
with 300 Perſians , well Armed, they ar- 
tacked the Turks, who purpoſely (though 
with loſs) gave way, till they drew chem co 
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an Ambuſh, which put them into diſorde 
in ſpight of all D.4l/vero could do, till he 
tell by a Muſquet-Ball that hit him in the 
Throat. The Portugueſes fought deſperateh, 
ſome to defend, and others to bring him 
but to no purpoſe, for the Turks cut off his 
Head. Above 70 of our Men were killed, 
and ſeveral taken, Rax Morado retired with 
many to the Fort, alter behaving himſelf in 
fuch manner as might be envied by the Por. 
eugueſes. Thus was the raſhneſs of thak 
that were ſo hot for fightipg puniſhed. 

3. Peter Peixoto ſucceeded in the Command 
of our Men, and following the Advice be 
fore deſpiſed , beſieged the Ifland , and fo 
ſtreightned the Turks they ſued for Mercy; 
whereby ir appeared how great a Fault it 
was not to take this courſe at firſt. D. Antay 
de Nuronbg receiving Advice at Ormuz of our 
loſs, preſently ſet out to revenge it. The 
Sicge continued,and in concluſion the Turk 
ſurrendred on Condition to return our Pre 
ſoners(they were about Thirty,) and deliver 

up their Cannon, Arms and Horſes, and 
10000 Ducats. They were to be carried to 
Bajora, but were fo weak with Hunger and 
the Peſtilential Fever, which abour that rime 
rages at Babarem, that only two hundred of 
them lived. Many of our Men died of the 
ſame Diſceaſs. Pn  ,

| 5. The Vice Roy underſtanding the Ene- 
my was fitting out Ships on the Coaſt of 
Malabar, where Luis de Melo Was, ſent to his 
Aid 19 Sail with 600 Men. Melodiftributed 
them about the Mouths of the Rivers, and 
he himſelf ran along deſtroying the Towns 
and Woods. Seven ſtrong Parao's, well 
manned and equipped,came down the River 
Miim, where Gongalo Perez, de Alwelos was, 
firing their Cannon upon him , and he an- 
ſwering ſunk one of them : But the Powder 
taking fire in one of our Ships, blew it up 
and all the Men in it ; ſo the Enemy eſca- 
ped. Melo continued the War this Year and 
the next with ſucceſs, and utter deſolation 
of all that Coaſt. 

6. Bofata, not long ſince defeated, now 
marched towards our Fort of Bazar with 
600 Horſe, and a great Body of Foot. Our 
Commander Alvaro Gongalez, Pinto boldly 
meets him with zo Horſe, 100 Portugues 
Foot, and 500 Natives. The firſt Charge 
they killed 5o of the Enemy; but bein 
overpowered by the Multitude were routed, 
the Captain and moſt of the Portugueſes 
killed, and 150 of the Natives, the reſt fled. 
Bofata immediately attacks the Fort, not 
at all doubting to carry it; but was vigo- 
rouſly oppoſed by the Valour of Gomez. de 

e Silve, 
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Silva, who though not born a Gentlemy fl 
in this Action ſhewed how Gentlemen ani6 
Created. The Enemy encamped,and Sik 
did great Execution on them, till Tr:fan /ulfW® 
de Vega came to his Relief, from Daman" 
with ten Veſſels well furniſhed. In fpigheW"" 
of all oppoſition he Landed and got into thy 
Fort, and Bofats ſeeing no hopes of pp. 
vailing drew off. Not long after he return 
and our Commander Alfonſo Diaz Perepy 
mecting him in the Field , had the fany 
ſucceſs as Pizto, and was killed as well as he; 
all the difference was, that the Enemy noy 
enred che Fort pell-mell with our Meg; 
bur Vincent Carvallo drove them again out 
headlong. Califfo de Sequeyra killed 20 wid 
his own hand. They were quite ſpent with 
continual Fatigue when Luis Alvarez & 
Tavors brought Relief from Damam,at ſight 
whereof the Enemy retired. 

7. However, by the Vice-Roy*s Order, 
the Fort was abandoned , and the Enemy 
returning razed it ; then went on doing 
great harm in the Villages, till they came 
Tarapor, where Martin Lopez, de Faris wa 
with 40 Men; they attacked his Works and 
were repulſed with ſuch loſs , that they d6 
ſiſted and went on. This Action coſt Loges 
his Life, being mortally wounded , wheredl 
he died at Damweaw.

1. FN the beginning of. September arrived 

at Goa D.Francs Coutinho , Count de 
Redondo,no leſs known for his witty Sayings, 
than his ARions in Peace and War. He 
brought five Ships , and ſailed from Lzbor 
the beginning of the Year. The Count 
having ſent Commanders to ſeveral Forts, 
Gipatched Op ps for Portugal , in one of 
which went D. Conſtantin. Next he ſent D. 
Francis Meaſcarenbas with 650 Men in 23 
Ships, to ſeek out Cafar's Gallies that were 
abroad a pilfering ; bur he miſfling of them 
through negie@& , rerurned to the Coalt of 
Malabar , where he: ſecured the Trading 
Ships forthe term of three Months,and then 
went into Port. 

2. In February the Vice-Roy ſent George 
de Monra with three Galleons ,*and fome 
imall Veſſels, to ſecure our Ships that were 
to come from Ormwus againſt Cafar's Gallics. 
On the Coaſt of Caxem he met a Ship of 
Achem of great i{trength and value , it car- 
ried 500 fighting Men and 5o Pieges of 
Braſs Cannon.'

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CHAP. XVIIL 


The Government of John de Mendoza, 
for fix Months of the Tear 1564, is 
the Reign of King SE BASTLAN. 


1. JOhn de Mendoga , late Commagger of 
JF Malaca, ſucceeded: the Vice- th 
the Title of Governour. As ſoon aMe had 
taken the Sword, there came to him Em- 
baſſadours from Zamori, complaining of the 
Harm Dominick de Meſquita had done the 
beginning of the year to his Subjects , con- 
trary to the Peace ſo ſolemnly ſworn. The 
Governour anſwered as the Count deſigned 
to have done ; That it was perhaps ſome Por- 
tugues who was in Rebellion; that they might 
puniſh him if taken, and he would do the ſame. 
The Embaſſadours had nothing to ſay ; bat 
before their departure came in Dominick dt 
Meſquita, and the Governour (not to carry 
on the Shew roa:far) cauſed him in their 
preſence to be apprehended. As ſoon as 
their backs were turned he releaſed , and 
rewarded him as his good Service de- 
ſerved. 

2. A Woman of a bold Spirit, and of 
good Repute among her People, Wite to 
one of thoſe killed by Meſquits, running 
about che City of Cananor with loud Cries 

and 'Complaints, ſtirred up the Moors to 
revenge 
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renge that Action. They all run to Arms, 
fecaring not to lay them down, tiil they had 
ooted out the Portugueles from among 

They beſer the Fore where D. Pays 
4 Noronba Commanded , and the King un- 
xettedly ſet fire to above thirty Ships that. 

The Gover- 
nour ſent immediately Andrew de Souſa with 
{x Sail to the relict of that Fort ,- where 
Ad: Rajao already was with a great Power. 
Thus began the War of Malabar, and went 
om ſlowly. 

3. It being now the beginning of Sep- 
tmber, the Ships arrived from Portugal, 1n 
which went the Vice Roy D. Antony de No- 
mba, to whom the Governour delivered 
he Sword, and went out of India poor, after 
karing honourable and advantagious Em- 
noyments. He was the 22:6 Governour, 
and held ic half ayear, was the fecond of 
the Name, and firſt of the Sirname. 

+ Since the ſhort time of his Govern- 
ment afforded not Matter enough for a | 
Chapter, I will give ſome Account of the þ 
Zamories and Preaching of St. Thomas the 
Apoſtle. It is before related how Perimad, 
who divided the Empire of Malabar into 
kreral Kingdoms, was perſuaded to Maho- 
metanifm, and went to end his days at Mecs. 
This was a falſe Invention of the Moors ; 
or- there were ſeveral Sovereign Princes in 
Malabar 500 years before the Birth of 
Chrift. Malabar lies between the Points of 
Cananor and Cape Comori, 1575 Leagues in 
kngth, and about 15 in breadch up the In- 
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land, expiring at the Foot of a Mountain 
that runs through all that length. The 
chief Sovereignties therein are Canany , 
Tanor, Moringue, Cranganor, Parum, Mung ate, | 
Repelim, Cochim, Diamper, Pimienta, Turun- 
ule, Maturte, Porca, Marta, Putiznene, Cale 
coulam , Coulam , Changernate , Gunara and 
Travatcor. 

5.. The differences that often aroſe be- 
eween theſe Sovereigns, obliged them to 
chuſe an Arbitrator, who was to be bur of 
indifferent Fortune, to prevent his growing 
too powerful ; and the Office was nat tobe 
hereditary, but he always choſe by conſent 
of thoſe Princes. This Arbitrator they cal. 
led Xars Perimal , and appointed his re{- 
dence to be in the City Calicut ; fo ancient 
is this Employment. The great concourſe 
of Merchants from all parts to thac City, 
cauſed it in time to riſe to .an Empire, 
though ſuch care-had been taken to prevent 
it. This Dignity of Emperour- (;which.is 
fignified by the word Zamor;) continued till 
the Year of Grace 347, according to. the 
Records of Calicut; but according to thoſe

Another 
Relation ſays; This Perimal was one of the 
three Kings that went to adore our Saviour, 
new Borti'at Berblebem, 'and perhaps that 
might be the Reaſon of his following the 
Apoſtle St. Thomas. In an ancigqe Manu- 
ſcript of two hundred years ſtanding, I have 
found what follows : Melchior was King of 
Nubis and Arabia; Baltaſar, of Goli and 
Sabs ; Ga(par, of Tharſis, Inſala, and Gri/ola, 
where the Body of St.7 homas'hics, and they 
were afterwards by him made Biſhops , and 
luffered Martyrdom with him. 

6. Inthis Empire (fo in all the Kingdoms 
of it) the Sons do not Inherit , but the Ne- 
phews born of Siſters , by reaſon 'of the ul 
conceit they have of the Mothers, believing 
this way they ſecure 'the Royal Deſcent. 
The Princeſſes that bring forth theſe Heirs,

The Nayres are very poor , few of 
them can maintain a Wife; and he tharcan, 
need not fear another corrupting of her, 
For this Reaſon three or four of them joyn 
to maintain a Woman, and that 1s their 
manner of Marriage: When one goes to 
the Wife, he leaves his Buckler at the Door, 
which is a ſign one is within 3 and if ano- 
ther comes, he muſt ftay. The Kingdom 
of Cochin was ſubje& to this Empire, though 

without paying Tribure , and made free by 
the Portugueles in requiial, for the fidelity 
of che King Uniramacou! , who Reigned 
when we firſt diſcovered Indis, and expoled 
himſelf to utter danger of being ruined, 
rather than deliver 6þ the Portugueſes to 
Zamori. King Emanuel lent him a Crown 
of Gold by the Vice-Roy D. Francis de Ab 
wejda, which he received, ſubmitting him: 
ſelf as a Subjet to Portugal , without any 
other acknowledgment ; 'but is yearly pre- 
ſented with two: pieces of Gold ; the one 
a Porcugues, being a Coin worth 18 Ducats, 
on the 1/* of Fanuary; the other on the 
day of the Epiphany, -is a Cup worth 640,

3. 7:da ( or as the Arabs call it ) G:4da, 
1s ſeated 1n Arabia Felix 1n twenty one De- 
prees and half of North Laticude, in a meft 
barren Soil, being all adeep Sand. It was a 
Colony of Moors, who attended more to 
Trade, than Dehght. -T he- Buildings aie 
g90d, bit not the Haibou:r; the Inhavi- 
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tatits of two ſorts, the native Arabs, and 
foreign Merchants. The Town was fortj 
fied by Mir Hozem, aftcr he was defeated | 
by D. Franciſco de Almeyda,' for his own $e- 
curity, being afraid ro return to the Soldan, 
but upon pretence of the Defence of the 
Sepulchre of Mahbomet and his Prince. When 
Hozem was bufie in this Work, came to'the 
Soldan Raez, Solyman, a Turk of baſe P+ 
rentage, but a powerful and bold Pyrate, 
born inthe Iſland Miryleve of the Archipelagy, 
He offered himſelf to command the Fleet 
of twenty ſeven Sail, that was preparing at 
Suez, to fall upon Aden, an employ Mir 
Hozem had ſet his Heart upon. The old ; 
Servant was laid aſide, and the Stranger re- 
ceived. The puniſhment of. this Tncon- : 
ſtancy ſoon fell upon Fods. For Solyman 
after repairing the Loſs ſuſtained at Adm, 
( where many of his Men were killed ) and. 
taking a great Booty in the Ciry Zeibid, 
returned to Gidda, where he flew Mir He , 
zem, and then delivered the City to the$ 


Soldan in Battel. This was the occaſion 
that Lope Soarez, found Solyman at Gidds. 
4- The Port being dangerous, Lope Soarez 
anchored a League from the City, 1n which 
there was ſo good Cannon, that three or 
four Peices reached the Ships at that d+ 
ſtance.

He appeaſed them 
by ſhewing his Inſtruions, wherein he 
was ordered to fight the Fleet, which he 
could not compals, nor to attack that City 
where there might be much danger and lit- 
tle profit, Tho Votes differed, it vas re- 
ſolved in_Council to deſiſt. He retired to 
the Mland Camaran, whenc: he ſent ſome to 
ſeveral parts of that Sea. Here died Duarte 
| Galvam, a ſtudjious and ingenious Man, 
who had been Embaſſador in ſeveral parts 
of Europe, and was going now in the ſame 
quality, being above ſeventy years of Age, 
to Preſter Fobn, At his death he ſaid, that 
his Son George Galvam and all his Men were 
caſt away in their Veſſel, and that in the 
Ind of Dalaca they had cut off the Heads 
of Laurence de Coſme and others that were 
ſent thither. It being impoſlible this News 
could be brought to the {land where he 
died, yet was afterwards found true.

Qualities. At the Cape of Goo Hope, one 
Ship was 1n danger of periſhing by means 
of a gieat Fiſh, which running againſt her, 
ſtuck the length of two ſpans of a long 
Beak it has 1nto her fide ; this was after- 
wards found to be the Fiſh called the Nee- 
dle. Lope Soares, preſently retigned the Go- 
vernment to Fames Lopez, and let Sail for 
Portugal with nine Ships. Sequeyrs began to 
ad,  D. Alonſo de Meneſes was font againſt 
Baticala, becaule it refuſed to pay. Fobn Go- 
meg, went for Maidivia, where he was to 
command ana build a Fort, Theſe things 
difpatched at Cochin, Tames Lopes, went a- 
way to Goa, whenge he diſpatched others, 
Anthony de Saldana to the Coaſt of Ara- 
bia, and Simon de Andrade to China, 

2. The King of Bmtam wna, had trea- 
cheroully concluded a Peace, only that 
D. Aiextns Meneſes and Fernan Perez, might 
depart for Cochin, as ſoon as they were 
gone, attacked Malacas with 1500 Mzn, 
and miny Elephants, 'and with 60 Veilels 
by Sea. In che City were only 209, many 
lick, and moſt unprovided. But this {ur- 
Prize cured many of their Feavers, and al! 
Men running to oppoſe the danger, on both 
lides there was a ſharp engagemenrt for the 
ſpace of three hours with great loſs to the 
En2my, and ſome on our tide. Twenty 
day; the King lay before the Town, and

then retired having loſt 339 Men, of our; 
18 wersg. killed. Then he lay to hinder 
the bringing of Proviſions till the Gover. 
nour ſent relief, and the Portugueſes percer. 
ving the damage they received from the 
Fort of Muar, whence Sanſotea Raja made 
inroads, they reſolved to gain it, and ac- 
cordingly gave the aſſault, and after a vigo. 
rous refiſtance entered, having killed moſt 
of the Defendants, which were $09 Mov, - 
and then burnr it after ſecuring the ſpoil, 
in which were 300 Cannons, ſome of Braſs, 
Thus Malaca was for a long time delivered 
of a dangerous Enemy. 

2. The King of B:mtam ſtill perſiſting in his 
reſolution of taking Malaca, the Inhabitants 
were reduced to great extremity, having 
but few Men, many of them fick, apd ther 
Commander Alfon/o Lopez ready to die. He 
delivered the City trom this laſt danger by 
rehigning his command to Garcia de Sa, who 
was newly arrived with 60 Men. Nothing 
of note happened at this time, only that 
Fames Pacheco going with two Ships in 
ſearch of the I{land of Gold was loſt, and 
moſt of his Men. 

4. Now arrived at Malaca,. Anthony Cor- 
rea, who came from the City Mariavan, 
where he had been concluding a Peace 
with the King of Pegs, at the {wearing of 
the Feace afliſted with the King's Miniſters, 
the Pricits of both Nations, Catholick and 
Gentiles. The Heathen was called the 
Great Rau/im, who after the Capitulations 
made in the Goiden Mine, as 15 en 

| om 
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tom of thoſe People were publickly read, 


began to read in a Book, and then taking 
ſome yeilow Paper ( a cotiour dedicated to 
their holy uſes ) with ſome ſweet Leaves 
of Trees, whereon were certain Characters, 
ſet Fireto it all, and then taking the Hands 
of the King's Miniſter and holding them 
over the alhes, ſaid ſome words, which ren- 
dred the Oath 1nviolable. Anthony Correa, 
to anſwer this Solemnity, ordered his Prieſt 
to put on a Surplice and bring his Brevia- 
ry, which was ſo tattered and torn, thar it 
was ſcandalous thoſe Heathens ſhould ſee 
. how lictle reſpe& was paid to our ſacred 
Books. Correa obſerving this, ordered to 
be brought inſtead of it a Book of Church- 
Muſick, which was more creditable, being 
bigger and better bound, and operung it, the 
firlt Verſe he met was.Vanity of Vanities. This 
palſed among'thoſe People as well as it it 
had been the Goſpel, The Metropolis of 
ths Kingdom is Bagou, corruptly called Pep. 
On the Weſt of it is the Bay of Bengals, on 
the Eaſt the Kingdom of $:amn, on the Souch 
that of Malaca, and on the North that of 
Arracam, The length almoſt a 1950 Lea- 
gues, and in ſome places the ſame bredth, 
not including 1ts Conqueſts. The Land 1s 
plain, well watered, and therefore fruittul, 
producing ſeveral Plants and plentiful of 
Proviſions, as well of Cattle as Grain. 
t many Temples with multipiicity of Idols 
and much variety of Ceremonies The 
People believe themſelves ro be deſcended 
from a Chineſe Dog and Woman, who only 

Q 2 eſcaping 
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eſcaping from ſhipwrack on that Coaſt in. 
gendred, and thence they ſay 1t 1s that the 
Men are very ugly and not the Women, 
thoſe taking after the Father, and thele after 
the Mother. Sodomy being grown much in 
ule among them, a Queen called Canar 
endeavouring to baniſh it, ordered that all 
ſhould wear ſmall Bells on the private Parts, 
thereby to incice them to the ule thereof 

neglected by thac horrid vice. | 
6. Garcia de Sa encouraged with the re- 
lief brought by Anthony Correa, reſolved to 
ſhew himſelf to the King of Bintam. He 
ficted 39 Ships, and in them 500 Men, 
whereot 150 were Portugueſes, and gave the 
command of all to Anthony Correa, They 
ſailed: co the place where the King was 
lodged, which was defended by a Fort well 
mann'd and with much Cannon. The ac- 
ceſs to 1t was guarded by many difficult 
Patles and Veſlzls well provided Our Men 
fell on, and the Moors {tav'd not for a le 
cond attack, ſo the Fort was taken and in 
it 20 pieces of Cannon. The King re 
tired to the Town and the Portugueſes tol- 
lawed, and found him with 20co Men and 
ſome armed Elephants. Mean while our 
Ships cleareg all thac hindred their going 
up the River, and then landing killed ma 
ny and put the reſt to flight, the Town 
was ficſt plundered and then burnt. - The 
King tiving on an Elephant, ſtopped not 
eiil be came to the Itland of Bintam, whert 
he continued long, wanting Courage and 

Neceitaiies to proſecute his hopes. 
6, His 
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6. His ſucceſs in the beginning of this 
War encouraged the Kings of Pacem and 
Achem to commit lome outrages againſt the 
Portugueſes. Garcia de Sa being now victo- 
rious, ſet out a Ship commanded by Ma- 
nel Pacheco to take revenge of the harms 
ſiRtained. After ſome ſucceſs he ſent out 
2 Boat for water, rowed by Malayes with 
only five Portugueſes in it, on a ſudden 
they eſpied three Ships of Pacem with each 
159 Men, the Commander made up to 
them before the others, and they finding it 

impolible to eſcape, boarded the Ship, and 

Jaid abour them with ſuch fury that they 
ſnon covered the Deck with dead Bodies of 
the Enemy, the reſt leaped over-board, and 
after them the Captain, rather to puniſh 
them than ſave himſelt, being ſeen to hue 
them wich his Cy mater as he ſwam. The 
hve Porturueſes were left 1n poſleflion of the 
Ship, which the other two perceiving fled. 
The King of Pacem terrified with this a- 
ion oifered Peace and Satrfaction for all 
the damage h2 had done, and ſo Emanuel 
Pacheco returned to Malaca with Honor, 
Where the Ship taken was preſerved as a 
monument of ſo notable an ation. Duarte 
Coello was then ready to fail for China, 
More ot him in 1ts proper place, let us fee 
what was done by the Commanders ſent a- 
droad by Fames Lopez de Sequeyra. 

7, John Gomez went to Maldivia to build 
a Fort there, but behaved himlelt with fo 


It, fell upon and killed ten or ewelve Por-

much pride, that the Moors offended at 
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twpusſes he had with him. Thus 1s the Chief 
of a thouſand Iſlands that Iye in cluſters n 
that Sea, and ſuch is the ſ1gnification of Md.

8. Chriſtopber de Souſa lent to the Coaſt 
of Dabul did much execution, not without 
ſome loſs. Chriſtopher de Sa in the Bay of 
Cambaya gave ſome trouble to Melique At, 

obliging him to lay up his Fleet of Boats. 
9. This year King Emanael ſent a Fleet 
of tourteen Ships to the relief of Indu, 
which was diſperſed to ſeveral parts. The 
Commander in Chiet George de Albuquerque 
and four more arrived in India. Six ftay'd at 
Mozambigue. Some fell into the Coaſt, of 
Braſil where fifty of the Men were killed, 
and one of the Captains D' Luis de Guzman 
wickedly {]2w others and turned Pyrat, 
whereby he grew very rich and art laſt died 
as he deleived. One was drove back to 
E:5bon, anotheg watering at Matira loſt ſome 
Men, and f1x more at Oja, that King keep 
ing thein long with kind entertainment, =

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Ship failed and left them, and was loft up- 
on a:Bank off of Quilos, and the Moors of 
that Iſland, Monfia and Zamntiber. (lew all 
but one young. Man. George de Albuquerque 
raſſed with much difficulty from Mozam- 


bique to India, not able to follow Fames _ 
Lopez, de Sequeyra to the Red-Ses, as he had 
ſent order by Gonzalo de Louli, who by the. 


way took up” the Men that had been caſt 
aſhoar in the late Storms. 

19, Tame Lopez de ah Hh having di- 
ſpatched the trading Ships homeward-bound, 
commanded by Ferdinando Perez de Andrade, 
and (ztrled other Afﬀairs, ſailed from Goes 
on the 13th. of February with a Fleet of 
24 Sail, and in it 180 Portupueſes and al- 
moſt as many Malabars and Canara. On 
the Coaſt of Aden Lopez, his Ship ſtruck up- 
on a Rock and was broke in pieces, the 
Men were ſaved and he went into the Ga- 
leon of Peter de Faria. At the entrance of 
the Red Sea they took a Mooriſh Ship, who 
informed them there were fix Turkiſh Gal- 
lies at Gidda with 1220 Men defigning a- 
gainſt Aden The weather hindered going 


In ſearch of them, and it had been to no 


wiepu for they hearing of our Fleet had 
aled into the ſhoar. Fames Lopez, deſigned 
for the I{lind Magua, when by the way, 
on the gth. of April being Eaſter-Sunday,/ 
there was ſen by all in the orb of the Sun 


about the time of its ſetting, -a lictle black 


Flag with ſome motion. Being arrived at 


the [{land, they found the Inhabitants were 


fled, yer they found ſome Booty and Vel- 
Qq4 ſels 
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ſels in the Port, and ſome Prizes in the 
Neighbourhood. The Inhabitants ef Me. 
cus were fled for refuge to the Port of 
Arquico belonging to Preſter Fobn ; the Go. 
vernour of the Town ſent a Meſſenger with 
a Letter to Fames Lopez, deſiring he would 
make Peace with thoſe People that had fled 
to his Proteion. He asked nothing in 
behalf of che Town becauſe they were all 
Chriſtians, and becauſe there was a Prophecy 
among them foretelling the coming of fo. 
reign Chriſtians to ſettle a correſpondence 
with them, which he ſeeing the Chriſtian 
colours looked upon to be fulfilled. Fame 
Lopez. returned a courteous anſwer, and 
ſtood in to the ſhoar, where ſome Chr- 
ſians came abroad to him. They told him 
their Prince Preſter Fobhn, had tome years 
fince, ſent an Embatladour whoſe name 
was Matthew, to a King of the end of the 
World, whoſe Fleet tnen conquered India, 
to inform him of thoſe remote Chriſtians, 
and demand fſuccour againſt the Mours, but 
that” he never returned. Sequeyra hearing 
this, was convinced thoſe Men dealt inge- 
nuouſly, becauſe he brought that Embal- 
ſadour with him, and had orders from King 
Emanuel to land him fate in his Prince's Do- 
minions. The Embatſadour was placed be 
fore them, who received him with great re 
{pe&t and jov, which was no lels in him for 
being reſtored to his, Country after ten years 
abſence. Next day came ten Religious Men 
from the neighbouring convent of the V+ 


i10n with the ſame gladnels to ſee him, they 
were 
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were received by the Prieſts of che Fleet 
1 their Surplices, There "were great de- 
monſtrations of Joy for the Union of two 
{> diſtant Nations agreeing 1n the ſame 
Faith, and the fruit of this meeting was, 
that thoſe who from the beginning had not 
| acknowledged the Supremacy of the Roman 
Church, now ſubmitted to it. 


CHAT. IV. 


A continuation of the Government of 
| James Lopez de Sequeyra, from the 
Tear 1520 fill the Tear 1521, and 
reign of King Emanuel. 


[. T HE Kingdom of Prefter Fohn, now 

| diſcovered, 15 moſt known by this 
name, though improper, and 1s properly 
called the Kingdom of Abaſſia, or Empire 
of the higher e Ethiopia, Ir was fo called 
from that great Fovarus (corruptly Preſter 
John) who came to it from the Chriſtians 
of Tartary, with a Croſs before him like 
our Biſhops.” And this King carried a Croſs 
in his hand, with the Title of Defender of 
the Faith, as being a Facobite Chriſtian. The 
Dominions of this Prince lye between the 
Rivers Nile, Aſtabora and Aſtapus, On the 
Eaſt it runs along the Red-Sea 120 Leagues, 
this being the leaſt fide, which in all con- 
tain 679 Leagues. . On the Welt it borders 
on thoſe Blacks who poſleſs the great _ 
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of Gold, for which they pay him Tribue, 
On the North divided from the Moors, by 
Line drawn from the City Suanquem to tho 
Iſland Meroe, or Nobs. On the South i 
borders on the Kingdom Adea, from whoſe 

mountains falls the River O6:, that loſes it 
felf. in the Sea at the Town of Quilmancein 
the Kingdom of Melinde. 

2. The Kings of Abaſſis pretend to be 
deſcended from Solomon and the Queen of 
Saba, ſhe being delivered on the way, call. 
ed the Child Meilech, and ſent him to his 
Father to be by him declared King of Etbiz- 

is, who when he anointed gave him the 
name of David his Grandfather. He or: 
dered his Houſhold , and gave him Off- 
cers of his own, and for High-Prieft 
AzZaria the Son of Sadog, who Role the 
Tables of the Law out of the Temple, 
and carried them with his new Prince. 
They affirm , that the Deſcendants of 
thoſe ſame Officers ſtill poſſeſs the ſame 
Employs. They had knowledge of the 
Law of Chriſt by the means of Queen 
Candace, 1n whom they glory as being of 
their Country. But their true Apoſtles 
were S. Philip, and S. Matthew, The King, 
in memory of his Deſcent, begins bis many 
Titles thus : David beloved w God, Pillar 
of the Faith, of Kin ta the Stock of Fade, 
Grandſon of David, Son of Solomon, Son of 
the Pillar of Sion, Son of the Progeny ot 
Zaceb, Sonof the Hand of Mary, &«c. Em: 
peror of the great and high Erhiopia, &c. 
The People are very religious, have many 
Chucchs, 
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Churches, and many Monaſteries of only 
wo Religious Orders, the one of S. Anthony, 
the otker the Canon Regulars. They have 
no conſiderable Towns, little practice of 
Learning, no skill in Mechanicks, and ſo 
are very rude in their Diec and Cloathing. 
In ſuch Houſes as uſe more Grandeur, all 
the Furniture is off other Countries. There 
are as expert Thieves among them, as our 


Gyplies in Europe. The Religions Men + 


who live in Convents wear long Habits of 


Cotton; the others and their Prieſts and * 


Nuns,Skins, which does not cover as much as 
Modeſty requires. Their Prince for the moſt 
part lives in the Field in a populous City of 
Tents, often removing. In his Meſſages 
he uſes chat ftlyle of Portugal; I the King 
greet you. This was what our Diſcoverers 
could then gather ;+ let others ſay what 1s 
fince found, and what Alterations have 
happened. 

3. Now came the Barnagax or. Governor 
of that Province, having received the 
News of the arrival of Matthew the Em- 
baſador, and our Fleer. He appeared on 
the Shoar with two hundred Horſe, and two 
thouſand Foot. After ſome difference a- 
bout the place for him and Famer Lopez "to 
- meet, they met on the Edge of che Water, 
and were ſeared on Chairs upon the Sand, 
which then burnt with the heat of the Sun; 
there Matthew the Embaſſador was deli- 
vered, and with him D. Rodrigo de Lima, 
ſent Embaſſador by King Emanuel to Preſter 
Tobn,

There they created of building a 
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Fort either on the Iſland Camaray, of that 
of Ma gua againſt the Moors. Laſtly,they both 
ſwore the Sincerity of this Agreement on 
a Croſs, and after they parted, ſent ſome 
Preſents on both parts. D. Rodrigo de Ling 
ſet forward on his Journey without Matthey, 
who ſoon after died in the Monaſte 

the Viſion, which he had earneſtly defired 
to. reach. Fames Lopez erected a prey 
Croſs in that Port in memory of the arr. 
val there of our Fleet, and cauſed many

Hence he went to the neigbouring [{landof 
Dalacs, and having burnt the City, deſerted 
by ics Inhabitants, ſtood over to the Coaſt 
of Arabia, One Galley and moſt of the 
Men were caſt away by bad Weather, and 
he came to an Anchor at Calayate, where 
he found George de Albuquerque, who waited 
his coming, and g:1ng on to Maſcate, lek 
him to winter theie with the Ships, and he 
went on with the Gallies to Ormuz, 
4 Whilſt our Governor was 1n the Red 
Sea, Chriſnarao, King of Biſnagar, covered 
the Hills and Plains, and drank up Riv 
with an Army of thirty hve Hes". 
Horſe, and ſeven hundred thirty three thou- 
ſand Foot, five hundred eighty fix Ele 
phaats, loaded with Cattles, in each of 
which were four Men, and twelve thouſand 


Water-carriers, to ſupply all parts, that the 
Men might not diſpe.ſe to ſeek it. The 
Baggage was numberleſs, and there were 
above wwenty thouland common Women. 


He led all this power to taks the oo 
£90, 
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hol, belonging of right to his Anceſtors, 
who ſill lefr the Recovery of it as a Charge 
to their Succeſſors, - and was poſſeſſed by H;- 
lil:an, with whom to this effet he waged 
War. | 
5. The City.Racbo! was naturally almoſt 
impregnable, ſeated on a high Mountah 
fortified with feveral Walls, and large an 
deep Dirches, ſtrong Tawers, ſtored with 
Aitillery, and all ather Defence, garriſoned 
by four hundred Horſe, eight thouſand 
Foot, and twenty Elephants, with Provi- 
fon and Ammunition enough to tire the 
moſt patient Beftegers. , Chriſnarao encam- 
ped about it, and gave-many Afaults to no 
effet for the ſpace of three months, when 
Hidalcan came to the Relief with erghteen 
thouſand Horſe, one hundred and ewenty 
thouſand Foot, one hundred and fifty Ele- 
phants, and much great Cannon. Afﬀter 
many Preludes theſe ewo Princes came to a 
Battel, wherein at firſt Clown received 
great damage, but recovering himſelf, made 
ſuch havock among Hidalcern's Men, that 
only thoſe eſcaped the Sword, or Captivity, 
whoat laſt moved pity in the very. Enemy. 
The principal Booty conſiſted of four thou- 
ſand Horſes, one hundred Elephants, four 
hundred great Cannon, belides the ſmall, 
ahd other Riches. Here died valiantly 
forty Portugueſes who were in the ſerviceof 
Hialcan, who ſaved himſelf by flight. As 
Cbriſnarao returned 1n a rage againſt the 
City, there came to his Camp Cbhr:/topher de 
Figueredo, with ewenty Portagneſes, who 
x brought 


brought ſome Arabian Horſes to ſol] to the 
King. They diſcourſed about the Sizge, and 
he asked leave to view the place which wg 
granted. He gave ewo Afſaulcs, and being 
backed in the ſecond by Criſnarao , the 
Town was enter'd. Criſnarao was puffed 


with this Victory when Hidalcens Of 


cers came to beg the Booty taken 1n the for. 
mer. He anſwered, .lt ſhould be reſtored, 
if Hidalcan came to kiſs his Foot, as ſupreme 
Lord of the Empire of Canare. The bale 
Condition was accepted, but the executwn 
prevented by ſeveral Accidents. Ruy de Mel, 
who commanded at Goa, laying hold of thy 
-opportunity, poſſeſſed himſelf of the neigh 
bouring part of.che Continent, with only 
two hundred and fifty Horſe, and eight hug- 
dred Canara Foot. | 

6. About this time Lope de Brito had ſuc: 
ceeded Fobn de Silveyra 1n the Command. 
of the Fort in Cey/en, and carried with him 
four hundred Soldiers, and many Work 
men, wherewith he made the Fort 
ſtrong, that it raiſed a Jealonuſie in the 
People .of Columbo, who, at the inſtigation 
of the Moors, refuſed to trade wich him, 
Brito (ent them ſome Threats, whuch 
brought on him ewenty thouſand Men, who 
beſieged him five months, during which 
time the belieged ſuffered great Hardſhips, 
till Anthony de Lemos arrived with fifty Men, 
with this {mall relief they ventured to fall 
upon that multitude, and putting all tothe 
rout, the place was reſtored to 1ts former 


quiet. , | 
7. The 
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7, The ſeaſon being fit to fail (whichin 
thoſe parts is very uncertain ) Femes Lo- 
ez ſer one from Ormuz, and went to meet 
George de Albuquerque at Calayate, where. 
he found one Ship arrived from Lisbon, of 
nine that ſailed thence together, all the o- 
thers afterwards came ſafe. One of theſe 
Ships ſailing before the Wind beyond rhe 
Cape of Good Hope, ſtopped all of a ſudden, 
the Sails, tho full, giving her no- motion. 
The Cauſe being examined into, it appear- 
ed that a great Sea-Monſter bore the Veſſel 
upon its back, the Tail-about the Rudder, 
nd Head up with the;Boltſprit, caſting up 
Streams of Water. It was removed by 
Exorciſms, no human means being thoughe 
ſufficient. The Sailers ſaid it was the Fiſh 
called Sambrero or Hat-Fiſh , becauſe 
the Head reſembles it, and ſuch a one, tho 
les, had been ſeen on the Coaſt of Portwgol, 
doing great harm about Atowguis. The 
King ordered the Governor to build Forts 1n 
Maluco, Sumatra, Maldivia, Chaul, and 
Dis, Fames Lopez reſolved to attempt the 
laſt firſt, To that effe&t he treated with 
Melique 4z, but was put off with delays, 
and he difſembling , ſailed for Cochin, to 
provide for his return thither, in order to 
gain by Farce whae the Moor endeavoured 
to put off by Arr. 5 

8. He diſpatched the homeward bound 
trading Ships under the Command of 4»: 
tomy de Saldana. Being eaſed of this Care 
he apfflved himfelf to that of the Attempt 
upon Diu. In order thereunto he gathered 
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the greateſt Fleet of ours that had been ſeen 
on thoſe Seas, confiſting of forty eight 
Veſſels of all forts and Qualities, and in 
them three thouſand Portugweſes, and eight 
hundred Malabars and Caneras. A prex 
Power lamentably diſappointed as will ap 
pear in the Sequel. 

9. On the ninth of February, Fame: Ly 
p22 appeared with all his pomp before Dis, 
Melique Az was then abſent, being goneto 
the King of Cambays, to prevent him grant 
ing the leave he perſuaded us to ask for 
building the Fort. And being ſuſpicious 
this preparation was made againſt him, had 
fortified and intrenched the City in wonder- 
ful manner. He had left in it againſt al 
Accidents his Son Melique Saca, and three 
ſtout Commanders with a ſtrong Garriſon, 
Our Governor having obſerved the Difficul. 
ties, had it debated in Council what was fitteſt 
to be done, and all agreeing the City ſhould 
not be aſſaulted, they all afterwards accuſed 
him becauſe it was not done. And tho 
they allowed his Prudence in private, yetin 
publick accuſed him of Cowardiſe, but hi 
Valour was well known. Beſides they laid 
ſeveral Imputations upon him, ſo that the 
innocent Sequeyra ſuffered for their Crime, 
having acted nothing with that great 
Power, bur only loſt much Reputacion.

10. D. Alexins, at his arrival at Cochin »C

o others appointed for ſeveral places. 
But their chief Buſineſs being Merchandiſe, 
their Names'are more proper for the Cu- 
ſtom-Houſe-Books. But becauſe ſome of 
them were at: Sumatra, it will be fir to 
give ſome ſhort account of that Iſland.

CHAP. V. 


A Continuation of the Government of 
James Lopez de Sequeyra, the Tear 
I521, and Reign of King Emanuel _ 


1 PHE Iſland Swmarre lying North- 
| Weſt and South-Eaſt 1s 1n length 
two hundred and twenty Leagues, 1ts great- 
eſt Breadth being but ſeventy, the Equt- 
noQtial Line cuts 1t into two equal parts. It is 
avided from Malacs by a narrow Channel, 
by a leſs ics moſt Southern Point is parted 
from #424 which is above one hundred 
Leagues in length, and bur twelve in 
breadth. Eaſt of it lies Borneo, cut by tha 
EquinoQtal, ſo that two Thirds are on the 
North-Side the Line. Sumarre 1s plain a- 
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bout the Coaſt, the inland mountainag, 


watered by great Rivers, covered with yaſt 
Wobds fo condenſed with Fogs, that all 
the Force the Sun has there cannot pierce 
them. For this reaſon 1t 15'very unhealthy, 
yet reſorted to tor its Riches, and chiefly 
plenty of Gold. There is in it a Spring of 


_ Oll, a burning Mountain like ets in 


Sicily, it produces white Sandal, Benjamij, 
Camphire , Pepper, Ginger, Cinnamon, 
abundance of Silk, much Fiſh and Cattle of 
ſundry forts. The Natives are Pagans; the 
Moors firſt came in as Merchants, then pol 
ſeſſed themſelves as Lords, lince the year 
1400. Of the Natives thoſe they call Be 
tas Who inhabit the inland are moſt brutal, 
eating human fleſh. The Adoors dwell on the 
Coaſt. They uſe ſeveral Languages, but 
chiefly that of Malacs, Their Weapons 
were poiſoned Arrows like thoſe of Favs, 


' from whom they are deſcended ; afterwards 


they uſed our Arms. The Iſland is divided 
into nine Kingdoms , that of Pedir was 
once thegreateſt, now that of Pacem whoſe 
Kings are no longer lived than the Rabble 
pleaſes. Georve de Albuquerque now carried 
one of their Princes expelled, to reſtore 
him co his Crown, either by perſuafion or 
bv fo-->, he having to this effec fled to the 
proteRtion of the Portugueſes, when, 4/fonſo 
de Albugu.ique took Malaca. : 

2. George Albugrerque arriving at the 
Iſlind, and alliſt:d by the neighbouring 
King of Ara, propoſed to the Ulurper id 
quit the Kingdom to the Jawtul __ 

who 
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who had ſubmitted himſelf to the King of 
Perivgal, Genial the Uſurper offered the 

e ſubmiffion to keep his poſſeſſion. 

2 Offer was refuſed , and Albuquerque 
went to attack him in-his Fort, which was 
{caled, and the Gate broke open, but va- 
hantly maintained by thirty Men who were 


in a Tower over 1t with the Uſurper him- . 


ſelf, till Cid Cerweyre with a Musket Shot, 
which went.through his Forehead, brought 
him down, whereupon the thirty Men dif- 
mayed and fled The Flower of chree thou- 
ſand Moors ( aſſaulted by three hundred of 
our Mey) courageouſly defended a large 
Court or place of Arms, affiſted by the E- 
kphants. He&or de Silveyra direfting his 
Lance to the Trunk of one, the Beaft put 
it by, and Jaying hold of his Body threw 
him into the Air, but ſo fortunately, that 
he lived. Two others ſucceeded better, 
one killing the Rider, the othes wounded 
the Elephant, fo chat he flew back, making 
preat havock among his own party. The 
Mos retired to a leſſer place, and being 
clole purſued, the King of Aru coming on 
to our aſſiſtance in due time, two thou- 
ſand of the Enemy were ſlain. Four or 
hve Men of Note were killed on our fide, 
many wounded, George de Albuquerque twice 
in the Face. Next day the liſ>oſſeſled 
Prince was Teſtored with great ſtate, and 
made tributary to King Emanuel, and a Fort 

raiſed there as in other places. » 
3. At this time arriived at the ſame 
Port Antony de' Brito with the Fleet that 
R 2 had 
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had been commanded by his Brothe 
George, who with the choice of his Men 
was killed on the ſhoar of Achem, tweny 
Leagues diſtant from Pacem, and was ſent 
thither with ſix Sail, and three hundre 
Men- Behold an example of Avarice an 
Ingratitude. Fobn de Borba, after ſuffering 
Shipwrack, having been toſſed nine daysa 
the Waves with nine Compamions, and | 
upon the ſhoar of Achem, was received and 
reheved by that King, as if he had beenin 
hs native Country. But George de Brito xr 
riving, he informs him there was 

ſtore of Gold in the Tomb$of the Kug, 
and the more to induce him to commit 
the Robbery, ſaid the King had taken + 
way the Goods of ſome Portngueſes, Brit, 
after ſome inquiry into the Bulaneſs, began 
to pick a quarrel with the King, and lake 
upon that Gold. He landed with two hut 
dred Men,- and finding a Fort in his way, 
cook it. Two Drunken Men ifſuing ou 
after the taking were killed by the Enenjj, 
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and ſeveral ſucceeding to relieve or revenge 8 
them, George de Brito was at laſt obliged Ml 
come to their Succour at ſuch time as th: y 
King came on with a thouſand Men and il þ; 
ſix Elephants. Here Brito and moſt oil 
- his Men were killed, among them fiky il +; 
Note. This is the juſt Reward of Injuſtic, WW 
Ingratitude and Avarice. The fad Re IM (x

4 George de Albuquerque returning to Ma- 
ks, and taking poſleflion of that Com- 
mand, prepared to make War upon the 
King of Bintam, who was forty Leagues 
4ftant from Malacs, in the Iſ)and Bintan 
of forty Leagues circumference. The 
Ind was well fortified, having twoſtrong 
Caſtles, and the Rivers ſtaked, fo that it 
ſeemed almoſt inacceſlible. Albuquerque 
ſet out from Malace with eighteen Sail, and 
fix hundred Men. Finding 1t impoilible 
for the Ships to come up, he-landed his 
Men in Boats to attack a Fort, but the 
Water being up to their middles, and the 
Enemies ſhot very thick, they were forced 


to retire without doing any execution, and. 


having loſt twenty Men, and many 
Founded. 

56. Hence Antony de Brito ſet fail for the 
Maluco W{lands, which are in the midſt of 
many others under the EquinoQial, abour 
three hundred Leagues from Malaca Eaſt- 
ward. The principal of them are five, a- 
bout twenty five Leagues diſtant from each 


other. Their Names (tho in general call- - 


ed Malucos F are Ternate, T idore, Mouſell, 
Maquien, Bacham. The biggeſt not above 
Ix Leagues in circumference. They are 
covered with Woods and Fogs, therefore 
unhealchy. Theſe five produce <<: 
d.t no manner of Food, and « nd 
Batoching, fixty Leagues in length, pro- 

Þ duces 
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duces Food but no Cloves. In ſome they 
re flaming Mountains, chiefly 1n Tera, fiſh i 
Their chief Suſtenance 15 Meal . made of Mi | 
the Bark of. Trees like ro the Palm, fron 
theſe and others they have Wine and Ving. 
gar. There is a ſort of Canes.that inthe 
hollow have a Liquor delightful to drink. 
The Inhabitants are not great Lovers of 
Fleſh, though they have plenty; more of 
Fiſh, of which there is an infinite quantiy, 
They are not affable, but warlike, and 
moſt (wift either in running or ſwimming, 
Idolaters as to their Religion. Of ther 
Origen there is no account. They were in 
proceſs of times poſſeſſed by Moors, ſince 
whoſe firſt coming to them there was yet 
living an bld Maſter when Brio ar: 
rived, 

6, To theſe I{lands, and particularly Te 
nate, Brito was ſent to build a Fort, which long 
fince Boylefe the King thereof had defired 
Others had gone before but to no effd, 
as 1n the time of Albuquerque, Antony de 4: 
breu, who loſt one of the three Ships he 
carried, but ſaved the Men. He arriwedin 
the Ifland Banda; five go under this name, 
out 1t 15 moſt proper to the chief, which s 
like an earthly Paradice, one great Orns 
ment of it being the Plant which produces 
the Mace. Antony de Abreu returned to 
Malaca, but his other Captain Francs Sm. 
ram was drove to Ternate, the King where

#Aamous. Anthony de Miranda went thi- 
a ther afterwards, Francis Serram ſtaying there 
to expect an, anſwer from King Emanuel, 
to the Letters of the Kings of Ternare and 
Tidore each ſtriving to; have the Fort builc 
in this \fJand.. D: Triſt ane de Meneſes after- 
wards carried this anlwer, Becauſe the 
difference increaſed about the ſame thing 
berwzen the cwo Kings and the King of Be- 
can who defired the' lame, Tran deferred 
the work to avoid the danger, and get load- 
ing for five Ships he had with him. This 
was what happened from the taking of Me: 
laca, till this time when Anthony de Brito 
undertook the Aﬀeairs of Maluco. 

7. He had ſix Ships and above 390 
Men. At the {land Agacim he met D. Gar- 
cs Enriquez, with four Sail. They ſet out 
together, and Brito arrived at Ternate at ſuch 
tine as the King Boleyfe was dead, and he 
of T;dore had admitted to the Spaniards, 


thinking himſelf as happy in them, as Ter- 


nate could be in the Portugueſes. Yet ſce- 
ing the Queen of Ternate Governels of her 
Son, received Brito with great Joy, he vi 
lted and finding him 61{pleaſed on account

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S. At this time a Correſpondence wa 
held between Fraxcs Serram at Ternate and

turned to the advantage of Spain, and troy. 
ble of Portugal. Magallanes, or as he is com. 
monly called among us Magellan, was z 
om of good Note, a- Man of Vz 
lour, and Knight of Santiago, and had ſer. 
ved well at Azamor in Africk, and in ſun- 
dry parts of India, He ſolicited for a for 
of —_ (given uſually to, Men of (er. 
vice in Spain and' Portugal _) very inconf- 
derable for the value, but of much eſteem 
for the honour of it. With much Juſtice 
he might pretend to it, and therefore find- 
ing a refuſal, proceeding from the malici 
ous accuſations of ſome Men, which found 
more Credit than his Service, he reſolved 
- to quit the Kingdom, and go over to the 
Emperour Charts the V. his Service. By 
his skill in Sea-Afﬀairs, and the Correſpon- 
dence he held with Serram at Maluco, he 
gueſſed there might be another way to 1s 
dis, and this at ſuch time as the Spaniard 
had began to taſte the Fruit of thoſe Iſlands, 
. and accordingly he writ to Serram that he 
hoped ſoon to be his Gueſt at Ternate, go 
ing thicther a new way. In order hereunto he 
went and offered his Service in Spain, was 
admitted, and the command of five Ships 
given him, with 250 Men, ſome of them 
Portugueſes, He failed from the Port of 
' St. Lucar de Barrameda on the 20th. of Sep- 
zember 1519. Many at this time took the 
liberty to rail and caſt reproaches _ 
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him» but he to take oft the occaſion, had by 
a ſolemn a& unnaturalized himſelf. Princes 
hould be cautions of forcing to deſperate 
aQions by injuſtice, ſuch Men as have de- 7 
ſerved rewards. ; 

9. Theſe Ships being paſt the Rio de Fa- 
xz;70 on the Coaſt of Braſil, the Men be- 

2n to be mutinous, but much more when 
ea paſſed the.Raver S. Fulan, they found 
not the Streight they looked for, and be- 
gan to be* pinched with the great cold of 
that Climat. Hence pfoceeded ſome dif- 
reſpettul diſcourſes againſt Magellan, not 
only refleting on his Knowledge, but al- 
ſo his Fidelity. He finding u run high, 
and that of neceflity he muſt give them 
ſome ſatisfaRtion, ſupprefling the beſt he 
could the -anger that began to ſwell his : 
Breaſt, called together the Principal Men, 
to whom he made a large and learned dif- 
couſe. He ſpoke of Navigation in general, 
then of Diſcoveries, and the Pains and 
Hardſhips that great Undertakings are ſub- 
f&t to, he encouraged them by the example 
of all the great Diſcoverers that had been 
before them, he put them in mind that the 
World would ſay the Spaniards wers leſs 
daring than the Portugueſes, and after pro- 
poling many motives of Honour and Glory, 
concluded with threatning to puc 1n execu- 
tion the Power of Life and Death che King 
had given him, and accordingly to puniſh 
luch as were refratory. This, inſtead of a 
Compliance, produced freſh Diſputes, more - 


Diſagreement and finally a CO 
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kill Mageban, thinking no other means were 
lefe to prevent the proſecution of this Voy- 
age. The Chief Conſpirators were three 
Captains Cartagene, Quixadg, and Mendegs, 
The Deſign avas diſcovered, and Mendogs 


immediarely ſtabbed, and after quartered, 


the other two were taken, and Luixads 
quartered alive, both as Traytors. Carte- 
geng With a Prieſt who had a hand in the 
Deſign were ſet aſhoar on that barbaroys 
Coalt : moſt of the Men were in the Con- 
ſpiracy,but it was neceſfary to pardon them, 
leaſt he ſhould want them to proſecute the 
Voyage. Whilſt they wintered there, he 
ſent ſome Men into the Country, who 
went up about twenty Leagues, and brought 
ſome of the Natives of the ſtature of Giant, 
being above three yards high: Aﬀeer (uf- 
fering much through Cold and Hunger, and 
continual Labour in the Ships, being almoſt 
ſpent, 'they reached the Cape they called 
De las Virgenes, or, Of the Virgins, becaule 
diſcovered on the Day of the 11500 Vir- 
gins. Ic lies in 52 Degrees of South La- 
titnde. Below ic they diſcovered the 
mouth of the Streighe they looked for, bi: 
ing a League wide. Being entred, they 
found within in ſome places the ſame bredth, 
in others ſomewhat more, and in others 
much leſs. The Land high on both fides, 
part bare and part covered with Woods, 
many of Cypreſs, and much Snow which 
made the tops of the Mountains appear the 
higher. Having run about 50 Leagues in 
this Stretght they ſpied another, and _ 
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gelan ſent one Ship to diſcover it, but ha- 
ving ſtaid much beyond the limited time 
hoe hos return and no news of her, he or- 
dered the Aſtrologer Andrew Martin to e- 
re& a Figure, and he anſwered they were 
gone back to Spain, and that: the Captain 
Alvaro de Meſquita was carried as a Pri- 
ſoner for oppoling that reſolution. It pro- 
ved ſo, and they ſpent eight Months in the 
Voyage. Magel/an ſomewhat troubled at this 
ation, called the Chief Men to Council, 
and contrary to the Opinions of all reſol- 
ved to proceed. Which he put in execu- 
tion and came out into the South Sea with 
only three Ships of the five, that which 
Fobn Serrans commanded. being loſt, but 
a ”_ though with much difficulcy all 
dVEd.

10. To ſhun the Cold which tormented. 
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Magellen's Afiſtance againſt him. Aﬀer 
two Viories he was killed in a third Ba. 
ele, together with the Aſtrologer and ſome 
others, on the 25th. of April 1521. The 
King who in Baptiſm was called Ferdinang, 
ſeeing that ſlaughter, agreed with his Ene- 
my to kill all the Chriſtians that were 4. 
ſhoar, and inviting them to Dinner poy. 
ſoned them all. They who were aboard 
being too few for three Ships, burnt one, 
and ſet fail with the other two, one of them 
the famous YViory commanded by obs Se. 
baſtian Cano, They arrived at the Maluco, 
and were received at Tidore by the King, 
in hatred of the Portugueſ, es and Ternaten- 
ſes for their late Differences. There they 
loaded with Spice, and went thence to Bay. 
da, wherz they took in more with the Aſ- 
fiſtance of obs de Louroſa a Portugues. The 
ſecond Ship returned to Ternate, ſome of 
the Men being dead, and the reſt ſpent by 
a contagious Diſeaſe. Antony de Brito trea- 
ted them as 1f they had been his Country: 
men, not intruding Strangers, relieved and 
ſent them to India, whence they returned 
1n our Shipz to their Country. The fa- 
mous Ship the ViFory returned with triumph 
to Spain, after performing that wonde 
Voyage about the World. . Their arrival 
raiſed new Conteſts between the Empe- 
rour Charles the V. and our King Jobs 
the III. becauſe the Malxco {lands belong: 
ed to Portugal, according to the former a- | 
grezment. The Year 1524. there was 2 
meeting of Civilians and mt ey 4 
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bout this Aﬀair between Bedajoz and Elvas, 
which fell to nothing. But was afterwards 
ſetled in the Year 1525.

CHAT. YE 


Continues ſtill the government of James * 
' Lopez de Sequeyra and reign of King | 
Emanuel. 


JT is abſolutely neceſſary ſomething be 1521; 
ſaid of thoſe Captains who the fore- 
going years were ſent to ſeveral parts, tho? 
what they did was 1n relation to Trade, a 
ſubjet unbecoming a grave Hiſtory. Fer- 
nan Perez, de Andrade had ſecured the Trade 
of Chins in the City Luantung. The profic 
was exceeding great, and ali Mens defires 
were directed thither. His Brother Simon 
de Andrade obtained leave of the Governour. 
\ to undertake that Voyage with five Ships. 
They anchored in the Port of the Iſland 
Tamou, oppoſite to Quentung where the o- 
ther had - been. Our Embaſſadour to the 
King of China was not yet gone thence, 
but went ſoon after up a large River with 
three Veſſels richly furniſhed with Portugues 
Colours, it being a received Cuſtom that 
none but thoſe of China ſhould be ſeen there, 
which are Gules a Lyon Rampant. In this 
manner he came to the foot of the Moun- 
tain, 1n which are the Springs of the River 
- he ſailed. This Mountain 1s called Malex- 
"Om, 
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am, which beginning at the Bay of Conchir 
china in the Province of Fokien, divides three 
Southern Provinces,: that 1s, 2uengfi, Quan 
tung and Fokien, as the Perineans, Spain and 
France. In one of the only two Ports there 
are in this diviſion Thomar Perez landed, 
and travelled Northwards to the Province 
and City Nanking, where the King then 
was, having ſpent four Months in the Jour. 
ney without ſtaying at any place. So large 
is that Empire. That Prince deſigned to 
give him audience at Peking, a City farther 
diſtant. The Embaſſadour followed.” Bur 
now appear the effe&s of trading avarice, 
for whilſt he travelled, Simon de Andrade 
behaved himſelf after ſuch a manner in the 
 Hland Tames, that an account of his bad 
proceedings was ſent after Thomas Perez, 
The Embaſladour ſet out, but the Informa- 


- . tion reached the King firſt, and was fully 


credited He and his Companions were 
condemned to death as Spies. The rigour 
| of the Sentence was mitigated, but the Em- 
baſly not received, and they ſent back Pr- 
ſoners to Quantung, with order, that in caſe 
the Portwugueſes would reſtore Malacs to its 
King, who was a ſubje& to China, they 
they mighe be reſtored and heard, other- 
wiſe theſe ſhould be puniſhed, and none 
ever admitted, but treated as Enemies. 

2. Simon de Andrade was proud and con- 
ceited, and thought by high Hand to au- 
thorizs his unjuſt dealing. To this end, as 
if he had been King of that Iſſand, he raiſed 


a Fort, and ſet up a Gallows to terrify the 
People 
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People. He committed violence ppon the 
Merchants who reſorted thither, contrary to 
their Privileges, and bought young People 
of both Sexes without the uſual precautions, 
giving occaſion to Tlyveves to ſteal them 
from their Parents. Theſe extravagancies 
which loſt nothing by the carriage, were 
heard by the King before Thomas Perez, and 
had the eff-& above related. ® At thistime 
arrived there Fames Calva with one Ship 
from Lisbon, and others from Malaca. The 
Portugueles agree in ating more 1nſolently, 
which wholly exaſperated the Governours 
of Luantung, who to puniſh them, ſecured 
ſome, and contrived to take the Ship arri- 
ved laſt. They began to at when Duarte 
Coello arrived with two Veſſels from Malacs, 
well manned and provided. The Trao or 
Admiral of that Sea, attacked them with 
ffry Sail, did ſome, and received greater 
damage from our Artillery, was forced to 
retire, and lying off, kept them befteged. 
Forty Days he had kept them in, when 
Ambroſe del Rego came with two Ships more 
from Malace, and it was reſolved 'to force 
their way through Ttaor's Fleet, and get out 
of the Ifland. The Fight was bloody, bue 
a Storm riſing diſperſed the Enemies Fleet 
and left ours 1n ſafety. The Treo revenged 
ths Diſaſter upon ſome of our People that 
arrived there, and upon the Embaſſadour, 
Themas Perez, and his Companions who be- 
ng returned to Quantung were all ſlain and 
robded of the Preſent ſent co that King, 
and what Perez had gained. We will _ 
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. paſs it infilence to ſhow how great wa the 
return of this Trade, for this Man being of 
baſe Parentage, and by Trade an Apor 
(though choſen for Embaſſadour for hy 
good Parts) yet at this time there was found 
with him 2020 weight of Rhubarb, 160 
picces of Damask, 409 of other Silks, abore 
100 ounces of _ —e oy - _ 
three quarteyg of a hundred of looſe 
ons 3920 Purſes of 1t, at firſt called 
Papes, and much other Merchandiſe. 

3. Mecrin King of Laſab refuſed to pay 
the tribute due to the King of Ormuz for the 
Iſlands of Babarem and Catifa, on the Coalt 
of Arabia; and he of Ormuz was backward 
in paying us, excuſing himſelf with the {- 
lure of the other. He had,galready (ent a 
conſiderable Force with ſome Afliiſtance & 

| Portugueſes to reduce him, but to no effed. 
He now reſolved to do it effecually, and 
treated about it with James Lopez de $% 
gqueyra, who to ſecure our tribute, canſentel 
co afliſt him againft his Enemy. The 
King of Ormuz ſer out 200 Vellels with 
3000 Arabs and Perſians, The Porrws 
party conliſted of ſeven Ships and 400 Men, 
commanded by Anthony Corea, All our Ships 
arrived at Babarem, Raez Xaraſo com 
ded the Ormuzians, ſome whereof came ont 
up. Acrin was well prepared to receive

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2. The Cauſe of D. Lxis his going to Or- 
wat Was the Infurre&ion which was occa- 
foned by the avarice of the Portugues Of- 
ficers there. Fames Lopez had placed them 
there againſt his Will in Obedience to the 
King's Commands, and at the perſuaſion 
of Men who loved Novelties, and ſaid the 
reaſon the Tribute of Ormuz, was not well 
paid, was,that the Officers cheated the King, 
to prevent which it was convenient to place 
Portugueſes 1n their ſtead, To the avarice u- 
ſed by the Portugueſes was added, the Vio- 
lence they offered to the perſons and honor 
of thoſe people, forcing their Daughters, 
and Wives from them.

To compaſls his 
Deſign, , prevailed with the Men of that 
City to write a Letter co the King, telling 
him he might ſafely come thither, his Ene- 
my being already expelled, and that he 
might ealily deſtroy him with the afliſtance 
of the Portuguſes. He gave credit to the 
ſetter, deſired the afliſtance of the Com- 
mander, who gave him eighty Portugueſes 
and two hundred Moors, commanded by his 
Brother D. Emanuel 1n [mall Veſſels of Oars. 
The King marched along the Shore with 
above a thouſand armed Elephants. He 
mas received at Pedir with feigned Joy, and 
a Defign to cake him Priſoner that night, 
which was deferred to ſecure the Portugueſes. 
The King being informed of the danger, 
next day fled with two Elephants and ſome 
Men. The Portugweſes were left on the Shore 
expoſed to:the Enemies Dares and Arrows. 
D. Emanuel and thirty five of them were 
| killed, the reſt fled. With this loſs D. Andres 
loſt alſo the hopes of maintaining the Fort, 
He asked Proviſions of Raphael Pereſftello, 
who was at Charigam, the chief Port of 
Bengala. Dominick Seixas was nnmediately 
ſent with a Ship, who was ſtopped by thirty 
Poriugueſes, who were turned Pirates in that 
Sea, 
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Sea, commanded by Games Fago: Seixa 
landed at Twmacars to ger Provifions, and 
one Brito making himſelf is $0 of the 
Pyrats (Gago being dead ) an flying viath 
a Veſſe] that was laden in the Port, le 
Seixas and ſeventeen Portugueſes aſhore, 
who were afterwards Slaves in the Kingdom 
of Siam, Such 1s the Fate of thoſe who 
truſt them that have violated all human and 
divine Laws. 

3. D. Andres advertiſed the Governor of 
the Condition he was in, defiring a Suc- 
ceſſor to command the Fort, Lope de Azeve 
do was ſent, to whom he would nat deliver 
the Poſt through Covetouſnels of acquiring 
more, having already gained much there 
Azevedo returned to India The King 
Aebems over-runs all that Country with Fire 
and Sword, enters the City Pacem with 
fifteen thouſand Men, and ſummons D. 4x 
dres to quit the Fort. He after ſuſtaining 
three Atſaules to ſave the Riches he had 
there, withdraws, leaving the Command 
to his Brother-in law Ayres Coello, who cou- 
ra21u{ly took upon him this danger he ſan 
the other ſhun. Bur the Sea forced back 
D. Andrei to the danger he avoided. 

4.D. Andres (ailing tor India,met Sebaſtian 
de Souſa, and Marrm Correa, with two Ships 
bound for the Ifland Banda to load Spices 
Sexſa came from Madagaſcar, whither he 
was fent by King Emanzel to build a Fort 
Port Mzctatane, which was not executed, 
v2caulſe the Ship wherein were the Mate- 


rials tor the Work was caſt away. T 
| ro 
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two Captains hearing by D. Andres the 
Condition of Pacem, went direfiy to that 
Port. 


ſeeing this Relief, abated of their heat; 
and D. Andres after eight days reſiſting was 
forced back by the Weather. Above eight 
thouſand Enemies one night encompaſſed 
the Fort, in which were three hundred and 
fifry Portugueſes, ome lick, ſome wounded, 
and all ſpent with labour and watching. 
With great fhlence they applied above ſeven 
hundred ſcaling Ladders, and mounted 
with great Shouts. The Diſpute was hotly 
maintained on both ſides, till ſome Ships 
being fired, gave hght to each other, and 
to level our Cannon, which killed many of 
the Enemy and two Elephants. The 
morning diſcovered rwothouland Men (lain 
about the Fort, on our fide only one Wo- 
man killed by an Arrow in her Chamber, 
The remaining f1x thouſand retired, leav- 
ing half their ſcaling Ladders and Fire- 
works. Nevertheleſs the Difficulties of 
maintaining the place conſidered, it was 
reſolved in counſel to abandon the Fort, 
ſhipping all the Men and Goods, and then 
gwing fire to the reft. The great Cannon 
were left full of Powder, that when the Fire 
feached them they might burſt. Moſt of 
the Fort, was deſtroyed, but the Enemy 
coming in ſaved ſome Cannon, winch af-- 
terwards did us great harm. The Portugueſes 
loſt ſome Goods in ſhipping, and embar- 


qued up to the Necks in Water with the

Ayres Coello had then ſtond a furious

This drew them to a Battel, in which moſt 
of the Portugueſes periſhed, ſome drowned, 
ſome torn by the Cannon, and ſome taken, 
part whereof died miſerably in the Priſon 
at Znantung, and twenty three were cut 1n 
peices as Spies and Robbers, the laſt part of 
the Accuſation being the trueſt.

1ons relieved him, and put them to 
flight. Hierom de Souſa was ordered with 
fix Veſſels againſt the Moealabars of that 
Coaſt, who defeated forty Catures, Indian

to the Fort of Calicut, Two Gallies having 
joined him afterwards, he fought eighty 
' Parars in the River of Bracalor, bound for 
Cambays With Spice, he took twelve of them 
with the loſs of four Men. He ordered 
the Commander of the Fort in Ceylon to 
quit ic, as not worth. che keeping, and had 
the lame Orders for that of Pacem, bur ne- 
ceffity had before cauſed it to be executed. 
Simon Sudre was ſent to Maldive with four 
Ships to oppoſe the Moors, who infeſted us. 
He fought a Moor of Cananor, who had fix 
Veſſels, took two, and the four narrowly 
eſcaped. The Viceroy, tho ſick, had great- 
er Deſigns in hand, but Death drawing on, 
he named Lope Vaz. de Sampayo his Succe(- 
for, till ſuch time as D. Enrique de Meveſes, 
Who was at Goa, and the next named 1n the 
Patents came. He died upon Chritmeas- 
Eve, having been Viceroy three months, 
was of a middle ſtature, ſomewhat grols, 
ruddy Complexion; he is painted with a 
ack Cap, Cloak and Breeches, edged 
with Velvet, all (laſhed, through which ap- 
pears the Crimſon Lining, the Doubler of 
Crimſon Sattin, and over 1t his Armour 
inlaid with Gold.

3. Lope Vaz, de Sampayo, ſent Francis d; 
Sa to carry the N2ws of his acceſs to the 
Government to D. Enrique de Meneſer at 
Goa. He delivered that Command to the 
ſaid Francs de Sa, and came away imme- 
diately. Firſt he ſent his Nephew D. George 
Telo with a Galliot, and five Paraos, againſt 
They met 
thirty eight Veſſels laden with Spice, ungler 
the Command of Curiale, to'+k four, and 
forced the reſt aſhore. The four were 
brought to Goa, with many of the Eneme 
hanged upon the Sh:ouds, the Canara who 
rowed carried thirty H=e2ds, and twelve a- 
live, who we'e delwvered up to the Boys, 
and by them ſtoned to death, the Sea threw 
up above {ix:y upon the Shore. Afterwards 
the lame D. George had the like lucceſs a- 
gainſt a Ship and nine Pargos,and then failed 
to Cochin with his Uncle, who bv the way 
being accidentally joined by D. George de 
Meneſes, defeated thurty hx Pareos of Diu, 
and took ſeventeen. At Cananor he hanged 
a Moor of Quality, which occaſioned many 
of his Relations for ſhame to leave the 
Cicy, and go live upon robbing along the 
the River. By the King's Conſent D. Ew 
rique ſent Hector de Silveyra againſt them 
wit ewo Gallies and a Brigantine; jn two 


days he burat four Towns with much diff + 


culty, 
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culty, and took their Cannon, Chrifopber 
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1; Brito ſet out with fourteen Gallies, and 


hour one hundred Men. They ſcoured 
the Sea. deſtroyed ſome Moors, and at Da- 
hy came out to them two Galiots, and 
ſen other Veſſels with above three hundred 
Men. At the fiiſt thock they killed our 
Commander, Chriſtopher de Brito; to re- 
renge whom, our Men falling on furiouſly, 
in tour hours me killed moſt of them, and 
took the reſt and their Captain in Chief, 
who afterwards died of his Wounds at Ges, 
being fi:ſt converted to the Faith. The 
Commander of Calicut being ſtreightened 
by a great number of Nayres and other 
reople that frequented that City, forced

Mmeſes were there, ani dilſatified with 
what D Vaſco de Gama had done 1n their 
Butinzfs, an} he had no mind to undo what 
the Viceroy had done to oblige his Couſins.

Guardafu, where arrived before him Antony 


d& Macedo, with a Galeon, and two Cara- 
vels, tho ſent later. They had taken the 
Veſſel of thoſe mutinous Portugueſes who 
had killed their Captain, and now praiſed 
Pyracy by this Crime to ſhun the puniſh- 
ment of the former. One N. de Aguiar 
commanded them -who was. beheaded at 
Ccchin, and the reſt impaled or baniſhed ac- 
cording as they were found guilty. The 
wo Antonies agreed to ſpread themſelves 
crols the Mouth of that Sea, that ſo no E- 


nemy-Ship might eſcape them. This Mouth 


reaching from Cape Guardafu 1n Africk, to- 
Cape Fartaque in Arabia is fifty Leagues 

over. Here they took ten Zembaces and three 

Ships. Thence they went to the City Xael, 

and burnt many Moors 1n ſeven Ships, and 
took five, Mean whule D. Simon de Meneſes, 
aflifted by Fernan Gomez,, burnt the Town 
of Mangalor, and ten Ships in the Harbour,

duct. KRedfor de Silveyra commanded one 
of the Squadrons containing ſeven Ships, 
and Peter de Faria the other of twenty five, 
and three hundred and thirty Men; They 
encouraged our Men, and did harm to the 
Enemy from the Water, becauſe they could 
not land till the Governour arrived with 
twenty Sail, and 1500 Men, beſides ſome 
Catures or ſmall Craft; and Amony' de Ms 
randa coming at the ſame- time, all the 
Sea of Calicut was covered with Ships.

Enriquez who then commanded the Cruiſers 
apon the Coaſt of Mealaca went thither. 

5. He arrived at Ternate, where ſome. 
Differences arofe between him and Brito. 
They agreed among themſelves, and by 
conſent ſent a Portugues with a ſmall Veſ: 
(el ro diſcqver the lf{lands called Celebes, 
where they heard was great plenty of Gold. 
The Diſcoverer found the I{lands, but not 
the Gold; - and being upon his return, was 
carried away by a ſtorm to the Eaſtward, 
till he loſt his Account, and unexpectedly 
fell into a great and beautiful Iſland. The 
Inhabitants moſt ſimple, and treated them 
with greataftetion. Of Coiour more in- 
clined to white, of Body ſtrong and comly, 
lnk Hair, and long Beards, their Cloaths 
of very fine Mats; their Food, Roots, Co- 
cos and Figs. Their Language was not un- 
derſtood, but they dealt by f1gns. By tokens 
they gave to underſtand chat in the moun- 
tain there was Gold, whereof they made no 
aſe; they had no knowledge of Iron, or 
any other Metal. They letc this Hand, 
which they called of fames Lopez, de Sequey- 
rs the Name of the Pilot, and returned to . 
Ternate after eight months, whence Antony 
de Brito was then departed, leaving D. Gar- 
ca the Command of the Fort.

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6. Peter Maſcarenas at Malaca conſider. 
ing how much had been done by his Prede. 
cefſors in defence of that place, and that j 
was no leſs inſupportable than dangriets 
to ſuffer the King of Bintam to he ſafe in 
his Works, and continue his hopes propoſed 
to deprive him of both. He immediately 
began to put 1n execution his Deſigns, 
tho they proved unſucceſsful._ 

5. George de Albuquerque ſailing from Me. 
lacs towards Cochm, with only one Veſſe], 
met Arel de Porca with twenty five Barques 
of Calicut, who was ſeeking Revenge, for 
that D. Enrique had treated him as ks de- 
ſerved for his Cowardlineſs at che. Aſſault 
of Couletes The Caſe was that: D. Enrique 
at that Engagement perceiving him ſtand 
only as a Looker on, watching the oppor- 
runity of ſharing the Plunder, cauſed 
Cannon to be levelled at him ſo dexterouſh, 
that it broke his Leg. Now he ſought Re 
venge, and drew on himſelf farther p 
niſhment , for Albuquerque not able to"# 
void the twenty five- Barques, to loſe no 
time of playing his Cannon, levelled amon 
them all, they anſwered with Showers 
Ball and Arrows. But our Artillery was 
ſo well managed, that Are} was forced to 
retire with conſiderable loſs, having done. 
no other damage to.' Albuquerque, than the 
killing one of his Slaves. , ; 

8. The Governor D. Enrique ſtil] con: 
tinued his Preparations againſt Dis, giving 
out they were for Aden, In all things he 
acted the part of a wiſe Captain, 
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9. He ſet out with ſeventeen Sail of (&- 
veral forts all large, with a reſolution to 
clear that Coaſt of Pyrats , that always 
zaboundThere. At Chale two Leagues froin 
Calicut he ſet aſhore D. George de' Mene/es 
with five hundred Men, who reduced the 
Town to Aſhes At Bacanor he found 
D. George Telo and Peter de Faria cntering 
that Riverg in which they ſhut up above 
one hundred Paraos, bound for Cambaya, 
laden with Spice. He ſent to their aſk: 
ſtmce D. George de Meneſes, with four hun- 
dred Men 1n two Ships. The Afcors by 
Land and Sea were four thouſand ſtrong.” 
Peter de Faria was left to keep the Mouth of 
the River, the other went up to the Paraos, 
and ſaw the Shore covered with Men and 
Cannon. At length they engaged, the 
Fight was bravely maintained, but the mu]- 
ticude, the diſadvantage of the place, and 
| Fortune, obliged our Captains co retire, 
afrer loſing forty Men. Victory cannot be 
always tied to one fide, and it is wonder- 
ful, that in ſo many Encounters our Party 
ſhould ſcarce ever be worſted, never quice 
defeated. in Cog 
 1o. This was not the greateſt Loſs then 
happened to the Perrugueſes, for at thistime 
D. Enrique fell fick of an Inflammation in 
two Iflues he had upon one Leg, and find- 
Ing Death came on, he gave the neceflary 
Ocders, and expired with that Calmneſs he 
had practiſed living. This happened ac Ca- 
nanor, ( where he is buried) abour the end 
of Faxuary in the thirtieth year of his Ags.

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He was Sor: to D. Ferdinand de Meneſe, 
called the Red, of a pleaſing Countenance, 
a large Stature, an awful Preſence, of a 
free Mind, his Actions juſt, free frdm Co- 
vetouſneſs, continent, a true Patron of Me. 
ric, and Profeſſor of Honor. It may ap. 
pear how free from Avarice in that after 
his Death all his Treaſure was but thirteen 
Royals and a half, not a Crowngin all; not 
bur that he had an Eſtate before, but ſpent 
ie during his Government on ſuch as de- 
fterved well. He accepted not one Jewel 
of all that thoſe Eaſtern Princes prelented 
him. Let us give one Example of his 
ready Wit, which will ſhew the Beauty cf 
his Perſon. A Gentleman whole perſon 
was contemptible, bat had ſerved well, and 
was diſatisfied wich the Governor, one day 


talking ' with others, laſhed out and ſaid, 


T am as good a Gentheman as any in India, 


' and better than ſome, as much a Soldier a the 


beſt, 1 bawe ſerved the King as well as an 
man ; and in fine, I fear no man, nor yield to 
” may. The Governor finding all this 
paſlion aimed at him, to ſhew he un: 
derftood it,” and was not diſturbed, an- 
fwered very calmly : Sir, ] confeſs you are 6 
better Gentleman than I, and more a Selatr 
than I, that you have ſerved better, and betto 
deſerwye to be Governor; but ſince I jidd o 
many Points, you cannot but grant me one, 

that #4 that you are not ſo genteel a man « |. 
So.the Anger was turned into Laughter, 
and he doubly ſhamed. The moſt re 


novwned Governors hitherto were D. Franc 
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d Almeyda, Alfonſo de Albuquerque , and 
D. Enrique. His Complexion was white, 
”.& his Beard Cheſnut Colour, his Cap, npper 
Garment, and Breeches, black , ſlaſhe4 
with Crimſon Lining, ths Doublet Crim- 
ſon, over it a Coat of Mail, and upon that 
the Breaſt-plate. Heheld the Government 
2 vear and a month, and was the ſeyenth

payo, from the Tear 1526 to the 
Tear 1527, and Reign of King John 
the Third. 


H E Governor D. Errique 
de Meneſes, whe he died, 
left a Paper led where 
in w25 named whothould 
ſucceed him, in caſe the 
perſon appointed by the Eing was abſent, 
requiring all there preſent to give Obedr 
ence to him, this Paper was loſt, but the 
perſon therein named known to bes 


1526. 
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& Sa, then commanding at Goa. The 
ſecond Patent of Succeflion being opened 
(becauſe the firſt was fulfilled in D. En- 
rique ) 1t named Peter de Maſcarenas then 
commanding at Malacs. The diſtance 
was great, and the Seaſon not fit to 
fail, after ſome Debates they choſe the 
worſt Expedient, which was-to open the 


third Patent,, in which was named Lope 


Vat de Sampayo. The Government was put

into his Hands, having ſwore to deliver ir - 


to Peter de Maſcarenhas as ſoon as he came 
from Malace. He immediately diſpatched 
Captains to ſeveral places, and went our 
himſelfgco ſcour the Coaſt with ſeven Sail. 
AdviceWas brought him from D. George 


Telo, and Peter de Faria, that they lay upon * 


the Bar of Cananor, to keep in *a Fleet be- 
longing to Zamori, He lent immediate 
Orders to D. Antonio de Silveyra, and Chri- 

ftopher de Souſa, who were at Goes, to go 
__ the other twa, and ſecure the prize ll 
ecame. They performed it. 

2. Cutiale, Admiral of that Fleet, per- 
caiving the danger that threarened him, 
diſpoſed all things to meet 1t by Sea and 
Land. He had ten thouſand Men at Com- 
mand, Lope, Yaz went in perſon through 
Showers of Bullets to view the Fortifica- 
tions, which done, he returned and prepa- 
red for the Aſſaults, contrary to the Votes 
of moſt of the Captains, who rather envied 
him the Glory of that A&ion, than feared 
the Danger, as if each were not co ſhare 


and 


with um in it. Nevertheleſs all obeyed, 
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and three Veſſels were provided with one 
one hundred Men each to land firſt. yy 
Vas, followed with a thouſand Men in Veſ 
ſels that rowed. Peter de Faria was to fire 
the Enemies Paraos. They all at once 
contacts undertook the Charge aſligned 
them, and at the ſame tims mounted the 
Trenches with great Slaughter on the one 
fide, whilſt above ſeventy Paraos were fired 
on the other. At length our Men remain- 
ed victorious, above eighty Braſs Cannons 
were taken, Lope ſpared the Town, becauſe 
ie belonged to the King of Nar/izgs, with 
whom we were then at peace.

3- Lope Vaz ſailed vitorious 
where Francs de Sa refuſed to re 

as Governor, on account of the Title he 
had to it himſelf by D. Emnrique's appoint- 
ment in the abſence of Peter Maſcarenbas, 
But the Council of the City f{iding with 
Lepe Vaz, he was admitted as Governoy, 
and began to' a&t as ſuch. The firſt ching 
he did was to fend Advice to, Peter Maſcs- 
renas of his EleRion, either that he was not 
yet ſo fond of the Government, or rather 
todiſſemble how fond he was of it. Next he 
gave the Command of Goa to Antony de 
Silveyra de Meneſes, and ſent Francs de Sa 
to the I{land of Sunda, whether he had been 
deligned from Portugal, giving him four 
hundred Men in fix Ships. Antony de Ms 
randa Azevedo had fourteen to guard the 
Coalt of India, Manuel de Gema had nine 
for the Coaſt of Coromandel, which he

Martin Alphonſo Fu- 
ſarte was ſent to Meldive with fix Veſſels, 
and took a rich Veſſel of Meca, in which 
were three hundred Moors.

Men. 

4. They ſuffered much by the way, 
chiefly through Thirſt. In his Paſſage he

5. Who' was ſent to lie off of Diu in 
wait of the Ships of the Red Sea, that trade 
for Cambaya, whereof he toek three. 
They went to Diu where he continued 
many days at the .requeſt of Melique Sacs, 
who made uſe of him to ſecure himſelf a- 
gainſt the King of Cambaya, feigning he 
intended to deliver the City to Silveyra, 


being 
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being weary of the Tyranny of that King, 
Lope Vaz, was then at Chaul, giving Oders 
for fortifying ſeveral places, fearing the 
Rumes or Turks were coming with a preat 
Power, whereof he ſent advice to King 
Fobn, and failed for Goa... 

6. At the ſame time arrived in Indis two 
Ships of five that ſet, out this year from 
Lishon, the other three came afterwards, 
Thele two brought freſh Orders from the 
King, relating to the Succeſſion in the Go- 
vernment , wherein Lope Vaz, was before 
Maſcarenas , the former having been the 
contrary. The -Surveyor of the Revenue

7, The News hereof met Lope Vat on 
the way, and arriving at Goa he was a {e 
cond time received as Governor, and went 
thence to Cochin. He diſpatched the tra- 
ding Ships home, and ſent in them Prefer 
Fobn's Embaſſador , who went to Rome, 
where he gave entire ſubmiſſion ts the 
Church of Chriſt, through the means, of 
the Portugweſes ; and having received ſeveral 
Favours from Pope Clement the Seventh, 
returned co his Prince.

As ſoon as D. Garcia un 
the new comers were Spaſtigrds, he endet- 
youred (a compoſe the Afﬀeair, but to no 
efket, and perceiving they cauſed an al- 
teration in the price of Spice, he ſent firlt, 
then went in perſon to expel them, but 

p were 
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were all obliged to retire after much da- 
mage ſuſtained by the Spaniards Cannon, 
yet their Ship, tore by the Portugnes Shot, 
afterwards funk. Our Men had the like 
ſucceſs at another Town on the Shore 
where the Speziards were. D. Garcia ſent 
Martin Correa to Malaca, where he under- 
ſtood that the Inhabitanits of Lebs, a Port 
of Sumatra, had ſlain Alvaro de Brito and 
ſeventy Men, he carried to revenge the 
Death of others killed there. As ſoon as 
the arrived, George Cabral recommended 
"this 'Buſineſs tro him, which he performed, 
reducing the City to Aſhes, after puttin 
all the Inhabitants to the Sword, taking al 
their Cannon, Brits's Galley and ſome 0- 
thers, the reſt were burnt. 

16, At this time came to the Malecos that 
renowned Gentleman D. George de Meneſes, 
who loſt his Hand at the glorious} Action of 
Calicut, being the firſt that went thikher by 
the way of Borneo, pafling through many 
Ilands, afhd giving his Name to ſome of 
them. The known way being five hun- 
dred Leagues, . he made it a thouſand, and 
ſpent eight months in the Voyage, by reaſon 
of the Difficulties of that Sea, which is a 
meer Labyrinth of I{lands and Banks of 
Sand. D. George and D. Garcia tel] prelent- 
ly at variance, becauſe the latter would 
not return the way the other came; but by 
Bands, which was more eahe and advanta- 
geous, on the contrary of that by Borneo. 
It ſeem'd D. Garcia ' Sr'Þ not the ſame 
that D. George; and D. George in all obeyed

He alſo ſent Vaſco 
Lorenzo, Fames Cam, and GonzaloVeloſo to 
Malaca, by the Ne Borneo, and with 
them a Preſent for that King. One part of 
the Preſent was a Piece of Tapeſtry with 
Figures of Men, which the Barbarian no 
ſooner beheld, but he cryed out, They were 
men inchamed that would kill bim m the night. 
And no perſuaſions-being of force to con- 
vince him of his Error, ordered the Tape- 
ſtry ſRould not remain in his Houſe, nor 
the Meſſengers in his Port. 

17. Fonſeces was (o diligent, that he arri- 
ved at Banda before D. Garcia. They both 
armed, but Fonſeca by craft took his Ship, 
and D.Garcia endeavouring to regain it, 
had two of his Men killed, and was forced 
\ toretire. He embarqued in a Veſſel laden 
with Goods for Malaca, which was there 
ſeized upon, yet reſtored to him ; yet after- 
wards at Cochin the Veſſel ſunk, and the 
Sea ſwallowed to the value of filty thouſand 
Crowns he had in her. D. Garcia was left 
aſhore with only the Cloaths he wore, and 
Nuns de Cuna, then Governor, impeiſones 
an 
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and ſent him to Portugal, to anſwer what 
he had done at Maluco. This was the end of 
thoſe violenc Conrſes wherewith he endea- 
youred to enrich himfelf, and of the raſh- 
ne[s with which he durſt ſay, That in ſpite of 
Seaand Wimads be wonld reach Goa. 


13. Whilſt D. Garcie ſtruggled with his 11]. 
Fortune, the Spaniards at Tidore were at va- * 


riance who ſhould ſucceed in the place of 
their Captain who died. They agreed, and 
another Spaniſh Ship arrived, commanded by 
Alvaro de Saavedre, D. George modeſtly re- 
quired them to deſiſt, bur to no purpoſe. 
Ferdmando Baldaya went againſt them in a 
Galliat. Alfonſo de los Rios met him in 
another Veſſel, they fought couragioully, 


the Spaniards remained victorious, having. 


killed our Captamn and others, Saavedra 
ſet fail for New Spais to bring afliſtance to 
proſecute this Act ſo well begun, and car- 
ried with him ſome of the Priſcners in the 
Galliot he had taken. They fled with his 
Long-boat from certain Iſlands where he 
touched, and being afterwards taken at Ti- 
| dore, and brought to the Spaniargs, they 
condemned them as Traitors to the Empe- 
ror ( as 1f they had owed him any Alle- 
fiance) and hanged Ferdinando Moreirs, 
Simon de Brits was dragg'd and beheaded. 
After this D. George de Caſtro ( who acct 
dentally came to Ternate) by order of D. 
George de Meneſcs went againſt the City Ca- 
mafo, and the Inhabitants being fled, *burnt 
-Iit to the ground, Bur this belongs to next 
year, let us ſee whatisdoing in Indie.

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CHAP. I. 


Continues the Grvernment of Lope Vaz 
de Sampayo, from the Tear 1527, till 
the Tear 1529, King John the Third 
Reigning. 


1.7 Ope Vaz de Sampayo underſtanding at 
Cochin, that Peter de Maſcarenas was 
coming from Malace to take upon him the 


Government, - held a Council, where it 


was reſolved not to admit him as Governor. 
This done, he went away to Goes, leaving 
Alphonſo Mexia to put in execution what 
had been reſolved. At his departure Lope 
Vaz paid off the Soldiers, who preſently 
concluded, that Action proceeded not from 
his Bounty, but was to gain their Aﬀections. 
Maſcarenas arrived the laſt day of February, 
and after ſome difference with Mexia, re 
ſolved to land unarmed, thinking thereby 
to difarm the other. On the contrary, as 


| Maſcarenas landed, he was met by Mexia, 


well armed, and mounted with armed 
Men, who fell upon Meaſcarenas, run him 
through the Arm with a Lance, and wound- 
ed others. of his Company, fo that to a- 
vgid more harm he was forced to return to 
hs Sip. 


2, The 
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2, The News of thisJExploic being 
brought to Lope Vaz at Goa, it fo highly 

leaſed him, that as a Reward to the Meſ- 
boger he-gave him the Command of Cou- 
lem, taken from Henry Figuers, becauſe he 
had treated Peter de Majcarenas with Civility, 
In this ane Action he committed two 
Crimes, 'one in rewarding Infolency, the 
other in depriving Modeſty of its Re- 
ward. Now being informed, that Maſ- 
carenas Was on the way to Goa, he ſent out 
to take and put him in Irons, which was 
executed. by Antony de Silveyra, who deli- 
vered him at Cananor to D. Simon de Mene- 
ſes, Commander of that Fort. The People 
of Goa were ſo weary of theſe Proceedings, 
that they broke out into open Railing. 
And Chriftopber de Souſa , Commander of 
Chasl, gravely reproved/him for 1t byLetter, 
comforting Meſcarenas the ſame way, af- 
firming thoſe Aﬀeronts redounded more to 
4 Honor than the Government could haye 

one. 

3. Heftor de Silveyra, a Gentleman in all 
-his Actions great , fell at variance; with 
Lope Vaz, upbraided him with his ill uſage 
to Maſcarenas, and particularly with rot | 
ling their precenſions to be brought to Judg- 
ment as Maſcarenas deſired. Lope Vat 
ſented it, He&For withdrew, and gathering % 
his Kindred, Friends, and the Council of 
Goa, they ſent a Letter ſigned by three 
hundred to Peter Maſcarenhas, deſiring him 
to come to Goa, where they would obey 
him as Governor. Then agreed to impriſon 
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Lope Vaz,, but he knowing it, ſent Perer de 


| Foria, Commander of Gos, to ſecuts 


Hefor de Silveyra, and all that were wh 
him. He#or refuſed to deliver himſelf up, 
and Lope in a rage arming himſelf, entergd 
the Houſe where theſe Gentlemen were, 
then Silveyre, to prevent any publick Di- 
ſturbance ſuffered himſelf to be taken 

4. D. Simon de Meneſes, who held Maſcare- 
nas Priſoner at Cananor, and was no leſs of- 
fended at Lope Yaz his Proceeeings, hearing 
what paſſed at Goe, fer him looſe, and topge- 
ther with all chat were there, {wore him Go- 
vernor. Atthis time arrived three Ships of 
five that ſet out of Lz:izhoy, and in them 
D. Fobn Deca, Brother-in-law to Lope Vas, 
of whom he asked whether he had not a 
good Title to the Government , and re- 
mained ſatisfied of the Juſtice of his Cauſe, 
becauſe approved-by him and Friends. The 
other two Ships were caſt away on the 
IMland Madagaſcar. Chriſtopber de Souſa ac- 
knowledged Maſcarenas as Governor, which 
much enraged Lope Yaz, but his anger was 
not of force to take place, 

5. Antony ve Miranda de Azevedo, Admi- 
ral. of the Indian Sea, defiring as well as 


| Chriſtopher de Souſa to prevent Diſtraftions, 


zoned with hin, the Reſult of their A- 
greement was, that Lope Vaz was reduced 
ro put the butinels to arbitration. It was ar- 
eicled, that the Competiors ſhould ſtand 
by the Verdi, that neither ſhould a& as 
Governor in the interim, that all who 
were impriſoned on this Account ſhould be 
releaſed, 
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releaſed, that the two who had procured 
this Accommodation might come freely to 
Ges, without any danger of Lope Yaz, his 
anger. He at firſt oppoſed this Agree- 
ment, but liking the Arbitrators, -conſented, 
2dding ſome Conditions, the chief about

6. Chriſtopher de Souſa perceiving the 
Judges were all of Lope Vaz his Faction, to 
his great regret, cauſed one of. them 
to be removed, and five others to be added. 
Tho Arbitrators being declared, many re- 
ſorted thither, and chiefly the Inhabitants of 
Cochin who, conſcious, of what they had 
dqne againſt Maſcarenas, declared, if he 
were preferred, they would fly to the Moors. 
In fine, thoſe who before ſglicited for Me/- 
carenas were now againſt him, and Sen- 
tence was accordingly given againſt him, 
the twenty fixth of December. Ir is not 
much that Lope Vaz ſhould rejoice, but 
ſtrange that Maſcerenas ſhould not be atall 
concerned. He embarqued in one of the 
Ships that camethis year for Portugal, was 
well received by the King, who gave him 
the Command of Azamor in A4frick, on his 
return from thence he was loſt at Sea. 

7. As ſoon as Lope Vat was quietly ſettled 
in his Government, he diſpatched Com- 
manders to ſome Forts, and among them 
Peter de Faria to Malaca. Antony de Miran- 
da de Azevedo 'was ſent with a Fleet to 


burn the Twrkiſh Gallies that were left ac * 


Camaran, after the death of Raez Soliman. 
Martin 
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Martin Alfonſo de Melo Fuſarte went to 
build a Fort at, Sunda, with eight large 
Ships and four hundred Men. He touched 
at Columbo in the Iſland Ceylow, where Pate 
Marcar of Calicut oppreſſed the King of 
Cota our Ally ; but hearing of theſe Ships 
he fled up the Rivers, and Madune Pandar 
the King's Brother who joined with his 
Enemy, and pretended to the greateſt part 
of the Kingdom, raiſed his Siege. Martin 
Alfonſo went thence rich, having taken ſome 
Ships of the Moors, and agreed atCalecare 
with the Lord about the price of Pearls, 
whereof there is a Fiſhery. Further on 
he deſtroyed the Town of Core, becaule the 
Tnhabicants had killed Fohn de Flores, Who 
guarded that Fiſhery. | 

8. Going oft his Voyage, a ſudden and 
fierce ſtorm drove all his company out of 
ſight, and ſet him upon a Bank of Sand 
near the Iſland Nagamale, oppolite to the 
o_ Sodoe. He went into the Long-boat 
with fifty Men, and with great difficulty 
came to the City Chacuria in the Kingdom 
of Bengala, the Lord whereof, after ma- 
king uſe of them againſt his Enemy, made 
them all Slaves. Hence they were carried 
to Sore, where two of his Captains arriwing, 
thought to have ſtoln chem away by night, 
but were diſcovered and diſappointed. The 
Indians had made a Vow to ſacrifice to their 
Idols the handſomeſt Portugueſe they ſhould 
take, they judged one Gonzalo Vat de Melo 
to be ſuch, and accordingly ſacrificed him, 
notwithſtanding his Uncle Martin Alfonſo 
promule 
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promiſed a great ranſom for him. The o- 
thers were afterwards redeemed by a Moor, 
for three thouſand Ducats. 

9. Onie of the Captains Lope Yaz had ſent 
out, was D. Fobn Dega, to ſcour the Sea of 
Calicut. He behaved himſelf bravely in ſe- 
reral Rencounters, and took this year fifty 
Prizes, laden with all forts of -Goods, He 
burnt the Town of Mangalor, and meeting 
afterwards the Fleet of Calicut, conſiſting 
of ſeventy Paraos, well equipped, under the 
Command of the Chineſe Captain Cutiale, 
he fought them, took Cutiale, and moſt of 
the Veſſels, killed fifteen hundred Aoers, 
and had almoſt as many Priſoners. In 
theſe Rencounters he loſt twenty Portw- 
gueſes, : 

10, Antony de Miranda de Azevedo lailed 
the latter end of Fanuary for the Red Sea, 
with twenty Ships, and above a thouſand 
| Men. Aﬀer taking ſome Prizes, he met 
in the Mouth of that Sea Henry de Mace- 
4, engaged with. a great Twrkh Gallion, 
They boarded him, and the Turks threw 
2 burning Dart which ſuck in the main 
Sheet, and began to fire it, but a ſtrong 
Guſt of Wind ſhaking the Sail, caſt it back 
nto the Twrkiſh Gallion, where falling a- 
mong the Powder, it blew all up, ſo that 
only eight Men eſcaped, and thoſe eſcaped 
only the Fire, not the Sword, being killed 
as hs ſwam. Antony de Sylva took a great 
Sup of Dz«, and killed all che Men. D. As- 
tiny de Miranda fought another two days, 
and the got off, Several Captains had other 
Rencounters

_ and his Face ſo monſtrous no body knew 
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 Rencounters. The chief Deſign, which 


was fighting the Tarks in the Red Sea atthe 
Hlana Camarer, took no effe&t, the Winds 
being contrary. They burnt the City Zi 
lan, the Inhabitants having ſaved themſelye 
and Goods by flight. | 
11. They went thence to Ormuz, and 
next to Dis, and were diſperſed by a ſtorm, 
L'pe de Me/quits met a great Ship wherein 
were 290 reſolute Moors, and boarded her 
with thirty Men; no ſooner were theyin 


| her, but his Gallion fell off: Being left 


thus they furiouſly fell upon the two hun- 


dred, kill moſt of them, and take the Ship, 


which being much battgred by the Gallion, 
was ſinking. Meſquite with all. ſpeed ſends 
his Brother Fames with ſixteen Men in. 
the Long-boat to ſave the Mony taken in 
the Ship, and return for thoſe that were be- 
hind. Thoſe who thought to eſcape fell in- 
to the greateſt danger, tor not reaching the 
Gallion, they were taken by the Fleet of 
Diu, and carried to the King of Cambays, 
who would force them to tirn Moors, but 
they remained conſtant. The King 1n a 
rage cauſed Fames de Meſquita to be put into 
4 Cannon, 1n order to be blown 1n piecs, 
but admiring the refolution with which he 
entred, was appeaſed, and ſpared him. 
They were all put into Priſon, and after- 


wards releaſed. Lope de Meſquita, the Gal 


hon and Antony de Niranda met at Chal. 
Amiony de Macedo came with his Ship fo bat- 
tered, it was almoſt a miracle he eſcaped, 


him, 
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him, that cauſed by che Cannon, the latter 
by Fire, having been beſet by fifry Barks 
ind three Galliots off of* Dix. He foughe 
hema whole day, and was reduced to only 
fix Men and a Woman? who ſupplied them - 
with Powder, till accidentally Antony de Sil 
vs came up with him, and the Enemies 
Commander being killed they fled. 

12, The Meors had improved our Divi- 
fons to do us much harm, Lope Yaz prepa- 
ed to be revenged, He left Antony de Mi- 
anda to command at Goa, and went to 
Cxbin where he fitted out eighteen Ships. 
At' Cananor met him one hundred and thirty 
Paraos of Malabars. He could not attack 
them with che great Ships by reaſon of the 
contrary Wind, Burt reſolving not to {lip 
the oppo; tunity, advanced with thirteen Pa- 
744 againſt the hundred and thirty. He 
came up with and did them much harm 
mth his Cannon , and they ſpared not 
theirs, but ſeeing two Pardo; come out of 
Cananor to the relief of the thirteen, and 
the great Ships ſpread their Sails to come up, 
they fled, eighteen of them were ſunk, 
twenty two taken, and in them ftty pieces 
of Cannon , eight hundred killed, and 
many Priſoners made. Thoſe that fled, and 
others who joined them fell into the ſnare 
near Cochin. 

13. Lope Vaz {gt out again with the ſame 
Fleet in ſearch of Are! , Lord of | Porca, 
who was ſeeking revenge tor whathad hap- 
pened between him and D. Enrique at the 
deltiuction of Coulete. Lope Vat gs

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the Coaſt as he went. | Simon de Melo, who 
commanded the  Brigantznes, burnt twenty 
fix Ships, and razed the Town of Chatus, 
The Fire ran. @s far as Crenganor. He or. 
.dered the Fleet that was there to follow 


him, that all might ſhare in the plunder of 


Porcs, which he thought ſecure. He hada 
thouſand Men with him, and with them he 
aſſaulted the City. Are! was not within it, 
and the Moors fought couragioully in defence 
of their Wives, Children and Goods. - But 
the greateſt part being {lain, the reſt fled, 
and the Town was plundered. The Wifeof 
- Arel and other perſons of Note were taken, 
with much Gold, Silver, Jewels, Silks and 


* other Stuffs, good Cannon , and thirteen 


conſiderable. Veſſels, all was put to the 
Sword firſt, and then delivered up to the 
Flames, without the loſs of one Man. 
The Governor returning to Cochin found 
there two Ships that came from Portugal with 
Nuno de Cuna, who came to rake upon him 
that Government, and was behind with 
moſt of the Fleet. Lope Vax defired to de- 
liver up India to him, cleanſed of Pyrats, 
and fo proſecuted his Undertakings. He 
went to _Cananor, and ſent his Nephew 
Simon de Melo againſt Marabia, a Town 
not far diſtant, who burnt twelve of the 
Paraos that guarded the Port, and landing, 
fired the Town. The ſame he did at mount 
Delii. Antony de Silva de: Meneſes ated inthe 
ſame nature at other places. There was no- 
thing every where but Fire. and Sword, Ru- 
in and Deſtruction. 

| 14. The 
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14. The. King of Cembaya abthis time had 
fitted out eighty Barques againſt N;zamalxco, 
Lord of Chaul, and did m tothe Portu- 
gueſes : Alexiath, a valiantghſoor, command- 
ed that Fleet: and our Commander at Chaxl 
and Nizemaluco both demanded aid of Lope 
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Kaz. He let out with forty Sail, in which - 


were above a thouſand Portagueſes, beſides 
the Natives, who bore Arms.

Fobn de Avelar 
ated no leſs, for ſcaling an almoſt im- 
pregnable Fort of the King of Cambaya; 
he was the firſti that entered, and having 
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ſerting the Towns, whereof he burnt 1 
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ſlain all the Defendants, delivered it up to 
Nizameslnuco, Here three Portugneſes were 
loſt; They were all affiſted by a thouſand 


of Nizemaluce'saubjets. That Prince ho- 
nored and rewarded the Bravery of the 
Portugueſes. | ; 


15. Lope Vaz overjoyed with this ſue. 
ceſs, thought Dis, now weakened, would 
ſurrender, if he appeared before it, and he 
judged right, as afterwards appeared. But 
all - Captains, except Hefor de Silvers, 
being of a contrary opinion, he was forced 
to defiſt, and went back to Goa, leaving 
the famous He&or with twenty ewo Vellcls 
that rowed to ſcour that Coaſt of Pirats. 
Antony de Mirands on that of Malahar 
drove.all that came in his way. He had 
deſtroyed twelve Paraos, when Chrj 
ftopber de Melo, the Governor's Nephew, 
joined him with a hundred choice Men in 
fix Brigantines and a Gally. Then they 
took in the River Chale a mighty Ship of 
Calicut, laden with Pepper, and bravely de- 
fended by much Artillery and eight hun- 
dred Men. Near Monte Hermoſo, or Mount 
Beautiful, they defeated fifty Sail of Calicut, 
and took much Cannon and many Men1n 
three Paraoss But the Winter coming on, 


they retired. 


16, Hefor de Silvejra who was left with 
his Brigantines on the Coaſt of Cambays 
did much execution. He run up the River 
Nagotana of Bacaim, and landed, the Na- 
tives, With the Terror of his Actions, de- 


At 
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At the laſt the Commander of Nagotana 
appeared in the Field with five hundred 
Horſe, and a great nember of Foot. 
He#or knowing it was a rafſhneſs to encoun- 
ter him, retired towards his Brigantines, 
but the Horſe c>ming on hindered any 
from embarquing. Hetor faced them, and 
kiling three, made ſome room. Francs Ge- 
dino diſmounting one of the Enemy, got 
upon his Horſe, and killing another, 
brought that Horſe to his Captain, who 
encouraging his Men , made the Enemy 
give back, and ſo gained time to imbarque. 
Hetor went hence to Bacaim, ſeated on the 
Banks of the River of the ſame name, 
found -it well fortined . and ſtored with 
Cannon, through whoſe Mouths he muſt 
force his landing. Behind the Town lay 
Alixiath with five hundred Horſe, and 
three thouland Foot. He&or entered the 
River by n1ght, and in the morning in de- 
lpight of their Cannon forced the Works, 
killing many of the Defendants. As he 
marched tothe Town, on a ſudden Alixiath 
tell on 1m with his three thouſand five 
hundred Men. Silweyra drew his Men into 
one Body, and bravely put all that number 
tb flight, killing many. Whilſt they fled, 
Bagaim was plundered and burnt. The 
Lord of Tana, a great City, not far diſtant, 
terrined at this ſucceſs, ſubmitted himſelf as 
Tributary to Portugal, and was received by 
He&or, who now retired to Chaul. 

17. Let us now ſee what was done during 
this time at Maluco, Simon de Souſa Galvam

But a oor, who was in the Galley, 
leaping over board, gave the Enemy an ac- 
count of her miſerable condition. With a 
freſh ſupply they came on again and board- 
ed her, killing moſt of our Men, S- 
2on de Souſa was cut 1n pieces. Only ſuch 
as had not hie enough to ſeek their death 


Temained alive, and wete carried to ihe 


King with the Galley, and afterwards fer- 
ved in the execution of his wicked De- 
ſigns, as ſhall appear in its proper place. 
18. Thus Simon de Souſa ſailing by the way 
D.George de Meneſes continued his Command 
at Maluco. He ſent ſome Portugueſes againſt 
Tidore and the Spaniards that were there, 
but chey' being put to the r6ut, D. _ b 
ner 
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thered the Ternatenſes, they their Allies 
| the chief whereof were Cachil de Aroez, 
the King of Bacham and the Sengeges. They 
fell upon Tidore in the morning, thoſe of 
of Tidore and the Spaniards fought coura- 
giouſly, but were obliged to give ground 
and retire, the Spariards to their Fort, ha- 
ving loſt ſix Men, two killed, and four ta- 
| ken, the Tidores to their City, whence 
they were forced to fly by D. George, who 
burnt and plundered it. "Then he returned 
to the Fort, and ſummoned Ferdinando de 
Is Forre, the Spamſh Captain to ſurrender. 
He no longer able to hold out, accepted the 
Capitulation, the Heads of 1t were, that he 
ſhould immediately go over to the City 
Camafo, that he ſhould commit no Hoſtih- 
ties upon the Portugueſes, Ternatenſes, Or 
any of their Friends, that he ſhould go to 
no Iſlands that produced Cloves, The 
King of Tidore was made Tributary to Por- 


twwal, and obliged not to aid the Spaniard. 


Then D. George returned victorious to Ter 
nate. 

19, Mean while Bohaat, King of Tidere, 
died in the Fort, not without ſuſpicion of 
Poiſon given by Cachil Daroez, His Bro- 
ther Cachil Daialo ſucceeded, who was no 
leſs ſuſpicious of Cachil Vaiaco, whom he ac- 
cuſed of heinous Crimes, but being afraid 
of his Life fled co the Fort, and ſuſpeRing 
D. George would deliver him to Is Enemy, 
choſe rather to die, by throwing himlelf ouc 
of a Window. All Ternate now mutined 
againſt D. George, and he imagining that 

F % Cachil 
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'Cachil Vaideca had cauſed to be killed a 


China Sow he much eſteetned, having more 
reſpect to that foul Beaſt than that noble 
perſon impriſoned , and after fet him at 
liberty, -anointing his Face with Bacon, 
which among that People 1s the moſt hei- 
nous affront, and had been as highly re-. 
venged upon the Portugueſes, had not the 
Prudence and Modeſty of Antony Galven, 
who ſucceeded in the Government, appealed 
the rage of the People. | 
20, D. George not content with this vio- 
lence, ſent to rob the Houſes of the Moors 
of their Provihons, In fine, ths Gentle- 
man became on a ſudden moſt wicked and 
outragious, The Moors ſtood upon their 
Defence, and treated ſome Portugueſes as 
they now deſerved. In- the Town of Te 
bona D. George took the chief Magiſtrate, 
and two Meors of Note, theſe two he ſent 
back after cutting off their Hands, upon the 
other he ſet two Dogs on the ſhore, who tore 
his Flcſh till he fled into the Water to ſhun 
them, but they purſuing, he defended himſelf 
with his Teeth, till the water coming up he 
was tore to pieces and drowned. T his made 
D. George odious to all, and moved Cachil 
de Areez to ſtir up the People to riſe andex- 
pel both Portugueſes and Spaniards. ' D. George 
catched him in the Contrivance, and be 
headed him pnblickly in Ternete, to the ter- 
ror of all People, which occaſioned the City 
to be unpeopled, the Inhabitants and even | 
the Queen flying from this ſtorm to other 


places. D. George was impriſoned for theſe 1n- | 
Do human 
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human Barbarittes, and ſent to india, and' 


thence to Portugal,where he was condemned 


to Baniſhment. Any Reward was too ſmall 


for his former Ad&ions, and this Puniſhment 
too {light for the latter. But becauſe Nuno 
d: Cuna now enters. upon the Government 
of India, let us conclude this Chapter, and 
hereafter we ſhall ſee Lope Yaz return to 
Portugal, and his Puniſhment there for the 
Extravagancies committed againſt Peter de 
Maſcarenas, and uſurping the Government, 
which deprived him of the Reward, if not 
the Glory of thoſe notable Exploits which 
might have rendered him deſerving of it. 
He was Governor of it three years and ten 
months, his Complexion fair, and Coun- 
tenance venerable, his Beard grey, Cap 
and upper Robe black with Crimſon Lining, 
Breeches and Doudblet of the ſame Colour, 
over all his Armour. I will reckon Peter 
Maſcarenas the eighth Governor, both be- 
cauſe he executed the Power ſome time, 
and becauſe the condemning of Lope Vaz 
confirmed his Right. So Lope Vaz will be 
the Ninth in order. . | 
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CHAP. 1. 


The Government of Nuno de Cuna from 
the Tear 1529 to the Tear 1538, in 
the Reign of King John the Third. 


i fc May this ſame vear arrived at Or- 
muZz, Nuno de Cuna, who came the year 
before from Li:bon with eleven Ships. Be- 
cauſe ſetting out, late he had a tedious 


' Voyage, and by the way did conſiderable 


things, we will ſay ſomewhat of him be- 
fore his arrival in dia. One of his Ships 
was loſt near Cabo Verde, the Captain and 
ſome Men ſaved, one hundred and fifty 
periſhed. After paſſing the Line they were 
diſperſed by a ſtorm, ſome met again af- 
terwards. Nuno put into the Port San 
Tiago on the Wland Madagaſcar, where he 
found a naked Portwgwez, no leſs wild in 
appearance than the Blacks, but they were 
ſomewhat civilized. By him he underſtood 
the loſs of ewo Ships of five that came from 
Lisbon the year 1527, commanded by Mas- 
wuel de Lacerda and Alexius de Abreu, 

2. This Man was a Soldier belongingto 
Abreu, they were caſt away upon the San 


before that Port, They fortified them- 


ſelves in hopes ſome Ships paſſing by _ 
_ take 
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take them up. After waiting a year one 
Ship paſſed but could not come to them, 
and they no longer able to ſubſiſt there, 
marched up the Country to ſeek their For- 
tune in two Bodies, and this Man was lefe 


behind ſick. Nuno de Cana having adver- 


tiled the. King hereof. Duarte and Fames 
Fonſeca were ſent from Portugal to find theſe 
Men The firſt periſhed in that Iſland, 
the other found but four and a French Man, 
and was caſt away with them failing for 
India. The French Man belonged to one 
of three Ships that came that year from 
France, and periſhed in that place. The 
four ſaid many of their Gompanions lived in 
the Inland, but *cwas impoflible to find 
them. From theſe it1s thought ſprung thoſe 
People that the Hollanders there found 


eighty years after. They ſaid, that a Por- . 


twgues Captain ſuffering ſhipwrack there, 
conquered that place, and became Sovereign, 
and all his Men marrying Natives had nu» 
merous I{]ue, that they erred much in mat- 
ters of Faith. Great were their Errors that 
could be perceived by the Atheiſftical Hol- 
landers! But doubtleſs theſe People could 
not deſcend from only that Shipwrack, 
they might be ſome of the firſt Diſcoverers 
that were never heard of, and among o- 
thers the chree that ſailed from Cochin with 
Francs de Albuquerque, the r 15309. 

3. Nuno de Cuna being in this I{[and, in- 
_ quiring into the :Aﬀairs of 1t, his Ship pe- 


riſhed in a torm. The Men were ſaved in 


the other two, .much Goods and Arms loſt ;

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and thus he reached the I{land of Zanzibar, 
where he eaſed the Ships over-burdened 
with Men, ſetung aſhore (the King being 
our Friend) two hundred fick, under the 


| Care of Alexius de Souſa Chicborro, with or- 
ders to go to Mclinde as ſoon as recovered, 


4. Nuno de Cuna went thither, he tried to 


paſs to India, but could not. Therefore not 


co loſe tine he reſolved to take revenge on 
the King of Monbaga, who, in hatred to 
us, infeſted thoſe of Melinde and Zanzibar, 
If the City wa: taken he purpoled to make 
Munho Mabomet, Son of him that ſo kindly 
received Gams the fiiit time, King of ut. 
Whicn he underſtanding, and returning 


- thanks, laid, Thar be was incapable of that 


honor, being begor on a Catre Slave; but 
ſence he would pratifi: his Father's Kindneſs to 
the Po:tigueles, be might do it inthe perſon of 
bis Nephew, who, tho younger, was of the 
Blood R:jai of the Kings of Quiloa. Num 
rightly judged, that none better merited a 
Crown than he that covered 1t not, and re- 
ferved his Anſwer tl he ſaw the Event of 
the Einceipiize. He ſer our with eight 
hundred Men, and Mah:mer with lixty, and 
as many with Cide Bubac the King's Ne- 
phew, the other had propaled to be King. 

5. As he diew near there met him the 
Lord of Otonde, a neighbouring Town, of- 
fering to accompany him with a well fur- 
nihed Veſtfel, being admitted, fhewing 
Silver Chains upon tis Legs, he ſaid, He 
wore them i remembrance that he had been 
wrong fully imprijoned by that King, and had 


{wore 
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ſwore never to take them off till revenged ; 
that all the mi8:e bis Enemy had to uſe him [o, 
was for bis affection to the Portugueles, rho 
be never was [o happy as to ſerve them. The 
King of Monbaga knowing Cuna's Deſign, 
prepared, planting Guns on a Bulwark that 
; kept the mouth of the River, and bringigg 
fx hundred-expere and reſolute Archers in- 
to the City. Nuxo entred the River through 
Showers of Bullets that flew from the Bul- 
wark, which killed ſome Men, and bat- 
tered ſome Veſſels. Yet he anchored the 
Evening near the City , all the Night the 
Enemy poured Arrows upon the Fleet, 
which anſwered with their Cannon. Day 
appearing, the Attack began, and Peter Vaz, 
Brother to Nuno, driving all before him, 
was the firſt who ſet up the Portugues Co- 
lours 1n the higheſt place of the City, 
which being ſeen far off, the Ships began 
to celebrate the Victory, Many Moors 
were killed, the reſt left the City. _ D. Fer- 
dinand de Lims was ſuddenly claſped by a 
ſtour Moor, but his own Men coming in 
the Mocr was (lain, fulfilling a Vow he had 
made to the King's Neece whom he loved. 
For this Woman going out with others, 
ſaid to him : Are theſe the brave men of Mon- 
baca, who ſuffer their Wives and Children to 
loje the City, and go for refuge to thg Catres? 
And he anſwered : Since -you ; me 
thus, I ſwear by the Love I bear you, before 
two days, thoſe who love ſhall weep for me, and 


Jeu, if you value me, ſhall not ſee me to reward 


my Love, He fulfilled his Vow, as aid 
| many 
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many more, not one Portugueſe was {oft, 

6. The City was plundered, ewenty great 
pieces of Cannon taken. D Ferdinand de 
Lima going to ſecure the Bulwark, ſome + 
Moors 1iTued out of a Wood, did harm, for 
a few of our Men died of their poiſoned 
Agrows. Many of the Enemy were after. 
wards ſlain. Hither came News of ſome 
of Cuna's Fleet who had been ſeparated 
from him. 

Nuno the better to ſecure and people the 
City, which was great , ſent to Melinde, 
whence preſently came a Nephew of that 
King with five hundred Men, many of Qua- 

lity, and he of Monrangue with two hundred, 
By this means the Natives were drove out 
of the If{land, tho Hunger aiterwards for. 
ced back many. The King of Monbags, 
ſenſible of his Ruin, ſenr a Man of Note 
to treat of an Accommodation with Nun, 
offering to become Tributary, and pay a 
Ranſom for the City. They came to A- 
greement. 

8. The King preſently began the Pay. 
ment, and as ſoon fell off, hnding the Por- 
tugueſes ickened and died. Two hundred 
were already dead, among them ſome 
Gentlemen, and Peter Vaz de Cuna, This 
and other Misfortunes preſſed the diſpoling 
of the F The King of Melinde's Sons 
durſt not undertake to maintain 1t without 
a number of Portugweſes, which could not 
be afforded after ſuch a loſs. Nuno con- 
ſumed the City to Aſhes, and returned to 
Melinde, bringing with him thoſs who 
weiC 
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were left before at Zanziber, and other pla- 
ces, Who joined him after the City was 
taken. 

9. At Melinde he lefc eighty fick Men to 
be carried to Indie by Triſten Homem, who 
| afterwards with them defended that King 
2gainſt him of Monbags, who ſought to re- 
venge there the harm done him by the Por- 
tugueſes, In May the Governor began to 
viit the neighbouring Places to Ormnz, 
making Proclamation, That all perſons who 
had any Cauſe of Complaint againſs Portu- 
gueſes ſhould appear before him, Many ap- 
peared with much Cauſe, and the Offenders 
were obliged to make reſtitution, to the 
great aſtoniſhment of the Moors,, not uſed 
to ſee ſuch Juſtice executed. At Ormuz he 
made a ſolemn Entry , which being unu- 
ſual, was much admired by thoſe People. 

10. He found that Raez Narefo great 
Guazil, or rather Tyrant over that Kihg, 
tho reſtored by Lope Vaz, was not clear of 
thoſe great Crimes he ſtood accuſed of. 
The chief were Rapin and Murder. and 
the Circumſtances ſuch, that King Fobn had 
ſent after Nuno de Cuna, Emanuel de Macedo, 
with Orders independent of the Govern- 
mene, to take and bring him to Portagal. 
They both had a Hand in ſecuring him. 
Nuno vilited the King, and pave germ Let- 
ters from ours, He qualitfhed tis King's 
Dilpleaſure for impriſoning Xarafo, and his 
| fear for his own Offences, received his Ex- 
cuſe, and took leave. The King preſented 


him with rich Jewels, Pieces of Cloth of 
Gold, 
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Gold, Silks and a ſtately Horſe with fine 


Furniture after the Per/ian manner. Num 
refuſed to accept,but ſeeing the King was af. 
fronted at it, received it 1n his King's Name 
The Gentlemen with him received rich 
Gifts. | | 
11. Nano made ſome Inquiry into Xars. 
fo's Crimes, and ſent him to Portagsl, 
The King for the Murder of Mahomer was 
ſentenced. to pay forty thouſand Xeraphing 
over and above the f1xty thouſand he paid 
yearly. Ir is true, this Crime ſerved only 
as a pretence to overload hin! with this 
Tribute, being the third part of the Reye- 


 * 


'nue of Ormuz. Racz Xarafo, tho guilty of 


heinous Offences, carried enough Riches 
with him to purchaſe Favour 1n Portugal, 
and be reſtored to his Employ. 

12. Whilſt the Governor was thus em- 
ployed at Ormuz, Belchior Tavares, de Souſa 
came thither, he had been to aſliſt the King 


of Bagora with forty Men againſt him of Gi- 


Zaira, He was the firſt Portugueſe that 
went up the Rivers Tigrs and Euphrates, 
Bagora is thirty Leagues from the mouth 
of theſe Rivers, in thirty degrees: ſome- 
what more of Northern Latitude. Ir ic a 
new Foundation in memory of the ancient 
Bagors, eight Leagues diſtant from 1t, the 
Runs __ are ſtill to be ſeen, and 1n 
the opiflon of a perſon of Judgment who 
did ſee them, are twice as big as Grand 
Caire. The l(land Gizaira 15 formed by the 
two Rivers, Tigra, whoſe Springs are in 
Curdi, of the greater Armenia ; and Ewpbre 

| it, 
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tes, whoſe Fountains are in Turkomanie. 
The Circuit of it forty Leagues, it contains 
forty thouſand Archers. 

13. The King of Bagora had received 
Seuſa with State, and Joy tn a Court of his 
Palace, ſo large, that ir contained two 
- thouſand Ment without any Throng. Next 
. day gave him an account of his Condition, 
deliring he would either bring the King of 
Gizaira to an honorable Peace, or recover 
ſome Forts he had taken from him.” The 
King of Bagora ſet out with two hundred 
Dalacas, or large Barques, in them were 
fire thouſand Men, fix hundred whereof 
wee Muſqueteers, ſeven Veſſels full of 
 Twks with good Cannon , his Nephew 
marched by Land with three thouſand 
Horſe. , He planted himſelf on the fide of 
| Arabia, oppolite to where he of Gizeirs 
was poſted with twelve hundred Men. By 
order of the King of Bagorg, Seuſa writ to 
ls Enemy, telling him, He was ſent by 
the Commander of Ormuz to make peace 
between them, or to ſtand to the Event of 
War, The King of Gizaira anſwered, That 
deing the firſt Requeſt of the Captain of 
Ormuz, and he the firſt Porrugneſe that had 
come to thoſe parts, he granted all. 

14. The King of Gizaira ſent perſons 
With power to treat, and Peacamgyas con- 
cluded to the ſatisfation of him of Bagors, 
who ſeeing ' all ſafe, refuſed to perform 
what ke had promiſed Souſa,, which was to 
deliver up the ſeven Twrkiþ Veſſels, and 
not admit them into this Kingdom again 

| as 
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| as being our Enemies. Souſa embarqued, 
took one of his great Barques, and Jand- 
ing with thicty fix Portugueſes, burnt a Town 
of three hundred Houſes. Another, tho 
not ſo big, he fired on the Perfran fide; He 
again appeared before Bagora, but wanting 
Proviſions, returned to Ormut. 
- T5. Nuno de Cuna, to reward Souſa, gave 
him the Command of that Sea, ſending 
him at the King's Requeſt co the If{land Be 
harem, to ſecure Raez Barbadim, who was 
revolted. But he having good intelligence 
baffled the Contrivance, and obliged Nuns 
de Cuna to ſend his Brother Simon with 
eight Veſſels, and four hundred Men, be- 
fides ſome of the Natives in their Barques. 
They let out, 

16, Mean while Nuno de Cuna prepared 
to go for India, He arrived at Gos the lat- 
ter end of Ofober, where were before him 
four Ships come from Portzgal the moſt 
fortunately that any had done yet; for of 
above fifreen hundred Men they brought, 
| none died but our Captain, and they came 
all in perfe& health. Nuno made a very 
ſolemn Entry into the City. There were 
at this time ready almoſt one hundred and 
forty Veſleis, provided by the care of Lope 
Vaz, many conſiderable, as fix Gallions, 
eight Rayal Gallies, fix Caravels, and 
fourteen Galliots, all well ſtored , with 
Arms and Ammunition. The Forts were 
alſo well provided. For tho Lope Vaz uſur- 
ped the Government, he managed ut better 


than many that were named for it. The 
Governot 5 
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for the Diſpatch of the homeward bound 
trading Ships and other Afﬀeairs. | 

15. Whilſt he ſailed to Cochin, Simon de 
Cuna came to Babarem with his Ships, and 
joining Belchior de Souſa, landed, He bat- 
tered the Fort three days, and loſt it for 
wane of Powder, for whilſt he ſent for 
more to Ormuz, his Men fſofickened, that 
above one hundred Port»gueſes died, and 

many were in danger, and the very Perſians 
- uſed to that Clime were in no better Con- 
dition. With this loſs he drew off. This 
| ſeemedan effe& of Divine Juſtice, for Bar- 
badim offered to deliver up the Fort upon 
condition he might go away in ſafety, but 
our Gentlemen would not hearken to him, 
fearing to loſe the Booty. 

18. Simon de Seuſa Gal no leſs a Peſti- 
lence had raged among his Seamen. 'Thus 
they ſet ſail, but being becalmed not far 
from Ormuz, many p the ſick died, and 
among them ſome perſons of good Note, 
and Simon de Cuna himſelf. A great Grief to 
his Brother Nuno, who had already loſt his 
ather Brother at Monbags, 


CHAP. 


Governor's preſence was required at Cochin 
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Continues - the Government of Nuno de 
Cuna, from the Tear 1529, in the 
Reign of King John the Third. 


I. Uno de Cuna ſailing to Cochin, put in 

at Cananor, and the King ſent to 
welcome him. Cane excuſed himlelf that 
he did not go aſhore to {ee him by reaſon 
of his haſte, and the King for not going 
aboard the Gallion, becauſe he was indy 


ſpoſed. Afﬀtertheſe Compl-ments came the 


Guazil, a great Friend of the Portugueſes, 
and to gain the favour of Cuns, as of o- 
ther Governors , privately offered him a 
Collar, which he reiuſed ro receive. Dos 
Zobn de Deca at that time had the Com- 
mand of the Fort, he vihting the Gover- 
nor aboard, brought im a Meſſage from 
Lope Vaz then there, defiring him co come 
aſhore, and he would there reſign the Go- 
vernment co him. Nuno {ent to defire him 
to come and reſign aboard. He came, and 
the Reſignation was performed with the 
uſual Solemnities, As he was in the Vellel 
ready to return, he was ordered by Cuna to 
bear him company to Cochin, Then the 


Governor made Proclamation, That wy 
| who 
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who had been wronged by Lope Vas, 
ſhould repair to him, and he would do 
them Juſtice. This troubled Lope Vaz, and 
he ſent him word, That thoſe were rather 
Libels than Proclamations; for no Man 


that had cauſe of Complaint againſt him, 


needed to be ſtirred up by ſound of Trum- 

At Cochin, Nuno ordered Lope Vaz to 
be impriſoned, and an Inventory of all his 
Goods to be taken, and all depoſited in 
ſafe Hands to be delivered at Liszhon, as 
the King ſhould dire. Lope Var ſaid to 
the Officer that took him, Tel Nuno de 
Cuna, that I impriſoned, be impriſons me, and 
me will come who will impriſon him. Nuno 
being told it, ſaid, I doubs net but I ſhall be 
impriſoned, Lut the difference between us will be, 
that Lope Vaz deſerves it , and 1 ſhall not: 
Neither was he deceived, for he had been 
cloſe laid up in Portugal, had he not died 
at Sea: we ſhall ſee it at the end of his 
Government, Lope Vaz was leſs afflited 
for his Confinement, than the inſolent Re- 
proaches of the Rabble, that the worſt 
Ship was allotted him to imbarque, mg 
two Servants allowed him, and barely ſo 
much of his own as would maintain him 
the Voyage. An unjuſt proceeding with 4 
Man of lis Worth, whoſe perſon ought not 
tobe indecently uſed whilſt his Crimes were 
inquired 1nto. 

2. Nuno de Canna found nothing 1n readi- 
neſs at Cohbin, of what he ordered from Me- 
inde ſhould be provided to make war upon 
Dis, which was the principal point of his 

2 Inſtructions, 
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Inſtru&ions. ' Perceiving the year -was too 
far gone for that Undertaking, he applyed 
kimſelf to other Aﬀairs, and fitred a Fleet 
of thirty Sail ro ſcour the Coaſt of Male 
bar, under the Command of Fames ge $1. 
wejra, who commanded the four, came laſt 
from Portugal, Antony de Sulveyra. Meneſe 
had a Squadron to cruiſe in the Sea of Cam. 
bays. And Hefor de Silveyra another for 
the Red Sea. Whilſt theſe Commanders 
ſailed on the Coaſts afligned them, our 
homeward bound Fleet arrived at the Ter. 
ceras Iſlands, where an Officer was wainng 
to put Lope Vax into [rons. . Loaded with 
them he landed at Liszbon, and was ſet upon 
2 Mule, on which he was Carried, accom-. 
panied by the rude Rabble up ro the Caſtle, 


| and put into a Dungeon, wh Orders, that 
Not even his Wife ſhould be permiced to 


ſee him. He was accompanied in this nu- 
ſerable ſtate by Raez Xarafo Guazil of 0r- 
274%, brought by Emanuel de Macedo, Af. 
ter two years Lofe Vaz his-Crimes began to 
be caken into conſideration and examined, 
the King having ordered him to be proſe 
cuted with the utmoſt rigor. The prigcipal 
Article againſt im was his unjuſt Pio 
ceeding with Peter de Ma{carenas. The Duks 
of Braganca puyng the Myusfortunes of 
this brave Gentleman, prevailed with the 
King to give him a hearing 1n Councl, 
Accordingly his Majefty being ſeated n 
Council with all his Judges about him, Lye 
Vat, was brought in, venerable for his per- 


fon, his Face covered with a thick an 
| one 
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longe white Beard, and with ſuch tokens of 
the Miſeries he had endured in almoſt three 
years impriſonment, reckoning from dia, 
that had Peter Maſcarenas or any of his E- 
nemies ſeen him, they night think them- 
ſelves ſufficiently revenged of all the Extra- 
vagancies he had been guilty of towards 
them. Being placed at the Bir as a 
Criminal, after the King's leave obtained, 
he with an undaunted Conſtancy made a 
learned, comprehenfve and copious Speech. 
In which after running over his Fore- 
fathers Services to the Crown, he particu- 
larized his own from his infancy li that 
_ time, refleted upon his Sufferings and 
Wrong done him fince | Barrios of and 
in general to ſeveral other brave Governors 
his Predeceſſors, expoſed the Malice of his 
Accuſers, juſtified his own Proceedings, 
Illuſtrated by Examples how others guilcy 
of greater Crimes than he was accuſed of, 
were pardoned in reſpe& of their Services, 
then made a parallel between them and his 
Sſterings, and concluded, throwing him- 
ſelf upon ether his Majeſties Juſtice, or 
Mercy, from one of which he hoped ſuch 
2 Diſcharge, that he might have more cauſe 
to return thanks for the future, than he 
had till then to lament his hard Ulage. 
The King having heared with attention, 
examined him. upon every Article of his 
Impeachment, and he anſwered to each. 
The Articles were*tn all forty three ; the 
principal, as was ſaid, ſuch as related to 
Prier Maſearenas, the others ſuch as would 
£2 % never 
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never have been thought of, had not thoſe 
brought them 1n to fill up the number. In 
fine he was carried back to the Caſtle, 
whence he ſent his Defence, as is uſual in 
ſuch Caſes, and in concluſion was ſentenced 
to loſe all his Allowance as Governor, and 
to pay to Peter Maſcarenas ten thouſand 


Ducats, which confirmed the latter , not 


him, to have been the real Governor, and 

juſtified thoſe who had obeyed them as ſuch. 
He was alſo baniſhed, into Africk. But he 
reſenting this hard Fortune, reſolved to. 


\. Change his Country and his Prince, as the 


famous Ferdinand Magallanes had done be- 
fore. And getting into Spain, he unnatu- 
ralized himſelf; and from Badajoz writ a 
Letter to the King, affirming his uſage had 
been highly unjuſt, and that he was re{olved 
to try whether changing his Country he 
could change Fortune, and reſtore his Ho- 
nor. This had ſuch effe, that he wasre- 
ſtored to his Country. Alfonſo Mexia being 
hkewiſe broughe priſoner to Portugal, had 
the ſame ſucceſs; he was alſo accuſed of 
Crimes committed at Ormuz, the Com- 
mander of which Fort Fames de Melo was 
-under the ſame Circumſtances. Let us 
now return to India. 

3. Fames Silveyra on the Coaſt of Cal- 
cut carried ſo heavy a Hand upon thoſe 
People, that their King was obliged to lend 
Embaſladors to Nuno de Cuna, defining 
Peace. He granted upon ſuch Conditions 
as they deſerved who had never kept any. 
They were willing to accept part, _ by 

je 
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jeted the reſt, ſo Silveyra reduced them to 
extreme Famine, hindering the Importation 


of Proviſions. They received ſome Re- 
lief from Cananor, and Simon de Souſa being 
forced upon that Shoar, after valiantly re. 
pulſing the Moors, his Powder took fire, and 
blew up the Brigantine. 

4+ Melique Saca being expelled Diu, 
found it convenient for the compaſling his 
Ends with the King iof Cambaya, to uſe 
thoſe Artifices with Nuno de "una he had 
done with Hefor de Silveyra, when he of- 
fered to deliver up that Citv to im. He 
writ to Nuno, that tho he coul:i not deliver 
Diz, at leaſt he could affilt him in the ca- 
king of 1t; to this end it was convenient they 
ſhould have a meeting, and in order there» 
unto he might ſend him a Paſs and Ships for 
himſelf and Retinue, commanded by Gaſar 
Parz,, whom he had known at Dix. The 
Governgr granted all, and he made uſe of it 
to be reſtored to the King of Cambaya's Fa- 
your, receiving and putting off Gaſtar 
Pacz, with Subleties _ Impudence, pre- 
tending the Paſs *was not ſecurely worded, 
and the Ships were too few. Paez told him 
he had by the way with thoſe Veſlels taken 
a great Ship, and put to flight fourteen 
Barques in the River Pormeane, and that he 
might go with all ſafety: But no Reaſon 
s ot force againſt Craft and Falſhood, 

5. Gafpar Paez, would have taken ſome 
Revenge, but could only barn nine Barques. 
The Governor enraged hereat, ſuddenly 
b2gan to make ſuch Preparations againſt 
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- Dia as ſhould not eafily be diſappointed: 


He had not vet ſeen the King of Cochin who 
was ſick of the Small Pox. Nuno being 
leſs fearful of the Infe&ion than the King, 
who ſent him word, That he did not defire 
to ſce him, for fear he might catch the Dj. 
ſeaſe, tho he believed his tight would cure 
him. Nuno went to vilit him, and it was 
much he was received, for thoſe Princes 
ſuffer not themſelves to be ſeen in any 
Sickneſs. The whole Conference contain- 
ed nothing but Complaints of Injuries done 
by Lope Vaz and Alfonſo Mexia. Nuno left © 
him well ſatised with his Courteſte, fo 
tnat he began to look upen himlelf as a 
King , having till then been treated as a 


Slave, and found himſelf better in health. 


6. It was requiſite Nano de Cuna ſhould 
At Chale he viſited the 
King, and gave him content. About Mid- 
February he came to Cananor, and ſaw that 
King, whom he much obliged by Snform- 
ing to his own Ceremonies at ghe Inter- 
view. This Prince offered him ſome Jew- 
els, which he fearing to affront him receiv- 
ed, but delivered to the Officers of the Re: 
venue as belonging to the King. 

7. He ardered Fames de Silweyra to pu- 
niſh a rich Merchaiat of Mangalor, who 
did great wrong to the Portugueſes. He 


eſcoured the Rivers along that Coaſt, with 


fixteen Ships, and four hundred and hity 
Men. Then entered the River Mangalor, 
on whoſe Banks is the Town ©: that Name 
belonging to the King of Nar/inga, our 
Friend, 
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Friend, but that Merchant favoured Calicut, 
ofir Enemy. This Merchant knowing the 
Delfign was againſt him, was well fortified. 
Fames Silveyra choſe the leſſer Veſſels with 
wo hundred and forty Men to go up the 
River, who were met by a great $quadron, 
which after ſome conteſt was put to flight. 
The Town was 1mmedaately entred, all che 
Defendants quitting 1t. Fames Silveyra 
then curned to the, Fort, End after ſome re- 
fiance took it. The Merchant fled 1n de- 
ſpair, but was overtaken and killed by a 
Muſquet Ball. * Thoſe who fled ſought re- 
fuge in the River, and our Swords there 
made 1t run bloody. Nothing was taken 
but ſome Cannon, for Boy being very 
erat, the Captain cauſed ic all to be burnt, 
leſt he might endanger his Ships by over- 
lbading them. There were alſo burnt thir- 
teen Veſlzls that waited for Joading- Win- 
ter coming on, he thought ſo great a Force 
was not requilte, and diſrmiſſed half the 
Fleet. But there had been ule for all when 
he met Pats Marcar, a Commander of* Ca- 
licut ſailing for Mangaloy with ſixty Paraos, 
The Weather prevented fighting then, ſo 
he waited their Return, and gave Batrel at 
Mount Del:i, where fix Paraos were lunk, 
then went to Cochin. 

8. Antony de Silveyra, to whom the Coaſt 
of Cambaya was allotted, had now under 
his Command fifty one Sail, whereof three 
were Gallies, and wo Galliots, and in them 
nine hundred Portwgweſes, He went up che 
River Taptii, on whoſe Banks are two Cities, 

L 4 the 
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the chiefeſt of that Coaſt. On the ons 


ſide, Surat, containing ten thouſand Fami- 
lies, moſt Handycrafts, and all of no Cou- 
rage, called Rancanes, On the other fide, 
Reyner, of {1x thouſand Houſes, but. Wal 
like Men, and well fortifted. The River 
being ſounded, it was found there was not 
W.tzr enough for the greater Veſſel, 
which were Jett at the Barr under Francs 
de V aſconcellos, With the reſt Antony de 
Silvezra returning to the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver, and having ſailed four Leagues, diſco- 
vered Surat, Three hundred ' Horſe, and 
a'moſt ten thouſand Foot oppoſed the Land- 
ing, armed with Bows and Muſquets, they 
ſpenc their-Shot, and fled without expec- 
ing an Anſwer. The City was entred 
wichout any farther reſiſtance, and nothing 
left in it that had life, or was of Value. 
Then the City and ſome Ships that lay in 
the Arſenal were burnt. A Jntle higher on 
the other {ide was the City Reyner, inhabited 
by the Nayteas Moors, of more Courage 
and Policy, who nevertheleſs ſcarce eflayed 
our Fire, when they fled, leaving all inthe - 
Hands of the Portugueſes, who had all been 
rich, could they have carried away all the 
Piunder, They carried what they could, 
the reſt was ali burnt, with twenty Ships 
and many leſſer Veſſels that were 1n that 
Port.. Emanuel de Souſa was in both ARions 
the foremoſt at landing, not without great 


_ danger, eſpecially in the latter, the Enemy. 
playing much great Cannon ar him. 


9. Antony 
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g. Antony de Silveyra returning to the 
Mouth of the River, found that whilſt he 
burnt thoſe Cities, Francs de Vaſconcellos had 
not been idle, but taken fix Veſſels ladere 
with Proviſions bound for Diu. Now they 
filed together to Damam, a Town great 
and ſtrong, yet terrified by the Diſaſter of 
the others, quitted by the Inhabitants, and 
burnt by our Men. On the contrary the 
Town of Apagaim fourteen Leagues from 
Chaul, dared: the Portugues Fury with four 
hundred Horſe, and hve thouſand Foot; 
At firſt ſhock they killed five Portugueſes, 
and the reſt began to flie, bur being rallied 
by the Captains, the Town was taken, and 
in it much Cannon and Riches. Many 
were killed, above two hundred taken. 
The Fire of the Town took hold of the 
Veſſels which were three hundred. 

10 Whilſt Antony de Silveyra was thus 
employed, Francs Perera de Berredo, Com- 
mander at Chaul, overcome by the Intrea- 
ties of the Inhabitants, oppreſſed by Badur, 
King of Cambaya; who was Maſter of the 


Field, marched with fifty Horſe, and one - 


hundred and fifcy Foot, till he met Popare- 
140 With five thouſand of the former, and 
twelve thouſand of the latter. The mul- 
titude, wearineſs and heat ſo diſordered the 
Portugueſes, that moſt of them were lain, 
Francs Pereyra ſeeing the Fort in danger, 
called Antony de Silveyra, who inſtant- 
ly with care relieved it in perſon, which 
preſerved it from falling into the Hands of 
King Badur, which it muſt have done, if 

| aſlaulred 
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aſſaulted at that time. Francs Pereyra Was 
puniſhed for that loſs and raſhneſs by bein 
deprived of his Command, and impriſanc] 
by the Governor, who gave that Poſt to 
Antony Silveyra, whoſe Diligence had (a 
ved it. 

. 11. He&or de Silveyra,wno (atled from Goa 
on the ewenty firſt of Fanuary with ten 
Sail, and fix hundred Men, for the Red. 
Sea, ſpread his Ships. croſs the Mouth of it 
from Cape Guardafu on the Coaſt of 4/ia, 
to Xael in Arabia, that no Enemy might 
eſcape him. Moſt of chem had ſome Suc- 
cels, chiefly Hetfor and Martin de Caſtro 
who took ewo great and rich Ships, killing 
the Defendants who made 4& brave reli-. 
ſtance. A Brigantine of twelve Men that 
accompanied the Ship taken by He&or to 
Maſcate, made up to a great Barque, ſup- 
poirng her a Poriugueſe, and diſcovered not 
the miſtake till ic was not poſlible to avoid 
fighting thirty valiant Turks that'were in 
her. They fought till both parnes tired, * 
were forced to reſt, and having recovered 
Bieath all the Turks were flain. Of the 
Portugueſes thiee died, the nine carrying oft 


+ the Barque as a Trophy of this brave Ex- 


ploic» The Fleet being joined, appeared 
before Aden, where Heffor managed that 
King with ſuch Dexterity, that he con- 
ſented to pay a Tribute of twelve thouſand - 
Xeraphins yearly to the Crown of Portu- 
gal, offering him immediately a Crown of 
Gold. The Agreement was folemaly f1gn- 


ed on both ſides, and Antony Botello _ in 
. that 
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that Port with a Brigantine and thirty 
Men. In the ſame manner the King of 
Xael ſubmitted, Who not long before had 
accompanied- Muftapha, a Turkiſh Captain, 
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with twenty thouſand Men to make war - 


upon Aden; In the Month of September 
arrived at Goa ſ1xShips from Portugal, .. 
12. Let us look upon the I»dian Sea now 
covered with a Wood of Ships, the product 
of the Governor's great care, now full of 
his Deſign upon Diu. This Fleet conliſted 
of above four hundred Sail, many large, 
more indifferent, and the greateſt number

ſmall, ſeveral of- them were only Sutlers, 


fitted out by the Natives for private Gain. 
In the IflJand Bombaim was made a general 
Review of the Fleet, and found to con- 
tain three thouſand {1x hundred Soldiers,and 
one thouſand four hundred and fifty Seamen, 
all Portugueſes, above two thouſand Meala- 
bars and Canara, eight thouſand Slaves ht 
for Service, and almoſt hve thouſand Sea- 
men. The Governor landed at Oaman, 
a Fort of Cambaya, which was immediately 
quitted by the Adoors. Maſs was ſaid there 
and the general. abſolution given. Then 


three Rewards were propoſed to the three - 


n:{t that ſhould mount the Walls of Din 2t 
th2 ſcaling of 1t. Hither came the News, 
that the Arabs, Turks and others,.. to the 


number of two thouſand foruhed themlelves 


in the I{}and Berb, ſeven Leagues from 
Diu. It was by Nature and Art lo begirt 
with Rocks and Walls, and ſtored with 
Cannon, tnat Nuns de Cuna gave no Cre- 
Git to the Relation till he ſaw it. I2. 
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13. On the ſeventhof February hecame 
eo the Iſland, and having in perſon viewed 
all Difficulties beſieged it. He ſummoned 
the Barbarians to ſurrender ; but they were 
ſo reſolute, .that many of them ſhaved their 
Heads, a Token that they fear not death, 
but are devoted, which 4 call making - 
themſelves Amoucoss Their Commander © 
gave them a brutal Example of Reſolution, 
making a great Fire, and throwing into. it 
his Wite, Son, Goods and Family, that if 
the Portuguejes overcame, they might find 


nothing but a heap of Aſhes. Others fol- 


lowed the Example. Nuno ordered the 
INand to be actacked aronce in fix ſeveral 
places. Ar Break of Day each Officer cou- 
rapgiouſly fell on the place appointed him. 
The Enemy received them with deſperate 
fury. Many were killed, and among them 
the brave HeFor de Silveyra, who in ſoma- 
ny Occaſions had notably ſ{ignalized himſelf. 
This to us was a great loſs. Our deadin all 
were twelve. A Portugueſe ran through an 
Iſlander with his Lance, and he preffing tor- 
ward upon it, with his Cymiter cut off the 
Portugueſe is Leg, and they both fell down 
dead. One ſtood upon a Rock with 
four Women, and ſeeing our Men 


come on, killed two of the Women by their 
tree conſent, but a Bullet preventing him 
from killing the other two, they both leap'd 
Nto the Sea to prevent being madeYlaves, 
but to no effe&, for they were taken 1n the 
Sea. Eighteen hundred of the Enemy were 
kille1, and fixty Cannons taken.

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14. Nuno de Cuna parting from Beth, ap- 
ared no leſs formidable to Diu, than that 
Ciry did to him. The City conſidered the 
| Sea covered with that Fleet. The Flect, a 
City buile upon Rocks, and encompaſſed 
by them and Water, the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver croſſed with maſſy Chains ſuſtainedupon 
Veſſels, and eighty filled with Archers and 
Muſqueteers to defend them; within ten 
thouſand armed Men, and an infinite 
number of grea@ Artillery. The tops of 
Houſes, Walls and Rocks covered with 
multitudes of People of both Sexes'and all 
Ages, rending the Air with Shouts. Our 
Governor viewed the danger , conſulted 
the Captains, and ordered the Affaulr. 

15. On the fixteenth of February,the ſignal 
being given, the Sea and Land were cove- 
red with Clouds of Smoak and Duſt of the 
Deſtruction our Guns made in the City. 
Nuno ſtanding in a Boat cloathed in red, 
to be the better ſcen, flew to all parts where 
there was occaſion, and being known, was 
all the Mark the Enemies Shot was dire&- 
ed to. Which Sebaſtien de Sa, who, by fa- 
vour, was taken out of another Boat into 
his, perceiving with ſome concern, ſaid to 
him, Alas, Sir, was it for ths you brought 
me bither: And he pleaſantly, as if no 
danger had been near, replyed to him and 
others, Humilitate capita wveftra. D. Vaſco 
de Lirza had not lowered his Head, for a Ball 
took it off his ſhoulders. Our Cannon be- 
gan to burſt with the continual Fire, Cure 
perceiving this loſs, and that twelve Men 
wers 
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were killed without doing any conſiderable 
Execution upon the Enemy, the day being 
ſpent, conſulted with the principal Men, 
and it was agreed the Enterprize was not 
practical. He deliſted, leaving Antony de 
Saldana with fixty Veſſels in the Bay of 
Cambaya, todo what damage he could to the 
Enemy. It was agreed on all Hands, that 
had not the Governor ſtayed to take Beth, 
he had carried Diu; for ghe Mor Muſt apha 
was the only caule of Solding out, who 
entered but three days before with con- 
fiderable Relief. We loſt never a Veſſel, 
and that part of the Fleet which went with 
Nuno de Cura arrived at Goa the fifteenth of 
March, where 1t ſtayed till ewo Ships came 
in of fix that ſailed this year from Lisbon, 
Of the other four, one returned to Portugal, 
another periſhed in a ſtorm at Cape Comuri, 
the Captain Meanxnel de Macedo and all the 
Men being ſav:d aſhore , where they de- 
fended them{clves againſt a 'great ' number 
of Moors, till relieved from Cochim, A third 
was never heard of. And the fourth came 
afterwards, but returning home with another, 
it was never known of what became of 
both. 

16. Muſtapha as ſoon as the Portugues 
Fleet was gone, went to offer himſelt to 
King Badur, carrying great Preſents, and 
was received with Honor, and rewarded. 
He gave him the Command of Baroche in 
the Bay of Cambaya, and other conſiderable 
Revenues wich the Title of Rume, becaule 
he was a Grecian; for the Indian Moor be- 

ing 
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ing ignorant of the Diviſton of the Pro- 
vinces of Europe, called all Thracia, Greece, 
Sclavonia, and the adjacent Countries 
Rum, and the Natives thereof Rumii, this 
Name being proper only tothole of Thracia, 
called Romania. Therefore the Turks and 
Rumes are different Nations, thoſe being 0- 
riginally of Turcheſtan, and theſe of Greece 
and Thrace, and the Rnmes efteem them- 


ſelves more honorable than the Turks. He -<- 


alſo gave him the Title of Cham, a Digni- 
ty among the Tartars, like a Duke with us, 
and among the. Eaſtern People is given to 
Perſons of great Merit, So Muſtapb8 from 
hence forward was called Rume Cham. 

17. Antony de Saldana, who was left in 
the Sea of Diu with ſ1xty Sail and fifteen 
hundred Men, went to the City Madrefa- 
bat, five Leagues diſtant towards the Liland 
Beth, and burnt ic with ſmall oppotition. 
Then he went to Goga twenty four Leagues 
diſtant from the laſt, a place of great 
Trade, formerly populous and ſtrong. In 
the Port were fifteen of the beſt Paracs of 
Calicat, laden with Spice, who fled up a 
Creek, and were followed by Saldana, with 
eight hundred Men in the ſmaller Veſſels. 
It was found neceflary to land, and three 
hundred Horſe and eight hundred Foot 
coming down to: the Relief of the Mala- 
bars, there was a ſharp Engagement, till 
adove ewo hundred of the Enemy being 
killed, they quitted the Field and Veſlels 


- Which were all burnt, as was the Town and- 


eight Ships in the Port, We loſt ſome Men. 
The 
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The chiefeſt Booty was much good Gan: 
non. The ſame happened to the Towns 
Belſa, Tarapor, Maii, Qnelme and Agacim, 
and laſtly Surat , then riling after the laſt 
Fire, and ſome Veſſels in that River. $a]. 
dana having. thus terrified all that Coaſt re. 
tired to Goa. About chis time came into 
Nuno de Cuna's power a Brother of the 
King of Cambaya, who was the rightful 
Heir of that Crown, and through him our 
Governor hoped to compaſs ſome conli- 
derable advantage. D. Antony de Silveyra 
who parted from Chaul with f1x Ships arrived 
at Agen, and found that King who got 
long before ſubmitted to the /Portugueſes, 
had killed ſuch as had ſtayed there, for Co- 
vetouſneſs of a Ship laden with Spice that 
came to his Port. Silwveyrs being too weak 
to revenge this, ſailed ro Ormuz, where he 
died, George de Lima [ucceeded in his Com- 
mand, and took two rich Ships in the Bay 
of Cambaya. 

1 8. Qur Cruiſers had about this time taken 
ewenty ſeven Ships of the King of. Calicut 
richly laden. He being perplexed with 
theſe Loſſes, and fearing greater, propoſed 
an Accommodation. TFames Pereyra was 
ſeat to treat, and obtained what he delired, 
which was leave to build a Fort at Chae. 


Chale 15 an lfland in a River that falls into 


the Sea three Leagues from Calicut, navi- 


gable in Boats up to the Mountain Gate. 
Urinama, a Heathen, was a King of it, 
and next to him he of Tenor, both Subjes 
of Calicut, Both coveted the Friendſhip of

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the Port»gueſes, as well to caſt of that Yoke 
as in hopes to grow rich” with our Trade, 
As ſbon as Nuno had obtained conſent to 
raiſe the Fort, he ſer out from Goa with one 
hundred and fifty Sail, three thouſand Por- 
tugueſes, and one thouſand Laſcarines of the 
Country. Such diligence was uſed in ths 
Wark, :(the Gentlemen not ſparing their 
Labour ) that in twenty fx days it wasin a 
poſture of Defence, the? Wall being nine 
Foot broad- with Bulwarks, Towers, a 
Church, a Houſe for the Commander, and 
Store-houſes. The Command of it was gi- 
ven to Fames Pereyra, who had forwarded 
the Work, with two hundred -and fifty 
Men: and to ſecure it by Sea Mannel de 
Souſa with twenty two Ships. The King of 
Calicut repenting he had given leavetor that 
Work, made War upon the Kings of Chale, 


Caramanlii and Tanor , At the ſame time - 


making Overtures to draw them to break 
with the Portugueſes : but to noeffec. 

19. About the end of February Emanuel dt 
Vaſconcellos {et out for the Red Sea with two 
Galliots, and ſome Brigantines. At Xael 
with the loſs of one Man he took ſome 
Turkiſh Veſſels laden, and among them a 
great Ship called Cufturca, which was ſent 
Maſcate. The King of Xael fearful of ſome 
danger, made his Peace with Submiſſion 
and Preſents, After Vaſconcelos, came thi- - 
ther Antony de Saldania with ten Ships, 
and the King ſeeing he would not allow 
of the ſubmiflion he made to Vaſconelos, 
began to ſecure himſelf, ſending out of the 

A a Town 
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Town all the Riches, Women and Chil. 
dren, which were ſeen from the Ships, 
croiling the Mountain upon Camels. - But 
the Weather obliged Saldana to leave that 
Seas Ck” 
20. He failed to Maſcate, thence to the 
Coaſt of Dis, ſeven or eight Ships of that 
City came out and engaged him, he took 
thee. m_ pr bg oy _ lame 
ened to a Tarts allion that was in 
Pore, and 0 0708, co fhe. A ſtorm 
riſing there diſperſed molt of the Brigan- 
tines. Saldena had three Gallions with 
him, and they ſuffered Hunger and Thuſt, 
when-the Sea driving them towards the. Bar, 
ewenty ſeven Ships of the Enemy that 
watched the opportunity fell upon them, but 
drew off without any conſiderable Action. 
He diſpatched two Veſſels to view Pate, on 
which he had ſome Deſign, they meeting 
a rich Ship bound for Dis, after a very 
ſharp Engagement took her. The Ship had 
only- 1in- Gold Coin above ſixty thouſand 
| Venetian Chequins. Sailing to Goa with 
Prizes worth above two hundred thouſand 
Ducats, he met ſhort of Chan!, James de 
Silvers, to whom he delivered the Vellels 
the Governor ordered. At this time arr 
ved four o_ chat ſailed from: Portogal the 
beginning of this year, , Antony de Saldans 
returned home with them. | 
21. James de Silveyra (ailing to Patam, 
twelve Leagues from Div, plundered and 
burne that City with four Ships in the Har- 
bour, The very ſame was done to Pare, atid 
Mang «vr. 
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Mangalor. This was no new thing in Fames 
Silvers, for he had before the ſame ſucceſs 
at Bandora Tana, and other Towns, and on 
the Coaſt of Diu at Caftelete, Tolajes and 
Madrefabatr, by which means he came to 

with above four thouſand Slaves, and 

an mfinicte Booty, having killed a-great 
number, and ſpread an uniyerſal Terror. 

22. All this encouraged Nano de Cana to 

ftreighten Dix, and the King of Cambeys, 

that he might be obliged co conſent to tf 


raiſing a Fort in that City. And becauſe 


the Growth of Becaim might be an Obſtacle 
to our Deſigns, he reſolved to deſtroy it. 
Thither he went with a Fleet of above 
one hundred and fifty Sail, three thouſand 
Portayweſes, and two hundred. Canaras. 
Melique Tocam Lord of Dia was then forti- 
Fs the City, and hearing ot the Power 
that was preparing againſt it, put in a'Gar- 
nfon of above twelve,thouſand Men. Nu- 
no divided his Men into three parts to give 
the Attack, the Landing was dangerous, 
and the Enemy ſo numerous, it ſeemed a 
raſhneſs co go on, bur our Men deſpiſing 
all danger, the Enemy fled firſt to the Fore, 
and then to: the Mountain, fix hundred of 
them being killed , of ours only eight or 
nine, Ftere were taken above four hun- 
_ dred Pieces of Cannon, and much Ammu- 
nition» The Country about was. all rava- 
ged; arid the Fort razed. After this Vito- 
ry the' Governor ſent Emanuel de Albi- 
gverque withi twelve Veſſels and three hun- 


. ed Men,. to deſtroy the Fort of Demam; - 
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but he not able to effe&t ic, burnt all the 
Towns from Bagaim to Tarapor, and bring.- 
ingunder Tribute Tana, Bandora, Mais and 
'Bombaim , then retired to Chau! with 
much Riches, and many Veſlels taken in 
thoſe 'Rivers. Fames de Sikveyra, who 
failed from Bagaim. with four Gallions and 
fifteen Brigantines bound for the Red Seg, 
took off Cape Guardafu a rich Vellel. Vaſ. 
co Perez about Zocotors took a yet richer 
Turkiſh Ship, moſt of her Men being lain, 
and near Cape Fartaque another. TFames 
Silveyra afterwards burnt two at Aden, and 
did a very generous Action, which was 
thus: He diſcovered a ny rich Ship of 
Gidda, which ſpying him, lay by, and her 
Captain coming aboard , ſhewed him a 
'Lerter from a Portugueſe, whojwas Priſoner 
in that City, which the Moor thought to be 
a ſecure Paſs, being given him as ſuch, 
Silveyrs opened and found in it theſe 
Words: 1 beſeech ſuch of the King of Portu- 
gal's Captains as ſhall meet thu Ship to make 
prize of ber, for ſhe. belongs to @ very wicked 
Moor. Silveyra perceiving how the Moor 
was impoſed upon, took no notice of the 
Deceit, but diſcharged him, chuſing rather 
to loſe the Riches of that Ship, chan bring 
into queſtion the Sincerity of the Port 
gueſes, At the latter end of April he re- 
turned to Gog. | 

23. At the ſame time arrived in- Indis fix 
Ships from Portugal, a ſeventh periſhed by 
the way. Theſe Ships brought new Or- 
ders, that the Commanders of Forts _ 
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beſworn by the Governor-General, by which 
it appears, they were till then independence 
of them. | Nuno de Cunas had always his 
thought fixed upon Diu, when Melique To- 
cam, Lord of that City, deſired him to ſend 
a fit perſon with whom he might treat a- 
bout an Aﬀair of Importance to the King 
of Portugal's Service. He then was appre- 
henfive of his own King. It was therefore 
thought, he would for his own ſecurity de- 
liver upithe Town to us. This was the in- 
tent; but Vaſco de Cuna, a Gentleman of 
parts, being ſent, and having done all that 
could. be expected in it, returned without 
NY any thing, but not without 
hopes. 

24. At the ſame time Triſtan de Ges at 
Cambaye preſſed that King to conſent to 
the railing a Fort at Diu. The Reſult was, 
that the King would have a Conference 
with Nuno deCuna, and his Deſign was ra- 
ther to kill him, than grant the Fort, Nu- 


» went thither with an hundred Sail, in 


which were ewo thouſand Portugueſes. 'The 
King was already at Dis when the Go- 
vernor arrived, and delayed the Interview, 
defiring, he would | ſend him ſome of his 
principal Captains, for that he defired ta 
ſee them. They went richly cloathed, and 
were ſplendidly received. - Diſcourſing, E- 
manuel de Macedo took the liþerty, tho ina 
reſpeatful manner to tell - the King, That 
he juſtly admired he would take the Com- 
mand of that Ciry from Melique Tocam his 
Subjet, who had ſerved him well, and

ceſent, and gave no anſwer, till-the King 
aoking angrily upon him for his filence, 
he Gid it proceeded from Contempt. Ma- 
cedo repeated the Challenge, and the Turk 
no longer able to ſhun it, accepted the 
Challenge to be fought at Sea. Macedo, 
according to appointment waited for him, 
but he came not- The Interview took not. 
eflec for the diflerences about the manner 


of it. Nuno taking another Courſe, joined 


in League with Omaum Paixath, King of 
the opus, Then Nuxzo returned to Goes, 
and before and after diſpatched ſeveral Cap- 
teins, Antony de Sifoeyra went to Bengals 
wich nine Veſſels, Vaſco Peres de Samspayes to 
the.

art, ſpeaking to each of the two apart, and 
ſo making them ſuſpicious to each other.

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reſtored the Priſoners he had, and ſubmit- 
ted to him of Ormuz, ratified . the Peace 
made by him he had killed, and exculed 
what was paſt. 

27. King Fobn Its Care was upon the 
Afﬀairs of India. . He had underſtood the 
event of Nuno de Cuna's attempt upon Dis, 
and that the common Enemy prepared to 
diſturb our Progreſs, ſo he continually fent 
relief. This year arrived there twelve 
Ships with fifceen hundred fighting Men, 


. commanded by D. Pedro de Caftillobranco, 


who ſet out from Libor the laſt Nowember. 
The latter end of this year came alſo five 
Ships more, which ſer our the beginning of 
this ſame year, they were commanded by 
Martin Alfonſo de Souſa, who had a Com- 
miffion to be Adypiral of the Indian Sea, 
The Governor immediately put him 1n pol- 
ſeſſion of the Poſt, ſending him againſt 
Damam. At Chaul, Fame: Silveyra delivered 
him” his Squadron, and Vaſco Perez his. 
Now. Martins Alfonſo had five hundred Men 
1n forty Veſſels. He found Damam deſtroy- 
ed by its own Commander, who was retired 
to the Fort with five hundred Turks and 
Reibutos, Martin 5 attempted to ſcale 
it, and received ſome damage, one of his 
Ladders breaking, when the Enemy on the 
other fide opening a Gate to fly, our Men 
ſtopped them, and entring, found a large 
Court full of Men, and fifry Harſe, moſt 
of them were put to the Sword, and the 
Fort razed. The King of Cambays fearing 
greater loſs, deſired Peace, which Nuno de 
| | Crna 
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Cuna granted, and 'twas ſworn upon the 
following Conditions. - That | he ſhould 
give to. the King of Portugel for ever Ba- 
cadim , with its Dependences by Sea and 
Land. That all Ships bound for the Red 
Sea from that Kingdom ſhould ſet out from 
Bacaim, and return thither to pay the Duties. 
That none ſhould go to other places with- 
out leave from the Portugweſes. That no 
Ships of War ſhould be buile-1n any of his 
Ports. That he ſhould no more pive alſ- 
ſtance to the Rames. There were other 
Articles in favour of the King to ſweeten 
the harſhneſs of- theſe, which were after- 
wards moderated when he gave leave to 
raiſe the Fort at Div. Now we have ſome 
Boy in this Province, ſomething may be 
ſaid of its {icuation, people and other affairs 
with our uſual Brevity.

Coaſt is coyered with many Towns and 
Cities: It is watered by two famous Ri 
vers, Taptii and Tapetis, beſides many Creeks 
that form ſeveral Iffands. It breeds abun- 
dance of Cattle, and is plentiful of other 
Provifions. The Country 1s all plain, fo 
that they generally travel in Waggons after 
the manner of Flanders, but lighter, and 
eaſier drawn by Oxen ſomewhat leſs than 
thoſe of Spaws. The Natives are of four 
ſorts; one called Bazeanes Bagangariis, that 
feed after our manner ; another called onl 
Beneancs, who eat nothing that hath li 
Their Prieſts are called Vertias, who cloath 
themſelves in white, and never take thoſe 
Cloaths off till they fa'l to pieces. They 
live- upon Charity, and ( like the Children 
of Iſrael in the Deſart ) can keep nothing 
for che next day.

Butterfly ſhould die by it ; they always car- 
ry a Brodm- wherewith they ſfiveep ' the 
Ground they are to tread on, left they 
wead any Worm or Infe&t todeath. The 
other two- ſorts are the Re:buti,” who are 
good Soldiers, formerly the chief of this 
Kingdom. They acknowledge one God + 
and three perſons, and worſhip the Bleſſed 
Virgin, a Doctrine preſerved from the time 
of the Apoſtles. The laſt are Mabometens, 
called Laxteas, that is, Natives who embra- 
ced chat Set, and thoſe who came to con- 
quer the Countrey. The common people 
are very ingenious in Mechanicks, in Works 
of Silk, Gold, Ivory, Mother of Pearl, 
Tortoiſe-ſhell, Cryſtal; Ebony and other 
things of Dehghe. They follow the Rules 
of Pubagoras, killing no Creature, but ra- 
therſbuy all. tho venemous, from thoſe who 
take them, and ſet them looſe again. They 
entertain men whole only Buſineſs it 5 to 
look about the Towns and Fields for Beaſts 
that are ſick, which they cure with great 
care in Hoſpitals erected for that purpoſe. 
Notwithſtanding all this Beaſtly Charity, - 
they have none that may be called human, 
for they will not reach their Hand to al-- 
fiſt any perſon in the greateſt neceflity. 
2. In the year 1292, and according to 
the Mabometan Account 700, the Pagen 
Galacams was in quiet pofſeflion of this 
Kingdom, and diſturbed to deprive his 
Brother of the Kingdom of Chempanel, 
kfr him by his Father. Galecerne employed 
+ two Brothers as Generals upon his Fron- 
ciers, 
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She was of the Race of Padaminis, who are 
affirmed , beſides their comely Shape, to 
have ſo ſweet a Scent 1n their Skin, that 
they communicate it to their Cloaths, 
which makes them eſteemed above all o- 
others. With much reaſon, for it is a won- 
der to find a Woman that has a good ſmell. 
Yet not impoſlible. They ſay there are 
ſcarce any of theſe Women in this King- 
dom, but many in Orixs. There is no mi(- 


| chief without a Woman, even where they 


have an ill favour ; how much more where 
one ſmelt well! The King in love with 
this Wife of Madana, tried all means to 
gain her; but ſhe being chaſte ( which was 
doubtleſs the ſweet Smell ) acquainted her 
Husband and Brother-, who joining with 
Xiath Noſqgradim, King of Delhi, on whom 
the Covetouſneſs of that Kingdom prevail- 
ed, they waſted the Kingdom of Cambaya, 
till Galacarna was at laſt (lain in Battel. 


Noſaradim leſt Habedxiath his General tw 


conquerghe Remainder. He rewarded the 
two Brothers who brought him to this Con- 
queſt, and retured home, having made the 
Kings of Mandou and Chitor tributary. Ne 
ſaradim ſoon after being killed by his Ne- 
phew, Civil Wars enſued, and ſeveral Go- 
vernors revolting, called themſelves Kings, 
as did Habedxiath, to whom Moors {ucceed- 
ed. Thus, 

3. The vear 1330, Hamet the Mabome- 
mean Tartar, who hved in the City Cs 
| wit 
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tiers, Madans, one .of them had the moſt 
beautiful Woman of that Country to Wife. ' 
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with the afliſtance of Arabs, Perſians , 
Greeks and Rumes, or Turks, uſurped great 
part of this Kingdom, .then poſſeſſed by 
Deſing ue Rao, What he had tyrannically 
gained-, he prudently maintained. Ale 
Cham ſucceeded him, and had forty Sons, 
and three of them were Kings. The firſt 
Peruxiath, who ſucceeded him, the ſecond 
Azeide Cham, who by his Wife got che 
Kingdom of Mandou, and the third Ale 
Cham, who with his Wife had the Kingdom 
of Agimar, bordering on that of Chicory. 
_ Peruxiath followed his Father's Example in 
ſecuring his Government , and built the 


City Diw in memory of a Vidory gained 


over a Chineſe Fleet. Swhan Mahomet his 
Son ſucceeded him, and reigned at the time 
| that D.Vaſco de Gama diſcovered India, he 
| left the Crown to his Son Madefor , as 
worthy of it for his Actions, as Birth. Not 
to his Son Scander Cham, who gave occaſion 
to his Subjeas to kill him, and ſer up his 
youngeſt Brother; Mabomer Cham. But the 
ſecond Brother Latiſs Cham, to whom of 
right the Crown belonged, made War, but 
without ſucceſs, and irc remained in the 
third, his Name was Badur Cham. 

4 Modafar divided the Poſleflion of Me- 
lique Az, the Lord of Dis, among his three 
- Sons. This Diſtribution enraged the King's 
own Sons, who coveted thoſe I ands. But 
chiefly Bedur, who poiſoned his Father by 
whom he was as much hated as loved by his 
Mother. After this Murder he fled ro the

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King's preſence in a Ball made to entertain 
him wich the atliſtance of Crements; the 
Queen he fled to Delb;.

. 5: There he made himſelf a Calande, 
or Religions Man, to ſhun the puniſhmems 
of his Crimes. Theſe Calandars go loaded 
with Iron Chains , and feed very hard: 
with this outward rigor they practiſe pri- 
vately all forts of Wickedneſs and Un: 
cleanneſs. They enter into no Towns, but 
blow a Horn without , that people may 
bring them Alms. Sometimes they go to- 
gether to:the number of ewo r whey +, i Ba. * 
Aur was one of theſe. Hearing of the Di- 
ſtractions of the Kingdorn of Cambaya, he 
repaired thither with his Chains in ſearch of 
the Crown. In that manner he entred 
Caembays, and was proclaimed King by fa 
vour of the people, who were pleaſed with 
thoſe Tokens of Religion.His Brother Def 
Cham thought to eſcape by ſubmitring, but 
he cauſed his Head to be cut off as a Trai- 
tor. Then he gave the Cities of Reyner and 
Surat to two rich Merchants, and after- 
wards overcame in battel his Brother Lati/ 
Cham. He cauſed Madremalaco to be fley'd 
alive, becauſe he had ſettled his younger 
Brother in the Kingdom, in hopes to have 
the Adminiſtration of it, then with hisown 
Hand beheaded the Brother, and two 0- 
thers that reproved that Act. 

6. Badur deſiring to take off Melque 
Sacs, Commander of Dis , ſent for him 
upon pretence of Buſineſs, bat he excuſed 
himſelf upon other pretences, and fo gw. 
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deavoured to eſcape with his Riches, buc 
beinp diſappointed, went off poor, and not 
without danger. His Friends at Dis broughc 
thither from Madrefabat his Brothor Me- 
lique Tocam. Badur, the other being fled, 
had like to have killed this, but for ſome 
Reaſons was obliged to pardon him and o- 
\ thers, but he deſtroyed many. He fer out 
for Champanel the year 1527, where were 
brought to him forty French Men, and one 
Stephew Dias Briges, a Portugueſe, who tor 
ſome Crimes done in his Country, fled into 
France, and came to Indie, Captain of a 
Ship of that Nation ; at D« they were all 
| taken, and ſenr to Badwr, by whom they 
" were all miſerably put to death.

10, Salabedin, one pardoned by Badur, 
fearful of his favour, getting away, ſecured 
himſelf in a ſtrong Caſtle, whence Bader 
drew him by policy, and forced him to turn 
Mabometan. Then he prepared to take the 
Fort and mountain Raoſinga, where Salabedin 
left his Son when he was deceived by Badur's 
promiſes ; and by the way deſigned to expel 
the King of Chitor, Son to him, who kindly 
entertained him when he fled for the Mur- 
derof his Father.

to Tamerlene the Great, reigned among 
them.

4. Omaum, Son of Babor, now broke 
witir Badur, King of Cembajs, who to be- 
gin the War ſent ewenty thouſand Horſe, 
and a muleitade of Foot upon his Enemies 
Frontiers. Here. it may appear, that In- - 
gratitude never eſcapes unpuniſhed. The 
Queen Crementis, who had ſaved Badur's 
Life, and in return was by him deprived 
of her Liberty and Kingdom of Chor, now 
revenged her ſelf on him, afcer this man- 
. ner. He by his Embaſſadors required her 
to ſend him her Son with what Men ſhe 
could to ſerve againſt the Aogol. -The 
Queen -defired he would reſtore her other 
Son, whom he kept as an Hoſtage, that 
ſhe might 'not be deprived of both, and 
that the mean while ſhe would raiſe the 
Forces.

Borneo is 
an Iſland fraittul of Provifions, rich in 
coſtly Merchandize, -and produces the fineſt 
Diamonds. The King is powerful, his Re- 
ligion the Mabomeran, fo his People. The 
City of that Name. 1s large, has. beautyful 
Buildings. and ſtrong Walls. The Iſland 


has four principal Ports, to which reſort 


Merchants from ſundry parts. "The Offer 
pleaſed the King. Gongalo Perera arrivin 

at Teruate, D. George de Meneſes delivere 

him the Fore, and King Cachil-Daials, who 
was there priſoner. The Queen his Mo- 
ther, who had fled from her City as was 
before related, hearing of the new Com- 
mander; ſent to puthim in mind, how kind- 
ly che King her Husband had received the 
Portugueſes, how ungratefu] the Return had 
been from them, who cauſed his Son and 
Heir to die in a priſon, and now kept the 
other, and obliged her their Mother to fly 
to the Mountains, having loſt the City 
where ſhe was born, and whereof ſhe was 
Queen.

D. George his Cruelty, and Liberty for her 
Son. Aﬀer ſome Scruples Gongalo Pereyra

as ſoon as opportunity ſerved, whereupon 
ſhe returned to the City, atfd they agreed;

20. Gongalo Pereyra , 1n purſuance of the. 


. - Governor's Orders made D. George a pri 


foner. He was carried to Gos, thence to 
Portugal, whence he was baniſhed to Broil, 
and killed by the Heathens there in a Battel. 
Afcer this Gongalo Pereyra examined the Pro- 
ceedings of the Portugues Officers of the 
Revenue, and found them guilty of great 
Frauds. They offended at this Diſcovery, 
conſpired wich the Queen to kill him, which - 
they egecueed, tho he defended himſelf with 
Reſolution, yet moſt of the -Murderers were 
killed by the other Portupueſes, who main- 
tained the Fort which was. great danger 
of being loſt, and Luis de Andrade kept the 
Command as Lieutenant. 

21. Bras Pereyra, who commanded by 
Sea, would have ſucceeded ' his Kinfinan, 
But the Conſpirators ele&ted Vincent Fonſeca 
one of their Companions. He having rs 
miſed the Queen her Sons Liberty, if ſhe 
would afliſt him in obtaining that Poſt, 


 Noweloaded him with Irons, and ſecured : 


his Brothers and Family. She withdrawing 


into the Country, Ropped all proviſions 
from 
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from coming to the Fort, and fo obliged 
him to ſet her Son free, and all was appeaſet 
for the preſent. 2 
22. This Quiet laſted not long ; for the' 
| King being near of Ape to povern, Pate 
Sarangue, who governed for him, finding 
his power expiring, conſpired with Fonſeca, 
to ſet up Tabarya, the King's Baſtard Bro- 
ther, who was younger. To this effe&t 
they began to lay ſeveral ſcandalous Impu- 
tations upon the King, and Foyxſeca attempt- 
edto ſecure him, which he having notice of 
fled to the Mountain. Fonſeca follows, pre- 
tending he had a Deſign upon the Fort. 
The King might have defended himſelf, but 
forbore 1n reſpe& to the Portugurſes whom 
he loved. He fled with his Mother to T:- 
' dere. His Enemies ſet up Tabarija, and 
following to T:dore, oblige both Kings to 
ſeek ſecurity in the Mountains. Fonſeca 
was the more inraged againſt the King for 
that at his return a Avor had killed hig 
Son, and endeavoured to ſlay Tabarija, 
who eſcaped; #hd becauſe many obeyed not - 
the Uſurper, calling him Funſeca's King, 
whereas they might more properly tern 
Fonſeca, Tabarija's King, He ſent Pate 
Sarangue with Forces, and ſubdued all. 
He by ' treachery carched the Queen Mo- 
ther, and gave her as Wife to Sarangue, 
and the depoſed King's Wife to the Ulur- 
per. The diſtreſſed King leaving his Mo- 
ther and Friends had recourſe to the King 
of Gilolo's Courtelie. 
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23. Now Fonſeca lends Blas Pereyra and 
others priſoners to India, The Governor 
informed of the Inſolences committed at 


' Ternate, ſent Triſtant de Altaide to com- 


mand there, who ſecured Fonſeca, and ſent 
him to Goa. With him went the Spaniards 


* from Gilolo, in order to be {ent to Spam in 


the Portugues Ships. But the King of Grlolo 
refuſing to ſurrender the Spaniards, Triſtan 
was obliged to go with a power, in which 
the Kings of Ternate, Tidore and Bacham 
joined, the City was abandoned and burnt, 
and the Spaniards (er at liberty. 

24. Triſtan de Ataide, at the inſtigation_ 
of Samaras, put Tabarija in priſon, and ſet 
up his younger Brother Cachil Aeiro, The 
King's Mother and Sarangue were allo (e- 
cured, and the © ity became deſolate, the 
Natives of it finding no Comfort in their 
Neighbours, who upbraided them for ad- 
micting ſo wicked a People as the Porta- 


' gueſes, who {ince they had footing in this 


Iiiand were guilty of the moſt exorbitant 
Vi!lanies that could be imagmed. In fine, 
Atside {ent thole Priſoners to Goa, for the 
Crimes he was guilty of himſelf, and fo 
Nuno de Cana judged it, taking care to ſend 
them back to their Country. 

25. Now Triſtan de Ataide employed his 
Thoughts 1:n the Profit he defigned to make 
by the Sale of Cloves, and ordered it fo, 
that the King of Bacham would not con- 
ſent. Triſtan in a rage ſent his Men armed, 


the King proteſted he was a faithful Friend 
to the King of Portygal; but they 


ſought 
' Spice 
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Spice for themſelves, not Friendſhip for 
their King. So they . were convinced by 
the Sword, many killed, and the reſt 
were ſhamefully put to flight. Trifan in a 
greater fury joining with the Kings of Ter- 
nate and Tidore, forced him of Bacham to 
abandon his City, which was deſtroyed, 
and to ſue for peace, which was ſold him 
for a Tribute to be paid in Cloves. Yet 
at the ſame time this King conſpires with 
thoſe of Gilclo, Tidore, and the ' 

Ternate, and with Samaras: to kill Ataid:, 
and take the Fort. They began their De- 
ſign by perſuading him fo ſend Ships ſeveral 
ways, Where he loſt many Men, and Ca- 
chil Daialo, the depoſed King of Ternate, 
laying hold of the opportunity, recovered 
part of his Kingdom, with the afliftance of 
thole of Gilole, Tidore, Bachamm, Maquiem 
and Moutel, with whoſe aid the Ternates 
flew all the Portugneſes about the land. 
' Ataide prepared to take revenge, when 
Simon Sodre arrived from © Malacs with a 
Ship and many Men, that brought new life 
to the deſperate Ataide, and pur him in a 
poſture to recover ſome places. 

26. The Moors endeavoured to burn ſome 
of our Veſſels,bringing to execute thisdefign 
almoſt three ores Sail, they received 
fome damage, but would not defiſt, nor 
hearken to Ataide, who ſued for Peace, 
being inthe Fort, and reduced to eat all ſorts 
of Vermin. D. Ferdinand de Monroy, a Spa- 
»iþ/Gentleman,who came from Bands with 
Proviſions, delivered him out of this danger. 
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This Succels was anſwered by a Misfortune, 
for all the Inhabitants fled from Ternare, 
and the Moors killed ſome of his Men, and 
'took a Ship, but now a new Captain comes 
to the Fort, which ſtood in need of it. 


Triſtan de Ataide was as deformed of Body - 


as his Ations were ſcandalous. Let us re- 
curn to the Aﬀairs of India. - 


CHAP. VI... 


Continues the Government of Nuno de 
Cuna, the ſame Tear 1536, in the 
Reign of King John the Third. 


1.XK7E have already related how the 
Empire of Decan by the death of 
Mahbomet Xiath , was divided into ſeven 
parts, by as many Governors who ſet them: 
ſelves up as Kings, and warring among 
themſelves were reduced to five.” The 
firſt and chief of theſe was Hidalcam, whoſe 
Territories lie from North to South along 
the Sea Coaſt from the River Domel, eight 
Leagues off Dabul, to Cintacola, eleven be- 
low Goa, and has fixty Leagues in length, 
and fifty in breadth where largeſt. On 
the North it borders upon Nizamaluce, on 
the South upon Canare, and part of Nar- 
ſings, and on the Eaſt upon Madremaluce, 
| Melique 
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Melique Verids, and Cotamalnco, which make 
the five into which that Crown was divided. - 
Cotamaluco and Verido were at war becauſe 
the former refle&ed upon the latter, as dif- 
loyal to the dead King, as1t either of them 
were innocent. Cota came off with loſs. 

2. Hidalcam upon ſuch hike occaſion took 
Arms againſt Coramaluco, who was then at 
Gokonda, a City almoſt impregnable, being 
| ſeated upon an inacceflible mountain, 
well fortified and garrifoned. Hidalcas ſer 
down before it with one hundred thouſand 
Horſe, and four hundred thouſand Foot. 
Cota, not without reaſon, was apprehen- 
five of this danger, but repoled great confi- 
dence in twelve Portugueſes he had with 
him. The Enemy the firſt Attacks loſt 
twenty thouſand Men, and afterwards an 
hundred thouſand, as well by Famine as 
Sword, for Catamaluco cut off all his Provi- 
fions, and ſuch parties as went out for them, 
and of what he took he ſent ten thouſand 
to Hidalcan without Ears or Noles, bidding 
him put upon them thoſe of his Men he 
had ſerved fo the laſt War. The Sorrow 
for, theſe *Misfortunes cauſed his Death, 
whence "fprang Wars between his Sons. 
Theſe were Mulacam, who was received as 
Heir, *and Abraham, who could not brook 
his being owned as ſuch, and being en- 
couraged by Cotamaluco and others, diſturb- 
ed the common Peace, and was at Jaſt 
himſelf taken priſoner. 

3. Cotamaluco ſet upon Mulacham as he 
was Carrying his Father to bury him, bur 
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wasforced to fiy to the Woods. Mean while 


Abraman eſcaped out of priſon, and by the 
allitance of Nizemaluco polleſſed himfelf 


of the Kingdom, and took ghis Brother 


Mulacham whom his Army infamouſly de-- 


| hvered up at Biſapor. 


Agadacam (et out with a good Army ta 
reſcue Malucam., But Melique Caf, in 
whoſe cuſtody he was, cruelly put out his 
Eyes, and delivered him -and his Trea- 
ſure to Abrabam. He deliring to appeaſe 
Acadacam, made hum great Offers, which 
were all rejeted; Agadacam encamped 
within five Leagues of him, and fent a 
Meſſenger to bim, whoſe Name was Cagem 
this Man Abrabam prevailed with to un- 
dertake to murder his Maſter, which Agada- 
cam diſcovering, cauſed him to be ſtabbed 
betorc he approached him. | 

5. Agadacam endeavoured to alienate 
the Hearts of the great ones from Abraham, 
but was not al:ogether ſo ſucceſsful as he 
withed. In fine, Coperte Cham, who at his 
inſtigation acted in the ſame manner, was 
obliged to fly for relief to Nizameluco, in; 
whom he {ound his Ruin , hel robbed | 
by him, and brought to ſuch Wilery; he 
reſolved to retire to Meche, but Falling 
through Dabu!, he accepted the Offer of 
Protection made him by Simon Guedez. then 
commanding there, till Nuno de Cuns re- . 
ceived him at Diu, and obtained of King 
Badur to entertain him. according to his 
Quality, where after he became one of the 


chiet Generals of Cambaye. | 
6. The 
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6. The new Hidalcan (T mean Abrabam, 


for thoſe Princes, when they come to the 


Crown,' all take this Title ) was perplexed 
with_the Proceedings of Acadacam , and 
endeavoured to reconcile him. Agada- 
cams Forces at this time ravaged all the 
Continent about Goa, and Hidalc:» made 
freſh Inſtances 2s bring him to his Court, 
but to no effe&,: Mean while the deſola- 
tion of that Country,was ſuch, that the 
Natives-freely offered it up to Nuno de Cuna, 
he, after conferring about it with Agada- 
cem, accepred the Offer to deliver that 
Country from utter Ruin. 

7. Acadacam was a Mabometan as well 
in his Dealing , as Belief. The more co 
perplex Hidalcam , he goes into the Ser- 
vice of the King of Biſnagar, who reczived 
him with great honor. Nuno de Cuna was 
not exempted from his Frauds; therefore 
to carry on his Deſigns, he pzrſuaded him to 
lend Chriſtopher de Figueredo, promiſing to 
prevail with the King of Biſnagar to religa 
to the King of Portugal the Continent a- 
bout Goa, to which he had an ancient 
Title, Hidalcen being informed of theſe 
Proceedings encamped near him of Biſnagar 
with four hundred thouſand Men, and 9og 
Elephants, the other had a 1090 Elephants 


more, and fomethouſands of Men. He ſent 


to let him know, that according to former 
Agreements, he ought to deliver up to him 
his Slave Agadacom. The King of Biſnagar 
referred it to. Agadacam himlelt to give the 
Anſwer, and he gave it luch as deceived, 
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and at the ſame time was approved of. 
' $. But the King was ſoon. undeceived ; 
for Agadacam, who had done all this only 
to better his Fortunes, now went over ta 
Hidalcam, when leaſt he expeced it. Co- 
tamaluco, who had joined Hidalcan, to op- 
poſe Agadacam, ſeeing him received with 
great honor, goes over tothe King of . Biſ- 
epar, who was marching -to beliege the 
City Rachol, which he had before taken, 
and had again ſubmitted to Hidalcam. At 
laſt theſe Princes -came to a Compoſition, 


parting the Territory of that City, which 


fell to the Lot of Hidalcam. Agadacam, 
by order cf his Maſter, marched after Co- 
tamaluco to the City Naiteguir taken by 


him, and recovered it, and obliging him 


to put himſelf into Hidalcam's Power, with 


a Grand daught:zr he had offered him to 


Wife. The Wedding reconciled all this 
Diſcord. SE 

' 9. King Badur pretended by an ancient 
Cuſtom of Inditan to have the power of 
giving the Title of King. He ſent the 
Royal Enfigns to  Hidalcam, deliring he 
ſhould acknowledge him as his Predeceſlors 
had done ; but Hidalcam accepted his Friend- 
ſhip, and reje&ed the Title. Badur's inten- 
tion was to ſecure Hidalcam againſt the 
Portugueſes, to whom he owed the Reco- 
vering of his Crown. Agadacam, being 
ſuſpicious of Hidalcam, endeavoured to be 
far from him, and to this end prevailed 
with Cotaraluco to return home and declare 
war. Hidalcam diſcovered the Author £1] 
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this Diſcord, and wonld have killed him, 
but the Deſign being, diſcloſed, Azadaceam 
threw himſelf at his Feet with ewo hundred 
thouſand Pardaos of Gold, begging pardon, 
tho he ſaid he had done nothing to ask par- 
don for. Thus he bought his Life, and 
Hidalcams fold his ſafety. Such is the power 
of Gifts , even over thoſe who can vgive 
greater. | 
10. Hidalcam now bent his thoughts upon 
recovering the Lands about Goa. Agadacam, 
who had been the cauſe that Nuno de Cune 
took them, now was the promoter ot his 
Maſter's demanding them. Nuno referred 
the Anſwer to Diu, whither he was going, 
being ſent for by King Bader, at his arrival 
almoſt deſpoiled of his Crown. They ex- 


peed no anſwer, 'but ſuddenly Solymay 


Aga invaded thoſe Lands with almoſt fax 
thouſand Men. They began to hinder the 
carrying Proviſions to Goa, D. Fobn Perey- 
rs, who then commanded, ſent to adver- 
tiſe Solymam of the Injuſtice of his Under- 
taking, but he gave noear to it, and killed 
ſome Portugueſes not without receiving con- 
fidecable damage. He beſieged Chri/topher 
de Figueredo in the Fort of Mandor, to whoſe 
reliet came Fordan de Freztas, with ſome 


Men, ſent by D. Fobn, fo the Turk raiſed 


the Siege, and fled as far as Margam. 

11. Don Joby marched at the heels of 
Freitas, and being at Marder, the Aga ſent 
him word, he came not to make war, bur 
to receive the Rents of thoſe Lands: the 


Anſwer was, That he ſhould .march off 


within 
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within an hour and half. Don Fobn fol. 
lowed the Meſſenger «to force the Turk, in 
_ he obeyed not, but finding he did, re- 
« tired. 
| | 12. Solyman halted at Penda, from 
whence he made freſh Inſtances to D. Fohs 
to reſign thoſe Lands tos Hidakan, He an- 
{wered, he acknowledged him not as his 
Miniſter, and prepared for War. He built |} : 
the Fort of Racho!, where ſome Blood ws flu 
ſpilt, Solymen endeavouring to obſtruct it, 
who loſt three thouſand Men about Bail 
and Singuizer, flain'by the Gentils, affiſted 
by two hundred Portugueſes, Tordan de 
Freztess, with filty Men, routed the Tark 
Sarnaboſe, ſent by Solyman with five hun- 
dred. Emanuel Vaſconcelos razed a Bulwark 
the Enemy was making in the Paſs of Boris, 
and burnt fome Houſes. Solyman advan- 
ces as far as Margam. Pereyra went to 
meet him with five hundred Porrugueſes, and 
ſeven hundred Canaras The Fight began, 
the Canaras and ſome Portugneſes gave way, 
terrified with ſtrange Fire-works made by 
a Witch, who in Man's Cloaths ſought to 
revenge the Death of her Husband. Perey- 
rs ſeeing this Diſorder, advanced, crying 
out, Let who will follow me, for 1 hope with 
the belp of God to overcome the Enemy. All 
following his Example, Solyman quitted che 
Field, having loſt eight hundred Men, on 
our {ide not one was killed. The Booty 
was con(iderable. 

13. Mean while Agadacam attempted to 
recover theſe fame Lands, but met no great 

ſuccels, 
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ſucceſs, for Hidslcam endeavoured thus to 
divert him, while he gained his City of 
Rilgem, where his Riches wo Ac length 
they agreed, and Agadacam cligned again 
to attempt the Dependences of Gos. He 
proceeded not with Vigor, being conſcious, 
Nuno had by his advice poſſeſſed himſelf - of 
them, and becauſe he had lately received 
a Meſſage from him after his Return from 
Div. Yet in conclufion he marched as far 
as Ponda with twenty thouſand Men. 

14 From that place he ſent a Letter of 
Hidalcam to Cuna, demanding thoſe Lands. 
The Anſwer was, He held them by conſent 
of Agadacam, that if he defired war the 
Portugueſes were not backward, and that he 
could not reſtore them, or raze the Fort of 
Rachol without his King's Conſent. Age+ 
dacam fearing his Maſter would take his 
Cty, acted not much on this ſide. Sothere 
happened no conſiderable Action. 

15. Now the Anſwer of Hidelcam was 
brought, containing, That fince Agadacam 
was the Cauſe of his taking thoſe Lands, 
he would ſtand by what ſhould be agreed 
between them: Both coveting the ſame 
thing for themſelves, they came to no a- 
greement. Cuye relieved Vaſco Fernandes 
who was in ſome diſtreſs, and they put the 
Enemy to flight. Hearing the Enemy ap- 
peared now 1n greater Numbers, he ſent Dor 
Tobn Pereyrs with one hundred and thirty 
Horſe, {1x hundred Portugues Foot, and one 
thouſand Canaras, commanded by: Criſna, 


an honeſt Pagan. They found the Enemy 
| at 
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at the Foot of a Mountain, and attacked 
them with ſuch Vigor, they preſently fled, 
their Commander and many more were 
lain, on our fide only four. 
16. Agadacam, after theſe Lofles, defired 
2 Conference with Nuno de Cuns, but it ſuc- 
| ceeded not, fo the Inroads were continued 
chiefly about Racho!, where our Cannon 
Killed ſome. Winter expiring, Nuno began 
to at more vigorouſly. He ſent Antony de 
Silwejra to the Continent with two hundred 
Canara Horle, and ſeventeen hundred Por- 
tugues Foot. Antony went three Leagues up 
the Country, making great havock, and 
Killing three hundred Moors, and two con- 
fiderable Officers, with loſs of eight Porrs- 
gueſes, Mean while Gonzalo Vaz Coutinho 
deſtroyed the Coaſt of Dabul, and thence 
brought to Goa many Vellels taken, and 
three hundred Priſoners, and abundance of 
Proviſions, which encreaſed the Joy of the 
_ other Victories, and relieved the City di- 
ſtreſſed for want. 

17. The-Clamours of that ruined People, 
and a Letter from Nuno de Cuna coming to 
Hidalcan, he ordered Agadacam to defiſt. 
He obeyed not, - but®to juſtifie his refuſal, 
ſent him a Preſent of a ſtately Horſe and 
 Cymnter, fer with Jewels. Hidalcan going 
to take off a piece of Silk, in which the 
Cymiter was wrapped, was hindered by his 
Mother, who cauſed a Page to unfold it, 
he inſtantly fell down dead, as did two 
Men who were ordered to mount the 
Horle, Such was the Poiſon the Preſent 

carried 
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carried. Then the Queen looking upon her 
Son, ſaid , Behold your Fathers Murderer. 
For it was believed he had been poiſoned. 
The Governor perceiving that Afadacam 
did not deſiſt, ſent Gonzalo Vat Coutino with 
thirty Veſſels and three hundred Men, half 
Canaras, who burnt the Town of Ponda, 
and many Ships, and 1eturned with three 
hundred Priſoners. Azadacam in a rage 
marched towards Racho/, and oppolte to 
it began to ered a Fort called Bori, to ob- 
ſtruct our Sailing up the River of that 
Name; and notwithſtanding our oppo- 
ſition, put it into ſuch candition, it appear- 
ed formidable. Nunes de Cuna ſent a freſh 
Supply to hinder this Work, and they al- 
faulting ic with more courage than con- 
duR, four hundred* of them were lan, 
and forty taken, whereof one appearing 
naked before Agadacam, he took off part 
of his own Garment to cover him, ſaying, 


The Portugueles were not to be. ſo uſed. Thus 


Loſs cauled the demoliſhing the Fort of 
Rachol, which the Governor ordered Peter 
de Faria to execute. Nuno de Cuna's pre- 
ſence was required at Diu, and he tearing 
to leave Goa 1n danger, concluded a Peace 


with Acadacaom, This was rather a Truce 


than Peace, for neither deſiſted from his 
pretenſions, unleſs 4gadacam did by going 
away from Ponds. ; 
18. Whilſt theſe things were in agitation 
at Goa, the King of Calicur marched to 
Cranganor, upon pretence of viſiting thoſe 
parts, as their Emperor, but 1n reality co 
| deſtroy 
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deſtroy the Portugueſes, induced thereto by 
King Badur, Thence he deligned to pal; 
to Vainaim, which being ſuſpicious, Peter Vay 
commanding at Cochin, endeavoured to pre. 
vent, ſtriving withall to avoid affroncing 
him, or being faulty in his Duty. Havin 
made proviſion by Sea and Land, he defire 
the King to deſiſt from that Deſign. The 


King gave no ear. to him, but ſent man 


Ships to clear the Paſſage * but they failed, 
above a thouſand of their Men being ſlain, 
and much damage received . by Vincent de 
Fonſeca's Artillery, which guarded that 
Paſs, many more flying with precipitation, 
were drowned. This happened near the 
Churches of S. Thomas and S. Fames, which 
they "endeavoured to burn, but could not 
compaſs. The Paſſes' were yaliantly de- 
fended all the Winter. 

19. On the nineteenth of September, 
Martin Alfonſo de Souſa ſet out of Goes with 
one hundred and fifty Men in fifteen Veſ- 
els, and paſling by Calamute, two thouſand 
Nayres would have kept him in, whereof 
he killed many, diſperfed the reſt , burnt - 


their Town, and took ſeven Barques. He 


arrived at Cochin, where were five Ships 
newly come from Portugal, The King of 
Calicut underſtanding Martin Alfonſo was 
coming to meet him with almoſt a thou- 
ſand Men drew off. Martin Alfonſo now 
bent his Force againſt the King of Repelim, 
who had offended him of Cochin. Amory 
de Brito who had led the Van, met a vigo- 
rous oppoſition at this Uland , till. Marti 
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coming up they fled, who maintained the 
Outworks. The K1ng retired co his City, 
in which were fix thouſand fighting Men. 
Next day Souſa attacked it, after ſome re- 
ſiſtance the King and all the Defendants 
fled As Souſa entered a Moſque, he had 
like to be killed by a Moor, but receiving 
the Stroke on his Buckler, he run the Mcor 
through with a Javelin. This Victory coſt 
us fourteen Men, the City was plundered 
and reduced to Aſhes. The principal part 
\ of the Bboty that fell to the King of Cochin, 
on whoſe account this Action was under- 
taken, Was a pieceof Marble, by him high- 
ly valued, becauſe on it were carved the 
Names of the Kings of Malabar for three 
thouſand years paſt, which was taken from 
him by the King of Repe/im; ſome Braſs 
Places with Serpents engraved on them, e- 
ſteemed a great Relick by the conquered 
King; and his Hat loſt in the flight, which 
among them is the greateſt Diſgrace to the 
Conquered, and higheſt Glory to the 
Vitor. | 

- 20. The King of Calicut returns with for- 
ty thouſand Men to attempt the Paſs of 
Cambalam. Martin Alfonſo poſts Francs des 
Barros de Payra to keep the Pais of Crange- 
wor with three Veſſels, which proved of 
great uſe; he himſelf goes to the other, 
and landing , ſees five thouſand of the 
King's Men attempt to paſs the Ford. Our 
Men began to fear , but he ers 0 
them, boldly falls on , and killing three 
bundred of the Enemy, made them _ 

their 
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their Backs. Zamori comes up with the 
Groſs of his Army, attempts the Ford, and 
is repulſed with equal lols. Now the Prince 
of Cochin joins us with twenty thouſand 
Najres. Martin Alfonſg leaves Antony de Bri. 
70 wich them, and four hundred Portugaeſes, 
who in the ſpace of twenty days fought fix 
Battels with the King of Calicut, wherein 
he made ſuch havock as obliged him to 
draw off with great Lols, and greater 
Shame. ; 

21, The Reaſon why Martin Alfonſo left 
that Poſt, was becauſe, like a watchful 
Commander, he was at once in two places 
by his Vigilance, here in Body, and in 
Thought at Sea, where now appeared a 
powerful Fleet of Calicut, He therefore 
eceing the Valour of Brito, and the affi- 


| ance of thoſe Nayres, left him to com- 


mand there, and put to Sea with three 


| hundred Portwugueſes in eleven Ships. At 


Chale he met Fames Reynoſo with five. Vel- 
ſels, Cutiale, Admiral of Calicut, had taken 
one from kim, he took Reynoſo with him. 
He went in ſearch of Cutiale, and found 
him with twenty five Veflels, and in them 
fifteen hundred Men, ſome of our Veſſels 
impatient of delay, advanced before the 


reſt, and forced him 'to retire to Tiracole, 
 whither Martin Alfonſo purſuing, the Fight 


laſted till night with great {laughter of the 
Enemy, who fortified themſelves, and in 
the morning appeared fix thouſand ſtrong, 


| having flocked from all the Neighbour- 


hood. Juſt at this time came an Expreſs 
rom 


Chap. VIT. 7he Portugues Aſia. 
from the King of Cochin, deſiring Martin 
Alfenſo to return with all ſpeed, becauſe the 
King Of Calxut knowing he was abſent 
was coming down with a freſh Power 
This Advice diverted any farther Action 
He returned, and the King of Calicut who 
came on, becauſe he was abſent, retired as 
ſoon as he knew he was preſent. So great 
is the Force of Conceit. | 

22. Mean while Madune Pandar, King of 
Ceitavacs, beſieged his Brother of Cora, with 
a Fleet by Sea, Nuno Freyre de Andrade, in 
defence of the latter went to Columbo to 
meet the other with only eight Portugueſes, 
and fix hundred Natives, where he killed 
many, and took four Paraos, with good Ar- 


tillery. M4adune demanded Aid of Zamori, - 


he ſent him two thouſand Men. With this 
Afiſtance he beſieged the City of Cora for 
the Term of three Months. Knowing then 
that Martin Alfonſo was coming to his Bro- 
ther's Relief, who had deſired it as a Sub- 
je& of Portugal, he raiſed ths Siege. When 
Martin came, Madung was drawn off, and 
reconciled to his Brother. There being no- 
thing left for Martin Alfonſo to do here, ha- 
ving viſited the King,who was moſt thankful 
for the ſpeedy Succour, he ſer our 1n ſearch 
of the Malabar Pleet, which had afliſted 
Madune, and met it at Mang alor p where 
after aſharp Encounter it was dzfeated, and 
wwelve hundred Moors (lain.

Emanuel was long in | 
whether to go or ſtay, at laſt he reſolved 
to go, and uſing at other eimes to haye 4 
numerous Retinue well armed, went now 
with only one Servant, being ſent for at 
the hour he had been before warned: The 
King ſeeing him unconcerned, converted 
his malice for that time into an honorable

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| Reception , and Emanzel returned to the 


Fort. The King's Mother endeavoured to 
diſſuade him- from this -wicked intention, 
, and the thought it was better by ofcen vi- 


firing the Caprain in the Fort to take off 


all ſuſpicion, and fo murder him there, and 
ſeizeupon it. He was of a: violent nature, 
and fo began his firſt Viſie:at an unſeaſon- 
able hou? of the night, not regarding the 
very unſeaſonableneſs was enough to ren- 
der it ſuſpicious. Soſa received him upon 
his Guard, they diſcourſed of things indiffe- 
rent; the King went away, believing he 
had enſnared” Soſa, and he had viven Ken 
a ſufficientcaution. 

2. Nuno di Cunabeing advertiſed by Ema- 
nuel de —_ of the poſture of Afﬀairs at 
Diu, thought ſtrange; That he had nor ſe-. 
cured the King when in his Power, and his 

wicked Intentjons were known; and that 

he had given out that Ships were come from 

Portugal wich great Supphes. This .Inven- 

tion endangered Nuno, for 'Badur reſolved 

ro murder hifn ficſt, that he might not come\ 
to: the Relief of the Fort when Souſa was 

killed. He writ to him, deſiring he would 

come to Diu about 1mportant Afﬀairs. Nuno, 

tho he knew his wicked Deſigns, made no 

difficulry of going. He ſer out of Goes" on 

the ninth of January, and with what Veſ-' 
ſels he carried, and followed him, appeared 

there with near three hundred Sail. 

"2- He put in at Chaul, and found that 

Nizamaluco, induced thereto by Badzr, 

had been there with eight chouſand Men, 
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pretending it was to divert his Women at ' 
Sea, but in reality with an ill deſign on that 
place, which was diſappointed by. the care 
of Simon Guedez,, who commanded there. 
At Ba;aim he took up his Brother-in-law, 
Antony de Silweyra, a Man of great worth, 
and left in his place Ruy Vas Pereyra. | 
4-'King Bedur was at that time' in the 
mountains hunting. Nuno ſent to viſic him; 
but he who let ſhip no opportunity, now e- 
ſpecially, prevented him by ſending tohim 
: fe one Fobn de Santiago, not long before 
a Chriſtian, but fallen again, and become 
a Favourite of Badur , by | the name of 
Frangnue Cham, Cuna was 1ndiſpoſed, and 
feigned himſelf worſe, fo lying off of Dis 
he ſent to excuſe himſelf ro the King for 
not landing immediately. "The King feign- 
Ing great Friendſhip preſently enters into a 
Boat in which he had ſent Nuno a Preſent 
of Veniſon. There went with him thirteen 
* Menof Quality, and Emanuel de Souſa, who 
had carried the Jaſt Meſſage from Nuno de 
Cura to him.

| King, when he came to vilic him; as the 

King on the other fide had reſolved to 
ſeize him at a dinner .he had a deſign to 
invite him to, and ſend him to the great 
Turk in a Cage. | 

5. Emanuel de Souſa was going to. invite 
the King to the Fore, while Nunode Cuna got 
_ thicher. He came up with che King's C«- 
© fur or. Barge , and made the offer by the 
means of Rume Cham, who ac the ſametime 
adviſed the King not to go, becauſe he ſu- 
ſpeted-they would. fecure him. He lighted 
the Caution, and bid Sow/a come 1nto his 
Barge, who ſtepping over fell into the Sea, 
but being taken up, the Officers who came 
with him carried him to the King. At the 
ſame time came up another of our Barges 
and ſome Gentlemen, who ſeejng Emanuel 
de Souſa entred haſtily into the Ken He 
ſulpe&Ring their haſty coming aboard, toge- 
ther with the Caution given by Rume Cham, 
ordered his Officers to kili Emanuel de Souſe. 
Fames de Meſquits underitanding ir, flew at, 
and wounded the King, whilſt chey killed 
that valiant Captain. - There was a bloody 
Fray in which four of our Gentlemen were 


killed, having {lain ſeven of the Enemy. 


Other of our Barfes coming up received 
ſome damage from a Page. who ſhot ſeveral 
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with the King's Bow, till killed wich a 
Maſquet - Ball. Three of the King's Ships 
a——_ to wag ms He feeing t jo | 
ger n to iy, Econ > ed OY-a Ca 
new-ſhor which killed three of his Men that 
rowed. The pray dice «ex now to eſcape 
by ſwimming, but being in danger of drown- 
ing, cried out, diſcovering. who he was. 
Triſtan de Payvua de Santarem Coming up, 
reached out tro him.an Oar to bring him a- 
board his Veſſel, when a Soldier ſtruck him 
croſs the Face with. a Halbecd, and fp 0 
thers, till he was killed. He was a little 
while above Water, and then ſunk, -and nei- 
ther his nor Emanuel de Souſa his Body could 
be found, tho Nuno de Cuna cauſed them to 
be diligently looked after to give them the 
due Funeral Honors. - | 

6. Moſt of the Citizens from the Walls 
beheld this Engagement, and no ſooner was 
the News of the King's Death ſpread, but 
they began to abandon: the City| in ſuch 
confuſion , that many were trampled to 
death, running haſtily to ſave life. The 
fear was that Nuno de Cuna would fall upon 
the City for the Plunder, but he ſoon quiet- 
ed them with publick Proclamations.

Nuno ha- 


ving gathered theſe and other Teſtimoni 

againft the King, called Coje Zofar, a Man 
in great repute among the Mabowetan:

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the Law. Before all theſe the Governor 
produced the Letters and other Teſtimoni-

She fearing he came to rob her, would not 
ſee him. Zamen had no ſuch intention 
then, but came to offer her his Service, and 
to revenge the death of the Son. Shethink- 
ing ſhe was not ſecure there, reſolved to re- 
move, and he offended at her Contempt, 
lay ith wait for her with ewo thouſand Horls, 
and robbed her of all that was of Value, 
which amounted to above two millions of 
Gold, and gathering above five *thouſand 
Men , was by- them proclaimed King of 
Guzarate, and with this Title. entered No-

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VaENaguer. 'Hence he ſent to Nuno 4 Cans, | 
acquainting him with the poſttre of his Af- 


fairs, his Tirle ro the Crown, and deſiring his 


Afiſtance, in requital for which he o 
the Portwgneſes all the Coaſt from Mangelor 
to Betb, the Town of Damem as far as Be 
faim, the Royal Country-Houſe of Nevene- 
guer, and other advantageous Conditions. 
Nuno admitted them, and cauſed him to be 
proclaimed King in the Moſque of Dis; 
atthe ſame time adviſing hint to raiſe Forces, 
and diſperſe the other Pretenders. Zaman 
fearing the Advice was deceitful, lay ſtill, 
and found the ill Confequence, for the 
People ſer up Mabomer, NN to the de- 
ceaſed, and red to fall upon Zemen 
at Novanoguer, bis delayed the Execution 
becauſe Cuza was ſo near.

A little farther they had the like Succeſs 
with ſeventeen others. Next day they took 
fix, and a Ship laden, with Provafions. 
Six thouſand Pardaos were offered Martin 
for the Ranſom of one Moor, and he choſe 


rather to hang him for an Example. Being 


ordered by the Governor to Diu, becaule a 
great Fleet of Turks was expected, he forced 
aſhore by the way a great Gallion of theirs, 


and loaded his ſmall Veſſels with the;Riches 
were in it. Thus Martin Aifonſe-ftruck a 
Terror into all the Enemies, and purchaſed 


us great ſecurity for ſome time:

Veſſels to procure Martiz's Liberty. . The 
King being in diſtreſs ordered him to be 
favourably entertained, and to*gain afli- 
ſtance from Nuno de Cuns, lent him wwenty 
ewo of the Prifoners. Nano ſent nire 


Veſſels. - Mean while Xercham marched to ' 


gain a Paſs upon the Fort of Goris, which 1s 
where the Ganges enters Bengala, By ad- 
vice of Mertin Aifonſo, the King ſent two 
of his Veſſels, commanded by two Porte- 
gueſer with eight others to ſtop his Pal- 
age. They ſRopped him there, and he ta- 
king another away , ſet down before the 
City Gours with forty thouſand Horle, 
two hundred thouſand Foot, and fifceen 
hundred Elephants. Down the River came 
three hundred 4]madies, which failed to the 
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place where the King had eight hundred 
P.ara0s to oppoſe them.

The Be- 
fiegers began to diſmay, but were. encoura- 
ns D. Stepben and Peter Barrips., Now 
the Enemy having received freſh Succour, 
drew outinto the Field, where ſuch _ . 
ter of them was made, that they fled that 


day in deſpair to the Fort, and the next a- 
bandoned it, ghe King eſcaping with his 
Women and Treaſure. 'The City Tor was 
plundered and .-burnt, much Cannon and 
ſome Veſlels taken, ſuch as could: not be 
carried, periſhed in the Flames, and D. Ste- 


ben returned viorious to Malacs, where 
e was received 1n triumph, this being one 
of the notable Viftories till then gained in

14. The King began again Ads of Ho- 
aos 6. and D. Stephen returns with four 
| hundred Men. He found the Fort he had 
_ deſtroyed repaired, and in it five thouſand 
Men Five hundred of them were killed 
_ the firſt Aſſault. Many Ships were burnt, 
and D. Stephen marched towards the City, 
when the King from the Mountain, whi- 
ther he had recired, ſent to treat of Peace.

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D. Stephen returned to Melzcs, whither four

no Forts, that he ſhould reſtore all Pri- 
ſoners and Goods taken , that he ſhould 
not hinder bringing Proviſions to Malace, 
that his Subjets ſhould reſort thither to 
buy and fell. * This Peace being (worn to, 
brought great Tranquility ro Maleces. The 
year 1537 this Quiet was diſturbed by a 
Commander of Achew, who attacked the 
Bridge with three thouſand Men. D. Sre- © 
phen met him with ſome Gentlemen and 
ewo. hundred Soldiers, and ſlew five hun- 
dred without the loſs of one, fo the Ene- 
my. drew off with ſhame, Soon after he 
returns with five thouſand; and retired with 
the like Diſaſter. 

15. D. Stephen had ſent Francis de Bear- 
r0s in a Ship with twenty Portugzeſes to the 
King of Patene, In that Port Tuem Mes- 
bemet, Admiral of Vjeztans, fell upon him 
with forty Sail. The Fight was deſperate, 
ſome Portugweſes and many Enemies fell, 
and they parted. All adviſe Barros to ſave * 
himſelf aſhore, moſt leave him, and he 
ſtays aboard with only two, who at laſt pre- * * 
vail, and firing the Ship, they get aſhore 
. in the Boat, and wing off - the Cannon. 

The King received them kindly. Hemry 
Mendez, de Vaſconcelos was ſent to bring them

Yaſcen- 
celos recovering, comes to his-aid, ſhatters 
' ſome, takes others of the Calaluzes, puts the 
' Remainder to flight, and obtains an entire 
Vicory. | | 
16. Mean while Triftan de Ataide, at 
" Maluco, through avarice , cauſed preat 
.  Tronbles. He rook King Taharije and ſent 
"him priſoner to Nuno de Cuna, who endea- 
voured to remedy theſe Diſorders, by ſend- 
ing a very orderly Commander. . Such was 
Antony Galvam, whoſe Prudence healed all 
the Sores made by his Predeceffors. Having 
taken poſſeffion of the Command, he a- 
ed with Modeſty and Juſtice, without fa- 
vour or afte&ion. The: Fort was unprovi- 
ded of Cannon: and Ammunition, he fur- 
ntſhed all at his own charge, and becauſe 
Timber was wanting for the Works, he was 
always the firſt that went to the Woods, and - 
returned loaded. | 
17, All things being ſettled here, Galvan 
turns to Tidore, where eight Kings with a 
vaſt number of Men were allied againſt the 
Portugueſes. He lent to found them, and

that thbſe decreaſed by Famine, and 'twas 
too tedious to expect relief from india, he 

reſolved upon an Action that was account- 

ed raſh.

They - anchored at T:idore, the Shores were

The Fort appeared impregnable, but by that 
it was reſolved to begin. Galvem (cales it 
with one hundred and twenty Portugueſes, 
and as many Slaves as made up-in all three 
hundred. The Kings came upon him with 
fifty thouſand Men, but he draws into a. 
cloſe Waod:. They thought he fled, and 
purſug with hideous.

18. Thoſe Kings thought to do us ſome 
harm with -Ambuſhes ae embarquing, and 
afterwards at Sea, but came off with loſs. 
He of Tidore afterwards came to a peace, 
the Conditions honourable on our fide. 
Antony, the more to oblige that King, offer- 
ed to rebuild the City, which was immedi- 
ately put in hand, with theſe and other 
Courteſftes he ſo much obliged him and his 
Subjeas, that. they confided in him as an 
ancient tried Friend.

19. Geloam found it was eafier to over- 
come the greateſt Army of Barbarians, 
than the leaſt Portugues Avarice.

4. As ſoonas Camars had, as he thought,

Too mach haſte in going to Paxnane, made 
him too-ſlow in going to the Red Seaz and 
now this ſlowneſs in going to Sea was as 
prejudicial as the haſte in building the 
Forte. His Squadron conſiſted of four Gal- 
ley3, two Galleons, and twenty other Vel- 
els. 


5. Coſme Faya went before to diſcover, 


and being deceived by a Xeque in the Iſland 
Camaran, Was {lain with all his Men: Ca- 
mara {ailing with the Wind at Eaſt, entred 
the Month of the Red Sea, and came to an 
Anchor in a Bay on the Coaſt of Arabia, 
Eleven Leagues from the City Moca. Some 
of his Ships were diſperfed, and he defign- 


ing 
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inggo take freſh Water while he waited for 
them, ſent ſome Officers ang 60 Soldiers 
with thoſe that were totake Water, Thir- 


Twrkisſb Horſe and 500 Foot falling upon 
. . out of an Ambuſh, killed's oc 5; but 
our Men taking courage ſtood them eight 
hours, killing many, till Relief coming, the 
Enemy fled. Camera ſailed thence: to find 
his ſcattered Fleet. he found and loſt-them 
again , and after ſuffering much ,* chiefly 
through want of Water, he put into Ormus, 
without having done any thing. ®. 

6. But before his going in, he ſent Pever 
Homem Pereyra with 1 5 Sall againſt the Nigus- 
luz, now dangerous Neighbours, who Iua- 
dred the carrying of Proviſions to Ormus, 
from whence 5 Veſlels more were ſent him, 
with which he made up 600 Men, many of 
them Men of Note. Scarce were they lan- 
ded, when the Enemy riſing from an Ambuſh 
fell on them with ſuch fury, that breaking ÞF 
thoſe who were drawn up, and hindering 
the others ſrom forming themſelyes, they 
ſlew 250, forcing the reſt to ſwim to their 
Veſlels, many whereof were drowned. This 
was one of the greateſt and moſt ſhameful 
Loſles we ſuſtained in Tadisa. 

7. The pretence for ſending this Squa- 
dron to the Red Sea, was to fight the Turkiſ 
Galleys that were to ſet out from Mocs, 
whereas 1n truth there were no ſuch Galleys, 
and the real deſign was only to employ Ca- 
mara, and ſtrengthen his Pretenſions; and 
he ought to have entred Goa 
in Mourning afcer ſuch a Loſs, he entred 
that 
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that place with#all demonſtrations of Joy 
as if Triumphant, and had great favour 
ſhewn him, - So fortunate is undeſerving 
Impudence.. | | 
8. Neventheleſs the pretence of ſending 
out this Squadron was made good by two 
rotten Galleys that afterwards put to. Sea 
from. Afocs., One of. them ſo rotten, ſhe 
ſunk as ſoon as out of the Port.; the. other 
did as- much as might have been expetted 
from a.ſound Squadron, . Of ſuch efficacy is 
the Valour or Fortune of one. fingle Mag. 
Such.'was the More Mir Alibet, who now 
confirmed the great Opinion before concei- 
ved of his Abilities, for coming before the 
City Magedano , le brought it under the 
ſubjeion of the Great Twrk only by telling 
the Inhabitants, he was but the Forerunner 
of a great Fleet that came to conquer all 
the Coaſt of Melinde. At the City Lafive 
he took from Rocgue: de Brito a rich little 
Ship that had there put itſelf under the 
' ProteCtion of the King of Lamo, who baſely 
betrayed it to the More upon Promiſe from 
him of being ſpared himſelf, which Promiſe 
the More after broke. The Portugues defen- 
ded himſelf bravely, but was at laſt put to

18. They laboured with no ſmall Fruit, 
ſome Perſons of Note being converted. A- 
mong the reſt, Cytaiſo, the Son of a great 
Man, having loſt or ſpent his Fortune, came 
to F. Rivias, thinking he was a Chimiſt, and 
might reach him the way to make Gold, and 
being by him inſtructed , found. the true 
Treaſure of the Faith. The ſame- happen. 
ed to an ancient Geatlemen of almoſt eighty 
Years of Ape. 

109. A Perſecution was now raiſed at Hax- 
chex, and the Governor examining into it, 
decreed to puniſh the.Cauſersof it, but par- 
doned them at the Interceſſion of F, Rivim. 
In the Year 1591 was converted a Rich Mer. 
chant, who long had conſulted the Idolsand 
their Miniſters about the way to Salvation, 
and at length found it. among the Jeſuits. 
F. Rivius. went with his Diſciple Caytaiſe, 
and by his Periwaſion to Nenkzng where he 
had innumerable Auditors, baptized ſix, 
Ictt manly. Wany more in good Diſpoſition. 
He had done much more here, but that he 

was 
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was ſent for to Haucheu; whither he return. 
ed, and: converting many, ſuffered another 
Perſecution, but weathier'd it. 

30; Till the end: of the Year 1594, our

His Delign was 
to ſettle a Reſidence in that Court, "where

2, He went to Nencham, the Mctropolis 
_ of the Province Kiang/i, between Nanking 
and wantung. Being there in deipair ot 
ally SUCCCHS, he obtained a Lodging, where

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he ſaid Maſs on the Day of "$6; Peta 
Paul, and afterwards leave tofix a Refide 
whither reſorted F. Fobn Soeyre from Mares, 
and the Brothers Francis Martmez; and Sec. 
baſtian Rodriguez, from Hanchew; with :much 
trouble they founded a Church. ©, 
3. The Viſitor Valiniano ſeeing how in- _ 
convenient it. was the Afﬀairs of Che ſhould 
have any dependance abroad, granted F.Mat- 
zbew Rivius the full ſuperintendence of them, 
He reſolved again to attempt ſettling a Re- 
{dence at Nanking. From hence he pro. 
poled to ſend advice of his coming to that 
King, with a Preſent of Things very com- 
mon in Fzxrope, though there much eſteemed 
for their Rarity. Theſe were Clocks much 
admired of the Chineſes, for that they move 
of themſelves. Triangular Glaſſes, that re. 
preſent variety of Colours, A Harpſical. 
But what was more ſurprizing than all the - 
reſt, was the Learning of F. Rrvaws, his Art 
of Memory, his Maps of the World, his Un- 
derſtanding, Wit and Judgment. | 
| 4+ There being no way to- ſend the. Pre. 
ſent, it was agreed the Fathers ſhould carry 
it themſelves, going in Company of a Noble- 
man that Travelled thither. In the way to 
Peking they faw many Cities and innume- 
cable Villages along the Banks of the Rivers 
up which they went. Being come to Peking, 
they ſpent a Month ſoliciting an Audience of 
the King, but without ſucceſs. 

. 3. Rivius with great trouble returned to. 
Swcbex, being ſent for by his Diſciple Cmi- 
#ayſo, This is doubtleſs the moſt glorious

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[{e Parts. it is: buile in a River, 
dee in the' Sea, and. is of great ſtrength 

nt all Accidents. The occaſion of 
Sr for F. Rivius, was to fix a Reſidence 
therg, The Viceroy, of. Nankia 
niſite for this undertaking: Both Maſter 
iſciple take a Journey "hither, and 

to the Viceroy grants leave to ſettle in both 
Places. Here F, Rivim. difputed with a fa- 


mous Bonzo, and overcame him eyen in the 


Judgment of his Adverfaries. . 

6. The Court of Publick Works propo- 
ſed to the Fathers to buy a Houſe. that had 
long ſtood;empty becauſe haunted by Devils, 
they did, and all the People was aſtoniſhed 


to ſee that after their, eatrance the. Fiends'- 


had. forſaken it. They could not undertake 
any thing than at Szuchex for wauat of more 
Fathers. 

7. Still F, Rivixs his Thoughts were bent 
upon Peking, to obtain the King*s conſent to 
proceed. Whilſt he prepared for this Jour- 
ney, the Faith-.conſiderably ipread at Nan: 
king, Thefirſt Baptized was a diſcreet old 
Man 70 Years of Ape, of a Noble Family, 
who had an hereditary Military Command, 
his Sirname was Chir, and he was Chriſten- 
ed by the. Name of Pax!. His Son, a Learn- 
ed Man, followed the good Example, and 
was named Fobn, then all their Family, and 
ſome Kindred, | 

8. On the 16th of May 1600, F. Rivius 
Embarqued the ſecond time upon the River 
for Peking, with him went F. Fames Pantojz

At Nanking remained F. Lazarus de Catonia

Whilſt they-went up the River, the 
Viceroy of” the Province of Xeugffs Wife 
dream'd ſhe ſaw a Sovereign Deity with two 
Children. She concluded her Dream 'was 
expounded, when her Husband relating the 
Things contained in the Preſent, for the 
King mentioned a Picture of our Bleſſed 
Lady, with our Saviour and St. Fobn Baptilt, 
The Lady deſiring ſuch a Picture, and there 
being no Painter to Copy it, F. Riviw gave 
. her a Copy he had. The viceroy receiving 
It with reſpe&t, aſſured him he and-his Fa- 
mily would always Reverence the Mother 
and Son. | Þ | 
10. At the City Linxchin a covetous Eu- 
nuch, who was Receiver-General of the 
Revenue, called Mathay, impriſoned. them 
in the Fort of Trenſim, ſeizing upon the 
Preſent they carried for the King, and all 
they had. After ſix Months confinement, an 
Order came from the King (without know- 
ing who had procured it) that the Fathers 
ſhould be ſent to him. All things were re. 
ſtored them, and they arrived at Peking a- 
bout the end of the Year 1601, - The Pre- 
ſent was publickſy cartied to Court, and the

He oped the King with is, 
and they were in the Palace, in the 
Apartmentof he. re frag -2ud nobly 
entertained, There they hey inftracted ſome 
Men'appointed by the King i in the - Motion 
of the Clocks, and how to keep them, . and 
then removed to-a. hired Houſe, The King 
ſaw them not, becauſe he ſcarce uſed to ſee 
his own People, but to have ſome ſort of ſight 
of them, ſent Painters to draw their Pictures. 
Having ſeen the Pictures he took them: for 
Moors, Pantosja was again introduced into 
the Palace, to teach ſome Muſicians to play 
upon the Harpſical. 

12. Thus far were our hopes advanced, 
when the Fathers were impriſoned: by the 
Court of Ceremonies, for preſuming to re- 
ſide there , without | preſenting themſelves 
before their Tcibunal. This confinement 
lafted but three days, becanſe the King ſent 
for them. Though he ſent for them they 
ſaw him not, yet perftorined all the uſual im- 
pertinent Ceremonies to his Throne as if he 
had been-there, The Supream Preſident of 
that Court more particularly examined F.

13. The King being informed hereof, 
granted the Fathers leave to live at. that 
Court, and all the Courtiers favoured them, 
eſpecially the Miniſters of State and Manda. 

F, Rivius fo far gained the favour of 
a Calao, the Supream Dignity in that Empire, 
chat he. treated him as his equal (a thing 
neyer uſed in that great Place) ſeated him 
at his Table, and gaye ſingular atrention to 
all he ſaid, particularly in Matters relating 
to Religion. One of the things that moſt - 
pleaſed him was, that. Chriſtianity allowed 
not of more Wives than one. Thus. Riviw 
contracted Friendſhip with the Preſident of 
the Supream Council, and ſoon after moſt 
of the Principal Men. 

14. Thus with Divine and Royal Afli- 
ſtance the Faith was propagated at Peking, 
Hanchen, Nanking and Nancham. There 
were converted Mandarins, Lawyers and 0- 
ther Perſons of Note ; lome with their whole 
Families ; and the Society of Jeſus, after 20 
Years Jabour, in the Year 1601 was pollei- 
ſed of four Reſi dences in China, one where-

15. F. Nicholas Longobardo, a Sicilian, who 
was Rector at Hanchex, iuffered very much, 
but ſome Men of Note, eſpecially one Tauli, 
Picading for the Fathe , the Storm was 
fome- 
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ſomewhat appeaſed, But it broke out more 
furious at the Inſtigation of a Witch, who, 
there being a great Dearth, ſaid, the God- 
deſs Yuonhin would not-give Rain whilſt the 
Fathers were there, and F. Nicholas was 
threatned with Death, who deſirons to ſuffer 
Martyrdom, ran to the” Place: where they 
were threatning him. He finding thoſe Peo- 
ple diſputing about. the -Rain, told them 
how vain it was to-exped it from any. but 
the God he preached ; and- immediately 
there fell ſuch abundance as refreſhed the 
Fields, and quenched their Thirſt afrer his 
Blood ; fo that Houſe for that time was re- 
| Nored to its former quiet, Let this for 
the preſent ſuffice touching the Converſion 
of China, till we have occaſion to ſpeak of 
it again.

The Government of the Viceroy D. Francis 
de Gama, Connt de Vidigueyra, mY | 
_ the Tear 1597 till 1600.” 


2 ON Francis de Gama Count de V:- 
digueyra arrived at Goa in May, ha- 
ving ſet out from Zxbox the Year 
before with five Sail, whereof only 

his Ship Winter'd at Mombagd. He carried 

himſelt from the beginning with ſuch State, 
that he gained the general ill Will of all 

Men, notwithſtanding in other things he en- 

deavoured to oblige. 

2. He diſpoſed of all Places in the gift of 
the Viceroys to his own Creatures, who ſold 
them to underſerving Perſons, whereby — IN 

; Wag | 
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who had merited them by their Service were- 
put by their Right, Yet afterwards hearing 
the juſt Complaints made agaioſt 'this unjuſt 
Proceedings he cauſed the Buyers to be re. 
funded, and gave thoſe Places to Men of 
more worth. "BY 

3. Manofinza, the great Mago/'s Favon- 
rite, marched to ſubdue the  Patanes who 
were in Rebellion, becauſe Carmle King of 
Orixa having plunder*d and ned a 
famons Pagod, they unexpeCtedly fell upon 
him, and killed his $on with 2000 Men. 
Manofinzs had with him 35000 Horſe, 
80000 Foot, many Elephants with Caſtles 
and great quantity of all other warlike En- 
gines. At the City Faſſalor all the Inhabi- 
rants, to the number 5000 fell furiouſly upon 
the Enemy, reſolving to die, and ordering 
as ſoon as they were cut off, their Goods, 
Wives and Children ſhould be burnt, that 
the Enemy might not poſleſs their Riches or 
diſhonour their Families. They did great 
Execution at the firſt onſet, but were all cut 
to pieces, and there being no time to put 
19 execution their deſign, Manaſinzs centred 
Faſſalor plundering the Riches, and raviſh- 
ing Women ; which ſtruck ſuch a Terror 
into the reſt of the Patanes they all ſubmit- 
ted themſelves. Then marching towards 
the King of Orixa, and he not daring to 
ſtand a Battel freely offered Subjettion. 

4. In Ceylon, the Tyrant D. Fobu King 
of Candea, taking the advantage of time 
when our General D. Hierome de Azevedo 
had diſperſed his Men to refreſh thern, ee

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the King of Vos and: the Princes of Dino: 
vscs to Join, and take the Field with 4000 
Men, many Musketeers, and. armed Ele- 
phants.. With this force* they marched t0- 
wards our Fort of Corvite ( fix Leagy 
Ceitavacs) where Salvador Pereyra' de Silvs 


commanded with 100 Men, S#va'by 'the 


General's-order choſe ſome of his Men, and 
marched one Night with ſuch a ſecrecy four 
to the Place where the Enemy was

was ſuch they. preſently fled, ; he purſued 
them, ſlew. above rooo, and carried. away 
_ Priſoners, Elephants.and other

Cortes, who being in Revellion called him- 
ſelf King of Ceitavace. * He- thonght to draw

ring the Government of D. Francis de 
Gama, Count de Vidigueyra. 


1. "JH E Kingdom of Pegs, before not 


| very conſiderable, was raiſed to be 


one of the greateſt Empires in Afie, by 
the King of Vvz2 and Bramas , afliſted by 


1000 Portugueſes under the Command of 


Antony Ferrejra de Braganca, who ſerved him 
as his natural Prince. The Kingdom of 
Pegu, properly ſo called, borders on that 
of Arracam, the Countries of the Brama's 
and Fungoma's ; on the Welt is bounded by 
they Sea of Bengals, from the City Rei to 
that of Sides, diſtant go Leagues froin each 
©ther ; the breadth of the Kingdom 1s about 
the ſame, and its true Name Is Bapox. 

2. Ic 1s about x00o Years fince this King- 
dom was firſt ereted by a Seaman, who 
was the firſt King; then his Son, who lived 
00 Years ; next the Grandſon, called Tam; 
theſe and all their Succeſlors added to their 
Name tne Title of Barna, Cael Uca, Ta- 
lanna, Inda, Darar, Mampia. Ximinds, the 
lalt, who died the Year 1640 (as was be- 
fore related ) when Brayginoco ſo far in- 
larzed it by his Conqueſts, that it extended 
t9 Chinz and Tarrary, and was Soyereign of 

| | 3. T vents 
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Twenty-four great Kingdoms, beſide Eighty 
Princes not inferior to Kings. Thus it be- 
came the powerfulleſt Monarchy in Afo, 
except that of China. 

3. This King for the Conqueſt of Mar- 
tavam, thirty Leagues diſtant from Pe 
gathered qo000co, Men and 17co Ships. 
The Siege laſted fix Months, in which died 
16ccoo Men. The City being taken and 
the King killed, 140coo Houſes were burnt, 
beſiges 1600 Temples, in which were taken 
60000 Idols, moſt of Gold and precious 
Stones ; there were alſo taken 3000 Ele» 
phants, 6000 Cannon , and innumerable 
Priſoners. The King's ſhare of the Spoil 
was above 100 Millions of Gold.

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15. The Statue of the Great D. Vaſco de 
Gams, Grandfather to the Count, of a large 
Proportion cut in Marble, ſtood over the 
principal Gate of the City, faſtned to the 
Wall by a ſtrong Iron Bar. The French 
Ingenier Sebaſtian Tibao, at the Inſtigation 
of thoſe Gentlemen, the Count's: Enemies, 
in the Night applied to the Iron that Herb 
that has the quality of eating it, by which 
means the next Night it was pulled down, 
broke, and the Quarters hung up in publick 
Places. 

16. The Day the Count was to Em- 
barque, Forty Men well armed got aboard 
before him, and hanged up at the Yard 
Arm his Effigies made exactly like him in 
Face and Habit. He was going aboard as 
they returned, and ſeeing that ſight asked 
what it was; they anſwered, It is your 
Lordſhip, and thoſe are the Men that did it. 
He only replied, No more, wo mere India. 
| He canſed the Statute to be dropt into the 
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Sea, fer fail, and within two Days came 


again into the Port, to take in Fowl for the 
Voyage, becauſe all he had before were 
poiſoned. «This is a common Practice in 
India, eſpecially among the great Ones. 
17. But as was ſaid, the Elements loved 
the Count better than the Men, for he was 
the firlt that ever came from Indie to Li b5:

grave Aſpect, his Complexion fair, capable 
of the greateſt Command, and not Cove.

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mouth of a Cannon, and they underſtand- 
ing it, replied with 8; the Terror whereof 
made our Men drop from the Yards who 
were furling the Sails, but they ſoon recove- 
red themſelves. 

2. The Enemies Cannon playing, killed 
at firſt two of our Men, and tore the Rip- 
ging and Maſts; .at which our People were 
fo frighted,they ſought to abandon theShip. 
Souſa with much Valour encouraged them, 
and- began 't8' play his Guns. with good 
ſucceſs. The Fight laſted without ceaſing 
that afternoon;'all night, and the next mor- 
ning, wherein the Hollanders receiving great 
Damage, made away, leaving. aſhore the 
Cask they had ſent for Water.

Xilimixa King of Arracam , who had 
poſſeſſed himſelf of. the Crown of Pegs, 
ro expreſs his Gratitude to the Portwomeſes 
that ſerved him, gave them the Port of S5- 
riam, at the mouth of the Riyer of the ſame 
Name, that runs within a Leagne of Begox, 
the Court of the Kings of Pepw. This 
Grant was obtained of the King for the 
Portugueſes by Philip de Brito & Nicote, who 
moſt ingratefully proved falſe to that Prince, 
that had raiſed him from a vile Collier te 
his Favour and Eſteem. The manner was 
thus : ON 
9. Xilimixa confiding in Nicote, was by 
him perſwaded to erect a Cuſtom-houſe at 
the mouth of that River for the 'entreaſe of 
his Revenue, and 'his deſign was 'to ſeize 
upon it, and build a Fort there to: give 
footing .to the Portugueſes for the Conqueſt 
of that Kingdom. The King, who ſuſpe- 
ted not the Deſign, having finiſhed the 
Work, put it into the Hands of one Bauxe- 
dala, who fortified himſelf, and foffered no 
Portugues to enter there, except F. Belchior 
de Ia Luz a Dominican. Nicote ſeeing that 
Deſign fail, reſolyed to carry it on-by other 
means 
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means before the Works were to0 far ad. 
vanced. ; 

10. He had with him three Portwgwes Offi 
cers,viz. Fobn de Oliva,Panl del Rego,and Sal. 
vador Ribeyro,with 50 Men cheſs be order'd 
to ſurpriſe the Fort, and turn out Bax- 
nadals , not doubting but his great Cre- 
dit with Xilimixa would bear him out 
in it.

Neither was their Voyage with- 
out danger, the enraged Sea being ready 
to ſwallow them; but the Mercy of God 
brought them ſafe aſbore; by virtue of certain 
Reliques thrown into the Water by a Jeſuir, 
which laid the Storm, and after theic 1land- 
ing were brought and laid upon the Sand 
by a Fiſh.

receiving the Hollonders into his Ports, CON> 
rack a former-Agreement. On the 2gth 
the Men landed, the Enemy's oppoſed chem 
in great numbers with many Elephants, bur 
after a brave reſiſtance were'forced ro their 
' Works. Our Men mounted and plant 
their Colours, and had they followed” their 
Victory, the City ' had been that day de- 
ſtroyed. Yet the fight laſted all thas and 
next day z when the Viceroy perceiving na 
Benefit accrued, ſhipped his Men, much affli. 
Qed that he had ſlipped ſuch an Opportu- 
nity. of 

9 After ſuffering much for want 'of 
Water , and looſing ſome Vellels by bad 
Weather, the Fleet came before Malacs, 
where Andrew Fartesdo acquainted the Vice. 
roy the Siege was carried on by Sea and 
Land, on the Sea were eleven Ships and 
ſeven Galliots of the Hollayders, and Three 
hundred ſmall Veffels of the Natives; by 
Land, eleven neighbouring Kings mm their 
Perſons with 14000 Men. Both of then, 
during-thofe four Months the Siege laſted, 
had deſtroyed many Buildings, and comait- 
ted great Outrages againſt Images and othet 
holy Things. On the 19th of Augaft the 
x! Ships went our co receive our Fleer, play- 


12g their Cannon furioſly, and were anſwer'd 
in 
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in like manner with equal loſs, till Night 
parted them, 

16. Morning appearing the Fight was 
renewed with great Fury, but the Damage 
was greater On our fide, becauſe the Ene- 
mies Ships exceeded us in ſtrength, (wift- 
neſs, number of Cannons, and goodneſs of 
Gunners. Sebaftian Snarez, boarded one and 
burnt it, after having killed many Hollan. 
ders. Alvaro de Carvalls would have done 
the like to another, and Dwarte de Guerra 
coming up to ſecond him, they all three 
were conſumed by fire, and none of the Men 
ſaved. 

17. D. Henry de Norouna boarded the 
Admiral Cornelius Madclif, and being both 
in danger of being burnt, they parted by 
conſent, promiſing if they met again they 
would not encounter. Whereupon Noronna 
quitted his Command, telling the Viceroy, 
He had rather ſerve as a private Man, than 
be obliged to perform the Promiſe he had 
made to the Enemy. D. Peter Maſcarennas 
ſucceeded him in the Command, who did 
Wonders ; for the Datch Admiral coming 
up to ſalute him, ſuppoſing it had beea 
Norouns, they engaged furioully ; and after 
The fight, Four hundred Cannon ſhot were 
found in the Galleon, which had done no 
other harm than the killing one Caffe. The 
Fleets wete engaged eighr Days, and our 
Veſſels very much difabled. On the 24th 
of Auguſt the Viceroy again offered the Ene- 
my Bartel, but they all fled. 
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13, The Viceroy entred Malace, which 
had been ruined during the Slege. Ax- 
drew Furtado was of Opinion, the Fleet 
ſhould be kept together, leſt the Enemy 
might deſtroy it, being ſeparated : Others 
adviſed it ſhould divide; the worſt Advice 
was followed. D. Alvaro de Mereſes had a 
Squadron of ſeven Galleons, to go meet the 
Ships that were expected from Porrzgal at 
the Iſlands of Nicobar. Nuno Alvarez Pe- 
reyra ; another of five, to (ecure the Ships of 
Java, that brought Provitions to Malzce, 
through the Streight of Siugaprrs, but ha. 
ving met the Enemy, he returned into the 
Port. | 

19. The Hollanders having refitted, and 
hearing our Fleet was divided, came again 
before Meglace , and finding there the five 
Galleons, they began a deſp:rate fight on 
the twenty-ſecond of Ofjober. Many Men 
of Note of cur ſide were killed 3 one of 
our Veſlels blew up, and only ſeven Men 
were ſaved : In fine, the whole Squadron 
was deſtroyed. Of the H:lanyders about 
Five hundred were killed The Viceroy 
{00n after died at Melaca, it was believed 
that of Grief for this Lols. 

20. The Hola»/zrs met not with the 
like Succeſs in the Bay of Polobutum, where 
D. Alvaro de Men:ſ:s was with his Squadron 
of ſeven Galleons; tor after a bloody Fight, 
they were forced to give way, having loſt 
three Ships. But {ince the Viceroy is dead, 
and we muſt enter upon a new Govern- 
ment, it will be. fit to mention what Ships 
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ſailed from Lisbon for India during his Life. 
la the Year 1605, 7 Ships. Before them 
three Galleons, which were with the Fleee 
at Malaca. Afﬀter the 7 Ships, ſet out Bel- 
chior Rodriguez 1n a Caravel with ſome freſh 
Advice, who overtaking them under the 
Line, returned to Lisboy. 


21. In the Year 16506, 3 Ships were to 


have gone, but were prevented by a Dutch 
Squadron that lay at the mouth of the Ri- 
yer ill the Seaſon was paſt. Thus much 
of the Government or: D. Martin Alfonſo de 

Caſtro, who was Viceroy two Years and a 
half, the 1 9th of that Number, and 37th 
Governour , the ſecond both of Name and 
Sirname. Of Stature ſomewhat tall of 
Complexion fallow, a good Chriſtian, a 
200d Gentleman, well beloved in India, and 
Zcalous of the Kings's Service, a Thing 
now rare in the World.

The Government of the Archbiſhop D. F 
| Alexius de Meneſes, who was Gover- 
nour from the Tear 1607, till 160g. 


I. On Martin Alfonſo de Caftra the Vice. 

roy being dead, D. F. Alexims de 
Meneſes Archbiſhop of Goa ſucceeded him 
in the Government, but net in the Title. 
About the bepioniog of his Government 
ſzilcd from Libon the three Ships, which 
were to hace let out the Year before. After 
them followed two Galleons, and two ſmall 
Ships, the two former were to remain !n 
India. 

2, The Holayders now aimed at the Con- 
quelt of the Ifland of ecambique. Our 
Fort there was commanded by D. Stephen de 
Ataide, who not long before had obtained 
of the Emperor of Monomotapa a Grant of 
all the Silver Mines in his Dominions,which 
are much richer than thoſe of A{þa, to the 
Crown of Portzga!, The Motive of this 
Donation was, that we might aſſiſt him to 
ſubdue his Rebellious Subjets, which D. Sze- 
pven performed, ſecuring him in his Throne, 
and to us that great Gift, if we had known 
how to make uſe of it. 

3. About the end of May, Paxl Vercaden 


the Dutch Admiral- anchored in the great 
Port 
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Port of Mogambique with 8 Ships well ſto- 
red, and carrying 1500 Men. ln the Fort 
there were but 80 Men, a few and but indif- 
ferent Pieces of Cannon, and that ſcarce fit 
for Service. Nevertheleſs D. Stephes loft no 
Courage, but poſted his Men, whilſt the 
Enemy inveſted the Place. 

4. The Enemies Cannon-Balls flying very 
thick, kept-the Walls bare of Men, ſo that 
2 Colonel of theirs boldly rode about view- 
ing our Works, till he was ſtruck down dead 
with a Bullet, TheEnemy carrying on their 
Approaches under the ſhelter of their Batte- 
ries that continually played, our Men were 
forced to appear upon the Walls to oppoſe 
that Danger, and the Hollanders being tired, 
offered a Truce. which was accepted, While 
it laſted, they reproached the Portuguſcs 
that they had degenerated from their an- 
cient Valour, who, to convince them of the 
contrary, offered ro fight 50 of them with 
only 25; which they refuſing, it gave new 
Courage to the Belieged. 

5. The Truce expiring, the Cannon on 
both tides bezan to play. Tine Enemy 
thought to take off the ule of ours, by bring. 
10g up to the Walis great Wooden Towers 


equal with our Patapeis. Ir was 2a dark. 


itormy night when they began to adyance, 
bur our wacchfnl Ceatinels perceiving it, ſo 
many Fireworks were heaped 03 them, they 
were forced to retire with ſome lols. Next 
aight, notwithſtanding all! oppoſition, they 
were laid cloſe to the Walls, Twenty five 
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 Portugweſes ſallied with a Reſolution to bura 
cr break them, but ſucceeded nor. | 

6, Being diſappoluted of that Deſign, 
they fall upon the Holangers, who increaſed 
to 500, and killing many, thoſe 25 retired 
wixhout loſing one, only ſome were woun- 
ded. This Action ſeemed to have aſtoniſhed 
the Enemy, for the next day They ſtirred 
not; ror aſter that for a whole week, ths 
they ſaw their Caſtles burnt. Ar Iaſt the 
Admiral ſent Ataide a Letter, threataing to 
ſpoil all the Country about, unleſs he re- 
deemed it from Ruin with a Sui of Mo- 
ney. 

G Our Commander refuſed, and the Hel- 
land:r burnt down all that the Fire could lay 
hold of,ſo the Town and other Buildings pe- 
i1:!hed, Next they cut down all the Woods, 
22d then raiſed the Siege which had laſted 
two months; during which time, x3 of ouc 
Men were killed, and of theirs above 300 As 
they went over the Bar, one of their Ships 
was ianx by eur Cannon. Scarce were they 
gone in the beginning of Zun-, when three 
of our Ships from Portugat, under the com- 
mand of D. Hierome Coutizo,cntred the Port. 
Not long after came in Peer Blexs, about 
the end of 7eliy, with 3 Hollaud Ships, and 
20co Men, which might have been our Ruin 
had they come ſooner. | 

8. D. Hierome, haviog the beſt he could. 
relieved the Place, was under Sail for India, 
when Blens came 1n, imagining ercaden was 
by that time poſſeſs*d of the Fort, The 

Por- 
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Portugneſes undeceived him with ſome Can- 
non Shot, to which he anſwered by landing 
his Men, and belieging the Fort as theorher 
had done. The firſt day the: Batveries 
played they ſpent above 30o great Short, 
which laid one ſide op:n; and they might 
| have entred, had they been as reſolure to 
Afſaul:, as furions in making the Breach. 
The Damage received by Day, was repaired 
by might, Next morning 25 Men fallying

g9. A Frenchman and 4 Hollanders came to 
the Wail, begging to be protected as being 
Cainolicks Blens In a fury demands them 
of 0:1: C:Mmander, who refuſed to deliver 
them, and he in revenge ties 6 Portugueſes 
taken at his entrance into the Harbour, and 
ſhoots them to Death. One hundred and 
fifty more were in the ſame danger, who 
were taken out of a Galleon, whica coming 
from Portxgal, and knowing nothing of what 
had happened there, run into the midſt 
of the Enemics Ships, and was burnt by 
them. D. Stephen choſe rather to expoſe 
thoſe Men to danger, than break Faith with 
thoſe tive he had taken into Protection, 
Bat Blexs his Paſſion being over, he recalled 
the Sentence, raiſed the Siege, and ſetting 
Sail, put- all the Portugneſes he had taken 
aſhore in the Iſland df Sr. George, The loſs 
on both ſides now, was much the ſame as 
L 4 had 
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had been giyen and received before by Ver. 
caden. Blens ſailed out of the Port about 
the end of Auguſt. 

10. While the Archbiſhop was Gover. 
nour, two Squadrons failed from Portuga! 
for India, That of the Year 1608, ſhall be 
ſpoke of in the next Chapter, becaule it 


carried D. Fobn PereyraFrojas Count de Feyra, 


who went Viceroy of India, but died by the 
way. The other of the ſame Year which 
arrived there in 1609, and carried Rwy Lo 
rengo de Tavora to the ſame Command, thall 
be ſpoken of 1n the Chapter of Audrew F ur- 
$8do de Mendoca , who ſucceeded the Arch. 
biſhop. This Religious Man governed two 
Years and a half, and was the 38th Gover- 
nour, the firſt of the Name, and fixth of the 
Sirname, and firſt Church-man that had that 
Poſt. He was of a middle Stature, white 
of Complexion, grey with Years, of a ſe- 
rene Countenance which moved Reſpect, and 


took ſuch care of his Servants,that many got 
Eſtates. : 
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CHAP vot' 


Of the Piceroy D. John Pereyra Frojas 
Count de Feyra, in the Tear 1608. 


'E T the beginning of this Year failed 
from the Port of Libon for India 
D. Fobx Pereyra Frojass Count de Feyra with 
the Title of Viceroy, He raiſed in all Men 
great expectation, as well for his Perſonal 
Merit, as the greatneſs of his Quality, and 
the Preparations for his Voyage were ſuita- 
ble, being the greateſt that till then had 
been, His Squadrun conſiſted of 6 Ships, 
and 8 Galleons. 

2. The Viceroy ſet out on the 25th of 
March, died on the 15th of May; his Body 
was ſent back, and brought to Lisbox the 
24th of July. The Admiral Noronna ſuc- 
ceeded in the Command of the Fleet, The 
Count was. the ſecond that died by the way 
going to govern India, and may be accoun- 
red 3d of the Name, 2oth Viceroy, and 
29th Governour; for the Patent, not the 
Poſſeſſion, make a Man fo, 

3. But ſince this Viceroy has not afforded 
Matter for a Chapter, ler us make it up 
with one of the fgreateſt Prodigies. of the 
Portugues Fortune that Afia produced, Three 
Years ihe was big with this Monſter, from 
i605, ill 1608, We ſhall fee another 
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ames Suarez, de Melo, and another Philip de 
Brito &&Nicate, famous for their incredible Riſe 
and InfolendE. This was Sebaftian Gonzalez Ti- 
bao, a Man of obicure'Extraction, as born 
in the Village of St. An.ony del Tojal, near 
Lisbon, a Place never yet produced any 
worth Note, either for Parentage, or wor. 
thy Aftions In the"Year 1605 he imbar. 
qued for India, went over tO Beng ala, liſted 
himſelf a Soldier, and then fell co dealing in 
Salt, which is a great Merchandile there, 
By this Trade he ſoon gained as mnch as 
purchaſed a Fai, that is, a fort of ſmall 
Veſſel. In this Veſiel he went with Salt to 
Dianga, a great Port oi the King of Arra 
cam, at ſuch time as thai King flew 600 Por- 
rzgneſes who reſided there, and ſuſpeRed 
nothing leſs, living quietly as good Subjets 
under his Protection. The Motive of this 
Cruelty was, That Pbi/zp de Brito & Nicae 
being poſſeſſed of Siriam, thought it would 
be for his Advantage to gain Dziangz. He 
fitted out ſome Vellcls, and ſent in them his 
Son as Embaſlador to beg rhat Port of the 
King. Some Portuzueſes Derliwaded the King, 
Nicote*s deſign in getting that Port, was to 
deprive him of his Kingdom. He orters the 
Son with his Officers to come to Court, and 
there murders them ; the ſame was done in 
their Veſſels; and afterwards that Fury fell 
upon all the Inhabitants of Dianga. This was 
in the beginning of the Year 1607, Some 
few eſcaped into the. Woods, and 9 or 19 
Vellels got to Sea, whereof one was that of 
Sebaftian Gonzales:

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4. Emannel de Mattos Commander of Ban- 


del of Dianga, who diced not long before, had 
been Lord of Sundiva, an Iland 7o Leagues 
in compals. _ Fatecas a refolute Moor, who 


he had intrulted wich the Ifland in his ab- 


ſence, hearing of his Death, makes himſelf 
Maſter of it, and the more to ſecure him. 
ſelf, murders all the Portwgweſes that were in 
it, with their Wives and Children, and ſuch 
of the Natives as were Chriſtians. Then he 
gathered Moors and Patans to his afliſtance, 
fitted out a Fleet of 40 Sail, and plentifully 
maintatacd this Charge with the Revenue 
of the Ifland, which 1s great; Sebaſtiar 
Gonzalez, and his Companions, with thoſe 
9 Or 10 Vellels that eſcaped at Dianga, ha- 
ving no Head to govern them, lived by rob- 
bing in the Country of Arracam, carrying 
their Booty to the King of Bacala's Ports, 
who was our Friend, Patecan underſtand- 
ing they plyed thereabouts, went out to ſeek 
them with ſuch aſlurance of Succeſs, that 
he had this Inſcription vpon his Colours; 
Fatecan, by the Grace of GOD Lord of Sun- 
diva, ſhedder of Chriftian Blood, and-deſtroyer 
of the Portugues Nation. 

6, One evening he thought to ſurprize 
them, and had effeted ir, but that they 
quarrelling about dividing ſome Spoil they 
had taken; this falling out, proved their 
Preſervation: For Sebaſtzan Pinto upon that 
account leaving them in a River of the Iſland 
Xavaſpur , Met Fatecaw*s Fleet and gave them 
notice. They ingaged and fought deſpe- 
rately all night, the morning diſcoyered 
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8o Portwgneſes victorious over 600 Moors and 
Patanes, and 10 Vellels over 40. Not one 
Sail got off, nor a Man eſcaped being killed - 
og taken; among the Dead was Fatecen, 
Bad they been under a Commander that 
knew how to make uſe of the Victory, the 
iſland muſt then have been their own, This 
obliged them to chooſe a Head, and they 
pitched upon Srephen Paimeyro, a Man of 
Years, Experience, and Diſcretion. He gave 
Proof hereof, by refuſing (notwithſtanding 
their repeated Inſtances) to Command ſuch 
wicked People, However they deſired him 
to appoint one, and they would punctually 
obey him. He named Sebaſtian Gonzales 

Tibao. | | 
6. As ſoon as the Commander was named, 
they reſolved to gain Sandiva, More Portu- 
gueſes were gathered from Bengala, and 
other Neighbouring Ports. Tibao articled 
with. the King of Bacala, ©© That he would 
« give him half the Revenue of the Iſland, 
* 1t he aſſiſted him to conquer it. The 
King ſent ſome Ships, and 200 Horſe, In 
A1arch, 160g. he had above 40 Sail, and 400 
Portugueſes, The Tfland having had time 
to provide for its Defence, was fuil of Reſo- 
late Men. A great number of Moors, com- 
manded ':y F.tecan's Brother, received them 
at Landing, but were forc:d to retire into 
2 Fort. The Portugucſes beliege * 8 and 
lying long before it, were in danger of pe- 
riſhing, not being able to come at the Pro- . 
viſions and Ammunition that were aboard 
their Veſlels, Gaſpar de Pins, a > angry 
| ell. 
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delivered them from this Danger, for he 
coming with his Ship to that Port, and re- 
ſolving to aſſiſt them, landed 50 Men he was 
Captain of, and marching by night with 
many Lights, and great Noiſe , made the 
Enemy believe he brought great Succour. 
As ſoon-as he came up the Fort was aſlaul- 
ted, entred, and all within that had life put 
to the Sword. The Natives of the Iſland, 
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gxeſes, preſently ſubmitted themſelyes to 
Sebajtizn Gonzales, He received them upon 
condition they ſhould deliver up to him all 
the Strangers that were in the Iſſand. They 
brought him above 1000 Moors, and as they 
came he cut off their Heads ; about as many 
. more were killed in the Fort. Thus Seba- 
tian Gonzales became abſolute Maſter of the 
Iſland, and was obeyed by the Natives and 
Portugueſes as an abſolute Lord independent 
of any Prince, and his Orders had the force 
of Laws. : 

7. To recompence the chief Portugueſes 
who had ſerved him, he gave them Lands in 
the Iſland, and then repenting, took them 
away, In ſtead of giving the King of B2- 
cala half the Revenue of the Iſland, as had 
been agreed, he made War upon him. As 
he grew Great, ſo he grew Infblent and Un- 
grateful, and had row at Command 1000 
Portugneſes, 2000 Natives well Armed, 200 
Horſe, and above 8o Sail with good Can- 
non. Many Merchants traded thither, and 
he erefted a Cuſtom-houſe. The Neigh- 
bouripg Kings ſurprized at his prodigious 
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Sncceſs, ſought his Friendſhip. From: the 
King of Batecalu , to whom he owed { 
great Favours, he took the Iilands of Xayg. 
pur and Parelabanga, and other Lands from 
others, ſo that on a ſudden he was pollefled 


_ of vaſt Riches, equal with many Princes, 


and ſovereign of many brave Men. Bat 
theſe Monſters are like Comets that Jaft 
lictle, and threaten laſting Ruin. They are 
like Lightning ,, that no ſooner gives the 
fiſh but it is gone. Let us proceed, and 
we ſhall ſee this verified. 

8. Such wes the fortune of Seb aſt ian Gon- 
2 ales in Swndiva, when there happened a 
Difference between the Prince of Arracam 
and his Brother Awaporarm 3 the Occaſion. 
was , that the latter refuſed to give the 
other an Elephant, to which all ether Ele- 


 Þhantrs of that Country were ſaid to allow 


a ſort of Saperiority, and durfſt not appear 
before him. The Prince ſecing he could 
not prevail by Intreatics nor Threats, raifes 
a great Army, and deprives his Brother 
both of his Kingdom, and that ſo much co- 
veted Beaſt. Anaporam fled to Sebaſtian Gon- 
zzles for Succour, who demanded his Sifter 
as a Hoſtage. Then he ſets out ro fighrc the 
Conqueror, but to no purpoſe, for he had 
ro0 great a POwer, to wit, $0009 Men, and 
700 fighting Elephants. King Anaporam Ie- 
rurned with Sebaſtiay Gonzales to Sundiva, 
bringing over his Wife, Family, Treaſure, 
and Elephants. Thus he remained as a 
Sabject to Sebgjtian Gonzales, who Baptizing 
his Siſter, marcied her, and though ſo vile a 
| Wretch, 
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Wretch, pretended he did that Prince a 


ereat favour. Soon after the Prince dies, 


not without ſuſpition of Peiſon, for Seba- 
ftian Gonzales ſefzed upon all-his Treaſure, 
Elephants, and Goods, without any conſide- 
ration of his Wife and Son, To ſtop the 
mouths of the People, he would have mar- 
ried the Queen to_ his Brother Antony Tibas 
Admiral of his Fleet, but could not com- 
pals it, for ſhe could never be prevailed 
upon to become a Chriſtian. 
9. Sebaſtian waged War upon the King ot 
Arracam with good ſucceſs. An Inſtance 
hereof may be, that his Brother Amory 
with only 5 Sail took 100 of that King's. 
This moved the King to conclude a Peace 
with him, and thereby recovered his Siiter- 
in-Law and Brother's Widow, whom he 
married to the King of Chatigam. At this 
time the Mogol undertook the Conqueſt of 
the Kingdom of Balua, and Sebaſtian conſi- 
dering it might prove of dangerous conſe- 
quence, that Kingdom lying oppolite to him, 
he makes 'a League with the King of Arra- 
cam for the defence of that Country. The 
League concl1ded, the King takes the Field 
with 800co Men, molt of them Musketiers, 
1c000 Pegues that fought with Sword and 
Buckier , and 700 Elephants loaded with 
Czſtles and Armed Men. He put to Sea 
above 2co Sall, carrying 4c00 Men, which 
were to joyn Sebaftian Gonzales his Fleet, 
and to be under his Command. The agree- 
ment was, T hat Sebsfian ſhould hinder the 
4ogol from paſling to the Kipgdom of _— 
"7 ol 
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till the King of Arracam could march thi. 
ther with his Army; and that the Moyol be. 
ing expelled, half the Kingdom of Balu, 
ſhould be given to Sebaſtian, who gave the 
King, as Hoſtages for his Fleet, a Nephey of 
his own, and the Sons of ſome Portugueſe; 
Inhabitants of Szndivs. 

xo. The King of Arracams entring the 
Kingdom of Baluz with his Army, expelled 
the Adogels. It was thought, that Sebaſtian 
overcome with Bribes had given them free 
paſſage, which, according to the Agreement 
with the King of Arracam, he was to ob. 
ſtrut. Others ſay, He did it to revenge 
the Death of the Portugueſes (lain by that. 
King in Banguel of Dianga. Be It as itwill, 
he was guilty of an execrable Treachery, for, 
leaving the mouth of the River Daugatiar,he 
gave them free Paſlage. He enters a Creek 
of the Iſland Defierta with his Fleet, and 
calling all the King of Arracam's Captains 
aboard his Ship, murders them, then falling 
upon the Ships, killed or made Slaves of all 
the Men. Having committed this infamous 
Action, and ſecured that Fleer, he returned 
to Saudiva, Mean while the Aogols Come - 
ing down again with a greater Power, . ell- 
tred the Kingdom of Balaa, and reduced 
the King of Arracam to ſuch diſtreſs, that 
with much difhculty he eſcaped by the help 
of an Elephant, and came almoſt alone to the 
Fort of Chatigam. 

11. Sebaſtian Gonzales underſtanding the 
Slaughter the Aogols had made of the Arras: 


cam Army, and that they were pollels'd - 
the 
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che Kingdom of Balxa, he ſets out with-his 
Fleet, plundering and deſtroying with Fire 
and Sword all the Forts of Arracem that lie” 
along the Coaſt, and .were then unprovided, 
and confiding in the Peace that was between 
them. He had the Impudence to go up to 
Arracam, where as the Matter was more, fo 


was the Deſtruction, there were burnt many 


Merchant Ships of ſeveral Nations. The 
King was highly concerned at theſe Loſlts, 
though not ſo much at thoſe occaſioned. by 
the Mogol, as thoſe he ſuſtained by this Por. 
tugueſes, as being all the effects of Treache- 
ry; but above all, he reſented the loſs of a 
Ship which he kept in that Port for to take 
his Pleaſure. It was of a vaſt Bigneſs, and 
wonderful Workmanſhip, with ſeveral Apart- 
ments like a Palace, all covered with Golf 
and Ivory, and yet the curioſicy of the Work 
ſurpaſſed all the reſt. 

12. The King ſeeing the Infolence and 
Falſhood of Sebaftian Gonzales, and that he 
did not, or would not, remember his Nephew 
was in h.s Power as a Hoſtage, he reſolved 
to put him in mind; and cauſing a Stake ta 
be run through him, made him be ſet up on 
a high place below the Port of Arracam, 
that his Uncle as he went out might ſee him. 
But he who had no Honour, valued not aC 
whole Colt he advanced his own Intereſt, 
Nevertheleſs the guilt of ſo many Villanies 
began to touch his Conſcience, and being 
come to Sunda, he hegan to apprehend 
fome heavy Puniſhment would fail upon him, 
THch ke had little means to ayecc, ſor all

Men looked upon him as a Traytor unwor. 
thy of any Favour. The Arracems, becauſe 
he betrayed them to the Mogolz and the Ms 
gols, becauſe he was fo falſe to thoſe that 
truſted him. But what he did not expe& 
from thoſe we call B:rberians,he ſhall obtain 
of the Portugues Government in Indie which 
ſhall aſſiſt him, and both he and they that 
Relieve him ſhall receive their juſt Rewar 
as will appear under the Government 
D. Hierome de Azevedo. 


CHAP DC 


Of the Governowr Andrew Furtado de 
Mendoca, in the Tear 1609. 


I. MY Men appear fit for publick Em- - 
|  ployments before they have them, 
and afterwards wholly incapable of them; 
It was not ſo with Andrew Furtado, for every 
body eſteemed bim fitter to Govern when 
he was placed in that Puwer, than they had 
done before, and yet there was none before 
but wiſhed to ſee him in that Poſt. The 
Arts by which he gained this Eſteem, were 
Valour, Generoſity, Liberality, and Aﬀabilt 
ty. And being now advanced to this Com- 
mand, he confirmed the good Opinion the 
World had conceived of him, by being cour- 
ceons to his Inferiors, and not lifting himſelf 
above thoſe who had been his Equals. 
2, When 
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2. When a private Captain he dreſſed 
coſtly, now being Governor plainer than a 
private Captain. The Work-houſes were 
his Rooms of State, the Shore his Garden. 
His thoughts were full of great Underta- 
kings; but conſidering how imall a Bank 
there was for ſuch Deſigns, he gathered the 
Council of Goa, the Chiet Gentry, and rich- 
eſt Men of that City. Being aſlembled, he 
wade a Speech, repreſenting the great Pro. 
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greſs the Holanders had made in India, and 


exhorting them with their Perſons and Parſes 
co be affiſting to expel them. 

3. They all aſſured him there ſhould be 
nothing he could propoſe, but they would 
forward to the utmoſt of their power. This 
was ſoon made good, for within two months 
and a half he had a great Fleet, well man- 
ned and provided. All Men were in expe- 
cation of the Effe& of thoſe great Prepa- 


rations, when on the firſt of September there 


appeared at a great diftance ſeveral Sail 
that ſeemed to be of bulk. It was conclu- 
ded they were Hollanders, Our Governor 
heirinz of it, run down to the Shore, and 
In a few hours made ready ſome Ships and 
Galliots, faying, Now ſ-all they ſre bow An- 
drew Furtado with theſe light Veſſels boards 
their three Deck Sbips, The time is come. 

4. Juſt as he came out to order Aﬀairs, 
{o without returaing to Court was he going 
adoard, without calling any Body ; but this 
his Reſolution being known, there ſoon 
flocked to him as many Men as there was 
eccahon for. So it happened to King Ema- 
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uct (whom he now ſeemed to imitate) who 
hearing the danger Arzila was in, ſet out 
Poſt, and without beating Drum by that 
his ſpeed preſently raiſed a great Army. Bur 
as the Governor was ſpreading Sail, advice 
vias brought that they were no Enemies, 
but Ships from Portugal, that brought a new 
Viceroy. | 

5. This was Ray Lorengo de Tavors, who 
ſailed from Lisbox at the end of Ofobey with 
four Galleons and a Caravel, and had Wir 
tered ir the Iſ)and of Ibo. Thoſe who came 
received a donble ſatisfation, one in their 
ſafe arrival, the other in ſeeing that Port 
of Goa covered with ſuch a number of Ships, 
as repreſented the paſt more happy times, 

6. Many were ſorry Furtado was ſo ſoon 
deprived of that Government, for the great 


| hopes they had conceived of his good For- 


tune, and Heaven ſeemed to favour his con- 
tinvance, by the Death of the Count & 
F:yra, who was going to that Command, 

7. Even the Viceroy that went to ſucceed 
him was troubled ; for ſeeing that Bay full 
of many ſo Ships and in ſuch Order, he asked; 
IV ho governed India? and being told that 4v- 
drew Furtado, he replied, 1 thonght ſo, fa 
the greatneſs of this Work, aſſured me it could 
hate no other Author, T am ſorry I came now 
70 India to take this Command; becauſe it u 6 
bindrance to the great Afjtions might be expedited 
from ſuch « Governor, 

8. Since this untimely arrival of the Vice- 
roy, has cut off what might be expe&ted 


icrom Fartzdi's Government, let ous Epito- 
—- mize 
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mize what he ated under others. At 16 
Yearsof Age he wasin Africk, when the un- 
fortunate King Sebaftian went over thither. 
Then paſſed over into India, and having 
perfarmed ſome Military Exploits, had the 
Command of ten Ships, with whighhe ce- 
lieved the Fort of Bragalor beſieged by King 
Sincarnoboro, He not only raiſed the Siege, 
but reduced the King to become Tributary to 
Portugal ;, then falling upon thoſe that had 
combined with him, deſtroyed their Coun- 
tries with Fire and Sword, and took one of 
the chiefeſt with all his Veſſels, putting all 
the Men to the Sword. He took ſeveral 
Ships of AMecs, defeated the great General 
Cotimuza, deſtroyed another Fleet at Mznar, 
taking many Ships, flew the King of Fifa 
napatan that was in Rebellion, ruined a Flee 
of Malabars that did us great harm on thoſe 
Seas ; raiſed the Siege Kajs had laid to Co- 
Ismbo, leyelled the Formidable Fort of Cun- 
ale, bringing him and his Nephew Pri- 
ſaners to Goa ; drove the Hollanders from. 
Amb;yaa and Sunda, reduced the Ro/ately?s 
then jn Rebellion, gained many ſtrong holds 
1a the Iſlands of Ito, Nao and Ferannla; and 
being Commander of Malacz held out a Siege 
of four Months againſt the Hollauders and x1 1 
neighbouring Kings. ; 

9, It was great to overcome ſo many Ene? 
mies, but tar greater to conquer himſelf. 
In the dead of Night a. Woman got into his 
Apartment, oitering him her Daughter, mo. 
yed thereto by exrream want, Afﬀtes a ſp- 
yere Reprimand, . he charges hex $6 marry 
— Ms HH. 
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the Davghter, and grves her & Purſe of Me. 
ney, with aſſurance he would make up the 
Portion. | 

10. All theſe great Attions he had per. 
formed at the Age of 45, beſides many more 
which in another had been confiderable, bur 
got of Note to him. He was as to his Qua. 
lity of the beſt of Portugal. Having go- 
verned three Months, he Embarqued for 
Portugal, died by the way of the Jaundice, 
and lies in the Church of our Lady of Grace 
in Liboy. Of Statnre he was fomewhat 
tal], his Complexion tawny, of Body lean, 
and was the 4oth Governor, and 2d of the 
Sirname. |

led in the Government, when there 
came in 5 Ships from Portugal, which with the 
ſame nomber that carried him made 10, and 
conſequently a great number of Men that

2. About the beginning of the Year were 
ſet out the uſual Squadrons, but more nume- 
Tous and better manned than uſual, by 
Teaſon of the great Preparations before 
ſpoke of, and the Men that came newly. -

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the ſame time came from Lisbox 3 Ships for 


3. The greateſt Action at this time was 
. in Ceylon, where D. Hierome de Azevedo, 
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who had that Command, went on with the 


' uſual Succeſs that always attended him in 
that Poſt. He marched with 700 Portugueſes 
and 25000, Laſcarines (that is Chingala Sol- 
diers) to aſſault the City Candes, and find- 
ing by the way the Fort of Balaxe abandoned, 
left Antony de Cofta Monteyro in it with two 
Companies, Then advancing to the River 
of Candea, and finding it- well fortified, 
nevertheleſs he attempted to pals it, recei- 
ving the Enemy's Fire, which for ſome time 
did no Execution, Yet our Men gave way 
till F. Gaſpar de la Madalena, a Franciſcan, 


ran into the River holding up a Crucifix and 


encouraging them, whereupon they charged 
and drove the Enemy from their Works, 
who fled to the Mogntains abandoning the 
City, which was burnt, and ſuch as could 
be overtaken flain. 

4. This Succeſs ſo thoroughly reconciled 
the King of Candes to us, that he admitted 
the Converſatiop of the Franciſcans, and 
Put his two Sons into their Hands to be bred 
Chriſtians. Thus the Peace was concluded, 


and he writ to our King Philip to Compli- 
ment him upon his acceſſion to the Crown, 
teſtifying the great Aﬀettion he bore him, 
and defiring to be eſteemed among the Princes 
of Afia, as one that moſt deſired his Cor- 
reſpondence.

5. The Moor Abdala Carims, Tanadar of 
Nizimaluco, who, befides his natural hatred 
to the Portugweſer, was malicious on account 
that he had loſt half a hand by them, diſturb.

ceiving his Prince?s Revenue, wherein he pro. 
ceeded with much Infolence ; and we on our 
part bore mnch, rather than break into open 
War, z : | 
© 6. Our Commander, D.Francis Roline, com- 
plained to Nizamaluco, who anſweted with 
Threats, that he would fit out a Fleet, and 
that the Hollander, were already in thar Sea, 
To be as good as his Word, he ſet out 30 
Paraos, which robbed all that came 1n their 
way belonging to the Portugueſes, The Ta 
adar being thus backed, hearing that George 
Heyrique was gone out toa Wood, he kill. 
ed him, and took his Wife and two Daugh- 
os OT 
- +, The People of Chaxl preſſed the Com- 
mander to commence the War, he having 
no Orders from the Viceroy, and but few 
Men ; yet ſent out 16 Men with two Officers - 
. one Night, they fonnd 3o Moors near the 
Pagod of Ramaceyra, ang killing half of 
them retired. Peter Cornejo with 3o Men 
fell upon the Village of Tl, killed the In- 
habitants, burnt the Houſes, and funk two 
Veſſels that were in the Port. 'Tho' this 
was a ſufficient Revenge againſt the Tavadar, 
yet knowing ſome Men value not their Hos 
aour, whilſt their Perſons are untouched, it 
was thought fit to make him feel ſome part 
himſelf.

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8. To this purpoſe D. Francis Rolim 
marched to UVpper Chant with 350 Men in 
three Bodies, one Commanded by him, ano- 
ther by Michael de Abres, and the third by 
Colleyros, Abreu entred firſt into a narrow 
Street which ended in a broad Place where 
the Enemy was drawn up, and with their 
firſt fire killed our Captain and two Soldiers. 
| Rolim coming up, they made way into the 
broad Place, and revenged the Death of 
thoſe three, with the {laughter of many Ene- 
mies, the reſt ſaving themſelevs by flight. 
Thus they came to the Tanadar*'s Houſe, 
which being forſaken by him was burnt ; 
the ſame happened to a whole Street, where

the Fields, ſo that Town and Country were 
covered with dead Bodies. -_— 

9. At the end of this Year arrived at Gos 


three Ships from Portuga/. In Otiober failed 


from Lishon two Caravels, in November one 
Galleon, in which went Antony Pinto de Fon- 
ſeca with the Title of Viſitor and Provye- 
ditor of the Forts in India, as if no Viceroy 
had been therez in December another Gal- 
| Teon, in which went a Patent for D, Hiereme 
de Azevedo, to ſucceed in that Govern- 
ment. | 
To. The War being begun at Chaxl, both 
Parties encreaſed, and ſeveral Skirmiſhes 
happened, in which the Portugweſes always 
bad the beſt, till D. Francis de Sotomayoy 
came thither with the Northera Heet , 
0 | = and 
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and left there three Veſſels, Being thus re. 
inforced, our Men took the Field, and offer. 
ed Battel to the Moors, who were alſo in. 
creaſed. Antony Frirtado de Mendoge advay- 
ing too far with only two Men was killed, 
and the Portuoues Body coming up worſted ; 
for though they did great Execution, be. 
ing drawn into an Ambuſh, Gonzalo ds 
Abreu was killed, his Country-Houſe loſt, 
- afterwards the War went 6n with leſs yi- 
OUr. | 
. 11, Whilſt this happened at Chaul, Nuns 
de Cxnna fought the Engliſh at Suratt with 
more valour and Succeſs. He had four Gal- 
leons well manned, but ill provided with 
Gunners, for they were ignorant and fear. - 
ful. He found in that Port a great Exglifþ 
Ship and a Ketch, which had a ſhort hght 
between the lictle liland of Fobx de Nous and 
the Bank called Baxo de la India, beyond the 
Cape of Good Hope, with two Ships of ours, 
of three that this year failed from Lisbor for 
Txdia, one whereof commanded by D. Luis 
de Gama making for Zocotora, was drove by 
2 violent Storm between the Iflands called 
Dos Hermanos, whence he got late to Gos, 
aiter lofing four hundred Men ; ſome by the 
Fatigue of the Sea, and others through the 
Miſeries they endured in defence of the 
Ship, and the Cruelty of that barbarous 
People. 1 

12. When the Exglip, whole Ships were 
excellent Sailers, diſcovered our heavy 
Veſſcls, though they had cauſe to fear their 
number, they undervalued them by mm 
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of that fault. They preſently ingaged us in 


the Evening, and fought till dark Night 


parted them, having killed 3o of our Men. 


As ſoon as Day appeared they fell ro it a- 
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gain, and two of our Galleons running to 


Board the two Eng/zfh Vellels, were ſtuck on 


the Sands, there being too Jittle Water for 
the Galleons. The Pink ſeeing them aground, 
kept firing its Cannon upon one till the 
Evening Tide brought it off, The great 
Ship kept the other two Galleons that were 
a float in play all that Day. The third day 
all the Galleons being . afloat made up to 
board the Enemy, but they who relied on 
. their Cannon and ſwiftneſs, made away to 
" Caftelese, a Bay of the Pyrats of Dix. 

13. Czis de Brito who plied upon that 
Coaſt with ſome finall Veſſels gave advice 
to Cxnne, that the Eng/h were in that Port. 
He failed thither, and they fought two 
whole Days, 'in which time our Ships, by 
reaſon of their heavineſs, could never board 
them; at length the Exgliſh ſtood away, 
having put up black Colours in token their 
Captain was killed ; they loſt many Men, 
and ſlew many of onrs. They made to Ss- 
ratt, Canna followed ; they left the Port, 
and Cwnmna returned to Goa, where then D: 
Hierome de Azevedo had been Governor two 
Months, | 

T4. Some time before 5 Galiots ſet our for 
China and two Merchant Ships for Fapen, 
they all Wintered at Malaca, the Seaton be- 
Ing unfit to Sail, Proviſions were very ſcarce 

| there 
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there, and the more now by the additionof 
thoſe Men. Michael de Sowſe ſent out ſome 
Shipsto'get Proviſions in the Neighbourhood, 
Theſe met ſeveral Sail bound for Pam and 
For, laden with Spice and other Goods, 
which they took and brought to Malace. 


' Then failed to Pam where the King of Jo 


was with a Fleet, and tho? at Peace with the 
Portugxeſes he went out of their way, Not 
far from Pataze they took 8 Veſlels richly 
laden, and returning with them to Malacs, 
that City was not only relieved, but enrich- 
ed. 

15. The Viceroy receiving Advice from

ting out in Holland, with a Deſign againſt 
Malaca, he ſent James de Mendoga Furtado, 
with $ Galliots to relieve it. Being under 
Sail for Pulobutum they were diſperſed by a 
Storm in the Golph of Ceylon, but met again 
in tiat Port, Four of them ſailed out be. 
fore the Admiral and the others, and meet- 
0g a Ship of Fave with ſeventy Men who 
traded in the Kingdom of @uedar, with 
which -we were at War, at*acked it, and 


| Were well received, having four Men killed 


and ten much wounded ; but being provoked 
by this loſs, they boarded the Veſlel and kill- 
ed all in her.  - | 

16, The Admiral James de Mendoga Con- 
tinued his Voyage to Malaca, whence he 
paſled not withour danger of the Sea to Pam, 
to bring thence ſome Princes of Borneo who 


_ were travelling. 


15, Leaving 
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' 16, Leaving thoſe Princes at Malaca , 
Mendoca with Emanne! Maſcarennas, Com- 
mander of that City, went over to the King- 
dom of Pera, underſtanding that three great 
Ships of Ga«zarat's richly laden were in that 
Port, which leſſened our Cuſtoms. Mex- 
doga had Fifteen Ships, he entred the River, 
which is ſo narrow, only two Ships can ſail 
abreaſt. He boardeſt the firſt of the three 
Ships, and tho? the Enemy fought well, 
entred her, and they ſet fice to her, ſo ſhe 
periſhed 3 the ſecond Ship was eaſily taken ; 
the third eſcaped thro' our own fault, for 
being too buſie about the Plunder of the 
other ; the Day was ſpent, and the Enemy 
ſtole away by Night. The Ship taken was 
brought to Malacs, it had 32 Guns and 
rich Lading. Fames de Mendoga Furtado re- 
turned to Gos, where he found D. Hierome 
de Azevedo was then Viceroy. Rwy Lorengo 
de Tavora Was Viceroy three Years, the 
21th of that number, 41th Governor, and 
ſecond of the Name and Sirname. He had 
more [nclination to Peace than War, which 
produced Concord with all the Kings of 
Izdia, of Stature tall, his Complexion faic, 
aged, and a good Chriſtian, a rare thing 
among Men of Quality. |

:. Hough theſe Afﬀairs properly apper- 
eain to the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, of 
which 1 deſign a particular Volume; yer for 
the fatisfattion of thoſe who delire ſome 
Information herein, and baving at the end 
of the Firſt Part ſaid ſomewhat couching 
the ficſt entrance of Chriſtianity in Chins, | 
will here briefly relate its Progreſs till the 
Year 1640, though it be anticipating the 
Time , that the Relation may not be too 
much diſmembred, and becauſe that Order 
is chiefly obſerved by me in Martial Af- 
fairs, | 
2. The four Houſes or Reſidences of Xax- 
cher, Nancham, Nanking, and Peking, being 
ſetled, F. Emanuel Diaz was ſent as Viſitor 
of the three firſt, becauſe F. Matthew KR ivins 
could not be ſpared from the other, which 
was the Soul of them all. The Viſitor- 
General V aliniano ictled 30 Crowns a Year 
upon each Reſidence, finding it ſufficient to 
cloath and maintain the Religious who were 
to live there, that they might not obſtruct 
the advancemear of the. Faith by the neceſ- 
lity of asking any thing. | 
3. The Viſiror ſent new Fathers to all the 
Reſidences. In the Year 1604, Cuitayſo was 
Baptized, 
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Baptized, till then he only gave ear to it, 
but was the cauſe that many were converted, 
aa procured che Foundation at Nazkivg.

He was called Ipnatixs. In the Year 1606, 


died the Viſitor V aliniano at Macao; Nicholas 


Piments ſucceeded him. | 

4. F. Matthew Rivius died at Peking 10 the 
Year 1610; the King appointed his place 
of Burial, and allotted his Companions a 
Houfe and Church, The Mandarins and 
others celebrated his Funeral with great de- 
monſtrations of eſteem, He was the firſt 
buried in that country, tor all that died be- 
fore were carried to Macao. | 
5. The Year 1613, the Religious were 
expelled Hanchex, and coming to the City 
Nanbian built a Church there, and after- 
wards others. In the Year 1616, there were 
7 Reſidences, two at Peking, one of them 
without the Walls, one at Nankizg, one at 
Hanchex, one at Nancham, one at Caryens 
and one at Nanbinn. ln them all were 22 Fa- 


thers,the Converts amounted to 6000, among 


them many Nobles, Lawyers and Mandarines, 
and ſome Bonzo's. | 

6. The Year 1617, the Religious were 
exPeied from all their Reſidences, the Perſe. 
cution began at Nanking. Somme eſcaped to 
Luantung and Macao, 14 remained hid in 
China, who were afterwards called by other 
Cities to erect new Foundations. One was 


at K:encham, in the Province of Kiangfs , 
through the means of a Lawyer who was

converted, and chriſtned Szepber. 
at Xambay, in the Country of Panl the 
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tor. Another at Luartim, in the Province 
of Naxking, which City it could ſerve with. 
out a Reſidence there; but the Fathers were 
reſtored to it by the aſliſtance of Dottor Mi. 
cbael, a great Admirer of them and of Chri. 
ſtianity, and afterwards one of the moſt fa. 
mous Preachers of the Goſpel. By degrees 
the Perſecution ceaſed, and the Fathers were 
every where reſtored. Two new Reſiden- 
cies were erected in the Cities of Xa»fi and 
Xenſi, and ſome of thoſe that had been ba. 
niſhed returred from Macao. 

7. The Year 1622, two other Reſidences 
were ſetled in the Province of Fokzjes, ano. 
ther at Xa»ſi, another at Xe, another at 
Horan. All things went on ſucceſsfully, and 
the Year 1630 the Converts came in by hun- 
dreds, afterwards by thouſands, | 

8. In the Year 1634, there were in China 


22 Emxropean Fathers and 4 Brothers, greatly 


eſteemed by the Mandarins and other Per- 
ſons of Note. A Prince of the Province of 
Xantnng (ent for ſome Fathers to hear their 
Doctrine, ſo did other Provinces after- 
wards. ; = 

9. At Peking there were 288 Converts, 
among them Mandarines, Lawyers, and Sol- 
diers, one Eunuch, and one Bonzo, which is 
conſiderable, they being a ſort of Prieſts; 
he converted his Father, and ſome Rela- 
10Ns, | 

10. At Nanking, 70 Converts, and a No- 
ble Eunuch of 75 Years of Age. The Chri- 
ſtians here were ſo zealous, that when the 
Fathers remoyecd, a Lawyer and his Nephew 
Carrying 
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carrying the Veſtments and other Church- 
ſtuff on their backs, and being told by the 
Father , The Servants might do it: They re- 
plied, © Ic was not fit any body ſhould car- 
« ry the Things of the Church , but they | 
« who were proud to be Porters to Feſis 
& Corift. 

11. At Kiamcbeu and Puchbeu almoſt 2000 
Converts, at a time when the three greateſt 
Calamities of this World ſucceeded each 0- 
ther. The firſt was Famine, which raged to 
that degree they eat one another; two Wo- 
men were ſhot to Death, being convicted of 
cating 40 Children. A Father and Mother, 
rather than ſee their Child periſh in their 
Arms, Caſt it into a River, and themſelves 
after it, Others buried a Child alive; a 
Chriſtian, call*d Peter, ſaved both the Chil- 
dren, and brought them up. The next 
Calamity was War ; and the third the 
Plague. 

12. At Hanches, in the Province of Che- 
h:ang, the Converts amounted not to 1 50. ' 
At Xambay 400, At Narcham only 26, At 
Ouienchem 80. In the City Fokren 257,a0d 
many In the Country. At Singem not 100, 
by reaſon of the Famine that raged; as at 
Duiamebeu they eat the Dead,ground Stones, 
and uſed the Duſt in ſtead of Meal. Some 
at H-achex and the Neighbourhood. At Ho- 
1:4 but 30, In the Ringdom of Hannam, 
which the Portagueſes Call Tonking , almoit 
IDO0OCO, 

13. Thomas, a Native of Thinhoa, labou- 
red in the Kingdom of the Lav's, That 
N Pec- 
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Feople is white, good conditioned, and have 


no Thieves among them. Thoſe of Han- 
4am undervalue them for eating of Vermin. 
They wear narrow Gowns, their Feet bare, 
the Head commonly uncovered, their Hair 
round and ſhort like a Lay-Brother, only 
one Lock on the Temples, which is run 
through holes made to that purpoſe in th 
Fars, they adore an J1dol called Theica, wit 
the ſame Ceremonies thoſe of Hannan wor- 
ſhip their 7ham. They Trade into this 
Kingdom their Merchandize, Elephants, Bu. 
da's Skins, Benjamin, and Amber. 

1 4- At Dangthan 2441 Converts, and man 
at Thinhos. At Nighiban 4200, tife Reſi. 
dence Is at Rwmo; there are 26 Churches, 
and the Divine Offices are celebrated with 
much magnificence. In Bechiab, a halt Pro- 
vince next Cochinchina, 130 were Baptized. 
Ia an- Orchard here was found a Tree 
brought from the Laos, the Leayes whereof 
gain him thar carries them the Aﬀection of

15. In the Year 1535, there were not 
above 3300 Converted among all the Reſi.

Now there will be a greater 
Fruit reaped, becauſe the King protedts 
and countenances the Rgligions, and their

16. In fine, there are now in China this 
Year 1640. above 100000 Catholicks, and 
among them many Nobles, Mandarines, ſome 
Bonzos and Eunuchs. Of Mandarines and 
CoJao's, the moſt admirable were 3 or 4 
Parls, one Michael, one Jpnatim, one Leo, 
and one Stephen, who were not only Con- 
yerted, but Preached the Faith with great 
Elegancy, and much Proft, The great 
Colao Paxl herein ſ{arpaſled all others. 

17. The Jeſuits at this time in Chin 
have twelve principal Reſidences in the chiet 
Provinces and capital Cities; under theſe 
aboye 500 private Oratories, with hundreds 
of Chriſtians belonging to each. They 
have alſo gained good footing about the 
Neighbouring Countries, as in Tomking, Co- 
chinchina, Cambodia, Laos, and other King« 
doms., Jn theſe laſt Countries, between 10 
and r5000 Souls are converted every Year. 


18. The King of China himſelf caſts. 


down Idols, and orders the Prince his Soni 
to fall down before the. Images of Jeſus 
and Mary, The Queen in her Apartment 
gives ear to what the converted Eunnchs ſay 
concerning our Religion, Maſs is often ce- 
lebrated in the Palace, and there is great 


hope of the King, whoſe Piery and Zeal 


haye inclined fim to reſpe& the Divine 
N >» Layt; 
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Law, inſomuch that our Religious have bee 
joyed upon his Converſion. | 
19. What wonderful Accidents have hap. 
pened, and Miracles been wrought in the 
Converſion of thoſe Chriſtians, are ſet down 
in ſundry particular Relations, and in the 
Hiſtory of China, and are not ſo proper for 
this, which is only a profane Hiſtory. Be- 
ſides, that being miraculous to ſome Rea. 
ders, they will appear as Fictions ; thok 
who are curious, may ſce them in the afore- 
ſaid Hiſtory and Relations. Having given 


the ſubſtance of what was writ on a Stone 


found in China at the end of the Second 


Volume, it will be needleſs to repeat the 
whole, which 1s long, and is no more than 
the ſame thing in many more Words.

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The Government of the Vieeroy D. Hierome 
de Azeveda, from the Tear 1612, 
till 1617. 


Ea T the end of laſt Year caine to 1472 
the King's Orders for D. Hierome de 

Azevedo to ſucceed Ray Lorenco de T avora as 
Viceroy. This Gentleman had purchaſed a 
zreat Name by manyYears fervice,and chietly 
by 18 ſpent in Ceylon, a Thing rare for ore 
who had alio gathered great Riches, Not 
that Riches make a Man incapable of a good 

Name, but becanſe commonly the means of 
acquiring them contribute muci to ſtain 1e. 
The Fame of his S1bſtance ns :tributed as 
wich as that of his Valour & » bis Promotion 
N 3 ($0) 
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to this Employment, it being thought, that 
he who had ſo much, would be leſs guilty of 
thoſe Crimes that proceed from Avarice; 
whereas Experience teaches, that thoſe who 
have moſt covet moſt. But D. Hierome had 
offered to accept of that Poſt without the 
uſual Salary, yet afterwards he received it, 
making that a Crime by breaking his Pro- 
miſe, which had been none if not offered. 
2, On Chriſtmas Eve Ruy Lorengo de Tavirg 
delivered him the Sword; and the firſt thing 
he did. was to forbid the payment of Debts 
contracted by his Predecelſor, who reſolved 
not to depart Indiatill the payment of them 
was ſecured, as well for his own Reputation, 
45S in reſpect no Viceroy for the future would 
be able to get any Money adyanced upon the 
vrgent Neceſſities of the State, if that il! 
Precedent was given, and his Debts were all 
on the account of the Publick. At length it 
was concluded, they ſhould be paid as 7avora 
had ordered, The next Action of the Vice. 
roy was to diſpatch Danizbeque Sedeſable Em- 
baſſador from Aba the Xs or King of Perfia, 
who falſly courted the Friendſhip of all thoſe 
Princes he deſigned to ſpoil, promiſing each 
great Advantages, and ſtirring them up one 
agaiaſt the other. Thus he Treated with 
King Pbzltp in Spain, and King Fames in Eng- 
Izud, which he fout'd moſt ſuitable to his 


Deſigns, Thus he had taken the Iſland Bu- 


harem, and ſtrove to poſſeſs himſelf of Or-

3. Davirbeque was returned from Spain 
with the Anſwer of his Embaſly; and be- 
| ſides, what the King had given him 1n return 
for a Preſent of Silks he carried, the Vice- 
| roy had Orders to add ſomething at his dif- 
cretion, He added the value of 12000 
Crowns in Spice, which in Perſia was worth 
much more; and having nobly entertained 
him , ſent away with him D. EF. Antony de 


Gonves Biſhop of Sirexe, who alſo came 


from Spain, and went to propogate Chri. 
ſtianity, which had but a ſlender beginning 
there. The Biſhop went no farther than 
Ormuz, for the Perfians being already il!- 
affefted towards him, he feared it would be 
worſe when the Embaſlador had delivered 
his Anſwer. So it happened, for the King 
finding the Embaſſador brought not the Re- 
turn he expected, cauſed him to be killed, 
and obliged 6000 Armenians to renounce the 
Faith, 

4. The Viceroy as well verſed in the Af. 
fairs of Cejl»#, gave the neceſſary Orders 
for its auCoomrion, recommending the put. 
ting them in execution to Artony Var, Fezre, 
Surveyor of the Revenue in that Iſland. 
Antony Pinto de Fonſeca , who had ſerved 
well in Flanders, and was now Vitor of the 
Forts In Izdia, with the Viceroy's Leave 
went to perform the Dutics of his Employ, 
D. Henry de Noronna being confirmed in the 
Command of the Coaſt of Malsbar given 
him by Ray Lorenco, united the Kings of 
Vanguel, Sierra, and Carnate, agatnit Verta- 
p3n2ique,on pretence of their ſafety ; where- 
| N 4 as 
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3s indeed it was to ſecure our ſelves againſt 


him, in whoſe Dominions we held Bragalo 


and Ozor. | 

5. This done, D. Henry ſteered for the 
Coaſt of Malizbar with 28 Sall. Andrew 
Coelly was fent by the Jate Governour with 
3 Ships ro relieve Palicate and Srriam, and 
being now driven by ſtreſs of Weather to 
Columbo, they were beaten to pieces on that 
Coaſt, but the Men ſaved. 

5s. When D. Hierome came from Ceylon to 
be /iceroy, he gave the ſupream Command 
there to Fran. Kojo,a Man of unknown Birth, 
but noted Valour, and by his Courage had 
attained to the greateſt Preferments. It was 
ſince found, that he was of the Family of 
Meneſes, as being Son to D. Fames Count de 
Eric:yrs, and Grandſon to D. Henry de Me. 
cs, who was Governour of 11dia. 

7. This D. Francis de Meneſes Rojo being 
Gcneral in that Ilfland, and underſtanding 
the King of Candea Iay before the Fort 
of Balane, and the Commander Emanxel 
Falcam was 1n ſome Ganger, he inſtantly ſet 
out with a very ſmall number, ſpreading his 
Orders for ai} Men to follow, and marched 
10 Leagues afoot that day, In three he 
reached Balane, and the King at the ſight 
of him raiſed the Siege. D. Francs relieved 
rhe Fort, and returned with Glory to his 
Quarters, deftroying all the Enemy's Coun- 
oy. 
8. The Tanadar of Chay! meditating Re- 
venge for the Lofles he had ſuſtained by us 
the laſt Year, bired ſome Moors Naytia's 


that 
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that lived in Caranja, and were free with 
the Portwpuecſes to kill Baltaſar Rabello de Al- 
' meyda Commander of that Fort. They 
guided by Melique Balane, entred ſuddenly 
when he was at Supper, and killed him and 
2 Siſter-in-Law of his. This done, they ſhut 
_ themſelves in, but the Portngueſes forcing 
the Gates, put them all to the Sword. Fer- 
| dinand de Sampaio & Curna ſucceeded in the 
_ Widow and Command. About the middle 
of April, Abaſcan General of the Enemy led 
a great Body of them to revenge the Death 
of the others on Caranja. - He could not be 
prevented entring the Town, but being in 
diſorder killing and plundering, Simon K ar- 


gel with 17 Portugueſes doing great Execu- 


tion, began to put the Moors to flight, whilſt 


Cunna coming on another way with few Men, 


they made a great ſlaughter. ' This was a 
warning to the Naytia's not to return to Ca- 
ranja, Aﬀerwards Cunxa, not ſatisfied with 
what he had done, ravaged their Country, 
and broyght away above 3000 Priſoners, 
He ſhewed much Generoſity, when two Moors 
being brought to him for eatring a Place for. 
bid them upon pain of Death, he fer them 
at liberty ; becauſe being asked, How they 
durſt come thither without a ſafe Conduct ; 
one of them anſwered, © That they had 
& done it, relying on the Fame of his Cour- 
teſie, to ranſom certain Kindred of theirs, 

9. Ray Freyre de Andrade, who cruized on 
that Coaſt wich a Squadron of ſmall Ships, 
underſtanding that Nizamalaco, ſince the War 
broke Out at Chaul, ſpread it as far as Sal- 


ſete 
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fete and Agacaim, he repaired thither. In a 
Village between Carame and Tana, he cut 
off ſome Moors that oppoſed him, and put 
the reſt to flight, Higher they diſcovered 
5oo Moors, and an Elephant with a Caſtle 
on his Back, in which were two Cannons. 
Twelve Soldiers landed, a Captain with $0 
Horſe attacking them was ſhot dead, our 
Men ſeeigg the Enemy' halt, ſtood ſome 
time, and then George Marino ſent to chal. 
lenge their Leader, but he not accepting of 
it they returned aboard. : 
10. From Tana Freyre ſent ſome Ships to 
relieve the Town of Apgagaim, which being 
indanger*d by the Moors, run a greater ha- 
zard through the diſcord of the Inhabitants. 
They were but 50 Families, yet all full of 
Diviſion, and Rwy Freyre could no way re. 
concile them. Every one ſaid he was able 
to defend all their Houſes, and all together 
could not detend one ; for 2000 Moors ſoon 


forced them thence into the Monaſtery of 


'Str. Francis, ſhewing them how great diffe- 
rence there is betwixt ſaying and doing, be- 
tween Animoſity and Diſcretion. Freyre 
carried the Women and Childrento Bagaim, 
and then relieved Manora, paſſing through 
multitudes of Enemies who expected him 


aſhore, and fought reſolutely, inſomuch that 


one laid hold of the Colours, on which was 
the Picture of the Bleſſed Virgin, carryed 
by Emanuel Ambroſio, the Moor was ſhot 
dead. He got into the Fort without loſing 
one Man, having killed and wounded many, 


and after fecurivg all things there, return- 
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| ed to the Mouths of the Rivers of Tone, 
where he behaved bimſelf well. 

11. The Aﬀairs of Agacaim grew worſe, 
for freſh Troops of Melique reſorting thither, 
Ray Freyre was obliged to return to their 
aſſiſtance, At his coming he ſaw the Enemy 
was firing Jobu de Caldss his Houſe, where 
he. had fortified himſelf, and Fames Rodri- 
 guez Caldera, a Soldier well known for his 
Valour, was let down by a_ Rope to quench 
it, as he did. Freyre with much difhculty 
brought off thoſe that were left, and carried 
them to Bagaim, There he landed, and 
joining the Commander of the Fort, and 
Men of the Northern and Dix Fleets, they 
. purſued a Body of Moors, till it was thought 
fic to retire, for fear of an Ambuſh. A few 
Days after, Freyre and the Northern Squa-. 
dron being gone to convoy a Fleet that lay 
at Daman: for fear of Pirats, Andrew Pereyrs 
de Souſa with three Companies was drawn 
into an Ambuſh, and not a Man of them 
eſcaped. | 

12. The Moors at the upper Chaxt were 
drawn into the like ſnare by D. Emanuel de 
Azevedo, Commander of that Place, a Man 
well skilled in Military A fairs, having gain- 
ed Experience by ſeveral Years Service in 
' Ceylon, | 

13. The Neceſlities of Daman, repreſent- 
ed by the People and their Commander 
| Nunno Alvarez, Pereyra, obliged Ray Freyre 

to make ſome ſtay there. The Caſe was, 
that among other Enemies the King of the 
Sarcetss, Who lives in intricate Woods which 
| ſerve 
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ſerve him for defence, had ſent out Parties 
of Horſe and Foot which deſtroyed and car- 
ried away all they found in the neighbouring 
Villages. Freyre gathering about 200 Men 
trom Damam, Maim and Trapor, fell upon 
6:0 of the Enemy in their Woods and 
Works before Day when they were all a. 
fleep. ſlew a great number of them, and 
retired with a conſiderable Booty, burning 
all that could not be carried away. Above 
-o0 of the Enemy purſued him, but not da- 
ring come too near, he retired in good Order 
and got into Damam with Honour, | 
14. D. Henry de Noronuna had detached 
George de Caftilo with ſome ſmall Veſlels to- 
wards Cape Comori to convoy the Fleet of 
Turocori, There he diſcovered a Galliot 
that carried 170 Moors, Francis de Soufa 
Pereyrs with his little Ship in which were 
but 16 Souldiers bore down upon her, Ca- 
ſtills ſends two more to ſecond him, and they 
diicovering ſome Ships of Bengala, leave him 
to follow them. Thoſe of the Galliot ſee- 
ing our ſmall Veſſe] forſaken, fire their Can- 
non upon her, which killed three of the 


Men that rowed, and the reſt leaped into 


the Sea, The Moors board her, and all our 
Men were either killed or taken. 

15. In May, Nunno de Cunnsa failed from 
Goa for Bacaim to ſucceed Ray Dias de Sam- 
payo as Admiral of the North Sea; his Squa- 
dron conſiſted of 13 Ships, in which were 
400 choſen Souldiers, deſigned to carry on 
the War againſt Afelique, who was grown 
ltrong. By the way hc had fomg Encounters 


not 
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not conſiderable enough to be related, and 
at the City Galiana after entring the Ene- 
mies Works, taking ſome Cannon, and kill- 
ing many with the loſs of one Man, was 
forced by a Storm to deſiſt from his Deſign 
of burning ſome ſmall Veſlels. 

15, Being at Bacaim he kept the Enemy 
in great awe, notwithſtanding they had 4oo 
Horſe and .s many Foot, whereas we had 
but 30 Horſe and 160 Foot. Several were 
| killed in Skirmiſhes this Winter, the number 
of theirs not known, on our ſide 4o. On 
All Saints Day the Enemy came on through 
a Plain, having to diſtract us made a feint 
of coming through the Water. Theic 
Horſe having made Antony Pinto de Fonſeca 
give way, were bogged, and our Men raliy- 
ing upon them, killed, and took ſome, put- 
ting the reſt to flight, Francis Tavares whio 
carried Lope Sarmiento*'s Colours, ſtripped 
and wrapped them about his Arm, charging 
the Enemies with the Spear, till being 
thrown down he lay upon the Colours, fo 
that they could not be taken from him, but 
the Portzgueſes coming into his aſſiſtance he 
roſe, and tho? the Blood run from him, fell 
in again among the Moors. 

17. During all this time the Moors ſhew- 
ed ſuch reſpe&t to the Chriſtian Churches, 
as may well confound Chriſtians themſelves, 
The Portugaeſes made uſe of two Churches 
dedicated to our B. Lady, putting 52 Men 
into each, a3hd tho' thence they annoyed the 
Enemy, yet the Moors never made one ſhot

at them, becauſe ſome of them had there _ 
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recovered their Health, making Vows which

D. Hierome de Azevedo, 1» the 
Tear 1613. 


1. F T was the fate of the Fort of Mom 
baca to have inſolent Commanders. 
Emanuel de Melo Pereyrs herein exceeded 
many of his Predeceſlors treating the King 
Sultan Hazen with unexpreſlible diſreſpect. 
The chief Promoter of the Diſagreement be- 
twixt Mels and the King was his Unkle 
Mrungangje, an old Man, whio, pretending 
much Zeal for our Afairs,aimed at the Crown. 
| He vented his Malice one day by giving out 
gs Fort, the King deſigned to kill chent 
2 

2. Melo reſolved to attack the King's 
Houſe, but he being ſenſible how fruitleſs 
any excuſes would be, fled with the Chri- 
ſtian Colours to the Town Dwelifi of the 
Cafres ſeven Leagues diſtant. That Peopke 
preſſed him to reinthrone himſelf by forces 
but he ſeveral times withſtood their Impor- 
cunities. 

3. At length not able to prevail upon him 
they marched without him, and entred the 
Town of the Moofs, but they were all retir'd 
into our Fort. The Cofres not —_— 
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zood to aſlault the Fort, were upon their 
return, when Kmenzel de Melo, who obſer- 
yed them, purſuing and falling ſuddenly on 
them, cut off the beſt Part. A few days 
after the King returned to his Houſe, and 
having excuſed himſelf to our Commander 
thought he was fatisfied, but he only djf- 
ſembled his Malice, as ſhall appear here- 
after. 

4. Our Fortune in Pegs now declined 
with the ſame ſwiftneſs ic had riſe, and it 
- was juſt a wicked encreaſe ſhould have a 
ſudden detriment. The violence committed 
by Philip de Brito Nicote on the King of Tangs, 
provoked the Anger of the King of Ove 
under whoſe Protection he was. Scarce had 
he heard the News, when caſting on the 
Ground his Gown and Veil, he vowed to 
the Idol Bzay of Deg, he would not enter 
within his Gates till this Quarrel was re- 
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venged, He marched with 120000 Men, 


having put to Sea 400 Veſlels of confidera- 
ble ſtrength, in which were above 6009 
of thoſe Moors of noted Valour (called de? 
Caperuga, or that wear Caps. All that was 
without the Walls of Siriam he burnt, but 
met with vigorous oppoſition at that Place, 
notwithſtanding Nicote was quite unprovi- 
ded, having ſuffered moſt of his Men to go 
for India, and being ſcarce of Powder, 
as who had fired the vaſt quantity of it 
found at Tangu. In this diſtreſs he ſent a 
Soldier to buy Powder at Bengals, and he 
run away, with the Money ; and having ſenct 
| for ſome to the Town of St. Thomws, > 

car 
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ſent him none. Beſides, thoſe few Porzy. 
gueſes that were with him committed ſuch 
Outrages, Robberies and Murders as ſeem. 
ed to haſten his Ruine. | 

5. For want of Powder there was no firing 
of Cannon, they poured boiling Pitch and 
Oil upon the Enemy. His number of Men 
. might ſuffice, having 100 Portwgueſes and 
3000 Pegues, Nicote ſends out three Ships 
againſt the Fleet, in one of them all the 
Men were lain, the two retired with all 
theirs wounded. The Enemy began to un. 
dermine the Works, and the Beſieged lz- 
boured much, but to ſmall purpoſe. After 
the Siege had laited 34 Days, Nicote ſent to 
beg Mercy, but was not heard. He thought 
to prevail by the means of the King of 
Tangu whom he had robbed of his Crown, 
Riches and Liberty, but the King of Oz 
underſtood , and was reſolved to puniſh 
him. 

6. The King of Arracam whom he had o 
grievoully offended, ſent 5o Sail to his Af- 
liſtance, which were all taken by the Be- 
liegers. The King of Ovz gives aan aflaulr, 
and they fought three days without inter- 
iniſſion ; the end of it was, that 700 of the 
Beſteged were lain, one Banua whom Nicote 
had always honoured having betrayed him. 
Nico:te was taken, carried to the King, and 
by him ordered to be impaled, and ſet up 
11 an Eminence above the Fort, that he 
might the better look to it, as the King 
iaid. He lived two Days in that miſery.

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| Days in the River to be cleanſed, becauſe 


the King, deſigned her for himſelf, but bzing 


brought before, and exclaiming againſt him, 
he ordered her Leg to be bored, and that 
ſhe ſhould be ſent ro Ova amon2 the other 
Slaves. | 

7, Francis#Menudez, and a Nephew of his 
were treated as Nicote. Banna demanding a 
Reward was ſoon torn to pieces, the King 
ſaying, He could never be true to him that 
betrayed the Man who ſo much had ho- 
noured him. Sebaſtian Rodriguez, was COOp- 
ed up with a Yoke about his Neck. At firſt 
the King deſigned not to ſpare any of the 
inhabitants of that Place, but growing calm, 
he ſent many Slaves to Ova. Then paſling 
by Martavam he obliged that King to kill 
his own Daughter*s Husband, becauſe he 
was Nicote's Son, that none of the Race 
might remain. This was the end of that 
Man's Avarice, who being naked a few years 
before, was raiſed to be worth 3 Millions ; 
he had one when he went to Goz, broughc 
another from Tangu, and had got at leaſt 
another ſince by Prizes and Trade. The 
Enemy confeſſed they loſt at that Siege 
30000 Men, 

3. But that it may appear that ſeldom 
any great Calamity happens without the help 
_ ofa Woman, it 1s neceſſary to ſhow how 
Nicote's Wife was one of the Principal Cau- 
ſes of his Ruin, She entertained one of his 
Captains as her Gallant, and perceiving the 
Portugneſes cenſured theic familiarity, they 
pertwaded Nicote he had no need of them.

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which was the reaſon they were diſmiſſeq, 
and that the cauſe of his Ruine. 

g. Our Viceroy underſtanding the danger 
of Siriam, and thinking torelleve 1r 1n time, 
ſent thither James de Mendoca Furtado with 
s Galliots, He had 0:ders to act ſomethin 
by the way, and endcayour fo ſtrengthen 
himſclf by the addition of ſome other Ships 
and Men, which he effected not till he came 
to Martavam, where in the River he fonnd 
2 Fiect of 50 Sail, which after a tharp En. 
gagement 1-4, except 4 that were taken 
with fome Men, from whom he heard what 
had happened at Siriam, ſo that there was 
no ne-q to go farther. 

10. Nor long before this ſet cut from Gos 
for China Jobn Cayado de Gamboa with 3 Gal 
leons,and was to join Mzchael de Souſa Pimen- 
eel who was there with 4 others to ſecure our 
Chis Trade againſt the Frollanders, who were 
this Year very ſtrong in thoſe Seas. One of 
the 3 Gallcons was caſt away near Sancham 
65 Leagues from M-cao, the Sea then run» 
ning ſo high that it drowned ſeveral Towns, 
There were above 00 Men in that Veſſel, 
wiercof about 60 Port»gaeſes and 80 others 
elcaped. They choſe Gonzalo Machado a 
. Noted Souldier to command them, and ha- 

ving the good Fortune to be well treated, 
cioathed and fed by the Chineſes, came to a 
City where they were ſo nobly entertained, 
they had almoſt forgot the end of then 
Voyage. Their common Food was three 
- Pullets a day each, they were feaſted on the 
River in ſtately Boats like Palaces with ſe- 
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yeral Apartments, and garniſhed with Gold. 
- In fine, on their way thence to Macao they 
were 2ttended as if they had been Chineſe 
Colaos, or: Mandarines. At the Inns they 
were treated with a ſort of Food molt plea. 
fant and delicious, which afterwards they 
were informed was made of Toads and 
Worms. What chiefly they admired after 
this Journey was the Chaſtity of the Chineſe 
Women ; for tho? they are beautijul, and 
Beauty be inclined ro Wantonneſs, and 
though our Men were long among . them 
and familiarly entertained, yet they could 
never by any means prevail with any of them 
to yield to their Deſires. At 1acao they 
found the other two Galleons, which had 
eſcaped the Storm, having more Sea room. 
11. Near the end of this Year Luis de 
Brito &> Melo entred the Port of Goz from 
Cruizing in the Sea of Diu, and brought 
with him a rich Ship of the 17:go's that 
came from Meca. He took her off of $«rate, 
after a vigorous reſiſtance, in which he loſt 
tome Men, and was forced to fend to Rap 
Freyre for aid. T his provoked the Aogol to 
Beltege Damam, and deſtroy the Country 
about it. The King of Decan did the ſame

Ncxt he reſolved to fall upon 
the People of Por, for the Damage the 
Trade of Diu ſuſtained by their means, 
Gaſfar de Melo & Sampayo was ſent with a

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12, Freyre being left alone, gave Orders 
to fall upon the Enemy, Captain Peter Gomes 
Villavo anſwered, They had no Men, Ad- 
vancing ſtil, he again orders them to fall on, 
and at the ſame time received a Musket Shor 
in his Belly, His Men ſeeing it, began to 
give way, but, he running forward, cryed 
out, There is no cauſe to retire, I am very 
well; yet for ſome time his Life was in 
danger. Here it was he wanted the Advice 
he gave to Melo, yet that Reſolution pro- 
duced an honourable Victory, : 
13. Melo again joins Pinto de Fonſeca at 
Bacaim in order to relieve the Fort of 4fſa- 
rim, that high Mountain that overtops the 
flizht of Birds, and 1s counted impregnable. 
Tho? the Country ſwarm*d with Enemies, 
they conducted 200 Waggons to that Moun- 
tain, and having relieved it returned in 
iafety. 
_ We had not the like ſucceſs at Dex, 
for Francis Sodre being ſent againſt the Reſ- 
butos at Coche with 300 Men in 13 Ships, 
behaved himſelf fo indiſcreetly, that they 
ſlew many of his Men, and forced him to 
retire to his Ships in haſte, but not cow- - 
ardly, for he ſtill faced them, and did all 
that could be expected at ſuch a time, : 
15. Our Affairs at Mombage were in a 
very bad poſture, for King Sultan Hazen be- 
1N2 perſecuted by his Unkle Munganaje, who 
aimed at the Crown, and by the Commander 
Fmazuel de Melo, who thirited after his 
xiches, was accuſed of Treaſon, thoſe being 
reaity the Traytors who accuſed him. His 
ielgued 
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feigned Crimes being laid before the Vice. 
roy, he raibly orders him.to be brought to 
Gea, directing Simon de Melo Pereyrs, who 
went to ſucceed Emanuel de Melo to ſeite 
him. The King underſtanding the Deſign, 
endeavoured to avoid being taken, and the 
new Commandcr attacking his Houſe obli. 
ged him again to fly to Arabaya of the Ca. 
fres. Our Cuinmander with Money preyail- 
ed to have him killed, and cutting off his 
Head ſent it to Goa, as it had been a Tro. 
phy of ſome great Conqueſt. Then he puts 
the Government into the Hands of the 
Traytor. Munganaje, joining with him Me- 
linde, Brother to the deceaſed. But he who 
deſired no Colleague, laid Crimes to his 
Charye, as was done to his Brother, and 
cauſed him to be beheaded. We fhall here- 
attcr (ce the Benefit reaped by this Tyranny 
and Treachery. | 

16. Cojenitamo, Commander of Swratte for 
the Mogol, with 500 Horſe and ſome Ele- 
phants, on a ſudden over.ran the Country of 
Damam, burning the Villages ; and ſome of our 
Mea endeavouring to put a ſtop to him, were 
drawn into an Ambuſh, and all ſlain, The 
Enemy comes on again witha greater Power, 
and was now abſolute Maſter of the Field, 
when Luu de Brito e*> Metin Admiral of the 
NOrtn-Sea Came into that Port with his Squa- 
aron, which conſiſted of 14 Sail, and in 
them 359 Souldiers. Theſe joined 200 of 
Damam, and 75 Horſ:, and above 1009 
other Foot. They attacked the Enemy 
who far excecd<d them 1a numbers, yet 
drove 
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drove him out of thoſe Lands, killing above 
400 of them, 2 Elephants, and their Com- 
mander in Chief Dalapute Rao; on our fide 
only Antony Godinno was lain. 

17. Luis de Brito purſued them to the Fort 
of Baroche, and entring the Port, bucnt the 
Town, and all the Yeſlels that lay there. 
AS he returned Victorious, diſcovering the 
City of the Resbuto's, called Ba: bute, he re- 
ſolved to atrack it, A great number of 
them met him, and after a Fight which was 
long dubious, were defeated with the loſs of 
450. Onour ſide died one Captain, and fouc 
others, The City was burnt,. and the Heads 
of moſt of the Dead cut off, which were 
caſt aſhore near Srat, to be ſeen by the 
Moors of that place. 

18. At Bacaim and Chaul there were many 
Skirmiſhes, which for brevity are omitted; 
but many Towns were burnt, much Plun- 
der taken, and the Enemy on all fides kept 
under. 

19. Emanuel Maſcarenns Homem ſucceeded 
D. Fraucis de Meneſes Rojo as General of 
Ceylon; he had Orders to curb the Infolence 
of the Portwgueſes, well known to the Vice- 
roy ſince he Commanded there, and which 
did us more hurt than the Enem: 5 Sword. 
We had not grown odious to th- Chingald's, 
had we not provoked them by 01. infamous 
Proceedings. Not only tie poor Soldiers 
went out to rob, but thoic who were Lords 
of Villages adding Rapes and 4dulrteries, 
which obliged thar Pcopie to ſeek the com- 
pany of Beaſts on Mountains, rather than 
be 
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be ſubjeft: to the more beaſtly Villanies of 
Men. 

20, The Viceroy perceiving that Indig 
was not in a condition to withſtand fo great 


Enemies as was the Mogol, and Xarife Melique 


Commander of Poxds, and ſuſpeCting that 
Ibrabim Tdalxa underhand ſupported him, 
ſent Antony Monteyro Corte Real, Embaſlador 


. to the latter, with a Preſent for the King, 


and another for his Favourite. Being come 
to Viſapor, he had the deſired Succeſs, which 
was to obtain, that Melique ſhould be Impri- 
foned at Ponda; that the Hollanders, who 
{aboured to ſettle a Faftory there, ſhould be 
expelled This was done by the aſliſtance 
of Vincent Ribeyro a Portugues, who lived at 
V'iſapar, and had much intereſt with the Fa. 
yourite. | 

21. At Bacaim, Luis de Brits & Melo, and 
D. Fobn de Almada Admiral of the Diz Squa- 
cron, joyned Antony Pinto de Fonſeca Com- 
mander of that place, reſolving to force the 
Enemies Cawp. They made up 1500 Men, 
and marched toward the Enemy, who had 
1020 Horſe and 1500 Foot well intrenched, 
Our deſign was to farprize them, but they 
had intelligence from ſome Portugueſes in the 
City ; nevertheleſs their Trenches were for- 
ced with the lols of 5 or 7 of our Men, and 
not above 500 of the Encmy eſcaped. This 
Victory ſecured the Inhabitants of that Coun- 
try, and the litand of $Sa!ſete, who had ſuf- 
{ered much during the two laſt Years. 

22. Zamort poilelied himſelf of the King- 
d>m of Upper Grangaror, which was of dan- 
ECOL 
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gerous conſequence to our Town of the fame 
Name, which he always coveted, having an 
Eye upon a Pagod where the ancient Empe- 
rors of Malabar uſed to be Crowned. This 
Neighbourhood became the more dangerous, 
for that the little King of Paru, a ſmall 
Iſand, relying on his Friendſhop with Za- 
wori, had began the War in the Rivers be- 
tween Cochim and Paliporto, The King of 
Cochim (not without cauſe oftended at the 
Portugueſes ) underhand kindled this Fire, 
The Viceroy ſent D. Lope de Almeyda with 
one Galley and ten Ships to relieve Cananer. 
He came npon the King of Parx, who ter- 
rified thereat, concluded a Peace. Ondly the 
King of Cochim and Zamori now remained : 
an Embaſſy, and* Preſents were ſent to the 
latterz both which he admitted, but nothing 
was concluded. | 

23. At this time arrived at Goa 4 Ships 
from Portugal, five came thence, but one was 
loſt within two Leagues of Melinde. Of 
3000 Soldiers that were ſhipped aboard 
theſe Veſlels, not half the number came to

who at Swratte joyned the two Squadrons ug. 
der Luis de Brito, and D. John de Almads. 
They landed, and deſtroyed the Land+ of 
Cifaudam and Diva; the Towns of Baroche 
and Goga were plundered and burnt, as were 
ſix great Ships in that Bay, Hence they 
failed co the City Patane, the Inhabitants 
whereof, terrified by the Flames of Goga, 
Red to the Woods; fo the Town was: fired 
without any oppoſition.

I. HE chief Deſign of this Squadron, 

which at Swxratte joyned thoſe 
three under Azevedo, Brito, and Almeyda , 
was to deſtroy four Engliſh Ships that lay 
in that Port, Theſe Preparations ſeemed 
too great for ſuch an Enterprize, but the 
Event proved the contrary. Being come in 
ſight of the Engliſh, the Viceroy ordered the 
two Pinks, the Caravel, and other ſmaller 
Veſlels, to Iay aboard one of the Ships which 
was ſeparated from' the others. Having all 
grappled, and almoſt entred her, the other 
three coming up beat them off. The firſt 
three of our Vellels having taken fire, endea. 
youring to burn that of the Enemy, periſhed, 
and the Engliſh eſcaped. All this day was 
ſpent without any Succeſs on our fide; and 
the next nothing was done, becauſe the Ships 
lay in a hole, where only one of our Gab 
leons could come at them at once, and fo 
might be one by one diſabled by the Ene- 
mies Cannon, Some faid, this was only a 
pretence of thoſe who had no mind to come 
at them. It.was attempted to burn them 
with Fireſhips, but without ſucceſs,

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2. The Viceroy percelving he only loft 
his Time there, ſailed to.Dzz to (end thence 
Relief to Ormuz , having received Adyice 
from D. Luis de Gama Commander of thr 
Place,that the Fort of Comoran was beſieged 
by a Perſian Captain of Xray with 14999 
Men by Sea and Land. This Siege was laid 
by order of Abs Xa of Perſia, on account 
that Gama did not pay him certain Duties 
due to the King of Lars, and the Perſ;a 
was now poſleſied of that Kingdom. He 
was glad of this pretence of taking Arms, 
as deſiring to poſleſs himſelf of Ormuz, to- 
wards which he thought the Fort of Comp- 
ron was a good ſtep. Nor did he miis his 
aim, for no ſooner did the ancient Men of 
Ormuz hear that Fort was delivered, but 
they concluded this loſt.

CHAP. VI. 
Continues the Government of the Vi icery 


D. Hicrome de Azevedo, is the 
Tear 1615. 


N the Year 1608 we gave an account 
F of the prodigious riſe of Seboftian Gon- 
zales Tibao, who of a poor ſeller of Salt 
in a ſmall Barque the Year 1605, in that of 
1608 was become an abſolute * 


without dependance on any. 
ſocver. It is now time to'ſhow' the end of 
ſuch Monſters: This baſe Man' being lift. 
ed to that height, the ſteps by which, he 
aſcended being Treachery and Ingratitude, 
he now found it was no longer poſlible to 

ſupport 
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ſupport his Power without ſome conſide- 
rable Succour. 

2. This Man, who in his Proſperity forgot 
to ſubmit himſelf to the Viceroy, now ſee- 
ing the probabllity of falling, acquaints him 
with the Danger he 1s 1h. He propoſes like 
an abſolute Prince, That if the Viceroy will 
efte&tually ſupport him, he will become Tri- 
butacy £0 Portugal, with the acknowledgment 
of a Galleon loaden with Rice, to be deli- 
vered Yearly at Goa or Malacs. He urged, 
all had been done by him was to revenge the 
Murder of the Portugueſes ſlaughtered by 
the King of Arracam in Baiguel of Dianga; 
and (to gain the Viceroy by the hope of 
Profit) hinted,. that the vaſt Treafure of 
that King might be taken, This laſt ſo 
blinded the Viceroy, that in ſtead of abhoc- 
ring the Villanies of that Wretch, he reſfol- 
ved to aſliſt him, contrary to all Human 
and Divine Laws. 

3. For this Expedition, the Viceroy fitted 
out 1.4 of the largeſt Galliots, one Flyboat, 
and a Pink, and gave the Command of them 
to D. Francis de Meneſes Roxo, who had go- 
verned Ceylon. He lailed from Goa about 
the middle of September well manned and 
equipped, but not without much forebo- 
ding of an unfortunate Event; for as the 
Viceroy only weighed the proſpect of Gain, 
the People conſidered the injuſtice of the 
Ente-prize. 

4. On the 3d of Ofober D. Francit arri- 
ved at Arracem, the chief Port ana Re1- 
Ince of that King, he had Þeſore ſent a 
S/2 Gate 
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Galliot with Advice of his coming to Seba- 
ftian Gonzales at Sundiva. His Inſtructions 
being opened before all the Captains, they 
contained, that he ſhould enter that King- 
dom without expecting Sebaſtian Gonzales, 
Tt was more reaſonable that man ſhould 
have been expected, as who knew the Coun- 
try, and their manner oi Fight, beſides the 
Forces he was to bring; but God had de- 
creed the Ruin of that. vile Wretch, and of 
that unjuſt Succour. On the 15th of Ode- 
ber, they diſcovered coming down the Ri» 
ver a Flcet ſo numerous, they could not ſee 
the end of it. The foremoſt was a Darch 
Pink, and many Hollanders commanded other 
Veſſels. All that could be diſcoverd appea- 
red full of Men, and well equipped, an ill 
ſight for 15 little Ships that expected them; 
neither were they now 15, for one was gone 
to Sundiva ;, the Pink was in purſuit of a 
Ship that fled, and another was gone to 
fetch the Pink. 

5- The Datrch Pink fired the ficſt Gun, 
and then the Fight began furiouſly,our Gal- 
tiots advancing without any dread of that 
vaſt Fleet. Four Galliots got before the 
others, and in an inſtant their Captains and 
many Soldiers were killed, yet the reſt were 
no way diſmayed, and the other eight came 
up, darkening the day with Smoak, notwith- 
ſtanding the repeated flaſhes of Fire, Ma- 
ny of the Enemy were drowned, overſet- 
ting their Veſlels through haſte to fly from 
us. The Figiat laſted from morning till 
evening, when the Enemy drew off, think- 

- ing 
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ing ſome Relief was coming to us, having 
diſcovered the Galliot thar went to ſeek the 
Pink. which chey could not find. We loſt 
25 Men of Note, beſides others. | 

6. Next morning 'the Pink came up 
aboard him the wounded Men were carried, 
and ſuch as he had fit for Service taken out. 
D. Fraxcs reſolved to lie at the mouth of 
the River till Sebaſtian Gonzalez came to joyn 
him, and then again attack the Enemy, At 
length Gonzalez came with 50 Sail well man- 
ned and equipped, and hearing what was 
done, railed againſt the Viceroy for giving 
ſuch Orders, and againſt D. Fraxcis for obey. 
ing them, About the middle of November 
they ſailed up the River, diſcovered the Ene- 
mies vaſt Fleet riding in a ſafe Place, and 
reſolved to attack it. D. Francis took half 
Gonzalez, his Ships, and gave him half thoſe 
he brought, ſo they made two equal Squa- 
drons. They divided themſelves and fell on 
on both ſides, firing upon thoſe Veſlels they 
could reach, but none of them advanced. 
The King from the Shore encouraged his 
Men, cauſing the Heads of. ſome that fled 
to be ſet upon Spears for a Terror to the 
reſt, | 

7. Scarce had our Men time to breath, 
when a great part of that vaſt Fleet came 
down upon them divided into 3 Squadrons. 
This was at Noon, when the heat ot the Sun 
ſcorched, Sebajtian Gonzalez put to flight 
thoſe that attacked him; our Pink did as 
much with the Hollander. D. Francts recel- 


724 and did rouck trarm. The Adyantape 
Pas 
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was viſible on our ſide, till about Sun-ſetting 
our Admiral D. Francis was killed by two 
Musket-Balls, one in the Forehead, the other 
in the left Eye, . A Signal given on Board 
his Galliot, cauſed Sebaſtian Gonzalez, to 
ceaſe tollowing his good. Fortune ,”and the 
Tide ebbing, the Fleets parted ; but Gaſpar 
de Abren's Galeot being left among the Ene- 
wy, all her Men were ſlain, and the Veſlel 
torn in pieces; yet Abrex was brought off by 
Antony Carvallo mortally wounded, and lived 
ſome days afrer. 

8, Our Fleet being come back to the mouth 
of the River, care was taken of the Woun. 
ded, and above 200 Dead were buried inthe 
Sea. The Body of D. Francis was embal- 
med. D. Lnis de Azevedo the Vice-Admiral 
ſucceeded in the Command. They all ſailed 
over to Sundiva, and D. Lats with his Squa- 
dron thence to Goa, notwithſtanding Seba- 
ftian Gongales for his own ſecurity laboured 
all he conld to keep him there, Nor long 
aſter the King of Arracam falling upon him 
in his *Iſ)and, took it, and reduced him to 
his former miſerable condition ; ſo his Sove- 
reignty paſſed hke a Shadow, his Pride was 
humbled, and his Villanies puniſhed. Our 
Fleet on their return burnt ſome Ships of 
the Moors, laden with Proviſions, upon the 
Coalt of Paliacate and St. Thomas. But Fob

CHAP. 
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SCHAF. VIL 


Continues the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo this ſame 
Year 1615, and that of 1616. 


1. HE Viceroy fitted out the Squadron 

for the North, which conlilted of 
12 Ships, and as many ſmall Veſſels, in which 
were atleaſt 20 Gentlemen of Quality, whom 
the Portwgueſes call Fidalges, that ſerved as 
Volantiers. The Admiral was Ray Freyre de 
Andrade. 

2. This Fleet ſet out about the end of 
Ofober. Ruy Freyre by the way viſited the 
Northern Forts. At Balcar, beyond Surat, he 
ſent qQut the Fleet for Cambaya under the 
Convoy of two Ships, giving Advice to the 
Commander to ſend away that which was 
there. As ſoon as Ruy Freyre came to Sw 
ratte, Nahabo, who commanded there forthe 
Mogo!, ſent him two Vellels loaded ( as he 
ſaid ) with freſh Proviſions, but they were 
coſtly Curioſities and Silks, Ruy Freyre to 
receive this Meſlage, called ail the Captains 
aboard his Galliar, and before them viewed 
and commended the Preſent, That done, he 
took only one Piece, aſſuring the Melienger, 
* All muſt be returned, but that he ſnould be 
* as ready to ſerve his Maſter, 2s ii he had

© received the whole Preſent. -Nababo much 
admired this Proceeding, underſtanding it 
was Freyre's cuſtom rather to Give than Re- 
celve. 

3. The Piece Freyre kept was Cambolim, 
worth about 2o Pardao'ss The value of a 
Pardao is 12 Royals and a halt. Cambolm is 
a Piece of Stuff the Women wear on their 
Shoulders like a Veil. The Captain's extol. 
ling this Action, he ſaid, * The Cambolim 
* was due to ſome Lady ; that they ſhould 
© agree whoſe Miſtreſs was handſomeſt, and 
© it ſhould be given to her. The Price with: 
out any diſpute was allowed to Wippolito F ur- 
tado his Miſtreſs. | 

4. Whilſt the Merchant Fleet ſtayed at 
Cambaya, Freyre went to viſit the Fort of 
Dix, and landed by the way at Goga, once a 
proud City of- the Mooys, but humbled by 
our Arms the laſt Year. At the end of De- 
cember, the Fleet failed from Cambaya, and 
was the greateſt that had been ſeen in many 
Years, Freyre with his Squadron convoyed 
if; Near Daman there aroſe ſuch a Storm, 
that it was a wonder thicy did not all periſh. 
Two Ships were loſt, with all the Men; of 
another, only one Man was ſaved; of a 
fourth, all the Men. What cauſed moſt 
zdmiration was, that 10 ſmall Boats eſcaped, 
which in a calm Sea carried bat a ſpan above 
Water. At length they got into Becaim ; 
8 Merchant Ships being drove to Chay/, met 
there 4 Parao's of Pirats, who took two of 
them, Freyre cauſed the Beards of the Sol- 
Cicrs of the other ſix to be cut off for not 
fol- 
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following his light. At laſt he came ſafe to 
Goa with the Fleet. 

5. D. Bernard de Noronza commanded the 
Fleet on the Coaſt of Malabar. Zamori had 
jgain broke the Peace, and diſtreſſed Grax- 

anor. Noronna haſted thither, and cut off 
all Correſpondence between Zamor; and 
2 Holland Ships that came into that Sea; and 
in deſpight of all the Nayres relieved Graz. 

axor. Mean while D. Henry de Souſa ſent 

y him with 11 Sail to Calicut, burnt there 
a great Ship belonging to that Emperor, 
loaded and ready to fail for Meca. This 
done, D. Bergard having viſited the Forts of 
Aalabar and Canara, returned to Goa. 

6. D. Nanno Alvarez. Pereyra ſucceeded 
Emanuel Maſcarexns Homem, as General of 
Ceylon , and made ſeveral ſucceſsful Roads 
into the Kingdom of Candea, bringing 
thence many Priſoners, and much Cartel, 
\ But let us relate a dangerous Commotion 
that happened in that Iſland, the Occafion 
whereof,though it be not new in the World, 
is one of thoſe that, though often repeated, 
is ſtill admired, and was thus : 

7. Some Years before this died Nicaperz 
King of Ceylon, who being converted, and 
having no Iſſue, made the King of Portugal 
his Heir. At this time there lived in Cey/ox: 
a poor Fellow called alſo Nicapeti : He ſer- 
ved the Portwgueſes, and gaining admittance. 
to one of the Queens of Yalgameme, heard 
ſomewhat of that Prince called Nicaper. 
'This Fellow being of the ſame Name, re- 
tolyed to repreſent his Perſon, and perſwade 
Ge = 00- 
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the People, that he was their Natural Prince 
come to Life again. He feigns himſelf a 
Fogne, (That is,the ſame as an Hermit among 
us,) aad beginning to appear about Mare- 
guepore, gave out, That taking compaſſion 
on the Calamities of his Country, he came 
to free them from the Porrugnes Bondage. 
He found Credit, and Men flocking to him 
entred the ſeven Corla's, when the Difſlaya 
Philip de Olivers was abſent. At Matiagams 
he flew two Fathers of the Society,in 5 or 7 
days was ſuccoured by the King of Candes 
with 2000 Men, and declared King by moſt 
of the Country. PR 

3 As ſoon as our General had notice 
hereof, he ſent Emanuel Ceſar with ſome 
Men to quench this Fire beſore it grew Mz- 
ſterleſs. Ceſar meeting him with 6000 Men 
at Gandola,a Viilage on the River Laaa, they 
ngaged, and Ferdiaand Caldeyra, who led 
our Van, going on raſhly, was killed, with

There was then a conſiderable number of 
Chingala*s who ſerved under him; to incite 
theſe to rebel one came, and from the top of 
a Mountain admoniſhed them to forſake the 
Portugueſes, and follow their Natural Prince. 
This cauſed much diſorder among the Men, 
and next day Oliveyraamatching on, came to 
the Field of the late Battle, and finding 
above 1 000 ſlain; could not diſcover who had 
gained that Victory, On a Tree was ſeen 
an Inſcription, ſignifying that'all Pirezgueſes 
were ſlain, no body of them left in Ceylon, 
and that Colambo was ſurrendred. This 
rtled the Porexgueſes, and not a little re- 
- joyced the Laſcarines, (the Chingala's that 
ſerye among us are ſo called,) who were

11. AS Philip de Oliveyra continued his 
march, 3co Men attacked his Rear, but as 
ſoon as he faced them, fled. 'Nybe came 
upon him near the River Zaoa, he ſent to 
Emanuel Ceſar and they joyned, which made 
the Revolters fly to the Woods, They two 
agreed to take all the Women and Children 
of ſome Villages, hoping by that means to 
reduce the Chingala*s that were in Arms.

'# N capeti,like an abſolute King, beſtowed 

- Imployments and Lands, having 
gathered an Army of 24000 Men, with 
which he marched towards Columbo, fo vain, 
that half a League from that Town on the 
Banks of the River Nacolega, he would be 
proclaimed Emperor of Ceylon. He ſent to 
the King of Candea to ſend him one of his 
two Wives, who anſwered, IJ: ſhould be done 
when the Portugueſes were ſubdued. Nicapeti, 


in a Rage at this Anſwer, threatned at

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that King like the Portwgueſes, Thoſe 2000 
Men, ſent by him to Nzcpet”s aſſiſtance, 
heariog theſe Threats, deſerted him, and 
returned home, This ſet thoſe two Ene- 
mies of ours at variance, and was no finall 
help to our Aﬀairs. 

22 The two Commanders, Emanuel Ceſar 
and D. Conftantine, being joyned , they 
marched towards Nicapeti, and found the 
way he was to come very clean, and ſtrewed 
with Flowers. A Chingala Catried Nicapet: 
the News of our approach, who cauſed him 
to be impaled, ſaying, There were no Portu- 
gueſes left in Ceylon. He was ſoon nndecel- 
| ved, the ewo Vanguards coming in ſight of 
_ each other. Nicaperi inſtantly poſleſles him- 
_ ſelf of a Hill, and intrenches with 7000 
Men. Our Van attacks and enters his 
Works, kill 1000 of his Men, and force 
him, laying afide the Regal Ornaments, to 
fly to the Woods.

them by the prejudice of Magiſtrates. Thu 
our Ambaſſador was anſwered and diſpatch- 
ed, and the King ſent with him two Sim 
Gentlemen , to go his Ambaſladors into 
Spain. | | 
8. There were great Complaints againſt 
the Commander of Mogambique Ruy de Meh 
& Sampeyo, for that he robbed the Native, 
and did not pay the Soldiers, having pri. 
vately ſtrangled ſome of them, which cauſed 
a Mutiny. Francis de Fonſeca Pinto was lent 
from Goa to regulate theſe Diſorders. With 
him went Salvador Vas de Gama to ſucceed 
Melo, in-caſe he were found Guilty, Mel's 
Conſcience accuſing him, he refuſed to ad- 
mit the Judge, who reſolved to return to 
Goa, | but hearing that Melo had left opens 
Wicket of the Fort, he ruſh'd in, and de- 
poſing him, gave the Command to Guerre, 
contrary to what the Viteroy had ordered. 
He was alſo to Victual the Fort at Tere, and 
furniſh it with Cloth, that Fort being mait- 
tained to continue the diſcovery of the 
Mines of Moromataps, which gave great 
hopes of Profit. But before we relate _ 
Þ- 
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happened at this time, let us refseſh the Me- 
mory of what was before. 

g. la the. 1oth Chap. of the 3d Partof the 
2d VoL we gave ſome account of what was 
ated by ſome of our Commanders in theſe 
Parts. - Chunzo a powerful King rebelled a- 
gainſt the Emperor of Monomotapa, and was 
ſubdued by the afliftance of the Portwgmeſes 3 
ſo other Rebels, To gratifie theſe Fayours 
' he for ever gave all his Mines to the King of 


Portugal, making a reſignation of them to 


James Simoens Madera, Commander of Tere, 
who was then in his Service. The ſubſtance 
of the Inſtrument was, That he gave all his 
Mines of Gold, Silver, Copper, Tin, Iroo, 
Lead, to the King of Portzgal, upon Con- 
dition he ſhould ſupport him in his Throne ; 
That the King ſhould admit of him as his 
Brother ; That the next Year he would ſend 
his Son with an Ambaſſador to Goa ; That 
he had put two Sons, and would ſoon two 
Daughters, into the Caſtody of Fames Si- 
mens to be bred Chriſtians, The Emperor 
ordered Simoens to have an Inſtrument made 
hereof; and he asking how he would Sign 
KR, ſince in his Empire none could write, the 
Emperor made three Croſles on the Ground, 
one under the other, and ſaid, he would 
lgn it that way, which accordingly he did. 


. 10. This done, Simoens with his Men ac- 


companied the Emperor who was marching 
towards Arncone that was in Rebellion. Ge«- 
ſor Perezra Cabral being left behind wound- 
ed was carried by Cafres, who run away 
irom him. Simoens underſtanding it, went 
back 
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back with one Slave, and helped to 
him on his own back. An Act worthy of 
memory, from a Captain to a Souldier 
The Rebel being ſubdued, Simoens returned 
to Tere with the Emporor*s two Sohls, - They 
were baptized by the Names of Philip and 
ames, The latter remained there, the 

other went back to his Father. 

11. The Emperor thinking he could now 
overcome his Enemies without the aſliſtance 
of Portugueſes, marched to the Kingdom of 
Baroe, and was there defeated ; at Mow 

he had a Son killed, and Matxgzianne uſu 
the whole Empire. Femes Simoens reſtored 
him, and poſſeſſed himſelf of Chicovs. Me 
tuzLianne raiſing new Forces was defeated and 
killed by the Portugueſes. D. Stepben "d 
 Mtaide raiſed a Fort at Maſſaps, and gave 
that Command to Fames Carvallo, whom he 
ſent to 4onomotaps with a preſent to obtain 
the Delivery of the Mines. | 
* 12. Carvalls went and told the Emperor 
he had a great Preſent, but gave him none; 
and he ſeeing the Portugweſes entred his 
Lands for Gold without his conſent, cauſed 
all they had to be taken from them, and 
many to be killed. Carvallo had with him 
ſome Forces belonging to the Emperor, with 
whoſe aſſiſtance he curbed the Robbers 
of ©uizings, - and ſupported himſelf. He 
reſolved 'to revenge the ſpoiling of the Por- 
tgueſes by a horrid Treachery againſt thoſe 
that ſerved him, for joining with the 2u-_ 
Zinga?s, he one Night fell upon the Cafres, 
and killing many put the reſt to flight, be 
jure 
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Chap..IX. The Portugues Aſia. 
juſtly curſed the falſeneſs of the Portu- 
— gueſes. ha 
13. Carvallo fearful of his own Wicked. 
neſs, abandoned the Fort of Maſfſape and 
went to Tete, leaving all the Country in Arms 
azainſt the Portwgueſer. All he acted was 
by order of D. Stepben de 4taide, who, in 
ſtead of appeaſing the Emperor, threatned 
him with War. He ſent out from Sexs, and 
by his order Carvallo raifed another Fort on 
the Banks of Zambeze, two days Journey 
from Tete., Fames Simoens Madera was lefc 
to Command at Tere, becauſe Ataide returned 
to MocamLique, hearing the Zollanders were 
coming thither, D. Srephen perceiving no 
Dutch appeared in 6 months, returned to 
Tete. The Emperor ſent to offer him Chi. 
cova if he would fend the ordinary Preſent, 
which was a Debt, and noGifr, D, Stephen 
would not ſo much as hear the Embaſladors, 
reiuling to give a Preſent of 5000 Crowns, 
which might have ſaved much greater Char- 
ges, for above 3c000 were already lolt at 
M2ſſapa to no purpoſe. 

r4. D. Stephen ſet forward with 150 Men, 
but being better adviſed, expeted News 
from , Portugel and India. In Fuly he recei- 
ved the Kings Orders to go to Goa, and give 
the Command of Teze to Fames Simoens, and 
that of Mogambique to D. Fobn de Ataid: 
the Viceroy's Brother. D. Stephen obeyed 
againſt his Will, leaving Simoens 140 Sol- 
Ciers without any thing to maintain them in 
that dangerous Conqueſt, However Simoens 
made the beſt on't, and refolyed to procecd, 
bc= 
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beginning with Chombe a powerful Cafre, de. 
manding of him whar he owed as our Tri. 
butary, and the Reſtitution of the Porty. 
gueſes he had. Some infamous Portugueſer 
adviſed Chombe to take no-notice of S: 
becauſe he could do him no harm. This can- 
ſed that King firſt ro ſlight, and then to mo. 
leſt him in the Veſſels wherein he failed for 
Tete. Simoens landing drove the Cafres ſo, 
that they troubled him no more,

roy D. Hierome de Azevedo, in the 
Tear 1616. 


1. F Ames Simoens Madera raiſing 6000 Ca- 
J fres, marched with them and his Ports» - 
greſes againſt Chombe at the beginning of 
September. One night they heard a Voice 
that ſaid, Chombe rejoyces at your coming, and 
deſires yeu will make bafte, for be is bungry, and 
expecis to feaſt upou your Bodies, Simoens MaTr- 
ched on, and rortifi:d himſelf cloſe under 
the Enemies Works, which were half a 
League 1n length, aud in breadth propor- | 
tionable, furmiined with Sooo Men. Simoens 
attacks them twice, but to no effeft. Next 
night a Cafre fled to the Enemy, and from 
them a Ciriſtian Black Woman to us with 
Advice, That Chimbe would fall upon = 
ch 
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Men before day. S:imoens expected them 
witt ſilence, and killing L000, Put the reſt 
to flight. 

2. "he Enemy propoſes a Peace, but no- 
thing is concluded. Simoens attemprs their 
Works, but without ſuccels ; he ſends ro the 
Cemmander of Sears for Succour. who ſends 
him 40. Portugzeſes, and 3000 Caffee. The 
Works were again aſſaulted in vain; ſoon 
after ſome Deſerters informed, the [ocrench- 
mene was weakeſt on the fide of a Lake: 
Hete the Aſſault was renewed, the Works 
entred, Chombe put to flight, and the Place 
given to. Duitambo a Cofre, who faithfally 
ſerved us, on condition to pay wtiat Chombe 
had denied. 

3. Fames Simoens was now bent upon the 
Conqueſt of the Silver Mines in Cuicovs. 
The Emperor ſent to acquaint him,*He again 
© reſigned thoſe Mines to him, upon condi- 
« tion he ſhould not go thither with an 
* Armed Power. Simoens deſired, he would 
ſend one to put him in Poſſeſſion thereof, 
and ro receive Cloth to the value of 4000 
Ducats he had to preſent him. The Em- 
peror- was fatisfied, and Simoens, with Ap- 
plauſe of all the Cfres, rook poſſeſſion of 
Chicove on the Sth. of ay, 1614. being 
put 190 It by On2axan7ue a great Mail, Ne- 
phew to the Emperor, The firſt ching he 
did was to raiſe a Fort there; the net, to 
joyn Friendſhip with a powerful Cafre called 
Sapoe, and his Country Borore. 
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4s The Lord of Chicqvs, now fubject to 
the Portngweſes by virive of the Emperor”, 
Reſignation, withdrew himſelf from them; 
ſo that Complaint was made thereof to the 
Emperor, who gave leave to Depole him, 
and put another in his Place, ſending a Ce 
fre called Cherema to ſhew the Mines. This 
Man twice dec. ived S:moens, cauling him to 
dig in Places where he hac hid ſome Ore, 
for which reaſon he was confined ; and then 

ſhewed another place, of which ſome ho 
was conceived, he excuſing himſelf what 
was done had been by the Emperor's Order, 
Nevertheleſs Simoens ſent him a Preſent; 
he detained the Meſſengers, and ſent word, 
© He would have Needles, Pins, Knives, 
© Looking-Glaſles, Candles, Soap, Zafran, 
« Pepper, and ſome rich Silks. He repented 
the giving of Chicova, and ſought occaſion 
of Diſagreement, thinking that Simoens 
could not ſend what he damanded. Burt 
he ſending all things, the Emperor ſeemed 

ſatisfied. | 

5. That D. Philip the Emperor*s Son, 
whom Fames Simoens cauſed to be Baptized, 
attempred ſeveral times to make his eſcape 
to the Portugueſes, and was taken; at length. 
he got fo the Fort of Chicova, and was joy- 
fully received. Hearing there that Chirems 
was fed to avoid diſcovering the Mines, he 
ſent for him, pretending to be ſent Embal- 
ſador by his Father, and having rebuked 
and ſecured him, went himſelf to Tere. The 
Emperor hearing hereof , proffered grex 
Rewerds to any would kill his Son, i” the 
ame 
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ſame time it fell out, that a Soldier gather. 
ing ſome Fruit, the Son of the Owner, who 
was 2 powerful Man, forbid him; the Sol- 
dier complains to his Captain Fames Teyxera 
Barroſo, who. without farther examination 
ſhot the young Man. The Father, in Re- 
venge of his Son's Death, did the Portugneſes 
much harm; andthe Emperor declared War, 
becauſe they entertained his Son againſt his 
will. 

6. In March, 1615. 10000 Cafres allault 
the Fore, but were forced thence with great 
loſs, James Simoens coming in time with 
Succour., The Country being clear, Simocns 
ſent ſome Men with Cherema todiſcoyer the 
Mes; after ſome days digging they diſco- 
vered Ore, whereof one half was pure 
Mctal, and ſome ſcarce wanted caſting, It 
appeared to be no cheat, fome being grown 
inro the Roots of a Tree. 

7. Qur Commander being allured there 
were rich Silver Mines, reſolved ro ſend three 
great clods of Ore for a Proof to Spain. 
The Meſſengers and Ore were received with 
great joy at Madrid. Gaſpar Bocarro was 1Q 
ambitious of carrying this News, that after 
the others were gone, he gave 2000 Ducats 
to purchaſe the Employ, and offered to gg 
by Land at his own Expence; but he ended 
his days at Mocambique. 

3. The excellive Heac cauſed a Sickneſs in 
the Fort of Chicova, whereof the. Soldiers 
died in 3 or 4 days. Next followed a Fa- 
mine, which gave occaſion tro the Cojre;, 


oP 


who ſerved the Fort and drg in it- Mines, 
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to run away, fo'that there was no Silver to 
buy Cloth, and conſequently no Cloth to 
purchaſe Proviſions with at Szpey it being 
the only Coin that paſſed there, Fames Si 
moens had acquainted the Viceroy , That 
Conqueſt could nor be maintained without 
Relief. The chief Suſtenance of thar Ga. 
riſon for ſome days was a ſmall Fruit, fo harſh 


they could not ſwallow it, unleſs rowled in 


Aſhes. | 

9. The Supplies were ſent by the Viceroy 
to Mocambique, but never reached Chicovg, 
which thereupon was abandoned. The has 


. tred the Lawyer Francis de Fonſeca Pinto, to 


whom the Viceroy had given the whole 
Charge of the Afﬀair,bore to Fames Simoens, 
was the cavſe he was not Relieved, and that 
tmportant Place loſt. 

10, This is that Francis de Fonſeca Pinto, 
who (as was ſaid before) rook rhe Com- 
mand of Meocambique trom Rnuy de Melo & 
Sampayo, and bad ail Neceſſaries tor Chico- 
24, as well of Proviſions as Tools to work in 
the Mines. But his hatred to Simoexs diver- 
ted him from fending thoſe Succors ; beſides, 
he ſold all that was to relieve that Place, and 
converted it to his own uſe, and ſeized upon 
Ruy de Melo's Effects. Fames Simoens prel- 
ſed him by Letters for Relief, in his laſt pro. 
reſting with all his Men, <If the Place were 
< loſt, the fault would lie npon him. 

11. All the Anſwer that inſolent Fellow 
returned, was putting Simons his Nephew, 
lent to conduct him, in Irons, Then heen- 
tred his Lands, and deſtroyed all that was 

Tm | oY, there, 
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there, ſelling bis Slaves ; he forbid the To- 
habirants ona pain of Death correſponding 
with, or relieving thoſe of Chicove, and 
ſent word.to the Emperor, that he might 
freely kill Simons, tor entring his Domi- 
nions without Orders from the Viceroy. 
Not ſatisfied ro procure his Ruin by thoſe 
means, he marched towards Chiceva with 
intention to murder him. S:imoevws under. 


ſtanding it withdrew thence, and Pinto hear. 


ing of-it, though ſo near, would not relieve 
the Forc, nor examine the Mines as he had 
in Qrders. but returned haſtily to Tere, fearing 
James Simoens ſhould meet him, But going 
back to the Fort, caulked the Notary to 
draw an Inſtrument, containing the Cauſes 
why that Fort was abandoned, to which 
they all ſigned, This done, they marched 
with their Women and Children towards 
Tete. 

12. Weakneſs cauſed them to march very 
flow, and two Soldiers fell dead tor wanr. 
At Marenga, Simoens Tecclved a Summons 
from Pinto, to appear before. him at Tere in 
9 Days to anſwer ior himſelf. But knowing 
now he hai quitted the Fort, ſent 2000 Ca- 
fres commanded by a Portugues to murder 
him ; they, tho? the opportunity was nre- 
ſented, would not do it. Simoens ſtayed in 
the Country of Iaambanto which was his 
own. and all the Company went to Tete. 
There Pinto inquired of th:m, whether there 
were any Mincs at Chicovi, They all unani- 
-mouſ], anfwered there were. But he-in hatred 
to Simoens Celiring to conceal them, with 

A 4 Threats 
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Threats and Rewards prevailed with each 
of them ſingle to ſwear there were' none, 
Then he gave Sentefice againſt Simoens for 
abandoning the Fort, not conſidering if 
there were no Mines there (as he endeavour. 
ed to made out) it was no Crime,” and that 
if any fanlt were it was his own, fince the 
other held it longer than could be required. 
13. This done P:#:9 Promiſes the Fm. 
peror a conſiderable Preſent, if he would 
fall upon Simoens at Inembanzo. The Em 
peror not only expelled Szmoens thoſe 
but ſo diſtceſſed Tere, that they were forced 
to make up the Preſent promiſed by Pinto, to 
buy his abſence, the Emperor poſitively re- 
quiring it at their hands, Fames Simoens after. 
wards returned to Tere, being utterly ruined 
by his good Service, and P:xto who had ruined 
all was enriched by his Villanies and Rapine, 
This is what happened about the Mines of 
Monomot apa, T will only add that the firſt Com- 
mander there, Francs Barreto, was undone 
by a Divine, and now Fames Simoens the laſt 
by a Lawyer ; and the King, by employing 
ſuch Gownmen in things they underſtand not, 
loſt the great Advantages might be expected 
from thoſe Mines. 


CHAP. 
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CHAT XL. 


Continues. the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo the ſame 
Tear 1616. 


1.9 PHE Inhabitants of the City Meliaper, 

commonly called St. Thomas, were 
all divided, killing one another without any 
regard of Human or Divine Laws, or any 
Shame, that even the Avors and Gentiles 
abominated their Wickedneſs, The occa- 
fion was what they call Points of Honour. 
To appeaſe theſe Diſorders, the Viceroy 
ſent Ruy Diaz de Sampayo with 7 Sail, and 
250 Soldiers. 

2. Ray Diaz; performed all that was given 
in Charge to him, and having reconciled the 
Citizens of S. Thomas, ſent 6 of his Ships to 
ſcour the Coaſt of Carrzero under the Com- 
mand of Peter Gomez de Souſa, a Man more 
couragious than diſcreet. At Montepoli he 
made cruel havock, ſurprizing the Iohabi- 
tants, As he returned with great Booty, 
and many Women and Children, an ancient 
Moor appeared upon the Shore, who coming 
to our Men told them, he was much wrong. 
ed by Cotamuza King of Goloconda, and 
. therefore would not only turn Chriſtian, bur 

ſhow them a Fort (meaning that of Carriers) 
they might eaſily ſurprize. This was all 
2 Fiftion deviſed by a Moor, who ſeeing 
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what was done by our Men, had pgathereg 
600 Moors, and lay in Ambuſh to tee whe 
ther Peter Gomez, would ſoffer himſelf to he 
deceived by this Meſſenger, 

3. Peter Gomes, though warned that al 
this was Treachery, gave Credit - to 'the 
Moor, followed him a League, andthere 
fell into the Ambuſh, where he and all his 
Captains, ſave one that was left at St.Thoms, 
with 130 Portugweſes were all ſlain, 25 taken 
and only 3o eſcaped by flight : 186 dion: 
were killed in the Action, 

4. Foſeph Pereyrs de Sampayo, who was 
left Priſoner by Peter Gomez, carried the 
remainder of the Men and Ships to S. Tboms. 
The Moors ſent the Portwgeſes they had 
taken to the King of Golconda, who com- 
plained to F, Bartholomew Dia, ſent to him 
by the Biſhop of Meſiapor, that the Porgs- 
gxes ſhonld enter his Country in hoſtil man- 
ner, at the ſame time they treated amicably 
with him. The King admitted the weak 
excuſe, that it was not done by order of the 
Government, and delivered the Priſoners 
upon condition thoſe of Montepoli ſhould be 
reſtored. 

5, D Emanuel de Aeneſes (ailed from 
Lisben with 3 Ships for Indis, one of them 
ſpringing a Leake was forced to put into the 
Port again ; 'another arrived fafe at Gow, 
after being parted trom D. Emanzel by 4 
Storm on the Coaſt of Guizea, D. Emanuel 
near the Ilanid of Madagaſcar met 4 Enp 
liſh Ships, the Commander of them ſent 
order our Captain aboard, who reſyi 
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bat ſent an Underſtanding Man to view their 
Strength , and he returning ſaid publickly, 
that the Enemy's Admiral alone was: too 
ſtrong for our Ship. D. Emanxe! taking 
him aſide, blamed his Indiſcretion for diſ- 
heartning the Men ; then he ſent word to 
the Evgliſh, that ſince their Kings were at 
Peace, there was no reaſon the Subjects

ſhould break it ; thar they ſhould bear off, 


and not come a head of him. Neverthe- 
leſs the leaſt of the 4 did, he fired at her, 
and then all the 4 at him. 

6. Night came on, our Ship held her 


Courſe, and in the Morning found her ſelf 


among ſome Iſlands near the Head of that 
called Mannoto, The Enemy coming on, 
and the W ind calming, we were forced to 
engage, our Veſlel was ſoon unmaſted, and 
wade the beſt it could for the Iſland Anga- 
ize, The Exgliſh ſent to tell D. Emanuel 
e was running to his Ruine ; that if he 
would ſurrender himſelf, all the Men ſhould 
be landed at Swratte, whence they might 
travel by Land to Goa; he an{wered, if any 
| more ſuch Meſſage were ſent him, he would 
hang him that carried it. The Ship driving 
towards the Shore with the Tide, ſtuck be- 
tween two Rocks, which proved the ſaving 
of all the Men, who got aſhore leaping a 
narrow Gut, into which many fell for haſte. 
7. As ſoon as landed, the Cafres received 
them with: ſhowers of Stones. They ' were 
_ appeaſed with ſome Gifrs, and the help of 
fome Musket Balls let fly among them by 
Toſepb Alvar:z, Torres, viho ( though it was 
plain 
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plain their Safety conliſted in. thei / Arms) 
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adviſed they ſhould be calt into the Sea, be. 
cauſe the CE would not furniſh them why 
Proviſions as long as they were armed, D 
Emanuel conſented, .and fcarce were 'they 
ſeen next day unarmed , when the Cofres 
ſtripped them even of their Shirts. Some 
pa. up the Country, and. others. along 
the Shore; the latter in two Days found no 
Warer to drink, were conſumed with the 
heat of the Sun, and ſome died for want. 

8. The 3d Day thc met other: Cofrer, 
who ſeeing nothing to take. from.them, gave 
them Milk and Water with Signs of Com. 
paſſion. Sebaſtian Preſter, the -Pilot of the 
Ship, attempted to ſave himſelf with' a few 
Men in the Boat, and coaſting along the 
INand, met Chand: a Noble' Moor: of jk 
who was ſailing for the Iſland” 
with two Pangayos. He told the Pilot chat 
King was his Friend, and for his fake would 
uſe them all well. The Pilot ſent to ac: 
quaint D. Emanre!, and. it appeared thole 
Cafres with whom he was, were that King 
Subjefts. They all came to the Port, and 
the Moor gave each of them a Cloath to 
cover his Nakedneſs, Here it appeared how 
little the Cafres eſteem what we moſt yalae, 
they gave many Pieces of Eight for a Rag 
ſcarce worth a Farthing, and fetching Baps 
full of Money oat of the Ship, ſcattered it 
about the Rocks, and putting their Heads 
into the Bags were very well pleaſed. _ 

9. It may well be doubted whether a Por 


twgues would have done with 500 Moors, V 
rhis 
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' this Moor did with 600 Portxngweſes in that 
miſerable Condition, ' He maintained them, 
ave them Cloaths, which ſold to the Cafres 
ad been worth much Money ; juſtly reſto- 
red them Jewels of great value wherewith 
they entruſted him, and gave them his two 
Pangayos to go over to Mombegs. They 
arrived thither on the 4th of September, and 
were maintained and clothed by the Charity 
of that little Town, On the 1oth of that 
Month they Embarqued, and arrived ſafe 
at Goz. The Viceroy fent Preſents to D. 
Emanuel de Meneſes, and comforted him for 
his Loſs. .D, Hierome Manael, who com- 
manded the homeward bound” Ships about 
the Iſlands of Flpres fought with 4 Pirats, 
and put into the Tſland Tercers, whence he 
came to Portugal with the Ship that was put 

back the Year before. 

10, The Trade of the Port of Sor in 4- 
rebia much leſſened the Cnftoms of Ormxs 
and Afaſeate, To remedy this the Viceroy 
ſent D. Francis Rolim with a Galley and five 
other Veſſels, who joined D. Vaſco de Gama 
Admiral of that Sea with five Sail more art 
Meſcate, Amer, Head of a Hord of Arabs, 
to revenge himſelf upon Mahomer King 'of 
Soar, took part with us, and marched b 
Land with 12co Men. Our Men landed, 
and poſſeſſed themſelves of ſome Moſques to

re. 

11. A Fort on a Hill was firſt attacked, 
but ſo wel} defended it conld not be entred 

that Day, tho? Afabomer who commanded it

The Fort not able to hold out for 
want of Men ſurrendred; and the King?s 
Brother being taken, was put to Death Our 
Men violated the Articles they bad made, 
kiling and plundering many of them that 
marched out. And having agreed with 4. 
mer, that there ſhould neno Priſoners made, 
yet they cook ſeveral Girls on pretence of 
Breeding them Chriſtians, as if that were an 
excuſe for Breach for Faith, FJ-bx de Souſs 
was left to Command that Fort, and 
Pimenta joined with him, as $killed in the 
Afﬀairs of that Country. 

12, At Cananor. happened an accident fad 
enough, and yet ridiculous. The Nares 
ſhow no Mercy to a Thief, tho? the thing 
ſtolen be of no value. They impale the 


Birds. An Indian that was turned Chriſtian 
ſtole a Knife, the Nayres apprehended him, 
and ſent to acquaint the Judge of the Ports 
gueſes at Cananor, He returned anſwer, they, 
ſhould kill him. They inſtantly cut off his 
Head, thinking it was a piece of Civility, 


| being he was a Chriſtian, to kill him out 


way. Our Commander, Nicholas Soveral 
ſent ſome Soldiers to fetch the Body, and 
revenge his Death on the Nayres, as if they 


had not obtained leave for what they = 
c 
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The Soldiers killed a Naye, which provo- 
ked them in great numbers to beſiege the 
Fort with great Threats, if Satisfaction was 
not given them. Our Cammanders made 
ſhow of hanging one of SoveraPs Servants to 
appeaſe the Nayres ; and being cut down 
him into a Coffin, as if he were really 
dead, The Nayres were ſatisfied, and our 
Men as well pleaſed that chis Fiction had 
paſſed upon them, as if the Condeſcention 
had not been equal, whether the ACt was 

faigned or real. | 
13. The King of Ova, or Avaa {for both 
Names are given him) fearing the Kings of 
Siam and Arracam, his Enemies ſhould come 
_t&6 ati accommodation with the Portwgweſes, 
ſent Ambaſſadors to ſettle a Peace with us, 
exculing the killing of Phzlip de Brito Nicote, 
offering to reſtore the Priſoners he had 
taken, and to affiſt vs againſt the King of 
Arracam, of whoſe great Treaſure he de- 
iced nothing for himſelf, but the white 
Elephant. The Viceroy accepted of the 
Ambaſſadors Propoſals, and ſent back with 
them Martin de Cofta Falcim to -ratifie the 
Agreement. Hyg ſpent many Days in follici- 
ting an hour's Audience, at length it was 
appointed at Midnight, and he was led in 
the dark to a Place where they ordered him 
to ſpeak, for the King heared ; he ſpoke 
and jaw no King, nor heard no anſwer. He 
lgnified the defire he had of ſeeing the 
g, and was ordered to wait his going 
broad. He went out one Day upon an Ele- 
ant, and knowing Falraw waited in the 
t Street 
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Street to ſee him, never ſo much as turned 
his Eyes that way. Such was the account 
he made of our Embaſly, ſo the Ambaſlider 
returned to Goz without concluding any 
thing. | 

14: Let us conclude this Year with an 
account of a Monſter. In September was born 
at Chaxl this Monſter, whoſe Head and 
Face were as round as a Ball, the Mouth of 
exceſlive bigneſs, .the Noſe quite flat, the 
Eyes very little, the Ears: vaſtly big like 
thoſe of an Elephant, the Neck extream 
thick, in other reſpeCts like a Pig. It died 
the hour it was born. | 
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Continues the Government of the Vice

5 HE Aﬀairs of Cezlo# were in a dat- 
gerous Condition, for we had three 
powerful Enemies, bat few Men to oppok 
them, and loſt the Forts of Sofragem and 
Balane. Our Enemies were the King, the 
Chingala Amony de Barret and Nicapeti, who 
| though overcome ſtill was ſtrong. Oar Ge- 
neral, D. Nanno Alvares Pereyya, divided 
his Men, who with much hazard put all @ 
' the Fire and Sword, ſparing neither Sex 
Age ; for neither Mercy obliged the = 
_gouh 
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gelg*s, nor did Cruelty terrifie them. The 
Parficulars are not worth relating, let us 
ſee what happened with Nicaperi.'  _ 

2. Our Forces marched after Niceperi from 
 Pelandy to Catugambals, Devamede and Cor- 
negal, taking ſome Forts by the way, Kkill- 
ing many, and carrying away 600 Priſoners, 
The Tyrant retired ro. Ta/ampeti his uſual 
Refuge, our. Men adyanced to Polperi in 
ſight of the Enemies Camp, and forcing 
their Works paſſed to Balzpane of Religiam, 
whence they ſent away the Priſoners and 
wounded Men. It was debated in Counſel 
what was beſt to be done, and the worſt 
advice prevailed, fo D. Conftantize marched 
with a Party towards Alicar after Barreto, 
and heard he was fortified with 6000 Men 
at Fatipara, having ſecured all the Women 
of the Aracbes and Laſcarines, and that Ni- 
capeti was at Moratena., Our Men being di- 
vided did little, and had performed much 
more, if the beſt advice, which was to keep 
together, had been followed. The Chiz- 
gala's when the Portugueſes prevailed offer?d 
ſubmiſſion, but upon any ill ſacceſs of ours 
recanted, At laſt our Forces quite haraſlled, 
went into Quarters at Botale, 

3. At this time Lawrence Peres de Car- 
vals ſailed from Goa for Ceylon with Men 
and Ammunition in a Pink, all at his own 
proper Charge. A Counſel being held be- 
fore our General D. Nunno Alvarez at Co- 
lrmbo, the reſult was, That he marched in 
| Perſon with a confiderable force to drive 
-# Barrcto from Sofragam and Mature 3 Lnit 
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Gomez, Pinto was left with his Regiment to 
ſecure Alicur, and oppole Nicapet;, and E. 
manuel Ceſar ſtayed at Botale with roo Men, 
It was about the End of March, when thoſe 
who were for Sofragam {et out, carTying 
Lawrence Lopez, Carvallo' with them. Our 
Parties were ſucceſsful on all fides, driving 
the Enemy from their Works, and laughter. 
ing them in the Woods. 

4, In May our Army advanced toward 
Nicapeti, who was well fortified at Morateng, 
yet fled towards Candes with ſuch ſpeed, 


| that our Army could not keep with him; 


Lais Gomes, Pinto with his Men and two Cons 
panies more was detatched to purſue him, 
who was ſo intent upon overtaking Nicapett, 
that he paſled by ſeveral rich Booties that 
offered by the way. At length he overtook 
him in the Deſerts of Anorojepyre, and un- 
expectly fell in with him. Nicapets having 
killed one of our Laſcarines with an Arrow 
fled to the Woods, his Men made a ſmall 
ſtand till 60 were lain, and then took the 
ſame ſhelter of the Woods, Nicepet?*s Wives 
called Queens, ard a Grandfon of Rajw, and 
Nephew of Madune, who uſed to be at 
Uva with Barreto, were taken, The Fame 
of this Victory brought the Inhabitants of 


_ the Corls loaded with Rice to ſubmit them , 


ſelves to our General at Malvans, which had 
been much diſtreſſed, but for this nnexpeRed 
Victory that happened about Fwly. 

5. The News hereof alſo moved Anears 
Pandar, King of Pender, to ſend his Ambal- 
fadors with 32 Portugneſes he had Priſoners 

to 
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to treat of Peace. © Our General ſent his 
Letters to Gos, and the Viceroy read them 
in Council, The Contents were, That a pec- 
- petual Peace” ſhould be fettled ; That he 
would become Tributary to Portwgal with 
the yearly acknowledgment of 4 Elephants, 
and a quantity of Cinnamon ; Thar ke would 
repair and reſtore the Fort of Balawe 5 Thar 
he would conſent to the raiſing another ia 
Candes'; That his Kingdom ſhould be con- 
firmed upon him, and his three Sons. All 
the Conticions were admitted, only in what 
related to. ſetling the Kingdom on him and 
his Heirs, care ſhould be had that nothing 
of the Claim the Portugaeſes have to it were 
_ diminiſhed Yet afterwards finding us lefs 
formidable, he recanted of part of the C8n- 
ditions, and the Peace was concluded only 
with the yearly Tribute of two Elephants. 

6. The King of Portugal had a Title to

Tuition of his Brother Chingali, a fair op- 
portunity was offered of ſeizing that Crown, 
bot other Afﬀairs diverting our Forces, the 
Viceruy ordered Chingolij ſhould continue 
his Poſſeſſion with the Title of Governor. 

7. The Cities of Bagaim and Chayl, and 
Lands of 7rapor and Tana, were conſumed 
by Diſcord among the Port»gueſes, and ſome 
of them were daily killed, Bacain chiefly 
was full of Broils, occaſioned by Ferdinand 
de Mirandz and Andrew de Abren. To ſup- 
preſs theſe Diſorders, the Council ſent thi- 
ther Dominick, Cadoſo de Melo Judge of the

8. Kny de Melo, who was deprived of his 
Command of Mogambique by the Judge Fr, 
de Fouſeca Pinto, went to Goa, and bet 
tryed was cleared of all the Crimes laid to 
his Charge, and ordered to be reſtored to 
his Poſt ; Famer de Cunna & Caſtellobrancy 
Judge of the Criminal Court, was fent to 
reſtore him. The Viceroy charged Melo to 
forget paſt Grudges, to take care of the 
Peace and Preſervation of that Place, .and 
nat to offend Guerra or Pinto z and the more 
to . ſecure the latter, continued his former 
Commiſſion during his ſtay in thoſe Parts 
The ſame Charge he gave to the Judge 
Cunns. t | 
9. Melo and Cnnna failed from Goa In two , 
Vellels, and Cxnna arrived firſt at Mogams* | 
bique in May. As ſoon as he came he pro- ' 
miſed to reconcile him to Melo, and in 
turn defired him to ſecure Pinto, contrary 
to the Viceroy's Orders, which made their 
Power equal. Pinto coming with above 
1ccoco Crowns he had gathered by Extoſ- 
tion, was put into Irons. Being a Priſoner 
in the Fort he made uſe of his Rhetorick, 
telling Gaerrs how much he was beholden . 
to him, aud offering, if he would releaſe 
him and ſecure Cunna, to give hirh ſufficient 
Certificates to fave his Reputation, aud ”_ 
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him-of all Crimes at Goa. This he ſaid, be. 
cauſe Guerre's guilt. was no leſs than his own. 
10. Gzerrs Overcome with theſe Promiſes, 
releaſes Pinto, and ſending for Carre on pre. 
rence of Buſineſs detains him Priſoner, He 
ſeeing himſelf in the Power of his twogreat- 
eſt Enemies, whole deſign was to ſtay him 
at Mogembique, giving 18000-Ducats fecu- 
rity, got looſe andelcaped to Mombage, where 
Ray de Melo was detained. They two with 
Simon de Melo Pereyra, Commander of that 
Fort, and Emanuel Freyre de Andrade gave 
Sentence of Death againſt Gwerrs, as a Rebel. 
Melo and Cunne Embarque for Mogambigque ; 
mean while Pinzo to' fecure his Gold was 
failing for Goes. Gmwerra was adviſed not to 
ſtay the coming of -his Enemies, yet he did, 
and receiving Melo at the Gatedeliver'd him 
the Keys. Melo, or his Son (for inthis 
particular Relations vary) embracing Guerrs 
ſtabbed him, . then ſpurnaing and 'reviling, 
cauſed him to be apprehended. A few Days 
after he was condemned to be hanged, and

ir. The Chineſes provoked by the Tnſo- 
lencies of the Portugueſes 3t Macao, ' were 
drawing together Forces to expel them. The 
Mandarines of the Province of @zanturg, 
ſent to them firſt- ro reproach them of their 
Crimes, ordering that either they ſhould 
for the fucore reſolve to live honeſtly, - or 
immediately withiraw from thence with

12. D. Garcis de Silva (of whom mention 
was made before) was ſtill at Goa, in order 
to go Ambaſſador to Perſia. The Reaſon of 
his ſtay was becauſe that King continued te 
commit Hoſtilities, having taken from ns 
Bandel of Comoram in Arabia. Yet now he 
reſolved to ſend an Ambaſlador -to Spaiy, 
and choſe for this Employ: Kobers Sberley an 
Evgliſhman. | | 

13. The Perfian ſending an Ambaſladar to 


fafely go to him. D' Gercis began to make 
ready, but his long ſtay at Gsa baving been 
chargeable, he demanded 30000 Ducats of 
the Viceroy, who was forced to give him 
the beſt part of that Sum; but this being ip 
the dead of Winter, his Voyage was put off 
till Spring, and I cannot fird any farther 
account what became of him or his Embaſſy. 
14. The Viceroy, to gratifie the King of 
Macaſſs for his kind Entertainment of Gow- 
galo Rodrigues de Souſa, anſwered his Letter, 
and ſent him a Preſent by Auguſtin Lobato, 
who ſailed from Goa on the 3d of Odober 
with 2 Galliots. On the way he took two 
Veſlels of Achem, and being well received 


and diſpatched by the King of Macefſs, It 

failed then Jloaden with Proviſions for Ternate. 

He fonght two Dwxtch Veſſels, landed the 

Proviſions, returned again and brought more 

oo acaſſa, then going to Mails winter'd 
ere. | 
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15. The Portugueſes ſailing from Malaca 
to Marile, found there was a Days diffe- 
rence berween thofe two Places ; that is, 

-who go from Malacz think they arrive 
at Manila on a Sunday, and it is Monday ; 
and the contrary from Manila to Malaca. 
The reaſon is, that thoſe who fail to the 
Faſtward at every 15 Degrees have the Sun 
riſing an hour ſooner, and they who to the 
* Weſtward an hour Jater. From Porezga/ to 
Indis 7 hours are gained, the reſt from Goz 
to Manila,which added to thoſe loſt between 
Manils and Spain, make up the difference of 
a whole Day. | 


16, Our Viceroy earneſtly deſired to hear 


of the many Portugueſes were ſaid to'be caſt 
away on the Mand of Madagaſcar fince the 
Diſcovery of dia, as alſo to plant the 
Chriſtian Faith there, and ſettle a friendly 
Correſpandence with the Kings thereof, to 
the Excluſion of the Hellonders out of thoſe 
Ports. To this effect he ſent thither ſeveral 
Veſſels during his Government. I have 
thought fit nor to divide the Relation of 
thoſe Expeditions, and therefore place them 
together in the following Chapters.

HE Viceroy » In purſoance of the 
6T King*s Orders for diſcovery of the 
Aﬀairs of oh Iſland Madagaſcar, or St. Low 
rence, fitted out a Carevd for that Ex 
tiorr under the Command of Pearl Rodri 
de Cofta, with Soldiers, two Jeſuits,” and lo 
terprerers. 

2, They ſet fail from Goa at the end of 
Fanuary, and reached that Ifland abonr the 
middle of April. The circumferttice of it 
Js about 6co leagues, the length 250, and lies 
North:North-Eaſt, and South-South- Weſt; 
the breadth, where moſt, is not above $0 
leagues on the South part, and leſs North. 
ward, for there it ends in a Point which 
' bears the Name of St. Ignatius, and is about 
15 leagues in length from Eaſt to Veſt, It 
is theretore divided into 3 parts; the firſt 
mace by at) imaginary Line drawa from Eaſt 
to Weſt at Cape St. Angrew, forms the North 
Purt : The other two are divided by a 
rid/'e of Mountains running frow the ſaid 
| op the middle of the Iſland to Cape 


panic 
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3. I will not name the Kingdoms it con- 
tains, becauſe they are too many, and confu. 
ſed. It is very Popnlous, the Tohabirants 
living in Cities and Town of different extent 
and grandeur, well watered, and diverſified 
with Mountains, Valleys, Bays, and Ports. 
The Names of Madagaſcar and St. Lawrence 
are given it by Strangers, the Natives ha. 
ving no general Name thereof. There is 
no certainty of the firſt Planting of ir, The 
generality of the Natives, called Bzqzes,have 
no Religion, ang conſequently no Prieſts, or 
Churches. Any body circumciſes the Chil- 
dren between 5 and 7 Years of Ape. 
4 They are not all of a Colour, fome 
ite Black, with curled Hair ; ſome not-ſo 
k, with lank Hair ; ſome like Mlato*s; 
and ſome up the Inlands whiter, yet of both 
forts of Hair. Of Stcature large, well made 
and ſtrong, of a clear judgment, and apt to 
learn, Every Man bas as many Wives as he 
can or will, and turns them off at pleaſare, 
and they find other Husbands. ' The Huſ- 
band gives the Portion, ſaying, Tt is a Recom- 
pence for their Fatbers by whom tbey were bred 
for them. Their Funeral Obſequies conſiſt in 
Feaſting the Gueſts, The Mourning, in 
laying aſide all marks of Joy, cutting the 
_ or covering the Face and Body with 
ay. 

5. Their Government is Mongzchical, the 
Kinzs are called Andias,  Anrias, and Dias, 
without any dependance on another. They 
are continually in War, the end whereof: is 
rather Plunder than Slaughter. No Arms 
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were found among hem but ſome Guns gi. 
ven by the Moors and Hollanders, which they 
do not uſe, and are feartul of them in their 
own hands, Their Merchandize is excellent 
Amber, white Sandal, Tottoiſes, Ebony , 
other ſweet Woods,and abundance of Slayes 
There is plenty of all ſorts of Cattle. Theic 
Goat is as ſweet as oor Mutton, They have 
abundance of Sea-Cows, Sea-Horſes, Mon. 
keys, ſome ſay Tigers, and Snakes not very 
very venomous. No Elephants, Horſes, Aſſes, 
Lions, Bears, Deer, Foxes, nor Hares, 
6. This is the Iſland of Madagaſcar, where 
our Diſcoverers now were In a large Bay near 
Mafzalage, in which is an Iſland half a leagut 
round, which contains a City of 8000 Iobs 
bitants, molt of them Weavers of excellent 
Stuffs made of the Palm-T ree, in the Lati 
tude of 16 degrees. Here the Moors uſed th 
buy Boys, whom they carried to Arabie to 
ſerve their Luſt. The King of this Place 
was called Samamo, with whom Friendſhip 
was eſtabliſhed, and he granted Leave t 
Preach the Goſpel. They coaſted almo 
40 leagues Weſt ward, diſcovering the mouth 
of the great River Bale in the Latitade of 
ſomewhat more than 16 degrees. FURY 
Cape St. Andrew, they ſaw the River ad 
Kingdom of Caſame in 15 degrees of Latl 
tude, where they found little Water, and had 
much Troyble. Here alſo Amity wzs eſta- 
bliſhed with che King, called Sampills, a dul- 
creet old Man, bur in all this'way heard 00 
News of the Portugue/es ſought after.

This 
confirmed what had been heard of the Por- 
twwoneſes before; and the King, being asked, 
faid, They were 6 days ſail thence. IN Sep- 
« tember our Men ſaw Cape St. Mary, where 
they ſpent 40 days in ſtormy weather, and 
on St. Luke's dayentred the Port of the ſame 
Name in the Kingdom of Exſ:roe. The 
Natives ſaid, That half a day's Journey off 
there were white People with Croſſes, who 
had a great Town, Randumana the King 
came to the Caravel, and ſent one of his 
Subjetts with a Portzgxes to ſhew bim where 
he ſaid thoſe White Men were, but the Black 
tft our Man half way. |

- 42. Among others, there came thither to 
Trade with our Men a Kiog with aboye 500 
fighting Meo, his Sons almoſt white, their 
Hair long, wearing Gowns and Breeches of 
Cotton of ſeveral colours, with Silver But- 
cons, Bracelets, and other Jewels of Gold, 
Pearl, and Coral.

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were two Franciſcans, one whereof proved ſb 
acceptable tothe King, that he was the cauſe

12. Two Ships arrived from Li:bor , 
which returning home the next Year were 
loſt, with the whole Portugues Fleet upon 
the Coaſt of France in a terrible Storm, and 
was the greateſt Loſs Portugal ſuſtained ſince 
the time of King Sebeftiar. 

13. There being nothing remarkable this 
Year in I»dis, let us ſee what the Carmelites 
did in Perfia, where they got footing in the 
Year 1604. They ſoon erected ſeveral Con- 
vents, and confirmed the Armenians who 
were in danger of falling from the Faith , 
teſtified with the Perſecution raiſed by the 
King of Perſia, F. Baſil of St. Francis was 
very ſucceſsful among thoſe called of Sainc 
John about Baſſora.

16. Nunno Alvarez Botello ſailing with his 
Galleons for Maſcate,, there aroſe. ſuch a 
terrible Storm, that it parted all his Com- 
pany f:om him, and he had munch difficulty 
to perſmade his Men in deſpair to work: 
The Tempeſt ceaſing their Proviſions fell 
ſort; there was but one Pipe of Water 
for 500 Men, and no Land near where 


' they might be ſupplied. Some died with 


Thuſt, others running mad leaped over- 
board, After a Fortnight ſpent in this mi- 


 ſerable Condition, they diſcovered the Land 


of Roza'gate 2lways fatal to the Portugmeſer. 
The Mean cried ta go aſhore, but Nunn 
with fair words and Kindneſs diſſwaded them, 
and coming to Teve they were relieved with- 
out danger. 

17. Off Surat Nuryo diſcovered ſix Dutch

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Oppoſition burnt the poor Towns along 
the Coaſt. A Daich Captain entring the 
Church of Our Lady of Hope, with his Sword 
cut to pieces a great Crucifix, and burnt 
part of it. He had ſoon after the Reward 
of this Barbarity, his Ship being burnt by 
Ray Freyre, and he with all the Men ſlain, 
Nuno hearing of this Action begged the 
Crucifix of the Retor, vowing to carry it 
always with him, till he had revenged the 
Wrong, or died in the Execution of it. So 
it fell ont, as will be ſeen hereafter. 

18, The King of Achem fitted out a Fleer 
of 35 Galleys againſt Malacs, D. Fravcis 
Continmo with 16. Sail barnt 34 of them kill- 


ing or taking 3000 Men, and bringing off 


800 pieces of Cannon, 

19. On the 17th of Fane 4 Datch Ships 
came before the Port of Macao, deſigning to 
fall upon the Fleet was ready to fail for 
Fapan. The King's Revenue being low, our 
Commander could act nothing againſt them, 


_ ſome rich Men undertook it in Metchant 


Ships. They fitted out five, and boarding 

_ the Enemy*s Admiral burnt her, killing 37 
Men, taking 59, 24 pieces of Cannon, a 
quantity of Ball, ſome Money and much 

Proviſions. The other 3 fled. 

20, Ferdinand de Souſa commanded at 
Angols, and after defending it againſt two 
Dutch Squadrons, fortified the Coaſt tlie 
ſpace of half a League, raiſing 4 Works 
planted with Cannon, and caf* upa Trench 
at the Bar of Corremba , which ſecured it 
againſt any attempt. Zinga Queen of Argola 
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vient with a great Power to Befiege the Gar. 
riſon of Ambags, but Fobn Carreyro ſending 
a Company of Portugueſes to aſliſt that Lord 
who was our Friend, i was defeat. 
ed. A Body of Men marching to her aid 
was met by nine Portugueſes with a number 
of Blacks, who fled at firſt fight ; the nine 
Portugneſes fought till their Pouder was 
ipent, and two being killed, the other ſeyen 
were taken, which was no ſmall Satisfaction 
£0 the Queen, and many of the Blacks who 
before were our Friends, hereupon became 
Neuters. 

' 21. Soon after the Queen was defeated 
and depoſed, and her Brother Azrriquibange 
Crowned King, being become a Chriſtian, 
as did many Perſons of Note by his means, 
At Congo the City Salvador was taken by the 
Prince of Suuxe , who killing the King, 
Placed in his ſtead D. Ambroſe of the ſame 
Blood Royal. He proved a wiſe and reli- 
g10us Prince. 

22, The beginning of this Year wen: from 
Portugal for India but one Ship, and a Pink, 
The latter as it return'd was burnt by the 
Dmtch, and the Men made Priſoners. But in 
November 3 Ships more ſet ſail. The Viceroy 
returned to Portwgal in the firſt Ship, having 
reigned the Government to D. F. Luis de 
Brito Biſhop of Cochim, by reaſon D. Francis 
Aoſcarennss, appointed to ſucceed him, was 
gone to Spain. The Count this ſecond time 
.Govern*d above 5 Years. He wzs the 25th 
Viceroy, and 46th Governor; the 6th of tie 
Name, and 4th of the Sirname.

HE King having ordered the Count 

de Vidigueyra to relign the Govern- 
ment to D. Francis Maſcarennas then gone 
to Spain, he committed it to D. F. Luis de 
Brito, Biſhop ot Cochim. There being no 
account of any thing memorable in this firſt 
Year of his Government, we will go on to 
next. © The firſt that occurs is what bappen- 
ed at Ceylon. 

2. Our General Conſtantine de Sa having 
declared War againſt Canes, F. Francis 
Negram {cnt him advice to attack that City 
immediately, and h< might take the King, 
as being whoily unprovided; he loſt the 
Opportu:icy by only a ſhort Delay about 
other Afﬀairs, NevertÞ-ieſs the City was 
deſtroyed with Fire ans 5woard. 

3 The King of A4:-/:»: imflamed with the 
Deſire of recoverins Malaca, contrary to 
the Laws of Nations, impciſoned our Am. 
baſſador then re{iviog! at his Co-:t, and 
made extraorciiary Preparations for a 
Siege, as deſigning to undertake it in Perſon, 
Lagamane his great General who had con- 
quered many _ pag ks a 3

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Reſolution, for which he loſt his Prince”, 
Favour, : | 
| © Marraje ambitious by Flattery to gain 
his Prince's Eſteem, promiſed the King to 
make him ſoon Maſter of that ſo much co. 
veted Town; and hereupon had the Com- 
mand of the Sea given him, as Lagaw 
that of the Land. The King ſet out with 
a Fleet of near 250 Sail in which he carried 
20000 Men, and a great Train of Artil- 
lery. In this number of Veſlels were forty- 
ſeven Galleys of extraordinary.

8. The Biſhop then -Governor was in-

firſt of the Sirname, and the ſecond Prelate 
that had that Command.

I. ON Francis Maſcarensas had ſerved 
D ſo well in T:dis, that without 1ol- 
liciting he was appointed Viceroy there, at 
the ſame time he was coming for Spain. Be- 
ing arrived here, he was ſent back this Year 
with the ſame Title, and failed from Lisbox 
with three Ships, only one of them reached 
India, the other two with the Viceroy were 
put back to Lisboy. Vn 
2, In the Viceroy's Ship a Gentleman was 
taken aCtually committing an abominable 
Crime, whom the Viceroy cauſed to be ſhot 
in pieces at the mouth of a Cannon. He 
He was accuſed of this Action, as not ha- 
ving power of Life and Death, being at that 
time upon his return, yet he was well recei. 
ved at Court, and ſworn of the Council of 
State of Portugal, He may be reckoned the 
27th Viceroy, and 48th Governor, the 7th 
of the Name, and 4th of the Sirname. | 
3. Since tnis Gentleman not paſling to

Chaubainas found it was impoſſible to with. 
ſtand that Power, Proviſion being already 
ſo ſcarce, they had eaten 3000 Elephants. 
He offered to Capitulate, but no Conditions 
were allowed by the Befieger; and therefore 
reſolved to make uſe of the Portugueſes, to 
whom he had always been very juſt and ſer- 
viceavule, But Mari never remembers Fe 
vours received in Proſperity of thoſe he ſees 
in Adverſity. 

6. The diſconſolate King ſent one Sexar 
to Cayero to offer, if he would receive him, 
his Family and Treafure into the four Ships 
ender his Command, he wonld give half the 
Treafure to the King of Portwgal, become 
his Vaſſal, and pay ſuch Tribute as ome 
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be agreed upon, pot doubting with the aſli. 
ſtance of 2000 Pertugueſes, who ſhauld be 
maintained at his own Expence, to recover 
his Kingdom.” Caeyro conſulted the princi- 
pal Portagueſos, and in their preſence asked 
of Seixas what the Treaſure of Martavew 
was; who affirmed, he had not ſeen all, but 
that of what he had two of our Ships might 
be loaded-with Jewels and Gold, and 4 or 5 
of Silver. The Portwoxeſes envious of the 
great Fortune Cayero might make by accept- 
ing that Offer, threatned to Giſcover him to 
the King of Brama if he contented. 

7. The King of Mertavam ſurprized at 
_ this refaſal, and ſeeing Seixas took his leave 
to fly the Danger that threatned the City, 
gave him a pair of Bracelets, excuſing the 
ſmallneſs of the Gifr, and they were aſter- 
wards fold to the Governour of Narfings 
for 80000 Ducats. Thea he reſolved to hre 
the City and, fallying with thoſe few Men he 
had lefc, die honourably among bis Enemies. 
Bur that night an Officer with 1000 Men de- 
deſerted to the Enemy, and diſcovered the 
Deſign. The King thus betrayed, Capitu- 
lated with the Enemy for his own and the 
Lives of his Wife and Children, and leave 
to end his Days in Retirement. This and 
more was granted eaſily, becauſe the Con- 
querour deſigned to perform no part of che 
Promiſe, 

8, From the City Gate to the King of 
Brama*s Tent was a league diftance, all which 
Way was a Lane of many thouſand Muske- 
tiers of fundry Nations, and'next the Gate 

) were 
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were poſted the Portugueſes. The firſt came 
out -was the Queen in a Chair, her two 
Daughters and two Sons in two others, A. 
bout them 40 beautiful Ladies led by as many 
ancient ones encompaſſed with Talegrepos, 
(a ſort of Religious Men among them ha. 
bited like our Capuchins ) who prayed and 
comforred them. Then cane che King 
guarded by his Enemies, ſeated on a ſmall 
She-Elephant, cloathed in black Velvet, his 
Head, Beard, and Eye-brows ſhaved, and a 
Rope about his Neck, which moved even the 
Enemy to compaſlion. 

9. The unfortunate King ſeein? the Por. 
expueſer would not ſtir one foot till they 
were removed from that Poſt, and that done 
went on, Being come before the King of 
Brama, he Caſt himſelf at his Feet ; but not 
being able to ſpeak for Grief, the R golim of - 
Mownay Talaypor, Chief Prieſt of thoſe Gen- 
tiles, and eſteemed a Saint, made an Ha. 
rangue in his behalf, of force to have moved 
ro Compaſlion any other but that obdurate 
King. The miſecable King, his Queen, Chil. 
dren, and Ladies, were ſecured, The two 
following days were ſpent in removing the 
Treaſure, at which 1000 Men laboured, and 
it amounted to x00 Millions of Gold. The 
third day the Army had liberty to plunder, 
which laſted fonr days, and was valued 
12 Millions. Next the City was burnt, 
wherein periſhed by Fire and Sword above 
60000 Souls, beſides as many made Slaves; 
2000 Temples, and 40000 Houſes, werelaid 


eyen with the Ground. There were in the 
| Town 
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Town 6000 Pieces of Cannon, ro0000 
Quintals of Pepper, and as much of other 
Spices. 


10. The morning that followed this De- 


ſtrution; there appeared on a Hill called 
Beylao 21 Gibbets, with a ſtrong Guard of 
Horſe. 'Fhither was led the Queen, with 
her Children and Ladies, in all making 140, 


and were all hanged up by the Feet. The. 


King and 50 Men of great Quality were caſt 
into the Sea with Stones about their Necks. 
The Army ſeeing this Barbarity, mutinied, 
and the King was in great danger. 

1r, He leaving People to Rebuild the 
ruined City, returned to Pegs with the reſt 
of his Army, and among them John Caeyro 
and his 700 Portugueſes, Ot theſe, four 
ſtayed at Martavam ; one of them was Fobx 
Falcem , who, in ſtead of alliſting Fernan 
Mendes Pinto, ſent by Peter de Faria Com- 
mander of Malacs to confirm the Peace with 
the murdered King, accuſed him to the Go- 
yernour of the Town as an Enemy to the 
King of Brama, The Governour ſeized 
Panto's Vellel, and in it Goods to the value\, 
of 100000 Ducats, killed the Maſter and 
ſome others, and ſent the reſt Priſoners to 
Peg, This falſe Dealing was not new in 
Falcam, for he had before forſaken the 
murdered King afrcer being much honoured 
by him.

14. This way of Afﬀaulc proving. ſo pet 
nicious, he raiſed a Mount, which overlook 
ing the Fown, and being full of Cannoo, left 
no place of ſafety to the beſieged ; but 5oags 
of them fallying, deſtroyed the Mount, kit 
led 15000 of their Enemies, carried of 
39 Cannons, and wounded the King, who 
in a rage flew 2000 Portzgueſes that were 


upon the Guard, as negligeat of theis

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15. About the end of Aageft, Xemin Me- 
[atay , one of the four principal Men that 
commanded in the City, ereacherouſly gave 
him entrance, and the Place was utterly-ſub- 
verted. with Fire and Sword. Two thou- 


ſand Children cut in pieces were ſerved as- 


Food for the Elephants. The Queen was 
publickly whipped, and delivered up to the 
Luſt of che Soldiers till ſhe died. The young 
King was tied to her dead Body, and calt 
into the River ; the ſame was done with 300 
Gentlemen, after Stakes were drove through 
their Bodies. 
16. The Prince of Avaz marching to the 


relief of his Siſter, .underſtood what had 


happened, and meeting the Traytor Xemin 
that had betrayed her leading a great Power, 
they came to a Battel, in which all the Avas's 
were {lain to 800, having matle an incredi- 
ble ſlaughter of cheir Enemies, The King 
comming up, fell upon thoſe 800 and flew them 
all, with the loſs of 12000 of his Army, 
and then beheaded the Traytor Xemm. 
17. After this Victory he went up the Ri- 
ver Bueytor with 60000 Men in 19000 Boats, 
and coming to the Port of Apa about the 
_ middle of Odfober, burnt above 2000 Veſ- 
| fels and ſome Villages with the loſs of 8000 


Men, and among them 62 Portugueſer, He 


underſtood the City was defended by 20000 
Moors, 350000 of which People had at Me- 
leytay ſlain 150000 of his Army; and that 
the King of Siam was Preparing to come 
to their Relief. Upon this News he retur- 
fed with ſpeed to Prom and fortified him-

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ſelf, whilſt an Ambaſlador went to. purchaſe 
Snccours from the Emperor of Calamunan

18. The Empire of Calaminam' ls ſaid. to. 
be 300 leagues in length, and as much;in 
breadth, formerly divided. into 259 King. 
doms, all uſing the ſame Language, beauti- 
fied with many Cities and great Towns, and 
very fruittul. - In it is to be found all that 
Aſia produces. The Metropolis is called 
Timpham, ſeated on the River Pitui, which 
is covered with multitudes: of Boats, It is 
girt by two ſtrong and beautiful Walls, con. 
rains 40coeo Inhabitants, the Buildings good, 
eſpecially ſome ſtately Palaces with fine Gar- 
dens; in and about it are. 2500 Temples 
belonging to 24 ſeveral Sets. Some ule 
bloody Sacrifices, and ſome of the Prieſts 
abſtain from Women, bur ſatisfie thetr Luſt 
by ſuch ways, it were better they did not 


_ abſtain, The Women are-well ſhaped, fair 


and beautiful; thongh beantiful, they are 
chaſt, two. Quslifications ſeldom go toge- 
ther. Theic Habit ſuitable to their Quality, 
not the Purſe. The great ones are ſerved in 
Gold, In their Law Suits, (O happy Cot 
try!) they nſe no Attorneys, Sollicitors, not 
PreEtors ; all Things are decided at one Hear- 


Ing, The Kingdom maintains 1 7500000 Sol- 


dicrs, 4ocoD0 of them Horſe : 60co Elr- 
phants, whereof the Emperor ſtyles himſelf 
Lrrd by reafon of their numerouſneſs; his 
Revenue 1s above 2o Millions, There 1I*- 
main fone footſteps of Chriſtianity from 

; 41 
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ancient Times among them ; as, that they 
believe the Bleſſed Trinity, and make the 
ſign of the Croſs when they ſneeze. 

i9. This was the Empire of Calaminnam, 
whither' the King oi Brama ſent his Ambaſ- 
ſador. , He being retucned, the King ſeat 
150099. Men in 1300 Boats againlt the City 
Sehadii, 130 leagues diſtant rowards the 
North-Eaſt, The General Chaunigrem ha- 
ving loſt many Men in ſeveral Ailaults, raiſed 
two Mounts, whence he did great harm in 
the City ; but the Beſi ieged (allying, Killed 
at once 8000, another time 5000 of his 
Men. Let us a while leave the King of 
Brama*s Aﬀairs in this condition to ſte what 
was done at Siam, in order to treat of them 
. both together. 

20. The King of Cheammay, after deſtroy- 
ing 30cco Men that guarded the Frontiers, 
beſieged the City of Gwitirvam, belonging to 
the King of Siam, who immediately ga- 
thered 5500000 Men, among which were 
120 Portugueſes much honoured by him. 
This mulrticude was conveyed along the Ri- 
ver in 3009 Boats, and by Land marched 
4000 Elephants, and 2co Picces. of Cannon. 

. He found the: Enemy had abqut 320000 
Men, and 2000 Boats. 'Thie Szammite gave 
the Command of his Army to three Gene- 
rals, two Txrks, and one Portugues Called 
Dominick Seixas. At ficlk the Stammite was 
worited, but recovering, defeated his Ene- 
my, killipg 132020 Men, whereof almoſt 
42000 were zood Horſe. This Victory colt 
him 50000, bur of the worſt of his Army. 
Aa 2 '21- Is 
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21. This done, he marched againſt the 

ncen of Guibem, who had giventhe Enemy 

ſage through her Country, and entring 
the City Fumbacor, ſpared neither Sex nor 
Age. The Queen being beſieged in her Court 
of Gairor, agreed to pay a Tribnte of 60000 
Ducats, and gave her Son as Hoſtage. Then 
he advanced towards the City -T ayfiram , 
(whi:her he thought the King of Chiammay 
was fled) putting all to Fire and Sword, on- 
ly ſparing the Women ; then Winter coming 
on, returned home. 

22. Being come to his Court of 0jaa, or 
Odiaz, he was poiſoned by the Queen, then 
big with Child by one of her Servants; but 
before he died, cauſed his eldeſt Son, then 
young, to be declared King. He left 30000 
Ducars to the 120 Portugueſes that ſerved 
him, and ordered they ſhould pay no Duties 
in any of his Ports for 3 Years to come, 

23. The Adulterous Queen, being near the 
time of. her Delivery, poiſoned her lawful 
Son, married her Servant, and cauſed him 
to be proclaimed King, But they enjoyed 
n0: the Crown long, being both ſlain at a 
Feaſt. on the ſecond of Febraazry by the King 
of Camiadia and Oya Panjiloco, with all their 
Adherents. 


CHAP. 
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CHAT Y. 


Continues the Aﬀairs of the Kings of Siam 
and Pegu. 


x; HERE being no lawful Heir to the 
. £ *Kingdom of Siam, Pretie/ a Religious 
Talagrepo, baſtard Brother to the poitoned 
King, was by common Conſent received as 
ſuch, in the beginning of the Year 1549. 
The King of Brama or Pegre (for it is the 
ſame) ſeeing the Afﬀirs of Sam in Confu. 
ſion, reſolved to conquer that Kingdom. 
He raifed an Army of 800000 Men, among 
which were 1000 Portwgneſes, 40000 Horte, 
60000 Muſqueteers, 20000 Elephants, r000 
Cannon drawn by as many Yoke of Oxen and 
Abadas, and 1000 Waggons of Ammunition 
drawn by Bufaloes, The Portugurſes were 
commanded by Fames Suarcz, de Mela called 
the Gallego, who came to 1n4ia in the Year 
1538, 10 1542 was Pyratin2 about Mocam. 
bique, In 1547 was at the Relief of Malaca, 
and in 1549 being in the Service of this 
King was worth four Millions in Jewels 
and other things of value, had a Penſion of 
200000 Ducats yearly, and the Title of the 
King?s-Brother, was ſupream Governont of 
all his Domimions, and General of his Army. 
2. The King marched with that prodi. 
gious multitude, and after one repulle took 
the Fort of Tapuram defended by 2000. Ste 
Aa 3 ammires, 
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ammites, putting all to the Sword, with the 
loſs of 3000 of Men. 
Fuvopiſam ſurrendred, and he fate down

before Odiaa, the Capital of Siam, Which 


ſeemed to make no account of that great. 
Power. Fames Suarez, who commanded in 


chiet ſurprized hereat; gave an aſlault and 
loſt 1v0co Men. Another attempt was 
made with Elephants, but with no better 
ſucceſs. 4 

3. The King offered 5oc0co Ducats to 
have a Gate of the City delivered to him, 
Oya Pafiloco who commanded in the Town 
underſtanding it, opened a Gate, and ſent 
to reli him he might bring the Money, for 
he was ready to receive It. The Tyrant 
had no anſwer to make, but continuing the 
Siege with vigonr, was forced to flacken 
vpon the coming of the new King. Five 
Months being ſpent with the loſs of 150co00 
Men ; News was brought that Xemindoo, a 
Man of great Parts, had rebelled at Pegs, 
and killed 15000 Men that oppoſed him. 
AS ſoon as this was known in the Camp, 
12CCCo Pegues deſerted in hatred to that 
Foreign King that oppreſſed, and to the 
Infolence of Fames Suarez who commanded 
them. 

4. Xemindoo was of the ancient Blood 
Royal of Pezu, a great Preacher, and eſteem- 
ed a Saint, He made a Sermon ſo effica- 
cious againſt the Tyranny of Princes and 
 Oppreſhion of that Kingdom ; that he was 
taken out of the Pulpit and proclaimed 


' King, Whereupon he ſlew 5eco Brama's 


i 
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in the'Paſace, ſeizing all the Treaſure, and 
in'a few Days all the ſtrong Holds in the 
Kingdom ſubmitted to him. bg 

5." The Armies of the two Kings met 
within two Leagnes of the City Pega; that 
of Brama conſiſted of 350000 Men, Xemin- 
boos of 600000; of the Jatter about 300000 
were ſlain, and 60000 of the ſormer. The 
victorfous King entred Pegy, and contracy 
ro agreement flew many, and ſeized great 
Treatvres, 

6. Mean while the City Martavam de- 
clares for Xemindoo, killing 2000 Bramaes. 
X:mim of Zatam did the fame in the City of 
that oame, The King marched -towards 
h:m, but he contrived :a bave him murders 
ed hy the way. This was the end of that 
i yrant. : 

-. Xemim was proclaimed King by his 
Party, and in nine Days gathered above 
30000 Men. Chammigrem, Brother to the 
d2ad King, plundered the City and Palace 
gi fl-d ro Tanga Where he was born. Xe- 
mim 14: Z.afan became fo odtous by his ill 
Gorvernnent, that in four Months many of 
his Subjects flea, and ome joined with Xo» 
mind.o, who made an Army of 50008 Meg. 
Let ns leave him a while to relate the end 
of Femes Suarez de Melo, after the wonder- 
ful Riſe already mentioned. 

8. James Suarez, paſſing by a rich Mer. 
chant's Houſe, on the Day of his Daughter's 
Wedding, and ſeeing the great Beauty of 
the Bride, attempted to carry her away by 
force, killing the Bridegroom and others

who came to her reſcue. Mean while the 
Bride ſtrangled her ſelf. | 

9. The Father expecting noFJuſtice whilſt 
that King Reigned, ſhut hinelf up, and 
never ſtirred abroad till Xemim de Zatay 
coming to the Crown, he 10 lamented his 
Wrong about the Town, that above 5occo 
of ' the People gathered about him crying 
out for Juſtice. The new King ſearing 
ſome worſe conſequence cauſed Swarez to 
be apprehended and delivered up to that 
Rabble. 

" 10, This was accordingly performed, and 
and the multitude ſtoning him he was in a 
minute buried under a heap of Rubbiſh, 
No ſooner was that done, but they took 
the Body from under that Pile, and tearing 
it tn pieces delivered it to the Boys to drag - 
about the Streets, they giving them Alms for 
ſo doing, His Houſe was plundered, and 
the Treaſure found being much leſs than 
what was expected, it was believed he had 
buried the reſt. . 

11. The new King Xemim de Z:tan ſoon 
followed Zames Suarez, for his Subjefts no 
longer able to bear his Crueky and Avarice, 
fled in great numbers to Xemimdos, who was 
now Maſter of ſome conſiderable Towns. 
He marched to the City Pege with 200000 
Men, and 5000 Elephants. Zatan met him 
with 850000, and the Fight was long doubt- 
ful, till Gongalo Neto who witn 80 Portw- 
gueſes followed Xemin;d3o, kilied Zatom with 
a Musket Shot, which opened the way for 
Zemimdeo into the City, where he was Ls 
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ed on the 3d-'of Febynary 1550, Gonzele 
Neto had 10000 Crowns for that fortunate 
Shot, and his.Companions 5000. 

12. Chanptigrem, who the Year before 
retired tO Pegs, hearing afterwards that Xe» 
 mindos was unprovided , marched agairſt 
him, and obtaining the Victory brought 
that Crown again nnder the ſubjeCtion of 
the Bramaes, Xemindoo taken ſome time 
after, was publickly beheaded. 

13. The War began again between Chow- 
migrem King of Pegu and him of Siam. The 
Army of Pegu conſiſted of 17500000 Men, 
among which were many Portxgueſes, and 
17000 Elephants. All this Army came to 
Ruin, and the Kingdom _of Pegs was made 
ſabject. to that of Arracam, as was related in 
the 3d Chapter of the 2d Part of this Tome. 
The Kingdom of Siam, though, much hq- 
raſſed with theſe glnvaſions, held out, and 
in the Year 1627, whereof we now treat, 
was poſleſled by the Black King, ſo called 
becanſethe really was ſo, whereas all that 
People is White and fair, 

14. This King ia the'Year 262 i, {ent an 
Embally -to Goa, deſiring ſome Franciicans 
would come to Preach in his Kingdom. F. 
Andrew of the Holy Ghoſt went, and was 
much honoured by him at his Court of O- 
dias. He not only gave hin i-ave to ere 
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a Church, but was himſelf ar che whole *x- 


pence, and offered the Father great Riches, 
which he conſtantly refuſed to the great ad- 
miration of that King, 


15. This 
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T5; This Prince was of. Stature ſmall, of 
an.il} Preſence, and of Temper in part moſt 
wicked, and in part generous. Tho' cruel 
Men, be generally Cowards, he was moſt 
crucl and valiant ; and whereas Tyrants for 
the moſt part are covetous, he was moſt 
liberal. As much barbarity as he prattiſed 
in ſome things, he ſhewed as much goodneſs 
in others. __— 

16, He was not content to. put Thieves 
and Robbers to common Deathy, but cauſed 
them to be torn to pieces in his Preſence, 
and for his Paſtime by Tigers and Croco. 
dies. Underſtanding that a King his Vaſa} 
was about to Rebel, he ſhut him up in 4 
Cage, and fed, him with morſels of his own 
Fleſh torn from his Body, and then had him 
fryed in a Pan. With his own hand he cut 
7 Court-Ladies off at the Waſte, only be- 
cauſe he ſaid they walked too faſt, He cut 
off the Legs of 3 others Secanſe rhey ſtaid 
long, being ſent for Money he was to give 
to Certain Portyugueſes : The firſt ſuffered for 
_ going too faſt, theſe for being too ifow. 

17. This ſeverity extended to brute Beaſts. 
He cut off the Paw of a Meokey be ouch. 
valved, bccauſe the filly Beaſt pur is into 2 
Box wherein were ſome Curioſities. A Horſe 
n0 leſs eſteemed had his Head cur off in the 
Stable before the reſt, becauſe he ſtopt not 
when he checked him, Some Crows making . 
a nolſe over the Palace, he cauied 500 0 
them to be catched, ſome were kill'd, others 
ſhut up, and others turned looſe with Yokes 


about their Necks. A Tiger that did not 
Imme- 
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immediately ſeize a' Criminal caſt to-him, * 
was by his Command beheaded - as a'Co- 
ward ; | 
18. Thus much of the wicked part of this 
Prince, now to' ſpeak of his Vertues. He 
kept his word inviolably, was ' rigorous in 
the Execution' of Juſtice, liberal above mea- 
ſure, and very merciful to thoſe that' com- 
mitted pardoftable Faults. He ſent a Portw- 
gaes with much Money to Malace to buy 
ſeveral Goods, he after buying them loſt 
_ all at Play, and yet had the boldneſs to re. 
turn to the King's Preſence, who received 
him kindly, faying, He vatued the Confi- 
fidence rep6ſcd 11 his Generolity, more thay 
all the Goods he could have brought. He 
ſhewed great reſpect to our' religious Men, 
and encouraged the planting ot Chriſtianity 
in his Dominjons. His Valour was unſpeak- 
able. : 5 | 

19. Let us conclude this Chapter with a 
ſherr Deſcription of this Kingdom. [ts pro- 
per Name is Sornav. The extent along the 
Coaſt is about 700 Leagues, and the breadth 
up the. Inland 260. Moſt of the Country 
conſiſts of fruitful Plains, being warered by 
many Rivers: It is plentiful of all forts of 
Proviſions. The Hills are covered with 
yariety of Trees, particularly abundance of 
Ebony, Brafil and Angelin, There are many 
Mines of Sulphur, Salt-Perre, Tin, Iron, 
Silver, Gold, Zaphirs and Rubies; much 
Sweetwood, Benjamin, Wax, Cinnamon, 
Pepper, Ginger and Cardamum, Sugar , 
Honey, Silk and Cotton, The King's Re- 

venue 
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venne is about 13 Millions. In his Domi. 
nions are almoſt 13000 Cities and Towns, 
beſides innumerable Villages. All the Towng 
are walled, the People for the moſt part 
timorous, weak and unarmed. - The Coaſt 
reaches to both Seas ; oa that of Tdia are 
Frunzalam and Tanauzarim ; on. that of 
China, Mompolccota, Cey, Lugor, Chinbu.and 
Perdio.

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CHAP. VI 


Of the Governor Nunno Alvarez Botello, 
in the Tear 1629. 


'# H E Biſhop late Governor being de- 

ceaſed, and the next Patent of Suc. 
ceſlion opened, "there appeared two named; 
D. Laurence de Cunua Commander of Goa 
for the Civil Government, and Nuuno Al- 
vares, Pereyra for the Military. Of this haſt 
Name there were two in Ixdia, or none; 
for if D. Nanno Alvarez Pereyra, a Gentle, 
man well known, was meant, there wanted 
the Title of Don; and if Nununo Alvarez 
Botells, the Sirname was wrong, 

2. It was thought unlikely the Title of 
Don could be omitted through a miſtake, 
becauſe in Portwgal it is peculiar to ſome 
Families only, and therefore could not be 
forgot. The miſtake as to Nano Alvares 
B:telo was more provable, -becauſe he ha 

| ong 
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long gone by the Name of Pereyra, in me- 
mory of his, Grandfather Alvarez Pereyra, 
and changed*Pereyra for Botelo when he in- 
herited the Eftate of his Father Botello ; yet 
ſome called him by the one, and fone by 
the other Name. For this Reaſon, and be- 
cauſe the Counſel of Goes, and the Count de 
Linnares when he came to India allowed 
Nunno Alvarez, Botello as ſuch, I have given 
him this Place among the Governors of 
India. | ; | 
3.Nanno Alvarez Botello zealous of the Honor 
of his Country, and conſidering how dange-. 
rous Delays might prove to Malace then in 
diſtreſs, undertook the Relief of that Place, 
ſaying, he would refer the Deciſion of the 
Debate about his or the others Right to the 
Government til] his return. Nevertheleſs by 
general Conſent he went with the Title of 
Governor. Afterwards it was concluded by 
the Counſel of Goa, that Gongalo Pinto de 
Fonſeca the High Chancellor, ſhould have the 
Charge of the Adminiſtration of Juſtice. 
Thus the whole Government was divided 
between Crunna, Fonſeca, and Nunn. 

4. Nunnonow admitted as Governor, - left 
the Palace to go live upon the Shore, to be 
the more at hand to forward the Prepara- 
tions for his Deſign, wherein he uſed ſuch 
Diligence, that having that Charge com: 
mitted to him on the 2d of Auguſt, by the 
beginning of September he had gathered 5,00 
Portugueſes, a good Train of Artillery, ſtore 
of Arms and Ammunition, and had 3c Sail 
| ready to put to Sea, if the Weather had per- 
mitted. 5. He 
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. 5. He ſet Sail the 22th of. Seprexber, and 
- was in. 4 Storms3 . 2 of .them, 10 terrible 
they. all gave themſelves fot. Joſt. ln this 
. .manner he failed to, Pxlubutanm, and ſent 2 
. Veſſels co give notice of bis coming at Me 
- laca, but came. hiniſelf before the Advice , 
.and underſtood. that, Michael Pereyra Botells 
. ſent by the Biſhop late Goyernor was there 
before him. -. AC Palubutum.; he found a 
.. Veſſel. of Cochim, and two of N egapatan, 
which was ſome additian to hts Flect, Qn 
the 22th of Odober after Noon, . the Fleet 
arrived at M-laca divided into 3 Squadrons, 
Nunno commanded one, the. Vice-Admiral 
Coelo and D. Hicrome de Silveyra the other 
two.

Monaſtery. There was not Water enolgh 
in the River Pongor for our Ships, therefore

7. The Enemy in care for their Galieys, 
quit their Works at Madre de Dios and St.

8, His Caſebeing deſperate, he attempt- 
ed to eſcape*by Night in the lefler Vellgls, 
leaving the main Fleet. to our diſpoſal, but 
was diſcovered and prevented. by the- vigi- 
lance and bravery of Beltaſar Mendez Va. 
ques, de Evers, who cutoff many of his Men, 
' not without; ſome Loſs, whereof was no 
ſmall part that of his own Arm. .

| vernor underſtanding the Enemy refolved'to

pared to receive them, and--perceiving that

Our G0 
vernor received them honourably, and Las 
7:aze being before him nothing daynted, 
iaid, Behold here Lacamanc the firf time over

make my Misfortune more tolerable, one, That 
I am overcame by you ; auother, That Obedience 
ts my King contrary to my own advice , bas 
brought me fudf this Condition. Nunno repli- 
ed, Malaca # bebolding to you for the adviee 
you gave your Prince, aud I for your Obedience 
to him. : 
2. Nunno Alvarez, by reaſon of the con- 
trary Winds, could not come up with five 
Holland Ships that were about Pxlolaor, and 
took one of gur Galliots coming from China, 
the Men gefting aſhore. He returned to 
 Malacs to refit his Ships, and reſolved to 
attempt thE Fort of Facatars, the belt thoſe 
Rebels poſſeſt in Afia. But firſt he ſent An- 
zony de Souſa Continno with Lagamane's Ad- 
miral Galley, called The Terror of the World, 
in whictFhe was Priſoner in order to be ſent 
_ to Spaiw, the Galley went of a Preſent to the 
City Goa, This Galley carried one Gun of 
Tambaca, a precious fort of Metal, which 


was valued at above 7000 Ducats, another 


much more for its curious Workmanſhip. 
Lagamane died before he could be brought to 
Portugal. 


3. Nunno underſtanding the new Viceroy, 
the Count de Linxares, was arrived at Goa 
In October, gave him an account of what. 


had been done, and deſired aſſiſtance and his 
approbation to continue 1h thole Parts, in 
order to carry on his Deſigns againſt the 
Engliſh and Datch. About the end of April 
the Viceroy ſent all he defired and muctt 
more, which was a full Poyer to act as Go» 

ET» vernor; 
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vernour, without being obliged to expet 
any Orders from Goz. 

4. Mean while Nunno failed with 2- Ships 
towards the Streight of Cingepura. Putting 
in at Fambe, a Place abounding in Pepper, 
and therefore much reſorted to by our Eare- 
pean Enemies, aſter a ſtout oppoſition he 
cook two large Ships, the leatt whereof, 
with the Priioners, was fent to Malace. 
Then ſailing up the River, he diſcovered 
another Ship fo large and beautiful, he de- 
ſigned it to make his entrance into Goa, but 
a Bullet falling into the Powder, blew her 
up. . Paſſing farther up, ſeveral of the Men 
ſecing the Watcr cool and Clear, and not 
krowing its Yenomous quality, drank of it 
and died. , 

5. They ſpent 22 Cays going up the Ri- 

ver with 1.uch tiouble. About two leagues 
from them was the Town where the Hollas- 
ders had two Ships under ſhelter, and our 
Admiral was deſirous to take them. He 
manned 14 light VeſſcIs to go view thePlace 
and Works; 25 Sail of the Natives and 
Dutch met him, and were put to flight. 
_ 6. Havirg viewed the Works, and fonnd 
It not practicable to attempt the two Ships 
by reaſon of the ſhelter they were under, h: 
deſtroyed all the Neighbouring Places witi 
Fire and Sword, then failed down the River 
deſigning for Facatzra, By the way he dil- 
covered a Dutch Ship of 24 Guns laden with 
Powder for their Forts, Our Veſlels belet 
and boarded her, and ſhe took fire. 


7, Nunn: 
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-, Nunuo underſtanding the Danger, or. 
dered his Ships to draw off, leſt the Enemy's 
blowing up ſome of them might be loſt with 
it, Finding D. Futon M:ſ-areunas did not 
hear away from her, he made to him with 
his Galliot to bring him off; but coming 
3hout the Poop of the Enemies Ship, ſhe 
blew up, and fſbnk his Galliot downright. 
All our Veſſels made to that place, and of 
all that was in the Galljot,they found nothing 
above Water but the Body of Nz##s Alva- 
rez , as yet with ſome life, which ſoon 
ted. if 

8. Every body was aſtoniſhed at this un- 
fortunate Accident, the Body was opened to 
be embalmed; and his Heart was found to 
b2 of an extraordinary bigneſs, At Malacz 
th2 Body was received with a general La- 
nzentation of the whole City, and honoura- 
bly buried 1n the Church of the Jeſuits, 

9. Naunno Alvarez, was well ſhaped, of a 
clear Complexion , his Hair yellow, ſome. 
what tall, and Limbed proportionably, his 
Srength and Valour equal , his Countenance 
pleaſing and grave. He was virtuoully incli- 
ned, addicted to Learaing, chieily Poetry, 
very Liberal, 22d not known to be addicted 
to any Vice. 

10, The News of his Exploits and Death 
being brought together to King Philip the 
Fourth, he writ with his own Hand as fol- 
lows. Confidering the two inks that were

2. When the Count arrived at Goa, Nu» 
a0 Alvarez, Butcllo was gone for Malacs, and 
all Men promiſed themſelves good ſucceſs, 
when about the beginning of the Year _

The Viceroy returned Thanks to the King 
of Pam for the Succours he carried to Ma. 
laca, and ſent him Preſents. In the ſame 
manner he endeavoured tooblige the Neigh- 
bouting Kings, and honoured the Admiral 
Antowy Pinto de Fonſeca for his good Ser- 
vice. 3 T5 
3. Conſtantiye de Sa, who Commanded in 
Ceylox, puffed” up with the Honour of ha- 
ving deſtroyed the City Candes, and relying 
too much upan the Fidelity of che Chriſtian 
p*, do underhand held Correſpon- 
ith; that King for our Deſtruction, 
gave too" Ihuch Credit to Theodoſizs their 
Captain, by whom his Head was promiſed 
to the King, at the ſame time he promiſed 
D. Conſtantin to.:deliver the King into his 
hands.

2. The Year 1633. was not quite unlike 
it; the beginning of this Year we loft the 
Town of Golin in Bengals in this manner. 
The 4Meopo! having loſt above 50000 Horle 
the laſt Year in ſeveral Engagements he had 
with Hidslcan, attributed it to the Aſſiſtance 
the latter received from the Portwgueſes. IN 
Revenge thereof he now beſieges Golin with 
almoſt 200000 Men by Land, and a vaſt 
Fleet ſent down the River Ganges. In the 
Place were 200 Portugueſes and their Slaves, 
who defended themſelves ſeyeral days with- 

| out 
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out any Fortifications, killing 50000 Mogols. 
Being no longer able ro hold our, they at- 
tempted to eſcape in four Velilels, two 
whereof full of Women and Children, and 
vaſt Riches, felt into the Enemies hands. 
The Women, rather than remain 1a Slavery, 
fired the Veſlels, and. were burnt with their 
Childrea and, Treafuce, The other two 
Ships with the Men were alſo taken; and 
the Mogol offering their liberty to ſuch as 
were not Inhabitants of Cambolim, they re- 
fuſed, faying, They would all ſhare the ſame 
Fortune. '* It is not known whether they were 
killed or made Slaves. | | 
3, The War continued in Ceylos with the 
| King of Candes. The falſe D. Tbeodoſens 
had returned to our Friendſhip but with 4 
deſign'ro deceive us, but was at laſt killed. 
The King ſacd for Peace, and ſubmitted to 
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our Ceniditions, but then again refuſed to 


ratifls it, and James de Melo & Caftro offering 
him Battel if he perſiſted in the denial, he 


ſigned the Treaty, Thus we were again 


reſtored to all that had been loſt in Ce- 
lon. 7 | 
4. Laft Year three Ships were ready at 
Lizboun to ſail for India at the uſual time, 
which 1s about March, but the Weather pro- 
ved ſo bad, they were diſappointed, Io 
Fuly three others ſet out, and two of them 
had the good fortune to make the Voyage 
without ſeeing Land till they came to Gos. 
This Year we now treat of failed the three 


Ships that were diſappointed the laſt. One 


of theſe coming back, was-caſt away beyoud 


d 2 the 
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the Cape of Good Hope, but loſt not one Man, 
2nd very few of them died aſhore. Of the 
Wreck, and ſome Wood cut in the Moun- 
tains, they built two ſmall Veſſels that car. 
ried them off, though. not without difficulty, 


'the greateſt to make the Men agree to this 


only means of ſaving themſelves. 
' 5. On the 16thot February, 634, Amony 
Telles, de Silva ſailed from Goa towards the 
North with 6 Galleons, in ſearch of the like 
number of Datch Ships that came from Fer. 
fia. About Trapor he diſcovered them, and 
giving chaſe they fled, throwing overboard 
many Goods to lighten. 8 

6. Tne Viceroy was:not ſo wholly taken 
up with the Military Aﬀairs, bnt he could 
attend adorning and beautifying; the City. 
He built a Church dedicated to-St. Lagrence 
ncar the Bar, and gave it, to the Franciſ- 
cans. "Then he founded . and endowed an 
Holpital for the Poor in the Field of: St. La- 
zarws, Which made four. Hoſpitals- at: Goa. 
He rebuilt the Council-houſe of the Inqui- 
fiction, and Palace of the Viceroys, which 
were going tO ruin, 

7. For Military Works, at Panelim he 
{iiniſhed that cailed the Powder-houſe, where 
are daily made 14 Quintals of Powder, 
Repaired the Fortifications of Maſcate, and 
others. Theſe Works ſeem ſufficient to 
have made him beloved, but either ſome 
Humours made him odious, or elſe it was 
impoll:ble to pieale the Portugneſer, Some 


-diſcontented Perſons, when the Viceroy was 


about to depart, tet vp ſeveral ſcandalons 
Libels 
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Libels againſt. him in publick Places, and 
hanged his Efhgies on the publick Gibbet. 
Yet after all it was voted, that an honou- 
rable Statue ſhould be erected to him in the 
ſame place where the other had been hang'2, 


but it ſucceeded not, ſor when the Pedeſtal 


' was ſet up, there arrived a new Viceroy, and 
the arrival of, ſuch always reverſes what1o- 
ever was done before, 

8. Now died the famous Commander Rwy 
Freyre de Andrade full of Merit unrewarded 
we have already ſpoke of his Aftions, his 
Qualities were a mixture of good and bad, 
more Politick than Conſcientious. He was 
Pcudent and Generous, Gave all his Orders 
in donbtful terms, to reſerve a Meaning ro 
juſtifie himſelf by in caſe of ill ſucceſs, 
Was familiar with no body, chooſing rather 
to be feared than beloved. He heard all 
Soldiers ſtanding, or made them 1it, Any 
breach of Orders he never pardoned, bur 
beheaded a Captain for faving a beautiful 
young Woman, being commanded to pur all 
to the Sword. It is needleſs to repeat more 
Extravagancies of this kind. 

9. Two Ships failed from Lisbon, carrying 
a new Viceroy to India, The Count De 
Linarez returned with them, one whereof 
was caſt away near Lwbon; the other, in 
which he was, went to Malaga, where many 
of the Men died, mach of the Loading was 
waſted, and the Ship was broke up. 

10. The Count went to Court, and was 
the ficſt that prefented his Prince with part 
oi what he had gxined. To the King he 
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gave a Hatband, to the Queen a pair of 
Pendants, both valued by ſome 100000, by 
others 80000 Crowns, He was at ficlt re. 
ceived with Hononr, and after Impriſoned. 
The Count was of a beautiful Preſeace, aud 
comely Aſpect, diſcreet and well inclined, 
of Viceroys the 27th, of Goyernours the 
51ſt, and 6th of the Sirnameg | 
11. This Year was remarkable in Cochry- 
china for a Dearth, which cauſed ſuch a 
Famine as had not been known in the me- 
mory of Man, and for repeated Treafons. 
& bout the beginning of the Year a Baſtard 
Son of the King, but Adopted by the Queen, 
went to govern the Provinces between Ca- 
' cham. and Chaps; he had before his depar- 
ture conſpired with eight principal Men to 
bring the Government of the Kingdom into 
his and his Brothers hands, which:then was 
managed by the Sons of another Woman. 
As ſoon as he came to his Government he 
began to make Warlike Preparations; the 
King underſtanding it ſent for him, and he 
kept off til] the King died, and the Princes 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Palace. The 
Conſpirators came to celebrate the Funeral 


| Rites. An Uncle of thoſe young Princes 


wes preſcat, who underſtanding thoſe Tral- 
tors defign to murder his Nephews, called yp 
the Guards that were ready to execute his 
Orders, but he thought it enough to terrifie 
thoſe Confſpirators. The Funeral ended, 
the Prince having with difficulty got the 
Royal Seal from the Queen, tendred it to 
his Uncle, offering to acknowledge him as 
King 
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King ; but the ofd Man unwilling to be out- 
done by the Youth, refuſed the Offer, only 
deſiring him to remember his Childreo. - 

12. The News of the King's Death being 
brought to the Baſtard at the City Cachamn, 
he ordered the deepeſt Mourning according 
to the cuſtom of that Country, which was to 
cat their Hair ſhort. This to them 1s a great 
Affiiction, for they wear their Hair at length 
like Women, aad thiak it makes them beau- 
tiful , whereas they ace very ugly, This 
done, he raiſed Men, and fortified himſelf - 
at Tuwram. 'The young King's two Brothers 
ſoon came upon him, and were Maſters of 
. all, He fſed, and being taken, attempted 
to kill himſelf with a Knife ; but failing, - 
was committed to Priſon, where he poiſoned 
himſelf. Afﬀeer his Death many Perſons of 
great Note, being Accomplices in the Trea- 
lon, were put to Death. |

!. Bout the end of this Year 1635, the 
Count de Lixarez reſigned the Go. 
vernment of India to Peter de Silva. The 
ſame People that accuſed the Count for be- 
ing ſo rigid, accuſed Silva of being toa eaſje. 
Perhaps they blamed the Extreams , but 
what Man can overcome his Inclinations? 
Every Man's Qualifications ought to be 
| looked into before an Employment is given 
him. I know not whether Sylva were natu- 
_ rally eaſfie, but he had gained the Nickname 
of Mole, which in Portugues ſignffies Soft, 
Neither did he like the Government, being 
often heard to ſay, God forgive them that na- 
med me for this Imploy, for 1 am not fit for 
it. | 
2, In March, Antony Tellez ſet out azain 
with his 6 Galleons, after 1 3 Sail of Dutch he. 
expected to meet at Swrat, A Storm forced 
him to Bombaim, and the Enemy to ſhun 
him put into Dabul. Telez returned to Goa, 
and being there at Anchor, four great Hol- 
land Ships appeared before the Port, he 
went out, and having fought two days, for- 
ced themto lighten their Loading, the better 
tro eſcape. This done, he enters the Port 
| again, 
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again, and a Squ 


adron of 10 Sail of the 
Enemy was ſeen at his Heels, the Diſadvan- 
tage being too great, It was not thoughc 
expedient to fight them. . 

3. This Year was Jignalized with a Mi- 
racle that happend with a Crucifix. There 
is a Monaſtery of Nuns at Goa, in the Arch 
of their Choir. facing the Nuns was placed 
a Crucifix, the Workmanſhip whereof was 
not liked becauſe the Eyes were ue ſhue, 
and the Knees too high. On the firſt Friday 
of Leat, after the- uſual Proceſſion, As 
Nuns being at Prayers in the Choir, di- 
ſtintly ſaw. the Image open its: Eyes; the 
Women frighted cried out, and all the other 
Religious with the Father Confeſlor reſorted 
= thither, and before Midnight all of them 
ſaw the Eyes open 26 times, and ſometimes 
the Body and Croſs ſeemed to move, the 
Mouth opened as if it ſpoke, and Blood 
ran from the Temples and Wounds, Some 


patt of theſe Wonders were ſeen ſeveral 


days, till on a Tweſday, the Church being fall 
of People, they all ſaw what the Nuns had 
ſeen, for the Body of the Image turned to 
one ſide. The Biſhep and Inquiſitors were 
Witneſſes of much of this Motion, and the 
whole was confirmed by the Aſſeveration of 
all the Citizens, The Eyes remained half 
open, the Knees ſtretched lower, the Feet 
falling and dragging the Nail after them, and 


the whole Body of the Image appeared 
mere beautiful,

5. On the 17th of May the Cafres landed 
to diſcover Sufo's Works, where they ſlew 
fome Men, and brought the Heads of three, 
lofing one Man, Borges reſolved to aſſault. 
the Works next day, leaving the Care of 
the Vellels to John Gomes Suarez, a ſecure 
Man, that he might have a Retreat in cale 
of any Misfortune, The Men marched halt 
a League through Bogs up to the Knees, at 
the foot of a Mountain Sufo met them with 
a multitude of Blacks.

6. On the 21ſt of Fanxary, Antony Tellez; 
obtained leave to ſet out to fight the Hollar- 
ders, who upbraided us with Cowardice, 
After 8 hours Diſpute the Enemy gave way. 
Our Admiral meeting them again about the 
middle of  Febrxary in the Nocthera Sea, had 
the Tike ſfurceſs. | 
7. At Malacs the Feuds were ſo great be- 
tween the Commander of the Town and 
Admiral of the Coaſt, that the latter ſhot 
an Uncle of the ether.
